SickntHH  171  Alice  not  yellow  ferer. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Purnell  reports  as  follows: 

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  June  16,  190 J^, 
In  ac*»ordance  with  instructions,  I  visited  Alice,  Tex.,  and  investi- 
jrated  the  sickness  which  was  prevailing  there.  I  left  Beaumont  on 
the  evening  of  the  11th  instant,  and  reached  my  destination  on  the 
next  evening  at  9  o'clock.  Doctor  Tabor  reached  there  on  the  same 
train.  We  were  met  at  the  depot  by  Doctors  Macgregor,  McKnight, 
Coc-k.  and  the  local  physicians.  Doctor  Frick  did  not  reach  there 
until  the  evening  of  the  following  da3\  On  the  morning  of  the  18th 
fVK'tors  McKnight,  Tabor,  and  I,  in  company  with  the  attending  phy- 
'"i<ians  visited  12  persons  who  were  sicK.  Doctor  Macgregor  was 
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called  to  San  Diego,  hence  was  not  with  us.  The  cases  examined  were 
found  to  be  either  remittent  malarial  fever  or  enteric  fever.  In  no 
instance  did  we  lind  yellow  fever.  Doctor  Macgregor  had  seen  the 
cases  several  times  prior  to  our  visit,  and  he  concurred  with  our  find- 
ings. Doctor  Frick  saw  several  cases  after  his  arrival,  and  he  also 
concurred  with  us.  Few  mosquitoes  were  found,  but  wigglers  of  the 
Stegomyse  and  Cule^  were  found  in  abundance  in  standing  water. 
No  Anopheles  were  discovered;  it  is  supposed  that  they  abound  on  the 
ranches  in  the  vicinity. 

June  23,  1904. 
There  is  no  change  in  the  situation  here.     Everything  seems  favor- 
able, and  the  sanitary  work  is  still  going  on.     There  seems  to  be  some 
interest  manifested  in  sanitary  work  along  the  Aransas  Pass  Railroad. 

Antimosquito  work. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Frick  reports,  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Alice,  Tex.,  June  18^  190 J^. 

Transactions  June  17  and  18, 1904:  Fumigated  32  houses,  containing 
190  rooms;  water  containers  oiled — barrels,  82;  tubs,  18;  tanks,  37; 
wells,  4;  troughs,  2;  ponds,  12;  cisterns,  7;  pots,  cans,  etc.,  7;  total 
number  of  water  containers  treated,  158. 

There  are  about  300  water  barrels  in  the  town,  of  which  65  are  pro- 
vided with  screens,  or  more  properly  speaking,  cloth  tops.  Seventy- 
six  water  containers  were  found  to  contain  larvsB;  about  65  per  cent 
of  these  contained  both  Culex  and  Stegoniyise^  though  the  latter  in 
very  small  proportion. 

June  18, 1904. 

The  situation  here  remains  unchanged.  Fumigation  continues;  we 
have  established  inspection  and  oiling  of  water  containers — with  one 
man  on  this  work.  Many  barrels  are  found  covered,  and,  as  a  rule, 
free  from  larvae,  although  discarded  barrels  and  others  containing  lye 
water  (wood  ashes)  are  found  to  contain  larvae.  About  75  per  cent  of 
these  water  containers  are  found  with  Stegomyise^  but  these  are  few  in 
number. 

Mosquitoes  are  not  numerous.  I  have  been  sleeping  without  a  bar, 
and  as  yet  have  not  had  a  single  mosquito  to  attack  me,  although  I 
have  seen  some  Culex. 

June  22,  1904. 
The  situation  unchanged.  Rains  the  day  before  yesterday,  yester- 
day, and  to-day  have  seriously  interfered  with  the  work  of  fumiga- 
tion. At  this  writing  indications  are  that  the  bad  weather  will  continue. 
With  clear  weather  the  work  of  fumigation  would  probably  be  com- 
pleted at  this  place  within  four  or  five  days.

The  authorities  in  Corpus  Christi  have  made  request  for  a  demon- 
stntioo  of  antinaosquito  and  disinfection  work,  and  I  respectfully 
request  authority  to  send  Doctor  Cock  and  his  force  to  that  place 
when  they  have  finished  Alice. 

After  a  few  da-ys  in  Corpus  Christi  it  is  my  intention,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Bureau,  to  return  this  force  to  Laredo  and  start  them 
down  the  Rio  Grrande,  to  go  as  far  as  Brownsville.  Doctor  Frick 
sboold,  in  my  opinion,  remain  in  Alice  and  vicinity  for  the  present. 
The  force  under  Doctor  MacGregor  will  complete  the  remaining 
towns  alon^  the  Xexas  Mexican  Railway.

Report   from    Cape    Colony — Pl<igiie — Ejcam! Tuition  for  plague  and 
plag lie-infected  rodents. 

Colonial  Secretary's  Office, 
Cape  Tmon^  Cape  of  Good  Ilope^  May  ^o\  190^, 
The  following  report  by  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  Colony 
on  the  state  of  the  outbreak  of  bubonic  plague  in  the  Cape  Colony  for 
the  week  ended  May  21,  1904,  is  published  for  general  information. 

Noel  Jaxisch, 
Under  Colwiial  Se^ntary, 

Port  Elizabeth, — Two  cases  of  plagu^  were  discovered  during  the  week,  namely :  Two 
European  males  on  the  17th  and  20th  instant,  respectively.  At  the  plague  hospital 
1  European  male  died  and  1  colored  female  was  dischanijed  recovered ;  6  cases  remain 
under  treatment.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-two  (51  found  dead)  rats  and  303  (27 
found  dead)  mice  bacteriolo^cally  examined  during  the  week,  of  which  42  rats  and 
28  mice  proved  to  be  plague-mfected. 

Other  places. — At  East  London,  Uitenhage,  Queenstown,  King  Williams  Town,  and 
Knysna  no  case  of  plague  was  discovered  m  man  or  animal. 

CAPE  TOWN. 

Harbor  boardarea  and  shipping  in  harbor. — Number  of  rodents  examined  291 ;  nothing 
found  suspicious  of  plague. 

Cape  Town  municipal  area. — Number  of  rodents  examined  by  the  medical  officer  of 
health  for  the  city  334;  nothing  found  suspicious  of  plague.

BRAZIL. 

Reports  fnmi  Rio  de  Janeiro — Sviallpox  and  yellow  ferer — Epidemic 
dystmtery  in  Pernarnhuco — Yeltmr  fever  and  tne  mosfjnito. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  May  27  and  June  1,  as 
follows: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  May  21  the  following  vessels  were  inspected 
and  issued  bills  of  health  from  this  office: 

On  May  17  the  German  steamship  Syra/^^nm^  for  New  York,  with  a 
cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the 
crew  while  here;  on  the  same  date,  the  British  steamship  Pennine 
Range^  for  New  York,  with  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  1 
new  member  of  crew  taken  on  here;  on  Ma}^  19  the  British  steamship 
Cunaxa^  for  Baltimore,  with  a  cargo  of  manganese  ore,  no  passengers, 
and  1  new  man  added  to  the  crew  list  while  here,  and  on  the  same  date 
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the  Briti**h  steaiai^hip  Titian^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  9 
liT>t  cabin  passengers  and  16  steerage  passengers  from  this  port,  and 
aUj  :*  new  members  of  the  crew  shipped  here. 

All  steerage  passengers  on  the  Titian  were  carefully  examined  by 
me  Wfore  purchasing  tickets,  as  is  now  the  procedure  here  by  virtue 
of  an  arrangement  made  by  myself  with  the  steamship  companies. 
All  v»-*^I?*  discharged  and  received  cargo,  as  well  as  passengers,  while 
hiu^  in  the  open  bay. 

InU^iltiH^  dtHraj<e  In  /Vrw.— Under  date  of  May  19  a  repoil  from 
LioM  ^lat*^  that  on  that  date  there  were  registered  as  occurring  on 
tbr  prei  itms  da\%  in  that  city,  3  new  cases  of  bubonic  plague  and  2 
••aj^tr?*  of  yellow  fever.  Another  report  of  the  same  date  states  that 
*M/H*  ai'tiial  sanitary  condition  of  Lima  is  satisfactory,  although  to-day 
i  ra<*>^  of  yellow  fever  have  been  verified  in  Rio  Cniclayo." 

/..r^r'/Vif/x  d/xtfiji^  in  Chile, — Under  date  of  May  19,  a  dispatch  from 
Suitiago  states  that  in  the  poor  districts  of  Chiclayo,  in  Antofagasta, 
there  were,  on  May  18,  15  new  cases  of  bubonic  plague.  Another 
dispftCch  of  the  same  date  states  that  **  there  has  been  a  recrudescence 
uf  iho  bubonic  plague  in  Antofagasta.  Yesterday  there  were  15 
!ies.''     A  di«        ' 


verified  cases.''     A  dispatch  of  May  22,  from  Santiago,  states 
tbat  there  are  ""under  treatment  in  Antofagasta  48  case  of  bubonic 

A  dispatch  dated  May  19  also  states  that  '*•  since  the  day  in  which 
the  epidemic  of  variola  showed  itself  in  Santiago  there  have  been 
rtjriwtered  54 H)  cases  of  this  disease." 

D^tUef*y  In  Ptrnamhua). — The  latest  reports  from  Pernambuco 
fti^m^  follows: 

^Lf^i*.  3fajf  ff,  1904. — The  i*oeflBcient  of  mortality  during  the  last  week  has  risen 
V  sfi  I  per  1^000  inhabitants.  The  total  of  all  deaths  during  the  last  fortnight,  end- 
sq(  Hm}  15,  is  753.  Of  these,  404  are  due  to  dysentery  alone,  65  to  diseases  of  the 
d^pKddw  $\-t<tem,  47  to  tuberculosis,  34  to  malaria,  33  to  variola,  57  to  diseases  of  the 
MTTtVtt*  Kv^tem,  and  113  to  causes  badly  verified.  The  records  show  that  during 
tbk  p«n<Ml  498  persons  were  interred  with  a  certificate  furnished  by  a  physician, 
md  2S5  with  a  certificate  attested  by  2  witnesses. 

The  istfue  of  the  Brazilian  Review  for  May  24,  1904,  has  the 
following: 

Bmnmburo. — Sanitar>'  conditions  grow  worse  every  day,  and  are  now  very  alarm- 
OK  N*vw  Hince  the  cholera  epidemic,  fifty  years  ago,  was  anything  like  it  known. 
( naiiikficing  with  62  deaths  in  January  this  year,  they  rose  to  161  m  February,  323 
m  Marrh,  and  617  in  April^  equivalent  to  79.4  per  thousand.  The  Great  Western 
B*ilni»l  ic  doing  good  servu^e  by  publishing  reports  of  rainfall  at  stations  alon^  their 
ii»«.  Rain  has  l^n  falling  more  or  less  irregularly  all  over  the  State.  Whilst  at 
F^iahyha  1}  mm.  fell  in  three  days.  At  Maceio  rains  have  been  so  heavy  as  to 
i^»«i  ihf  streets  and  overturn  a  wall  at  the  railroad  station.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
li«t  mas  may  continue  heavy  at  the  capital  and  extinguish  the  epidemic  of  dysen- 
vtt  «hsrb  is  causing  so  terrible  a  death  rate,  chiefly  among  children  and  old  peo|)le. 
It  t»  9Mi«*f«lly  lielieved  that  the  disease  was  brought  from  Acre  by  the  returning 
*>»*{«.  Inde<><l,  it  seems  not  unlikely,  as  the  epidemic  certainly  seems  to  date  from 
±tnT  ntnm,  while  the  dry  and  unhealthy  weather  has  helped  it  to  spread. 

The  United  States  consul  at  Pernambuco  writes  me  as  follows: 

Anwm&ttro,  May  16, 1904- — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  of  the  3d  instant  I  beg  to  say 
ti^ttft  daring  April  617  deaths  of  dysentery  were  oflicially  reported.  No  measures,  as 
Urml  <ao  learn,  are  being  taken  to  combat  the  disease,  except  that  in  certain  drug 
4i.f»  iDcdicine  is  furnished  the  poor  on  account  of  the  Government.  No  experts 
fnca  ootiide  have  arrived  to  inquire  into  the  origin  of  the  disease.  There  have  been 
a  fr«  caaet  in  which  death  has  occurred  within  a  few  hours  of  the  inception  of  the

disease,  but  in  most  cases  it  has  been  amenable  to  treatment,  and  if  death  results  it 
comes  some  days  after  the  first  attack. 

As  the  epidemic  has  spread  over  both  this  city  and  the  surrounding  country'  and 
among  rich  and  poor  it  is  difficult  to  assign  any  local  cause  for  it,  and  it  is  generally 
supposed  to  be  caused  by  the  long  continued  hot,  dry  weather  here  this  year. 

In  view  of  the  regular  growth  of  this  epidemic  it  is  safe  to  predict 
that  the  deaths  for  the  month  of  May  will  approximately  be  between 
800  and  900  from  dysentery  alone,  almost  as  many  as  occur  from  all 
causes  in  the  same  period  in  Rio  de  Janeiro,  which  is  four  times  as  ffreat 
in  population  as  Recife.  The  situation  appears  to  be  most  serious, 
and  it  is  difficult  to  foretell  what  proportions  this  epidemic  may  soon 
assume. 

Yellow  fe^'er  and  the  mosqrdto. — The  following  is  from  a  report  by 
Dr.  Bento  Bueno,  made  to  the  government  of  the  State  of  S^o  Paulo: 

At  Santos,  Campinas,  and  Sorocaba  unceasing  war  has  been  waged  on  mosquitoes. 
The  culex  taeniatus  previously  so  common,  has  almost  disappeared,  and  with  it  the 
epidemics  of  yellow  fever.  Transmission  by  mosguito  bite  is  possible  fifty-seven 
days  after  infection  of  the  stegorniaj  and  this  determmes  the  period  during  which  the 
greatest  vigilance  must  be  exercised  in  yellow-fever  cases,  wnen  the  patient  has  not 
been  entirely  isolated  from  access  of  mosquitoes  by  netting. 

Sanitary  report  of  Bio  de  Janeiro^  week  ended  May  22^  190^. — Dur- 
ing this  week  there  were  in  all  361  deaths,  the  largest  number  this 
year.  Of  these  3  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  all  in  hospital,  with  8 
new  cases  reported.  At  the  week's  end  there  were  5  cases  of  vellow 
fever  in  Hospital  SSo  Sebastiao.  Variola  caused  71  deaths,  with  119 
new  cases  renorted,  leaving  at  the  end  of  the  week  146  cases  under 
treatment  in  Hospital  Sito  Sebasti^o.  No  cases  nor  deaths  from  bubonic 
plague  and  only  1  convalescent  in  Hospital  Paulo  Candido  is  the  best 
report  so  far  of  this  disease.  No  deaths  were  due  to  measles,  scarlet 
fever,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  or  leprosy.  Grippe  caused  11 
deaths,  enteric  fever  1,  dysentery  3,  beriberi  1,  malarial  fevers  5,  and 
tuberculosis  45.  The  daily  average  of  deaths  was  51.57,  as  compared 
with  an  average  of  49  for  the  preceding  week,  and  of  39.71  for  the 
corresponding  week  last  year.  The  coefficient  per  1,000,  taking  the 
population  as  estimated,  850,000,  is  22.20.  The  deaths  occurred,  as 
regards  localities,  as  follows:  In  houses,  222;  in  civil  hospitals,  67;  in 
military  hospitals,  5;  in  Santa  Casa  de  Miserecordia,  ^2\  in  asylums, 
convents,  etc.,  3;  in  vessels  in  port,  none,  and  location  unknown,  2. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  on  May  18,  23.8^,  and 
the  lowest  on  May  16,  16.1^  C,  with  a  daily  avemge  of  19.88^  C. 
The  rainfall  for  the  week  was  2.27  mm.,  a  daily  average  of  0.32  mm. 

Vacclnatioii  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  during  Aprils  100 Jf — Port  declared  free 

from  pi  ague » 

During  the  week  ended  May  28, 1904,  no  vessels  left  this  port  bound 
for  ports  in  the  United  States.  No  bills  of  health  were  issued  by  the 
consulate. 

There  is  but  little  sanitary  information  to  transmit,  with  respect  to 
other  localities  than  this. 

A  dispatch  from  Buenos  Ayres  May  80  states  that  duringthe  year  1903 
there  were  in  all  16,314  deaths  in  that  city,  of  which  number  17.3  per 
cent  were  from  infectious  and  contagious  diseases.  These  figures  are 
for  the  whole  province  of  Buenos  Ayres,  Argentine  Republic,  and  are 
not  for  the  city  alone. 
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D^f*tni^y  at  Pemamhuco^  Brazil, — The  following  is  a  press  report 
in  n^lation  to  the  epidemic  in  Pernambuco,  Brazil.  Although  there 
\s  nothing  new  in  the  report,  it  still  may  be  of  interest: 

Tbenf  died  in  Janaar>%  this  year.  62  persons  from  dysentery,  in  February  161,  in 
iLr  txm  \h  ^y%  of  March  110,  in  the  second  half  of  March  215,  in  the  first  15  days 
of  Affil  276,  and  in  the  last  half  of  that  month  341.  The  coefiScient  of  mortality 
bM  rw9i  to  tf9.4,  that  is,  80 deaths  per  1,000  inhabitants.  From  April  15  to  30  there 
dic^  a:  Becife  ( Femambuco)  629  persons — 626  Brazilians,  of  which  number  613  were 
B«lirt«  of  Pernambuco,  and  3  strangers.  The  highest  daily  mortality  up  to  that 
date  mm.

TTurinatton  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  during  the  numth  of  April^  IdOl^,. — 
Dariag  this  month  1,972  vaccinations  and  revaccinations  were  made 
by  the  authorities.  Notifications  were  received  of  216  cases  of  variola, 
and  iBvestigation  showed  in  regard  to  these  cases  that  119  of  these 
ppr<oii»  had  never  been  vaccinated  (of  this  number  90  were  over  15 
Tears  of  age),  17  had  never  been  revaccinated,  and  in  regard  to  80, 
prwi^  information  was  lacking. 

I>uring  the  month  the  vaccination  institute  distributed  16,789  tubes 
of  virus,  of  which  number  10,874  went  to  the  federal  district — the 
city  of  Rio  de  Janeiro — and  the  remainder  to  different  States. 

Mttriuary  rej)ort  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  week  ended  May  29^  190^. — Dur- 
VBff  the  week  there  were  in  all  321  deaths.  There  were  4  cases  of 
veilow  fever  reported,  and  two  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease, 
\fkAh  in  the  Sacramento  district  of  the  city.  At  the  close  of  the  week 
there  were  no  cases  of  yellow  fever  under  treatment  in  any  of  the  hos- 
pitals. No  cases  nor  deaths  from  plague.  Variola  caused  45  deaths, 
▼ith  t<8  cases  reported,  and  with  155  case  under  treatment  at  the  close 
of  the  week,  yo  deaths  were  caused  by  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
enteric  fever,  or  leprosy.  Measles  caused  1  death;  whooping  cough, 
1:  grippe,  7;  dysentery,  3;  beriberi,  1;  malarial  fevers,  4;  and  tuber- 
eulosi*,  33. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  218  occurred  in  private  residences, 
hotels,  etc.,  42  in  civil  hospitals,  2  in  military  hospitals,  51  in  the 
>anU  Casa  da  Miserecordia,  3  in  asylums  and  convents,  none  on  ships 
in  port,  and  5  in  localities  unknown.  The  daily  average  for  the  week 
wm»  45.85,  as  compared  with  51.57  during  the  preceding  week,  and 
3T.2H  for  the  same  week  during  1903. 

Both  deaths  from  yellow  fever  occurred  in  children  less  than  10 
y«us  of  age,  and  botli  in  the  persons  of  natives. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  during  the  week  was  on  Mav 
:».  viz,  28.4-  C,  and  the  lowest  on  May  26,  16.6^  C,  with  a  daily 
tvemge  for  the  week  of  21^  C. 

There  are  at  this  date  no  inmates  of  the  plague  hospital  at  Jurajuba, 
all  convalescents  having  been  discharged  as  cured,  and  there  having 
bttffl  DO  admissions  for  thirtv  davs. 

This  port  is  therefore  at  this  date  free  from  plague.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Wilson  reports,  June  15,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  June  11,  1904,  one  bill  of  health  was  issued 

to  a  vessel  liound  for  the  United  States.     No  quarantinable  disease  has 

been  reported. 
We  nave  just  had  a  terrible  rain  storm.     The  rain  began  earlv  on 

Jane  13  and  continued  most  of  the  day,  but  the  worst  period  was  from 
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7  to  10.30  p.  m.,  when  the  water  came  down  at  a  temtic  rate.  After 
that  it  fell  comparatively  lightly,  but  it  rained  all  night  and  more  than 
half  of  the  following  day.  I  have  not  been  able  to  learn  the  rainfall, 
but  comparing  this  with  the  big  storm  of  three  years  ago,  when  13 
inches  fell  in  twenty -four  hours,  it  is  the  opinion  oj  those  with  whom 
I  have  spoken  that  4  or  5  inches  of  water  must  have  fallen  between  7 
and  10.80  during  the  night  of  June  13. 

Of  course  this  fall  did  considerable  damage,  tumbling  down  walls 
and  houses  all  over  the  city  and  flooding  the  lower  part.     The  princi- 

f>al  business  houses  along  the  water  front  had  12  to  15  inches  of  water, 
n  many  houses  holes  had  to  be  made  in  the  walls  to  let  the  water  out. 

Nine  vears  ago  the  Spanish  Government  built  up  Cristina  street 
(along  the  water  front),  raising  its  level  and  building  a  good  macadam- 
ized road,  with  large  drains  for  rain  water  to  pass  under  it.  This  is 
the  first  time  since  the  street  was  fixed  that  water  has  flowed  over  it. 

Considerable  damage  has  been  done  to  the  surrounding  country,  but 

news  is  coming  very  slowly,  as  all  the  telegraphic  lines  are  down,  the 

roads  very  bad,  the  rivers  swollen,  many  bridges  having  been  carried 

away — among  them  two  railroad  bridges.     No  mail  has  arrived  since 

.  the  12th. 

Probably  forty  persons  have  been  drowned  in  the  surrounding  coun- 
try. The  village  of  Cobre,  about  12  miles  to  the  west,  has  been  very 
badly  damaged,  half  of  it  having  been  destroyed.  It  is  known  that  25 
persons  have  been  drowned. 

The  aqueduct  of  Santiago  has  been  damaged  at  the  dam  and  we 
have  had  no  water  for  two  days,  as  it  does  not  flow  into  the  pipe.  It 
will  take  two  or  three  days  to  repair  the  damage. 

If  reports  are  correct  we  are  not  likely  to  have  trains  to  Habana  for 
at  least  a  week.

Assi^tmt  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  May  28  and  June  4,  as  follows: 

Dnring'  the  week  ended  May  21,  1904,  four  vessels  having  an  aggre- 
gmt^  personnel  of  206  crew  and  99  passengers  were  inspected. 

No  official  report  of  contagious  oiseases  in  Yokohama  has  been  re- 
ceived for  the  period  subsequent  to  May  7.  Health  conditions  in  this 
citT  !*eem  normal,  save  for  the  unusual  prevalence  of  measles. 

^otollpox  is  reported  epidemic  in  Tientsin,  China,  and  it  is  stated  in 
press  reports  that  this  disease  exists  in  Port  Arthur. 

Plague  on  steamship  Korea  at  Kob4. 

Week  ended  May  28,  1904,  seven  vessels  having  a  total  personnel  of 
S'i^  crew  and  947  passengers  were  inspected;  395  steerage  passengers 
were  hatbed,  and  627  pieces  of  baggage  were  disinfected. 

For  week  ended  May  14,  1904,  contagious  diseases  were  reported  in 
Tokohanoa  as  follows:  Enteric  fever,  6  cases,  no  deaths;  scarlet  fever, 
1  case,  no  deaths;  diphtheria,  4  cases,  no  deaths;  dysentery,  1  case,  no 
deatluv.

A  case  of  plague  was  discovered  on  steamship  Korea^  which  arrived 
At  Kob^  on  May  31  ultimo  from  Hongkong  via  Amoy,  Shanghai,  and 
Naeswaki.  The  vessel  with  its  entire  personnel  went  into  quarantine 
at  Kob^.  Crew  and  passengers  will,  according  to  Japanese  practice, 
probably  be  detained  ten  oays.     The  case  of  plague  occurred  in  the 

Enon  of  a  Chinese  steemge  passenger.     The  disease  seems  to  have 
en  of  the  pneumonic  tvpe,  and  the  diagnosis  was  apparently  con- 
firmed by  expert  bacteriological  examination.

IhuB  Doctor:  Desiring  that  you  should  be  informed  of  the  occur- 
rence of  rellow  fever  in  the  Republic,  and  that  the  first  notices  you 
receive  snould  be  from  the  sanitary  authorities  of  Mexico,  I  informed 
rou  ID  my  message  of  the  12th  that  a  suspect  case  had  occurred  at 
Tftmpico,^  and  in  my  telegram  of  yesterday  1  gave  confirmation  of  the 
caiie. 
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To-day  I  have  received  from  Dr.  Matienzo,  delegate  of  the  council 
in  the  port  named,  the  following  message,  from  which  you  may  see 
that  if  the  patient  has  yellow  fever  the  case  is  atypical: 

In  my  message  of  yesterday  I  told  you  that  the  case  of  yellow  fever  is  confirmed. 
Probably  the  governor,  in  informing  you  that  it  had  not  been  confirmed,  referred  to 
my  first  opinion  and  to  the  doubts  which  I  expressed  with  respect  to  the  case. 
Although  m  reality  the  case  is  somewhat  abnormal,  the  appearance  of  a  lingual 
hemorrhage  in  the  patient  and  the  curve  of  albuminuria  decided  me  to  consider  the 
case  as  confirmed.  The  house  in  which  the  patient  lived  and  the  shop  in  which  he 
worked  have  already  been  disinfected.  To-day,  in  agreement  with  Doctor  Carrillo, 
in  place  of  telegraphic  information  of  passengers  leaving  by  way  of  Monterey,  a  sani- 
tary agent  will  travel  between  Tampico  and  Victoria  for  thorough  inspection  of 
passengers. 

From  this  quotation  you  will  see  the  care  I  take  that  you  should 
know  the  facts  as  if  they  passed  before  your  view.

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The  mortality  report  for  the  two  weeks  ended  June  18  numbered  40 
for  the  city  of  Tampieo  and  vicinity  and  includes  2  deaths  from  small- 
p«»x,  the  only  deaths  attributed  to  a  quarantinable  disease.

Necessity  for  increased  quarantine  facilities. 

The  following  is  received  from  Surgeon  Perrv,  under  date  of  June 
13, 1904: 

PUgue  has  appeared  in  Payta,  Peru,  which  place  is  about  600  miles 
Bortb  of  Ckllao  and  only  a  short  distance  south  of  Guayaquil.     In  view 
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of  this  fact,  the  health  authorities  of  Guayaquil  have  closed  that  port 
to  all  vessels  arriving  from  the  south,  such  vessels  not  being  allowed 
to  enter  the  port,  and  therefore  do  not  receive  the  second  disinfection 
at  Guayaquil. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  is  disinfecting  these  vessels  at  Callao,  and, 
in  order  to  interfere  with  commerce  as  little  as  possible,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  afford  all  possible  protection  to  Panama,  in  view  of  the 
absence  of  any  quarantine  equipment  at  this  port,  we  have  instructed 
the  steamship  agents  not  to  permit  their  vessels  to  call  at  Payta.  A 
circular  letter  was  issued  by  Assistant  Surgeon  Pierce,  after  consulta- 
tion with  me,  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  cargo  taken  on  at 
ports  between  Callao  and  Payta,  and  recommending  that  no  passen- 
gers be  taken  from  these  intermediate  ports  on  account  of  the  absence 
of  accurate  information  concerning  their  sanitary  condition,  and  the 
possibilitv  of  these  places  being  infected.  This  does  not  constitute  a 
material  hardship  to  the  steamship  companies,  because  few  passengers 
are  embarked  at  these  ports  ana  the  bulk  of  the  cargo  taken  is  of 
such  character  that  it  may  be  considered  safe. 

A  study  of  the  plague  situation  on  the  west  coast  of  South  America 
shows  a  serious  condition  which  menaces  Panama.  This  fact  can  not 
be  too  strongly  emphasized,  and  the  installation  of  some  quarantine 
facilities  for  the  protection  of  this  port  should  receive  immediate  con- 
sideration. If  an  infected  vessel  should  arrive,  the  treatment  must 
necessarily  be  incomplete  and  unsatisfactory.  In  view  of  the  above  I 
earnestljr  recommend  the  installation  of  a  disinfecting  plant  and  other 
quamntine  equipment  at  Panama  as  soon  as  possible.

Plague  in  Peruvian  jxrrts — Quarantine  measures. 

MoLLENDO,  May  19, — Vessels  from  Callao  are  inspected  on  arrival. 
The  city  has  distributed  200  traps  for  rats  and  mice,  and  still  pays  a 
bounty  of  5  centavos  for  each  rat  delivered  alive.  The  last  case  of 
plague  was  reported  November  29,  1903. 

Salavery,  May  11^, — Dr.  Fernandez  inspects  passengers  arriving- 
from  Callao,  and  those  landing  are  required  to  report  to  the  authori- 
ties every  day  for  a  period  of  eight  days.  Cargo  is  left  in  launches 
for  one  or  two  days  and  then  fumigated  in  a  baggage  car  with  sulphur. 
A  good  lazaretto  is  available  for  isolation  shouTa  eases  develop. 

Eten,  May  23, — An  attempt  was  made  to  disinfect  baggage  and 
mails  from  Callao,  but  failed  on  account  of  insufficient  apparatus.  No 
case  of  plague  reported. 

Paita,  May  17, — Two  days'  Quarantine  was  for  a  time  imposed  on 
vessels  arriving  direct  from  Callao,  but  not  on  those  stopping  at  inter- 
mediate ports.  The  city  is  taking  steps  to  improve  its  sanitary  con- 
dition. There  have  been  a  number  of  cases  of  smallpox  recently,  but 
the  situation  is  improving. 

May  SO, — Plague  reported. 

June  i„ — A  telegram  from  the  consular  agent  states  that  there  were 
11  cases  and  7  deaths  from  plague  in  Payta  during  the  last  eight  days. 

Kefic plague  caries  in  Lima — Plague  in  Callao, 

During  the  week  ended  May  28  there  were  13  new  cases  of  plague 
in  Lima  with  4  deaths. 

On  May  27  a  case  of  plague  occurred  in  Callao.  This  case  has  not 
been  officiallv  reported  to  me  as  yet,  but  I  examined  slides  from  the 
case,  which  showed  typical  plague-fike  organij^ms.  During  the  present 
week  3  more  cases  have  developed  in  the  same  locality  in  Callao.  1 
examined  slides  from  one  of  them.  The  preparations  were  made  by 
Dr.  Castro  Gutienez. 
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Qttaranti'ne  restrictions  at  Payta  on  account  of  plague. 

Pri^ite  and  official  dispatches  state  that  plague  is  present  in  Payta, 
Pern.  Four  deaths  are  reported.  This  port  is  in  the  extreme  northern 
part  of  Peru  and  is  an  important  shipping  point.  I  have  advised  the 
gtemmi^p  companies  to  allow  no  communication  of  the  personnel  with 
the  siiore  in  tnis  port,  to  receive  no  passengers,  and  to  take  none  of 
the  pnAibited  articles  enumerated  in  paragraphs  17  to  26,  pages  17 
and  is  of  the  quarantine  regulations.  Cotton  is  the  principal  cargo 
PNvired  at  this  port,  which  is  usually  the  last  stop  before  Guayaquil. 
TTie  cargo  is  received  from  lighters.

The  Rtnl  I)  Line  steamers  Philadelphia^  Jfaraealho^  and  Caravas^ 
which  arrived  at  this  port  from  port«  of  Venezuela  and  CunK'ao,  on 
May  4, 11,  and  IS,  respectively,  were  held  in  quarantine  and  permitted 
to  transact  business  under  guard.  The  JIaracaibo  called  here  for  the 
purpose  of  transuorting  the  United  States  artillerv  forces  stationed  at 
San  Juan  to  the  Unite<i  States.

I  have  received  the  following  communication  from  Dr.  George  R. 
Tihor.  our  State  health  officer,  and  believe  it  to  be  my  duty  to  submit 
liw^  6«nie  for  public  attention  and  consideration  and  to  admonish  the 
(•fople  as  to  the  urgent  needs  of  vigorous  and  systematic  action.  The 
(tuWir  health  is  equal  to  the  public  safety.  We  can  not,  even  under 
ordinary  conditions,  be  too  careful  and  persistent  in  our  efforts  to  pro- 
mute  the  health  of  our  people  and  minunize  as  far  as  practicable  our 
fiihility  to  diseai^e:  but  especially  is  it  our  duty  to  employ  every  pre- 
tiation  and  all  means  at  our  command  to  prevent  epidemics,  and 
mnore,  wherever  possible,  the  causes  that  brmg  them  al)out. 

It  Is  known  that  last  year  we  had  yellow  fever  in  certain  localities 
in  Texajj,  and  as  a  result  we  suffered  loss  of  life,  and  were  compelled 
to  ffwrt  to  quarantine  and  other  methods  to  prevent  its  spread.  As 
•(Uggf^ted  bv  Doctor  Tabor,  we  have  had  a  mild  winter,  ana  it  is  to  be 

E-ehended  that  in  consequence  there  is  an  increased  necessity  for  the 
rvance  of  the  utmost  sanitary  care  to  avoid  the  recurrence  of  the 
<naf^  to  which  we  were  subjected.  The  awful  consequences  of  a 
rellow-fever  epidemic  can  not  be  overestimated,  and  I  urge  with  all 
^pitt^iH  that  our  people  everywhere,  and  especially  in  the  southern 
*M  ceotral  portions  of  the  State,  use  their  best  exertions  at  once  and 
ft»tinQoui>lv,  to  the  end  that  the  public  health  be  preserved  and  the 
ibmities  of  possible  pestilence  averted. 

1  «n  not  too  earnestly  impress  upon  the  attention  of  our  county  and 
monidptti  authorities,  local  health  officers,  and  the  people  generally 
the  prime  importance  of  this  matter.  Should  the  yellow  fever  reap- 
p»*r  early  or  in  midsummer,  we  may^  reasonably  anticipate  conditions 
»f  greater  si»verity  and  embarrassment  than  those  with  which  we  had 
toftmtend  last  year.  I  adjure  our  people  to  give  immediate  heed  to 
tbc  Mig^Htions  of  Doctor  Tabor,  and  to  do  everything  in  their  power,

Dear  Sir:  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  ever  siiii^** 

iuarantine  waH  raised  a^^inst  Laredo  and  San  Antonio  last  fall  thi«- 
department  has  undertawen  by  every  possible  means  to  impress  upon 
the  people  of  Texas  the  necessitv  of  a  sanitary  campaign  for  tlu*  pn*- 
vention  of  a  recrudescence  of  yellow  fever  in  the  places  men tionefl  and 
the  occurrence  of  it  at  other  points  in  the  State.  We  have  ivi)eatedly 
sent  out  circular  letters  and  literature  l>earing  upon  this  subject,  com- 
plaining of  the  unsanitary  conditions  in  some  localities,  urging  that 
Eromptand  vigorous  action  l>e  taken  in  every  community  in  the  Stat#», 
ut  so  far  as  I  can  learn  very  few  places  have  undertaken  any  mea.-*ur<*'^ 
upon  the  lines  suggested.  The  pla<*es  infected  last  year  have  adopt4Ml 
stringent  sanitary  ordinances,  which  have  l>een  enforced  all  spring, 
and  1  have  less  fear  of  the  reappearance  of  fever  in  those  places  than 
in  south,  central,  and  north  Texas,  where,  in  so  many  places,  no  pre- 
cautions whatever  are  being  taken. 

On  account  of  the  very  mild  winter  just  passed,  and  the  prevalence 
of  yellow  fever  in  Mexico  at  present,  1  very  much  fear  that  should  a 
case  be  introduced  into  the  State  with  the  present  very  bad  sanitary 
condition  of  a  large  numl>er  of  our  cities  and  towns,  and  the  presence 
of  the  yellow-fever  mosquito,  which  also  exists  in  large  nuiiilH*r«- 
throughout  the  Stat(»,  we  will  have  the  most  extensive  epidemic  of 
yellow  fever  ever  known. 

A  conference  of  local  health  officers  was  called  and  largely  attende<l

Mr:  All  danger  of  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  resulting  from  the  care- 
le^ess  in  handling  the  smallpox  patient  on  the  steamship  Athenian 
j^enb*  now  to  have  passed.  The  assistant  health  officer,  wno  handled 
ifcf  patient  taken  from  the  Athenian  who  died  on  the  way  to  the  pest- 
hoQ!*,  was  taken  with  smallpox  exactly  twelve  days  afterwards,  and  is 
?4iJl  in  the  pesthouse,  proving  that  the  case  was  one  of  smallpox,  which 
ht>  been  energetically  and  emphatically  denied  b}^  the  officers  of  the 
<«ttffl>bip  company. 

Of  course  1  nave  no  means  of  ascertaining  whether  smallpox  was 
dpveloped  among  the  numerous  passengers  who  left  here  on  the  day 
of  the  arrival  of  the  steamer  and  within  a  day  or  two  thereafter, 
laformation  has  l>een  received  here  that  smallpox  is  epidemic  in 
JtiAHm.  Alaska^  and  that  a  strict  quarantine  has  been  established  there 
uA  tt  Doufflas  Island.  If  the  quarantine  is  maintained  and  the  ves- 
'*!»  ranning  between  this  port  and  Skagway  are  not  permitted  to  land 
n  Juneau  or  Douglas  Island  this  may  not  have  an}'  important  relation 
toaflairs  at  this  port.  However,  I  shall  take  care  to  ascertain  from 
til  re:<sels  coming  down  from  the  north  bound  for  Puget  Sound  ports 
rtrther  or  not  they  called  at  Juneau  or  Douglas  Island. 

Ah  one  result  of  the  Athenian  scare,  the  city  government  has  under- 
taken an  aliHolute  revision  of  the  health  regulations  and  their  adminis- 
tndoo  at  Vancouver.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  Juno  27,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  June  25,  1904,  bills  of  health  were  issued  to 
6  vessels  leaving  for  |K>rts  in  the  United  States. 
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The  Spanish  steamship  Jvan  Forgas^  which  arrived  here  June  22 
from  Italy,  Spain,  Canary  Islands,  and  Porto  Rico,  landed  26  immi- 
grants in  this  port.  In  view  of  the  prevalence  of  smallpox  in  Spain, 
28  of  the  immigrants  who  did  not  produce  satisfactor^y  marks  of  a 
recent  vaccination  were  vaccinated  on  lx)ard  before  landing,  and  their 
bagga^,  amounting  to  57  pieces,  was  taken  on  land  and  disinfected 
at  the  shore  plant  by  the  Cuban  quarantine  officer,  as  required  by  the 
regulations. 

These  passengers  were  not  detained  in  quarantine,  inasmuch  as  the 
period  of  inculmtion  of  smallpox  was  overdue  and  no  sickness  had 
occurred  on  board  since  the  vessel  left  the  last  infected  Spanish  port. 

The  British  steamship  Barbadian^  touching  at  Barranquilla  and 
Carta^na,  was  held  in  quarantine  while  here  because  of  coming  from 

Sorts  infected  with  yellow  fever.     This  vessel  cleared  for  New  Orleans 
irect,  June  23,  with  all  well  on  board  on  inspection. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  this  city  continues  good;  no  infectious  or 
contagious  disease  has  been  reported  during  the  week  just  ended. 

Tlie  mortuary  statistics  of  Matanzas  covering  the  last  ten  days  of 
June  will  be  submitted  with  my  next  report. 

Report  from  Santiago — Repair  of  damage  done  hy  storm, 

Actirig  Assistant  Surgeon  Wilson  reports,  June  22,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  June  18, 1904,  bills  of  health  were  issued  to 
6  vessels  bound  for  the  United  States  and  Porto  Rico. 

No  quarantinable  disease  has  been  reported. 

The  number  of  deaths  for  this 'week  is  very  high — by  far  the  high- 
est this  year — namely,  37,  which  gives  a  mortality  rate  for  the  week 
of  42.28  per  1,0(X».  Seven  of  these  deaths  were  from  drowning  in  the 
storm  of  June  13.  Exclusive  of  these  there  were  30  deaths,  with  a 
mortality  rate  of  34.28  per  1,000,  which  is  still  much  higher  than  any 
this  year.  This  increase  is  due  in  part  at  least  to  diarrheal  diseases 
in  children  under  2  years  old. 

An  attempt  has  teen  made  to  repair,  at  least  temporarily,  the  most 
serious  damage  done  by  the  storm.  The  break  in  the  aq^ueduct  was 
repaired  and  we  again  have  water.  A  wooden  bridge  is  being  built  to 
replace  the  one  washed  away  at  the  entrance  of  the  city  that  leads  to 
the  cemetery.  The  railroad  has  fixed  its  main  line  sufficiently  well 
to  run  a  train  every  other  day  to  Habana.  This  train  takes  only 
passengers  and  mail.^  As  the  bridge  is  down  at  Boniatico,  the  mail  and 
passengers  have  to  change  trains  there.  They  have  also  to  spend  a 
night  at  Puerto  Principe;  from  there  thev  can  go  to  Habana  without 
interruption.  No  trains  are  running  on  tlie  Songo  branch  of  the  rail- 
road, as  the  bridge  over  the  Guaninicum  was  swept  away.  This  branch 
goes  only  20  miles  into  the  country. 

The  news  which  has  been  coming  slowly  from  various  parts  of  the 

S province  shows  that  the  storm  was  general.     Cobre  seems  to  have  siif- 
ered  most.

Santtai^  conditions  at  Santiago. 

Consul  Holaday  reports,  June  25,  through  American  Minister 
Squiers,  as  follows: 

The  sanitary  condition  of  Santiago  remains  the  same,  relatively; 
specifically,  it  is  surely  but  gradually  retrograding.  The  decadence  is 
not  easily  pointed  out  from  month  to  month.  The  transition  has  been 
so  gradual  that  without  a  knowledge  of  the  underlying  causes  it  is 
easfly  overlooked  by  one  who  resides  here  all  the  time.  The  casual 
observer  would  scarcely  notice  it;  yet  from  a  close  observation  by 
one  who  is  familiar  in  a  slight  degree  with  the  inner  workings  of  the 
department  it  is  easily  discernible.  It  is  apparent  from  the  state  of 
the  streets  of  the  outlying  district,  and  even  those  of  frequent  use  in 
the  city,  which  are  not  kept  in  the  same  physical  and  hygienic  condi- 
tion they  formerly  were;  from  the  appearance  of  the  mechanical  force 
in  the  broken-down  and  dilapidated  condition  of  horses,  mules,  wagons, 
and  sanitary  appliances  in  dailv  use;  from  bad  odors  and  smells  at 
various  places  about  the  city;  from  the  very  preceptible  increase  of 
flies  and  mosquitoes,  and,  finally,  from  the  irequent  complaints  of 
deficient  service  of  sanitation. 

The  primary  cause  of  deterioration  in  sanitation  in  Santiago  is  the 
lack  of  sufiicient  money  to  properly  carrv  on  the  work. 

The  secondary  and  immediate  cause  follows  as  a  consequence  of  the 
first  in  the  enforced  reduction  of  labor  and  means  of  sanitation.  In 
order  to  carry  on  the  work  at  all  and  be  within  the  appropriation 
available  for  the  purpose,  it  has  been  urged  as  necessary  to  discharge 
from  time  to  time  a  part  of  the  employees  in  the  actual  work  of  sani- 
tation and  reduce  the  salaries  of  those  retained  in  the  service.  First 
(in  the  interest  of  greater  economy)  a  few  inspectors  and  a  pail  of  the 
clerical  force  were  allowed  to  go  and  the  system  of  house-to-house 
inspections  was  abandoned.  Then  followed  the  order  that  garbage 
should  be  collected  every  other  day,  and  a  number  of  men  engaged  in 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage  were  discharged  as  were  also  a 
number  of  street  sweepers.  This  system  of  retrenchment  has  gone 
steadily  on  until  the  actual  working  force  of  the  department  is  now, 
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ill  fflv  judgment,  insufficient  for  the  performance  of  effective  and  salu-

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are  received  and  the  authorities  here  consider  that  the  safest  plan  i 
t/)  close  this  port  to  all  infected  places.  The  people  g-enerally  rt€M»ni  t 
fear  the  invasion  of  the  disease  m^eause  of  the  nearness  of  Paita  to  th 
Ecuadorean  border.  A  sanitary  cordon  has  been  formed  on  land  an 
sea  to  prevent  refugees  from  Peru  crossing  over  the  frontier  or  Iari<i 
ing  along  the  coast.

The  infant 
A«lli  rale  amountea  to  3.6  per  year  and  mille  and  was  thus  lower  than 
lb^  [lambai][^  and  Leipzig  figures  and  about  half  the  Munich  rate.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  plague  has  been  more  severe 
ID  the  Presidency  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  above  totals  are 
for  eleven  months,  while  the  highest  previous  totals  for  twelve  months 
i»ve  been,  for  the  y^r  ended  June  1,  1903,  attacks  393,996,  deaths 
a^,H33:  June  1,  1902,  attacks  281,377,  deaths  206,740.  It  is  evident, 
therefore,  that  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  extent  of  plague 
^izures  and  mortality  during  the  past  three  years.

Railway  medical  inspection  for  plague. 

Ever  srince  the  onset  of  plague  there  have  been  certain  railway  sta- 
tions where  a  systematic  examination  of  native  passengers  has  been 
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conducted  in  order  to  prevent  the  passage  beyond  that  point  of  per 
sons  who  may  have  svmptoms  suggestive  of  plague.  Whether  sucl 
inspection  pays  for  the  trouble  and  expense  incurred  is,  in  the  mindi 
of  some,  an  open  question.  The  system  practically  amounts  to  a  lini 
ited  quarantine  service,  in  which  the  British  Government  does  not  as 
a  rule  believe.  At  present  there  are  four  such  railway  stations  in  the 
Presidency,  as  follows: 

(1)  Kalyan, — Thirty-four  miles  from  Bombay,  where  the  lines  foi 
Calcutta  and  Madras  divide,  the  former  going  to  the  northeast  and  the 
latter  to  the  southeast. 

{2)  Gadag. — Four  hundred  and  sixty-six  miles  fi'om  Bombay  to  the 
southeast.  It  is  an  important  junction  on  the  lines  of  the  Southern 
Mahratta  Railway. 

(i)  Pooiia, — One  hundred  and  nineteen  miles  from  Bombaj  to  the 
southeast;  one  of  the  largest  cities  in  the  presidency  and  a  junction 
between  the  lines  of  two  large  railwa}'  systems. 

(^)  Dhond, — One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  miles  from  Bombav  to  the 
southeast.  It  is  a  junction  between  the  main  line  leading  to  Madras  and 
the  branch  line  passing  through  Ahmednagar,  another  important  eit^' 
in  the  presidency.

The  unity  of  human  and  bonne  tuberculosis. 

The  British  Koyal  Commission  has  published,  under  date  of  June  1, 
1904,  a  report  of  investigations  and  experiments  from  which  the  con- 
clusion is  drawn  that  human  tuberculosis  can  not  be  distinguished  from 
the  bovine  form  of  the  disease.  The  decision  is  of  great  interest  as  an 
official  pronouncement  against  the  theory  of  the  duality  of  human  and 
bovine  tuberculosis.  The  announcement  of  the  theory  of  duality  made 
by  Koch  at  the  tuberculosis  conference  at  London  in  1901  created  a 
decided  impres^sion  throughout  the  woild,  and  especially  in  the  coun- 
tries where  large  sums  of  money  are  spent  in  the  inspection  of  beef 
for  the  detection  of  tuberculous  lesions,  a  practice  having  important 
economic  bearing  as  tending  to  raise  the  price  of  meat  and  dairy  prod- 
ucts. The  matter  was  again  brought  up  at  the  tuberculosis  congress 
at  Berlin,  where  Koch  made  a  statement  reaffirming  the  position  he 
had  taken  the  3ear  before  to  the  effect  that  it  had  not  been  proved  that 
man  can  be  directly  infected  by  the  tuberculosis  of  animals;  that  in 
the  cases  adduced  in  support  of  this  theory  it  had  not  been  shown  that 
no  other  source  of  infection  was  possible,  and  that  many  of  the  cases 
brought  forth  to  support  the  theory  of  unity  tend  on  the  contrary  to 
upset  the  notion.  The  general  tendency  of  opinion  at  the  Berlin  con- 
irre^  was  that,  pending  decisive  knowledge  in  the  matter,  a  continuance 
of  vigilance  against  animal  tuberculosis  was  advisable.  The  wisdom 
of  this  opinion  is  upheld  in  the  decision  just  announced  by  the  British 
commission  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  matter.

Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  June  25,  as  follows: 
The  sanitary  work  which  at  the  time  of  my  report  of  June  9  was 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  board  of  health  is  now  directed  by 
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the  superior  board  of  health  of  Mexico,  and  is  being  carried  on  by  a 
corps  consisting  of  2  medical  officers,  acting  as  delegates  of  the 
superior  board  of  health,  4  inspectors  of  the  first  class,  4  of  the 
second,  and  8  of  the  third.     *     *     * 

What  practically  amounts  to  a  quarantine  is  now  in  force  against 
Tampico.  It  was  put  on  about  the  middle  or  latter  part  of  May,  and 
is  conducted  as  follows:  All  passengers  leaving  Tampico  are  there 
inspected  just  before  leaving  and  their  names  and  destinations  regis- 
tered. The  authorities  at  Victoria,  Linares,  and  Monterey  are  notified 
and  at  these  points  the  passengers  are  reinspected  and  kept  under  sur- 
veillance at  their  homes  or  hotels  at  their  destination,  daily,  for  a 
period  of  five  days  from  the  time  of  leavinof  Tampico. 

I  understand  that  a  detention  camp  is  being  established  at  Gonsalez, 
61  miles  out  of  Tampico,  not  at  Forlan,  as  originally  planned,  where 
those  with  suspicious  symptoms  will  be  detained  for  observation.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  June  20,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  June  18,  1904,  6  vessels  bound  for  United 
States  ports  were  inspected  and  given  bills  of  health. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  30 
deaths  (48  per  1,000  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes  including  1 
from  pernicious  fever,  1  from  remittent  fever,  and  8  from  tuber- 
culosis. 

One  new  cavse  of  vellow  fever  was  reported.  The  case  was  in  the 
person  of  a  second-class  passenger  on  the  American  steamship  Vigi- 
i<incta^  which  vessel  arrived  here  on  the  morning  of  June  17.  The 
man  became  infected  in  Merida,  where,  I  am  informed,  he  lived  at  a 
house  in  which  there  was  a  case  of  yellow  fever.  He  was  in  Merida 
six  or  eight  days  and  went  from  there  to  Progreso,  where  he  went 
immediately  aboard  the  steamer.  He  became  ill  on  the  night  of  June 
15,  a  few  hours  after  the  steamer  left  Progreso.  On  arrival  here  the 
case  was  suspected  by  the  local  authorities  to  be  one  of  yellow  fever, 
and  the  man  was  sent  to  the  screened  ward  at  San  Sebastian  Hospital. 
The  diagnosis  was  made  and  the  case  officially  reported  to  be  one  of 
yellow  fever  on  June  18.  The  Mexican  sanitary  officials  have  fumi- 
gated the  second-class  passenger  compartment  of  the  vessel,  and  the 
entire  vessel  will  be  fumigated  under  my  supervision  on  June  20, 
when  all  cargo  liable  to  be  damaged  by  sulphur  dioxide  will  have  been 
discharged. 

Occasional  showers  have  occurred  in  this  vicinity  during  the  week. 
There  is  an  apparent  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  mosquitoes, 
particularly  those  of  the  species  stegomyia  fasciata.  From  a  few  obser- 
vations which  I  have  made  I  am  convinced  that  a  great  many  of  the 
mosquitoes  in  this  city  breed  in  the  water  tanks  on  the  roofs  of  houses. 
The  water  from  time  to  time  is  pumped  from  the  mains  into  these 
tanks  and  from  them  distributed  to  the  houses.  On  frequent  occasions 
recently  I  have  found  larvje  in  the  water  served  to  the  rooms  of  guests 
at  one  of  the  principal  hotels  of  Vera  Cruz.

total,  82.  All  well.  The  steamship  Aztec  cleared  for  the  same  port

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During  the  week  there  were  24  deaths  from  the  following  causes: 
Abortion,  1;  apoplexy,  1;  bronchitis,  2;  beriberi,  3;  diarrhea,  1; 
dropsy,  1;  fever,  1;  malarial  fever,  1;  yellow  fever,  1;  heart  disease, 
1;  pneumonia,  1;  phthisis,  3;  paralysis,  1;  rheumatism,  1;  smallpox,  1;

The  case  of  yellow  fever  was  not  isolated,  although  there  is  a  large 
mosQuito-proof  ward  at  the  hospital  for  that  purpose.  The  case  of 
smallpox  was  not  properly  cared  for,  and  no  precautions  were  taken 
to  prevent  its  spread  by  vaccinating  those  that  had  been  exposed. 

Law  for  establishment  of  national  home  for  lepers. 

The  following  is  received  from  Assistant  Surgeon  Pierce,  under 
date  of  June  22,  1904: 

I  forward  herewith  a  translation  of  the  law  passed  by  the  National 
Assembly  of  the  Republic  of  Panama,  and  approved  by  the  President, 
by  which  is  established  a  national  home  for  lepers. 

When  the  work  will  commence  upon  this  enterprise  is  not  stated, 
but  it  is  contemplated  beginning  at  an  earjy  date. 

[IncloBure.] 

Law  No.  63,  June  4?  190^.^  hy  which  is  established  a  national 

lazaretto. 

The  national  convention  of  Panama,  considering  that  the  most 
eflScacious  means  now  known  to  prevent  the  propagation  of  leprosy  is 
the  isolation  of  those  aifected  with  this  disease,  and  that  due  to  the 
lack  of  isolation  leprosj  has  spread  more  and  more  among  us,  decrees: 

Article  1.  The  national  board  of  health  shall  designate  a  place 
in  which  to  establish  a  lazaretto,  capable  of  isolating  all  the  lepers  in 
the  Republic,  with  land  adjoining  for  cultivation  and  the  raising  of 
domestic  animals. 

The  director  of  public  works  shall  submit  to  the  national  board  of 
health  a  detailed  plan  of  this  lazaretto,  divided  into  two  sections,  one 
for  men  and  one  tor  women,  distant  and  separated  one  from  the  other. 
The  plan  shall  be  approved  by  the  national  board  of  health  before 
any  work  is  commenced  upon  its  construction. 

Art.  2.  All  persons  suffering  from  leprosy,  and  known  as  such  by 
the  medical  officer  of  the  province  in  whicfi  they  reside,  and  by  one 
or  two  other  doctors,  shall  be  sent  by  the  governor  of  the  province 
without  loss  of  time  and  at  the  expense  of  the  public  treasury,  to  the 
national  lazaretto.  In  each  case  that  occurs  the  governor  of  the 
province  shall  send  to  the  administrator  of  the  lazaretto,  with  the  cer- 
tificate required  for  his  admittance,  an  authenticated  copy  of  the 
medical  certificate. 

Art.  3.  All  governors  of  provinces  that  shall  have  knowledge, 
either  by  information  of  one  or  the  agents  or  by  the  statement  of  any 
individual,  that  there  is  a  person  in  nis  territory  that  is  suspected  of 
having  leprosy,  shall  cause  this  person  to  be  examined  by  the  medical 
officer  of  the  province,  and  by  one  or  two  other  doctors,  and  if  this 
examination  determines  that  the  patient  is  a  leper,  the  governor  shall 
order  the  isolation  of  the  leper  in  the  national  lazaretto. 

All  employees  of  the  administration  of  any  province  shall  be  under 
obligations  to  report  at  once  to  the  governor  any  case  that  is  suspected 
that  comes  to  their  knowledge. 
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JLbt.  4.  There  shall  be  kept  at  the  national  lazaretto  a  book  in  which 
th^  »bktiM.ic»  of  those  lepers  that  enter  shall  be  kept.  This  record 
^4ml\  rihow  the  date  that  the  patient  entered,  the  authority  that  sent 
hixn^  tbeag^^  the  sex,  the  occupation — any  occurences  of  interest.  This 
dau  *haU  be  sent  at  the  end  of  each  semester  (six  months)  to  the  board 
of  dirtctors  of  the  lazaretto  and  to  the  national  board  of  health. 

Akt.  5.  The  personnel  of  the  lazaretto  shall  be  as  follows:  A  phy- 
tfiickn.  who  shall  be  required  to  visit  the  patients  at  least  four  times 
emcb  tDonth;  an  undergraduate  who  shall  assist  the  physician  and 
who  must  live  at  the  lazaretto;  an  administmtor  who  shall  also  be 
obliired  to  live  at  the  establishment;  a  chaplain,  if  the  number  of  the 
c3Ls*e>  re<|uires  it,  and  all  other  employees  necessary  for  the  proper 
admioL<tration  of  the  institution. 

Art.  ♦!.  All  tliose  lepers  that  are  isolated  are  absolutely  prohibited 
from  g^>ing  out  of  the  lazaretto,  and  the  administmtor  is  authorized 
to  dictate   such  measures  as  will  secure  the  compliance  with   this

case  a  leper  does  escape  the  administrator  shall  notify  at  once 
the  jfovemor  of  the  province  where  the  lazaretto  is  established,  giving 
the  number  of  those  deserting  and  other  details  necessary  for  their 
identilicatioD,  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  captured  and  returned  to 
the  institution. 

Akt.  7.  No  person  shall  visit  the  lazaretto,  except  with  the  written 
pennit^ion  of  the  governor  of  the  province  where  the  lazaretto  is 
located,  and  onl  v  at  such  times  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  designate. 

AicT.  8.  The  board  of  directors  of  the  lazaretto  shall  be  composed 
of  the  following  members:  The  governor  of  the  Province  of  Panama, 
the  physician  of  the  establishment,  and  three  other  persons  to  be 
aimoiDted  bv  the  President. 

This  hoard  shall  have  the  direction  of  the  lazaretto,  and  shall  dic- 
tate the  rules  for  the  internal  administration  and  all  regulations  neces- 
^•rT  for  the  w^elfare  and  comfort  of  the  lepers. 

Akt.  9.  The  administrator,  the  phvsician,  and  the  chaplain  shall  be 
ippointed  b\-  the  President,  and  shall  exercise  the  rights  of  the  posi- 
xxm*  during  good  behavior.  The  other  employees  shall  be  appointed 
sad  removed  at  pleasure  by  the  administrator. 

Akt.  10.  The  sum  of  J50,000  is  hereby  appropriated  to  defmy  the 
cxpea«ie9«  of  establishing  the  lazaretto — for  the  ground,  the  buildings, 
necessary  agricultural  tools,  seeds,  domestic  animals,  and  a  library. 
Twenty  thousand  dollars  every  two  years  will  be  appropriated  to 
defray' the  expenses  of  maintenance,  medical  assistance,  drugs,  and 
«kr«?8  of  the  employees. 

Akt.  11.  The  institution  established  by  this  law  is  hereby  declared 
t  poblic  necessity.

Consul  Gottschalk  reports,  June  4,  as  follows: 

There  are  at  present  5  cases  of  plague  in  the  lazaretto  in  Callao.  In 
Lima  there  have  In^en  13  cases  during  the  week  ended  May  28.  Callao 
is  merely  a  business  suburb  of  Lima,  connected  by  constant  traffic  bv 
trains,  as  well  as  by  cart  road,  with  the  latter  city.  This  feature  will 
be  further  accentuated  within  a  few  days  by  the  inauguration  of  an 
electric  tramwav  between  the  two  plat*es.  The  respectable  element  of 
the  [)opulation  m  Callao  is  almost  entirely  a  floating  one,  residing  in 
Lima  and  doing  business  in  Callao.  Three  or  four  good  families  (ofli- 
cials,  generally)  are  obliged  to  live  here;  the  rest  of  the  population  is 
composed  of  workmen  on  the  docks  and  railroads  and  their  families; 
the  bulk  of  the  population,  one  may  say,  is  the  element  generally 
found  in  the  water  rronts  of  large  cities.  ♦  *  ♦  a  town  such  as 
this  is  necessarily  unsanitary.     ♦^    *     ♦ 

While  this  consulate,  through  the  Marine-Hospital  surgeon  stationed 
here,  issues  bills  of  health  to  vessels  for  Panama  and  the  United  States 
after  proper  fumigations  have  been  performed,  no  vessels  leaving 
here  for  any  other  countries  and  none  of  the  vessels  for  Peruvian 
coastwise  traffic  are  fumigated  in  any  way.  It  is  not  illogical  to 
deduce  from  this  that  the  spread  of  plague  to  other  places  in  Peru  is 
almost  sure  to  take  place. 

On  April  30,  as  already  communicated  to  you,  our  agencv  at  Paita 
cabled  me  reporting  the  presence  of  plague  at  that  port.  While  there 
has  been  talk  in  Lima  of  sending  supplies  and  sanitary  phvsicians  to 
Paita,  nothing  that  I  can  ascertain  has  as  yet  been  done.     This  morn* 
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iag  Mr.  Blacker,  our  consular  agent,  cables  me  ag^ain,  reporting  11 
n.^<  gnd  7  deaths  from  plaeue  within  the  past  week. 

The  ^neral  spread  of  plague  throughout  Peru  may  certainly  at 
saw  time  become  a  possibility.  Outside  of  Lima  itself  I  am  con- 
wncii  Terr  little  is  l^ing  done  to  check  this,  and  even  in  Lima  I 
^rrMtlj  fetr  that  the  enthusiasm  which  characterized  the  organization 
of  the  prpj*ent  sanitary  bureau  is  wearing  out.  We  seem  to  be  grow-

Report  from  Jxineau^  Alaska — Smallpox  extinct. 

AcUne  Assistant  Surgeon  Sloane  reports,  June  27^  as  follows: 
AH  tne  cases  of  smallpox  or  varioloid  that  existed  in  Juneau, 
KUlisnoo,  and  Hooniah,  and  that  were  reported  to  the  Bureau,  have 
recovered.  Every  infected  locality  has  been  fumigated,  and  at  the 
pre>*nt  time  there  is  not  one  known  case  of  smallpox  in  southeastern 
AIsL^ka. 
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Inspection  of  Norv)egian  steamship   Iliso  from    Verao'uz^  at    Gulf- 
port^  Miss, — Conditions  good. 

Surgeon  Wertenbaker,  at  New  Orleans,  forwards  the  following, 
received  from  health  oflSeer  at  Gulf  port: 

July  3, 1904.  The  steamship  Hiso,,  from  Veracruz,  via  Mobile  quaran- 
tine, came  into  this  port  Frioa}^  without  pratique,  except  from  Mobile. 
She  was  fumigatecl  at  Veracruz  and  again  at  Mobile  and  bad  the 
latter's  pratique.  Her  bill  of  health  showed  3  cases  of  yellow  fever  at 
Veracruz. 

She  could  not  be  entered  here,  so  the  circumstances  were  wired  the 
Treasury  Department,  which  admitted  her  on  certificate  of  health 
officer.  1  inspected  her  yesterday,  and  all  her  crew  are  well,  and  the 
captain  says  there  has  been  no  sickness  on  board  at  any  time.  Will 
report  to  you  later  on. 

July  10,  1904. 
Nothing  of  importance  has  developed  during  the  week.     We  have 
had  one  death,  and  that,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  was  from  typhoid  fever. 
There  were  some  sporadic  cases  of  intermittent  malarial  fever. 

Transact ioTis  on  acconnt  of  yellow  fever  at  Laredo^  Tex, 

Ponds  of  the  Laredo  Water  Company  suspected  as  breeding  places  for 

mosquitoes. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Richardson  reports,  July  1,  concerning 
p>onds  of  water  on  the  island  in  the  Rio  Grande  used  as  filtering  and 
settling  tanks,  that  during  the  past  month  the  attention  of  the  water 
company  was  called  to  the  possibility  of  their  acting  as  breeding 
grounds,  and  the  company  promised  to  take  proper  steps  at  once.  A 
careful  inspection,  however,  failed  to  find  any  larvae  or  mos4uitoes, 
and  the  ponds  were  found  to  contain  numerous  little  fish.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Purnell  reports  as  follows: 

Galveston,  Tex.,  July  4,  1001^. 
I  visited  Houston  as  directed,  arriving  there  on  the  morning  of 
June  3<),  and  remaining  until  yesterday,  when  I  came  to  this  place. 
Very  little  has  been  done  in  Houston  looking  to  making  an  organized 
fight  agdinst  the  propagation  of  mosquitoes.  The  antimosquito  ordi- 
nance which  was  introduced  at  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  mayor  and 
aldermen  in  the  early  part  of  June  has  not  yet  been  adopted,  but  I  am 
informed  that  it  will  in  all  probability  pass  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
board.  At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  nealth  of  Houston  the  mclosed 
address  was  adopted,  and  besides  being  published  in  the  press  of  the 
city,  it  will  be  issued  in  circular  and  distributed.  It  is  reliably  stated 
that  more  has  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  sanitation  in  Houston 
within  the  past  few  montns  than  ever  before  in  the  same  length  of 
time,  but  the  mosquito  feature  has  not  received  proper  attention,  the 
issuance  of  the  above  referred  to  address  being  about  all  that  has  been 
done  in  an  organized  manner  in  that  direction.

APPEAL  FOB  CLEANEB  CFTY — BOARD  OF    HEALTH,    HEALTH    OFFIOEB,    AND   MAYOR  IGNITE 
IN  TIMELY   ADDRESS  TO  THE  CITIZENS.  * 

The  following  self-explanatory  appeal  has  been  issued  to  the  citizens  of  Houston 

Houston,  Tex.,  Jxdy  S. 
To  the  cUisens  of  HouMon: 

The  mayor,  board  of  health,  and  health  department  beg  for  your  cooperation  in 
sanitary  work,  for  without  it  little  can  be  accomplished,  and  every  citizen  owes  it  to 
the  community  in  which  he  or  she  resides  to  do  that  which  is  for  the  public  good. 
More  money  has  been  spent  by  the  citv  in  the  last  ninety  days  in  the  health  and 
auxiliary  departments  than  ever  before  for  this  time  of  the  year,  and  the  results  have 
been  most  gratifyinj^.  But  now  we  most  respectfully  urge  tne  individual  to  redouble 
his  efforts  with  special  reference  to  the  mosquito  destruction. 

And  to  gain  that  end,  place  your  premises  in  a  good  sanitary  condition;  have  all 
weeds  in  your  yards,  gutters,  and  on  sidewalks  cut  and  carried  off  or  burned;  see 
that  the  gutters  are  cleaned  and  contain  no  standing  water;  have  all  refuse,  garbage, 
etc.,  gathered  up  and  put  in  a  receptacle  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  placed  in  a  con- 
venient pia<%  for  the  garbage  cart  to  get  it  and  remove  it  from  your  premises.  Should 
the  garbage  or  scavenger  man  fail  to  clean  up  at  regular  times,  confer  a  favor  by 
reporting  the  neglect  to  those  respective  departments  at  once,  that  it  may  be  rem- 
edied. See  to  it  that  you  have  no  exposed  standing  water  on  your  premises.  Water 
offere  an  oprwrtunity  for  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes,  and  it  is  proven  beyond  ques- 
tion that  different  species  of  these  insects  propagate  different  diseases,  so  it  is  very 
esf^ential  that  their  breeding  places  be  destroyed. 

If  you  have  a  cistern,  have  a  cover  made  for  it  and  keep  it  covered.  If  there  is  an 
open  pool  on  your  place  that  has  to  remain,  have  the  surface  covered  with  film  of 
kerosene  oil  once,  and  every  ten  days.  If  you  have  to  have  barrels  or  any  other  con- 
tainer of  water  about  your  place,  then  have  them  either  screened  with  fine  wire  net- 
ting, covered  with  a  top,  or  treated  with  oil.  By  all  means  stop  the  breeding  of 
mopquitoes  on  your  place,  and  get  your  neighbor  to  do  likewine.  By  so  doing  you 
will  not  only  lessen  the  sickness  in  your  family,  but  will  render  the  summer  even- 
ings bearable. 
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The  crusatle  a^nst  the  little  insects  is  being  carried  on  from  Maine  to  Mexi*'o, 
and  with  gratifying  resultij.  Citiee  that  heretofore  have  been  cun»e<i  with  eiwaruiH 
of  mo8<}uitoe8  every  gummer,  which  made  life  minerable,  by  the  systematic  um»  tif 
oil  and  screens  have  go  destroyed  the  insects*  breeding  places  that  now  a  motHiuito 
is  retrarded  as  a  curiosity.  There  is  no  reason  why  Houston  should  not  attain  like 
results  if  the  crusade  is  only  inaugurated  and  i)er8evere<i  in.  So  let  us  be  up  and 
doing. 

The  health  department  is  here  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  health  of  the  city, 
and  desire<l  information  al)out  health  matters  will  be  cheerfully  given.  Teleph«me 
conneirtion,  lH>th  phones,  No.  93. 

The  healtii  of  the  city  is  at  present  remarkablvgoo<i,  and  we  believe  that  this  is  due 
to  the  measures  already  atlopttni.  And  now  it  is  up  to  the  individual  citizens  to  do 
their  part  so  as  to  keep  the  city  in  as  gofni  a  condition  as  possible.  The  tnoft 
im(>ortant  suggestion  that  we  can  hiake,  in  our  opinion,  is  that  the  future  efforts  at 
sanitation  be  spe<*ially  directed  to  the  liestniction  of  the  mo8<iuito.    Signe«i  by

Port  Elizfibeth. — One  case  of  plague  was  discovered  durine  the 
week,  namely,  a  colored  male  on  the  26th  instant.  At  the  plague 
hospital,  no  patients  died  or  were  discharged  recovered.  Six  cases 
remain  under  treatment.  One  hundred  and  eighty-one  rats  (48  found 
dead)  and  95  mice  (11  found  dead)  were  bacteriologically  examined 
daring  the  week,  of  which  41  rats  and  9  mice  proved  to  be  plague- 
infected.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  July  7,  8  and  10,  as  fol- 
lows: 

During  the  week  ended  June  4,  1904,  one  vessel  left  this  port  for 
the  United  States,  i.  e.,  the  steamship  Byron.,  of  the  Lamport  and 
Holt  Line,  on  the  2d  instant,  for  New  York,  N.  Y.,  with  a  cargo  of 
coffee;  3  new  members  of  the  crew  taken  on  at  this  port,  13  first-class. 
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and  29  steerage  passengers  for  New  York.    This  vessel  was  in  good 
sanitary  condition,  and  was  inspected  by  me  and  given  a  bill  of  health. 

PLAGUB  IN  CHILE. 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  June  3,  from  Santiago,  states  that  there  were 
in  Antofagasta  on  the  previous  day  7  cases  of  plague,  and  one  of 
date  of  June  6  states  that  the  department  of  hygiene  of  the  city  of 
Santiago  has  undertaken  many  measures  to  prevent  the  invasion  of 
the  city  by  plague,  which  di^^ease  is  reallv  epidemic  in  Valparaiso. 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  June  2  from  Valparaiso  states  that  "the  sani- 
tary authorities  have  verified  to-day  4  cases  of  suspected  plague,  and 
have  immediately  isolated  the  sick  patients  for  observation  and  treat- 
ment.-' 

In  this  connection  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  a  passenger  steamer 
arriving  at  this  port  last  week  direct  from  Valparaiso  was  allowed  to 
load  and  take  on  passengers  only  in  strict  (][uarantine,  on  account  of 
reports  of  the  existence  of  plague  in  Valparaiso,  Chile. 

PLAQUE  IN  PERU. 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  June  8  from  Lima  states  that  1  person  was 
taken  to  the  plague  hospital  on  the  previous  day,  suffering  with  this 
disease. 

A  dispatch  of  June  7  from  Lima  states  that  there  were  on  that  date 
4  cases  of  bubonic  plague  discovered  in  that  city. 

8ANITABY  CONDITION  OF  PORT  ALBORE. 

Some  weeks  ago  I  wrote  to  the  United  States  consular  agent  at  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul  relative  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  Port  Alegre.  The 
following  is  his  reply  to  my  communication: 

Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  May  16,  1904- 
I  have  the  honor  of  replying  to  your  letter  of  the  Slst  of  March  last,  and  have  to 
refer  ]^oa  to  the  following  extract  from  a  dispatch  received  from  the  director  of  health 
ior  this  State,  residing  at  Port  Alegre,  and  oated  the  3d  instant. ' 

"The  sanitary  condition  of  this  city  is  really  excellent.  Not  only  has  the  mortal- 
ity diminished  hat  also  the  morbidity,  there  not  being  a  single  case  of  either  variola 
or  babonic  plagae  at  this  date.*'

A  dispatch  of  date  of  June  6  states  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
all  causes  during  the  last  fifteen  days  of  the  month  of  May  was  753, 
the  daily  death  rate  on  one  occasion  being  as  high  as  61.  iSot  hearing 
m  regard  to  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  dysentery  during  this 
montn,  I  cabled  the  United  States  consul  at  Recife  on  June  6,  and 
received  the  reply  that  there  had  been  804  deaths  from  dysentery  in 
Recife  during  May.  In  all,  five  months  since  the  outbreak,  which  did 
not  become  firmly  settled  until  late  in  January,  there  have  been  nearly 
2,000  deaths. 

MorialUy  report  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  during  the  week,  June  5, 1904 — Recrudescence  of  plague. 

There  has  been  a  slight  recrudescence  of  bubonic  plague  in  this  city 
after  a  total  freedom  from  this  disease  for  over  four  weeks.     During 


July  16. 1904  1418 

the  last  week  there  were  3  new  cases  and  1  death  in  the  plague  hospital 
at  Jurajuba. 

During  the  week  there  were  in  all  356  deaths.  Of  this  number 
none  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  but  there  were  2  cases  of  this  dis- 
ease reported.  Plague  caused  1  death,  with  3  cases  reported.  At  the 
close  or  the  week  there  were  2  cases  of  yellow  fever  under  treatment 
in  Hospital  Sao  SebastiSo,  and  3  cases  of  plague  in  the  hospital  at 
Jurajuba.  Variola  caused  58  deaths,  with  193  cases  reported,  and  208 
cases  under  treatment  at  Hospital  Sao  SebastiSo.  No  deaths  were 
caused  by  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  or  leprosy.  Measles  caused  1  death ; 
whooping  cough,  1;  grippe,  10;  enteric  fever,  1;  dysenter3%  1;  beriberi, 
1;  malarial  fevers,  6;  and  tuberculosis,  38. 

The  average  daily  mortality  during  the  week  was  50.85,  as  compared 
with  45.85  during  the  previous  week,  and  42.14  during  the  correspond- 
ing week  in  1903. 

The  deaths  occurred,  as  regards  localities,  as  follows:  In  houses, 
hotels,  etc.,  237;  in  civil  hospitals,  56;  in  military  hospitals,  5;  in 
Santa  Casa  de  Misericordia,  55;  in  asylums,  convents,  etc.,  none;  in 
vessels  in  port,  none;  and  unknown,  3. 

The  hignest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  on  May  30,  viz.,  23^  C;

During  the  week  ended  May  21,  1904,  there  were  issued  one  supple- 
mental bill  and  two  original  bills  of  health  to  vessels,  having  an  aggre- 
gate pereonnel  of  474  crew,  64  cabin  and  153  steerage  passengers. 
Two  vessels — 144  crew,  64  cabin  and  153  steerage  passengers,  together 
with  61  pieces  of  cabin  and  16  pieces  steerage  passengers'  l^ggfage — 
were  inspected.  Manifests  were  visaed  for  325  pieces  of  freight  In 
the  case  of  the  U.  S.  cruiser  Raleigh  bill  of  health  was  issued  upon 
request  of  the  commanding  officer  and  upon  the  certificate  of  the  sur- 
geon of  the  ship  without  inspection. 

The  report  of  the  municipal  health  officer  shows  for  the  week  small- 
pox 7  deaths,  enteric  fever  4  cases,  diphtheria  2  deaths,  and  tubercu- 
losis 1  case  and  43  deaths,  the  latter  being  all  Chinese.  The  total  mor- 
tality reported  was  1  foreigner  and  147  natives. 

No  quarantinable  disease  was  reported  from  any  of  the  outports. 

One  case  of  Asiatic  cholera  occurred  among  the  firemen  of  the  Occi- 
dental and  Oriental  steamship  Coptic^  while  in  Manila  Harbor.  The 
vessel  was,  it  is  understood,  msinfected,  and  all  necessary  precautions 
were  taken  by  the  service  at  that  port. 

There  was  discovered  here  1  case  of  favus  among  the  Japanese  pas- 
sen^rs  bound  to  Japan,  which  was  recommended  to  the  ship^s  surgeon 
for  isolation.

Charg^  d' Affaires  Sleeper  reports,  June  21,  as  follows: 

The  total  mortality  in  the  district  of  Habana  was  533 — 5  more  than 
in  the  preceding  month,  and  54  more  than  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  last  year.  This  rives  a  daily  average  mortality  of  17.19,  corre- 
sponding to  an  annual  death  rate  of  22.96  per  thousand  of  population. 
The  increase  is  principally  due  to  tuberculosis,  which  caused  an 
increased  mortality  of  25  over  the  previous  month,  and  to  infantile 
meningitis  and  enteritis. 

The  whole  island  remains  free  from  yellow  fever  and  smallpox. 
Suspects  of  the  latter  disease  have  been  repeatedly  reported,  but  on 
'investigation  the  cases  have  always  turned  out  to  be  varicella,  rubeola, 
or  forms  of  dermatitis  not  included  among  eruptive  fevers. 

The  health  of  the  rest  of  the  island  continues  to  be  good.  Tuber- 
culosis, however,  seems  to  be  slowly  but  surely  advancing,  over  17 
per  cent  of  the  total  moilality  during  the  month  being  traced  to  this 
source. 

Re\Hyrt  from  Matamas — Precautionary  detention  of  steamships  from 

Mexican  ports. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  July  5,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  2,  1904,  six  bills  of  health  were  issued 
to  vessels  bound  for  United  States  ports. 

During  the  past  week  the  British  steamship  Teviotdale  and  the 
American  steamship  Santiago^  the  former  originally  from  Veracruz 
via  Cardenas,  and  the  latter  from  Tampico  via  Habana,  were  subjected 
to  precautionary  quarantine  while  in  this  harbor.  Both  vessels  cleared 
for  New  York  on  June  27  and  28,  respectively,  without  any  sickness 
on  board. 

During  the  latter  part  of  June  there  were  reported  in  this  city  3 
cases  of  enteric  fever  with  1  death.  The  death  appears  in  the  accom- 
panying mortuary  report  under  the  denomination  of  infectious  fever. 
The  origin  of  the  prevailing  cases  of  enteric  fever  has  not  as  vet  been 
detected.  No  report  has  been  made  by  the  superior  board  of  health, 
Dp  to  the  present  time,  as  to  the  result  of  the  examination  of  the 
specimens  ^ken  from  the  main  water  supply  sent  to  Habana  over  two 
months  ago.

Week  ended  June  25, 1904.  Bills  of  nealth.issued  to  4  vessels  bound 
for  the  United  States. 

One  of  these  started  twice  and  returned  each  time,  and  was  again  in 
the  bay  the  evening  of  June  25. 

No  quarantinable  disease  has  been  reported. 

I  have  been  reliably  informed  that  the  amount  of  water  that  fell 
June  13  was  21  inches  in  twenty-four  hours,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
12  of  this  fell  from  7  p.  m.  to  10.30  p.  m.  This  is  the  largest  rainfall 
recorded  in  this  city. 

In  my  last  two  weekly  reports  I  gave  some  details  of  this  storm.  I 
also  mentioned  that  an  attempt  had  been  made  to  repair,  temporarily 
at  leasts  some  of  the  damage.

I  have  to  announce  the  death,  on  June  3,  of  Capt.  H.  M.  Moore  of 
the  Indian  medical  service,  the  surgeon  in  charge  of  St.  (xeorge's 
Hospital  in  Bombav.  This  is  the  only  hospital  for  Euro|)eans  in  the 
city,  and  Captain  Moore  had  been  in  special  charge  of  this  for  some 
time.  There  were  a  number  of  plague  cases  in  his  care.  His  illness 
lasted  two  weeks,  confirming  what  was  said  in  my  abstract  of  Captain 
Pucker's  paper  on  **  Plague — a  soil  infection,"  sent  you  on  May  26, 
i.  e.,  that  late  in  the  epidemic,  cases  of  plague  are  apt  to  be  protracted 
for  a  much  greater  number  of  days  than  earlier  in  the  epidemic,  when 
any  case  which  lasted  over  five  Says  would  be  ordinaril/ considered 
hopeful.  1  have  written  to  inquire  whether  Captain  Moore  had  ever 
been  inoculated,  but  have  received  no  reply.  The  deceased,  in  addi- 
tion to  his  hospital  duties,  was  professor  of  Materia  Medica  in  Grant 
Medical  College,  Bombay. 

In  spite  of  the  proved  eflScacy  of  prophj^Iactic  inoculation  against 
plague,  so  much  hindrance  has  been  experienced  in  its  introduction 
that  it  ha8  seemed  in  some  places  as  if  there  were  doubt  about  it. .  I 
therefore  quote  Professor  Hatfkine's  last  statement  on  the  matter, 
published  April  21,  1904. 

Profes9or  Haffkine^s  sUxtemeni  as  to  inoculation. 

The  position  of  anti^aeue  inoculation,  as  worked  out  in  this  laboratory  (the  Plague 
Research  Laboratory  in  Bombay)  in  relation  to  other  measures  suggested  and  tned 
against  the  plague,  has  been  described  in  the  Punjab  government's  memorandum  to 
the  govemmeut  of  India,  No.  567—8.  P.  of  June  30,  1902.  The  document  states  as 
follows: 

"The  segregation  of  patients  and  contacts  under  the  conditions  which  are  essen- 
tial to  the  success  of  the  measure  is  now  entirely  out  of  the  quej'tion. 

"  Ev-acuation,  though  it  may  check  an  outbreak  in  a  particular  locality,  is  not  a 
nieasure  which  will  be  of  assistance  in  checking  the  extension  of  plague  from  one 
locality  to  another. 

"Disinfection  also  is  a  measure  that  can. not  be  efficacious  in  checking  plague. 
There  remains  then  only  inoculation,  and  it  is  extremely  fortunate  that  the  experi- 
ence which  has  been  gained  of  its  effects  and  the  practicability  which  has  been 
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proved  in  the  Punjab  of  inducing  the  people  to  submit  to  it  extensively  in  antici- 
pation of  an  outbreak  of  pla&:ue  point  to  inoculation  as  a  measure  on  which  we  are 
justified  in  p>lacing  considerable  hope  and  reliance. 

**  Inoculation  is  the  only  measure  that  Government  can  hope  to  induce  the  people 
to  adopt  effectively  on  a  scale  at  all  adequate  to  the  requirements  of  the  situation. 

**  Inoculation  can  be  brought  within  tne  reach  of  those  whom  we  have  to  protect 
from  plague  at  an  expenditure  of  a  little  more  than  an  anna  and  a  quarter  (i.  e.,  2} 
cents )  per  head  of  population  of  the  infected  districts. 

**The  measure  of  moculation  now  proposed  holds  out  a  promise  that  for  the 
not  immoderate  expenditure  of  864,000  rupees  ($280,281.60),  the  calami tv  under 
which  the  Punjab  suffers  may  be  immediately  alleviated,  while  the  extension  of  the 
disease  may  be  stayed  and  the  serious  consequences  which  must  follow  on  its  exten- 
sion may  be  obviated.  This  is  a  promise  that  no  other  measure,  which  is  at  present 
practicable,  holds  out  to  us. 

"Government  is  aware  that  the  above  were  the  considerations  which  guided  me 
when  introducing  in  1897  the  plague  prophylactic  inoculation  as  the  measure  for  com- 
bating the  plague  epidemic.  As  there  was  at  the  time  universal  opposition  to  these 
views,  I  had  to  take  upon  myself  to  make  the  following  prediction:  *0n  analyzing 
the  nature  of  the  things,  there  remains  no  possibility  of  doubt  that  the  programme 
contained  in  the  above  lines'  (i.  e.  mv  suggestion  of  modifying  the  segregation-disin- 
fection plan  in  favor  of  those  whounclerwentantiplague  inoculation )  *  will  be  adopted 
universally,  though  after  a  more  or  less  prolongred  expenditure  of  effort  in  many  other 
directions,  and  after  being  lamentably  retarded  by  the  prevalent  divergence  of  View's.' 
(Memorandum  of  June  21,  1898. ) 

"Notwithstanding  the  many  difficulties  which  the  general  adoption  of  this  in<icu- 
lation  as  the  specific  method  of  combating  the  epidemic  has  met  with  so  far,  I  have 
no  doubt  that  such  an  adoption  will  ultimately  take  place."  (Quoted  from  Report 
of  Plague  Research  Laboratory,  April  21,  1904.) 

There  can  be  no  question  in  the  minds  of  those  who  study  the  reports 
of  inoculation,  that  the  great  reduction  in  mortality  effected  b}^  the 
prophylactic  makes  it  promise  to  be  the  only  effective  method  of  com- 
bating plague. 

I  inclose  a  statement  just  published  by  Capt.  S.  B.  Smith,  of  the 
Indian  medical  service,  concerning  the  results  of  inoculation  in  the 
District  of  Amritsar,  in  the  Punjab,  North  India,  about  1,000  miles  by 
rail  from  Bombay.  Captain  Smith  is  the  district  plague  medical 
officer. 

InoculatlonH  in  the  Amrifmr  district^  Punjah. 

Report  of  Capt,  S,  B.  Smith,  of  the  Indian  medi^idl  service. 

The  population  of  the  district  is  1,023,828.  Plague  cases,  October 
1,  1902,  to  June  20,  1903,  41,462;  plague  deaths,  October  1,  1902,  to 
June  20,  1903,  27,879,  giving  an  annual  rate  per  thousand  as  follows: 
Cases,  40.5  per  thousand;  deaths,  27.2  per  thousand. 

Whether  as  the  result  of  previous  year's  operations  and  methods  of 
compulsory  evacuation,  disinfection,  etc.,  or  not,  the  general  idea  per- 
vading the  whole  district  was  that  the  occurrence  of  a  case  of  plague 
in  the  house  was  but  the  precursor  of  other  evils  to  the  inmates  and 
to  the  village  itself  in  the  shape  of  Government  interference,  which 
would  be  averted  only  if  the  case  could  be  successfully  concealed.  As 
long  as  the  patient  lived  this  could  often  be  done,  and  it  was  only  on 
death  supervening  that  the  case  came  to  light  and  was  reported.  The 
proportion  of  deaths  to  cases  is  certainly,  therefore,  too  high.  In 
many  instances  villages  have  returned  the  same  number  of  deaths  as 
cases,  making  the  case  mortality  100  per  cent. 

The  total  number  inoculated  was  62,773,  rather  more  than  6  per  cent 
of  the  total  population.  Of  these,  43,619  were  males  and  19,154  wei-e 
females.     In  tnis  number  there  occurred  770  cases  of  plague  with  238 
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deaths.  The  comparatively  large  number  of  cases  is  due  to  the  fact 
thit  inoculation  was  done  chiefly  in  villages  where  plague  was  active. 
Many  cases  occurred  within  a  few  days  of  inoculation  and  must  have 
been  incubating  plague  at  the  time  of  the  operation.  A  certain 
nnmber  were  found  to  have  been  suffering  with  plague  at  the  time 
of  the  operation;  these  33  cases  and  27  Seaths  should  be  regarded 
as  plague  in  the  uninoculated  and  are  therefore  deducted,  leaving  737 
caJ^es  with  211  deaths  among  the  inoculated.  The  cases  of  mortality 
were  as  follows,  for  the  total  number:

Correct  conclusions  could  not,  however,  be  drawn  from  the  tota' 
Dumbers;  hence  the  following  procedure  was  adopted:  All  villages  in 
which  a  considerable  percentage  of  inoculated  persons  were  exposed 
to  plague  side  by  side  with  uninoculated  were  studied  separately  to 
the  number  of  102.  Several  errors  occurred  in  making  the  calcula- 
tion.s  but  were  in  favor  of  the  uninoculated.  Cases  occurring  within 
three  days  of  inoculation  have  been  excluded  from  the  percentages  of 
iooculated  on  the  ground  that  they  were  incubating  plague  at  the  time 
of  the  operation.  Nor  were  these  cases  used  to  swell  the  totals  of  the 
the  uninoculated.  The  calculations  in  the  following  table,  therefore, 
jpt^atly  favor  the  uninoculated.

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These  figures  speak  for  themselves  and  should  convince  the  most 
sceptical  of  the  value  of  inoculation. 

The  large  majority  of  these  inoculations  may  really  be  considered 
to  be  the  expressed  opinion  of  the  people  themselves  that  inoculation 
is  good;  no  pressure  was  exercised,  and  once  the  difficulty  of  doing"  50 
to  80  inoculations  in  a  village  had  been  surmounted,  the  remainder  of 
the  inoculations  done  there  is  the  result  of  the  establishment  of  con- 
viction in  the  minds  of  the  villagers  that  the  measure,  in  spite  of  its 
drawbacks,  temporary  indisposition,  and  especially  its  failure  in  many 
instances,  is  distinctlv  benehcial  on  the  whole. 

Calculating  from  the  data  given,  and  condensing  them  into  popular 
expression,  we  may  say  that  in  these  102^  villages  1,706  lives  were 
saved  by  inoculation. 

In  a  large  number  of  villages  in  the  district  there  is  now  a  strong 
feeling  in  favor  of  inoculation,  and  I  hear  of  many  villages  which 
express  a  wish  for  reinoculation  in  the  end  of  the  autumn,  as  they 
say  that,  now  they  see  the  value  of  the  measure,  they  are  not  goine  to 
wait  a  second  time  until  the  disease  is  well  established,  but  will  all  be 
inoculated  before  it  begins. 

Report  from  Calcutta — Deaths  from  choli^ra  and  plague. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Spraguc  reports,  May  19,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  June  I  there  were  70  deaths  from  plague 
and  24  from  cholera  in  Calcutta.

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Austrian  emigrant  steamshipn, 

June  15.  there  departed  from  Naples  for  New  York  the  steamship 
(irrii/^  the  first  ship  of  the  Austrian- American  line  of  vessels  carrying 
emigrants  from  Trieste,  Venice,  Messina,  Naples,  and  Palermo,  lour- 
ing the  present  season  there  has  been  a  notable  increase  in  the  number 
of  Austrians^  Hungarians,  Turks,  Greeks,  and  Arabs,  departing  for 
NVw  York  on  vessels  leaving  Italian  ports.  Notwithstanding  the  sift 
ing  out  that  is  said  to  be  done  by  the  representatives  of  the  steam- 
diip  companies  in  the  countries  from  which  the  emigrants  come,  there 
are  amongthese  people  many  cases  of  trachoma,  often  of  a  veiy  virulent 
nature.  Emigration  for  the  present  season  is  now  on  the  decline,  but 
it  Is  expected  that  during  the  next  year  the  number  of  emigrants  from 
Eastern  countries  will  be  greatly  augmented.  The  Cunard  Line  has 
liejfun  tailings  from  Austro-Hungarian  ports,  so  that,  with  those  sail- 
ing by  the  new  Austrian  line  and  others  coming  through  Naples,  there  is 
likely  to  be  a  great  movement  of  people  from  territories  where  oph- 
thalmia Ls  prevalent. 

Italian  emigration. 

The  report  of  the  Italian  inspector-general  of  emigration  shows  that, 
in  the  calendar  year  1903,  there  were  carried  from  Italy  on  Italian 
shijw  113,580  emigrants  and  161,759  on  vessels  flying  foreign  flags. 
During  the  j'ear  214,157  emigrant^*  went  to  the  United  States  and 
7b,233  returned.  For  the  Plata,  39,663  departed  from  the  same  ports 
and  2^s813  returned,  and  for  Brazil,  there  were  10,515  departures, 
:i9,74U  returning  to  Italy  in  the  same  period,  the  returns  thus  exceed- 
ing the  departures.  It  is  reported  that  in  1881  there  were  1,032,392 
lulian  emigrants  officiallv  known  to  l>e  in  foreign  countries;  in  1891 
the  number  was  1,883,2(^6,  and  in  1901  it  had  increased  to  3,499,014. 
C>f  this  latter  number,  about  154,000  w^re  in  Europe,  745,000  in  North 
America,  1,852,400  in  South  America,  and  168,000  in  Africa.  Among 
thow  in  Africa,  83,000  were  in  Tunis,  39,000  in  Algeria,  and  38,000  in 
Ejfvpt. 

.JAPAN.

AissLstant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  June  11,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  June  4,  1904,  four  vessels,  having  an  aggre- 
gUe  personnel  of  352  crew  and  107  passengers,  were  inspected. 

So  official  statement  of  the  health  of  Yokohama  has  been  received 
«oce  my  last  report.  Recent  press  reports  mention  the  discovery  of 
two  piague-infected  i*at«  in  Tokyo. 

It  IS  reported  that  a  case  of  plague  was  discovered  on  board  steam- 
Aip  -i^w/m//Vi^  which  recently  arrived  at  Wusung  (China)  from  Kobe. 
It  fc*  of  interest  to  note  that  the  above  vessel  arrived  at  Yokohama  from 
&iroDe  via  ports  (including  Hongkong)  on  May  24,  and  sailed  from 
Vokoaoina  for  Marseille  via  por&  on  June  3.  Apparently,  then,  in 
the  f-a**  of  this  steamer  more  than  three  weeks  had  elapsed  since  last 
eipwure  to  plague  infection  (viz,  at  Hongkong  on  the  outward  voy- 
SSt)  at  the  time  of  the  discovery  of  human  plague  on  board.  Yoko- 
hwna  ind  Ko(>e  have  been,  according  to  official  reports,  free  from 
pl«gue  during  the  present  year. 
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Report  from  Kohe — Bacteriological  t^raiai nation  of  plague  case  front 

steamship  Korea, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Fowler  reports,  June  4,  as  follows: 

On  the  4th  instant,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Campbell,  agent  of 
the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company,  I  went  to  the  quarantine  estab- 
lishment of  this  port.  .  There,  by  the  courtesy  of  the  chief  quarantine 
doctor,  I  examined  four  microscopic  slides,  viz,  two  of  the  sputum, 
one  made  from  the  inflamed  axillarv  gland  and  one  from  the  blood  of 
the  Chinese  passenger  ex  steamship  Korea,  These  specimens  were 
made  while  he  was  living.  In  all  four  slides  there  were  numerous 
plague  bacilli. 

Also  two  cultures  in  test  tubes,  taken  from  the  glands.  On  agar 
there  appeared  the  usual  grayish  white  growth,  and  again  in  glycerin 
agar  the  same  appearance  was  presented.  Seven  test  tubes  were  then 
under  observation. 

Subcutaneous  inoculation  was  made  on  7  white  mice  on  the  first  day, 
and  they  all  died  in  two  days;  while  to-day  1  saw  2  white  mice  that 
were  inoculated  the  day  before.  One  was  sitting  with  ruflaied  fur  in 
the  corner  of  its  cage  in  a  dying  condition;  the  other  was  not  so  badly 
affected. 

This  was  evidently  a  case  of  pestis  siderans,  disease  proving  rapidly 
fatal,  death  having  oc»,curred  m  18  to  20  hours  from  the  onset  of  the 
symptoms,  and  before  there  was  time  for  the  development  of  the 
various  bubos.  Lowson  says  that  these  cases  are  pneumonic  prin- 
cipally.    (See  Patrick  Maason  on  Tropical  Diseases,  page  159.) 

KOREA. 

Report  from  /Seoul — Cholera  reported  at  Antung^  Manchuria, 

The  following  is  received  from  American  Minister  Allen,  under  date 
of  July  7,  1904:  An  American  missionary  surgeon,  Wiju  district,  tele- 
graphs cholera  is  definitely  reported  to  have  crossed  Manchuria  to 
Antung. 

MEXICO. 

Rtports  from   Progreso  and  Merida — Inspection  of  v<3ssels — Yelkjw 
fevtr  in  31trida — Health  commission  appointed . 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
June  25,  1904:  Estimated  population,  8,000;  quarantinable  disease^!;, 
none;  deaths  from  other  causes  as  follows:  Gastro-enteric  fever,  6; 
malarial  fever,  2,  and  pellagra  1;  total,  9. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  town  and  surrounding  countrv  is  only 
fairly  good,  but  is  somewhat  improved  bv  recent  rains,  which  have 
carried  off  much  of  the  surface  tilth,  laid^  the  dust,  and  replenished 
the  supply  of  drinking  water.  Official  reports  show  continuance  of 
vellow  fever  in  Merida,  the  number  of  cases  of  that  disease  in  the 
lazaretto  ranging  daily  from  2  to  8. 

A  recently  appointed  health  commission  is  at  work  endeavoring  to 
enforce  measures  for  destruction  of  mosquitoes  and  to  effect  genemi 
improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  both  Merida  and  Progreso. 
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Rills  of  health  have  been  issued  to  the  following-named  vessels:

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  June  27,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  June  25, 1904,  live  vessels  bound  for  United 
States  ports  Were  inspected  and  ^ven  bills  of  health.  The  following 
vessels  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxid  and  given  certificates: 
June  23,  British  steamship  EUwick  ParJc^  bound  for  Pensacola;  June 
'i^K  American  steamship  Vigilancia^  bound  for  New  York,  via  Progreso 
and  Habana;  June  25,  Norwegian  steamship  Hizo^  bound  for  Mobile. 

The  Vigilanci/i  was  fumigated  because  of  the  existence  on  board  of 
a  iiise  of  yellow  fever  among  the  second-class  passengers  from  Pro- 
greso when  the  vessel  arrived  here  June  17. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Vera  Cruz  34 
deaths  (M.4  per  1,000  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes,  including  1 
from  yellow  fever,  2  from  remittent  fever,  4  from  pernicious  fever, 
and  10  frora  tuberculosis.  The  death  caused  by  yellow  fever  occurred 
on  June  22,  and  was  that  of  the  case  brought  here  by  the  steamer 
yigUanciu.  Three  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported,  1  on 
June  21  at  San  Juan  de  Uloa  Fortress,  1  on  June  23  in  the  city,  and  1 
on  June  25  from  Merida.  The  case  from  Merida  was  in  the  person  of 
i  fifBt-claas  passenger  on  the  American  steamship  Hahana^  which  ves- 
sel arrived  nere  on  June  25.  The  man  became  infected  at  Merida, 
where  he  had  been  for  2  weeks  prior  to  the  beginning  of  his  illness, 
and  he  had  been  ill  for  2  or  3  days  when  he  embarked  at  Progreso. 

When  the  vessel  arrived  here  the  diagnosis  of  the  case  was  unmis- 
tikable  and  the  quarantine  authorities  had  the  man  removed  from  the 
steamer  to  the  private  pesthouse  in  the  city.  The  symptoms  rapidly 
became  worse  and  the  ipan  died  vesterday,  June  26. 

The  steamer  will  be  fumigatecf  under  my  supervision  after  discharge 
of  cargo  is  completed. 
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NICARAGUA. 

Report  from  Bluefidds^  fruit  port. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Reilley  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
June  25, 1904.  Present  oflScially  estimated  population,  4,000;  2  deaths. 
Prevailing  disease,  malarial  fever;  general  sanitary  condition  of  this 
port  and  the  surrounding  country  during  the  week,  good.

RejM/rt  frtnii  Teheran — Decrease  in  prevalence  (rf  cholera — Direction 
of  diffirnxni  of  cholera  in  Persia, 

Vice-Consul-General  Tyler  reports,  June  10,  as  follows: 

From  information  which  I  have  received  from  the  president  of  the 
sanitary  council,  as  well  as  from  other  sources,  I  am  led  to  believe 
that  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  eases  of  cholera  in  those  dis- 
tricts where  it  had  appeared,  and  also  that  the  area  had  become  more 
rirciuuscribed. 

I  am  also  told  that  so  far,  when  an  epidemic  of  this  disease  has 
ori^nated  in  the  west  or  southwest  portion  of  the  country,  it  has  not 
reached  Teheran.  On  the  contrary,  when  the  source  and  first  expan- 
sion have  been  in  the  east  and  southeast  the  disease  has  invariably 
taken  Teheran  and  other  places  in  the  path  of  its  progress. 

I  have  during  my  residence  in  this  city  known  several  epidemics  of 
cholera,  but  I  do  not  remember  an  occasion  when  it  made  its  appear- 
»Dce  from  the  west.  There  do  not,  however,  appear  to  be  any  mete- 
orolo^cal  or  other  natural  phenomena  to  account  for  this  immunity 
from  Its  ravages.

Port  EHzahtth,  — One  ease  of  plague  was  discovered  during  the  week, 
namely,  a  colored  male,  on  the  9th  instant. 

At  the  plague  hospital,  2  cases  were  discharged  recovered.  Five 
cases  remam  under  treatment. 

One  hundred  and  ten  rats  (28  found  dead)  and  140  mice  (20  found 
dead)  were  bacteriologically  examined  during  the  w^eek,  of  which  15 
rats  and  11  mice  proved  to  be  plague  infected.

R^jHtri  frmn  Rio  ile  Janeiro — Yelhnn  fever,  plague^  and  mnallpox — 
Sanitary  ootulUian  of  Campos — Transactions  of  sanitary  sei'vi^e  of 
Bio  d'f  Janeiro. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  June  15,  as  follows: 
Daring  the  week  ended  June  11  the  following  vessels  for  Dorts  in 
the  United  States  were  inspected  and  received  bills  of  health:  On  June 
7  the  British  steamship  Eornan  Prince^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo 
of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew 
while  here;  on  June  10  the  British  steamship  Straho^  for 'New  York, 
with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  personnel 
of  the  crew  while  in  this  port;  and  on  June  11  the  British  steamship 
U^dy,  for  Philadelphia,  with  a  cargo  of  manganese  ore,  no  passengers, 
and  no  change  in  the  personnel  or  the  crew  while  here.  All  vessels 
were  in  good  sanitary  condition,  and  the  health  of  all  crews  was  excel- 
lent at  the  time  of  inspection,  i.  e.,  just  prior  to  departure. 

Sanitary  conditions  in  Manaos^  Brazil, 

The  following  letter  has  just  been  received  from  the  United  States 
con.'iular  agent  at  Manaos,  Brazil,  and  as  very  few  sanitary  reports 
are  ever  received  from  that  section  of  Brazil,  it  may  be  of  interest, 
and  ij*  given  entire: 

Consular  Service,  U.  S.  A., 

ManaoSy  May  21,  1904- 

While  there  i»  always  a  certain  amount  of  fever  at  Manaos,  in  my  opinion,  which 
I  believe  \»  supported  by  most  of  the  foreigners  here,  it  is  a  much  maligned  city. 
It  ij»  ntoated  on  very  high  ground,  and  while  it  may  be  hot  during  the  day,  the 
nijcbUj  are  invariably  very  cool.  Around  the  outskirts  of  the  city  in  the  forests  it  is 
ondoabtedly  unhealthy,  but  in  the  city  it  is  not. 

The  dty  is  constructed  on  modem  hnes,  wide  streets,  very  well  sewered,  and  has 
a  rrry  4:fficient  and  energetic  health  department,  which  is  apparently  second  to 
•one  in  Brazil.  During  the  recent  bubonic-plague  scare,  I  might  mention  that  we 
ne^er  had  one  tiingle  case  of  it  here,  although  it  reached  as  far  north  as  Para,  and  as 
Too  pmbably  know,  the  traffic,  lx)th  freight  and  passenger  between  Para  and 
MaoK*^  is  very  large.  In  spite  of  the  constant  communication  and  contact  with 
^VK  the  health  authorities  have  been  able  to  ward  off  the  plague,  which  was  very 
»evm-  at  times  in  Para. 

The  (iineasefl  that  are  prevalent  here  are  malaria,  beri-beri,  and  paludial  fever. 
Thf*e  we  always  have  with  us,  and  at  times  a  fair  share  of  yellow  fever,  but  not  one- 
lianiireillh  part  that  one  hears  of,  as  narrated  by  transients  with  vivid  imaginations. 

This  letter  is  but  another  proof  of  that  which  man3^  persons  inter- 
Ned  in  sanitary  conditions  in  the  Tropics  are  beginning  to  discover  is 
»  fa<-t,  viz,  that,  excluding  certain  diseases — notably  malarial  fevers, 
ajod  in  some  cases  variola,  plague,  and  yellow  fever — the  health  condi- 
tioiuj  of  the  tropical  cities  and  countries  is  a  revelation  to  those  accus- 
tomed to  look  upon  these  portions  of  the  world  as  hotbeds  of  dis- 
«!*«.  Indeed,  as  one  studies  the  conditions  prevalent,  the  wonder 
grovrs  not  that  they  are  so  many  deaths,  but  that,  considering  the  un- 
amitarv  conditions  under  which  so  many  of  the  inhabitants  live  and 
alvBV.M  have  lived,  there  are  so  few  deatHs. 

Sanitary  condition  of  CampoSy  Minas, 

ThiA  office  is  also  in  receipt  of  a  dispatch  from  Campos,  in  the  State 
of  Minaft,  of  late  date,  saying  that  '^the  sanitarj-  condition  of  this  city 
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is  very  sensibly  improved,  due  not  only  to  the  prompt  putting  into 
execution  of  proper  sanitary  and  prophylactic  measures,  but  also  to 
the  energy  with  which  the  poor  sanitary  conditions  are  being  met 
By  the  mst  statistical  reports  the  mortality  of  this  city  during  the 
present  year  is  considerably  below  that  of  this  city  for  a  correspond- 
ing period  of  time  last  year." 

Sanitary  report  for  the  month  of  April  ,^  190 J^,^  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

In  comparison  with  the  month  of  March  there  was  in  April  a  more 
favorable  sanitary  condition  in  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

The  total  mortality  figures  were,  for  the  two  months,  1,335  in  March 
and  1,302  in  April.  Eight  persons  were  victims  of  yellow  fever  dur- 
ing April.  From  1873  to  1903  this  disease  has  never  caused  such  a  low 
mortality  in  this  month.  During  the  past  five  years,  1899  to  1903, 
there  was  the  following  mortalit}^  from  vellow  fever  during  the  month 
of  April:  1899,  91  deaths;  1900,  61  deaths;  1901,  64  deaths;  1902,  178 
deaths;  and  1903,  99  deaths.  The  mortality  from  variola  suffered  a 
slight  decline,  but  this  disease  has  not  lost  the  epidemic  character  which 
it  has  maintainefd  in  this  city  for  the  past  five  years.  The  mortuary 
statistics  from  other  transmissible  diseases  were  as  follows:  Yellow 
fever,  8,  as  compared  with  7  in  March;  plague,  5,  against  4;  variola, 
137,  against  153;  measles,  1,  against  4;  whooping  cough,  3,  against  1; 
diphtheria,  7,  against  2;  grippe,  24,  against  35;  enteric  fever,  6, 
against  8;  exantfaematic  typhus,  1,  against  0;  dysentery,  0,  against  4; 
beriberi,  7,  against  9;  leprosy,  2,  against  2;  malarial  fevers,  42,  against 
38;  and  tuberculosis,  208,  against  202. 

The  central  disinfection  office  received  during  the  month  349  notifi- 
cations of  infectious  diseases,  261  of  variola,  15  of  yellow  fever,  10  of 
plague,  40  of  tuberculosis,  12  of  diphtheria,  5  of  measles,  2  of  scarlet 
fever.  2  of  enteric  fever,  and  2  of  beriberi,  as  against  233  of  variola,  20 
of  yellow  fever,  24  of  plague,  38  of  tuberculosis,  5  of  diphtheria,  1  of 
measles,  2  of  scarlet  fever,  and  3  of  beriberi. 

During  the  month  of  April  3,441  domiciliary  disinfections  were 
made;  during  March  2,628  pieces  of  clothing  were  disinfected  and 
703  pieces  were  burned.  Up  to  the  last  day  of  the  month  71,179  rats 
had  been  brought  in  and  burned. 

The  mosquito  brigade  cleaned  up  and  disinfected  757  localities 
where  in  previous  years  there  had  been  deaths  from  yellow  fever  and 
destro3^ed  125  foci  of  mosquito  larvte.  Twenty-four  visits  of  the  san- 
itary police  were  made,  and  5  persons  sick  with  yellow  fever  were 
isolated  in  their  homes. 

From  329  house  roofs  and  drains  were  taken  1,972  baskets  of  dirt, 
44,400  ''ralos"  and  53,268  tubs  were  also  washed. 

Five  thousand  water  boxes,  28,376  automatic  water  boxes,  20,444 
tanks,  and  13,550  other  kinds  of  water  containers  were  washed  also 
by  the  department  and  cleansed.  There  were  consumed  in  this  serv- 
ice more  than  467  kilos  of  pyrethrum,  8,910  kilos  of  sulphur,  541 
liters  of  alcohol,  and  4,597  liters  of  petroleum. 

The  health  authorities  made  14,828  domiciliary  visits  during  the 
month,  6,507  of  this  number  being  made  by  the  sanitary  police  and 
8,321  by  the  vigilance  committee.  There  were  vaccinated  and  revac- 
cinated  against  variola,  6,495  persons;  and  10  persons  were  vaccinated 
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against  bubonic  plague.  Nineteen  vessels  in  port  were  disinfected, 
as  well  as  street  conduits  for  surface  water. 

The  isolation  hospitals  received  during  this  month  5  persons  ill  with 
bubonic  plague,  238  with  variola,  and  9  sick  with  yellow  fever.  Of 
those  isolated,  83  died  from  variola,  4  'from  yellow  fever,  and  none 
from  plague.  At  the  close  of  the  month  there  were  still  under  treat- 
ment 4  pkgue  cases,  90  cases  of  variola,  and  2  cases  of  yellow  fever. 
The  r^pstrar  civil  reported  1,393  births  and  290  marriages  during 
April.  The  highest  temperature  registered  by  the  thermometer 
during  the  month  was  31.5^  C.  and  the  lowest  18^  C.  The  average 
temperature  for  the  whole  montn  was  22.42^  C. 

In  the  movement  of  the  population  of  the  Federal  district  during 
the  month  there  was  an  excess  of  12,318  entrances  over  exits  by  sea 
and  land. 

2{tfrtality  in  Uto  de  Janeiro  during^  the  xoeek  ended  June  12^  IDOIf,. 

The  mortality  in  Rio  during  the  week  ended  eTune  12,  1904,  was 
3^5 — ^the  largest  number  of  deaths  in  any  one  week  since  my  arrival 
here  last  fall.  Of  this  number  no  deaths  were  caused  by  either  yellow 
fever  or  plague.  Of  the  former  disease  5  new  cases  were  reported, 
and  of  the  latter  1  new  c^se  during  the  same  period.  At  the  end  of 
the  week  there  were  3  cases  of  yellow  fever  under  treatment  in  the 
Sao  Sebastiao  Hospital,  and  only  5  cases  of  plague  in  the  Paulo  Can- 
dido  Hospital.'  Variola  caused  85  deaths,  with  139  cases  reported,  and 
at  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  186  cases  of  this  disease  under  treat- 
ment at  Sao  Sebastiao  Hospital.  No  deaths  were  caused  by  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria,  enteric  fever,  or  leprosy.  Measles  caused  1  death, 
whooping  cough  2,  la  grippe  10,  dysentery  1,  beriberi  1,  malarial  fevers 
T,  ana  tiiberculosis  55. 

Taking  away  the  deaths  from  variola  and  tuberculosis  the  death  rate 
is  not  excessive,  but  at  present  it  looks  to  me  as  if  there  would  con- 
tinue to^  be  a  very  great  increase  in  the  deaths  from  variola,  as  the 
disease  is  l)ecoming  very  widespread.  The  people  generally  do  not 
take  to  vaccination,  which  of  course  induces  its  spread. 

The  daily  death  rate  was  56.42  as  compared  with  50.85  during  the 
preceding  week,  and  with  39.85  during  the  corresponding  week  last 
year  — i  tremendous  increase.  At  this  rate  the  yearly  death  rate  of  this 
eitv  nould  be  24.29  per  1,000  inhabitants. 

the  deaths  occurred  as  follows  as  regards  localities:  256  in  private 
dwellings  and  hotels,  etc.;  72  in  civil  hospitals;  7  in  military  hospitals; 
53  in  the  Santa  Casa  de  Misericordia;  3  in  asylums,  convents,  etc. ;  none 
00  i-escselsin  port,  and  5  in  unknown  places — i.  e.,  in  localities  unknown 
to  the  authorities. 

The  highest  rnnge  of  the  thermometer  duringf  the  week  was  on  June 
li,  viz,  26-. 3  C,  and  the  lowest  on  the  same  day,  viz,  17^.5  C,  while 
the  average  for  the  week  was  20^.85  C.  During  the  week  there  was 
no  rainfall  of  measurable  quantity.  This  is  a  rare  occurrence  for  this 
time  of  vear. 

A  sanitarv  conference  of  South  American  countries  has  just  finished 
it-*  !»e««iions  here  in  this  city,  and  as  soon  as  I  can  obtain  the  published 
rpport  of  \X»  proceedings  I  will  forward  the  same  to  the  Bureau.

The  re|X)rt  of  the  municipal  health  officer  shows  for  the  week: 
Smallpox,  8  deaths;  enteric  fever,  8  cases;  diphtheria,  4  deaths;  tul>er- 
crtlosis,  48  deaths.  The  total  mortality  given  was  2  foreigners  and 
154  natives. 

It  will  he  observed  that  the  native  mortality  is  beginning  to  increase, 
as  mav  be  ex|)ectcd  at  this  season  of  the  year.  While  no  cholera  is 
officially  rej)orted,  I  have  heard  rumors  of  its  existence  in  the  native 
city  at  least,  but  have  as  yet  been  unable  to  verify  the  report.  Tlie 
weather  has  hoen  rather  unfavorable  to  the  development  of  the  disease 
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thus  far;  nevertheless,  it  is  quite  possible  that  it  has  commenced  its  rav- 
ajfes.  As  soon  as  I  am  satisfied  of  its  existence,  I  shall  put  into  opera- 
tion all  of  the  restrictions  heretofore  enforced  regarding  freight  and 
pas>en^rs. 

Xo  quarantinable  diseases  have  been  reported  from  outports  during 
the  week.

Repoi't  from  Mataiizas — Scarht  fever — Leprosy, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  July  12,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  9, 1904,  two  bills  of  health  were  issued 

to  vessels  bound  for  United  States  ports. 
There  have  been  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  case  each  of 

enteric  fever  and  leprosy  reported  in  the  citj^  during  the  past  week. 

The  case  of  leprosy,  according  to  information,  originated  in  this  city, 

and  had  been  overlooked  by  the  local  health  authorities  until  the 

¥atient,  of  his  own  accord,  applied  for  admission  to  the  civil  hospital, 
he  director  of  this  institution,  after  making  the  diagnosis,  reported 
the  case  to  the  health  officer,  who  is  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  have 
the  patient  conveyed  to  Habana  and  there  segregate  at  the  Sao 
Lazaro  Hospital.    It  was  only  recently  that  the  case  lodged  in  the  city 

Bil  for  the  last  four  months  was  transferred  to  some  other  prison  in 
abana  to  serve  out  the  sentence  in  the  case  for  manslaugnter,  for 
which  he  was  prosecuted  and  condemned. 

The  two  new  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  a  crowded  tenement 
house  not  far  from  the  center  of  the  city,  but  in  a  different  section 
and  distant  from  the  former  foci  of  infection  and  not  having  any  con- 
nection with  the  recent  epidemic,  therefore  it  is  inferred  that  the 
contagion  was  imported  again  from  Habana. 

The  first  case,  which  was  of  a  very  mild  type,  happening  in  a  negro 
child,  and  for  which  medical  attendance  had  not  been  requested,  was 
detected  in  the  stage  of  desquamation,  when  a  physician  was  called  in 
to  see  the  second  case  in  the  same  family,  and  probabl}^  after  the  con- 
tagion had  disseminated  itself  among  the  numerous  inmates.  The 
patients,  who  are  now  convalescent,  have  been  sent  to  the  civil  hos- 
pital of  this  city  for  isolation,  the  infected  rooms  have  been  disinfected, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  inmates,  numbering  alx)ut  30,  are  being  sub- 
jected to  a  careful  medical  inspection  every  second  day,  in  view  of  the 
impracticability  of  holding  them  in  quarantine  under  guard  as  hereto- 
fore, for  the  reason  that  the}^  are  all  poor  laboring  people  without 
savings,  depending  upon  their  day  wa^es  to  support  themselves  and 
families;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  city  is  unable  through  lack  of 
funds  to  provide  for  so  many  at  a  time  during  the  long  period  of 
detention  required.  Consequently,  the  prospects  are  that  the  epi- 
demic, not  properlv  handled  from  the  outset  through  the  impossibility 
of  carrying  out  the  necessary  precautions,  will  possibly  spread  this 
time  beyond  control,  as  has  been  the  case  in  Habana  and  elsewhere.

A  study  of  one  hundred  inoculations  against  plague. 

By  Edward  H.  Hume,  M.  D.,  Acting  AssiatarU  Surgeon,   U.  S.  Public  Health  and 
Marine-Hospital  Service,  Bombay ,  India. 

Oiject  of  the  study. — This  study  was  undertaken  at  the  suggestion 
of  Professor  Haffkme,  director,  and  of  Di.  F.  M.  Gibson,  superin- 
tendent, of  the  Government  Plague  Research  Laboratory,  Bombay,  in 
order  to  determine: 

1.  The  correct  dose  of  Haffkine's  prophylactic  for  children  of  vari- 
oui*  ages.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  aose  for  children  has  been 
determined  by  taking  an  increasing  fraction  of  the  adult  dose  for  each 
fiocoessive  year  until  the  full  adult  dose  is  reached  at  about  the  twenty- 
fifth  year.  In  this  way  a  child  of  five  would  receive  one-fifth  of  the  full 
adult  dose,  whatever  that  might  have  been  determined  to  be  for  any 
eiven  brew.  It  was  felt  that  by  this  method  a  young  child  received  a 
do^  far  smaller  than  it  was  capable  of  taking,  and  one,  therefore,  that 
did  not  give  it  the  fullest  possible  protection. 

2.  The  best  hour  at  which  to  perform  inoculation,  {a)  for  the  com- 
fort of  the  patient,  {b)  in  order  to  get  the  maximum  reaction  from  a 
given  dose. 

3.  Whether  inoculation  in  children  was  dangerous  in  the  presence 
of  any  preexisting  disease,  especially  in  children  with  a  predisposi- 
tioQ  to  tuberculosis. 

Time  arid  place. — ^The  inoculations  were  all  done  on  bovs  living  in 
m  orphanage  conducted  by  the  American  (Congregational)  Mission  at 
Pfcrel,  Bombay.  There  had  been  a  mild  case  of  plague  in  the  orphan- 
■i^  in  October,  1903,  and  as  there  was  a  great  deal  of  plague  in  the 
TKinity  of  the  school  the  boys  were  about  to  be  inoculated  in  any  case. 
Ab  they  were  all  under  one  roof  and  under  constant  supervision,  the 
obscrvationa  were  greatly  facilitated.  One  hundred  boys  were  inocu- 
lated in  three  groups,  as  follows: 

Group  I.  Twenty  at  10  a.  m.,  on  March  10,  1904. 

Group  II.  Fortv  at  6  p.  m.,  on  March  26,  1904. 

Group  Hi.  Forty  at  2  p.  m.,  on  April  12,  1904. 
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Twelve  dajs  after  the  inoculation  one  of  the  teachers  in  the  school 
was  taken  ill  very  suddenly  with  what  was  at  first  thought  to  be  plague. 
He  was  at  once  removed  to  the  plague  hospital,  but  the  symptoms  sub- 
sided very  rapidly  and  he  was  soon  discharged  as  not  having  had  plague. 
This  teacher  nad  been  inoculated  several  years  previously.  !None  of 
the  boys  now  treated  had  ever  been  inoculated  before. 

The  prophylactic  fuUL — The  material  used  was  supplied  by  the 
Plague  Research  Laborator3\  This  included  not  only  the  prophylactic 
fluid,  but  also  the  syringe  and  needles,  a  thermometer,  and  the  neces- 
sarv  blanks  for  recording  the  observations. 

Tfwo  sepamte  brews  or  fluid  were  used,  namel}^  brew  No.  14659,  to 
be  spoken  of  in  this  study  as  brew  A;  and  brew  No.  13633,  to  be 
spoken  of  as  brew  B.     The  adult  dose  of  each  was  given  as  3  cc. 

Preivious  health  of  the  hoys. — None  of  the  boys  were  suffering  from 
active  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  although  several  of  them  had  more 
or  less  bronchitis.  As  nearly  all  of  the  boys  in  the  orphanage  had 
been  rescued  during  the  severe  famine  of  li^OO,  they  were  bovs  of 
weak  constitution  and  had  shown  poor  resistance  to  disease.  'I'hree 
had  active  cervical  tuberculosis,  one  of  them  presenting  a  large  bunch 
of  swollen  and  tender  glands  in  the  left  side  of  his  neck.  Only  22  of 
the  100  had  a  temperature  below  99  F.  at  the  time  of  inoculation,  and 
none  were  to  have  been  inoculated  whose  temperature  registered 
100^  F.  at  that  time,  although  it  was  afterwards  discovered  that  8  did 
reach  that  temperature.  This  was  wholly  due  to  bronchitis.  Several 
of  the  bovs  had  had  smallpox,  and  others  were  still  suffering  from 
itch  in  rather  a  severe  form. 

Age  groups, — The  boys  were  divided  into  five  age  groups,  and  the 
number  done  in  each  group  was  as  follows: 

Age  group  1 .  Three  to  five  years 6 

Age  group  2.  Six  to  seven  years 14 

Age  group  3.  Eight  to  nine  year^ 32

Method  of  InftculatSfHt. — The  boys  were  given  a  thorough  bath  with 
soap  and  hot  water  just  before  the  inoculation.  They  were  then 
assembled  in  a  room  where  the  upper  left  arm  of  each  was  scrubbed 
with  a  1  per  cent  solution  of  lysol  before  he  went  in  to  the  inoculator, 
who  Worked  in  an  adjoining  small  room.  The  syringe  and  needles 
were  sterilized  by  boiling,  and  as  each  needle  was  used  it  was  dropped 
into  a  pan  of  boiling  water  kept  on  a  stove  beside  the  inoculator. 
Thus  no  one  was  inoculated  with  a  needle  which  had  not  been  previ- 
ously boiled  iust  before  using.  The  syringe  was  a  large  one,  holding 
20  ccm.,  so  that  with  one  filling  it  was  possible  to  inoculate  six  or 
seven,  according  to  the  dose  used.  The  needle  was  merely  changed 
between  each  injection.  The  injection  was  given  strictly  subcutane- 
ously,  the  skin  being  pinched  up  at  the  insertion  of  the  left  deltoid 
and  the  needle  pointed  toward  the  shoulder.  As  the  needle  was  with- 
drawn a  piece  of  cotton-wool  was  dipped  in  1  per  cent  lysol  solution 
and  applied  over  the  minute  wound  for  fifteen  minutes. 

(}hs(-rr(tt!ottfi. — Temperatures  were  taken  every  four  hours,  day  and 
night,  bv  several  of  the  teachers  who  had  been  specially  trained.  At 
two  of  tLe  periods  the  teipperatures  were  taken  by  the  writer.     Two 
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tbennometers  were  used — a  Hicks  half-minute  (Kew  certificate)  and  a 
Coxeter  two-minute,  both  of  London  make.  The  two  gave  uniform 
results  throughout.  The  boys  were  kept  fairly  quiet,  staying  most  of 
the  time  on  one  of  the  wide  verandas.  They  were  allowed  to  sleep 
there  as  well,  so  as  to  be  apart  from  the  others.  The  diet  was  as  usual, 
except  in  the  case  of  those  who  had  high  fever,  these  being  put,  of 
course,  on  liquid  diet  for  a  time.  The  observations  were  continued 
for  at  least  forty -eight  hours,  and  a  final  record  of  the  temperatures 
was  made  seventy-two  hours  after  the  start,  when  practically  every 
boy  had  a  normal  temperature.

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Taking  them  in  larger  groups,  in  57  the  temperature  did  not  exceed 
lol-  F.,  while  in  43  it  was  above  101,  but  not  above  103. 

As  wiill  he  seen  from  the  lower  group  of  figures,  brew  B  gave  a 
lower  set  of  temperatures  than  brew  A,  so  that  the  age  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  low  records  in  age  groups  1  and  2.  This  will  be  referred 
to  more  fulh'  below. 

The  avera^  temperature  at  the  start  was  99.15^  F.  This  was  not 
doe  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  inoculations  were  done  at  a  late  hour 
in  the  day,  for  the  average  temperature  of  those  done  at  10  a.  m.  was 
i*^.^-  F.  (Unless  otherwise  stated,  the  averages  given  are  those  of 
lWiti«es.) 

Taking  the  liK)  cases  together,  two  waves  of  temperature  were  seen 
to  occur  during  the  period  of  observation.  The  first  of  these  had  its 
crest  at  a  point  fifteen  to  twenty  hours  after  the  start  (16.4  hours  in 
K**  cases),  the  second,  forty  to  fifty  hours  after  the  start.  The  aver- 
age highest  temperature  of  the  first  wave  was  101^  F.,  and  of  the  sec- 
ond, UK).  13-  F.  The  average  highest  point  in  the  series  was  101.07^ 
F..  reached  nineteen  hours  after  the  start.  Chart  2  shows  that  a  cer- 
tain number  of  the  cases  presented  three  waves  of  temperature.  The 
four-hourly  chart  also  shows  that,  observed  continuously,  the  record 
placed  the  crests  of  the  waves  later  and  lower  than  when,  as  in  chart  1, 
the  cre«t  of  each  separate  case  was  taken  and  then  compared  with  all 
the  others. 

The  average  of  the  lowest  points  was  98.67^  F.,  reached  thirty -seven 
hours  from  the  start.  In  three  cases  the  temperature  did  not  go  below 
M^'  F.  until  seventy  or  more  hours  from  tne  stait.     In  chart  3  are 
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shown  the  widest  variations  from  the  average  curve  of  100  cases. 
Both  the  higher  and  the  lower  curves  happen  to  have  three  waves. 
The  higher  is  the  record  of  a  case  inoculated  with  brew  A,  while  the 
lower  curve  is  that  of  one  treated  with  brew  B. 

2.  Genial  symptoms. — Practically  everv  case  complained  of  head- 
ache and  malaise  soon  after  the  start.  Tnese  were  in  no  case  serious 
enough  to  need  treatment,  and  if  anything  were  less  marked  than  they 
would  have  been  in  a  similar  series  of  adults. 

Local  reaction. — Suppuration  did  not  occur  in  a  single  case.  Every 
boy  had  a  swollen  and  tender  arm  on  the  day  after  inoculation, 
although  it  was  striking  that  there  was  less  suffering  than  was  com- 
monly observed  in  adults.  The  axillaiy  glands  were  enlarged  in  a 
number  of  the  cases  and  one  or  two  had  a  good  deal  of  tenderness 
there. 

The  two  h*ew8  of  prophylactic. — Of  the  40  cases  done  with  brew  B, 
there  were  some  m  each  age  group,  while  none  of  age  groups  1  and  2 
were  done  with  brew  A.  Charts  1  and  "2,  bring  it  out  veiy  clearly  that 
brew  B  gave  decidedly  lower  reactions  than  brew  A,  even  with  the 
same  doses.  They  also  show  that  the  weaker  brew  gave  a  more  marked 
second  wave,  relatively  to  the  first,  than  the  stronger  brew.  The 
weaker  brew  also  gave  a  more  delayed  reaction. 

The  dose  of  prophylactic. — Twentv  cases  were  done  as  a  preliminary 
series,  boys  or  age  group  3  being  chosen,  and  a  uniform  dose  of  2 
ccm.  given  each  one.  As  the  average  of  the  highest  points  was  only 
101.32^  F.,  it  was  thought  that  a  still  higher  dose  could  be  given  in 
this  group,  and  accordinglv,  at  the  later  inoculations,  bovs  of  this 

froup  received  2.5  ccm.     This  seemed  to  be  a  correct  dose.     The 
osea  for  the  whole  number  were  as  follows  (the  adult  dose  for  these 
brews  being  3  ccm.): 

Age  group  1  (3  to  5  years),  1  ccm. 

Age  group  2  (6  to  7  years),  2  ccm. 

Age  group  3  (8  to  9  years),  2.5  ccm.  (to  12);  2  ccm.  (to  20). 

Age  group  4  (10  to  11  years) ,  2.5  ccm. 

Age  group  5  (12  to  17  years),  3  ccm.  (to  6) ;  2.5  ccm.  (to  14). 

The  higher  dose  apparently  gave  no  more  discomfort  than  the 
lower.  The  higher  dose,  therefore,  may  be  regarded  as  the  safe  dose 
for  each  age  group.  This  makes  tne  dose  for  children  much  higher 
than  by  the  old  rule.  For  where  by  that  a  child  of  3  years  would 
have  been  given  three  twenty-fifths  of  the  adult  dose,  or  nine  twenty- 
fifths  of  one  cubic  centimeter  in  a  case  where,  as  here,  the  adult  dose 
was  3  ccm.,  in  the  present  series  he  received  1  ccm.  and  showed  no 
ill  effects. 

Charts  7  and  8  show  that  the  reactions  in  age  group  1  were  lower 
than  those  in  group  2,  and  thus  indicate  that  the  dose  of  1  ccm.  was 
probably  too  small  for  boys  of  4  or  5,  if  boys  of  6  could  stand  2  ccm. 
so  easily.  These  charts  also  show  that  just  as  the  second  wave  is  rela- 
tively stronger  when  a  weak  brew  is  used,  so  also  a  weaker  dose  than 
can  be  borne  is  followed  by  a  relatively  stronger  second  wave. 

Age  groups. — If  the  time  of  day  at  which  inoculation  was  done,  the 
brew  of  prophylactic,  and  the  dose,  be  taken  into  consideration,  tlie 
reaction  m  one  age  group  differed  very  little  from  that  in  anv  other  or 
from  the  average  for  the  entire  series.  Thus  in  chart  6,  although  the 
reactions  for  groups  3  and  6  are  slightly  higher  than  the  average  reac- 
tion for  the  100  cases,  it  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  average  includes 
the  reaction  in  20  cases  (age  groups  1  and  2)  done  entirely  with  brew  B. 
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Chart  5  shows  that  reactions  obtained  in  several  age  groups  with  the 
same  dose  of  the  same  brew  varied  little  from  each  other. 

In  other  words,  if  the  dose  were  adjusted  with  reference  to  certain 
limits,  young  boys  stood  the  inoculation  as  well  as  older,  and  vice  versa. 

Charts  8  and  9,  showing  the  reactions  of  cases  treated  with  brew 
B,  were  prepared  because  age  groups  1  and  2  were  treated  only  with 
brew  B.  The  temperatures  are  considerably  lower  than  those  obtained 
with  Brew  A;  but  as  seen  in  charts  6  and  7,  the  differences  of  temper- 
ature between  age  groups  are  due  to  unequal  adjustment  of  doses. 
Thus  chart  8  shows  that  age  group  1  received  too  small  a  dose,  the 
average  of  the  highest  points  being  0.37  of  a  degree  lower  than  in  age 

?roup  2.  Chart  9  shows  this  still  more  clearly,  the  temperature  curve 
rem  the  4th  to  the  36th  hour  being  steadily  higher  in  age  group  2. 
This  fact  could  only  be  noted  by  taking  temperatures  every  four  hours 
or  oftener,  small  variations  and  the  characteristics  of  the  temperature 
wave  being  unnoticeable  in  records  taken  only  at  ten,  twenty,  and 
thirty  hours  after  the  start. 

Timi*  of  day. — A  most  interesting  fact  is  brought  out  in  chart  10. 
It  is  that  the  time  of  day  at  which  inoculation  is  done  has  a  decided 
influence,  not  only  on  the  height  of  the  curve,  but  on  its  general  char- 
acter. The  natui-al  tendency  of  the  body  to  show  a  lower  tempera- 
ture in  the  early  morning  than  in  the  afternoon  is  very  apparent. 
Compare,  for  example,  in  chart  10,  the  curve  — ,  — ,  —  with  the 
curve ,  the  former  being  the  average  curve  for  inocu- 
lation done  at  10  a.  m.  Here  the  natural  tendency  toward  elevation 
of  temi>erature  accelerates  the  action  of  the  prophylactic,  and  the 
temperature  rises  rapidly  till  6  p.  m.,  and  goes  slightly  higher  by  10 

5.  m.,  reaching  the  crest  of  the  wave  in  10.4  hours  from  the  start.  It 
rops  sharply  again  by  2  ft.  m.,  and  still  farther  by  6  a.  m.,  not,  how- 
ever, reaching  tne  99.5  mark.  The  afternoon  rise  again  manifests 
itself  and  the  crest  of  the  second  wave  is  reached  in  30.6  hours  after 
the  start.     A  third  wave  is  evident,  with  its  crest  at  the  52d  hour. 

The  curve  for  inoculations  done  at  6  p.  m.  is  totally  different.  The 
influence  of  the  prophylactic  causes  a  rise  for  8  hours,  but  between  2 
and  6  in  the  morning  following  inoculation  there  is  a  slight  drop  in 
accordance  with  the  natural  tendency.  From  then  on  there  is  a  strik- 
ing rise  to  the  crest  of  the  first  wave,  20  hours  after  the  start,  i.  e.,  at 
2  p.  m.  The  fall  to  nearly  99^  F.  by  6  a.  m.  on  the  following  day  is 
striking,  and  is  followed  by  a  secona  wave,  less  marked  than  tne  first, 
with  its  crest  again  at  2  p.  m.,  or  44  hours  from  the  start.  In  other 
words,  after  inoculation  late  in  the  day,  i.  e.,  at  6  p.  m.,  the  tendency 
for  a  low  temperature  at  6  a.  m.  is  only  ju«t  evident  on  the  morning 
after  inoculation,  the  effect  of  the  prophylactic  being  really  steadily 
on  the  increase  at  that  time,  namely,  12  hours  after  the  start;  and  the 
rise  of  the  first  wave  is  scarcely  interrupted  by  the  slight  fall.  No 
third  wave  occurs. 

Further,  the  inoculation  late  in  the  day  is  more  comfortable  for  the 
patient,  the  temperature  not  rising  high  enough  (not  over  100.31^  in  60 
cases)  to  interfere  with  sleep  on  the  fore-night.  The  period  of  greatest 
discomfort  is  from  2  to  6  the  next  afternoon,  and  by  bedtime  the  tem- 
perature has  started  to  fall.  Sleep  is  likely  to  be  interfered  with 
because  of  the  soreness  of  the  arm,  but  only  during  the  second  night. 
The  second  wave  is  much  less  trying  than  the  first,  and  a  third  is  usually 
eseaped. 
J%e  hours  of  highest  and  lowest  tempei^ature, — Chart  10  brings  op*" 
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the  dissimilarity  l^etween  the  curves  of  temperature  following  inocu- 
lation at  different  times  of  the  day,  but  chart  11,  by  rearranging  thenu 
shows  their  geperal  similarity.  In  this  chart  the  curves  are  so  arranj^ 
that  the  observations  for  10,  2,  and  6  o'clock,  day  and  night,  fall  into 
the  same  column,  hour  for  hour.  The  red  line  averages  ICH)  readings 
for  each  of  these  periods,  viz,  for  10,  2,  and  6  o'clock,  day  and  night* 
and  the  3  curves  are  seen  to  follow  the  average  in  their  general  direc- 
tion, eliminating  only  the  first  rapidly  rising  wave  in  the  curve  of 
inoculations  done  at  10  in  the  mornmg.  As  indicated  in  the  foregoing 
paragraph  the  natural  tendency  for  a  morning  fall  and  an  afternoon 
rise  manifests  itself.  Thus  the  highest  point  reached  is  at  2  p.  m.  on 
the  second  day,  while  the  lowest  during  the  period  of  observation  is 
at  6  a.  m.  on  the  third  day.  At  2  p.  m.  on  the  third  day  is  the  cre»t 
of  the  second  wave  (the  third  for  inoculations  done  at  2  p.  m.),  while 
at  6  a.  m.  on  the  second  day  is  the  first  depression  after  the  fii-st  risse 
in  all  the  curves.  This  arrangement  of  the  curves  only  confirms  wliat 
was  said  above  regarding  inoculations  late  in  the  day,  this  time  l>eing 
unquestionablv  the  most  comfortable  for  the  patient. 

Getieral  ejfect  of  the  ln(H*ulntlo7is. — Although  the  charts  are  not 
continued  beyond  the  fifty -sixth  hour,  still  all  tne  boys  were  carefullv 
examined  on  the  fourth  day  and  scarcel v  a  ti-ace  of  fever  was  observed. 
They  were  also  watched  for  signs  of  other  trouble,  but  no  one  seemed 
to  have  suffered  in  the  slightest  as  a  renult  of  the  inoculations.  The 
tuberculous  glands  were  not  made  more  tender,  and  at  the  present 
writing,  two  months  after  the  last  inoculation,  no  evidence  of  haimfol 
effect  has  been  noticed,  although  a  sharp  lookout  for  such  lias  been 
maintained.  It  may  Ik?  said,  therefore,  that  inoculation  has  practically 
no  effect  in  a  harmful  direction,  even  on  children  of  weak  con>titu- 
tions.  This  was  a  ver}'  gratifving  result,  for  the  writer  had  been 
given  to  understand  bv  some  wBo  had  seen  a  good  many  inoculations 
tnat  in  a  considerable  number  of  cases  harm,  often  permanent,  was 
done  to  children  by  inoculation. 

Although  the  numl>er  of  cases  treated  was  not  sufficiently  great  to 
warrant  any  very  general  conclusions,  still,  the  following  points  were 
brought  out  clearly  enough  to  be  empliasized: 

1.  Records  taken  onh'  at  the  tenth,  twentieth,  and  thirtieth  hours  do 
not  give  data  enough  as  to  the  effects  of  inoculation,  as  regards  the  most 
favorable  time  of  dav  for  the  operation,  the  desirable  dose,  or  the 
general  character  of  the  teinp(»rature  chart. 

2.  Two  distinct  waves  of  temperature  usuallv  follow  inoculation, 
with  their  crests  l>etween  2  and  G  o'clock  in  the  ahenioon,  at  whatever 
time  of  day  the  inoculations  mav  be  done.  The  crest  of  the  first  wave 
thus  comes  InHween  10  and  20  fiours  after  the  stmt,  while  that  of  the 
second  follows  alK)ut  24  hours  later.  If  inoculation  be  done  early  in 
the  dav,  there  are  usually  3  waves, 

3.  The  dose  of  the  prophylactic  for  children  should  be  relatively 
larger  than  that  for  adults.  The  following  doses  were  found  safe  for 
children  of  various  ages,  considering  3  ccm.  as  the  standard  adult  dose. 
In  other  brews  the  a()se  could  be  easily  calculated  from  this  (standard 
adult  dose,  3  ccm.): 

For  children  3  Xo  5  years  old,  1  ccm. 

For  children  H  to  7  yean*  oU\,  1.5  t-cni.  to  2  ccnu 

For  children  8  to  9  years  old,  2.5  ccm. 

For  children  10  to  1*1  yean*  old,  2.5  ccm. 

For  children  12  yean*  an<i  over,  3  ccm.  or  the  full  a<lult  dojse. 
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4,  Inocalatiou  done  late  in  the  day — say  between  5  and  6  o'clock — 
gtve  the  betit  results,  both  in  comfort  to  the  patient  and  in  maximum 
reaction  from  a  given  dose. 

5.  Inoculation  done  aseptically  has  no  harmful  effect  on  the  patient's 
healtk,  however  young  he  be,  provided  he  have  no  acute  disease  at  the 
time  of  the  operation. ,

-Transactimia  of  sei'vice — Chol^^a  and  plague 
mortality. 


Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports^  June  16,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  June  11,  1904,  bill  of  health  was  issued  to 
the  steamship  SchoiifeU^  bound  for  Boston  and  New  York  with  no 
nseengers  and  a  crew  of  62.  The  effects  of  the  Lascars  were  disin- 
fected and  fumigated;  rat  guards  were  kept  on  the  wharf  lines  while 
the  vessel  lay  at  dock. 

Dnrin^  the  week  there  were  36  deaths  from  plague  and  7  from 
cholera  m  Calcutta.  In  Bengal,  for  the  week  ended  June  4,  there 
were  235  cases;  199  deaths  from  plague.

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Annxial  statistics  of  emigration  from  Naples  and  Palermo  to  the  United 

States. 

■s. 

The  annual  report  of  this  station  for  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1903,  to 
June  30,  1904,  inclusive,  shows  that  during  that  perioa  229  vessels 
were  visited  at  Naples  and  Palermo,  and  that  150,755  emigrants  were 
inspected  from  Naples  and  14,782  from  Palermo.  There  were  20,083 
pieces  of  baggage  inspected  without  disinfection  and  229,869  disin- 
lected.  The  number  of  persons  recommended  for  rejection  was  5,225. 
Of  these  4,885  had  trachoma,  225  favus,  8  ringworm,  3  smallpox,  5 
measles,  8  fever,  and  89  other  diseases  or  deformities. 

Buhonio  plague  in  the  Transvaxd, 

Telegraphic  reports  from  Johannesburg,  dated  June  26,  1904^  state 
that  up  to  that  date  there  were  146  cases  of  bubonic  plague  m  the 
Transvaal,  with  96  deaths.  Of  these  26  cases  and  13  deaths  were 
among  Europeans.  It  is  also  stated  in  newspaper  reports  that  among 
the  Chinese  laborers  in  the  Transvaal  mines  tnere  have  recently  oc- 
curred 17  cases  of  sleeping  sickness,  1  of  which  was  fatal. 


Report  from  Monterey- 


MEXICO. 

-Inspection  of  Lampazos — Sanitary  condition's 
good. 


Assistant  Su^eon  Goldberger  reports,  July  12,  as  follows: 
I  returned  July   11   to  this  station  from  an  inspection   trip  to 
Lampazos. 

Lampazos  is  a  municipality  of  about  8,500  population  on  the  line  of 
the  Mexican  National  Railroad  between  Monterey  and  Laredo.  Yellow 
fever  prevailed  there  in  October,  November,  and  December,  1903, 
during  which  months  there  were  recorded  5  deaths  from  this  dise^^e. 
There  have  been  no  deaths  reported  from  this  cause  since  January  1, 
1904.  Judging  from  the  mortuary  records,  the  health  of  the  town  is 
about  normal. 

Reports  from  Progreso  and  Merida — Inspection  of  vessels — Yellow 

fevei'  in  Merida, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
July  9,  1904:  Estimated  population,  8,000;  quarantinable  diseases, 
none;  total  number  of  deaths  7 — bronchitis,  dentition,  enteritis, 
asphyxia  (child  9  days  old),  aortic  aneurism,  stillbirth,  haematuria. 
General  conditions  of  port  and  country  adjacent,  only  fair.  Merida 
shows  continuance  of  yellow  fever.

The  Dictator^  Cape  Antires,,  and  Vizcaina  were  fumigated. 
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Measures  for  sanitary  improvement. 

An  earnest  effort  is  being  made  by  the  board  of  health,  or  sanitary 
commUsion,  of  this  State  to  rid  the  countrj^  of  the  mosquito  and  of 
the  diseases  of  which  that  insect  is  the  medium  of  transmission;  and, 
farther,  to  effect  a  general  and  much  needed  improvement  in  the  sani- 
tary conditions  of  the  country,  particularly  of  the  city'  of  Merida. 
The  measure-s  used  are  the  instruction  of  the  people  as  to  the  impor- 
tance of  the  work,  appeals  to  their  individual  interest  and  to  tneir 
public  spirit,  house  to  nouse  inspection  of  persons  and  premises,  list- 
ing of  nonimmunes,  isolation  of  all  suspected  and  confirmed  cases, 
Srompt  disinfection  of  infected  premises,  and  the  usual  means  for 
estruotion  and  prevention  of  the  mosquito. 

In  this  town,  Frogreso,  and  vicinity  the  elimination  of  the  mosquito 
will  be  very  difficult  because  of  a  swamp  at  the  south  border  oi  the 
town.  This  marsh  extends  a  long  distance  east  and  west,  so  that  fill- 
ing would  be  too  costly,  while  its  level  is  so  nearly  that  of  the  Gulf 
as  to  make  drainage  impracticable  or  impossible.  Throughout  Mexico 
the  authorities  seem  determined  to  secure  improvement  of  health 
conditions. 

RtptfTt  from  Tamnico — Inspection  of  vessels — Heavy  rainfall — Proba- 
ble large  increase  in  numher  of  mosquitoes. 

Assistant  Surgeon  McClintic  reports,  July  4,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  2,  1904,  5  bills  of  health  were  issued. 
The  2  vessels  fumigated  were  the  British  steamship  Oldhamia^  crew 
of  33,  for  Norfolk  via  New  York,  and  the  British  steamship  Mount- 
lield^,  crew  of  24,  for  Pensacola. 

The  mortality  report  for  the  city  of  Tampico  and  vicinity  shows, 
for  the  2  weeks  ended  July  2,  a  total  of  36  deaths  from  all  causes, 
iDcludin^  measles,  3;  tuberculosis,  1;  pneumonia,  4,  and  smallpox,  1. 
Measles  is  epidemic  in  the  city. 

Rains  have  been  frequent  and  very  heavy  during  the  past  week,  and 
at  present  a  considerable  portion  of  the  town  is  inundated,  so  that 
to  get  about  from  house  to  house  in  the  streets  it  is  necessary  to  use 
boats.  This  is  the  case  along  the  river  front  and  in  the  low-lying  dis- 
tricts where  the  poorer  people  principally  live.  Experience  has  taught 
them  that  when  the  water  subsides  they  will  be  visited  by  disease,  and 
consequently  the  future  is  looked  forward  to  with  considerable  fear 
and  anxiety. 

The  waters  are  so  high  as  to.  almost  cut  off  Tampico  from  outside 
communication.  The  mosquitoes  up  to  the  present  time  have  not  been 
troublesome,  but  on  account  of  the  neavy  rains  and  the  large  areas  of 
fresh  water  at  their  disposal  for  breeding,  their  appearance  in  great 
abundance  is  anticipated. 

Rfpf/rts  frwn  Veracruz,^  weekly  and  monthly — Insjyectimi  of  vessels — 
Teliotc  fever — Decrease  iii  number  of  mosq^dtoes. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  July  5  and  12,  as 
foUow*:  During  the  week  ended  July  2,  1904,  5  vessels  bound  for 
Cnited  States  ports  were  inspected  and  given  bills  of  health.     The 
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following  vessels  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxid  and  given  cer- 
tificates: June  28,  American  steamship  Havana^  bound  for  New  York 
via  Progreso  and  Habana;  July  2,  Norwegian  steamship  Norheitu^ 
bound  for  New  Orleans.  The  Havana  was  fumigated  because  there 
had  been  a  case  of  yellow  fever  among  the  first-cabin  passengers  on 
board  during  the  run  from  Progreso  to  this  port,  and  the  fumigation 
was  conducted  with  a  view  to  filing  all  mosquitoes  possibly  on  the 
vessel. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  26 
deaths  (41.6  per  1,000  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes,  including  1 
from  yellow  fever  (ease  brought  from  Progreso  on  steamship  Havanu; 
death  occurred  June  26),  2  from  pernicious  fever,  2  from  remittent 
fever,  and  3  from  tuberculosis,  lour  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  were 
reported — 2  on  June  29  and  2  on  June  30.  All  of  the  cases  were  of 
local  infection,  3  of  them  being  among  the  soldiers  at  the  military 
barracks. 

REPORT  FOR  JUNE,  1904. 

During  the  month  of  June,  1904,  there  were  reported  11  cases  of 
yellow  fever,  with  3  deaths.  Of  these  cases  2  were  infected  at  Merida 
and  were  ill  when  the\^  arrived  at  Veracruz.  For  the  corresponding 
month  of  last  vear  there  were  reported  110  cases,  with  36  deaths. 

During  the  last  two  weeks  the  rains  in  this  vicinity  have  been  fre- 

iuent  and  heavy.  The  number  of  mosquitoes  has  decreased  somewhat, 
hat  mosquitoes  may  be  less  numerous  for  a  few  days  after  a  series 
of  heavy  rains  can  be  understood  when  it  is  considered  that  during  a 
heav}^  downpour  of  rain  manj  adult  mosquitoes  not  successful  in  find- 
ing shelter  must  peiish,  while  many  in  the  larval  and  pupal  stages 
must,  in  a  city  located  as  is  Veracruz,  be  carried  in  the  oveiiiow  from 
various  natural  and  artificial  water  containers  through  the  gutters  into 
the  sea. 

During  the  week  ended  July  9,  1904.  six  vessels  bound  for  United 
States  ports  were  inspected  and  given  bills  of  health. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  37 
deaths  (59.2  per  1,000,  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes,  including  1 
from  yellow  fever,  2  from  remittent  fever,  2  from  pernicious  fever,  1 
from  pneumonia,  and  10  from  tuberculosis.  Two  new  cases  of  j'ellow 
fever  were  reported,  1  on  July  5  and  1  on  July  6.

Vice-Consul-General  Tyler  reports,  June  18,  as  follows: 
Cholera  has  now  readied  the  city  of  Koom,  about  90  miles  from 
Teheran,  on  the  direct  highway  to  Ispahan  and  the  south.  It  is 
uncertain  how  many  cases  nave  occurred,  but  we  are  informed  that 
tie  tvpe  is  not  very  malignant  and  consequently  not  greatly  dangerous 
to  life.

Ireland.— Th^  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  June  25,  1904,  in  the  21  principal 
town  districts  of  Ireland  was  17.5  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which 
is  estimated  at  1,093,289.  The  lowest  rate  was  recorded  in  Sligo,  viz, 
4.8,  and  the  highest  in  Kilkenny,  viz,  39.3  per  1,000.     In  Dublin 
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and  suburbs  149  deaths  were  registered,  including  diphtheria  3,  measles 
1,  and  34  from  tuberculosis.

Fumigati^m.  of  steamship  Korea  at  San  Francisco  quarantine, 

Tbe  following  is  received  from  Assistant  Surgeon  Trotter,  under 
date  of  July  12: 

The  American  steamship  Korea^  from  oriental  ports,  arrived  at  this 
port  on  the  8i)th  ultimo.  She  was  in8p>ected  and  passed  by  Passed 
Assistant  Sureeon  Gumming  with  the  proviso  that  the  vessel  should 
use  rat  guards  at  the  wharf,  hoist  gungways  at  night,  and  have  her 
holds  fumigated  with  sulphur  when  discharged. 

Thiu  ve^asel  had  a  case  of  plague  aboard  while  en  route  from  Hong- 
kong to  Kobe.  At  the  latter  port  the  passengers  were  removed  and 
bithed,  effects  fumigated,  and  the  ship  was  washed  with  some  antiseptic 
solution,  probably  carbolic  acid.  In  addition  she  received,  according 
to  the  ship's  officers,  a  fumigation  of  the  holds  with  sulphur  dioxio, 
ibout  3(K>  pounds  being  us^.  This  vessel  also  received  a  preliminary 
disinfection,  by  sulphur  dioxid,  at  Hongkong,  previous  to  taking  on 
oirgo. 
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The  vessel  discharged  her  cargo  here,  after  which  she  proceeded  to 
dry  dock  for  the  purpose  of  being  cleaned  and  painted.  The  ship  was 
completely  emptied,  with  the  exception  of  about  three  or  four  hundred 
tons  of  flour,  and  advantage  was  taken  of  her  condition  to  fumigate  the 
holds  and  storerooms  with  sulphur.  As  a  result  36  rats  were  obtained 
when  the  compartments  were  opened,  and  later  4  more  were  found, 
making  a  total  of  40.  This  vessel  has  a  gross  tonnage  of  18,000  and  a 
net  of  5,600.  The  number  of  sulphur  pots  used  was  24,  which,  in  a 
vessel  of  this  size,  was  a  remarkably  good  showing  for  the  number  of 
rats  killed.  ]

Weekly  report  of  sanitary  work  in  Madawaska  region. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hammond  i;eports,  through  Surgeon 
Kalloch,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  July  16,  1904.  Number  of  cases  smallpox  previously 
reported,  none;  new  cases,  4;  houses  under  quarantine,  2;  houses 
fumigated,  2;  persons  vaccinated,  6;  miles  of  territory  covered,  70. 

Transactions  on  a^ccount  of  yello^c  fever  at  Laredo^  Tex, — Antiinosquito 

work  at  Alice, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Frick  reports,  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows : 

Alice,  Tex.,  June  25,^  190^, 
Report  for  June  24,  1904:  Inspected  9  wells,  9  cisterns,  78  water 
barrels,  of  which  67  were  screened  and  1  oiled.  This  inspection 
develops  nothing  new.  The  people  are  willing  to  oil  their  cisterns  and 
screen  their  other  water  containers,  but  thej-  refuse  fumigation,  so  that 
this  practically  completes  the  work  at  this  place,  for  the  present  at 
least. 

June  27,  1904. 

Report  for  June  25,  1904:  Cisterns  inspected,  24;  oiled,  11;  wells 
inspected,  22;  oiled,  8;  tanks  inspected,  25;  oiled,  7;  barrels  inspected, 
81;  oiled,  27. 

Doctor  Cock  and  force  are  at  Corpus  Christi,  Doctor  MacGregor 
and  force  at  Robstown,  from  which  point  they  will  work  both  ways, 
covering  all  the  territory  between  Alice  and  Corpus  Christi.  Both 
Doctor  Cock  and  Doctor  MacGregor  have  been  instructed  to  report 
to  you  direct  and  to  await  your  further  orders. 

The  situation  here  remams  unchanged. 

I  inclose  four  mosquitoes,  two  of  which,  to  me,  appear  to  be  ano- 
pheles, possibly  argyrotarsis,  or  an  albipis,  if  not  one  of  the  sub- 
species.— Theobald.  The  other  is  the  same  as  the  mosquito  we  found 
near  the  Texas  Mexican  Railroad,  and  which  we  failed  to  classify. 

The  mosquitoes  which  appear  to  me  to  be  anopheles  have  rather 
long  palpi,  spotted  wings,  etc.  They  abound  here,  although  they  are 
not  found  in  the  town,  but  in  the  immediate  suburbs.  I  shall  make 
an  effort  to  find  some  of  the  larvae  of  these  mosquitoes,  although  it 
has  so  far  been  a  difficult  matter,  probably  because  of  there  being  so 
many  frogs  in  the  neighborhood. 
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July  8,  1904. 

Mr.  Purnell,  mayor-elect  of  Alice,  on  yesterdSy  went  to  Yoakum  to 
attend  a  conference  of  sanitary  municipal  authorities.  I  gave  him  a 
copy  of  the  Ijaredo  city  ordinance. 

Keferrine  to  standing  water  on  the  San  Antonio  and  Aransas  Pass 
roadway,  I  would  state  that  Mr.  Ennis  has  certainly  acted  in  the 
matter  without  delay.  The  roadmasters  at  Alice  are  to  confer  to-day, 
or,  rather,  the  roadmaster  asked  me  last  night  to  advise  him  just  what 
oiUng  is  necessary.  He  also  informed  me  that  they  propose  to  drain 
such  pools  as  will  admit  of  draining.  From  indications,  tne  people  are 
determined  that  something  shall  be  done,  and  they  seem  to  be  waiting 
only  for  the  organization  of  the  municipal  board,  whicli  depends  on 
the  receipt  of  the  commission  from  the  governor. 

AntiinrpHtpilto  tcorJc  at  Banquete^  Rohstown^  and  Hebhronmlle — Vac- 
cination, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  MacGregor  reports,  through  Passed 
Assistant  Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Banquete,  Tex.,  June  27 ,  1904,. 
Arrived  at  Robstown  on  the  night  of  June  25,  1904.     On  June  26 
we  inspected  17  premises;  oiled  i)  ponds,  2  cisterns,  and  11  barrels; 
iDjipected  to-day  16  houses  in  Banquete.     We  will  finish  the  stations 
between  here  and  Corpus  Christi  on  Tuesday. 

Robstown,  Tex.,  June  30^  190/f 

Transactions  at  Banquete,  June  28,  1904: 

Fumigated  10  houses,  containing  27  rooms;  oiled  5  wells  and  2 
cisterns. 

At  Robstown,  June  29,  1904,  as  follows:  Fumigated  2  houses,  con- 
taining 2  rooms. 

There  is  no  sickness  here  at  present.  Some  cases  of  fever  have 
been  reported  along  the  line  of  the  Brownsville  railroad,  but  nothing 
serious  or  definite  fias  been  ascertained. 

The  inspection  of  this  town  completes  the  district  between  Alice 
and  Corpus  Christi. 

Hebbronville,  Tex.,  July  4,  190,4. 

It  has  been  raining  hard  since  my  arrival  here  yesterday,  making 
any  work  impossible.  I  shall  proceed  with  the  fumigation  as  soon  as 
the  weather  permits. 

The  weather  has  been  so  inclement  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  do 
much  work. 

We  fumigated  to-day  3  houses,  containing  12  rooms;  oiled  5  barrels. 

JuLT  6,  1904. 
July  5,  1904:  Fumigated  5  houses.     The  weather  is  still  unsettled. 

July  7,  1904. 
July  6,  1904:   Fumigated  23  houses,  containing  47  rooms.     The 
weatHer  has  been  clear  during  the  past  two  days'  operations. 
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JuLT  8.  19i>4. 

July  7,  1904:  Fumigated  12  houses,  containing  32  rooms;  oiled  5 
liarrels. 

The  only  case  of  sickness  reported  is  one  of  fever  (sick  twenty  dayn) 
from  a  point  between  here  and  the  river.  There  is  nothing  siij$piciou2» 
about  the  ease. 

I  have  vaccinated  13  children  from  the  Florida  Ranch,  some  3  or  4 
miles  south  of  here,  where  there  is  a  population  of  15  or  20  families. 

We  will  finish  disinfecting  here  to-day. 

JCLY  9,  1904. 
July  8,  1904:  Fumigated  1  house  containing  3  rooms;  oiled  5  liar- 
rels,  1  cistern,  1  pond. 
This  completes  the  work  of  disinfection  at  this  place. 

CimdHUrrm  at  San  Diego  unchanged — Malarial  fenT — Stegontytn?. 

San  Die<jo,  Tex.,  July  U,  JfHJi. 
There  has  been  no  development  since  you  left  here.     I  shall  acconi- 

?iny  Doctor  Strickland  this  morning  to  see  any  cases  he  may  have, 
esterday  afternoon  I  saw  a  patient  who  had  l>een  sick  two  week*, 
and  1  concluded  that  the  case  was  clearly  malarial  fever  of  a  continued

he  stegomyia?  are  abundant  here  at  present. 
I  shall  send  you  a  slide  with  blood  from  the  mentioned  case  to-day. 

Antinwaquito  "toork  at  Corpus  ChrUti  and  Encinal, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Cock  reports,  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Corpus  Christi,  Tex.,  June  27^  190^. 

In  compliance  with  orders  received  from  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon 
Frick  I  proceeded  to  this  point  on  the  afternoon  of  the  25th  instant. 

A  general  inspection  of  the  city  shows  an  estimate  of  about  1,2<M> 
houses  with  cisterns,  of  which,  it  is  safe  to  conclude,  95  per  cent  are 
breeding  stegnmuir*'.  In  the  resident  American  portion  of  the  city 
we  inspected  to-day  91  houses,  oiled  94  cisterns,  20  wells,  and  41  bar- 
rels. I  have  captured  20  si)ecimens,  all  stegowyi^^  which  leads  me 
to  conclude  that  this  species  predominates. 

The  physicians  here  report  that  they  have  treated  2  cases  of  feVer, 
characterized  bv  considerable  nausea  and  vomiting,  which  they  do  not 
believe  are  malarial.  Both  cases  are  recently  from  Alice,  and  both 
recovered  in  six  or  eight  days. 

The  county  and  city  authorities  are  doing  all  in  their  power  to  assist 
us,  and  have  jmssc^d  an  ordinance  similar  to  the  one  in  force  at  Laredo, 
which  they  propose  to  enforce  from  this  date. 

June  30,  19i»4. 
June  28  and  29:  Inspected  246  houses;  oiled  2  wells,  80  cisterns,  54 
I)onds,  and  399  barrels.     Fumigated  9  houses,  containing  40  rooms. 
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Encinal,  Tex.,  July  5,  190Ii,. 

Continuous  rains  on  the  2d,  3d,  and  4th  instant  have  prevented 
re^lar  work.  On  the  4th  and  5th  we  fumigated  43  houses  contain- 
ing 72  rooms;  oiled  14  barrels  and  1  cistern. 

>Ve  have  so  far  found  comparatively  few  barrels  containing  larvae, 
for  the  reason  that  the  Mexican  population  buy  water  from  the  rail- 
road tank,  which  is  regularly  oiled. 

The  majority  of  the  people  here  refuse  fumigation  at  first,  but  do 
not  obje<*t  to  oil. 

So  far  as  1  can  learn,  the  majority  of  the  breeding  places  for  mosqui- 
toes here  are  the  cisterns  belonging  to  the  American  business  firms 
which  do  not  take  the  time  to  oil  their  premises. 

I  have  not  found  a  case  of  fever  in  this  place.  The  estimated  popu- 
ation  is  600.  I  believe  that  we  will  have  done  all  that  can  be  done 
here  by  to-morrow  noon. 

Inspection  of  ranches  in  Zapata  County, 

Zapata,  Tex.,  July  15,  190^. 

On  July  10  I  inspected  the  Laguna  and  Dolores  ranches,  each  with 
a  population  of  al)out  50  people.  I  found  no  sickness  of  any  charac- 
ter, and  no  history  of  infection  last  year  at  the  places  visited.  On  the 
11th  instant  1  inspected  La  Perla,  the  Bruni  ranch,  and  found  no  sick- 
ness there. 

We  reached  San  I^nacio  on  the  night  of  the  12th.  This  place  has 
tn  estimated  population  of  800.  The  town  is  built  on  the  banks  of 
the  Rio  (iranae.  All  the  inhabitants  use  water  fropi  the  river,  and 
til  have  barrels.  We  inspected  150  houses  and  175  barrels  and  found 
no  wigrfers  and  very  few  mosquitoes.  Water,  as  a  rule,  is  not  allowed 
to  stand  more  than  a  day  or  so  before  being  replenished.  1  found  few 
cn?e.*^  of  sickness  here,  except  an  epidemic  or  sore  eyes.  There  is  a 
Mexic'an  town  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  of  the  name  of  San 
Ipiacio  also,  but  I  was  unable  to  cross  the  river,  the  Mexican  authori- 
ties having  discontinued  the  ferries. 

I  left  San  Ignacio  the  followitig  morning,  reaching  Zapata  (formerly 
CirriKo),  county  seat  of  Zapata  County,  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day. 

The  estimated  population  of  Zapata  is  800,  with  only  a  few  English- 
speaking  residents.  This  is  a  very  healthful  town.  We  have  found 
no  <iickne$s  and  no  mosquitoes.  The  last  physician  who  lived  here 
was  assassinated  some  six  months  ago. 

I  visited  Guerrero,  Mexico,  a  town  of  about  8,000  population,  situ- 
ated H  miles  from  the  river.  It  was  formerly  a  town  of  20,000  people. 
Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  R.  A.  Haynes  I  am  enabled  to  make  the 
following  report  on  Guerrero,  which  can  be  depended  upon  as  being 
correct  in  the  main: 

There  has  been  considerable  mortality  during  the  past  month  among 
old  people  and  children — prevailing  cause,  pneumonia  and  measles. 
At  t£e  present  time  there  are  quite  a  number  of  cases  of  malaria  and 
some  vsses  diagnosed  as  scarlet  fever.  Smallpox  has  been  rumored  to 
prevail  frequently  of  late,  but  the  Government  has  been  enforcing 
vaccination  very  ri^dly,  with  the  result  that  at  the  present  time  it  is 
likelv  that  none  exists. 
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1  shall  leave  here  for  Roma  to-morrow,  thence  to  Rio  Grande  City. 
I  find  it  impossible  to  make  more  than  20  miles  a  day  with  my  present 
teams.     We  expect  to  reach  Rio  Grande  Citv  by  the  20th. 

I  am  very  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Emanuel  Feuille,  deputy  collector 
of  customs,  as  also  Mr.  Jack  Thatcher,  of  the  custom-house,  for 
courtesies  extended  to  us  in  Zapata. 

Conditions  at  Rio  Grande  City — Proposed  inspection  service  at  certain 
ferries  on  the  Rio  Graime, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Dashiell  reports,  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Rio  Grande  City,  Tex.,  June^J^  190^.' 

Sir:  I  inclose  herewith  a  rough  tracing  of  the  Rio  Grande  within 
the  limits  of  Starr  County,  showmg  thereon  some  of  the  most  impor- 
tant towns  and  ranches  on  both  sides  of  the  river. 

It  will  be  quite  a  difficult  matter  to  keep  a  watch  on  all  these  places, 
although  I  am  assured  by  the  deputy  collector  of  customs  that  ne  can 
concentrate  these  boats  at  certain  specified  points — for  instance, 
Salineno  ranch,  Roma,  Rio  Grande  City,  La  Grulla — and  can  prohibit 
all  the  unlicensed  boats  from  carrying  passengers. 

There  are  numerous  ranches  and  small  settlements  along  the  river, 
scattered  throughout  the  territory. 

On  account  of  the  number  of  small  settlements  it  would  be  difficult 
to  prevent  ingress  of  infected  subjects,  unless  the  crossing  of  the  river 
were  absolute!}^  prohibited,  except  at  certain  points  where  the  inspect- 
ors are  placed. 

1  have  not  been  to  Camargo  as  yet,  and  will  not  visit  that  place  until 
next  week,  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  mayor  of  that  town. 

Rio  Grande  City  is  watered  by  cisterns  for  the  well-to-do  and  by 
river  water,  in  barrels,  for  the  poorer  classes. 

I  have  seen  manv  mosquitoes,  among  which  were  stegomyi^e^  although 
I  have  been  unable  to  locate  any  wigglers  in  the  few  barrels  and  two 
cisterns  that  1  have  inspected. 

The  river  at  this  pomt  on  the  United  States  side  is  separated  from 
the  high  bank  by  about  500  vards  width  of  overflow  ground,  produced 
by  change  in  the  course  of  tne  river.  This  overflow  ground  is  thickly 
covered  with  rank  vegetation,  including  some  corn  and  other  farm  prod- 
ucts, and  is  studded  with  numerous  pools  of  water — some  as  much  as 
one-quarter  acre  in  extent — and  their  edges  rank  with  vegetation.  The 
town  is  far  from  dean,  and  the  high  bank  of  the  river  seems  to  be  a 
favorite  place  for  dumping  manure  and  other  refuse. 

While  I  have  been  unable  to  locate  any  wigglers  in  the  water  bar- 
rels, I  am  sure  there  must  be  quite  a  number  of  them  in  this  localitv. 

I  shall  investigate  and  report  as  to  the  possibility  of  sanitating  the 
pools  along  the  river  front,  although  1  do  not  think  any  action  advisa- 
ble, as  it  is  very  nearly  time  for  the  riv^er  to  rise,  when  the  high  water 
will  obviate  any  necessity  for  oiling. 

It  will  not  be  possible  to  obtain  mortuar}^  statisticiJ,  except  from  the 
unofficial  sources,  as  the  authorities  have  kept  no  records  on  this  side 
of  the  river.     Two  of  the  doctors,  however,  have  promised  to  keep 
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me  informed.  There  are  two  other  physicians  whom  I  have  not  as  yet 
seen.    There  is,  however,  no  sickness  here  at  the  present  time. 

Vaccination  seems  to  have  been  neglected  here. 

I  wish  to  be  advised  how  far  the  various  grading  and  track  ^ngs  of 
the  Matamoros  extension  of  the  National  Railroad  are  from  this  point, 
90  that  I  may  form  some  idea  as  to  when  to  look  out  for  that  unde- 
sirable element  that  is  sure  to  come  with  them. 

Next  week  I  hope  to  be  able  to  give  some  definite  report  as  to  Rio 
Grande  City  and  Camargo. 

JuLT  7,  19()4. 

Mr.  Maris,  collector  of  customs  at  Brownsville,  arrived  here  this 
morning,  and  after  conference  he  says  that  to  station  inspectors  at 
Salineno,  Rio  Grande,  and  at  a  point  opposite  San  Miguel,  he  will 
have  to  get  special  authority  from  the  Department.  The  regular 
inspector  at  Roma  can  attend  to  the  work  at  that  point.  He  will  wire 
for  authority  to-day  and  will  let  me  know  the  result,  of  which  I  shall 
advise  you  immediately. 

I  should  like  to  have  some  specific  instructions  from  you  to  give 
these  inspectors. 

I  have  met  the  county  authorities,  and  they  have  agreed  to  lend  me 
such  help  as  will  be  necessary,  in  the  way  of  inspectors  and  laborers, 
to  clean  up  the  streets  and  destroy  the  mosquitoes.  This  action  will 
be  officially  and  formally  taken  by  them  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
county  commissioners  to-day. 

As  soon  as  the  work  is  well  under  way  here,  I  shall  be  in  position 
to  do  the  same  thing  in  all  the  towns  and  ranches  along  the  river  in 
this  section. 

Ilouse-tO'hcnise  inspection — Sanitary  measures  adopted. 

July  18,  1904. 

In  company  with  the  sheriff,  county  physician,  and  an  inspector 
appointed  by  the  count}' authorities,  1  have  just  completed  a  house-to- 
house  inspection  of  this  town. 

The  local  authorities  have  ordered  all  premises  cleaned  and  the 
removal  of  all  hogs  from  the  town  limits.  Special  locations  have  been 
designated  for  the  dumping  of  garbage  on  the  northwestern  side  of 
the  town.     The  prevailing  winds  are  from  the  southeast. 

As  Rio  Grande  City  is  not  an  incorporated  town,  there  are  no  sani- 
tary regulations  and  there  is  no  scavenger  service;  but  the  authorities 
are  now  arranging  for  scavenger  carts,  under  the  control  of  the  county 
health  oflScer,  to  carry  on  the  work  by  individual  contract  with  the 
inhabitants. 

The  following  rule  has  been  established  in  regard  to  water  barrels: 
No  water  is  to  remain  in  barrel  over  forty  eigfit  hours,  and  no  new 
water  is  to  be  put  in  until  barrel  is  thorougnly  cleaned  and  dried 
(mouth  downward)  for  at  least  half  an  hour.  Tliis  regulation  will  be 
enforced  b}'  inspectors  among  the  water  carriei*s.  All  cisterns  have 
been  oiled,  a  pint  of  oil  being  used  for  each  cistern.  Many  owners  of 
cisterns  have  ordered  pumps  and  covers  for  their  cisterns,  which  will 
render  oiling  unnecessary. 
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Exclusive  of  bowel  trouble  among  children,  1  found  only  3  cases  of 
sickness  in  my  rounds,  including  1  case  of  intermittent  and  1  of  con- 
tinued fever.     The  malarial  cases  have  been  put  under  mosquito  bars. 

Inspection  of  Bronymnnlle — Sanitary  conditiotid. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Lowry  reports,  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Laredo,  Tex.,  July  19,  190^. 

1  proceeded  on  the  morning  of  July  9  to  Brownsville,  Tex.,  arriving 
there  on  the  evening  of  July  11. 

On  the  following  morning  I  made  a  house-to-house  inspection  of  the 
Mexican  quarter  of  the  town,  discovering  5  cases  of  sickness — 1  of 
typhoid  fever,  1  of  traumatism,  and  3  of  measles. 

An  examination  of  the  burying  ground  showed  9  newly-made 
graves,  which  number  coincides  with  the  number  of  deaths  recorded 
m  the  citj'  clerk's  office  for  month  of  July  up  to  date  of  investigation. 

The  physicians  of  Brownsville,  Drs.  J.  F.  Combes,  J.  Combes,  W. 
La3i;on,  Siundei"s,  and  Koyle  of  the  United  States  Army,  stated  posi- 
tively that  they  had  no  knowledere  of  the  existence  of  any  yellow  fever 
in  Brownsville,  and  willingly  showed  all  cases  of  fever  under  their 
charge,  which  were  chiefly  typhoid  fever  and  measles.  Both  of  these 
diseases  have  been  epidemic  in  Brownsville  for  the  past  four  months. 
I  examined,  in  company  with  attending  physicians,  altogether  24  cases. 

The  cause  of  death  in  cases  which  were  reported  as  having  died  in 
the  same  house  suddenly,  was,  according  to  statement  of  attending  phy- 
sicians, in  one  case  senility,  and  in  the  other  measles. 

According  to  the  city  records  the  mortality  for  June  was  41;  in  13 
cases,  chiefly  among  young  children,  cause  of  death  not  given;  7  from 
tuberculosis,  6  from  measles,  1  each  from  typhoid  fever  and  malarial 
fever,  the  remainder,  13,  from  miscellaneous  causes. 

Matamoros,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  about  1  mile  up  the 
river  from  Brownsville,  shows  a  mortality  of  35,  principally  from 
typhoid  fever  and  measles,  during  the  month  of  June. 

The  sanitary  conditions  in  Brownsville  are  bad  in  the  extreme,  ar^d 
neither  water  nor  seweraj^e  system  exists.  All  water  used  is  either 
rain  water  (cisterns)  or  river  water,  which  is  handled  and  stored  in 
barrels.  Mosijuitoes,  lK)th  stegomyia  and  culex,  are  plentiful.  Cess- 
pools ai*e  used  for  the  disposal  of  tilth  in  better  class  houses,  while  the 
poorer  clas>4\s  throw  all  refuse  in  the  streets  and  alleys. 

It  is  not  my  belief  that  yellow  fever  exists  in  Brownsville  at  the 

E resent  time,  but  uix)n  the  completion  of  the  Monterey- Matamoros 
ranch  of  the  National  Mexico  Railroad  l>oth  the  towns  of  Brownsville 
and  Matamoros  will  l)e  extremeh'  liable  to  infection;  and,  on  account 
of  the  laborers  crossinor  to  and  from  the  farms  along  the  river,  an 
efficient  quarantine  will  \ye  very  difficult. 

I  returned,  leaving  Brown-jville  the  morning  of  July  14,  reaching 
Laredo  the  evening  of  Julv  15.

Port  Elizabeth. — One  case  of  plague  was  recorded  daring  the  week,  namely,  a  col- 
ored male,  a  suspect  who  was  removed  to  the  plague  hospital  for  obser\*ation  and 
treatment  on  June  4,  plague  being  diagnosed  on  the  16th. 

At  the  plague  hospital  1  native  male  was  discharged  recovered.  Five  cases  remain 
under  treatment. 

Eighty-nine  rats  (61  found  dead)  and  155  mice  (26  found  dead)  were  examined 
bacteriological ly  during  the  week,  of  which  57  rats  and  19  mice  proveti  to  \ye  plague- 
infected. 

Other  places. — At  Grahamstown,  Ea«  London,  Titenha^,  Queenstown,  King  Wil- 
liams Town,  and  Knysna,  no  case  of  plague  in  man  or  animals  was  discovered.

Rqnirt  from  Rio  de  Janeiro — Sanitary  convention  held  hy  rejo'enenta- 
1 1 tjen  of  Argentina,  Brazil^  Paraguay^  and  ZTruguay, 

The  following  is  received  from  Minister  Thompson,  under  date  of 
June  8: 

A  sanitar}' convention  is  being  held  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  by  representa- 
tivesof  the  Governments  of  Argentina,  Paraguay,  Uruguay,  and  Brazil, 
for  the  purpose  of  formulating  laws  and  regulations  governing  the 
<|aarantnie  of  maritime  commerce  between  these  countries.  The  con- 
vention held  its  first  session  on  the  afternoon  of  the  5th  instant,  and 
was  presided  over  by  Dr.  J.  J.  Seabra,  minister  of  the  interior. 

In  hi^  address,  after  welcoming  warmlv  the  representatives  of  the 
friendly  nations  thus  gathered  together,  t)octor  Seabra  expressed  the 
hope  that  all  discussions  purel}'  theoretical  would  be  laid  aside  and 
that  practical  results  and  conclusions  would  be  arrived  at.  The  basis 
for  a  convention,  as  outlined  by  him,  provides  for  liberty  of  maritime 
and  river  commerce  within  the  restrictions  named;  that  is,  in  case  of 
epidemics  the  affected  poits  will  be  closed:  application  of  the  sanitary 
measures  at  the  time  wnen  thev  will  be  most  efficacious,  which  would 
be  l)efore  or  during  the  embarkation  of  the  passengers,  the  measures 
consisting  of  observation  or  medical  examination  of  paasengers  and 
bag^ge,  having  always  in  view  the  facilities  of  commerce  as  well  as 
the  comfort  of  the  passengers;  all  measures  adopted  to  be  based  on  the 
nwst  advanced  scientific  conclusions  of  this  congress;  after  learning

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nufiez  reports,  July  18,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  16,  1904,  five  bills  of  health  were 
issued  to  vessels  hound  for  ports  in  the  United  States. 

One  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  the  only  contagious  disease 
reported  during  the  week.  No  new  eases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been 
reported. 

The  i^anitary  condition  of  this  city  is  beginning  to  show  the  imme- 
diate effects  of  the  recent  reduction  of  the  force  in  the  sanitary  depart- 
ment. Accumulation  of  filth  and  dust,  prevalence  of  foul  odors,  and 
iDcrease  in  the  number  of  mosquitoes  are  noticed  everywhere,  due  to 
the  lack  of  proper  sweeping,  irrigations,  and  other  measures  of  sanita- 
tion no  longer  carried  out  as  heretofore.     *    *    * 

It  is  said  that  some  efforts  are  being  made  in  Congress  to  restore  the 
anitary  status  to  its  normal  conditions,  but  so  far  tne  desired  end  has 
Dot  been  reached. 

The  mortuary  statistics  of  the  city  of  Matanzas  for  the  second  ten 
days  of  the  present  month,  not  yet  available,  will  be  submitted  with 
my  next  report.

Rtp^fft  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  countries, 
CoDrtul-Geneml  Mason  reports,  July  9,  1904,  as  follows: 

Plague. 

British  India, — According  to  a  supplementary  report,  during  the 
week  ended  May  28,  there  were  registered  in  the  Bombay  Presidency 
1,246  pla^ie  cases  (and  989  deaths),  of  which  144  cases  (129  deaths) 
occurred  in  the  city  of  Bombay,  73  cases  (62  deaths)  in  Karachi,  and 
66  cases  (60  deaths)  in  Jamnagar. 

During  the  week  ended  June  11  there  were  registered  in  the  Bom- 
bay Presidency  702  plague  cases  (and  528  deaths),  of  which  81  eases 
(74  deaths)  occurred  in  the  city  of  Bombay,  19  cases  (18  deaths) 
in  Karachi,  and  14  cases  (14  deaths)  in  Jamnagar. 

Queenslmid. — During  the  week  ended  May  21  there  were  registered 
in  Brisbane  2  fresh  ceases  of  plague. 

Plngtie  and  cholera.  , 

British  India. — In  Calcutta  during  the  week  ended  May  28,  90  per- 
sons died  of  plague  and  51  persons  died  of  cholera. 

Cholera. 

Tnrley. — According  to  official  bulletin  No.  23,  dated  June  21,  699 
additional  cases  of  cholera  (and  606  deaths)  have  been  registered. 

Pentin. — According  to  a  communication  dated  June  26  cholera  has 
broken  out  in  Teheran. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  other  cities. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  June  18  was  consider- 
ably higher  than  in  the  two  preceding  weeks,  amounting,  calculated 
on  the  year,  to  15.8  per  thousand  of  the  population,  and  was  thus  also 
higher  than  the  rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year,  in  which 
it  amounted  to  13.9.  Notwithstanding  the  increased  mortality  in 
Berlin,  however,  one-half  of  the  large  German  cities  showed  less  fav- 
orable health  conditions  than  this  citv,  the  following  places  having  a 
iXMuiderably  higher  death  rate,  namely,  Munich,  Stuttgart,  Frankfort 
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on  the  Main,  Cologne,  Leipzig,  Dresden,  Rixdorf  (with  19.6),  Nurem- 
berg, Magdeburg,  Halle,  Breslau,  KOnigsberg,  as  well  as  Paris  and 
Vienna.  On  the  other  hand,  the  following  cities  had  a  lower  deatb 
rate  than  Berlin,  viz,  Hamburg,  Bremen,  Brunswick,  Hanover,Dus8el- 
dorf,  Kiel,  Charlottenburg  (with  11.1),  Sc^hOneberg  (with  7.8),  and 
also  London.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  occurred  'exclu- 
sively among  children  in  the  first  year  of  life,  the  infant  mortality 
rate  having  risen  from  3.3  per  vear  and  mille  in  the  preceding  week 
to  6.3  in  this  week,  being  thereby  higher  than  it  has  been  since  the 
middle  of  September  of  last  year.  Acute  intestinal  diseases  showed 
a  considerable  increase,  causing  93  deaths  (more  than  double  the  num- 
ber of  the  fore^oin^  week).  Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
claimed  62  victims,  including  2  fatal  cases  of  influenza,  while  32  inrants 
succumbed  to  cholerine.  Furthermore  there  were  registered,  scarlet 
fever,  9  deaths;  measles,  7;  and  diphtheria,  2.  Phthisis  pulmonalis 
claimed  73  victims,  and  41  persons  died  of  cancer.  Finally,  23  per- 
sons died  by  violence. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  June  25  was  lower  than 
it  has  been  during  the  five  preceding  weeks,  amounting,  calculated  on 
the  year,  to  13.8  fer  thousand  of  the  population,  and  thereby  corre- 
sponded exactly  with  the  figures  for  the  same  week  of  last  year.  Of 
the  large  German  towns  and  cities,  two-thirds  showed  less  favorable 
health  conditions  than  Berlin,  the  following  places  having  considerably 
higher  rate  of  mortality  than  this  city,  namely:  Hamburg,  Munich, 
Leipzig,  Bremen,  Cologne,  Magdeburg,  Rixdorf  (with  15.9),  Breslau. 
KOnigsberg,  Posen,  Carlsrhue,  and  Stra^sburg,  as  well  as  Paris  ana 
Vienna.  On  the  other  hand,  the  following  cities  had  a  lower  death 
rate  than  Berlin,  viz:  Dresden,  Hanover,  Scntoeberg  (with  11.3),  Kiel, 
Aix  la  Chapelle,  Charlottenburg  (with  10.6),  and  also  London.  The 
infant  death  mte,  4.3  per  year  and  mille.  was  lower  than  the  Munich 
and  Leipzig  figure,  but  somewhat  higner  than  the  Hamburg  rate. 
Acute  diseases  of  the  respirator v  organs  caused  51  deaths,  showing  a 
decrease  as  compared  with  the  foregoing  week,  while  acute  intestinal 
diseases  caused  66  deaths.  Fui*thermore,  there  were  registered  71 
deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis,  53  deaths  from  cancer,  12  deaths  from 
measles,  6  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  1  death  from  diphtheria.  Finally, 
2  persons  died  by  violence.

ChoUra  declared  noi  epidemic  during  the  week  ended  June  14,  1904* 

The  board  of  health  is  of  opinion  that  cholera  was  not  epidemic 
during  the  week  on  the  following  grounds:  The  attacks  reported  were 
only  3  and  the  deaths  2  during  the  week.  The  disease  does  not  show 
a  tendency  to  increase,  and  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  cjuarter  of 
the  town  or  to  any  particular  class  of  the  population,  and  it  has  no 
direct  local  connection  with  the  harbor. 

The  deaths  from  cholera  occurred  in  the  district  known  as  Khet- 
wadi,  which  has  a  population  of  27,160. 

With  regard  to  the  death  of  Captain  Moore,  of  the  Indian  Medical 
Service,  wnich  I  reported  in  my  letter  of  June  4  as  having  occurred 
from  plague,  I  said  at  that  time  that  I  had  not  then  been  informed 
whether  the  patient  had  ever  been  inoculated  with  Haffkine's  prophy- 
lactic. I  have  since  heard  from  the  assistant  surgeon  on  duty  in  St. 
George's  Hospital,  where  the  death  occurred,  that  as  far  as  he  could 
learn  Captain  ^loore  had  never  been  inoculated  against  plague. 

Tetanus  infection  after  inoculaJtion  against  plague. 

I  have  referred  previously  to  the  accident  which  occurred  in  the 
Punjab  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  when  several  persons  died  of  tetanus 
after  inosculation  against  plague.  The  following  statement  has  been 
published  b3'  the  Plague  Research  Laborator}'  in  Bombay: 

It  Wtt  when  oeing  the  material  prepared  in  September-October,  1902,  that  19 
OKe«  of  tetanufi  occurred  in  the  village  of  Malkowal,  in  the  Punjab.  Some  120,000 
other  people  had  by  that  time  been  inoculated  with  the  same  material,  and  the 
report?  eunmitted  from  the  Punjab  and  the  rest  of  the  country  testified  to  the  harm- 
lessD€88  as  well  as  the  effective  immunizing  properties  of  that  material.  The  mor- 
ttlity  from  plague  amongst  those  inoculated  was  reduced  to  a  fraction  of  what  it  was 
tmoDgBt  the  Doninoculated.  It  is  known  that  a  very  minute  quantity  of  contami- 
nated matter  is  required  to  cause  tetanus.  A  surgical  instrument,  scrupulously  clean — 
i.  e.,  oontainioff  no  visible  impurity  of  any  kind — may  cause  the  disease  if  not  pre- 
liminarily sterilized.  ♦  *  ♦  The  material  used  at  Malkowal  might  have  become 
<x>otamiiuited  either  at  the  laboratory  or  elsewhere.  The  following  facts  were  against 
tile  admiasion  that  the  tetanus  germs  had  got  into  the  prophylactic  fluid  in  Bombay: 

1.  The  cases  of  tetanus  occunred  in  j)ersons  inoculated  from  a  bottle  belonging  to 
brei*  53  N.,  of  September  19,  1902.  This  bottle  formed  one  of  five  filled  from  the 
■une  brew  flask  No,  53  N.  That  the  brew  was  not  contaminated  was  proved  by  the 
pnons  who  were  inoculated,  at  other  places,  from  the  remaining  four  bottles,  having 
moo  tetanus. 

2.  A  fluid  in  which  tetanus  germs  have  gained  entrance  and  lived  for  some  time 
^ves  oat  a  foul  odor,  which  is  perceived  at  a  distance  by  bystanders  when  the  vessel 
tt  mtftoppeied.  The  inoculators  had  no  instructions  to  test  bottles  by  smelling,  but 
n*tny  oi  them  did  so.  On  this  occasion,  at  Malkowal,  the  bottle  wnen  openM  for 
^noeoJatioii,  six  weeks  after  it  had  been  preparetl  in  the  laboratory,  was  smelt  and 
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no  odor  was  found  in  it.  A  fortnight  after  the  bottle  was  used  it  was  again  examined 
and  by  that  time  a  smell  had  developed  in  the  remnants  of  the  fluid.  The  microbe 
of  tetanus  was  also  found  in  it  then,  in  symbiosis  with  a  micrococcus. 

3.  In  the  course  of  the  above  large  operations  m  the  Punjab,  tetanus  also  occurred 
elsewhere  than  in  Malkowal,  but  investigation  showed  clearly  that  the  cause  could 
not  be  imputed  to  the  laboratory,  and  it  was  not  so  imputed. 

The  Malkowal  occurrence  did  not,  fortunately,  diminish  the  indents  made  on  the 
laboratory  for  prophylactic  fluid  from  provinces  outside  the  Punjab.  During  the 
nine  months  of  the  present  working  year,  1903-4,  i.  e.,  the  year  following  the  3Ial- 
kowal  occurrence,  the  indents  on  the  laboratory  from  places  outside  the  Punjab 
amounted  to  150,612  doses  as  against  107,652  doses  during  the  same  nine  months  of 
the  year  preceding  that  occurrence. 

Report  from  Calcutta — Cholera  and  plague  rnortality. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  June  23,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  June  18  there  were  31  deaths  from  plague 
and  9  from  cholera  in  Calcutta.  In  Bengal,  for  the  week  ended  June 
11,  there  were  203  cases  of,  and  169  deaths  from,  plague. 

In  India,  during  the  week  ended  June  4,  there  were  15,690  cases  of 
and  13,770  deaths  from,  plague. 

There  were  no  transactions  at  this  port  during  the  week  ended  June 
18,  1904. 

ITALY. 

Report  front  Naples — Prevaletice  of  srjiaUpox  in  Italy —  Vaccinatiofi  of 

€ni!gra7}U  required. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Eager  reports,  July  6,  as  follows: 
Owing  to  an  important  question  mised  regarcling  the  vaccination  of 
emigrants  previous  to  embarkment,  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  go  to 
Rome  for  one  day  in  order  to  obtain  precise  information  as  to  the 
prevalence  of  smallpox  in  Italy.  At  Naples  the  inspector  of  emigra- 
tion contended  that  there  were  not  data  showing  that  smallpox  is 
prevalent  in  Italy  to  a  sufficient  degree  to  warrant  vaccination  prior 
to  embarkment.  At  Messina  the  same  question  was  raised  by  one  of 
the  steamship  companies. 

The  director-general  of  public  health,  Professor  Santoliquido, 
informed  me  that  it  may  be  considered  that  smallpox  prevails  through- 
out Italy,  although  exact  and  prompt  returns  are  difficult  to  obtain. 
On  this  information  I  have  insisted  on  the  vaccination  of  all  emigrants 
prior  to  embarkment. 

JAPAN. 

Report  frov}   Yoko/tama — l7hy)ectio7i  of  vesseh — SmaUpox — Origin  of 
plague  infection  in  rats  at  Tokyo, 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  June  25,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  June  18, 1904,  3  vessels  having  an  aggregate 
personnel  of  442  crew  and  1,449  passengers  were  inspected. 

Reports  of  infectious  diseases  m  Yokohama  have  been  receiv^ed  as 
follows:  For  the  week  ended  June  11,  1904:  Diphtheria,  2  cases,  no 
deaths.  For  the  week  ended  June  18:  Smallpox,  1  case,  no  death; 
enteric  fever,  1  case,  no  death;  diphtheria,  6  cases,  1  death;  dysentery, 
1  case,  no  death.  The  case  of  smallpox  and  another  case  of  the  same 
disease  reported  at  a  previous  date  are  the  only  instances  of  grave 
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quarantinable  disease  known  to  have  occurred  in  this  city  since  the 
beirinning  of  the  present  year. 

With  reference  to  the  plague  rats  discovered  in  Tokyo  last  month, 
presw  reports  state  that  the  source  of  infection  seems  to  be  traceable 
to  t  certain  shipment  of  beans  from  Niuchwang  via  Hongkong,  which 
arrived  in  Yokohama  on  May  11  and  was  thence  transferred  to  Tokyo. 
Thi^  version  of  the  affair,  if  correct,  tends  to  confirm  the  port  of  Hong- 
kong in  its  character  as  *^  the  plague-distribution  center  of  the  world." 

During  the  week  ended  June  11,  1904,  3  vessels  having  an  aggre- 
gate personnel  of  809  crew  and  530  passengers  were  inspected;  31 
crew  and  207  steerage  passengers  were  bathed  and  their  clothing  dis- 
infected. 

Reports  of  communicable  diseases  in  Yokohama  have  been  received 
as  follows:  For  the  week  ended  May  28,  enteric  fever,  1  case,  no 
death;  diphtheria^  2  cases,  no  deaths.  For  the  week  ended  June  4, 
enteric  fever,  4  cases,  no  deaths;  diphtheria,  3  cases,  2  deaths;  dysen- 
tery, 2  cai»es,  no  deatns. 

Smallpox  practically  extinct  at  Nagasaki. 

During  the  week  ended  June  25, 1904,  bills  of  health  were  issued  to 
3  vessels,  one  being  a  vessel  of  the  United  States  Navy,  without 
inspection. 

No  official  return  of  contagious  diseases  in  Yokohama  has  been 
received  since  last  report. 

From  a  (quarantine  standpoint,  health  conditions  in  Japan  seem  nor- 
mal. In  Nagasaki  smallpox,  wnich  was  recently  quite  prevalent,  has 
practicaUy  disappeared. 

During  the  present  vear  to  June  23  there  have  been  recorded  in 
Formosa  3,959  cases  of  plague  with  2,802  deaths,  a  large  increase  as 
compared  with  statistics  for  a  corresponding  period  of  1903. 

Recently  circumstantial  press  reports  have  appeared  announcing  the 
outbreak  of  cholera  in  Seoul,  Korea.  These  rumors  are,  however, 
refuted  bv  the  Japanese  consul  at  Seoul,  who  states,  under  date  of 
Jane  25,  that  he  has  ascertained  from  the  Korean  authorities  that  no 
cases  of  cholera  have  occurred  in  the  above  city  so  far  this  year.

MEXICO. 

yi/tiee  in  regard  to  inspection  service  for  applying  measures  against 
reappearance  of  yelloic  fevei\ 

The  following  notice  is  received  from  the  superior  council  of  health, 
of  Mexico,  uncfer  date  of  July  14: 

Special  service  has  been  established  at  Vera  Cruz,  Coatzacoalcos,  Ozu- 
liuuna,  Jaltipam,  Tampico,  Ciudad  Victoria,  Ciudad  de  Valles,  Linares, 
Monterey,  Laredo,  Progreso,  Merida,  Salina  Cruz,  and  Tebuantepec 
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for  executing  measures  intended  to  prevent  the  reappearance  of  yellow 
fever.  Satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained  with  the  exception  of 
Vera  Cruz,  Merida,  and  Tehuantepec,  where  isolated  cases  are  observed. 
Yellow  fever  is  not  present  at  any  point  in  the  Republic. 

Reports  from  Monterey — Mort<ility — Inspection  service. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  July  14  and  19,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  3,  1904,  there  w^ere  recorded  in  this 
city^  59  deaths  (population,  72,963),  a  number  less  by  6  than  that 
recorded  in  the  seven  days  from  June  20  to  26,  1904.  The  principal 
causes  of  death  were  affections  of  the  gastro-intestinal  ti-act,  tubercu- 
losis, and  meningitis.  The  deaths  from  gastro-intestinal  disturbances 
were  almost  altogether  in  children.  During  the  week  ended  June  26 
there  were  26  deaths  from  this  cause,  and,  except  3,  all  were  in  children 
under  2  years  of  age. 

No  cases  of  quarantinable  disease  have  been  reported,  but  from 
April  1  to  July  3  2  deaths  have  been  recorded  as  ''  icteria  grave,"  the 
first  early  in  April  and  the  last  during  the  week  ended  June  26.  In 
each  instance  1  was  assured  by  Dr.  A.  Fernandez  that  it  was  not  yel- 
low fever,  and  that  the  board  of  health  had  satisfied  itself  on  that  point 

The  board  of  health  is  very  hopeful  that  yellow  fever  will  not  reap- 
pear this  summer.  Doctor  Fernandez  assures  me  that  as  there  has  not 
been  one  case  in  Monterey  this  spring  there  will  be  none  this  summer 
unless  it  is  brought  from  Tampico.  On  this  ground  the  fumigation  of 
houses  has  been  suspended,  as  it  is  felt  that  no  infected  mosquitoes 
now  survive,  and  the  energies  of  the  board  are  directed  toward  keep- 
ing the  number  of  these  insects  at  a  minimum. 

During  the  month  of  June  there  were  inspected  13,832  houses,  6,089 
wells,  and  191  water  tanks;  93  of  the  wells  and  9  of  the  tanks  were 
found  to  contain  larvse.  1  am  indebted  for  these  data  to  Doctors  Car- 
rillo  and  Fernandez,  delegates  of  the  superior  board  of  health, 
charged  with  the  work  of  sanitation  against  yellow  fever  in  this  city. 

During  the  week  ended  July  16,  1904,  nothing  of  special  sanitary 
interest  occurred.  There  were  recorded  in  all  69  deaths,  of  which  26 
were  due  to  affections  of  the  gastro-intestinal  tract,  and  by  far  the 
greater  number  of  these  were  of  children. 

Report  from  Progreso  and  Merida — Inspection   of  vessels — Yellow

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
July  15,  1904:  Population,  as  estimated,  8,000;  sanitary  condition, 
fair;  quarantinable  diseases,  none.  Deaths  from  all  causes,  6,  as  fol- 
lows: Malaria,  2;  gastro-enteritis,  2;  meningitis,  1;  dentition,  1.

Reports  from  Callao — Plague  in  Callao  and  Lima. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports,  June  18,  25,  and  27,  as  follows: 
During  the  2  weeks  ended  June  11  there  were  3  deaths  from  plaeue 

in  Callao.     Seven  other  cases  were  isolated  as  suspicious,  of  which  5 

are  probably  plague. 

During  the  same  period  there  were  19  new  cases,  with  6  deaths,  in 

Lima.     These  figures  are  not  official,  and  are  subject  to  correction 

later. 


Conditions    in   Antofagasta    impn'oved — Plague    in    Valjmraiso — No 

change  at  Payta. 

During  the  week  ended  June  18  there  were  in  Lima  15  new  cases  of 
plague  with  5  deaths.  In  Callao  no  cases  are  reported.  In  Antofa- 
gasta  there  seems  to  be  some  improvement.  I  think  it  is  quite  certain 
that  plague  exists  in  Valpamiso.  In  Payta  the  situation  shows  no 
improvement.     (Unofficial.) 

During  the  week  ended  June  25  there  were  5  cases  of  plague  in 
Lima,  with  3  deaths.  One  suspicious  death  occurred  in  Callao,  but 
the  cause  of  death  has  not  yet  been  determined.  It  was  probably 
plague.

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PERSIA. 

H^jfortfrom  Teheran — Cholera  epidemic  at  Koom, 

Vice-Consul-General  Tyler  reports,  June  25,  as  follows: 

Since  the  date  of'my  last  dispatch,  June  18,  reporting  the  outbreak 
of  cholera  at  the  city  of  Koom,  about  90  miles  south  of  Teheran,  it 
appears  from  telegrams  received  that  the  epidemic  has  not  only 
increased  to  130  cases  a  day,  of  which  about  25  per  cent  are  fatal,  but 
that  the  type  has  assumed  a  more  malignant  form. 

The  disease,  I  am  told,  has  within  the  last  few  days  spread  consid- 
erably in  the  town  of  Hamadan,  where  we  have  several  missionaries 
located. 

A  ouarantiDe  of  seven  days  has  been  established  about  30  miles 
from  Teheran,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  this  will  be  a  sufficient  pro- 
tection for  the  city.  The  weather  has,  rather  suddenly,  become  very 
hot,  and  I  have  no  doubt,  from  former  experience,  that  if  the  disease 
4hould  appear  it  would  commit  great  ravages. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  outbreak,  1892,  for  some  days  in  succession, 
nearly  1  per  cent  of  the  population  died  during  each  twenty-four 
hours. 

Koom  derives  its  importance  and  its  insanitary  condition  from  being 
the  locality  of  a  famous  shrine,  visited  by  great  numbers  of  the  Sheite 
pilgrims  every  3'ear,  who  come  to  offer  their  devotions  at  the  tomb  of 
the  saint.  Its  golden  domes  and  minarets  stand  out  in  strange  con- 
trast to  the  squalor  and  decay  that  surround  them.

No  report  of  cholera  cases  occurring  in  the  provinces  of  the  Phil- 
ippines during  the  week  was  received. 
There  have  been  persistent  rumors  of  cholem  occurring  at  different 

Eoints  in  the  islands,  but,  up  to  the  present  time,  the  board  of  health 
as  been  unable  to  verify  these  rumors. 

Smallpox  continues  to  be  present  in  many  fK)rtions  of  the  islands. 
This  disease  as  a  rule  in  the  native  does  not  mconvenience  him  to  any 
great  extent  and  the  mortality  is  very  low,  possibly  not  more  than  from 
5  to  10  per  cent.  On  the  other  hancl,  smallpox  in  the  American  resi- 
dent is,  as  a  rule,  a  very  serious  disease,  with  a  mortality  in  some 
instances  as  high  as  80  to  90  per  cent. 

Medical  officers  of  large  experience  with  smallpox  in  the  islands  find 
that  either  a  previous  attack  of  the  disease,  or  a  recent  successful  vac- 
cination is  about  the  only  thing  that  protects  an  individual  from  the 
disease.  The  great  difficulty  of  preserving  vaccine  virus  in  this  climate 
has  a  marked  effect  in  reducing  the  number  of  successful  vaccinations. 
In  the  majority  of  cases  observed  at  the  local  smallpox  hospital  during 
the  past  two  years,  vaccinations  done  in  infancy  do  not  exert  any  modi- 
fving  influence  on  the  severity  of  an  attack  of  smallpox.  It  is  hoped 
that  m  a  short  time  statistics  will  be  available  in  order  to  verify  the 
foregoing  statements.

Danger  of  importation  of  quarantinahle  diseases. 

At  prolmhly  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  American  occupation  of 
the  Pnilippines  have  the  islands  been  threatened  by  quarantinable 
diseases  from  so  many  points  as  at  the  present  time.  From  reliable 
sources  it  is  learned  that  plague  is  epidemic  in  southern  Formosa. 
Several  hundred/  cases  were  reported  during  the  first  two  weeks  in 
April. 

About  80  cases  of  plague  per  week  are  being  reported  at  Hongkong, 
and  in  addition  to  that  cholera  has  made  its  appeamnce  at  that  port. 
The  latter  is  considered  a  gi*eat  source  oi  danger  to  the  Philippines, 
because  the  run  from  Hongkong  to  Manila  is  only  two  days.  The 
traffic  between  these  two  ports  is  so  heavy  that  detention  for  the  full 
incubation  period  of  the  (usease  would  result  in  heavy  losses.  It  is 
believed  that  for  the  present  at  least  the  importation  of  the  disease 
can  be  guarded  a^inst  by  a  rigid  inspection  of  all  persons  just  prior 
to  sailing  and  again  upon  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  in  the  Philippines; 
alw)  by  prohibiting  the  shipment  of  all  suspicious  cargo  and  by  pre- 
venting the  use  of  suspicious  water  or  foodstuffs  by  persons  on  board 
during  the  voyage.    These  measures  are  being  carried  out  at  present. 

The  large  experience  which  the  service  has  had  with  cholera  in 
the  islands  shows  that  for  practical  purposes  the  incubation  period  of 
cholera  is  never  more  than  forty-eight  hours.  For  that  reason  any 
pen*ous  who  harl>ored  the  cholera  germ  would  in  all  probability  show 
evfdences  of  the  disease  before  they  could  land  here. 

Plague  has  also  again  made  its  appearance  in  and  about  Amoy  in 
epidemic  form.  Owing  to  the  large  number  of  steerage  passengers 
which  arrive  from  that  port  a  letter,  a  copy  of  which  I  inclose,  has 
b(»en  sent  to  Doctor  Johnson,  the  consular  surgeon  at  Amoy.  It  is 
believed  that  the  plan  outlined  therein  will  prevent  the  introduction 
of  the  disease  from  that  source.  This  is  practically  the  same  plan 
which  was  used  last  year  and  which  proved  to  be  successful  at  that 
time. 

Cholera  has  also  made  its  appearance  at  Saigon.  There  are  a  great 
number  of  vessels  plying  between  that  port  and  the  Philippines. 
They  are  principally  engaged  in  bringing  rice  from  that  port.  As 
most  of  the  vessels  engaged  in  that  business  at  present  have  their 
home  iK)rt  in  Manila  it  has  been  possible  to  communicate  with  the 
masters  of  these  vessels  and  request  them  not  to  take  any  water  at 
Saigon,  to  keep  their  crews  aboard  while  there,  and  not  to  take  on 
l)o«rd  as  cargo  or  ship's  stores  any  fresh  vegetables  or  other  suspi- 
cious foodstuffs. 

lU 
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There  is  very  little  passenger  traffic  between  Saigon  and  the  Philip- 
pines, and  as  the  running  time  is  over  four  days  there  is  not  so  much 
dane'er  to  be  apprehended  from  the  crew  or  passengers  themselves. 

Plague  has  also  made  its  appearance  in  Brisbane,  Australia. 

A  large  number  of  smallpox  cases  continue  to  occur  at  Nagasaki 
and  other  Japanese  ports.  A  number  of  vessels  that  call  here  have 
had  their  crews  contract  smallpox  while  on  that  coast,  and  in  conse- 
quence we  are' also  menaced  from  that  quarter. 

A  very  encouraging  feature  of  the  situation  is  the  fact  that  while 
plague  has  increased  so  much  in  other  ports  the  number  of  cases  in 
Manila  has  remained  about  the  same.  I*  rom  this  it  would  appear  that 
the  large  amount  of  sanitary  work  that  is  bein^  done  is  bearing  fruit

Sir:  Referring  to  your  letter  of  June  4,  1904,  which  states  that 
plague  is  present  in  Amoy  and  that  it  is  epidemic  in  several  cities  from 
which  Manila  passengers  come,  I  have  to  state  that  hereafter  vessels 
entering  ports  of  the  Philippines  from  Amoy,  which  carry  steerage 
passengers,  will  have  to  undergo  a  detention  of  seven  days,  which  is 
to  date  from  the  time  disinfection  of  the  vessel  is  completed  in  the 
Philippines.  If,  however,  you  could  make  arrangements  to  quaran- 
tine the  passengers  who  ordinarily  take  steerage  accommodations  at 
Amoy  for  the  period  of  seven  days,  and  such  passengers  are  accom- 
panied bv  a  certificate  from  you  to  the  effect  that  they  have  under- 
gone sucli  detention,  and  that  no  quarantinable  disease  has  made  its 
appearance  among  them,  the  vessel  bringing  such  passengers  will  only 
be  subjected  to  the  usual  disinfection  before  being  granted  pratique.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hammond  reports,  through  Surgeon 
Kalloch,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  July  23,  1904:  Number  cases  smallpox  under  super- 
vbion,  5;  of  these,  previously  reported,  none;  new  cases,  5;  houses 
under  quarantine,  3;  persons  vaccinated,  2;  miles  of  territory  cov- 
ered, 50. 

Fvmigatmn  and  hinpectlon  ofve^^is^'h  at  J^rth  Ainhoy^  A^  J, 

Aiwistant  Surgeon  Korn  reports,  July  25,  as  follows: 
I  called  upon  Mr.  Jones,  the  superintendent  of  the  American  Smelt- 
ing Company's  plant  at  this  port,  in  regard  to  the  fumigation  and 
iw^tion  of  their  vessels.     He  showed  me  the  equipment  which  is 
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put  on  board  each  vessel,  viz,  sulphur  Dots,  water  containers,  sulphur, 
and  alcohol,  all  of  which  is  provided  in  ample  quantity.  I  then 
informed  him  that  1  was  prepared  to  supervise  tne  fumigation  of 
these  vessels,  also  the  inspection  of  the  same,  and  would  begin  with 
the  steamship  Wearside^  due  on  the  30th  instant. 

During  my  call  Mr.  Jones  dictated  a  letter  to  the  New  York  office 
of  the  company,  informing  them  that  I  would  fumigate  the  vessels, 
and  asking  that  these  vessels  be  ordered  direct  to  Perth  Amboy,  N.  J. 

Transact lon^H  on  account  of  yelltnn  feijer  at  Laredo^  Tea*. — Summary  of 

v^orh  at  Laredo, 

The  following  is  received  from  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Richard- 
son, under  date  of  August  1: 

During  week  ended  July  30,  fumi^ted  Laredo,  30  houses,  contain- 
ing 105  rooms;  inspected  6,955  premises;  oiled  l,9i)2  water  containers; 
oiled  4  tanks  and  4  ponds;  maximum  temperature,  98^;  rainfall,  0.61 
inches.  New  Laredo  report*^  for  period  July  25  to  31,  3,201  domi- 
ciliary \iisits;  141  water  containers  emptied;  ^^  containers  oiled;  90 
ponds  oiled,  and  8  premises ,  cleared  of  rubbish.  Cock  and  force 
between  Rio  Grande  City  and  Hidalgo;  MacGregor  inspecting  during 
week  between  San  Diego  and  Corpus  Christi. 

Mortuary  statistics  of  Nuevo  Laredo. 

Two  weeks  ended  July  23, 1904:  Julj'^  10,  cerebral  fever,  1;  July  16, 
cholerine,  1;  July  21,  diarrhea,  1;  total,  3. 
These  figures  are  taken  from  the  official  records  of  the  city. 

Sanitary  C(mditions  at  San  Diego^  Alice,  and  Banqnete — Malarial 

fever  at  Alice, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  MacGregor  reports,  through  Passed 
Assistant  Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

» 
San  Diego,  Tex.,  July  24,  1904^ 

There  have  been  no  new  cases  of  fever  here.  I  accompanied  Doctor 
Strickland  to  Benavides  to-daj'  and  saw  a  case  of  dysentery.  No  other 
sickness  ascertainable. 

I  could  use  a  considerable  number  of  vaccine  points,  and  request 
that  1  be  supplied. 

We  are  having  a  heavy  rain  to-day. 

July  26,  1904. 

Everything  is  progressing  quietl^^  in  this  vicinity.  It  rained  hard 
Sunday  and  Monday,  sevemT  inches  having  fallen  in  the  two  days.  As 
a  result  the  whole  countrv  here  is  covered  with  water.  Mosquitoes 
are  plentiful  and  will  no  doubt  increase  in  number  during  the  next 
few  days. 

There  have  been  no  new  cases  of  malarial  fever  for  some  days;  the 
old  cases  are  convalescing. 

I  am  informed  that  in  Alice  there  is  less  sickness,  the  cases  recov- 
ering rapidly.  So  soon  as  the  weather  permits  I  shall  investigate 
along  the  line  of  the  Texas  Mexican  Railway. 


1555  Augusts,  1904 

Malarial  fever  at  Alice. 

Alice,  Tex.,  July  ^8,  1901^. 

I  went  to  Corpus  Christi,  remaining  there  the  27th. 

I  find  a  great  many  cases  of  malarial  fever  in  Alice,  intermittent  and 
remittent  m  character.  None  of  the  cases  are  considered  by  the  local 
physicians  suspicious. 

1  saw  a  ease  with  Doctor  Burke  last  night,  a  child  4  years  of  age, 
who  had  returned  home  from  Houston  two  weeks  ago,  sicK  with  scarlet 
fever.  Present  condition:  Tempjerature,  106;  pulse,  160;  fauces  dark 
and  covered  with  dirty,  diphtheritic  patches;  glands  of  neck  and  cellu- 
lar tissue  swollen  badly,  hard  and  brawny;  diagnosis,  malignant  scarlet 
fever.  The  patient  will  probably  die  within  twenty-four  hours.  I 
advised  isolation,  disinfection,  and  fumigation  of  the  house. 

There  are  about  200  tickets  sold  here  daily  for  points  along  the  new 
line  to  Brownsville,  and  about  the  same  number  coming  to  Corpus 
Christi  every  evening,  the  majority  of  passengers  proceeding  north 
the  next  morning. 

The  situation  at  Alice  is  improving,  but  there  are  still  i  many  cases 
of  continued  fever. 

I  found  no  sickness  at  Banquete. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  situation  at  San  Diego  when  I  left  there, 
July  2t;.  1  shall  return  there  from  this  place,  reporting  result  of  an 
immediate  inspection. 

Iftjipf^ction  ofraiiches — Antimosquito  work — Conditions  at  Mier^ 
jIe.r}eo — Work  at  Rio  Grande  City — Inspection  of  Camargo. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Cock  reports,  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Rio  Grande  City,  Tex.,  July  25,  1901^. 

My  first  inspection  after  the  date  of  my  last  communication  was 
Eefugio  ranch,  on  the  16th  instant.  The  estimated  population  here 
was  «J0.  Ver3'  few  water  barrels  are  used  and  there  are  singularly 
few  mosquitoes,  and  no  sickness.  On  the  16th  we  also  inspected 
Penana— estimated  population  100 — where  the  same  conditions  pre- 
vailed as  at  Refugio. 

On  the  17th  we  inspected  San  Pedro,  a  place  of  about  200  people. 
The  water  supply  is  mostly  by  barrels.  Mosquitoes  are  abundant. 
We  distributed  antimosquito  literature  and  gave  the  leading  citizens 
1  demonstration  in  oil  work.  At  this  point  we  found  8  cases  of  mala- 
rial fever,  and  in  one  case  prognosis  bad.  This  place  is  between  12 
ind  15  miles  from  Mier,  Mexico,  where  I  learn  yellow  fever  prevailed 
in  November  of  last  year.  Communication  between  these  points  is 
frequent 

On  the  18th  we  reached  Roma,  a  town  of  about  1,000  population. 
There  is  a  good  class  of  citizens  here.  The  town  is  well  drained  and  in 
good  sanitarj'  condition.  The  water  supply  is  from  cisterns,  "pilas," 
barrels,  and  buckets.  A  "pila"  is  a  peculiar  kind  of  surface  cistern, 
^uare,  and  usually  built  on  a  hillside.  The  few  mosquitoes  that  we 
found  here  are  stegomyiae.  We  inspected  165  houses,  64  barrels; 
oiled  7  cisterns,  4  ponds,  5  pilas,  ana  9  barrels.  The  citizens  were 
much  interested  in  our  work  and  gave  us  every  aid. 
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On  the  19th  I  visited  Mier,  Mexico,  taking  with  me  a  Mexican- 
American  whom  I  have  known  for  yeara,  and  through  whom  I  met 
General  Estrada  and  Doctor  Austen,  city  physician.  We  made  an 
inspection  of  the  town  in  a  general  way  and  found  sanitar}'  conditions 
bad.  Stegomyiae  are  abundant.  The  population  of  Mier  was  formerly 
20,000,  but  it  now  has  only  about  5,000. 

A  small  river  runs  through  the  town  which  at  the  present  time 
stands  in  pools,  affording  good  breeding  places  for  the  mosquitoes. 

Doctor  Austen  served  last  year  in  the  Victoria  epidemic  and  has  had 
considerable  vellow  fever  experience.  He  claims  that  in  November 
of  last  year  Mier  was  visited  by  q^uite  an  epidemic  of  yellow  fever. 

There  is  seldom  any  frost  in  this  section,  and  on  account  of  its  near- 
ness to  the  Rio  Grande  I  regard  this  place  as  worth 3^  of  close  obser- 
vation. There  is  but  little  sickness  in  Mier  at  the  present  time,  but 
Doctor  Austen  expects  much  *' bilious  malaria"  later  on. 

Leaving  Roma  on  the  20th,  I  inspected  Villa  Sauz,  population,  500; 
Escobares,  population,  300;  Garcmano,  population,  150;  Villareal, 
about  100.  All  of  these  ranches  are  near  the  river,  and  much  of  the 
cultivated  lands  is  subirri^ted.  I  learn  from  the  residents  of  this 
valley  that  '^bilious  malaria"  was  epidemic  last  fall,  causing  quite  a 
number  of  deaths.     Few  eases  had  medical  attention. 

Arriving  at  Rio  Grande  City  on  the  20th,  we  were  met  by  Doctor 
Dashiell,  who  conducted  us  to  Fort  Ringgold,  where,  through  the 
courtesy  of  Captain  Roach,  we  are  comfortably  Quartered. 

Doctor  Dashiell,  with  assistance  furnished  bv  the  citizens,  is  insp)ect- 
ing  and  oiling  daily.  The  citizens  claim  that  the  town  is  vastly 
improved  from  a  sanitary  standpoint  and  that  much  good  has  been 
accomplished.  Doctor  Dashiell  had  fumigation  work  laid  out  for  us 
to  do  in  the  four  quarters  of  the  town.  We  fumigated  31  houses, 
containing  106  rooms,  including  the  barracks  of  Company  M,  at 
Ringgold,  fumigated  at  the  request  of  the  commanding  officer.  1 
have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  meet  the  post  surgeon. 

On  the  22d,  in  company  with  Doctor  Dashiell,  I  inspected  Camargo; 
estimated  population,  2,000,  formerly  10,000.  The  ban  Juan  River, 
a  stream  of  considerable  depth,  flows  through  the  town.  There  is  no 
practicing  physician  here  at  present.  I  could  not  learn  of  any  sick- 
ness. The  new  branch  of  railroad  which  will  connect  Monterey  and 
Matamoras  is  now  grading  within  3  miles  of  Camargo.  1  hear  that 
men  from  Tampico  are  frequently  employed.  Under  present  condi- 
tions I  would  respectfully  request  that  Doctor  Dashiell  be  instructed 
to  inspect  Camargo  and  Mier,  by  way  of  Roma,  now  and  then. 

On  account  of  heavy  rains  yesterday  and  to-day  we  will  not  be  able 
to  leave  here  until  to-morrow  morning,  en  route  to  Brownsville. 

Antiynosquito  work  at  Rio  Grande  City. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Dashiell  reports,  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Rio  Grande  City,  Tex.,  July  2-1,  lOOJ^. 

The  work  for  the  prevention  of  mosquito  breeding  is  still  being 
carried  on  by  the  county  authorities  under  my  direction. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  Doctor  Cock  and  his  party  some  demonstration 
fumigating  work  was  done,  report  of  which  was  made  b}'^  Doctor  Cock.

Doi  tor  Cock  and  I  are  agreed  that  an  inspection  will  be  necessary 
from  time  to  time  at  points  along  the  river,  and  I  await  authority 
from  you  to  incur  the  expense  of  such  trips  at  such  times  as  reports  or 
rumors  may  justify  them. 

I  wish  to  request  that  you  ship  me  a  barrel  of  pots  and  two  barrels 
sulphur  for  emergency  fumigation  and  for  use  in  Rio  Grande  City. 

I  will  also  require  considerable  kerosene  oil,  owing  to  recent  rains 
and  consequent  necessity  of  oiling  cisterns  and  water  hole^. 

There  are  no  reports  of  sickness  this  past  week.

Health  of  the  State  of  Minas  Geraes — Sanitary  convention. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  June  24  and  28,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  June  18,  1904,  the  following  vessels  were 
iDi9ected  and  issued  bills  of  health:  On  the  12th  instant  the  British 
rteamMhip  Tlefily^  for  Philadelphia,  with  a  cargo  of  manganese  ore; 
no  change  in  tfie  ship's  personnel,  and  no  passengers;  on  the  14th 
ini^nt  the  British  steamship  Cei^antes^  for  New  Orleans,  no  passen- 
gers, with  one  new  member  of  the  crew  signed  on  here,  and  a  cargo 
of  coffee:  on  the  same  date  the  British  steamship  Woodford,  for  Phila- 
delphia, with  no  passengers,  one  new  member  of  the  crew  taken  on 
here,  and  with  a  cargo  of  manganese  ore;  and  on  the  16th  instant  the 
British  steamship  Soldier  Pt^lnce^  for  New  York,  with  no  passengers 
from  here,  no  change  in  the  crew  personnel,  and  with  a  cargo  of  coffee. 
All  vessels  lay  in  the  open  bay  while  here  to  unload  and  take  on 
ctrgo. 
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Health  of  the  State  of  Mlnn^  Gera^s. 

The  following  extract  from  the  speech  of  the  president  of  this  State 
at  the  assembling  of  congress  is  of  interest: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  assure  you  that  there  is  a  continuance  of  the  excellent 
sanitary  condition  of  Minas.  This  fact  in  itself  forms  one  of  the  most  appreciable 
assurances  of  the  material  progress  of  the  State,  which  is  so  favorably  situated  as 
regards  the  mildness  and  excellence  of  its  climate.  As  I  have  already  informed  vou, 
there  was  in  the  city  of  Uba  and  in  Santo  Antonio  do  Chiador  an  outbreak  of  yellow 
fever  of  very  slight  severity  and  benign  character  during  the  months  of  February, 
March,  April,  and  May  of  last  year,  the  Government  not  having  to  interfere  as  regards 
measures  for  its  extinction. 

In  the  district  of  Guarany,  in  the  municipality  of  Pomba,  and  in  Vista  Alegre, 
Cataguazes,  certain  cases  of  fever  of  a  palustral  origin  manifested  themselves  daring 
liie  months  of  March  and  April  of  this  present  year. 

From  April  to  November  of  the  past  year  there  was  a  severe  epidemic  of  variola  in 
the  city  of  Baependy,  which  owed  its  epidemicity  to  the  fault  of  those  who  neglected 
to  observe  properly  the  earlier  cases,  m  consequence  of  which  the  outbreak  was  so 
severe  that  the  Government  was  obliged  to  provide  measures  for  its  extinction. 

Sanitary  convention  lutely  held  in  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

The  Brazilian  Review  of  issu.e  of  the  21st  instant  has  the  following: 

At  the  conference  that  has  lately  closed  it  was  agreed  that  the  vexatious  and 
useless  system  of  quarantine  should  be  replaced  by  prophvlactic  measures  similar  to 
those  lately  adopted  here,  which  we  lately  published  in  full. 

Thev  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

A.  Establishment  of  stations  and  isolation  hospitals  at  each  port  for  treatment  of 
infectious  casei!,  and  disinfection  of  suspects. 

B.  Inspection  ashore  of  passengers  and  isolation  of  suspects. 

If  thetfe  measures  can  be  thoroughly  carried  out  here  and  in  the  Plate,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  it  will  be  mutually  advantageous  not  only  from  a  material  point  of 
view,  by  eliminating  a  most  serious  cause  of  delay  and  loss,  but  by  promoting  ea.«ier 
communication  and  better  relations  between  these  countries. 

Sanitary  rt'part  from  Rio  de  Janeiro^  week  June  19^  1901^. 

There  were  in  all  307  deaths,  of  which  number  none  were  caused  by 
measles,  whooping  cough,  or  diphtheria.  Yellow  fever  caused  2  deaths, 
with  3  new  cases  reported.  These  deaths  were  both  of  persons  not 
natives  of  the  city,  and  both  between  20  and  30  years  of  age.  Plague 
caused  1  death,  a  native,  and  there  was  only  1  new  case  reported.  At 
the  end  of  the  week  there  were  4  cases  of  plague  in  the  Paulo  Candido 
Hospital,  and  1  case  of  yellow  fever  in  Hospital  Sao  Sebastiao.  Variola 
caused  48  deaths,  with  104  cases  reported,  and  a  total  of  199  in  the 
Hospital  Sao  Sebastiao  under  treatment.  Scarlet  fever  caused  1  death, 
grippe  9  deaths,  enteric  fever  1,  dysentery  2,  beriberi  4,  leprosy  1, 
malarial  fevers  5,  and  tuberculosis  56. 

The  deaths  occurred  as  follows  in  regard  to  localities:  In  houses, 
hotels,  etc.,  222;  in  civil  hospitals,  04;  in  military  hospitals,  5;  in 
Santa  Casa  de  Misericordia,  71;  in  as\lums,  convents,  etc.,  3;  none  in 
ships  in  port;  and  2  whose  exact  place  of  death  was  unknown. 

The  mortality,  daily,  was  52.42,  in  comparison  with  50.85  during 
the  preceding  week,  and  with  41.57  during  the  corresponding  weeK 
last  year.  The  coefficient,  annual,  per  thousand  was,  with  this  num- 
ber of  deaths,  22.57,  using  the  estimated  population  of  850,000  people. 

As  regards  age,  the  deaths  were  as  follows:  First  12  months  of  life, 
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67;  firsts  veal's — excluding  first  12  months — 48;  5  to  10  years,  11; 
10  to  2<)  years,  23:  20  to  30  years,  63;  30  to  40  years,  43^;  40  to  50 
years,  45;  50  to  60  years,  25;  more  than  60  years  of  age,  41,  and  1 
death  where  the  age  of  deceased  was  unknown. 

Of  the  total  number,  247  were  males  and  120  females,  283  inhabit- 
ants, rather  residents,  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  83  foreigners,  i.  e.,  not 
residents,  and  one  whose  identity  in  this  regard  was  unknown. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  on  the  14th  instant,  viz, 
29.3  C,  and  the  lowest  on  the  17th  instant,  viz,  14^  C,  with  an  aver- 
ajfp  for  the  week  of  19.62^  C.  There  was  a  total  rainfall  for  the  week 
of  16.56  mm. 

Sanitary   cfmdituma    in    Pemnmhuco — Sanitary    hull et In   of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  for  the  month  of  May  ^  190^. 

During  the  week  ended  June  25  the  following  vessels  were  inspected 
and  issued  bills  of  health:  On  the  21st  instant,  the  British  steamship 
Tftexpis,  for  New  York,  with  a  careo  of  coffee,  4  first-class  passengei's 
and  15  steerage  passengers  from  this  port,  and  1  new  member  of  the 
cn*w  taken  on  at  this  port,  and  on  the  25th  instant,  the  German  bark 
Wmrera,  for  the  port  of  Santa  Cruz,  Cuba,  with  no  cargo,  in  stone 
ballast,  no  passengers  of  either  class,  and  no  change  in  the  ship's  per- 
sonnel while  Iving  here.  Both  vessels  lay  in  the  open  bay  while  dis- 
charging and  loading  cargo. 

Sanitary  crmditions  iii  Permimhuco, 

There  has  been  a  slight  amelioration  in  the  health  conditions  in 
Pernambuco,  as  shown  by  the  reports  for  the  last  two  fortnigbts,  kindly 
furnished  me  by  the  United  States  consul  at  that  port.  The  report 
for  the  last  fortnight  of  May  shows  a  total  of  753  deaths  from  all 
teases,  and  of  this  number  400  were  due  to  dysentery.  The  report 
for  the  following  fortnight  shows  a  total  of  502  deaths,  of  which  number 
but  ;is3  were  caused  by  dysentery.  Variola  caused  28  deaths  during 
the  first  of  the  periods  referred  to,  and  24  during  the  last  one.  Five 
deaths  were  due  t-o  beriberi  during  the  four  weeks,  the  same  number 
were  caused  by  leprosy,  112  were  caused  by  tuberculosis,  and  40  were 
attributed  to  malarial  fevers.  During  the  first  fortnight  the  general 
mortality  was  90.6  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  population,  ofhcialTy  esti- 
mated at  2<M),(M)0,  and  during  the  second  fortnight  it  was  74.6.^  The 
greatest  daily  mortality  durmg  the  first  fortnight  was  61,  the  least  28, 
tod  the  mean  47,  while  during  the  second  and  last  period  the  highest 
was  55,  the  lowest  26,  and  the  mean  39.4.  These  figures  at  all  events 
show  a  slight  improvement  over  the  conditions  in  the  beginning  of 
last  month. 

Plague  in  Lima^  Peru, 

A  dispatch  of  the  26th  instant,  from  Lima,  stated  that  on  that  day 
Dr.  Kicardo  Suarez,  the  chief  oflBcer  of  health  of  the  port  of  Callao, 
had  died  from  bubonic  plague.  The  same  dispatch  states  that  on  that 
date  '2  new  cases  of  plague  had  been  discovered  and  verified  in  Payta. 
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Sanitwi'y  bulletin  for  the  irwnth  of  May  ^  1901^ — Rio  de  Janeiro. 

In  May  the  sanitary  condition  was  not  as  satisfactory  as  during  the 
preceding  month.  The  total  mortality  rose  from  1,802  in  Apnl  to 
1,489  in  May.  The  daily  mean  of  deaths  also  rose  from  43.40  to  48.03. 
This  increase  was  largelj^  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  variola,  which  has  in  a  notable  manner  increased  in  epidemicity. 

From  yellow  fever  there  were  but  10  deaths,  a  fact  not  observed 
before  in  this  city  for  31  years  in  the  month  of  May.  During  the 
month  of  May  there  has  been  the  following  mortality  from  yellow 
fever  from  the  years  1891^  to  1903:  181)-),  48  deaths;  1900,  H6  deaths; 
1901,  37  deaths;  1902,  154  deaths:  1903,  24  deaths.  From  January  to 
May  this  year,  1904,  this  disease  has  produced  only  34  deaths.  Com- 
paring the  deaths  from  the  principal  infectious  diseases  during  the 
months  of  April  and  Maj^,  this  year,  we  have  the  following  figures: 
Yellow  fever,  10  deaths  in  May,  compared  with  8  in  Apnl;  plague 
none,  compared  with  5;  variola  194,  compared  with  137;  measles  3, 
compared  with  1;  whooping  cough  4,  compared  with  3;  diphtheria  1, 
compared  with  7;  la  grippe  41,  compared  with  24;  enteric  fever  4, 
compared  with  6;  dysentery  6,  compared  with  none;  beriberi  8,  com- 
pared with  7;  leprosy  none,  compared  with  2;  malarial  fevers  27, 
compared  with  42,  ana  tuberculosis  204,  compared  with  208  in  April. 

The  central  disinfection  station  received  during  the  month  of  May 
613  notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  viz:  429  of  variola,  18  of  yellow 
fever,  1  of  plague,  45  of  tuberculosis,  11  of  diphtheria,  1  of  enteric 
fever,  2  of  malarial  fevers,  1  of  leprosy,  3  of  measles,  1  of  beriberi,  in 
comparison  with  261  of  variola,  15  of  yellow  fever,  10  of  plague,  40  of 
tuberculosis,  12  of  diphtheria,  2  of  enteric  fever,  5  of  measles,  2  of  scar- 
let fever,  and  2  of  beriberi  received  during  the  month  of  April.  Dur- 
ing May,  3,702  domiciliary  disinfections  were  performed,  5,508  pieces 
of  clothing  were  disinfected,  and  1,003  pieces  were  burned.  Up  to  the 
last  day  of  the  month  87,390  rat^  had  been  killed.  Seventeen  bacterio- 
logical examinations  for  the  verification  of  suspected  plague  cases  were 
asked  for  and  made,  with  a  negative  result  in  16  cases  and  1  confirmation. 

The  mosquito  brigade  cleansed  978  localities  where  fever  cases  had 
existed  in  previous  years,  and  destroyed  79  foci  of  mosouito  larvee; 
they  also  made  40  visits  of  sanitary  vigilance,  and  isolated  10  cases  of 
persons  suffering  from  yellow  fever. 

There  were  removed  from  138  house  roofs  and  gutters  803  loads  of 
dirt,  38,785  ralos  (gratings),  and  45,904  tubs  and  pails  were  washed, 
2,374  water  containers  were  cleaned,  27,991  automatic  water  boxes 
(water-closet  tanks,  etc.),  19,648  tanques  (small  reservoirs  or  ponds, 
puddles,  etc.),  and  2,601  other  water  containers  were  Washed  and 
thoroughly  cleaned.  In  this  service  of  cleaning  more  than  616  kilo- 
grauLS  of  pyrethrum,  11,557  kilograms  of  sulphur,  679  liters  of  alcohol, 
and  4,097  liters  of  petroleum  were,  consumed. 

The  delegations  of  sanitary  police  made  18,429  domiciliary  visits,  of 
this  number  5,677  being  made  by  the  sanitary  police  themselves  and 
the  remainder  by  the  city  police.  Sixteen  thousand  two  hundred  and 
sixty-six  persons  were  inspected,  and  8,188  people  were  vaccinated 
or  revaccinated  against  variola,  and  6  against  plague. 

Many  disinfections  of  the  rain-water  street  conduits  were  made. 
From  different  conduits  were  removed  more  than  1,043  gratings,  and 
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through  these  openings  more  than  206  wagonloads  of  mud  and  filth 
were  carried  out  and  carted  away. 

The  illation  hospitals  received  during  the  month  11  persons  ill 
with  yellow  fever,  297  suffering  from  variola,  and  1  sick  with  plague. 
Of  tfiese  persons  thus  isolated,  6  died  from  yellow  fever,  115  from 
variola,  and  none  from  plague.  There  were  under  treatment  at  the 
end  of  the  month  1  person  suffering  from  yellow  fever,  166  persons 
suffering  from  variola,  and  4  from  plague. 

The  thermometer  attained  as  it^  maximum  during  the  month  28.8^ 
C,  and  it*  lowest  point  was  12.4P  (>.,  while  its  mean  for  the  month 
was  20.45^  C. 

Sanitary  report  of  Rio  for  veek  ended  June  S6^  190 J^. 

During  this  week  there  were  in  all  868  deaths  from  all  causes.  Of 
this  number,  one  was  caused  b}'  yellow  fever — a  female  nonresident 
between  4<)  and  50  years  of  age— with  3  new  cases  reported;  2  were 
caused  by  plague,  with  3  new  cases  reported,  and  76  were  caused  by 
variola,  with  200  new  cases  reported.  At  the  close  of 'the  week  there 
were  5  cases  of  plague  in  the  Jraulo  Candido  Hospital,  1  case  of  yellow 
fever  in  the  Sao  Sebastiao  Hospital,  and  233  cases  of  variola  in  the 
same  hanpital.  Measles,  leprosy,  and  enteric  fever  caused  no  deaths. 
Scariet  fever  caused  1  death,  whooping  cough,  1;  diphtheria,  1; 
pippe,  14;  dysentery,  1;  beriberi,  3;  malarial  fevers,  6,  and  tubercu- 
Iwis,  51. 

The  deaths  occurred  as  follows  in  regard  to  locality:  Deaths  in 
homes,  houses,  hotels,  etc.,  226;  in  civil  hospitals,  79;  in  military  hos- 
pitals, 4;  in  Santa  Casa  de  Miserieordia,  50;  in  asylums,  convents, 
etc.,  1;  in  vessels  in  port,  none,  and  localit}^  unknown,  8.

The  annual  coeflBcient  of  deaths  on  a  basis  of  850,000  people  as  the 
estimated  population  was  for  this  week  22.65  ))er  1,000  of  the  pop- 
lation. 

The  thermometer  recorded  as  it^  maximum  25.9^  C.  on  the  22d 
iMant,  and  14.3^  C.  on  the  25th  instant  as  its  minimum,  with  an 
average  temperature  for  the  week  of  19.29'  C.  On  the  24th  instant 
there  was  a  rainfall  of  5.43  mm.,  and  on  the  26th  instant  a  fall  of 
nnmeasurable  quantity — a  few  drops;  all  other  days  were  fair  and 
cfetr.

It  in 
imiM>S''ihle  to  tret  anything?  like  an  accurate  i<U»a  of  the  numl>er  of  victims  in  any  M 
the  cities,  towns,  or  vi liaises,  for  the  l<K*al  and  other  authoritit»>i  ke<.*p  no  rfeiMry  or 
official  reconl  of  deaths. 

The  rainy  sea**<»n  c*>ntinu«*s,  and  is  always  accompanicnl,  esp(H*ialIy  towanl  iti*  c<>d- 
clnsion,  l»y'  an  extraordinanly  lanr^  numl>er  of  dt»ath8  from  l>ulM>nic  plague  and 
Asiatic-  cholera.  I  am  happy  to  nolo  that  deaths  from  the  latter  cause  are  few,  not 
alone  in  Canton,  hut  in  the  surroundinjr  towns  and  villages.

Actinjr  Assistant  Surgeon  McMahon  reports,  July  26,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  23, 1904,  one  vessel  was  inspected  at  this 
port  and  hill  of  health  issued  for  the  United  States.  The  vessel  had  a 
total  crew  of  38;  no  sickness. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  citv  is  bad  and  rain  is  much  needed.

The  Austrian  steamship  Pecine,  which  arrived  in  this  port  July  23 
from  Limon,  Costa  Rica,  via  Cardenas,  Cuba,  was  held  in  precaution- 
WT  quarantine  while  in  this  harbor  because  of  coming  from  a  country 
iiif(K*ted  with  yellow  fever.  This  vessel  cleared  for  New  York  direct, 
•lulv  23,  having  no  sickness  on  board  on  inspection. 

two  new  cases  of  scarlatina  and  2  of  enteric  fever  have  been  reported 
in  the  city  during  the  past  week. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  growing  from  bad  to  worse, 
mkI  no  hope  of  an  early  improvement  is  entertained,  unless  the  efforts 
which  will  be  made  before  Congress  with  the  view  of  again  securing^

Iiepo7't  from  Santiago — Sanitary  coiiditioii  not  satisfa<^tory. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Wilson  reports,  Julj^  22,  as  follows: 
Resolutions  have  been  passed  bv  the  municipalitj^  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  concerted  action  of  all  the  cities  of  Cuba  on  the  subject  of  aid 
for  sanilStion,  as  provided  for  by  article  5  of  the  appendix  to  the  con- 
stitution (known  as  the  Piatt  amendment).  The  insular  government 
has  withdrawn  all  financial  aid  for  sanitation  from  all  the  cities  of  Cuba, 
except  Habana.  This  is  considered  a  great  injustice  by  the  rest  of  the 
island. 

The  people  of  Santiago  feel  more  aggrieved  than  the  others,  because, 
in  the  transferrence  of  the  Government  of  Cuba,  the  waterworks  and 
the  sewering  of  Santiago,  according  to  the  plans  then  approved,  were 
specifically  mentioned. 

ECUADOR. 

Report ,  from  G  nyaqull —  Inspect  ion  of  vessels —  Yellow  feve)' —  Suspect 
yelt<}w  fever  reported  on  steanufdp  JScundor^  from  Panama  to 
Guayaquil, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports,  July  8  and  15,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  Jul}"  6, 1904.  Present  oflSciallv  estimated  population, 
60,000.  Mortality  from  all  causes  62,  as  follows:  Yellow  fever,  6; 
pernicious  fever,  5;  infectious  fever,  4;  fevers  without  classification,  4; 
enteric  diseases,  7;  tuberculosis,  10;  from  all  other  causes,  26. 

During  the  month  ended  June  30,  there  were  228  deaths  from  all 
causes,  of  which  28  were  from  yellow  fever  and  33  from  tuberculosis. 
For  the  same  month  there  were  241  deaths,  of  which  2  were  from 
yellow  fever  and  38  from  tuberculosis. 

Two  supplemental  bills  of  health  were  issued  during  the  week. 

On  July  2,  steamship  Colotuhia,  en  route  from  Valparaiso  to  Panama, 
cleared  from  this  port,  taking  27  cabin  and  14  steerage  passengers. 
Twelve  laborei's  were  also  taken  on  board  to  work  the  cargo  and  were 
carried  to  Panama,  as  the  port  regulations  forbid  any  communication, 
except  by  those  actually  engaged  in  the  work  of  fumigation,  with  ves- 
sels which  have  touched  at  Peruvian  ports.  All  sailing  from  this  port 
were  examined.     One  steerage  passenger  was  found  to  have  a  temper- 
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itare  of  101,  pulse  108.  As  a  close  examination  developed  nothing^ 
snspicious  of  a  Quarantinable  disease,  he  was  allowed  to  proceed,  the 
case  being  notea  on  the  bill  of  health,  and  a  letter  written  to  Assistant 
Snrgeon  Pierce  at  Panama.    . 

Chi  July  6  steamship  Palena^  en  route  from  Valparaiso  to  Panama, 
cleared,  taking  6  cabin  passengers  from  this  port.  These  were  exam- 
ined before  the  bill  of  health  was  issued.  Both  vessels  were  fumigated 
on  arrival.  A  cable  message  was  received  here  July  6  that  a  deck 
n^tsenger  from  Tumaco  on  the  steamship  Ecuador  disembarked  ill  at 
Bahia  de  Cara^uez,  and  died  next  day  with  every  symptom  of  yellow 
fever.  The  Kenador  is  a  coasting  steamer  of  the  Pacific  Steam  Navi- 
gation Company  and  plies  between  Panama  and  Guayaquil,  stopping  at 
all  the  intermediate  ports.  Tumaco  is  a  small  coast  town  in  Colomoia. 
south  of  Buenaventura  and  about  midway  between  this  port  ana 
Fuuuna.

Present  estimated  population,  60,000.  Mortality  from  all  causes  57, 
as  follows:  Yellow  fever,  7;  pernicious  fever,  1;  infectious  fever,  1; 
fevers  without  classification,  7;  enteric  diseases,  8;  tuberculosis,  7; 
from  all  other  causes,  26. 

On  July  9  steamship  Ecuador^  a  coasting  steamer,  cleared  for 
Ancon,  Canal  Zone,  with  the  following  personnel  on  board:  Officers, 
9;  crew,  51;  cabin  passengers,  5;  steerage,  16;  all  told,  81.  These 
were  examined  and  vessel  inspected  and  fumigated  before  bill  of  health 
was  issued.  I  inquired  of  the  master  concerning  the  passenger  reported 
to  have  boarded  the  steamer  at  Tumaco.  developed  yellow  fever  on 
board,  and  died  at  Bahia  de  Caraquez,  out  could  obtain  no  further 
information  than  that  reported  July  8.  These  facts  were  noted  on 
bill  of  health. 

Letters  received  from  Portoviejo  by  one  of  the  daily  papers  pub- 
lished here  state  that  numerous  small  craft  have  been  arriving  surrey- 
titiouslv  from  Payta  along  the  coast  of  the  Province  of  Maniabi.  It  b 
daimecfthat  an  entire  family  from  Payta  came  thus  to  Cape  San  Lorenzo. 
This  is  the  northernmost  port  of  Ecuador,  opposite  Tumaco,  and  small 
sailing  ves^els  bring  salt  there  from  Payta.  There  is  a  maritime  guard 
patroling  the  coast,  but  frequent  rumors  of  evasions  have  come  from 
small  coast  towns.  A  cable  message  from  the  Ecuadorian  consul  at 
Tnijillo  states  that  plague  has  appeared  there  and  at  Salaverry.  This 
latter  is  a  small  port  in  Peru,  south  of  Payta.  and  is  the  shipping  port 
of  Trujillo.  Plague  is  also  reported  at  Colan,  Peru.  This  is  a  small 
town  between  Payta  and  Pinra. 

GERBIANY. 

Report  /rom  Berlin — Plagiie  and  cholera  in  various  countries, 

CoDsol-General  Mason  reports,  July  18,  1904,  as  follows: 

Plague, 

^Kp/.— During  the  week  ended  June  25  there  were  registered  in 
EfOrpt  36  fresh  cases  of  plague  (with  16  deaths),  namely,  16  cases  (4 
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deaths)  in  Zaijazig;  8  cases  (6  deaths)  in  Nag-Haniadi;  4  cases  (1  death) 
in  Beni-Suef ;  3  cases  (1  death)  in  Bibeh;  1  case  in  Samallut,  and  4 
■cases  (4  deaths)  in  Alexandria.  During  the  week  ended  July  2  there 
were  registered  23  fresh  cases  and  7  deaths,  viz,  11  cases  (1  death)  in 
Zagazig;  7  cases  (4  deaths)  in  Beni-Suef;  3  cases  (1  death)  in  Bibeh; 
1  death  in  Nag-Hamadi,  and  2  fresh  cases  in  Alexandria. 

Pernla, — In  the  port  of  Lingah  during  the  five  weeks  from  April  27 
to  June  3  there  were  registered  6,  37,  31,  29,  and  22  cases  of  plague; 
total,  125  cases  with  fatal  termination. 

British  South  Africa, — According  to  official  bulletins  from  Durban 
and  Maritzburg  2  plague  patients  died  in  the  hospital  during  the 
week  ended  June  4,  and  1  new  patient  was  admitted.  In  the  Johan- 
nesburg district  1  fresh  case  of  plague  occurred  during  the  week  ended 
June  12. 

Peru. — In  Callao,  in  the  early  part  of  June,  several  cases  of  plague 
occurred,  3  with  fatal  termination. 

Qaeendand. — During  the  week  ended  May  28,  3  fresh  cases  of  plague 
were  registered  in  Brisbane. 

Cholera. 

Turkey, — According  to  Bulletin  No.  24,  of  June  28,  481  fresh  cases 
of  cholem  have  been  registered,  with  852  deaths,  viz:  Hille,  143  fresh 
cases,.  197  deaths;  Kerbella,  122  cases,  207  deaths;  Redjeff,  67  new 
cavses,  75  deaths;  Djemaat,  293  deaths;  Bagdad,  3  cases,  1  death; 
Basra,  4  new  cases,  3  deaths. 

In  the  Bahrein  Islands,  during  the  month  of  Ma3%  cholera  claimed 
numerous  victims.  In  Manama  alone— which  has  a  population  of 
about  10,000 — from  the  beginning  of  May  to  the  beginning  of  June 
1,500  persons  succumbed  to  cholera. 

Hongkong, — During  the  period  from  May  15  to  28,  3  cases  of  cholera 
T^ere  registered. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  other  cities. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  July  2  was  again 
slightly  lower  than  in  the  preceding  week,  amounting,  calculatea  on 
the  year,  to  13.6  per  thousand  of  the  population,  this  being  also  lower 
than  the  rate  for  the  same  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to 
14.3  per  thousand.  The  local  rate  of  moi-tality,  therefore,  was  among 
the  lowest  of  the  large  German  cities,  excepting  Barmen,  Crefelo, 
Cassel,  Hanover,  Charlottenburg  (with  11.5),  SchOneberg  (with  9.1), 
and  also  London.  The  following  cities  had  a  considerably  higher 
death  rate  than  Berlin,  namely:  Hamburg,  Bremen,  Brunswick, 
Cologne,  Fmnkfort  on  the  Main,  Leipzig,  Rixdorf  (with  15  per  thou- 
sand), Munich,  Nuremberg,  Stuttgart,  Halle  and  Breslau,  as  well  as 
Paris  and  Vienna.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  confined 
exclusively  to  children  in  the  first  year  of  life,  the  infant  death  rate 
having  fallen  from  4.3  per  year  and  mille  in  the  preceding  week  to  3.8 
in  the  present  week.  Both  acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
and  acute  intestinal  diseases  showed  an  increase  as  compared  with  the 
foregoing  week,  the  former  causing  65,  the  latter  70  deaths.  Twenty- 
eight  children  succumbed  to  cholerine,  while  phthisis  pulmonalis  caused 
62  deaths.  Furthermore,  the  following  deaths  were  registered,  viz, 
cancer,  26;  diphtheria,  12;  measles,  9;  scarlet  fever,  6.  Finally,  8 
persons  died  by  violence.

I  have  previously  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  plactie 
epidemic  in  Bombay  City  each  cold  reason,  there  has  been  a  close 
paralleli.Hm  l)etween  the  curve  of  the  plague  mortality  and  the  cun^e 
of  the  total  mortality,  calculated  weekly.  This  is  brought  out  strik- 
ingly in  a  chart  which  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  show- 
ing the  relative  weekly  mortality  from  plague  and  from  all  caases 
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combined.  It  covers  the  first  five  months  of  19<)4,  and  include?  the 
whole,  practiadly,  of  the  past  season^s  epidemic.  The  actual  weekly 
figures  have  been  given  in, previous  letters,  and  the  chart  will  merely 
emphasize  the  closeness  of  the  relationship  between  the  two  curves. 
The  following  table  will  show  the  annutu  mortality  from  plague  in 
Bombay  Citv  since  the  commencement  of  the  disease  here;  also  the 
totals  for  Karachi  and  Poona,  the  other  two  leading  cities  of  the 
Presidency:

The  populations  of  the  three  cities  are  as  follows  (census  of  1901): 
Bombay,  776,006;  Poona,  120,543;  Karachi,  112,900. 

In  the  eight  years,  therefore,  in  which  plague  has  prevailed,  the  total 
namber  of  deaths  has  borne  the  following  relationsnip  to  the  popula- 
tion of  the  three  cities  accordii^  to  the  census  of  1901:  Bombay,  56.9 
per  cent;  Poona,  63  per  cent;  &irachi,  49.9  per  cent. 

The  total  mortality  in  Bombay  city  for  the  year  ended  May  31, 1904, 
has  been  less*than  in  any  previous  year  since  the  outbreak  of  plague, 
and  the  plague  mortality  less  than  for  any  previous  corresponding 
period  of  twelve  months. 

In  Poona  the  total  mortality  has  been  less  for  the  year  ended  May 
31,  1904,  than  in  any  previous  year  since  the  outbreak  of  plague, 
except  the  year  ended  June  2, 1899;  and  the  plague  mortality  has  like- 
wise been  lower  than  in  any  year  except  that  ended  June  2,  1899. 

In  Karachi  the  total  mortality  is  a  little  below  and  the  plague  mor- 
tality a  little  above  that  of  any  previous  year  since  the  outbreak  of 
plague. 

Care  of  lepers. 

1  send  herewith  a  further  statement  as  to  the  care  of  lepers  in  India, 
this  being  a  continuation  of  the  statement  forwarded  under  date  of 
April  14,  1904.  The  information  was  gained  from  literature  sent  me 
by  the  secretary  of  the  Mission  to  Lepers,  in  response  to  my  request. 

In  my  statement  of  April  14,  1904,  I  described  the  leper  asylum  at 
ilatunga,  near  Bombay,  as  typical  of  the  government  institutions. 
The  following  statement  refers  to  the  several  institutions  under  the 
care  of  the  Mission  to  Lepers  in  India  and  the  Elast,  founded  in  1874, 
and  with  headquarters  at  Dublii^. 
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The  government  oflBcials  in  India  have  in  general  worked  in  har- 
mony with  the  institutions  of  the  leper  mission,  several  of  their  own 
asylums  having  been  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  leper  mission.  In 
addition  to  its  work  in  India,  the  Mission  to  Lepers  has  asylums  in 
China,  Japan,  and  Sumatra. 

The  care  of  lepers  in  India — Second  staiement. 

The  care  of  lei>er8  in  India  is  undertaken  chiefly  by  two  bodies;  one, 
the  Government;  the  other,  the  "  Mission  to  Lepers  in  India  and  the 
East,"  founded  in  1874  by  Mr.  Wellesley  C.  Bailey,  of  Edinburgh, 
then  a  Scotch  missionary  in  the  Punjab,  India.  Mr.  Bailey  is  now  the 
secretary  and  superintendent  of  the  society. 

Number  of  asylums  and  inmates. — ^The  figures  for  1903  are  given 
below,  the  institutions  being  limited  to  no  one  district,  but  being 
found  in  every  presidency  in  the  several  iso-called  provinces,  and  in 
Burma.

There  were  42  institutions  directly  under  the  mission,  and  22  aided 
asylums.  (The  figures  given  refer  entirely  to  work  in  India  and 
Burma.)  As  has  already  been  reported,  those  asylums  which  are 
directly  controlled  by  the  mission  are  conducted  as  follows:  The 
buildings  and  salaries  are  furnished  by  the  mission,  while  the  super- 
vision of  any  given  asylum  is  intrusted  to  whichever  missionary 
society  may  be  working  in  that  particular  district.  In  this  way  the 
organization  does  not  interfere  with  other  existing  agencies  in  any 
district.  On  the  other  hand,  aided  institutions  are  not  controlled  by 
the  Leper  Mission,  but  merely  receive  partial  financial  support. 

The  asyhim  at  Purulia, — Tne  largest  of  the  asylums  controlled  by 
the  Leper  Mission  is  at  Purulia,  in  the  presidency  of  Bengal,  140 
miles  in  a  straight  line  west- northwest  of  Calcutta.  The  following 
facts  are  gathered  from  the  latest  report  of  that  institution: 

(1)  Buildings:  There  are  36  permanent  buildings  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  lepers,  and,  including  schoolhouses,  dispensary,  church,  offices, 
etc.,  59  buildings  in  all.  Tliere  are  within  the  boundaries  five  tanks, 
four  wells,  and  solid  drainage  alongside  each  ward.  The  original  cost 
of  the  entire  institution  was  about  ^22,700. 

(2)  Cost  of  maintenance:  The  support  of  the  lepers,  the  salary  of 
the  native  staff,  medicines,  repairs,  burials,  etc.,  together  with  the 
support  of  the  untainted  children,  amounts  to  about  $10,000  per 
annum,  or  a  little  less  than  $1.60  a  head  per  month,  including  every- 
thing. 

(3)  Statistics:  There  are  576  lepers,  including  leprous  children,  in 
the  asylum,  and  in  the  home  for  untainted  children  of  leprous  parents 
there  are  56  children,  a  total  of  632  persons  in  the  institution. 
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(4)  Sejj^regation:  The  sexes  are  strictly  separated  and  no  marriages 
allowed.  A  wall  6  feet  high  divides  the  men's  quarters  from  those  of 
the  women,  and  the  quarters  of  the  tainted  girls  are  secluded  by  a  wall. 
Lepers  are  strictlv  prohibited  from  leaving  the  asylum  and  going  to 
town,  and  a  watcnman  is  employed  by  nignt  to  see  that  the  rules  are 
not  infringed. 

At  the  shop  inside  the  grounds,  as  well  as  at  the  dispensary,  men 
and  women  are  served  on  opposite  sides.  There  are  four  couples  in 
which  both  husband  and  wife  are  lepers.  They,  too,  have  been  sepa- 
rated, the  men  living  in  the  men's  quarters,  the  women  with  the  women. 
There  are  seven  couples  in  which  healthy  wives  have  accompanied  their 
husbands  in  coming  to  the  asylum,  lliese  have  been  separated,  the 
men  only  staying  at  the  asvlum,  and  the  wives  supporting  themselves 
Dear  by  by  daily  labor.  Tne  rest  of  the  married  lepers,  both  men  and 
women,  came  to  the  asylum,  having  been  deserted  b^  their  partners  on 
account  of  their  leprosy.  (Contrast  this  rigid  discipline  with  that  in 
force  at  the  Matunga  Asylum,  Bombay,  as  reported  in  Public  Health 
Renorts  for  May  20,  19(M. 

(o)  Diet:  Men  receive  9  measures  of  rice  daily,  and  llf  cents  per 
week  in  cash;  women  receive  8  measures  of  rice  Saily,  and  8  cents  per 
week  in  cash.  There  is  a  shop  on  the  grounds  where  inmates  pur- 
chase their  requirements  of  salt,  spices,  vegetables,  etc.  The  lepers 
are  allowed  to  do  their  own  cooking  and  to  do  a  little  shopping  in 
order  to  occupy  them  in  a  manner  agreeable  to  themselves.  All 
money  received  from  lepers  in  the  shop  is  disinfected  before  it  goes 
farther.  Those  who  can  not  cook  for  themselves  receive  their  food 
from  the  kitchen,  where  food  is  prepared  for  the  tainted  children, 
special  diet  being  given  whenever  required. 

(6)  Occupation:  Those  who  can  do  so  work  in  the  gardens  and  on 
the  roads.  Some  make  frames  and  strings  for  the  beds  used  in  the 
asylum.    All  have  to  wash  their  own  clothes  and  bury  their  dead. 

(7)  Medical  treatment:  Ulcers  and  foul-smelling  wounds  are  cleaned 
and  treated  with  iodoform,  boric  acid,  acetanilid,  or  carbolized  vaseline, 
while  the  natives  themselves  are  accustomed  to  covering  their  wounds 
with  tar  and  charcoal  or  phenyle.  For  the  extensive  burning  that 
accompanies  each  febrile  attack,  cochra  and  gurjun  oil  are  applied 
externally,  and  chaulmoogra  oil  given  internally. 

(8)  Mortality:  The  death  rate  averages  12  per  cent  per  annum. 
Since  the  opening  of  the  asylum  in  1889  there  have  been  1,777  admis- 
sions, of  whom  894  died  in  the  asylum  and  286  left  or  were  discharged. 

(9)  Tainted  persons:  There  are  95  such  in  the  asylum,  47  of  them 
boys  and  48  girls,  nearly  all  of  them  the  offspring  of  leprous  parents, 
or  brought  to  the  asylum  by  leprous  relatives.  Five  of  the  children 
have  healthy  parents,  who  were  compelled  to  bring  the  children  to  the 
asylum  for  support,  since  the  inhabitants  of  their  respective  villages 
would  not  allow  them  to  stay  at  home. 

(10)  Untainted  children :  In  the  home  for  the.se  there  are  27  boys 
and  31  girls,  practically  all  children  of  leprous  parents.  No  healthy 
chiWren  over  3  years  of  age  are  allowed  to  stay  with  a  leprous 
mother  who  is  an  inmate  of  tne  asylum.  The  children  are  educated  as 
far  &s  their  abilities  iustify  it,  and  are  all  taught  some  trade.  After 
the  ^M)vs  have  learned  some  trade,  and  the  girls  have  become  able  to 
**apport  them^elve^  by  sewing  and  cooking,  they  are  allowed  to  marry 
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and  must  leave  the  home  and  settle  in  life  independently.  Twelve 
families  have  thus  been  formed. 

During  the  la^t  two  years  3  boys  and  2  girls  developed  the  initial 
symptoms  of  lepros}'  and  were  transferred  to  the  asylum.  Two  mon* 
bloys  are  under  observation,  and  are  kept  outside  of  the  home  as  well 
as  away  from  the  asylum. 

(11)  Attitude  of  government:  That  the  government  is  cordially  in 
sympiathy  with  this  type  of  work  may  be  seen  from  the  following 
remarks  made  by  the  Laeutenant-Governor  of  Bengal  when  recently 
visiting  the  Purulia  Asylum  : 

The  lepers  appear  to  be  cared  for  and  to  be  happy.  The  work  which  is  beinir 
done  has  my  strongest  commendation.  It  is  the  bt«t  leper  asylum  I  have  seen.  The 
directors  are  doing  work,  part  of  which  is  government  work,  and  they  are  doing  it 
more  etficiently  and  more  s>anpathetically  uian  government  agency  could  hope  to  do. 

The  total  amount  expended  by  the  Leper  Mission  in  India  during 
1903  was  £16,396  14s.  6d.,  of  which  amount  X3,104  was  contributed  by 
government  and  other  agencies  in  India.  There  being  5^504  inmat^ 
m  the  several  institutions,  the  total  expense  per  annum  in  19<)3  wan 
less  than  £3  per  person  (i.  e.,  less  than  m4.60).

Asiatic  cholera  in  Pt-rnla. 

Telegrams  dated  July  8,  19()4,  from  Odessa  state  that  the  Govern- 
ment has  posted  sanitary  guards  in  the  Transcaucasas  to  prevent  the 
importation  of  Asiatic  cfiolera  from  Persia. 

A  dispati'h  from  Tiflis  announces  that  not  less  than  300  deaths  from 
Asiatic  cholera  are  occurring  at  Teheran  every  daj\  The  epidemic  i'* 
spreading  rapidly. 

Information  from  Italian  sources  shows  that  the  epidemic  was  first 
reported  toward  the  end  of  April  last  from  Kermanschah,  Persia,  not 
far  from  the  Turkish  frontier.  A  medical  inspector  of  the  quarantine 
office  of  Constantinople  (sanitary  hoard)  died  at  Kermanschah  of 
cholera  in  June.  Cholera  is  also  reported  in  the  Bahrein  Islands,  in 
the  Persian  Gulf.  The  disease  in  Persia  has  come  from  the  lower 
Menopotaniia,  especially  Ikssara  and  Amara,  where  it  has  been  endemic 
since  last  year. 
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Plague  and  beriberi  in  South  Africa.  * 

A  telegram  from  Johannesburg  dated  July  3,  1905,  states  that  147 
cases  of  bubonic  plague,  27  among  whites,  with  96  deaths,  20  among 
whites,  have  occurred  recently  at  that  place.  Beriberi  had  to  that 
date  stricken  42  Chinese  workers  in  the  mines. 

Typhus  f eve?'  near  Naples. 

Durin|^  the  month  of  June,  1904,  there  were  11  cases  of  typhus 
fever  (with  no  mortality)  in  the  commune  of  San  Giovanni  a  Teduccio, 
near  Naples;  another,  the  last  case,  occurred  July  6,  1904. 

JAPAN. 

Rff>f*rt  from    Yokohama — Inspection  of  vessels — One  suspect  cholera 

case. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  July  9,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  2, 1904,  5  vessels,  having  an  aggregate 
pernonnei  of  444  crew  and  1,314  passengers,  were  inspected,  368  steer- 
age passengers  and  14  crew  were  bathed,  and  556  pieces  of  baggage 
were  disinfected. 

Reoorts  of  communicable  diseases  in  Yokohama  have  been  received 
as  follows:  For  the  week  ended  June  25 — Enteric  fever,  1  case,  1  death; 
diphtheria  no  cases,  1  death;  dysenterj^,  4  cases,  1  death.  For  the 
week  ended  July  2:  Cholera  (doubtful),  1  case,  1  death;  enteric  fever, 
2  cai*e8,  no  deaths;  diphtheria,  3  cases,  2  deaths;  dysentery,  8  cases, 
1  death.  The  above  case  of  doubtful  cholera  is  the  iSrst  to  be  reported 
io  Yokohama  during  the  present  year.  A  fatal  case  of  cholenne  has 
been  recently  reported  also  in  Kobe.

MEXICO. 

Reports  fri^m  Monterey — Mortality — Inspection  service  to  be  increased. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  July  26,  as  follows: 
I>aring  the  week  ended  July  23,  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of 
Monterev  in  all  53  deaths.  In  this  are  included  7  deaths  from  con- 
genital debility  and  4  from  infantile  tetanus.  The  principal  cause  of 
mortality  continues  to  be  acute  diseases  of  the  gastro-intestinal  tract, 
principally  in  children. 

1  am  informed  tliat  the  Superior  Board  of  Health  of  Mexico  has 
authorized  it«  delegates  in  this  city  to  increase  their  force  of  inspectors 
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by  16  after  August  1,  1904.  This  increase,  making  a  force  of  36,  will 
render  it  possible,  it  is  hoped,  to  inspect  every  part  of  the  city  once 
in  10  days. 

Judging  from  the  records,  the  general  mortality  appears  distinctly 
lower  than  that  of  a  month  or  two  ago. 

Report  from  Progreso  and  Merida — Inspection  of  vessels — Yellow 
fever  in  Merida — Measures  against  mosquitoes. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
July  23,  1904:  Estimated  population,  8,000;  quarantinable  diseases, 
none;  total  number  of  deaths,  4.  Causes:  Dentition,  inanition,  hysteria, 
and  paludism.  General  conditions  of  port  and  country  adjacent,  only 
fair. 

There  have  been  frequent  rains  during  the  month,  with  apparent 
increase  of  mosquitoes. 

Merida  still  reports  continuance  of  yellow  fever. 

The  sanitary  authorities  here  and  in  Merida  appear  to  be  making 
earnest  effort  against  the  mosquito  and  the  fever,  and  also  for  general 
sanitary  improvement.

and  ship  remained  here  only  a  few  hours;  was  not  boarded. 

Report  from  Tampico — Increase  of  mosquitoes. 

Assistant  Surgeon  McClintic  reports,  July  25,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  23,  1904,  8  bills  of  health  were  issued 
and  5  vessels  fumigated  and  certified,  as  follows:  British  steamship 
Loaician^  Julv  19,  for  Pensacola;  German  steamship  Schavmhurg^ 
July  19,  for  rJew  Orleans;  Norwegian  steamship  Iris,^  July  20,  for 
Galveston;  British  steamship  Wearside^  July  23,  for  Norfolk,  via 
Perth  Amboy,  and  Norwegian  steamship  Xordl'in^  July  23,  for  New 
Orleans.  Heavy  rains  are  frequent  arta  the  mosquitoes  are  rapidly 
increasing.  Along  the  river  front  the  mosquitoes  are  so  bad  that  the 
crews  of  vessels  state  that  they  are  unable  to  sleep;  as  it  is  practically 
impossible  to  protect  themselves,  even  with  mosquitoe  nets,  and  their 
faces  and  extremities  show  evidence  of  having  been  badly  bitten,  some- 
times so  much  so  as  to  make  them  almost  unfit  for  duty. 

Report  from  Veracruz — Inspection  of  vemels — Tell&w  fever. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  July  19,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  16,  1904,  5  vessels  bound  for  United 
States  ports  were  inspected  and  given  bills  of  health. 
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During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  37 
deaths  (59.2  per  1,000,  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes,  including 
13  from  tuberculosis.  None  of  the  deaths  recorded  was  reported  to 
have  been  caused  by  yellow  fever  or  malaria. 

Three  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported,  all  on  July  13.  One 
of  the  cases  developed  at  San  Juan  de  Uloa  fortress.

PANAMA. 

Beports  from  Colon — Inspection  of  vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mohr  reports,  July  16  and  19,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  16,  1904,  the  following-named  vessels 
cleared  for  ports  in  the  United  States: 

British  scnooner  Potw)iac  for  New  York,  July  11,  with  8  crew  and 
no  passengers;  British  steamship  Nicaragumi  for  New  Orleans,  July 
11,  with  47  crew  and  54  passengers,  via  Mexican  ports;  Spanish  steam- 
ship Montevideo  for  Ponce,  P.  R.,  July  12,  with  121  crew  and  63  pas- 
sengers, via  South  American  ports;  American  steamship  Tacataji  for 
New  York,  July  13,  with  68  crew  and  41  passengers;  German  steamship 
Bradford  for  New  Orleans,  via  Limon,  Costa  Rica,  July  14,  with  39 
crew  and  no  passengers;  British  steamship  Craigneiik  tor  a  port  in 
the  United  States,  via  Cardenas,  Cuba,  July  16,  with  23  crew  and  no 
passengers. 

Mortuary  statistics^  June^  190^ — San  itary  conditions —  Yellow  fei^ei' 

death  at  Panama, 

There  occurred  during  the  month  of  June,  1904, 18  deaths,  as  shown 
by  the  official  records,  from  the  following  causes:  Fevers,  8;  pneu- 
monia, 1;  rheumatism,  1;  epilepsy,  1;  colic,  1;  dropsy,  2;  injury,  1; 
parturition,  1;  stillbirth,  1;  cause  not  given,  1.  Of  these  there  were 
loreign  whites,  2;  West  Indian  and  other  negroes,  12;  natives  of 
Panama,  6.  Classified  according  to  ages  as  follows:  Under  1  year,  2; 
1  to  5  years,  2;  5  to  15  years,  2;  30  to  40  years,  5;  40  to  50  years,  5; 
50  to  60  years,  1;  over  60  years,  1. 

The  general  sanitary  conditions  of  Colon  continue  fairly  good  and 
no  cases  of  quarantinable  diseases  have  so  far  been  reported.     In  Pan- 
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ama,  however,  there  occurred  on  the  night  of  the  16th  instant  a  death 
from  yellow  fever  in  the  Canal  hospital  at  Ancon.  I  am  infonned 
that  the  deceased  was  an  American  in  the  employ  of  the  chief  of  police 
of  the  Canal  Zone  and,  though  recently  arrived  on  the  Isthmus,  had 
had  previous  years  of  experience  in  the  Tropics.  I  am  awaiting  fur- 
ther definite  official  information  on  the  situation  in  Panama. 

Report  frora  Paimma — Mortality  statistics  of  Panama^  January  to 
July^  1901^ — Study  of  disease  conditions. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Pierce  reports,  July  19,  as  follows: 

I  inclose  tabulated  statistics  of  the  deaths  that  have  occurred  in 
Panama  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  1904. 

During  the  nrst  six  months  of  1904  there  occurred  541  deaths  in  the 
city  of  Panama  from  the  causes  given  in  table  Ko.  1.  The  first  noticeable 
fact  about  the  list  of  deaths  as  copied  from  the  official  records  is  that 
many  of  the  causes,  aside  from  those  classified  as  '^ill-defined  or  un- 
known," are  not  scientific  or  definite  diagnoses.  Such  names  as  albu- 
minuria, colic,  dropsy,  fever,  liver  disease,  etc.,  have  not  much  value 
in  determining  the  real  cause  of  death.  So  manj-  imperfect  diagnoses 
occurring  upon  these  records  is  a  result  of  many  of  the  poorer  class 
dying  without  medical  attention,  or  of  some  doctor  being  called  just 
before  death  and  making  a  diagnosis  of  symptoms  witnout  proper 
examination.  There  are  also  man}"  charlatans  and  other  irregular 
practitioners  in  Panama. 

Another  fact  worthy  of  note  is  that  more  deaths  occur  between  the 
ages  of  30  and  40  than  at  anv  other  ten-year  period  of  life  except  that 
below  10  years  of  age,  which  latter  period  includes  the  stillbirths. 

The  only  explanation  offered  for  this  fact  is  that  during  this  time, 
which  should  be  the  prime  of  life,  acute  diseases  tend  to  terminate 
fatally,  because  of  weak  heart  action  and  sluggish  liver,  due  to  the  use 
of  alcohol  and  tobacco  in  early  life  and  long  residence  in  a  tropical 
climate. 

Much  time  was  consumed  and  investigation  done  in  trying  to 
determine  the  number  of  population  of  each  nationality,  as  given  in 
Table  3,  without  much  practical  result,  except  gathering  data  upon 
which  to  form  a  personal  opinion  as  to  the  actual  population. 

Circular  letters  were  sent  to  10  prominent  men  of  Panama  request- 
ing their  ideas  as  to  the  population  by  nationalities  and  their  state- 
ments were  accepted  as  a  guide  in  determining  the  numbers  to  be  used 
in  figuring  a  death  i-ate.  The  numbers  given  below  are  the  nearest 
approach  to  actual  population  that  can  be  made  without  a  census:

A  death  rate  based  upon  such  a  small  number  of  Americans,  most 
of  whom  have  been  living  under  similar  sanitary  conditions  with  the 
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natives,  has  practically  no  bearing  upon  what  the  death  rate  would  be 

for  Americans  in  Panama. 
The  Americans  dying  were  as  follows:  One  woman,  24:  years  old, 

of  beriberi:  1  wonian,  4t)  years  old,  of  pernicious  fever;  1  man,  38 

years  old,  with  dropsy;  1  man,  60  j^ears  old,  of  alcoholism. 
The  women  were  living  under  similar  conditions  with  the  natives  of 

the  lower  classes. 
The  name  of  the  man  who  died  of  dropsy  probably  indicates  a  Porto 

Rican  claiming  to  be  an  American.     One  death  occurred  during  April. 

2  during  May,  and  1  in  June.     Those  Americans  who  have  livea 

under  sanitary  conditions  have  figured  but  slightly  in  the  morbidity 

statistics  and  not  at  all  in  the  mortality. 
The  West  Indian  population  is  almost  entirely  Jamaican  negroes, 

and  includes  many  women  and  children. 
The  Chinese  population  is  represented  practically  by  adult  males 

onlv,  which  accounts  for  the  relatively  low  death  rate  among  these 

Orientals  who  live  under  woi*se  sanitary  conditions  and  more  closely 

crowded  than  any  other  class  in  Panama. 
The  explanation  offered  for  the  high  death  rate  for  "all  others"  is 

that  it  includes  the  Europeans,  South  Americans,  Mexicans,  and  those 

not  given.  The  Europeans,  represented  largely  by  Italians  and 
French,  with  some  few  of  all  other  European  nationalities,  on  account 

of  greater  changes  in  climate  and  inattention  to  sanitation,  swell  the 
death  rate  considerably.  The  South  Americans  coming  from  Chile, 
Peru,  and  from  the  mountainous  interior  of  Colombia  and  the  Mexi- 
ctns  from  higher  altitudes  fall  easy  victims  to  malaria  and  acute 
dLseai«es  during  their  residence  in  Panama. 

In  regard  to  the  diseases  reported,  nearly  all  the  cases  of  "colic" 
occurred  in  young  children.  Tnis  term  includes,  for  the  officials  who 
use  the  wora  on  their  death  certificates,  tiearly  any  gastro-intestinal 
trouble  of  children. 

No  microscopical  examinations  have  been  made  to  determine  whether 
the  dys*enterv  is  from  the  Shiga  bacillus  or  of  the  amoebic  form. 

Many  of  t6e  cases  reported  as  dropsy  might  be  combined  with  those 
reported  as  liver  disease,  as  there  is  a  general  tendency  to  hepatic  trou- 
bles, due  to  use  of  alcohol,  eating  a  great  deal  of  meat,  and  the  tropical 
climate.  Those  cases  reported  as  dropsy  in  children  and  young  adults 
were  probably  uncinariasis.  No  examination  of  faeces  being  made  by 
the  doctors  here,  hook-worm  disease  is  never  reported,  although  it  has 
been  recognized  on  the  Isthmus  by  the  American  doctors. 

The  fevers  are  practically  all  malarial  in  origin.  Tj^phoid  is  absent 
or  rare.  It  is  l)elieved  that  many  cases  of  acute  tuberculosis  are 
included  under  the  term  pneumonia;  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Spanish  term  used  in  many  cases  could  be  translated  as  almost  any 
di»ease  of  the  lungs. 

AlthoQgh  filarial  diseases  are  present  no  deaths  have  ever  been 
reported  from  diseases  due  to  this  nematode.  Probably  some  of  those 
sported  as  albuminuria  and  abscess  and  maybe  some  of  the  fevers 
were  due  to  filarial  infection. 

Those  dying  from  yellow  fever  were  3  natives  of  the  interior  of 
Colombia;'  1  from  the  interior  of  Panama;  1  Spaniard;  1  Italian;  all 
male 

When  modern  scientific  methods  of  diagnosis  are  carried  out  in 
fttoama,  the  record  of  deaths  will  present  many  interesting  tropical 
db^easeji  which  do  not  now  figure  as  a  cause  of  death.

Report  from  Teheran —  Cholera — Relief  mea%  ures, 

Vice-Consul-General  Tyler  reports,  July  2,  as  follows: 

Cholera  has  made  its  appearance  in  Teheran,  and,  according  to 
reports  from  various  sources,  appears  to  be  spreading  rather  rapidly 
in  the  lower  and  less  sanitary  parts  of  the  city.  I  am  not  yet  in  a 
position  to  provide  statistics  of  even  a  comparative  estimate  of  tha 
number  attacked  or  the  proportion  of  fatal  cases,  but  I  have  no  doubt 
from  the  atmospherical  condition  which  is  high  temperature,  close  and 
sultry,  that  the  mortality  is  considerable. 

In  an  interview  yesterday  afternoon  with  the  minister  for  foreign 
affairs  his  excellency  told  me  that  a  mixed  sanitary  commission  of 
foreigners  and  natives  of  professional  and  lay  members,  was  being 
appomted  under  the  presidency  of  Doctor  Schneider,  a  French  physi- 
cian in  the  employ  of  the  Persian  Government,  to  advise  the  authori- 
ties of  measures  to  be  adopted  for  coping  with  the  disease  and  arresting 
its  progress.  He  promised  to  give  me  a  copy  of  the  instructions  of 
the  commission  as  soon  as  the  members  are  nominated. 

I  have  just  received  a  circular  from  the  American  missionaries  in- 
forming the  public  that  in  case  cholera  assumes  an  epidemic  form 
they  propose  to  organize  centers  of  relief  in  order  to  grapple  with  the 
disease.  I  inclose  a  copy  of  the  circular  which  will  indicate  the  means 
they  propose  to  adopt.  Onl}^  those  who  have  had  to  struggle  with  the 
alarming  visitations,  with  the  panic  and  terror  they  inspire,  can  suffi- 
ciently appreciate  the  danger  to  which  these  gentlemen  are  exposed  and 
the  heroism,  devotion,  self-denial,  and  labor  to  which  they  consecrate 
themselves  so  as  to  alleviate  suffering  and  save  human  life.

Teheran,  June  23. 
In  the  event  of  there  being  a  cholera  epidemic  in  Teheran  the 
American  Presbyterian  Mission  propose  to  carry  on  organized  relief 
work  at  four  centers,  viz,  the  American  Hoypital  on  the  east  side  of 
the  city,  the  central  mission  premises  on  the  west  side  of  the  city, 
the  Jewish  quarter  of  Teheran,  and  in  the  village  of  Tajreesh.  Each 
of  these  centers  will  be  under  the  personal  superintendence  of  one  or 
more  missionaries. 
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Considerable  money  will  be  required  and  the  undersigned  will  be 
very  grateful  for  donations. 

Any  unused  balance  will  be  divided  equally  among  the  French  Hos- 
pital, the  Persian  Government  ^Hospital,  the  Russian  Dispensary,  and 
the  American  Hospital.

PERU. 

Reports  frcyin  Callao — Plague  conditioixs — Smallpox  in  Areqtnpa. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports,  June  18,  as  follows:  Plague  is 
increasing  in  Payta  and  t&ere  is  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  in  Arequipa. 
It  will  not  surprise  me  to  hear  of  other  infected  ports  in  Peru  at  any 
time.  Owing  to  frequent  communication  between  Callao  and  Mexican 
ports  and  Central  American  ports  some  of  these  latter  may  be  already 
infected.  The  Kosmos  Steamship  Company  have  one  line  of  steamers 
which  ply  between  Hamburg  and  Central  American  and  Mexican 
ports,  via  Callao,  but  which  do  not  touch  at  Panama  or  ports  in  the 
United  States,  and  I  have  no  chance  to  disinfect  these.  We  need  a 
regulation  which  will  allow  us  to  kill  rats  on  any  vessel  at  any  time, 
and  with  a  sulphur  furnace  this  would  detain  the  ve^el  only  two  or 
three  hours. 

Peru  is  now  quarantining  against  Valparaiso  and  trying  to  force 
Chile  to  take  the  same  measures  that  are  taken  in  Callao.  My  state- 
ment that  there  were  docks  in  Valparaiso  is  erroneous.

— The  deaths  registered  in  76 
great  towns  in  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  Juh'  9, 
1904,  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  13.5  per  1,000  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  15,271,287. 

London, — One  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles  53,  scarlet  fever  9^diph- 
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them  7,  whooping  cough  27,  enteric  fever  1,  and  diarrhea  39.  The 
deaths  from  all  causes  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  12.9  per  1,000. 
In  Greater  London  1,593  deaths  were  registered.  In  the  "outer 
ring"  the  deaths  included  4  from  diphtheria,  9  from  measles,  and  2 
from  whooping  cough. 

Irelatid.— The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  July  9,  1904,  in  the  21  principal 
town  districts  of  Ireland  was  17.1  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which 
is  estimated  at  1,098,289.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lavinder  reports,  August  3,  as  follows: 

The  American  bark  Foohng  Suey^  with  sugar,  146  days  out  from 

Honolulu  via  Kahului,  with  a  crew  of  14  all  told,  arrived  at  this  port 

July  25.    Upon  boarding  the  vessel  I  learned  that  a  death  had  occurred 

wnong  the  crew  at  sea  July  10,  the  cause  of  which  the  master  thought 
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to  be  beriberi.  The  history  of  the  case  confirmed,  in  my  opinion,  the 
master's  diagnosis.  I  then  inspected  the  crew,  finding  1  well-marked 
case  of  beriberi  (wet  form),  3  cases  with  unmistakable  e\adences  of  the 
disease,  and  several  others  complaining  of  some  of  the  early  symptoms 
of  the  disease,  but  with  no  physical  evidences  of  it.  Glandular  exami- 
nation was  made  of  the  crew,  and,  nothing  suspicious  being  found,  the 
vessel  was  granted  pratique.  The  one  well-developed  case  was  admitted 
to  the  hospital  at  this  station  for  treatment.  All  others  proceeded 
with  the  vessel  the  next  day  bound  for  Philadelphia. 

The  case  which  was  admitted  to  the  hospital  at  this  station  dis- 
played as  his  most  marked  symptoms  and  signs  general  oedema 
(anasarca),  disturbed  cardiac  action,  urgent  dyspnoea,  tenderness  of 
calf  muscles,  and  muscular  weakness.  Since  his  admission  he  has  pro- 
gressed very  favorably  and  is  rapidly  improving. 

Health  conditions  at  Gulf  port — Enteric  fever. 

Surgeon  Wertenbaker,  at  New  Orleans,  forwards  the  following 
report,  received  from  health  officer  at  Gulf  port,  under  date  of  August  1 : 

Health  conditions  the  same.  We  continue  to  remain  as  well  as  when 
I  last  reported,  July  10;  no  deaths  and  no  very  sick  cases.  We  have 
now  2  or  3  cases  of  typhoid,  and  this,  with  an  occasional  case  of  chills, 
constitutes  the  present  illnesses. 

TransoA^tions  on  account  of  yellmjo  fever  at  Laredo^  Teoc. — Summary  of 
work  at  Laredo  and  New  Laredo, 

During  week  ended  August  6,  fumigated,  Laredo,  25  houses  con- 
taining 102  rooms:  inspected  7,303  premises;  oiled  1,757  water 
containers  and  14  ponds;  maximum  temperature,  101^;  no  rainfall. 
Cock  and  outfit  arrived  Brownsville  6th.  MacGregor  inspecting  along 
line  Texas-Mexican.  New  Laredo  reports  for  August  1  to  6,  3,531 
domiciliary  visits,  161  containers  sanitated,  67  containers  oiled,  and  12 
premises  cleared  of  rubbish. 

Inspection  of  Gonzales^  Lnling^  Marion^  and  Seguin — Sanitary  con- 
ditions. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Purnell  reports  as  follows: 

LuLiNG,  Tex.,  August  1.,  190 J^ 
'  I  visited  Gonzales,  reaching  there  at  2  o'clock  yesterdav  afternoon, 
and,  after  inspecting  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town,  I  left  at  4  o'clock 
this  afternoon.  Gonzales  is  situated  on  the  bank  of  the  Guadeloupe 
River,  and  derives  its  water  from  this  river.  It  has  a  population  of 
between  4,000  and  5,000,  the  large  majority  of  whom  are  white.  The 
health  of  its  citizens  is  ordinarily  excellent,  though  malarial  diseases 

Erevail  during  some  seasons,  and  at  times  assume  a  malignant  form, 
eematuria  being  the  most  pronounced.  This  phase  of  malarial  fever 
is  denominated  black  jaundice  in  this  section,  and  resembles  yellow 
fever  in  many  of  its  symptoms.  From  inquiry  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that  there  was  no  yellow  fever  here  last  season,  as  some  suppose,  but 
there  were  a  number  of  cases  of  the  so-called  black  jaunaice.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  the  town  is  good,  and  measures  for  the  preven- 
tion of  mosquito  propagation  are  being  prosecuted  with  good  results, 
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I  am  informed.  The  health  of  the  town  and  vicinity  is  very  good. 
There  is  no  sickness  prevailing,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  of 
chills  and  fever.  From  Gonzales  I  came  to  this  place.  The  general 
s&nitar}^  conditions  are  fairly  good,  though  no  organized  eflFort  on  the 
part  of  the  people  is  responsible  for  it.  The  health  of  this  community 
IS  reported  as  being  better  than  it  usually  is  at  this  season  of  the  year. 
Id  notifying  the  department  of  my  whereabouts  this  afternoon,  I  was 
forced  to  telephone  the  message  to  San  Antonio,  whence  it  was  for- 
warded to  Washington,  owing  to  the  fact  thdt  the  telegraph  company 
has  discontinued  its  service  at  this  place.  Seguin  will  be  the  next 
place  investigated.     I  will  refach  there  to-morrow  forenoon. 

LocKHART,  Tex.,  Augicst  5,  190^. 
1  visited  Seguin  on  the  2d  instant  and  inspected  the  sanitary  con- 
dition at  that  place.  EatIj  in  the  season  some  attempt  had  been  made 
to  inaugurate  a  sanitary  reform,  but  very  soon  interest  was  lost  in  the 
matter,  and  at  present  nothing  is  being  done.  Owing  to  the  fact  that 
it  has  been  an  extremely  dry  season,  there  is  very  little  standing 
water  about  the  town,  and  hence  there  are  fewer  mosquitoes  to  be 
found  than  is  usually  the  case  at  this  season  of  the  year.  At  the  time 
of  my  visit  the  County  Medical  society  was  in  session,  and  I  was 
invited  to  address  them  on  sanitary  inatters,  which  I  did.  The  med- 
ical men  are  fully  alive  to  the  sanitary  necessities,  but,  as  in  many 
other  places,  the  laity  and  the  city  officials  seem  to  consider  it  a  waste 
of  time  and  money  when  directed  to  sanitary  measures.  From  Seguin 
1  went  to  Marion,  a  very  small  town  on  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad, 
located  10  miles  west  of  Seguin.  There  are  not  more  than  500  people 
in  this  town,  and  no  sanitary  measures  have  been  attempted.  From 
Marion  I  returned  to  Seguin,  from  which  place  I  came  to  Lockhart, 
arriving  here  last  night.     From  here  I  will  go  to  San  Antonio  to-night.

Consul  Furniss  reports,  July  16,  as  follows: 

The  first  case  of  plague  t6  be  confirmed  occurred  in  a  drug  clerk 
who  died  on  July  7,  1H04,  after  three  days'  illness.  Because  of  the 
rapid  development  of  buboes  in  the  inguinal  region,  accompanied  by 
fever  and  otner  symptoms  of  plague,  tne  doctor  in  attendance  chilled 
the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  the  case  and  an  investigation 
was  ordered. 

Smearings  made  from  the  gland  affected  showed  almost  pure  cultures 
of  the  bacillus  of  plague.  A^r  cultures  from  the  buboes  and  smears 
made  from  a  guinea  pig,  which  died  thirt^^-six  hours  after  injection, 
verified  the  diagnosis. 

Upon  the  invitation  of  the  local  authorities  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
assisting  in  the  bacteriological  work  in  connection  with  this  case,  and 
hav  e  slides  demonstrating  the  different  phases. 

The  first  microscopic  examinations  of  smears  from  the  first  case  were 
thought  to  be  cause  enough  for  the  board  of  health  to  order  all  sus- 
pect cases  to  be  reported,  that  the}'  might  be  bacteriologically  diag- 
nosed. The  premises  where  the  death  occurred  were  disinfected  with 
formaldehyd  gas,  and  all  who  had  been  in  contact  with  the  case  were 
placed  under  observation. 

The  drug  store  in  which  the  firs^  person  who  died  was  employed  is 
situated  in  the  heart  of  the  commercial  portion  of  the  city,  i.  e.,  in  the 
city  under  the  hill  and  along  the  water  front.  It  is  thought  that  the 
infection  came  from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  as  this  store  bought  a  large  por- 
tion of  its  drugs  and  chemicals  there. 

Though  the  cases  live  in  all  parts  of  the  city  and  are  widely  sepa- 
rated, the  infected  all  worked  during  the  day  in  the  section  in  which 
the  drug  store  is  situated  and  several  in  the  same  street  in  adjoining 
stores  or  houses. , 

The  following  is  the  movement  of  cases  from  the  first  verified  until 
to-day:  July  7,  death  verified;  July  8,  5  cases  verified,  with  1  death 
verified;  1  suspect,  in  which  it  has  been  impossible  to  verify  bacterio- 
logically, but  who  is  convalescing  in  quarantine;  July  9,  1  case  veri- 
fied; July  10,  1  death  more  or  less  assured;  1  case  suspect,  in  which 
first  bacteriological  examination  has  been  negative,  subsequently  symp- 
toms have  become  pronounced,  and  another  examination  is  in  progress; 
July  12,  1  case  verified;  July  14,  3  cases  verified,  of  which  2  were 
deaths;  July  15,  3  cases  verified,  of  which  1  was  in  doubt  on  10th, 
and  2  were  new  cases  and  1  death,  being  the  verified  case  of  the  14th.

When  the  diagnosis  of  plague  has  teen  made  the  authorities  have 
taken  every  precaution  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The 
city  has  been  divided  into  districts,  and  doctors  have  been  appointed 
to  verify  all  deaths  by  personal  visitation  before  permitting  interment; 
in  case  of  suspects,  bacteriological  examination  is  made,  but  in  the 
meantime  the  premises  are  rigorously  disinfected.  A  house-to-house 
canv-ass  is  being  made  and  the  people  are  notified  to  clean  up,  where 
necessary;  the  markets,  restaurants,  theaters,  hotels,  grocery  and  other 
stores,  street  cars,  etc.,  are  required  to  be  washed  out  each  day  with 
disinfectant,  the  churches  at  least  once  a  week,  and  in  some  sections 
the  schools  have  l)een  closed. 

The  State  board  of  health  has  notified  all  nearby  places  of  the  plague 
beinjf  here  and  requests  them  to  take  note  of  all  arrivals  from  here, 
place  them  under  observation  for  a  period  of  10  days,  and  at  once  com- 
municate to  the  State  board  any  suspicious  cases. 

Yesterday  all  of  the  houses,  including  the  stores,  were  closed  in 
what  is  considered  the  infected  street  and  are  to  remain  closed  until 
street  and  houses  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected. 

All  persons  residing  in  houses  where  there  have  been  cases  are 
placed  under  observation  for  10  days,  during  which  time  their  temper- 
ature is  taken  at  least  once  a  day  by  doctors  appointed  for  the  purpose, 

1  deem  that  every  precaution  is  bein^  taken  to  wipe  out  the  plague, 
and  if  the  measures  continue  to  be  strictly  enforced  Bahia  will  soon 
he  free  from  the  much-dreaded  malady. 

Report  from  Rio  d<*  Janeiro — Yellow  feijer — No  new  cases  of plagxie — 

SiimUpox  epid^nic. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  July  6,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  Julv  2,  1904^  the  following  vessels  were 
icispected  and  given  bills  of  health:  On  June  28  the  American  barken- 
tine  JotteDlnn^^  for  Baltimore,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers 
of  any  class,  and  one  new  member  of  the  crew  taken  on  at  this  port. 
This  vessel  lav  at  the  coffee  docks  to  load.  On  the  same  date  the 
British  steamship  Buffoji^  for  New  Orleans,  via  Santos,  Brazil.  This 
fillip  took  no  passengers  of  any  class  and  there  was  no  change  in  the 
personnel  of  the  crew  while  here.  On  June  30  the  German  steamship 
Gitiinia^  with  coffee  for  New  York,  no  first-class  pa^engers,  and  but 
two  steerage,  and  one  new  member  of  the  crew  taken  on  at  this  port. 
On  July  2  the  British  steamship  Eantei^n  Prince^  for  New  York,  with 
no  passengers,  a  cargo  of  coffee,  and  no  change  in  the  personnel  of 
the  crew  while  at  this  port. 

1  have  been  unable  to  obtain  news  from  other  portions  of  this 
country  for  this  report,  and  am  therefore  obliged  to  confine  my  report 
to  the  sanitary  conditions  of  this  city. 

During  the  week  ended  July  3  there  were  in  all  439  deaths.  This 
\i  considerabl}^  in  excess  of  any  weekly  report  of  deaths  since  my 
yrrival  here  last  November,  'the  deaths  were  divided,  as  regards 
infectious  diseases,  as  follows:  Yellow  fever,  1  death  with  3  new  cases 
reported,  and  at  the  close  of  the  week  there  was  but  1  case  under 
treatment  at  Hospital  Sao  Sebasti^o.  Plague  caused  no  deaths,  nor 
were  any  new  cases  reported  during  the  week,  but  at  the  end  of  the 
week  there  were  5  cases  under  treatment  still  at  the  hospital  at  Jura- 
joha.    VHriolft,  always  epidemic  more  or  less,  has  assumed  consider- 
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able  proportions  during  the  last  two  weeks,  there  having  been  during 
the  last  seven  davs  200  new  cases  reported,  and  117  deatns. 

At  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  246  cases  under  treatment  at 
the  Hospital  Sao  SebastSo.  There  were  no  deaths  from  measles,  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria,  or  enteric  fever.  Whooping  cough  caused  1  death, 
grippe,  16  deaths;  dysentery,  5;  beriberi,  2;  leprosy,  3;  malarial  fevers, 
4,  and  tuberculosis,  49. 

The  deaths  were  divided  as  follows,  as  regards  age,  nationality,  etc.: 
Males,  266;  females,  173.  Residents,  351;  strangers,  85;  unknown,  3. 
Less  than  1  year  of  age,  75;  more  than  1  and  less  than  5,  70;  5  to  10, 
18;  10  to  20,  21;  20  to  30,  73;  30  to  40,  47;  40  to  50,  41;  50  to  60,  30; 
more  than  60  vears  of  age,  64. 

As  regards  localities  where  deaths  occurred:  In  homes,  hotels,  etc., 
265;  in  civil  hospitals,  112;  in  military  hospitals,  4;  Santa  Casa  de 
Misericordia,  54;  in  asylums,  convents,  etc.,  2;  in  ships  in  port,  none; 
in  localities  unknown,  2. 

The  daily  death  rate  for  the  week  was  62.71,  compared  with  52.57 
for  last  week  and  with  37.57  for  the  same  week  last  year.  This  is  a 
high  rate  of  mortality,  and  were  it  not  for  the  epidemic  of  smallpox 
would  be  very  inauspicious. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  27^^  C.  on  the  30th  ultimo, 
and  the  lowest  was  on  the  27th  ultimo,  15.1^  C,  while  the  average  for 
the  week  was  19.65^.  The  only  rainfall  of  the  week  was  on  the  3d 
instant,  38.45  mm.

Report  from  Matanzas — ScarUt  fever  epidemic — Enteric  fever. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  Au^st  3,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  30,  19U4,  bills  ot  health  were  issued  to 
2  vessels  bound  for  ports  in  the  United  States  in  good  sanitary 
condition. 

Since  my  last  report  there  have  been  repoiied  4  cases  of  enteric 
fever  with  1  death,  1  case  of  diphtheria,  and  9  new  cases  of  scarlatina, 
of  which  one  occurred  at  the  neighboring  town  of  Ceiba  Mocha,  and 
the  rest  in  this  city. 

As  predicted  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  outbreak  of  scarlet 
fever,  judging  from  the  deficient  prophylactic  measures  which  are 
being  resorted  to,  the  epidemic  is  already  so  widely  disseminated 
throughout  the  city  that  it  may  be  considered  be}  ond  control.  Fortu- 
nately the  nature  of  the  epidemic  is  so  benign  that  no  deaths  so  far 
have  been  reported  from  this  disease.  The  fact  of  its  mild  character, 
apparently  not  requiring  any  medical  attendance,  added  to  the  non- 
occurrence of  any  deaths,  have  made  the  lower  class  of  people  some- 
what unconcerned  about  the  danger  of  the  disease;  and  in  ordier  to 
avoid  the  annoyance  of  sanitary  restrictions  they  hav^e  tried  success- 
fully to  conceal  some  cases,  taking  no  precautions  whatever  as  to 
isolation,  and  have  thus  contributed  to  the  propagation  of  the  disease. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  enteric  fever,  possibly  due 
to  improper  attention  to  cleanliness  and  sanitation  of  the  city,  is  also 
to  be  noted.

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(5  deaths)  in  Zagazig,  9  cases  (6  deaths)  in  Alexandria,  5  cases  (3  de«th>» 
in  the  district  of  Bibeh,  and  1  case  (1  death)  in  the  district  of  Bed 
Suef. 

Siam. — In  Puket,  on  the  west  coast  of  the  Malay  peninsula,  ther* 
occurred  during  the  period  from  April  20  to  May  20,  18  cases*  of 
plague  (with  12  deaths). 

China. — In  Kwang-Tschou-Wan,  during  the  period  from  June  5  to 
June  26,  there  occurred  210  deaths  from  plague. 

British  South  Africa. — During  the  weekended  June  11,  1  newcai** 
of  plaffue  occurred  in  Port  Elizabeth. 

in  the  district  of  Johannesburg,  during  the  period  from  June  12  to 
June  19,  2  whites  and  4  natives  were  attacked  with  plague. 

Brazil. — In  Bahia,  according  to  a  report  dated  July  11,  there  have 
been  registered  5  cases  of  plague  (with  2  deaths).

Zj/zZvy.— According  to  Bulletin  No.  25,  dated  July  4,  there  have 
been  registered  210  new  cases  of  cholera  (with  355  deaths). 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  other  citi*/i. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  Julv  9  was  higher  than 
in  the  preceding  week,  amounting,  calculated  on  the  year,  to  14.5  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  thus  corresponding  exactly  with  the  nUe 
for  the  same  week  of  last  year.  Two-thirds  of  the  large  German  cities 
showed  less  favorable  health  conditions  than  lierlin,  the  following  places 
having  a  considerably  hiijher  death  rate  than  this  city,  namelv:  Munich, 
Leipzig,  Dresden,  Magdeburg,  Cologne,  Frankforton-the-\lain,  Rix- 
dorr  (with  17.8),  Karlsruhe,  Stuttgart,  Nuremberg,  Breslau,  Posen. 
as  well  as  Paris  and  Vienna.  On  tne  other  hand,  the  following  cities 
showed  more  favomble  figures  than  Berlin,  viz:  Hamburg,  Brun»*wick, 
Hanover,  Kiel,  Charlottenburg  (with  10.9),  Sch^neberg  (with  8. 7) and 
also  London.  The  rate  of  mortality  among  infants  rose  from  3.S  in 
the  preceding  week  to  4.H  per  year  and  mille,  being  thereby  higher 
than  the  Hamburg  rate  but  considerably  lower  than  the  Munich  and 
Leipzig  figure.  Acute  disea><es  of  the  respiratory  organs  again  showed 
a  decrease,  causing  53  deaths  (including  2  from  influenza.)  On  the 
other  hand,  acute  intestinal  diseases  showed  an  increase,  claiming  S3 
victims.  Twenty-four  infants  succumbed  to  cholerine.  Phthisis  pul- 
monalis  claimed  72  victims,  and  51  persons  died  of  cancer.  Furtner- 
more,  there  were  registered:  10  deaths  from  measles,  4  deaths  fnini 
diphtheria,  and  10  deaths  from  scarlet  fever.  Finally,  2  |>enH>ns  died 
by  violence.

Deaths  trom  cholera  in  1902, 
32;  death  rate  from  cholera  per  1,000,  .07;  deaths  from  plague  in 
lS*<t2, 1.  (The  figures  for  1902  are  the  latest  annual  figures  available.) 
The  recent  mortality  from  plague  in  Ajmere  district,  a  part  of  the 

Srorince  referred  to  above,  is  as  follows:  From  January  1,  1904,  to 
one  18. 1904,  attacks  43;  deaths  31.  Of  this  number  9  were  imported 
cases.  The  population  of  the  Ajmere  district  is  not  known  to  me.  I 
Iwive  DO  official  intimation  that  any  of  the  above   cases  of   plague 
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<K-currea  in  Nasirabad  itself,  a«  the  figures  are  given  for  the  entire 
district  or  for  the  province. 

I  am  glad  to  report  a  still  further  slight  fall  in  the  plague  mortalitv, 
although  the  total  mortality  seems  to  l)e  about  at  its  lowest  level.

At  London  a  bill  has  been  approved  in  the  House  of  Lords  to  regu- 
late the  application  of  measures  designed  to  prevent  the  diffusion  of 
plague  on  board  ship. 

International  Medical  Congress  to  he  held  at  Lisbon, 

It  is  announced  that  the  International  Medical  Congress  at  Lisbon, 
Portugal,  will  be  held  in  April,  1906. 

Rat  extermination  at  Naples. 

The  campaign  against  rats  has  been  steadily  continued  at  Naples 
since  the  outbreak  of  bubonic  plague  here  in  September,  1902,  at  which 
time  there  was  established  with  certainty  a  focus  of  infection  in  the 
warehouses  of  the  Punto  Franco  in  the  port.  A  regular  sanitary  serv- 
ice has  been  organized  for  this  puijpose  under  the  direction  of  the  sani- 
tary office  of  the  municipality.  The  investigation  is  not  confined  to 
the  original  focus  of  infection,  but  is  extended  to  the  entire  port,  the 
sewers,  and  the  caverns  in  the  tufa  rock  on  which  the  city  is  built 
These  caverns  hewn  in  the  tufa  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  building 
material  form  one  of  the  chai-acteristics  of  Naples.  Many  of  them 
are  very  ancient  and  were  used  as  catacombs  in  the  early  centuries  of 
the  Christian  era.  Along  the  sea  border  at  Posilippo,  beneath  the 
handsome  villas  of  that  part  of  the  city,  these  immense  grottoes  form 
a  striking  feature  of  the  landscape.  The  caverns  are  now  infested 
with  hordes  of  rats  and  consequently  demand  vigilant  policing  by  the 
sanitary  authorities. 

The  rats  that  are  taken  alive  are  first  drowned  in  a  solution  of  sul- 
phuric acid  and  then  burned  in  a  crematory.  All  rats  found  dead  are 
^thered  in  with  every  precaution,  examined  for  evidences  of  bubonic 
plague,  and  finally  burned  at  the  bacteriological  cabinet  of  the  munici- 
pality. Employees  engaged  in  hunting  ratis  are  prohibited  to  go  bare- 
tooted,  a  practice  very  common  among  workmen  in  Italy,  and  are 
submitted  to  regular  medical  inspection  to  prevent  infection  among 
the  sanitary  pei'sonnel. 

MEXICO. 

Report  from  Progreso  and  Merlda — Inspection  of  vessels — YeHmo 
fevei' — Increase  in  nxnnher  of  mosquitoes. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
Julv  29,  1904:  Estimated  population,  8,000;  auarantinable  disease, 
yelfow  fever;  1  case,  1  death.  This  case,  probably  infected  in  Merida, 
was  sent  to  the  lazaretto  here  July  24,  and  died  July  27.  It  is  the 
second  reported  at  this  port  this  season,  the  first  having  been  on 
April  28.  Full  report  of  the  case  will  be  made  under  separate  cover 
later.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsdeu  reports,  July  27  and  August  2, 
as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  23,  1904,  six  vessels  bound  for  United 
States  ports  were  inspected  and  given  bills  of  health.  One  vessel,  the 
British  steamship  Sneppy  Allwofi,  bound  for  Ship  Island,  was  fumi- 
gated with  sulphur  dioxia  and  given  a  certificate  on  July  22. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  31 
deaths  (49.6  per  1,000  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes,  including  4 
from  remittent  fever  and  4  from  tuberculosis.  Three  new  cases  of 
yellow  fever  were  reported,  1  case  on  July  18  and  2  cases  on  July  21. 

Yellow  fever  in  Vtractniz  dnring  month  of  July ^  1901^,, 

During  the  week  ended  July  30,  1904,  there  were  recorded  in  the 
city  of  Veracruz  37  deaths  (59.2  per  1,000,  annual  death  rate)  from 
all  muses,  including  1  from  pernicious  fever  and  9  from  tuberculosis. 

One  new  case  of  yellow  fever  was  reported  on  July  30.  During  the 
month  of  July  there  were  reported  to  have  occurred  in  the  city  of  Vera- 
cruz 9  cases  of  yellow  fever,  with  1  death.  For  the  corresponding 
month  of  1903  there  were  reported  154  cases,  with  49  deaths.

Reports  from  Colon — Inspection  of  vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mohr  reports,  July  25,  as  follows:  ' 
During  the  week  ended  July  23,  1904,  the  following  vessels  cleared 
from  this  port  for  ports  in  the  United  States:  Norwegian  steamship 
Banan  for  New  Orleans,  via  Bluetields,  July  18,  with  17  crew  and  2 
passengers;  American  steamship  Advance  for  New  York,  July  20,  with 
63  crew  and  61  passengers;  British  steamship  Capella  for  New  Orleans, 
via  Mexican  ports,  July  21,  with  35  crew  and  3  passengers. 

N^o  new  cases  of  yellom  fever  at  Panama — Sanitary  service  in  Panama 
and  Colon — Maritime  quarantine  service. 

No  cases  of  yellow  fever  have  been  officially  reported  in  the  city  of 
Panama  since  the  one  case  which  terminated  fatally  on  the  loth  instant. 

In  the  port  of  Colon  no  cases  have  been  observed,  and  the  general 
sanitary  conditions  are  fairly  good.  While  malarial  fever  is  very  pre- 
valent no  cases  of  pernicious  type  have  recently  come  to  my  knowledge. 

The  sanitary  service  in  Panama  and  in  Colon  is  being  organized,  and 
a  rigid  inspection  will  soon  be  inaugurated.  The  settlement  at  Cristo- 
bal, where  the  employees  of  the  Canal  Commission  at  this  end  are 
quartered,  is  being  put  in  good  sanitary  condition,  and  the  number  of 
mosquitoes  has  considerabl}^  diminished  since  the  work  was  begun. 

The  maritime  quarantine  service  under  the  direction  of  Surg.  H.  JR.* 
Carter,  chief  quarantine  officer,  has  been  inaugurated,  and  Surg.  J.  C 
Perry,  as  quarantine  officer,  has  been  placed  in  command  at  Colon. 
All  vessels  entering  this  port  are  now  being  boarded  and  inspected  by 
Surgeon  Perry,  according  to  the  regulations  and  orders  that  have  been 
issued.  As  soon  as  practicable  a  detention  station  will  be  installed  at 
this  port  in  order  to  meet  any  emergency  that  may  arise. 

Report  frmn  Bocos  del  Toro^  fruit  port. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Osterhaut  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
July  28,  1904.  Present  officially  estimated  population  not  obtainable; 
no  deaths;  prevailing  disease,  malarial  fever;  general  sanitary  condition 
of  this  port  and  the  surrounding  country  during  the  week,  good.

PERSIA. 

Report  from  Tehera  n — Ch  olera — Relief  m  easures, 

Vice-Consul-General  Tyler  reports,  July  9,  as  follows: 
Cholera  has  increased  in  this  city  to  a  most  alarming  extent.     The 
mortality  has  from  this  source  alone  within  the  last  week  risen  from 
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about  50  to  at  the  least  300  a  day,  and  the  tendency  in  still  upward. 
Thw  indicated  an  average  of  about  500  cases,  probably  most  of  them 
new  within  the  twenty-four  hours.  The  surrounding  villages  have  also 
to  a  greater  or  less  extent  become  infected,  and  the  fatality  is  in  nearly 
if  not  the  same  ratio  as  in  the  town.  The  panic  has  become  general 
and  affected  the  foreign  as  well  as  the  native  element.  Business  i» 
entirely  dislocated,  work  suspended,  the  necessaries  of  life  are  hardlv 
procurable,  at  the  best  indinerent,  and  only  serviceable  after  muc^ 
oiidnfecting  and  being  made  subject  to  other  unusual  precautions. 
Bazaars,  streets,  squares,  caravansaries,  and  other  thoroughfares  in 
ordinary  times  crowded  with  passengers  and  traffic  are  now  deserted 
and  ftiile'nt  Warehouses,  stores,  shops,  offices,  and  private  dwellings 
are  shut  up  and  the  occupants  fled  to  distant  cities  and  to  the  tombs 
and  shrines  of  departed  saints.  Only  those  have  remained  who  have 
no  means  to  get  away,  and  they  try  to  conceal  themselves  from  the 
acourge  that  u)llows  tnem  to  the  most  secret  places. 

The  silence  of  the  day  is  oppressive  and  the  atmosphere  pierced  with 
tlie  rays  of  a  cloudless  sun.  Processions  patrol  the  streets  at  night, 
reading  the  air  with  their  lamentations,  cries,  shrieks,  and  invocations 
to  prophets  and  saints,  but  in  spite  of  all  the  tide  of  death  rolls  on,  till 
the  bier  and  the  sad  procession  have  become  the  most  common  objects 
of  sight. 

I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  number  of  fatal  cases  which 
have  occurred  during  the  progress  of  the  epidemic,  but  from  informa- 
tion received  from  clifferent  localities,  embracing  the  whole  of  Persia, 
I  think  that  1,500  a  day  would  be  a  moderate  estimate. 

In  one  of  the  Armenian  districts  of  Teheran,  I  believe,  the  deaths 
have  been  in  the  ratio  of  1  per  cent  of  the  population  each  dav. 

The  American  missionaries  in  Teheran  and  district  and  in  llamadan 
are  working  heroically,  impartially,  and  disinterestedly  in  their  local 
centers  and  neighborhoods  in  dispensing  medicines,  giving  advice, 
taking  in  and  attending  to  affected  persons,  restoring  them  to  health, 
and  saving  many  lives  which  would  otherwise  be  sacrificed  to  terror, 
ignorance,  or  the  want  of  proper  care. 

Any  financial  help  to  carry  on  this  excellent  and  efficient  work  would 
be  most  thankfully  received. 

PERU. 

Rep^frtH  from  CaUdO — Suspect  plarjut  at  Calhio  and  Lhua, 

Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports,  July  8  and  9,  as  follows:  During 
the  week  endecT  July  2,  1904,  there  were  4  new  case^  of  plague  in 
Lima,  with  1  death.  There  were  2  dearths  from  plague  in  the  lazaretto 
at  Callao.     These  latter  were  previously  reported  as  ill. 

Antofaga^ta  declared  free  fnmi  plague — E^rtniunat'nm   of  cattle  on 
hoard  ship — Suspect  plague  at  Suhiverrij. 

According  to  information  received  here  the  port  of  Antofagasta, 
Chile,  has  teen  declared  free  from  plague,  and  sanitarv  work  has  been 
su>pended.     If  this  report  is  true  the  action  is  probably  premature. 

I  am  semiofficially  informed  that  within  the  past  two  or  three  days 
3  suspicious  deaths  have  ot^curred  in  Arica,  a  port  in  a  disputed 
province  in  possession  of  Chile. 
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All  the  ports  on  the  west  coast  of  South  America,  from  Valparaiso 
to  Payta,  maj^  be  regarded  as  probably  or  actually  infected. 

Several  cases  of  smallpox  have  occurred  recently  in  Callao,  but  as 
yet  they  have  not  been  reported  officially  to  this  office. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Pierce  informs  me  that  on  the  recent  voyaee  of 
the  steamship  Pizarro  19  sheep  died  en  route.  This  was  auite  a  large 
per  cent  of  the  actual  number  aboard.  I  have  repeatedly  inspected 
the  animals  aboard  vessels,  and  made  inquiries  as  to  the  deaths  among 
them,  but  so  far  have  encountered  no  sick  ones.  At  Antofagasta, 
about  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of  plague  at  that  port,  a  number  of 
cattle  were  landed  which  were  ill  and  dving  from  some  apparently 
infectious  disease.  I  have  the  sanction  oi  the  authorities  here  to  con- 
demn and  kill  for  bacteriological  examination  any  animals  on  board 
ship  that  may  appear  ill. 

In  Payta  plague  continues  unabated.  I  have  not  the  exact  number 
of  cases  which  have  occurred,  but  would  estimate  it  at  40  or  more  to 
date.  At  the  present  writing  there  are  20  cases  in  the  lazaretto  at 
this  place.  Only  coastwise  vessels  are  calling  there  at  present.  One 
of  the  cases  of  plague  noted  in  the  report  for  Lima  for  tne  week  ended 
July  2  was  imported  from  Payta.  The  patient,  an  Indian  boy  of  10 
years,  is  reported  to  have  been  ill  on  arrival  and  died  three  days  later 
without  having  been  isolated. 

Suspect  pl<igve  at  Salaverry. 

The  United  States  consular  agent  at  Salaverry  wires,  under  date  of 
July  8,  as  follows:  "  During  the  past  few  days  there  were  4  suspicious 
deaths  at  Salaveriy,  the  last  yesterday.  The  last  twenty-four  hours 
have  been  without  new  developments.  Physicians  so  far  do  not  declare 
it  bubonic."  I  am  indebted  to  the  American  consul  in  Callao  for  this 
telegram. 

PORTO   RICO. 

Re  part  from  San  Juan — Quarantine  tran^acti4>n^  for  month  of  Jun^^ 
lOOJi. —  Vital  fitatiMws — Srnallpoa\ 

Chief  Quarantine  Officer  King  reports,  July  20,  as  follows: 

San  Juan:  Vessels  inspected,  20;  vessels  issued  bills  of  health,  32; 
vessels  held  in  quarantine,  4;  persons  detained  in  quarantine,  5. 

The  vessels  held  in  quarantine  were  the  Red  D  Line  steamers  PhU- 
adilphla  and  Caracas,  the  former  twice,  and  the  Spanish  steamship 
Jtfanuel  Cairo.  The  lied  D  Line  vessels  came  from  ports  of  Vene- 
zuela and  Curasao,  and  the  Spanish  steamer  from  Central  and  South 
American  ports.  They  were  -permitted  to  take  on  passengers  and 
cai^o  under  guard  while  in  this  port. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  this  port  is  good,  and  there  are 
no  quarantinable  diseases  reported  except  a  very  mild  form  of  small- 
pox. During  June  there  were  24  cases  under  treatment,  with  no 
deaths. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  transactions  at  the  six  subports: 

Number  of  vessels  inspected  at  Mayaguez,  7;  at  Arecibo,  2;  at 
Humacao,  2;  at  Aguadilla,  1;  at  Arroyo,  1;  at  Fajardo,  6. 

The  number  of  bills  of  health  issued  at  the  subports  was  as  follows: 
Mayaguez,  12;  Arecibo,  7;  Humacao,  4;  Aguadilla,  1,  and  Faiardo,  3. 

The  report  of  mortuary  statistics  for  June,  1904,  shows  111  deaths  at 
Mayaguez,  2  from  enteric  fever,  18  tuberculosis,  1  diphtheria,  and  12 
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anemia;  43  deaths,  8  from  anemia,  at  Hmnacao;  94  deaths,  9  from 
tuberculosis  and  10  from  anemia,  at  Arecibo;  40  deaths,  5  from  tuber- 
culosis and  6  from  anemia,  at  Aguadiila;  33  deaths,  1  from  diphtheria, 
at  Fajardo,  and  12  deaths  at  Arroyo. 
No  quarantinable  diseases  were  reported  from  any  of  the  subports.

8ib:  In  a<rcordance  with  Bureau  instructions,  dated  May  2,  1904,  I 
visited  the  Bitter  Root  Valley,  Montana,  to  study  the  so-called  ''spotted 
fever"  (''tick  fever,"  '^ Pyroj)lasmosis  hominis'^^),  from  a  zoological 
point  of  view,  and  remained  in  that  locality  from  May  7  to  July  6, 
1^.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  will  require  several  months  for  me 
to  prepare  my  final  report  upon  the  work  undertaken,  I  have  the  honor 
to  transmit  herewith  a  brief  summary  of  the  results  thus  far  obtained. 

1.  1  saw  10  eases  of  this  disease  and  was  able  to  study  9  of  them 
more  or  less  in  detail,  but  I  obtained  only  1  necropsy. 

2.  I  have  been  unable  to  confirm  the  hj'pothesis  that  this  spotted 
fever  is  caused  hy  a  Pyroplasma,  that  it  is  transmitted  by  ticks,  and 
that  it  originates  m  spermophiles  (popularly  known  as."  gophers"). 

3.  Even  if  it  is  admitted  that  a  l^iroplusiaa  occurs  in  the  spermo- 
philes and  that  I  have  overlooked  it,  it  seems  a  priori  very  improba- 
ble, from  our  present  knowledge  of  this  genus,  that  such  a  parasite  of 
rodents  woula  develop  in  man,  since  Smith  was  not  able  to  infect 
sheep  with  Plroplasina  higeininmn  of  cattle. 

4.  I  find  rather  serious  arguments,  of  a  zoogeographic  nature, 
against  assuming  that  "spottea  fever"  originates  in  spermophiles. 

5.  The  spermophiles  in  the  Bitter  Root  Valley  are  frequently  infested 
with  fleas  and  lice,  less  frequently  with  ticks,  so  that  even  if  these 
rodents  harbor  ^  piroplamna,  the  tick  is  not  the  only  arthropod  which 
must  be  taken  into  consideration  as  the  possible  intermeaiate  host, 
although  a  priori  consideration  would  of  course  be  in  favor  of  the  tick. 

6.  The  tick  most  common  in  the  valley  is  a  dermacentor  which  is 
yeiT  closely  allied  to  D.  Teticulatna.  The  data  now  at  my  disposal 
indicate,  however,  that  it  represents  a  distinct  species. 

7.  These  ticks  are  common  on  horses,  cattle,  and  dogs,  and  more  or 
jess  frequent  on  man,  but  there  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  a  hibernat*- 
ing  animal  is  necessary  for  their  development;  in  fact,  indications  (sea- 
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sonal  distribution)  are  not  entirely  lacking  that  the  spermophile  forms 
a  more  or  less  accidental  host  for  this  species. 

8.  I  was  unable  to  confinn  the  view  that  all  cases  of  ''spotted  fever '" 
are  preceded  by  tick  bites.  In  five  of  the  ten  cases  I  saw  1  was  unable 
to  establish  a  history  of  tick  bite. 

9.  I  find  rather  serious  arguments  of  a  zoogeographic  as  well  as  of 
seasonal  nature  which  fail  to  support  the  view  that  ticks  form  the 
transmitting  agent  of  ''spotted  fever." 

10.  Despite  a  total  of  at  least  one  hundred  hours'  microscopic  work 
on  fresh  blood,  taken  at  various  times  night  and  day  from  J)  cases, 
I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  structure  which  1  can  interpret  as  a 
protozoon.  Likewise  one  hundred  hours'  work  on  stained  blood  from 
10  cases  gave  negative  results. 

11.  Certain  clinical  features  of  the  disease,  notably  the  thickened 
condition  of  the  blood  and  the  condition  of  the  urine,  do  not  support 
the  view  that  this  diseivse  is  due  to  a  Plroplasma, 

12.  The  nervous  symptoms  noticed  this  year  were  greatly  in  excess 
of  what  the  published  accounts  of  the  disease  had  led  me  to  expect. 

13.  Necropsy  (1  case)  did  not  show  any  lesions  in  the  central 
nervous  system  which  could  be  interpreted  as  meningitis. 

14.  My  work  is  negative,  so  far  as  cause,  treatment,  and  prevention 
are  concerned;  the  greater  part  of  my  time  was,  of  course,  occupied  in 
testing  the  present  theories  regarding  the  disease,  and  my  results  are 
entirely  of  a  destructive  nature. 

15.  The  tick  theory  has  caused  serious  financial  loss  to  the  Bitter 
Root  Valley  and  has  produced  an  effect  which  in  a  few  cases  bordered 
on  hysteria.  In  justice  to  the  property  interests  of  the  valley  and  the 
peace  of  mind  of  the  inhabitants,  1  think  no  time  should  be  lost  in 

f)ublishing  the  statement  that  the  results  of  study  this  year  have  abso- 
utely  and  totally  failed  to  confirm  this  hypothesis. 

16.  I  am  under  numerous  obligations  to  the  physicians  of  the  val- 
ley, particularly  to  Dr.  J.  J.  Buckley,  for  many  courtesies  extended 
to  me  in  connection  with  my  work,  and  I  shall  look  forward  with 
pleasure  to  acknowledging  the  indebtedness  more  in  detail  in  my  final 
report.

Anophilm  mosquitoes  found  at  Key  WeJ^t^  Fla. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Gardiner  reports,  August  4,  as  follows: 

I  have  to  report  the  discovery  of  mosquitoes  of  the  genus  Aiiophel^s 
in  Key  West,  oy  Mr.  George  5i.  MacDonell. 

The  first  were  found  on  July  29,  since  which  time  Mr.  MacDonell 
has  seen  41  of  the  insects,  of  which  number  he  has  captured  36  and 
has  kindly  furnished  all  the  physicians  of  the  city  with  specimens, 
j*ome  of  which  I  am  sending  under  separate  cover. 

They  have  been  identifieS  by  him  as  Anopheles  argyrotarsis  Desv., 
.subspecies  alhipes^  Theo.,  and  all  those  taken  were  females  and  except- 
ing two  that  were  found  in  a  stable  in  the  suburbs  of  the  city,  where 
it  seems  they  were  attracted  by  the  hoi*ses  kept  there,  as  several  were 
filled  with  blood  when  found.  He  has  not  as  3'et  located  their  breed- 
ing place,  nor  have  they  been  seen  elsewhere  in  the  city,  but  he  is 
fetill  investigating  the  subject. 

This  discovery  is  an  important  one  in  view  of  the  fact  that  for  3'ears 
Key  West  has  enjoyed  immunity  from  malarial  fevers,  and  systematic 
search  of  the  islancf  has  heretofore  failed  to  demonstrate  the  presence 
of  any  of  the  genus  An<fphdes. 

Also  the  species  Argyrotards^  a  rare  one  in  the  United  States,  hav- 
ing been  found  in  numbers  in  Veracruz  by  working  party  Number  I 
of  the  Yellow  Fever  Institute,  and  the  comparatively  recent  establish- 
ment of  a  line  of  fruit  carriers  from  Mexico  to  K^ey  West  suggests 
their  introduction  to  the  island  in  that  way;  and  in  view  of  the  pre- 
>*alenceof  malignant  quotidian  malaria  in  Veracruz  at  the  time  of  the 
flight  of  the  Argyrotarsis^  that  measures  of  prophylaxis  should  be 
adopted  here. 

Sole  credit  for  the  discovery  is  due  Mr.  MacDonell,  who  is  an  under- 
graduate in  medicine  and  a  member  of  the  fourth-year  class  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Atlanta,  Ga.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  MacGregor  reports,  through  Passed

Eveiything  is  quiet  here  at  present,  the  excitement  over  the  case  of 
scarlatina  having  subsided,  my  investigation  to-day  disclosed  no  new 
cases.  All  the  cases  of  fever  1  have  so  far  seen  are  of  the  remittent 
type.     *    *    * 

From  May,  1903,  to  July  27,  1904,  only  74  deaths  are  recorded  for 
the  entire  county  of  Nueces,  including  the  towns  of  Corpus  Christi, 
Alice,  Kingsville,  and  many  small  settlements.  The  above  figures  are 
obtained  from  the  county,  the  city  having  kept  no  record  for  several 
years.  The  mayor  informs  me  that  the  city  has  no  city  physician. 
The  city  ordinances  are  of  ample  power  to  meet  any  conditions  that 
might  arise,  but  for  several  years  tney  have  been  a  dead  letter.  There 
was  a  spasmodic  etfoii:  to  clean  up,  for  a  time,  and  some  interest  was 
shown  in  sanitary  work,  but  at  present  what  little  work  is  done  is  the 
undertaking  of  individual  citizens.  I  have  been  urging  the  mayor  and 
members  of  the  city  council  to  have  the  ordinances  covering  sanitary 
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measures  printed  for  immediate  distribution,  and  recommended  to 
them  that  a  city  health  officer  be  appointed. 

1  drove  over  the  main  portion  of  the  town  to-day,  and  from  the 
superficial  observation  I  conclude  that  the  town  is  in  better  sanitary 
condition  than  it  was  a  month  ago,  but  there  is  still  room  for  a  great 
deal  of  improvement 

I  shall  return  to  San  Diego  to-morrow  morning,  and  there  await 
further  ordei-s.

Sanitary  conditions  at  Alice  and  King»ville. 

San  Diego,  Tex.,  Augiist  9,  190j^. 

Everything  in  a  sanitary  way  is  improving  in  this  section.  Alice  is 
cleaning  up,  and  although  there  are  some  cases  of  fever  they  are 
diminishing. 

Corpus  Christi  has  had  an  increase  in  the  number  of  fever  cases  the 
past  two  weeks,  but  the  citizens  are  making  better  efforts  to  clean  up 
the  town. 

Some  cases  of  malaria  are  reported  at  Kingsville,  but  general 
cooditions  are  favorable  there. 

I  shall  go  to  Hebbronville  and  report  on  conditions  at  that  point. 

Mosquitoes  are  numerous  in  this  section,  but  the  people  are  making 
free  use  of  oil,  with  good  results. 

Inspection  of  ranches  on  Imvtr  Rio  Grande. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Cock  reports,  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Hidalgo,  Tex.,  August  2,  190i. 
Mv  first  inspection  after  leaving  Rio  Grande  City  was  the  Garcias 
Ttnch,  population  about  400.     I  found  some  malarial  fever  prevailing 
here.    Toe  citizens  claim  that  last  fall  they  had  quite  an  epidemic 
of  dengue. 
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La  Grulla,  the  next  settlement,  extends  for  some  miles  along  the 
river,  and  comprises  a  population  of  about  1,000.  The  water  supply 
here  is  principally  from  wells  and  a  lake  near  by,  which  is  abundantly 
suppliea  with  fish.  We  found  very  few  mosquitoes,  but  some  cases 
of  malaria. 

Los  Ebanos,  a  ranch  of  some  300  people,  is  the  terminal  of  the  new 
branch  of  the  St.  Louis  and  Brownsville  Railroad.  There  is  a  large 
number  of  graders  at  work  here.  On  the  Mexican  side  of  the  river 
is  San  Miguel,  the  present  terminus  of  the  railroad  from  Matamoros. 
A  great  many  laborers  cross  here. 

Colonel  Lott,  the  builder  of  the  St.  Louis  and  Brownsville  line,  and 
whom  I  met  at  this  place,  informs  me  that  he  expects  to  run  trains  to 
this  point  within  sixty  davs.  A  new  railroad  town  is  laid  out  1  mile 
to  the  east  of  Ebanos.  'f  he  present  plan  is  to  build  at  once  an  inter- 
national railroad  bridge  across  the  Kio  Grande,  the  joint  property  of 
the  Mexican  National  and  the  Lott  railroads.  When  this  work  com- 
mences it  will  become  a  very  important  point  to  guard,  as  it  is  presumed 
that  many  laborers  will  be  employed  from  theTampico  and  LinareS  sec- 
tion. It  is  well  known  that  during  last  year's  epidemic  at  Linares  par- 
ties crossed  the  river  at  this  point  who  had  left  Linares  only  three 
days  before.  I  found  no  sickness  at  Los  Ebanos,  but  at  a  ranch  called 
*'Las  Cuevas,"  2  miles  to  the  north,  I  found  a  case  which  I  regarded 
as  very  suspicious  and  which  I  placed  under  a  bar,  watching  it  for 
three  days.     It  proved  to  be  malaria  of  a  severe  type. 

At  Habana,  some  6  miles  farther  down  the  river,  I  found  2  cases  of 
malaria.  There  were  very  few  mosquitoes,  as  the  entire  population 
obtain  their  w^ater  supply  from  a  large  well,  which  contains  fisn.  The 
population  here  is  about  200. 

Pintas,  San  Pedro,  Buena  Vista,  and  Ojo  de  Agua  may  be  said  to 
comprise  one  settlement,  forming  one  continuous  country  street  and 
containing  about  600  people.  The  water  supply  is  from  wells.  We 
found  one  case  of  malaria. 

At  Grangeno  we  found  no  sickness. 

Hidalgo  contains  about  600  people.  We  inspected  here  106  houses; 
oiled  5  cisterns,  41  barrels,  and  5  wells.  At  one  house  we  found  31 
barrels  and  2  cisterns,  all  full  of  wigglers.  The  owner  was  absent; 
we  oiled  everj'thing.  The  count}^  judge  promises  to  keep  up  the  work 
here.  The  only  physician  between  Rio  Grande  City  and  Brownsville 
lives  here.     He  is  an  American  graduate. 

From  here  to  Brownsville  we  nave  an  irrigated  country  to  inspect, 
devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  sugar,  rice,  and  bananas.  I  learn  that  it 
is  an  almost  continuous  stringtown.  We  hope  to  reach  Brownsville  on 
the  7th  or  8th. 

Insjyectuyj)  of  Lockhart, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Purnell  reports  as  follows: 

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  Augmt  6?,  1904, 
I  returned  to  San  Antonio  last  evening,  Lockhart  being  the  last 

f)lace  inspected.  Lockhart  is  a  village  of  about  2,500  population,, 
ocated  on  the  Aransas  Pass  and  Misssouri,  Kansas  and  Texas  railroads. 
I  found  mosquitoes  very  plentiful.     Nothing  has  been  done  to  stop 
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their  propagation,  and  sanitary  measures  in  general  have  been  sadly 
nejirlectea.  I  was  informed  by  the  health  officer  that  the  health  of  the 
coramunity  was  unusually  good,  and  that  no  disease  was  prevailing 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  of  intermittent  malarial  fever.

Conditions  at  Rio  Grande  City— Ant iynosquito  wo7'k. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Dashiell  reports,  through  Passed  Assist- 
ant Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Rio  Grande  City,  Tex.,  August  S^  1904. 

During  the  week  ended  August  5,  1904,  120  persons  crossed  at  this 
point  from  the  Mexican  side.  Of  this  number,  113  are  residents  of  this 
vicinity  and  known  to  the  customs  guards,  while  the  other  7  wore  from 
the  \*arious  grading  camps  of  the  National  of  Mexico  Railroad. 

A  great  many  more  than  7  of  these  laborers  have  appeared  on  this 
side  within  the  past  week,  however,  although  they  aid  not  cross  at 
thi«  point. 

The  grading  work  on  the  National  of  Mexico  is  nearing  completion, 
and  the  force  is  gradually  being  diminished,  most  of  the  workmen 
combg  to  this  side  and  going  north  to  look  for  work.     These  have 
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undoubtedly  been  advised  of  the  inspection  at  this  point,  and  are 
avoiding  this  as  a  crossing  place.     ♦    *    ♦ 

1  f  eelsure  that  they  would  not  volunteer  this  information  so  readily, 
without  solicitation,  unless  they  had  been  advised. 

The  track-laying  party  can  not  be  far  from  here  now,  so  1  would  like 
to  be  kept  informed  as  to  their  exact  location,  as  it  is  with  their  com- 
ing that  the  main  danger  lies. 

The  sanitary  work  in  this  town  Js  going  on  as  well  as  possible^  and 
very  little  opposition  is  met  with  Tn  the  mosquito  crusade.  Owners  of 
cisterns  are  putting  in  pumps  and  screen  covers,  as  a  preference  to  oil, 
and  I  hope  shortly  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  cisterns  are  so  provided. 

So  far  as  I  am  able  to  learn  there  is  no  sickness  here  at  the  pre^ent 
time.

Diarrheal  diseases  led  in  prevalence,  and  typhoid  fever,  which  in  same 
moDth  a  year  ago  was  sixth  in  prevalence,  stood  fourth  this  month.  The  typhoid- 
lever  epidemic  in  Indianapolis  in  June  abated  somewhat  in  July.  Tuberculosis 
flbowfl  an  increase. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  2,772;  annual  rate,  12.3.  In  preceding  month, 
2.203  deaths;  rate,  10.1;  in  July,  1903,  2,765  deaths;  rate,  12.9. 

Deaths  by  important  ages:  Under  1  year,  513;  1  to  4,  inclusive,  186;  5  to  9, 
iflclu0ive,  69;  10  to  14,  inclusive,  54;  15  to  19,  inclusive,  119;  65  and  over,  669.  18.4 
per  cent  of  all  deaths  was  imder  1  year,  and  24. 1  per  cent  65  and  over. 

Important  causes  of  death:  Pulmonary  tuberculosis,  346,  exceeding  same  month 
of  last  year  by  31;  typhoid  fever,  68;  diphtheria,  10;  scarlet  fever,  5;  measles,  4; 
whooping  cough,  6;  pneimionia,  85;  diarrheal  diseases,  296;  cerebro-spinal  menin- 
IJtig,  29;  puerperal  fever,  10;  cancer,  116;  violence,  189;  smallpox,  5.  The  city 
death  rate  was  16.1,  being  3.8  higher  than  the  State  rate.  The  city  consumption 
rate  was  188  per  100,000,  or  34.4  higher  than  the  State  rate.  The  cities  also  show  a 
higher  death  rate  than  the  countr}^  in  typhoid,  diphtheria,  pneumonia,  diarrheal 
diseases,  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  puerperal  fever,  cancer,  and  violence.  The 
death  rate  of  the  large  cities  of  the  State  were:  Indianapolis,  18.3;  Evans\'ille,  19.3; 
Port  Wayne,  10;  South  Bend,  15.8  Terre  Haute,  21.6. 

The  havoc  of  consumption  was  greater  than  in  any  preceding  July.

90,  whooping  cough  33,  and  1,136  from  phthisis  pulmonalis. 

The  Monthly  Bulletin  says: 

June,  next  to  November,  is  uniformly  the  month  of  lowest  mortality  in  this  State. 
There  have  been  periods  of  years  in  which  the  average  has  shown  October  to  have 
had  the  second  place  by  a  small  difference,  but  year  by  year  June  almost  always  has 
fewer  deaths  than  any  other  month  except  November.  Taking  the  average  of  the 
last  five  years  there  were  9,130  deaths  in  November  and  9,422  in  June;  the  average 
of  ten  years,  1885-1895,  in  November  7,627  deaths  occurred,  and  in  June,  8,286. 
With  a  death  rate  for  the  year  of  17.5  per  1,000  population,  there  has  been  one  of 
15  for  Noveml)er  and  of  15.8  in  June.  Of  these  deaths,  943,  or  10.3  per  cent,  have 
been  from  infectious  diseases  in  Noveml)er,  against  1,280,  or  13.6  |>er  cent,  in  June. 
The  higher  mortality  from  thew?  causes  has  l)een  in'diarrheal  diseases;  which  begin  in 
June  to  have  a  material  increa««e  and  are  double  those  of  November,  and  measles 
causes  more  deaths  always  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  than  in  the  last;  while  on  the 
other  hand  November  has  more  deaths  from  typhoid  fever  and  diphtheria.  The 
deaths  from  consumption  are  identical  in  the  two  months.  There  is  always  a  large 
fall  in  the  mortality  for  pneumonia  in  June,  the  total  of  acute  respiratory  then  for  the 
first  falling  below  1,000,  while  in  November  there  is  an  increase.     This  increase  was 
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^omewtuLt  less  marked  in  the  years  prior  to  the  grippe  epidemics,  commencing  in 
1898,  but  the  difference  is  not  as  marked  as  would  be  anticipated,  although  Novem- 
brt"  i?  generally  too  early  to  be  much  impressed  by  the  annually  recurring  epidetnics 
of  infloenta,  their  force  having  been  likewise  spent  by  June. 

Uf  other  local  diseases,  those  of  the  digestive  system  cause  more  deaths  in  June 
thAQ  in  November,  as  it  ia  generally  the  case  that  these  deaths  increase  with  the 
iDcrea«e  of  the  diarrheal  mortality.  The  same  is  to  some  extent  true  with  the 
nervous  system.  The  mortality  of  early  life  is  at  its  highest  in  the  summer  months, 
but  in  June  for  recent  years  the  increase  over  the  preceding  months  is  slight,  25  to 
30  per  cent  of  the  deaths  occurring  under  5  years  of  age,  and  in  November,  23  per 
crtit.  The  infant  mortality  is  very  much  less  than  it  was  in  former  years,  for  in  the 
bret  decade  of  our  records  40  per  cent  of  the  June  deaths  were  under  the  age  of  5 
v«an, 'while  in  July  more  than  half  the  deaths  were  of  this  age;  in  the  last  decade 
30  per  cent  in  June  and  42  per  cent  in  July,  the  difference  in  the  last  five  years 
being  still  more  marked.  The  average  annual  number  of  deaths  under  5  years  of 
•fpe  in  the  first  decade  wiub  3,300  in  June  and  5,800  in  July;  in  the  last  five  years  it 
wM  2,800  in  June  and  4,880  in  July,  the  population  of  the  State  having  meanwhile- 
largely  increaHetl.  The  deaths  of  old  age  are  fewest  as  those  of  infancy  are  highest, 
iiwJ  fewer  occur  beyond  the  age  of  70  in  June  than  in  November. 

The  current  June  mortality  amounts  to  about  11,000,  and  is  1,500  in  excess  of  the 
«\er8ge  of  the  jm^t  five  years.  This  increase  is  in  large  part  due  to  the  great  increase 
in  the  deaths  reported  by  New  York  City,  which  returns  1,362  deaths  from  accident, 
a  Itrsfe  part  of  which  are  due  to  the  Slocum  disaster,  which  added  to  the  mortality  of 
the  month  more  than  1,000  deaths.  In  June,  1903,  there  were  309  deaths  from  acci- 
dents and  violence  in  New  York  City,  which  was  half  the  number  for  the  entire^ 
Stite,  The  deaths  from  this  cause  always  increase  in  the  summer  months,  the 
increase  being  largely  due  to  drowning. 

Aside  from  this  extraordinary  contribution  to  the  mortality  of  the  month,  the  pres- 
ent J  one  mortality  is  excessive  as  compared  with  that  of  last  year  or  of  the  past  five 
y«*n».  C>f  epidemic  diseases  the  only  increase  is  in  deaths  from  cerebro-spinal  men- 
ingitis in  New  York  City,  which  became  epidemic  there  in  March  and  reached  ita 
hrt^fht  in  May,  the  deaths  from  it  in  June  being  the  same  as  in  April.  This  has 
added  200  deaths  to  the  average  mortality  from  this  cause.  There  is  also  a  more 
jwneral  prevalence  of  measles  than  a  year  ago,  and  this  also  has  increased  mainly  in 
New  York  City.  With  these  exceptions  the  epidemic  mortality,  the  total  of  which 
ii  not  largely  increased  by  them,  does  not  differ  from  the  average.  The  diarrheal 
HeathK  are  a  few  under  the  average  for  the  month  (it  should  be  noted  that  this  year  the 
diarrheal  deaths  under  5  years  of  age  are  reported,  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  note  the 
elfrct  of  this  on  the  comparative  reported  mortality  from  this  cause,  which  heretofore 
ha*  been  made  to  include  all  acute  diarrheal  mortality) .  Smallpox  continues  in  a  few 
l«)Calitie«,  with  2  deaths  in  New  York  City.  It  is  still  from  time  to  time  a  source  of 
investigation,  and  outbreaks  are  overlooked  by  attending  physicians. 

Consnmption  has  caused  an  excessive  mortality  for  June.  This  is  general  through- 
wit  the  State.  There  were  almost  as  many  deaths  as  in  May  and  150  more  than  in 
June  la*it.  While  the  deaths  from  consmnption  vary  from  month  to  month  to  but  a 
aoderale  degree,  it  is  usual  for  a  material  reduction  to  occur  in  June  and  continue 
tbroogh  September.  This  year,  following  months  of  very  excessive  mortality,  the 
ttmditions  controlling  disease  of  the  preceding  winter  and  spring  months  continue. 
The  prevalence  of  influenza  and  its  allied  or  resultant  affections,  which  have  charac- 
teri^  the  disease  movements  earlier  in  the  year,  has,  so  far  as  reports  of  it  as  & 
cam*  of  death  are  concerned,  largely  abated,  for  only  few  deaths  were  returned  in 
inne  with  this  given  as  a  contributing  cause  of  death.  It  is,  however,  evident 
that  ita  isequencee  have  continued  and  the  increase  in  pulmonary  consumption  is 
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attributable  to  it.  Deaths  from  pneumonia  and  other  acute  respiratory  diseasee, 
which  more  immediately  accompany  grippe,  and  which  have  been  very  high  since 
January,  are  less  than  half  as  many  as  in  May.  Other  local  diseaaes,  thoee  of  the 
urinary,  circulatory,  and  nervous  systems,  are  also  much  reduced,  though  still  above 
the  average  for  June.

161  rets  (16  found  dead),  201  mice  (9  found  dead),  were  bacteriologically  exam- 
ioed  during  the  week,  of  which  15  rats  and  5  mice  proved  to  be  plague  infected.

During  the  week  ended  July  16,  1904,  119  bodies  were  interred  in 
the  Bahia  cemeteries.

Briffht's  disease,  2;  bronchitis,  5;  cancer,  1;  cerebral  congestion,  2; 
cirrhosis  of  liver,  3;  diarrhea  and  dysentery,  12;  erysipelas,  1;  hepa- 
titis, 1:  malarial  fever,  31;  meningitis,  2;  nephritis,  3;  organic  diseases 
of  heart,  7;  pneumonia,  2;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  10;  senile  debility, 
6;  stillborn,  1;  syphilis,  4;  tetanus  neonatorum,  3;  umbilical  hemor- 
rhage, 3;  whoopmg  cough  1;  plague,  5;  suspected  plague,  3;  other 
causes,  27. 

I  have  also  to  inform  you  that  for  the  same  period  there  were  5 
fresh  cases  of  smallpox  with  no  deaths. 

During  the  week  ended  July  23,  1904,  108  bodies  were  interred  in 
the  Bahia  cemeteries.  Causes  of  death:  Aneurism,  1 ;  arterio-sclerosis, 
3;  asthma,  1;  beriberi.  8;  bronchitis,  2;  cerebral  congestion,  1;  cir- 
rhosis of  liver,  2;  diarrnea  and  dysentery,  14;  erysipelas,  1;  gangrene, 
1;  intestinal  obstructions,  2;  hepatitis,  1;  malarial  fevers,  6;  nephri- 
tis, 2;  organic  diseases  of  heart,  4;  peritonitis,  1;  plague,  2;  suspected 
plague,  3;  pneumonia,  1;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  14;  senile  debility, 
3;  stillborn,  4;  syphilis,  2;  tetanus  neonatorum,  3;  enteric  fever,  1; 
umbilical  hemorrnage,  1;  other  causes,  24. 

I  have  also  to  inform  you  that  for  the  same  period  there  were  10 
fresh  cases  of  smallpox,  with  no  deaths. 

ReiKrrts  frfmi  Rio  de  Janeiro — Yellow  fever ^  plague^  and  stnallpox — 
Ptagtie  at  Bahia — Disinfection  of  vessels  at  Para, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  July  20  and  21,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  16  the  following  vessels  were  inspected 
and  issued  bills  of  health  from  this  oflHce.  On  the  13th  instant  the 
Danish  bark  Agn^  Agneta^  in  stone  ballast,  from  this  port  to  Santiago 
deCuba,  no  passengers,  and  4  new  members  of  the  crew  taken  on  here. 
On  the  same  date  the  German  steamship  Bellaggio,  for  New  York,  with 
a  cargo  of  coffee,  3  cabin  passengers,  no  steemge  from  here,  and  no 
change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew  while  in  this  port.  On  the  same 
date  the  British  steamship  Terejice^  for  New  Yorlc,  with  a  cargo  of 
coffee,  2  cabin  and  6  steerage  passengers  from  this  port,  and  with  no 
change  in  tlie  personnel  of  the  ship's  crew  while  in  tnis  port.  On  the 
16th  instant  the  British  steamship  Cynthia^  for  Baltimore,  with  a  car^o 
of  manganese  ore,  no  passengers  or  any  class,  and  with  no  change  m 
the  personnel  of  the  crew  while  in  this  port.  On  the  same  date  the 
French  steamship  Caravellas,,  for  New  Orleans,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee, 
no  passengers  of  any  class,  and  with  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the 
crew  while  in  port. 

These  were  all  the  vessels  sailing  from  this  city  to  United  States 
and  Cuban  ports  during  the  week  under  consideration. 
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Plague  in  Bahia^  Brazil, 

The  following  reports  have  been  received  in  this  oflHce: 

'^ Bahui^  July  12^  190^, — The  Journal  de  Noticias  published  to-day 
the  insti-uctions  to  be  observed  in  regard  to  plag^ue,  written  and  pre- 
pared by  Dr.  Victor  Godinho,  and  recently  published  in  Maranh^o. 

"The  department  of  hygiene  has  recommended  that  the  persons  liv- 
ing along  the  railroad  Bahia-Alagoinhas  observe  the  strictest  vigilance 
and  care  in  regard  to  the  persons  who  travel  along  this  line.  The 
Government  continues  to  tate  every  measure  toward  the  arrest  of  this 
disease. 

^'  J)dy  16^  1901^, — There  arrived  here  to-day  the  serum  and  antipest 
vaccine,  which  will  at  once  be  used  in  the  isolation  hospital.  The 
army  officer  commahding  this  district  has  ordered  the  strictest  meas- 
ures to  be  taken  in  order  to  prevent  any  infection  of  the  troops  sta- 
tioned here. 

''July  17^  190Jf. — In  the  isolation  hospital  to-day  2  persons  were 
entered  who  were  attacked  with  bubonic  plague.  The^^  at  once 
received  the  serum  treatment,  and  the  precautionary  measures  deter- 
mined upon  by  the  health  department  were  at  once  put  into  practice. 

''  July  18^  190 J^, — To-day  there  were  2  new  cases  ^suspected  of  being 
bubonic  plague.  Up  to  this  date  there  have  been  8  persons  taken  to 
the  isolation  hospital.     Of  this  number  2  have  already  died. 

''July  19,  190\, — The  measures  put  in  force  by  the  health  depart- 
ment toward  the  suppression  of  plague  are  continued  strictl}- .  The 
inspector  of  hygiene  recommends  that  every  person  who  has  in  the 
least  way  been  in  contact  with  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  plague 
receive  at  once  the  serum  vaccination.  To-day  there  was  one  case  of 
plague  verified,  and  one  case  suspected  of  being  plague." 

Disinfection  at  Para  of  vessels  from  infected  ports. 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  the  18th  instant  states  that  a  complete  disin- 
fecting apparatus  has  been  installed  upon  a  barge,  and  that  from  that 
date  all  vessels  proceeding  to  that  port  from  places  where  there  are 
cases  of  plague  will  be  thoroughly  disinfected. 

Sanitary  report  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  week  ended  July  17,  1904. 

During  the  week  there  were  in  all  382  deaths,  a  great  improvement 
upon  the  preceding  week,  and  this  notwithstanding  that  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  deaths  from  variola. 

Of  this  total  number,  nodeaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  although 
there  were  4  cases  of  this  disease  reported  during  the  week.  At  the 
close  of  the  week  there  were  2  cases  of  3'ellow  fever  under  treatment 
in  the  Hospital  Stlo  Sebastiao.  Plague  caused  3  deaths  with  4  new 
cases  reported  during  the  week,  and  at  the  week's  end  there  were 
10  cases  in  the  Hospital  Paulo  Candido.  Variola  caused  111  deaths 
with  214  cases  reported,  and  at  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  289 
cases  undergoing  treatment  at  the  Hospital  SSo  Sebastiao. 

Two  deaths  were  caused  by  measles,  1  b}^  whooping  cough,  1  by 
diphtheria,  14  by  grippe,  2  by  enteric  fever,  2  bv  dysentery,  2  by  beri- 
beri, 4  by  malarial  fever,  31  by  tuberculosis,  and  none  by  scarlet  fever, 
choleraic  diseases  of  children,  or  leprosy. 
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The  deaths  occurred,  as  regards  localities,  as  follows: 

In  private  bouses,  hotels,  and  other  domiciles,  231;  in  civil  hospitals, 
9^;  in  military  hospitals,  11;  in  Santa  Casa  de  Misericordia,  34;  in 
asylums,  convents,  etc.,  2;  in  ships  in  port,  none,  and  in  unknown 
pliau^es,  5. 

As  regards  ages,  the  deaths  were  as  follows:  Less  than  1  year,  64; 
more  than  1  year  and  not  more  than  5,  60;  5  to  10  vears,  19;  10  to  20 
years,  28;  20  to  30  years,  79;  30  to' 40  years,  32;  40  to  50  years,  38; 
50  to  (JO  years,  16;  more  than  60  years  of  age,  46.  Males,  212;  females, 
170.    Brazilians,  321;  foreigners,  60;  nationality  unknown,  1. 

The  daily  death-rate  average  was  54.57  for  the  week,  in  comparison 
with  61  for  the  previous  week  and  with  42.85  for  the  corresponding 
week  last  vear. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  on  the  11th  instant,  27.6^ 
C,  and  the  lowest  on  the  16th,  15.5^  C,  while  for  the  week  there  was 
an  average  of  20.12^  C. 

There  was  no  rainfall  for  the  week. 

Mortality  during  June^  lOOJf, — Measures  of  disinfection  and  sanitation. 
Report  of  medical  demographer. 

During  the  month  of  June,  1904,  the  sanitary  condition  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  was  not  satisfactory. 

Ill  comparison  with  the  previous  month.  May,  the  daily  death  rate 
was  raised  from  48.03  to  55.36.  This  increase  is  almost  exclusively 
due  to  the  increase  in  the  mortality  from  variola,  which  disease, 
although  daily  increasing  in  epidemicity  is  not  yet  comparable  to  the 
epidemics  of  the  years  1887,  1891,  or  1895.  In  this  connection  it  is 
well  to  remember  that  now,  under  the  regulations  of  the  new  sanitary 
laws,  all  cases  of  variola  are  reported  to  tne  department  of  health,  on 
account  of  the  heavy  fines  and  penalties  imposed  for  nonnotification,  a 
state  of  affairs  which  did  not  exist  formerly,  under  the  old  regulations 
and  laws,  since  the  health  authorities  did  not  then  have,  as  they  have 
to-dav,  these  laws  and  resources  at  their  disposal. 

Yellow  fever  caused  4  deaths.  Since  the  beginning  of  this  year 
there  have  been  onlv  38  deaths  from  this  disease.  During  the  period 
of  5  vears  past  the  following  numbers  of  deaths  have  occurred  auring 
the  months  of  June  in  these  years:  1899,  25;  1900,  28;  1901, 17;  1902, 
131;  19il3,  10. 

Comparing  the  mortality  from  transmissible  diseases  in  June  with 
the  similar  mortality  during  the  month  of  May  we  find  the  following 
fiffures:  Yellow  fever,  4  in  June  as  compared  with  10  during  May; 
puigue,  4  compared  with  none;  variola,  327  compared  with  194; 
measles,  2  compared  with  3;  scarlet  fever,  2  compared  with  0;  whooping 
cough,  5  compared  with  4;  diphtheria,  1  compared  with  1;  grip,  46 
compared  witn  41;  enteric  fever,  2  compared  with  4;  dysentery,  7 
compared  with  6;  beriberi,  9  compared  with  3;  leprosy,  2  compared 
with  0;  malarial  fevers,  24  compared  with  27,  and  tuberculosis,  228 
comnared  with  204. 

Toe  central  disinfection  station  received  during  the  month  739  noti- 
fications of  infectious  diseases,  namely,  12  of  yellow  fever,  7  of 
plague,  680  of  variola,  26  of  tuberculosis,  5  of  diphtheria.  1  of  m*^- 
«le8,  and  1  of  leprosy,  compared  with  18  notifications  of  yellow  f^ 
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1  of  plagUe,  429  of  variola,  45  of  tuberculosis,  11  of  diphtheria,  3  of 
measles,  1  of  leprosy,  1  of  enteric  fever,  1  of  beriberi,  and  2  of 
malarial  fevers  received  during  the  month  of  May,  1904. 

There  were  3,707  domiciliary  disinfections  made  during  the  month; 
6,007  pieces  of  clothing  were  disinfected  and  1,060  pieces  burned. 
Up  to  the  last  day  of  the  month  the  total  number  of  rats  destroved 
was  107,638. 

There  were  28  examinations  made  at  request  for  the  verification  of 
suspected  cases  of  plague.  Of  this  number  21  were  negative  in  their 
results,  and  7  cases  suspected  were  confirmed  by  these  bacteriological 
examinations. 

The  mosQuito  brigade  made  983  cleansings  of  localities  where  in  for- 
mer years  deaths  of  yellow  fever  had  occurred;  64  foci  of  larvje  were 
destroyed,  35  visits  of  the  sanitarv  vigilancia  were  made,  and  6  per- 
sons ill  with  yellow  fever  were  isolated. 

From  house  roofs — in  number  1,918 — 6,373  baskets  of  debris  were 
removed;  58,097  '•ralos''  and  74,042  ^'tinas"  were  cleansed;  4,309 
water  boxes  were  cleaned;  50,544  automatic  water  tanks  for  water 
closets  were  cleaned;  22,804  tanks  and  2,119  various  other  containers 
were  all  cleansed. 

In  this  work  there  were  consumed  more  than  718  kilos  of  pyreth- 
rum,  13,540  kilos  of  sulphur,  641  liters  of  alcohol,  and  5,383  liters  of 
petroleum. 

The  various  health  oflScials  and  inspectors  made  28,350  domiciliary 
visits.  Of  this  number  7,315  were  made  by  the  sanitary  police  ancl 
the  remainder  by  the  vio^ilancia;  24,843  persons  were  inspected,  18,266 
persons  were  vaccinated  or  re  vaccinated  against  variola,  and  only  64 
against  plague.  Forty -seven  vessels  were  disinfected  while  in  port, 
and  by  means  of  similar  apparatus  on  land,  divers  conduits  for  rain 
water  were  cleansed  and  disinfected  throughout  the  city,  and  from 
these  conduits  the  gratings  in  many  cases  were  taken  up  and  washed, 
and  212  cartloads  of  dirt  and  filth  taken  out. 

The  isolation  hospitals  received  during  the  month  4  persons  ill  with 
yellow  fever,  412  with  variola,  and  6  sick  with  plague.  Of  this  num- 
ber isolated.  2<>0  cases  of  variola  proved  fatal  during  the  month  of 
June,  as  diu  also  2  cases  of  plague,  but  none  of  yellow  fever.  The 
total  number  of  deaths  was  1,661. 

The  thermometer  recorded  as  its  maximdm  during  the  month,  29.3^ 
C,  and  as  its  minimum,  14^  C,  with  a  mean  thermometric  rate  for 
the  month  of  19.08-  C. 

As  regards  the  movement  of  the  population  of  this  city  during 
June,  there  was  an  excess  of  3,508  entrances  over  departures  by  sea 
and  land.

Plague  is  epidemic  at  Canton,  Amoy,  Fuchau,  and  Southern  Formosa. 
There  were  4  deaths  from  cholera  at  Hanoi  on  June  17,  1904. 

The  plague  is  said  to  prevail  widely  in  the  China  districts  of  Honam, 
Fatshan,  Fungkun,  and  Foti,  with  a  verj'  high  fatality. 

It  is  reported  that  an  epidemic  disease,*  believed  to  be  rinderpest,  has 
swept  away  most  of  the  game,  and  every  variety  of  deer,  bison,  and 
wild  boar  from  many  of  the  large  jungles  of  lower  Burma,  the  favor- 
ite hunting  grounds  of  sportsmen  from  Rangoon.  The  possibility  of 
the  disease  being  plague  may  direct  attention  to  hides,  etc.,  shipped 
from  that  section. 

It  is  reported  that  a  modern  sewerage  system  for  Hanoi  is  assured. 

Nearly  all  oriental  ports  maintain  quarantine  against  arrivals  from 
Hongkong.

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  bad,  and  considerable  sickness 
is  reported  in  the  city. 

During  the  week  ended  August  6,  1904,  one  vessel  was  inspected  at 
this  port  and  bill  of  health  issued  for  the  United  States.  Total  crew, 
65;  passengers,  8.  The  vessel  was  in  good  sanitary  condition  and  no 
sickness  on  board. 

Considerable  sickness  still  exists  in  the  city  and  there  is  no  improve- 
ment in  sanitary  conditions. 

Report  from  Matanzas — Scarlet  fever  and  enteric  fever — Sanitary  con- 
ditions unsatisfactory. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  August  9,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  6,  1904,  bills  of  health  were  issued 
to  6  vessels  bound  for  points  in  the  United  States. 

There  have  been  reported  since  last  week  5  new  cases  of  scarlatina 
and  1  of  enteric  fever  originating  in  this  city.  For  the  reasons  stated 
in  my  previous  report,  it  is  very  difficult  to  ascertain  the  exact  number 
of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  prevailing,  since  they  are  not  all  reported  to 
the  health  officer.  To  my  knowledge  no  deaths  have  occurred  in  the 
city  from  this  disease  up  to  the  present  time.  Recently  one  of  the 
citv  physicians  has  been  assigned  to  attend  all  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
only,  with  the  view  of  preventing  the  transmission  of  the  contagion; 
but  the  sanitary  guards  which  proved  so  successful  in  other  instances 
have  not  been  reestablished,  the  claim  being  made  that  the  city  is  very 
abort  of  police  and  of  means  to  hire  extra  force  to  attend  the  numerous 
bfected  places  rec^uiring  isolation. 

On  close  investigation  into  the  origin  of  the  prevailing  cases  of 
enteric  fever  in  this  city,  it  has  been  found  that  in  every  instance 
except  one  the  water  supply  had  been  taken  from  the  citv  wells 
instead  of  from  the  aqueduct,  or  main  source,  which  fact  would  indi- 
cate the  possibility  of  the  former  being  contaminated.  Here  again  the 
city  has  a  difficult  problem  to  confront  to  remedy  this  evil.  The 
water  rent  from  the  main  source  is  so  high  (about  $4  per  month)  that 
it  is  beyond  the  means  of  the  poorer  classes,  and  these  are  compelled 
^o  use  it  from  a  different  source  of  supply,  either  from  wells  or  cis- 
terns, whether  it  be  wholesome  or  not,  inasmuch  as  the  city,  through 
lack  of  means,  is  unable  to  provide  for  this  public  necessity;  hence  tne 
impracticability  for  the  present  time  of  forbidding  the  use  of  the  con- 
taminated water  from  the  city  wells  and  the  possibility  of  the  existing 
conditions  being  allowed  to  stand  indefinitely. 

The  mortuary  statistics  of  Matanzas  for  the  first  ten  days  of  August 
will  be  submitted  with  my  next  report.

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  July  16  was  a  little 
higher  than  in  the  preceding  week,  amounting — calculated  on  the 
year— to  14.7  i>er  1,<MM)  of  the  population,  this  being  lower  than  llie 
rate  for  the  same  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  1,5.7  per 
l,<mo.     The  following  cities  had  a  lower  death  rate  than  Berlin,  namely: 
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Kiel,  Crefeld,  Altona,  Charlottenburg  (with  12.7),  Schdneberg  (with 
10.4),  and  London  (with  12.9  per  1,000).  The  following  cities  had 
a  considerably  higher  death  rate  than  Berlin,  viz:  Hamburg,  Stutt- 

Krt,  Dresden^  Hanover,  Bremen,  Rixdorf  (with  18.2),  Munich,  Nurem- 
rg,  Strasburg,  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Brunswick,  Halle,  Leipzig, 
Breslau,  Stettin  (with  29.8),  as  well  as  Paris  and  Vienna.  The  increase 
in  the  number  of  deaths  since  the  preceding  week  was  confined  exclu- 
sively to  children  in  the  first  year  of  life.  The  rate  of  mortality 
among  infants  rose  to  4.9  per  year  and  thousand,  this  being,  however, 
less  than  half  the  Leipzig  rate  and  lower  than  the  Hamburg  and  Mu- 
nich figures.  Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  showed  no 
important  variation,  causing  54  deaths.  Acute  diseases  of  the  intesr 
tines,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  an  increase,  and  claimed  97  victims. 
Twenty-nine  infants  succumbed  to  cholerine.  Furthermore  there  were 
regbtered:  Eighty -seven  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis,  10  deaths 
from  scarlet  fever,  6  deaths  from  diphtheria,  8  deaths  from  measles,  3 
cases  of  smallpox,  7  cases  of  enteric  fever  (3  deaths),  and,  finally,  11 
persons  died  by  violence.

In  his  annual  report  for  1902  the  sanitary  commissioner  with  the 
Government  of  India  remarks: 

^*In  every  province  except  three  the  number  of  recoixied  births 
exceeded  the  deaths.  In  the  Punjab,  where  the  death  rate  from  plaeue 
alone  was  8.52  per  mille,  the  death  rate  was  0.3  per  thousand  nigher 
than  the  birth  rate;  and  in  Bombay,  where  the  plague  death  rate  was 
10  per  mi  lie,  the  death  rate  exceeded  the  birth  i-ate  by  4.88  per  thou- 
sand. In  the  small  province  of  Coorg  the  death  rate  was  3.14  higher 
than  the  birth  rate,  not  because  the  deaths  were  excessively  numerous, 
but  because  the  number  of  births  recorded  was  small." 

Passing  by  Punjab  and  Coorg,  what  is  said  about  Bombay  Presidency 
applies  also  to  Bombay  City — i.  e.,  that  the  deaths  far  outnumber  the 
births.

The  striking  excess  of  deaths  over  births  in  Bombay  City  gives  poor 
promise  for  the  recovery  by  the  city  of  the  population  which  it  had 
attained  in  1891  and  which  was  steadily  increasing  till  plague  broke 
out  in  1896.

This  shows  a  death  rate  for  the  first  half  of  1904  of  66.72  per  mille 
from  all  causes,  and  a  total  birth  rate  for  the  same  period  of  21.71  per 
mille,  or,  in  other  words,  the  excess  of  death  rate  over  birth  rate  nas 
been  45.01  per  mille.  Very  naturally  this  excess  is  far  greater  than 
that  which  will  be  found  during  the  last  half  of  the  year  on  account  of 
the  great  reduction  in  plague  mortality  between  June  and  October 
each  year.  The  following  summarized  table  will  give  an  idea  of  the 
chief  causes  of  death  in  1902  as  contrasted  with  the  figures  for  1901 
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and  with  the  mean  of  the  preceding  five  years.    The  figures  are  for 
the  presidency:

A  detailed  investigation  was  made  by  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon 
Ferguson  and  myself  of  conditions  in  Montemorelos,  from  which  place 
we  returned  last  night. 

We  found  that  the  records  show  icterus  to  be  a  common  cause  of 
death,  but  curiously  enough  the  mortality  from  this  disease  appears 
to  be  confined  to  infants  from  a  few  hours  to  a  week  or  10  days  old. 
The  dia^oses  of  the  cases  so  recorded  were  without  exception  made 
by  the  civil  judge,  a  layman,  and  were  based  on  the  account  of  some 
friend  or  relative  of  the  deceased,  inasmuch  as  but  a  very  small  pro- 
portion of  the  sick  are  attended  by  a  physician.  During  July,  1904, 
for  example,  there  were  in  all  38  deaths  recorded,  and  of  these  only 
5  were  reported  by  physicians. 

The  common  occurrence  of  icterus  in  the  new  born,  combined  with 
the  usual  large  infant  mortality  and  lay  ignorance,  appear  to  be  respon- 
sible for  the  large  mortuary  records. 

Mortality  of  Monterey  for  month  of  July  ^  190 Jf., 

August  4,  1904. 

During  the  week  ended  July  30,  1904,  nothing  of  special  sanitary 
interest  occurred. 

During  the  month  of  July  there  was  recorded  in  this  city  a  total  of 
261  deaths  in  a  population  (census  1900)  of  72,963,  making  a  mortality 
rate  of  42.9  per  1,0(»0  annually.  A  very  large  proportion  (34.4  per 
cent)  of  this  mortality  was  among  children  under  1  year  of  age. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were:  Diseases  of  the  gastro-mtestinal 
tract,  <5;  tuberculosis,  29;  pulmonary  diseases  (chiefly  pneumonia), 
22;  tetanus,  10;  hepatic  diseases,  6;  and  malarial  diseases,  2.  Of  the 
75  deaths  caused  by  diseases  of  the  gastro-intestinal  tract  32  were  of 
children  1  year  or  less  old. 

I  am  unable  to  learn  that  any  quarantinable  disease  was  reported  in 
this  section  of  the  Republic  during  the  month  just  ended. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  delegate  of  the  superior  board  of  health 
the  sanitary  work  against  yellow  fever  is  being  carried  on.  The  fumi- 
gation of  houses  ana  shacks  is  being  continued. 

Examination  of  the  mortuary  recoitls  shows  a  fairly  satisfactory 
state  of  affairs.  There  was  recorded  during  the  month  of  July  just 
passed  a  total  of  32  deaths.      During  the  corresponding  month  of 
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1902  there  were  recorded  28  deaths,  while  in  July  of  1903  a  record  of 
44  deaths  indicates  the  beginning  of  the  yellow  fever  epidemic. 
Further  examination  reveals  that  in  July,  1903,  the  prominent  causes  of 
death  were  bilious  and  paludic  fevers,  whereas  neither  of  these  appears 
in  the  records  for  July,  1902  or  1904. 

Inspection  of  Allende^  State  of  Coahuila, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ferguson  reports,  August  6,  through 
Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger,  as  follows: 

1  visited,  August  5,  the  city  of  Allende,  Coahuila,  returning  from 
there  this  morning. 

The  city  has  a  population  of  7,000— all  Mexicans.  The  principal 
causes  of  death  are  gastro-enteric  and  acute  infectious  diseases  in 
children  under  2  vears.  Of  the  16  deaths  which  occurred  in  July  this 
year  11  were  children  under  1  3^ear  of  age,  and  of  these  8  died  with- 
out medical  assistance,  which  is  about  the  usual  proportion  in  country 
districts.  There  is  considerable  pulmonary  tuberculosis  among  adults, 
and  it  is  a  rather  common  cause  of  death. 

For  the  first  six  months  of  the  present  j^ear  the  death  rate  has  been 
about  27  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  about  19  per  thousand  for 
the  same  period  last  3  ear.  But  the  same  diseases  prevail  this  year  as 
last,  except  that  they  are  more  widespread. 

Examination  of  the  records  for  the  months  of  August,  September, 
October,  and  November  of  last  year,  while  yellow  fever  was  raging  in 
Monterey  and  other  points,  shows  no  increase  in  the  mortality  rate  for 
that  period  and  no  record  of  anything  which  could  be  considered  at 
all  suspicious. 

The  rainfall  is  very  slight,  and  as  a  consequence  there  is  no  standing 
water  about  the  city.  W  ater  ditches  run  all  through  the  city,  but  the 
water  flows  nearly  every  day  and  furnishes  no  breeding  place  for 
mosquitoes. 

During  my  stay  in  the  city  I  made  search  in  the  ditches  and  in  the 
onlv  patio  I  had  opportunity  to  enter,  but  found  no  larvae. 

"f here  is  a  well  in  nearh^  every  patio,  and  from  these  wells  the  inhab- 
itants obtain  their  water  supply  for  household  purposes,  thus  obviating 
the  necessity  for  keeping  water  standing  about  tlie  premises  in  open 
buckets  and  barrels. 


Bepm^tfrorn  Progrew  and  Mt^ridn — Inspection  ofi^mels —  YeUmn  fever. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
August  5,  1904:  Estimated  population,  8,000;  quarantinable  diseases, 
none;  deaths  from  all  causes,  5.  Geneml  condition  fairly  good, 
but  Merida  should  be  considered  infected  from  case  reported  July  24, 
and  which  died  July  27,  until  officially  reported  free  of  the  fever.

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Report  from  Tavipico — Mal<iri<il  diseases, 

A^istant  Surgeon  McClintic  reports,  August  1,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  Jul  V  30, 1904,  six  bills  of  health  were  issued.  Fumigated 
and  certified  the  British  steamship  Mancnma^  July  25,  for  Newport 
News;  Swedish  steamship  Svealand,  July  29,  for  ferth  Amboy;  and 
Norwegian  steamship  Farmand^  July  29,  for  Galveston.  Except  for 
a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  malarial  diseases  the  nealth 
of  the  port  continues  about  the  same,  there  being  no  cases  of  yellow 
fever  reported. 

Mosquitoes  are  abundant  and  very  annoying. 

The  mortality  report  for  the  city  of  Tampico  shows  a  total  of  35 
deaths  from  all  causes  for  the  two  weeks  ended  July  30.  To  inter- 
mittent fever  were  attributed  3  deaths;  to  cachexia,  2;  to  cirrhosis  of 
liver,  1;  and  to  tuberculosis,  8. 

Report  froTn  Veracruz — Inspection  of  vessels —  Yellow  fever. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  August  9,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  6,  1904,  6  vessels  bound  for  United 
States  ports  were  inspected  and  given  bills  of  health.  The  following 
vessels  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxid  and  given  certificates: 
August  2,  German  steamship  AdeJheld  MenzelU  bound  for  Mobile; 
August  4,  Norwegian  steamship  NorJveiin^  bound  for  New  Orleans; 
August  5,  British  steamship  Ccwella^  bound  for  New  Orleans;  August 
6,  British  steamship  Elmoiclc  Urange^  bound  for  Galveston. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  26 
deaths  (41.6  per  1,000  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes,  including  1 
from  pernicious  fever  and  6  from  tuberculosis. 

Two  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported  during  the  week,  both 
on  August  5.     One  of  the  cases  occurred  at  San  Juan  de  Uloa  Fortress. 

NICARAGUA. 

Report  from  Bluefields^  fruit  port. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Reilley  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
July  30, 1904.  Present  officially  estimated  population,  4,000;  1  death; 
prevailing  diseases,  malarial  fever  and  tuberculosis;  general  sanitary 
condition  of  this  port  and  the  surrounding  country  during  the  week, 
good.

Reports  from  Colon — Inspection  of  vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mohr  reports,  July  16  and  19,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  30,  1904,  the  following-named  vessels 
cleared  for  ports  in  the  Unitea  States: 

British  steamship  Loulsianian  for  New  Orleans,  via  Jamaica  and 
Mexican  ports,  July  26,  with  46  crew  and  39  passengers. 

American  steamship  Sei/uranea  for  New  York,  July  27,  with  70 
crew  and  58  passengers. 

British  bai*kentine  Gallovldian  for  Pascagoula,  July  29,  with  Screw 
and  no  passengers. 

Norwegian  steamship  Preston  for  New  Orleans,  via  Limon,  July  29, 
with  30  crew  and  no  passengers. 

Mortxiary  statistics  of  Colon  ^  J^ly^  ^904 — Yell</w  fever  at  Ancon. 

Total  number  of  deaths  during  the  month,  31,  from  the  following 
causes:  Fevers,  not  specified,  8;  pernicious  fever,  1;  dysentery,  1; 
pneumonia,  1;  tuberculosis,  1;  croup,  1;  convulsions,  1;  hemorrhage, 
1;  worms,  5;  dropsy,  2;  senility,  1;  stillbirths,  3;  cause  not  given,  5. 

Of  these,  there  were  foreign  whites,  1;  West  Indian  and  other  ne- 
groes, 15;  natives  of  Panama,  14;  Chinese,  1. 

The  ages  ranged  as  follows:  Under  1  year,  5;  from  1  to  5  years,  5; 
from  5  to  10  years,  1;  from  20  to  30  years,  2;  from  30  to  40  years,  4; 
from  40  to  50  years,  3;  from  50  to  60  years,  4;  60  years  and  over,  7. 
At  an  estimated  population  of  6,000 — the  official  e^^timate  is  8,000,  which 
is  too  high — this  would  give  an  annual  death  rate  of  62  per  1,000. 

I  submit  copy  of  a  communication  received  from  Assistant  Surgeon 
Pierce,  Panama,  in  which  he  reports  the  occurrence  of  another  case  of 
yellow  fever. 

IXCLOSURE. 

Ancon,  Canal  Zone,  August  i,  190^* 
There  is  at  present  one  case  of  yellow  fever  isolated  at  the  hospital 
in  Ancon.  The  patient  is  a  ^Spaniard  who  came  to  Panama  from 
Europe  via  Colon  early  in  July.  He  was  taken  sick  in  the  Gran 
Hotel  (Spanish)  near  the  plaza  iSanta  Ana  in  this  city.  The  building 
has  been  disinfected.

At  the  request  of  the  agent  1  inspected  the  crew  and  passengers  and 
count4?rsigned  the  United  States  consular  bill  of  healtn  for  tne  Ger- 
man steamship  Hungarian  bound  to  Ldraon,  thence  to  Colon.  She  had 
12  passengers  for  Colon;  11  were  furnished  health  certificates,  1  did 
not  apply  for  certificate.  The  American  schooner  Intrepid  is  in  the 
local  tracie  to  Colon;  passengers  were  furnished  health  certificates. 


PERSIA. 

Report  from  Teheran — Cholera  epidemic. 

Vice-Consul-General  Tvler  reports,  June  16,  as  follows: 

Cholera  still  prevails  in  Teheran  and  villages,  although  I  am  told 
with  diminished  violence.  In  Koom,  Sultanabad,  Hamadan  and  neigh- 
boring districts  it  continues  to  claim  daily  a  good  many  victims,  but 
atj  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  temperature  last  night,  which  was  cooler 
than  we  have  had  it  for  some  time  past,  we  may  expect  conditions 
more  favorable  for  its  departure.  The  rooms  in  the  legation  and  in 
my  own  house,  both  of  which  are  comparatively  cool,  have  an  average 
during  the  day  of  about  80^. 

Sunday,  the  9th  instant,  had,  I  believe,  the  heaviest  list  of  cases  since 
the  beginning.  It  probably  reached  between  400  and  500  during  the 
twenty -four  hours. 

The  only  statistics  we  are  able  to  procure  are  such  as  are  supplied 
by  the  morgues  or  washhouses  where  the  bodies  are  preparea  for 
interment,  but  these  figures  do  not  represent  the  whole  mortality,  for 
where  relatives  have  convenience  ana  the  means  for  making  purifica- 
tion the  preparation  is  made  at  home,  and  this  is  especially  the  case 
with  women  and  children. 

The  city  still  remains  under  the  influence  of  the  panic,  although  the 
villages  and  summer  resorts  have  given  quite  as  large  a  percentage  of 
fatal  cases  as  the  city. 

There  are  not  wanting^  symptoms  that  the  epidemic  is  exhausting 
itself  preparatory  to  its  final  disappearance. 

PERU. 

Reports  from  Callno — Plague  conditions — Measures  against  rats. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports,  July  12  and  14,  as  follows:  During 
the  week  ended  July  9  there  were  4  new  cases  of  plague  in  Lima, 
with  2  deaths.     Seven  patients  were  discharged  as  recovered. 
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In  Lima  andCallao  175  rate  and  5,040  mice  were  trapped  and  killed^ 
14  houses  were  disinfected,  and  numerous  rat  holes  were  filled  with 
cement.     Dead  rats  were  found  in  five  places  in  Lima  during  the  week. 

INCLOSURE. 

Circular  relative  to  enforcement  of  United  St^itesguaniutine  regulaiiof%*. 

Consulate  op  the  United  States  of  America, 

CcUlao,  Pern, ,1904. 

To  steanmhip  comjHinie^^  aqenlH^  masters^  phyHician^*  of  merc/tau/  re*- 
seh^  and  others  concerned: 

Gentlemen:  Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  following  require- 
ments of  the  United  States  quarantine  i-egulations  which  are  to  be 
olwerved  in  this  port  by  vessels  bound  for  pjorts  in  the  United  States^ 
and  the  Republic  of  Panama. 

The  bill  of  health  should  conform  to  that  prescribed  by  the  United 
States  quarantine  regulations,  and  requires  a  statement  of  the  Minitary 
condition  of  passengers  and  crew  landed  at  this  port.  In  order  to 
determine  this,  the  inspecting  officer  will  board  the  vessel  on  her 
arrival  and  if  necessary  inspect  the  passengers  landing.  At  this  time 
the  crew  will  be  inspected  and  the  snipes  manifests  and  bills  of  health 
from  previous  ports  will  be  examined.  Agents  who  contemplate  clear- 
ing vessels  for  ports  in  the  United  States  or  the  Republic  of  Panama 
are  requested  to  notify  the  officer  of  the  United  States  Public  Health 
and  Marine-Hospital  Service  detailed  for  duty  at  the  United  States 
consulate  of  the  day  of  expected  arrival  of  such  vessels  as  well  at^ 
the  day  of  intended  departure. 

Vessel  and  cargo. 

Vessels  should  be  mechanically  clean.  Garbage  or  refuse  of  any 
kind,  or  the  droppings  of  animals,  should  not  be  allowed  to  accumu- 
late in  a  manner  tnat  will  entice  or  form  a  breeding  place  for  flies. 

Household  goods,  personal  eflfects,  l)edding  and  second-hand  articles 
generally,  rags  and  textile  fabrics  used  in  the  manufacture  of  paper 
and  fo/  other  purposes,  feathers,  human  hair  (unmanufactured), 
bristles,  wool,  and  hides  not  chemically  cured  should  not  be  shipped 
unless  accompanied  by  a  proper  certific*ate  of  disinfection. 

Bristles  whi<?h  have  been  ooiled  and  wool  and  new  feathers  which 
have  been  packed  in  naphthalin  preparatory  to  shipment  may  be 
shipped  without  further  treatment. 

Dry  hides  packed  in  naphthalin  may  be  shipped  as  chemically  cured 
hides. 

Salted  hides,  green  or  dry,  are  not  chemically  cured  hides  within  the 
meaning  of  this  regulation. 

Earth,  loam,  soft  or  porous  rock  should  not  l)e  taken  as  halla^^t  at 
ports  infected  with  cholera  or  plague.  Street  sweepings,  oily  clean- 
ings, or  anything  containing  organic  refuse  should  not  be  taken  as 
ballast  from  any  port.  WTierever  practicable,  hard-rock  or  clean 
l)each-sand  or  sea- water  balUist  should  be  given  preference. 

At  i)orts  or  places  where  plague  prevail,  every  precaution  must  be 
taken  to  prevent  the  vessel  oecoming  infected  through  the  agency  of 
rat^,  ants,  flics,  flea.s,  or  other  animals. 
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.  At  such  ports  or  places  the  vessel  should  not  lie  at  a  dock,  or  tie  to 
the  shore,  or  anchor  near  any  place  where  such  animals  may  gain  access 
to  the  vessel.  In  case  cables  are  led  to  the  shore  they  should  be 
freshly  tarred  and  provided  with  inverted  cones  or  such  other  devices 
as  may  prevent  rats  and  other  animals  passing  to  the  ship.  The  intro- 
duction of  vermin  on  board  the  vessel  from  lighters  and  all  other 
sources  must  be  guarded  against.  In  such  ports  sulphur  fumigation 
should  be  resort^  to  in  the  holds  when  empty  and  from  time  to  time 
during  loading  in  order  to  destroy  vermin. 

Disinfection  should  be  done  by  daylight  and  will  be  in  accordance 
with  the  United  States  quarantine  regulations.  Usually  from  300  to 
800  pounds  of  sulphur  will  be  required,  according  to  the  cubic  capacity 
of  tne  vessel.  Shallow  iron  pots,  from  20  to  30  in  number,  and  a  tub 
for  each  pot  are  necessary.  Each  pot  should  hold  from  25  to  30  pounds 
of  sulphur.  The  disinfection  will  include  all  parts  of  the  vessel  likely 
to  carry  rats  or  other  vermin,  and,  until  a  proper  sulphur  furnace  can 
be  obtained  this  will  require  detention  for  a  sufficient  length  of  time 
for  the  nece^ssary  combustion  of  the  sulphur. 

Only  surb  vessels  as  do  not  dock  can  be  reasonably  assured  that  dis- 
infection here  will,  if  all  other  regulations  are  complied  with,  exempt 
the  vessel  from  disinfection  at  ports  in  the  United  States  and  Panama, 
provided  that  there  is  no  chance  for  subsequent  infection. 

Vessels  which  unexpectedly  receive  orders  to  proceed  to  ports  in 
the  United  States,  ana  which  have  lain  at  the  dock  with  properly  con- 
structed rat  guards  on  all  lines  all  of  the  time,  with  lines  freshly  tarred, 
and  which  have  taken  the  other  precautions  enumerated  in  the  United 
States  quarantine  regulations,  will  be  disinfected  as  completely  as 
facilities  and  circumstances  will  permit,  and  for  the  present  bills  of 
health  will  be  issued  setting  forth  the  conditions  under  which  the  ves- 
sels lay  at  the  dock  and  tne  measures  taken  for  the  disinfection  of 
them.  Such  bills  of  health  will  not  necessarily  exempt  the  vessels 
from  a  subsequent  disinfection  when  reaching  a  port  m  the  United 
States  or  the  Republic  of  Panama  until  the  facihties  here  are  such 
thaf  all  parts  of  the  vessels,  including  cabins,  steerage  quarters,  fore- 
castles, engine  rooms,  etc.,  can  be  disinfected  to  kill  vermin. 

Vessels  which  refuse  to  comply  with  the  United  States  quarantine 
regulations  will  not  be  granted  bills  of  health. 

PerBonneL 

Crews  shipped  in  this  port  must  have  a  proper  medical  certificate 
and  their  dunnage  must  be  disinfected. 

There  must  be  no  communication  of  the  crew  with  the  shore  except 
under  supervision,  and  this  must  be  by  daylight.  All  members  of  the 
crew  should  be  on  board  at  night. 

All  cabin  passengers  will  be  required  to  file  with  the  steamship  com- 
pany a  written  statement  as  to  their  exact  place  of  residence,  street  and 
number,  during  the  seven  days  immediately  preceding  their  embarka- 
tion and  when  necessary  should  have  their  enects  disinfected. 

All  steerage  passengers,  in  addition  to  giving  this  information,  will, 
if  destined  for  a  port  m  the  United  States  or  Panama,  be  required  to 
present  a  proper  medical  certificate  before  a  ticket  is  issued,  and  under 
no  circumstances  may  steerage  baggage  or  eflfects  be  received  without 
a  proper  certificate  or  label  of  disinfection.  All  baggage  should  be  so 
placea  that  tlie  labels  are  plainly  visible,  as  there  will  be  an  inspection 
of  baggage  prior  to  sailing. 
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Through  passengers  from  other  ports  should  remain  on  board  while 
the  vessel  is  in  port. 

A  final  inspection  of  vessel  and  personnel  will  be  made  by  daylight 
just  prior  to  sailing.  Crew  and  passenger  lists  must  be  on  board  at 
the  time  of  this  inspection,  as  also  all  persons  who  desire  to  embark. 
Visitors  should  be  dismissed  from  the  vessel  before  the  inspection  w 
begun.  Vessels  which  can  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of  inspei*- 
tlon  and  disinfection  by  daylight  on  the  advertised  day  of  sailing  will 
be  boarded  at  daylight  on  the  following  morning  for  these  nurpo>es. 

Any  question  or  condition  arising  which  is  not  clearlv  uefimHl  in 
this  circular  and  which  concerns  the  application  of  the  U^nited  States 
quarantine  regulations  may  be  referrecl  to  the  officer  of  the  United 
otates  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service  detailed  for  duty 
at  the  United  States  consulate,  Callao.

The  infected  areas,  though  almost  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  were  very 
eflfectually  treated  as  follows: 

1.  The  actual  cases  were  removed  to  the  lazaretto  and  everything 
in  the  rooms  o<»cupied  bv  them  was  burned. 

2.  A  trench  ab<)ut  li  feet  deep,  clear  of  the  sidewalk,  was  dug 
around  each  of  the  infected  squares,  and  a  rat-proof  fence  made  of 
sheets  of  galvanize<l  metal  was  erected  in  such  manner  that  the  sheets 
were  well  sunk  into  the  ground  and  high  enough  to  keep  out  curiosity 
seekers  and  animals. 

3.  The  occupants  were  reciuircd  to  vacate,  and  as  they  went  their 
etfects  were  disinfected. 

4.  All  of  the  floors  were  treated  with  chloride  of  lime  and  the  lower 
3  feet  of  the  outside  walls  was  given  a  coat  of  pitch. 

5.  The  walls  of  all  the  rooms  were  washed  down  with  a  strong  solu- 
tion of  bichloride  of  mercury. 

6.  Where  there  were  double  ceilings  one  floor  was  torn  out  in  order 
to  facilitate  the  extermination  of  rats. 

7.  All  rat  holes  were  filled  with  cement. 

8.  Everything  that  a  rat  could  eat  was  gathered  up  and  removed, 
and  traps  and  poisoned  food  were  distributed  freely. 

The  nouses  in  these  two  squares  will  l)e  kept  isolated,  as  they  are 
bv  the  animal-proof  fence,  until  it  is  believed  that  the  infection  and 
all  the  rats  have  been  exterminated,  when  the  owners  will  be  required 
to  renovate  completely,  including  the  making  of  provisions  for  sun- 
light and  air,  and  after  this  is  done  they  will  be  reoccupied.  The 
question  of  screening  drains  and  sewers  did  not  arise,  as  there  are 
no  such  drains  and  sewers. 

The  particularly  interesting  feature  of  this  work  was  the  early  erec- 
tion of  the  rat-proof  fence  and  the  measures  taken  for  the  extermi- 
nation of  rats.

PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS. 

Hepart'H  from  Manila — Quaranthiahle  dineases — Precautions  against 
hnpoi^tation  of  cholera — Lisped  ion  of  vessels. 

Chief  Quarantine  Officer  Reiser  reports,  June  17  and  30,  and  July 
1,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  June  11,  1904,  the  only  quarantinable  dis- 
eases reported  in  Manila  were  3  eases  of  smallpox^  with  2  deaths. 

Cholera. 

No  cases  of  cholera  have  been  reported  during  the  week  from  any 
part  of  the  Philippines.  The  islands  are  still  threatened  by  the  pres- 
ence of  the  disease  in  Hongkong  and  Saigon.  At  the  former  port 
there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  increase  in  the  number  of  cases,  ana  the 
situation  does  not  seem  to  warrant  the  imposition  of  live  clays'  quar- 
antine at  this  writing.  In  addition  to  the  measures  imposed  upon 
vessels  at  Hongkong  prior  to  sailing,  they  now  call  at  Mariveles  berore 
coming  to  Manila,  where  a  thorough  inspection  is  made  and  any  addi- 
tional disinfection  is  done  that  may  be  necessary.  The  inspection  at 
Mariveles  also  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  to  search  for  fresh 
vegetables  and  other  prohibited  articles  that  may  have  gotten  aboard 
unauthorized.  If,  upon  the  completion  of  this  inspection,  everything 
is  found  satisfactonr,  the  vessel  proceeds  to  Manila  without  detention. 
It  is  believed  that  by  this  method  of  treating  Hongkong  vessels  the 
Islands  are  as  efficiently  safeguarded  against  the  invasion  of  cholera 
as  by  a  five  days'  detention,  and  the  losses  and  annoyances  to  the  ship- 
ping interests  and  traveling  public  are  reduced  to  a  minimum.  The 
cholera  situation  in  Saigon  appears  to  be  growing  worse.  The  bills 
of  health  report  a  few  cases,  but  practically  all  the  masters  of  vessels 
arriving  from  Saigon  state  that  the  disease  is  on  the  increase. 

Plague, 

It  is  very  encouraging  to  be  able  to  report  that  while  the  disease  is 
increasing  in  the  countries  which  surround  the  Philippines,  during  the 
week  covered  by  this  report  there  were  no  cases  and  no  deaths 
reported  in  Manila. 

SmaUpox, 

This  disease  is  gradually  increasing  throughout  the  Islands  and  its 
detection  on  vessels  is  becoming  more  frequent.  The  board  of  health 
has  almost  perfected  its  plans  for  vaccinating  the  entire  population  of 
the  Islands.  The  city  of  Manila  is  now  undergoing  this  process  and 
its  good  effect  is  already  becoming  apparent  by  the  lessening  number 
of  cases. 

The  following  vessels  cleared  for  United  States  ports  during  the 
week: 

June  6,  the  schooner  Okanogan  for  Port  Townsend. 

June  10,  the  schooner  Qmimerce  for  Astoria. 

June  11,  the  ship  James  Drummond  for  Port  Townsend. 

All  of  these  vessels  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  and  the  crews  and 
passengers  inspected  and  passed  on  board  just  prior  to  sailing. 
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The  only  quarantinable  diseases  reported  in  Manila  during  the  week 
ended  June  18,  1904,  were  2  cases  of  smallpox  with  1  death.  No 
cholei-a  or  plague  was  reported. 

The  following  vessels  cleared  for  the  United  States: 

June  15,  1904,  the  United  States  army  transport  Thomas.  Before 
sailing,  the  transport  proceeded  to  the  Mariveles  Quarantine  Station 
where  the  crew  and  steerage  passengers  were  bathed  and  their  effects 
disinfected.  All  suspicious  cargo  was  also  disinfected,  remainder 
inspected  and  passed. 

June  15,  1904,  the  British  steamer  PharsaHa  cleared  for  New  York 
via  Cebu.     Cargo  placed  on  board  here  was  inspected  and  passed. 

June  18,  1904,  the  American  schooner  Crecent  cleared  for  Portland, 
Oreg.  The  vessel  was  fumigated,  but  sailed  without  awaiting  inspec- 
tion by  the  quarantine  officer  on  duty  in  the  bay,  as  directed. 

During  the  week  ended  June  25,  1904,  the  only  quarantinable  dis- 
eases reported  in  Manila  were  1  case  of  plague  and  1  of  smallpox. 

The  contagious-disease  report  of  Manila  is  particularly  encoui-^ng 
at  this  time,  because  the  quarantinable  diseases  in  the  near-by  foreign 
countries  have  been  decidedly  on  the  increase.  At  Hongkong  alone  99 
cases  of  plague  were  reported  for  the  two  weeks  ended  June  25,  1904. 
At  Amoy  plague  is  reported  to  be  increasing  very  rapidly.  At  Saigon 
the  cholera  situation  remains  unchanged.  The  French  bills  of  healtli 
report  cholera  as  being  present  in  the  interior,  but  information 
obtained  from  ship  captains  is  to  the  effect  that  the  disease  is  also  pres- 
ent in  the  port  of  Saigon.  The  masters  of  vessels  plying  between 
this  port  and  Saigon  have  shown  a  great  willingness  to  aid  in  prevent- 
ing tne  introduction  of  cholera  from  that  port.  So  far  as  it  has  been 
possible  to  ascertain,  they  have  faithfully  carried  out  the  suggestions 
that  none  of  their  crews  be  permitted  to  go  ashore,  to  take  alxmrd  no 
fresh  vegetables,  and  not  to  take  any  water  at  Saigon  if  it  can  possibly 
be  avoided.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  no  available  data  upon 
the  wholesomeness  of  the  Saigon  water,  every  ship  that  arrives  here 
from  that  port  carrying  Saigon  water  is  required  to  discharge  the 
same  before  entering  the  harbor  and  the  tanks  are  disinfected  with 
permanganate  of  potassium. 

The  steamer  Tremont  sailed  for  Tacoma  June  21,  1904.  It  may  be 
well  to  observe  here  that  this  is  one  of  the  largest  vessels  on  the  Pacific 
and  that  she  was  fumigated  throughout  with  sulphur  while  in  this  port 
by  the  pot  method.  AH  cargo  and  baggage  was  inspected,  suspected 
articles  being  disinfected  and  so  labeled.  The  passengers  were  inspected 
on  board  just  prior  to  sailing. 

The  steamer  Seneca  cleared  for  New  York  June  23,  1904.  The  ves- 
sel was  inspected  and  passed  just  prior  to  sailing.

Great  Britain— ^n^/^nrf  and  Wales, — The  deaths  registered  in  76 
great  towns  in  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  July  23, 
1904,  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  14.1  per  1,000  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  15,271,287. 

Londtm. — One  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles  49,  scarlet  fever  4,  diph- 
theria 14,  whooping  cough  21,  enteric  fever  5,  1  from  smallpox,  and 
diarrhea  161.  The  deaths  from  all  cAuses  correspond  to  an  annual  i*ate 
of  14.vS  per  1,000.  In  Greater  London  1,835  deaths  were  registered. 
In  the  *' outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  5  from  diphtheria,  5  from 
measles,  8  from  scarlet  fever,  and  2  from  whooping  cough. 

Ireland. — ^The  average  annual  death  mte  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  July  23,  1904,  in  the  21  principal 
town  districts  of  Ireland  was  15.6  per  1,000  of  the  population*,  which 
is  ei^timated  at  1,093,289.  The  lowest  rate  was  recorded  in  Ballymena, 
viz,  4.8,  and  the  highest  in  Newry,  viz,  25.2  per  1,000.  In  Dublin  and 
suburbs  131  deaths  were  registered,  including  enteric  fever  2,  measles 
5,  whooping  cough  3,  and  24  from  tuberculosis.

The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  regis- 
tered from  all  causes  was  518,  including  diphtheria  3,  measles  12, 
scarlet  fever  3,  smallpox  2,  and  22  from  whooping  cough.

UNITED   STATES. 


The  Seco7id  Gen^rallntemational  Sanitary  Convention  of  the  American 

Republics, 

This  convention  will  beheld  in  Santiago  de  Chile  in  March  or  April, 
19<)5.  The  exact  date  will  be  announced  in  the  September  Bulletin  of 
the  Bureau  of  the  American  Republics. 

The  first  convention  was  held  in  Washington  on  December  2,  1902, 
and  before  adjournment  it  was  agreed  tjiat  the  next  meeting  should  be 
held  in  Santiago  de  Chile  in  March,  1904. 

During  the  summer  of  1903  yellow  fever  prevailed  upon  the  Texas- 
Mexican  border  of  the  United  States  and  at  various  points  in  Mexico, 
demanding  upon  the  part  of  the  sanitary  authorities  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  Republic  of  Mexico  vigorous  repressive  measures  dur- 
ing that  summer  and  fall  and  much  vigilance  during  the  early  spring 
of  1904  to  prevent  a  recurrence. 

It  was  impossible,  therefore,  for  representatives  of  the  public 
health  authorities  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Republic  of  Mexico 
to  absent  themselves  from  their  respective  fields  of  duty  for  the 
length  of  time  necessary  to  proceed  to  Santiago  de  Chile  and  return. 
By  and  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  International  Sanitary 
Bureau,  therefore,  it  was  decided  to  postpone  the  convention  for  one 
year. 

It  should  be  stated  here  that  this  convention  is  quite  distinct  from 
any  other  international  medical  congress.  It  is  official  in  character, 
and  is  to  be  held  in  accordance  with  resolutions  adopted  by  the  second 
international  conference  of  the  American  States,  held  in  the  City  of 
Mexico,  October,  1901,  to  January,  1902,  the  said  resolutions  for- 
mulating an  international  sanitary  policy. 

Active  preparations  are  being  made  in  the  United  States  to  insure 
afnll  representation,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  meeting  in  Santiago 
de  Chile  will  be  of  great  interest 
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[Reports  to  the  Surgeon-General,  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service.]

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hammond  reports,  through  Surgeon 
Mclntosn,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  August  13, 1904:  Number  cases  smallpox  under  super- 
vision, 14;  previously  reported,  14;  new  cases,  0;  houses  under  quar- 
antine, 3;  persons  vaccinated,  0;  miles  of  territory  covered,  60. 

Transactions  on  account  of  yellou)  fei^er  at  Laredo,   Tex, — Fever  in 
vicinity  of  San  Diego, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  MacGregor  reports,  through  Passed 
Assistant  Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

San  Diego,  Tex.,  August  9,  190 J^. 

One  new  case  of  fever,  seen  to-day — a  child,  age  3  years,  sick  seven 
days,  was  brought  in  from  a  ranch  12  miles  from  here.  Two  other 
children  have  been  sick  with  the  same  fever;  one,  age  9,  died  after  18 
days'  sickness — the  other,  age  7,  is  now  sick  at  the  ranch.  I  shall 
visit  the  one  here  to-morrow  morning  and  send  you  specimen  of  blood. 

Some  cases  are  still  prevailing  at  Alice;  no  cases  that  1  am  cognizant 
of  at  either  Hebbronville  or  Realitos. 

It  has  been  very  warm  and  raining  in  San  Diego  and  vicinity. 

Conditions  at  San  Diego — Case  of  fetter, 

San  Diego,  Tex.,  Au^f^ivst  16,  190^, 
Conditions  are  improving  fairly  in  San  Diego.     One  case  of  spinal 
meningitis,  a  child  aged  13,  brought  from  the  vicinity  of  Benavides, 
died  here  last  night. 
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I  saw  1  new  case  of  fever  this  morning,  a  Mexican,  aged  34,  sick 
with  continued  fever  for  10  days.     I  shall  see  him  again  to-day. 

Ckmditions  at  Qri'pxis  Christi — Mal<irial  fever. 

Corpus  Christi,  Tex.,  August  7^,  IQOi,. 

I  arrived  in  Corpus  Christi  on  the  10th  instant.  I  find  that  the  city 
authorities  are  not  doing  anything  to  keep  up  the  mosquito  campaign, 
and  mosquitoes  are  abundant. 

Yesterday  I  saw  a  case  of  malarial  fever,  age  4  months,  which  had 
arrived  from  Brownsville  August  1,  taken  sick  with  chill,  fever  fol- 
lowing on  the  8th,  since  which  time  the  symptoms  are  clearly  malarial, 
controlled  bv  quinine;  temperature  105^  on  the  11th  and  100°  on  the 
12th. 

One  case  arrived  here  last  night  from  Zarita,  on  the  Brownsville 
railroad,  an  engineer,  aged  28.  He  was  taken  with  a  severe  chill  on 
August  10;  pftin  in  the  back  and  whole  body;  severe  headache,  vomit- 
ing dark,  coffee-colored  fluid.  These  symptoms  continued  until  to-day. 
Temperature,  August  11,  in  the  evening,  105.5°;  has  had  sponging 
all  day  with  cold  water;  temperature  this  evening,  99°;  feels  better; 
tongue,  whitish  coat,  flaccid,  not  pointed;  pulse.  84:  e^'^es,  yellowing 
and  congested;  skin,  yellow;  urine,  dark,  but  mixed  with  feces;  was 
unable  to  get  sample  for  examination;  the  case  looks  like  one  of  per- 
nicious miliaria. 

Physicians  report  a  number  of  cases  lately  that  are  usually  taken 
with  chills,  fever,  and  aching  of  limbs  and  back,  some  cases  lasting 
three  or  four  days,  others  for  as  long  as  two  or  three  weeks. 

Cases  seen  are  similar  to  those  that  were  investigated  in  Alice  and 
ricinity. 

I  shall  return  to  San  Diego  August  13. 

Improved  conditions  at  Alice. 

August  17,  1904. 

1  visited  Alice  yesterday,  and  from  information  furnished  by  the 
local  physicians  I  am  led  to  believe  that  the  town  is  in  better  condi- 
tion with  regard  to  sickness  and  from  a  sanitary  standpoint. 

In  Corpus  Christi  I  find  that  there  are  still  many  cases  of  malarial 
fever  and  continued  fever.  The  case  from  Kingville  is  better;  I 
examined  urine  and  found  no  albumin,  but  considerable  bile  pigments. 
It  is  evidently  the  pernicious  type. 

The  citizens,  inaividually,  are  doing  some  antimosquito  work,  but 
the  city  has  not  so  far  done  anything. 

I  ahall  return  to  San  Diego  to-morrow  morning. 

Inspection  of  ranches — Conditions  at  Brovmsmlle. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Cock  reports,  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Brownsville,  Tex.,  August  9^  1904. 
Since  leaving  Hidalgo  I  have  inspected  the  Closner  ranch,  an  irri- 
gated plantation  devoted  to  sugar  cane,  bananas,  and  alfalfa,  with  a 
population  of  200.     Some  malarial  fever  is  prevalent,  and  mosquitoes 
are  abundant. 
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Inspection  at  Laredo^  Tex. 

Actipg  Assistant  Surgeon  Hamilton  reports,  through  Passed  Assist- 
ant Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  August  13,  1904.  Passenger  trains  entering  from

Report  from  Cape  Colony  -Plague — Eitamination  for  plagur-infected 

rodents. 

Colonial  Secretary's  Office, 
Cape  Town,  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  July  18^  190^. 
The  following  report  by  the  medical  oflScer  of  health  for  the  colony 
on  the  state  of  the  outbreak  of  bubonic  plague  in  the  Cape  Colony  for 
the  week  ended  July  16,  1904,  is  published  for  general  information. 

Noel  Janisch, 
Under  Colonial  Secretary, 

Port  Elizabeth. — One  case  of  plague  was  discovered  during  the  week,  namely,  a 
native  male,  on  the  16th  instant 

At  the  plague  hospital  3  cases  remain  under  treatment 

Two  hundred  ana  thirty-seven  rata  (37  found  dead),  224  mice  (18  found  dead), 
were  bacteriologically  examined  during  the  week,  of  which  28  rats  and  15  mice 
proved  to  be  plague  infected. 

Other  places, — At  Grahamstown,  East  London,  Uitenhage,  Queenstown,  Kiof 
Williams  Town,  and  Knysna  no  case  of  plague  in  man  or  animals  was  discovered. 

CAP«  TOWN. 

Harbor  board  area  and  shipping  in  harbor. — Number  of  rodents  examined,  150; 
nothing  found  suspicious  of  plague. 

Cape  Town  muntcipal  area. — Number  of  rodents  examined  by  the  medical  officer  ol 
health  for  the  city,  377;  nothing  found  suspicious  of  plague.

Report  from  Flume — Im^pevtlon  of  immi^rantt*. 

Acting  Consular  Agent  La  Guardia  reports,  August  5,  1904,  as 
follows: 

Steamship  UlUmla  sailed  August  4,  destination  New  York;  steerage 
passenj^ers  inspected  316,  rejected  17,  embarked  299;  pieces  of  bag- 
gage insi)ect^a  and  passed  325;  pieces  of  baggage  disinfected  9 
(feathers  and  bedding). 

BRAZIL. 

Report  from  Bahia — Plague  conditions. 

Consul  Fumiss  repoi*t«,  July  26,  as  follows: 

My  last  report  enaed  on  July  15,  to  which  should  be  added  one  death 
of  a  suspect,  reported  too  late*  to  be  included. 

1734 
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On  the  16th  1  case  was  verified  by  bacteriological  examination,  and 
died  on  the  17th;  on  the  I7th  2  cases  were  verified;  on  the  18th  3  cases 
were  verified,  1  of  which  died  on  same  day  in  observation  hospital;  on 
20th  1  case  was  verified  and  1  suspect  death  in  residence;  on  21st  1 
verified  case,  followed  bv  death  in  residence;  on  22d  1  verified  case; 
on  23d  1  verified  case  and  1  suspect  death  in  residence;  on  24:th  2  sus- 
nect  deaths  in  residence;  on  25th  1  verified  case,  which  died  in  resi- 
dence same  day,  and  1  suspect  case. 

The  number  of  cases  verified  by  bacteriological  examination  from 
outbreak  to  and  including  July  25,  1904,  is  24,  of  which  10  have  died. 
There  have  been  5  cases  treated  as  suspects,  2  of  which  have  proved 
negative,  and  in  the  other  3  the  first  bacteriological  examination  has 
been  negative,  but  the  symptoms  and  the  fact  that  other  cases  have 
occurrea  in  same  locality  tend  to  point  to  plague,  and  they  are  being 
90  treated. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  8  have  been  buried  as  "suspects,"  and 
mav  be  considered  as  cases. 

The  authorities  continue  to  be  most  vigilant,  closing  schools,  etc., 
in  neighborhood  of  cases,  disinfecting  houses  and  streets  in  vicinity, 
etc. 

The  cases  are  occurring  among  the  poorer  classes  in  the  tenement 
section.  In  some  instances  the  people  have  either  failed  to  call  in  a 
doctor  to  attend  the  sick,  and  the  first  knowledge  that  the  board  of 
health  has  that  the  deceased  had  symptoms  of  plague  is  when  the 
doctor  designated  to  verify  all  deaths  discovers  it,  or  the  physician  is 
called  in  the  last  moment  to  find  a  patient  more  or  less  moribund  with 
plague  symptoms.  Deaths  in  such  cases  are  reported  as  "suspects," 
and  to  prevent  delay  bacteriological  examination  is  not  maae,  but 
ini^tead  the  body  is  at  once  taken  in  charge  by  the  board  of  health 
officer;*  and  the  premises  are  disinfected,  etc.,  as  is  done  with  verified 
cases. 

All  verified  cases  are  jsent  to  a  plague  hospital  which  has  been  estab- 
lished on  the  site  of  the  maritime  quarantine  station,  the  service  of 
which  has  been  discontinued.  Suspects  are  cared  for  near  by  the  same 
station. 

There  have  been  10  cases  in  the  hospital,  of  which  4  died,  the  12 
remaining  clinically  presenting  all  of  the  symptoms  of  plague,  the 
buboes  oc'curring  in  the  axillary,  crural,  and  inguinal  regions,  and 
some  having  more  than  one  buboe. 

With  the  exception  of  two  who  were  convalescing  prior  to  receipt 
of  serum,  all  have  been  subjected  to  serum  therapy,  the  serum  used 
having  been  prepared  in  the  Fedei*al  Institute  at  Manguinhas,  Rio  de 
Janeiro.  The  four  who  died  entered  the  hospital  in  most  grave  state 
and  died  shortly  after  entering. 

To  this  date  no  dead  rats  have  been  encountered  in  the  sections  of  the 
city  in  which  have  occurred  the  cases  of  plague,  and  particular  search 
has  been  made  for  such  in  the  section  in  which  the  greater  number  of 
cases  are  occurring. 

At  Valenva,  a  small  seaport  town  south  of  Bahia  City,  there  have 
occurred  4  suspect  cases,  all  in  passengers  of  a  small  sailing  vessel 
which  had  as  cargo  food  stuffs,  etc.,  bought  in  a  store  on  the  street 
near  where  the  first  case  occurred.  The  board  of  health  has  sent  offi- 
cials to  investigate  and  take  charge  if  necessary. 
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Report  from  Rio  de  Janeiro — YeUoio  fever  and  plague — Smallpifx 
epidemic — Dysentery  in  Pemamhuco — Typhiis  fever  in  Para, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  July  15,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  9,  1904,  the  following  vessels  were 
inspected  and  issued  bills  of  health  by  this  office:  On  the  5th  instant 
the  British  steamship  Tennyson^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  cottee. 
19  first-class  and  55  steerage  sailed  from  this  port  and  the  Kiver  Plate. 
The  emigrants  from  the  River  Plate  were  brought  to  this  port  by  one 
of  the  Koyal  Mail  steamships,  and  here  transcribed  to  the  Tennymn 
without  being  allowed  to  land  here.  This  vessel  also  took  on  here  2 
new  members  of  the  crew.  On  the  8th  instant  the  British  steamship 
Qaeenhorough^  for  Baltimore,  Md.,  with  a  cargo  of  manganese  ore,  no 
passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew  while  in  this 
port. 

These  were  the  only  vessels  leaving  here  for  United  States  p>orb* 
during  the  week. 

A  case  of  typhus  fever  in  Belem^  Para, 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  the  10th  instant  states  that  on  that  day  there 
had  been  discovered  and  verified  1  case  of  American  typhus  fever  in 
Belem,  the  capital  of  the  State  of  Pai-a,  and  better  known  to  foreignei-s 
by  the  name  of  Para.  The  dispatch  further  states  that  rigid  measures 
have  been  instituted,  and  that  the  person  ill  with  the  disease  was  com- 
pletely and  rigorously  isolated. 

Dysentery  in  Pernanihuco^  Brazil. 

During  the  month  of  June,  1904,  there  were  in  all  1,144  deaths  in 
that  city,  with  a  population  of  from  180,000  to  200,000.  Of  this  num- 
ber dysentery  alone  caused  528,  or  nearly  one-half.  This  is  an  improve- 
ment over  the  month  of  Mav,  with  its  804  deaths  from  that  disease. 
Smallpox  caused  50  deaths  <luring  the  month,  and  tuberculosis  102; 
malarial  fevers,  38;  beriberi,  9;  leprosy,  8,  and  syphilis,  6. 

The  mortality  mte  during  the  first  two  weeLs  of  the  month  was 
74.6  per  thousand,  and  during  the  last  two  weeks  it  was  69.1. 

Scarlet  fever '  in  Monttvideo. 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  the  7th  instant  states  that  during  the  month 
of  May,  1904,  there  were  844  fatal  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  that  city, 
and  during  June  204  deaths  from  that  disease. 

Sanitary  report  from  Rio  de  Janeiro — Epidemic  smallpox. 

During  the  week  ended  July  10,  1904,  there  were  in  all  427  deaths. 
This  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  is  of  course  directly  due  to  the 
increasing  epidemic  of  variola,  which  has  now  assumed  very  consider- 
able proportions.  During  the  week  there  were  106  deaths  from  this 
disease,  with  228  cases  reported,  and  at  the  close  of  the  week  there 
were  in  Hospital  S^o  Sebasti^o  294  cases  under  treatment. 

Yellow  fever  caused  1  death,  with  1  new  case  reported  during  the 
whole  week.  Plague  caused  1  death,  with  3  new  cases  reported.  At 
the  close  of  the  week  there  were  8  cases  of  plague  in  the  plague  hos- 
pital and  no  cases  of  3'ellow  fever  anywhere. 
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There  were  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough,  enteric 
fever,  or  choleraic  diseases  of  children.  There  were  2  deatns  from 
dtpbtberia^  1  death  from  measles,  22  deaths  from  grippe — chiefly  of 
the  intestinal  form,  3  deaths  from  dysentery,  4  from  ben-beri,  1  from 
leprosy,  12  from  malarial  fevers,  and  54  from  tuberculosis. 

The  deaths  occurred,  as  regards  localities,  as  follows:  In  private 
houses,  etc.,  148;  in  civil  hospitals,  205;  in  military  hospitals,  7;  in 
Santa  Casa  de  Misericordia,  56;  in  asylums,  convents,  etc.,  3;  in  ves- 
sels in  port,  none:  and  in  unknown  localities,  8.  As  regards  age,  the 
deaths  were  as  follows:  In  the  first  year  of  life,  76;  in  the  time  between 
1  and  5  vears,  63;  5  to  10  years,  15;  10  to  20,  21;  20  to  30,  79;  30  to 
40,  65;  40  to  50,  43:  50  to  60,  26;  more  than  60  years  of  age,  38;  and 
age  unknown^  1.  Males,  270;  females,  157.  Residents,  333;  foreign- 
ers, 92.     Nationality  unknown,  2. 

The  daily  death  rate  for  the  week  was  61,  in  comparison  with  62.71 
for  the  preceding  week,  and  with  39  for  the  corresponding  week  of 
last  year.  The  annual  coeflScient — at  this  rate  of  deaths  for  the  year 
per  each  1,(M)0  inhabitants  of  the  city — at  a  population  of  850,000  per- 
sons, would  be  26.26.     This  is  very  high. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  during  the  week  was  on  the 
9th  instant,  27.5^  C.,  and  the  lowest  was  on  the  5th  instant,  15.6^  C, 
with  an  average  for  the  week  of  19.26^  C. 

Total  rainfall  for  the  week  was  2.33  mm.

Reports  from   Shanghai — Smallpox — Cholera    reported — Plague     at 

Foochow. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  July  10  and  30,  as  fol- 
lows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  2, 1904,  1  original  bill  and  2  supple- 
mental bills  of  health  were  issued,  the  former  being  granted  to  the 
U.  S.  Navy  transport  Solace^  without  inspection,  at  the  request  of 
the  commanding  officer  and  upon  the  certificate  of  her  surgeon.  There 
were  inspected  2  vessels,  203  crew,  86  cabin  and  184  steerage  passen- 
gers. One  case  of  suspected  smallpox  removed  at  quarantine  from 
the  steamship  China  was  investigated.  The  case  proved  to  be  a  non- 
quarantinable  disease.  There  were  disinfected  7  pieces  of  steer- 
age passengers'  baggage.  Manifests  were  visaed  for  26,811  pieces  of 
freight.     Three  immigrants  were  inspected  and  passed. 

The  report  of  the  municipal  health  officer  shows  for  the  week:  Small- 
pox, 3  deaths;  enteric  fever,  1  case;  diphtheria,  1  case  and  2  deaths; 
tuberculosis,  44  deaths,  and  12  deaths  from  diarrhea.  The  total 
mortality  was  4  foreigners  and  143  natives. 

As  stated  in  a  previous  report,  it  is  rumored  that  cholera  is  present 
within  the  French  concession  and  the  native  cit}',  but  such  rumor  this 
office  has  not  yet  been  able  to  verify. 

The  consul  at  Foochow  reports  that  some  three  weeks  ago  a  few  cases 
of  plague  were  present  at  tnat  place.  No  quarantinable  diseases  are, 
however,  reported  from  outporta  at  this  time. 

During  the  week  ended  Julv  16, 1904, 3  supplemental  and  2  original 
bills  of  health  were  issued.  There  were  inspected  5  vessels,  394  crew, 
54  cabin  and  337  steerage  passengers.  Twelve  cases  of  illness  were 
investigated,  none  of  whicn  proved  to  be  a  quarantinable  disease 
There  were  also  inspected  52  pieces  of  passengers'  baggage,  and  3 
pieces  of  steerage  passengers'  baggage  were  disinfected.  The  amount 
of  freight  visaed  was  28,986  pieces.  Two  immigration  inspections 
were  made  with  no  rejections. 

The  report  of  the  municipal  health  officer  shows  for  the  week:  Small- 
pox, 3  deaths;  enteric  fever,  3  cases;  diphtheria,  1  case,  2  deaths; 
tuberculosis,  31  deaths;  diarrhea,  18  deaths.  The  total  mortality 
reported  was  2  foreigners  and  143  natives. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  reported  from  outports. 

COSTA   RICA. 

Report  from  Linion^  fruit  port — hiqyrored  sanitary  coi\ditions. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Goodman  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
August  13,  1904.  Estimated  population,  4,000;  1  death;  prevailing 
diseases,  malarial  fevers;  general  sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and 
the  surrounding  country  auring  the  week,  fair.  There  seems  to  be 
a  radical  improvement  in  the  health  conditions  of  Limon  for  the  last 
three  weeks,  as  shown  by  greati}'  lessened  mortality  and  a  much  lower 
number  of  inmates  in  the  various  hospitals.  It  must  be  due  to  natural 
causes,  such  as  heavy  rains,  for  nothing  in  the  way  of  sanitation  has 
been  done.

Report  from  Matamds — Scarlet  fever  and  enteric  fever — Enteric  fetter 
on  steuinship  Hathor^  from  Tampico — Leprosy. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  August  16,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  13,  1904,  bills  of  health. were  issued 
to  4  vessels  bound  for  ports  in  the  United  States. 

The  British  steamship  Ilathor^  originally  from  Tampico,  Mexico, 
via  Cardenas,  Cuba,  wnile  undergoing  precautionary  quarantine  at 
this  port,  had  a  case  of  enteric  fever  among  the  crew  about  fourteen 
days  after  leaving  Tampico,  which  fact  would  indicate  the  probability 
of  the  disease  having  been  contracted  at  the  latter  port,  where  the 
patient  went  ashore  on  several  occasions.  The  case  was  sent  by  the 
Cuban  quamntine  officer  to  the  civil  hospital  of  this  city  for  treatment 
as  soon  as  the  nature  of  the  disease  was  determined.  This  vessel  left 
for  New  York  via  Habana,  August  10,  with  no  other  sickness  on 
board  and  having  the  particulars  of  the  case  noted  on  the  bill  of  health. 

A  second  case  of  leprosy  originating  in  this  city,  has  been  reported 
during  the  past  week.  The  patient,  who  is  in  temporary"  detention  at 
the  civil  hospital  of  this  city,  is  a  man  of  about  30  years  of  age,  belong- 
ing to  the  colored  race,  married,  and  with  apparently  healthy  children. 
He  can  furnish  no  information  whatever  that  would  show  any  heredi- 
tary tendency,  nor  can  he  remember  ever  being  in  contact  with  other 
cases  of  this  disease  by  which  the  origin  of  the  infection  could  be 
ascertained.  The  case  belongs  to  the  tubercular  variety  of  leprosy 
and  is  supposed  to  be  of  about  two  years'  duration.  Steps  are  Ibeing 
taken  to  have  the  patient  transferred  to  San  Lazaro  Hospital  in 
Habana. 

Two  new  cases  of  scarlatina  and  three  of  enteric  fever  have  also 
been  reported  in  the  city.  It  is  said  that  numerous  unreported  cases 
of  both  these  diseases  are  prevailing  throughout  town.  The  latter 
disease  is  said  to  be  assuming  such  alarming  proportions  as  to  consti- 
tute an  epidemic.  Local  practitioners  do  not  all  agree  as  to  the  real 
nature  or  the  disease,  although  in  my  opinion,  based  on  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  symptoms  which  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  from  them, 
there  is  very  little  doubt  as  to  the  disease  being  enteric  fever.  Some 
specimens  of  blood  from  these  patients  have  been  sent  to  the  national 
laboratory  in  Habana  for  exammation,  in  order  to  conclusively  settle 
the  controversy  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  disease. 
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The  municipalit}'  of  this  city  is  seriously  considering  the  necessity 
of  estahlishing  a  provisional  lazaretto  for  the  isolation  of  contagious 
diseases.

Yellow  fever,  7;  infectious  fever,  3;  pernicious  fever,  3;  enteric  dis- 
eases, 4;  grippe,  3;  tuberculosis,  3;  fevers  without  classification,  4; 
from  all  other  causes,  20. 

On  July  22  the  steamship  Ilathor^  en  route  from  Chilean  and  Peru- 
vian ports,  cleared  for  San  Francisco.     She  took  no  passengers. 

On  July  26  steamship  Manam  cleared  for  Ancon,  C.  Z.,  with  the 
following  personnel:  Cfrew,  45;  cabin  passengers,  19;  steerage,  10; 
all  told,  74.  This  vessel  left  here  with  no  passengers  booked  for 
Ancon,  but  all  who  had  tickets  for  Puerto  Bolivar  were  destined  for 
the  former  place.  I  noted  this  on  the  bill  of  health.  Both  vessels 
were  fumigated  with  sulphur  before  bill  of  health  was  issued.

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The  condition  of  plague  in  the  south  remains  about  the  same. 
During  the  week  10  cases  and  2  deaths  have  been  reported  from  Payta. 
1  received  information  from  a  reliable  source  that  yellow  fever  is 
present  in  Buenaventura.  As  this  is  the  last  port  at  which  the  coast- 
ing steamers  stop  before  reaching  Ancon  and  is  only  about  thirty-tive 
hours  distant,  1  cabled  Surg.  H.  R.  Carter,  chief  quarantine  oflScer 
Isthmian  Canal  Commission. 

Report  for  month  of  July  ^  190^ — Grippe  epidemic. 

Week  ended  August  3, 1904,  mortality  from  all  causes,  53,  as  follows: 
Yellow  fever,  3;  pernicious  fever,  4;  fever  without  classification,  6; 
grippe,  3;  tuberculosis,  9;  enteric  diseases,  12;  from  all  other  causes, 
16.  During  the  month  ended  July  31  there  were  223  deaths  from  all 
causes,  of  which  24  were  from  yellow  fever  and  27  from  tuberculosis. 
For  the  corresponding  period  last  year  there  were  246  deaths,  of  which 
none  were  from  yellow  fever  and  30  from  tuberculosis.  On  August  2, 
a  supplemental  bill  of  health  was  issued  to  steamship  Santiago^  en 
route  from  Chilean  and  Peruvian  ports  to  Ancon,  C.  Z.  This  vessel 
took  8  cabin  and  10  steerage  passengers  from  this  port.  Twenty -two 
cabin  passengers  from  CaTlao,  who  wished  to  disembark  here,  were 
transferred  to  a  small  steainer  and  sent  down  the  river  to  complete 
fifteen  days'  quarantine.  One  immune  certificate  was  issued  for  Ancon 
and  36  pieces  of  baggage  were  inspected  and  labeled.  This  is  in 
accordance  with  instructions  received  from  Surg.  H.  R.  Carter,  of 
the  Service,  Chief  Quarantine  Oflicer  Isthmian  Canal  Commission. 
Grippe,  which  on  June  24  I  reported  as  prevailing,  has  assumed  the 
proportion  of  a  mild  epidemic. 

Rats  dying  on  island  of  Puna — Suspect  plague. 

On  August  5  the  medical  officer  of  the  sanitary  station  of  Pund 
reported  to  the  superior  board  of  health  that  rats  were  dying  there 
and  presented  symptoms  of  plague.  A  meeting  of  the  board  was 
immediately  called,  and  a  committee  appointed  to  go  there  and  inves- 
tigate. Simultaneously  with  the  report  from  the  medical  officer  at 
Pund  were  rumors  of  suspicious  deaths  there.  Punfi  is  a  small  island 
situated  about  36  miles  from  Guayaquil,  at  the  mouth  of  the  river. 
At  this  writing  no  further  information  can  be  obtained. 

GERMANY. 

Report  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  countries. 

Consul-General  Mason  reports,  August  8,  1904,  as  follows:

Egypt, — During  the  week  ended  July  23  there  were  registered  16 
new  cases  of  plague  (and  8  deaths),  namely,  6  cases  (2  deaths)  in 
Zagazig,  3  cases  (3  deaths)  in  the  district  of  Bibeh,  3  cases  (1  death)  in 
Alexandria,  2  fresh  cases  in  Samallut,  1  case  (1  death)  in  Beni-Souef, 
and  1  case  (1  death)  in  Port  Said.

China. — In  the  Kwang-Tschou-Wan  district  there  occurred  during 
the  period  from  July  2  to  17,  58  deaths  from  plague. 

Mttutitiu^, — During  the  period  from  May  6  to  June  16,  8  cases  of 
plague  (with  7  deaths)  occurred  on  the  island. 

Britwh  South  Africa. — In  Cape  Colony,  during  the  period  from  June 
1*2  to  ^25,  2  cases  of  plague  occurred  in  ?ort  Elizabeth.  In  the  Johan- 
nesburg district,  during  the  period  from  June  26  to  July  3,  2  cases  of 
plague  were  registered. 

QuffUHlatul. — During  the  week  ended  June  18,  1  case  of  plague 
occurred  in  Brisbane  and  1  case  in  Mar^^borough. 

Cholera. 

Turkey. — According  to  bulletin  No.  27,  of  July  18,  518  fresh  cases 
of  cholera  (with  375  deaths)  have  been  registered. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  other  cities.    • 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  July  23  wa^s  higher 
than  it  has  been  since  the  end  of  March,  amounting,  calculated  on  the 
year,  to  l^J.H  per  thousand  of  the  population,  and  thus  corresponded 
almost  exactly  with  the  death  rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last 
rear,  in  whicli  it  amounted  to  16.9.  Notwithstanding  the  increased 
mortality  in  lierlin,  however,  two-thirds  of  the  large  German  towns 
and  cities  showed  less  favorable  health  conditions  than  Berlin,  the  fol- 
lowing places  having  considerably  higher  death  rates  than  this  city, 
namely:  Munich,  Frankfort-on-tfie-Main,  Cassel,  Hanover,  Dresden, 
KOnigsV)erg,  Rixdorf  (with  20.9),  Nuremberg,  Carlsruhe,  Stuttgart, 
Cologne,  DQsseldorf,  Leipsic,  Magdeburg,  Breslau,  as  well  as  Paris 
and  V  ienna.  On  the  other  hand,  the  following  cities  had  a  lower 
death  rate  than  Berlin,  viz:  Hamburg,  Bremen,  Brunswick,  Charlot- 
tenburg  (with  13.1),  SchOneberg  (with  11.7),  and  also  London.  The 
mcrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  mainly  among  children  in  the 
first  year  of  life.  The  infant  death  rate  rose  from  4.9  per  year  and 
thousand  to  B.7  during  the  week  in  question,  this  being  considerably 
lower  than  the  Munich  rate  but  somewhat  higher  than  the  Hamburg 
fi^re.  Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  showed  no  change, 
causing  55  deaths.  Acute  intestinal  diseases  showed  a  marked  increase, 
and  claimed  154  victims  (as  compared  with  97  in  the  preceding  week); 
0^  infants  succumbed  to  cholerine;  phthisis  pulmonalis  caused  78 
deaths,  measles  10  deaths,  scarlet  fever  4  deaths,  enteric  fever  2  deaths, 
and  diphtheria  1  death.     Finally,  20  persons  died  b}'  violence.

Wo?*k  of  the  plague  research  lahoratoi'y^  Bombay, 

The  fundamental  object  of  the  laboratory  is  to  provide  the  mtans 
for  eliminating  plague,  and  as  no  other  means  have  been  found  as 
successful  as  the  use  of  Haffkine's  prophylactic  fluid,  most  of  the 
energy  of  the  laboratary  has  been  directed  to  the  production  of  a  fluid 
that  shall  protect  for  as  long  a  period  as  possible  and  with  as  small  a 
dose  as  possible.  Improvements  in  the  fluid  have  been  repeatedly' 
mtroduc^d,  and  the  following  facts  will  show  the  extent  of  production 
in  the  laboratory: 

The  plague  prophylactic. 

During  the  22  months  between  June  1,  1902,  and  March  31,  1904, 
there  were  manufactured  2,890,184  adult  doses  of  prophylactic,  and 
issued  on  indents  from  India  and  abroad.  Of  this  amount,  2,809,097 
doses  went  to  places  in  India  and  21,087  doses  to  other  countries. 
Previous  to  June  1,  1902,  from  January  10,  1897,  when  the  prophy- 
lactic was  discovered,  there  were  issued  from  the  laboratory  2,867,041 
adult  doses,  of  which  quantity  2,383,162  went  to  India,  and  483,879 
abroad.  The  activity  of  the  last  22  months  was  therefore  greater  bj^ 
23,0<XI  doses  than  that  of  the  52^  months  preceding.  The  total  amount 
of  prophylactic  issued  from  the  laboratory  since  the  commencement  of 
plague  inoculation  is  5,757,225  doses,  of  which  5,252,259  ^ent  to  India 
an(r504,966  abroad.

Outside  of  India,  219,776  doses  have  gone  to  Africa,  162,147  to 
Australia,  60,745  to  Asia,  55,315  to  Europe,  5,^20  to  Australasia,  and 
1,263  to  America.

E.v(iminatio)i  of  pUigiususpected  animals. 

In  April  and  Mav,  1003,  a  severe  epidemic  occurred  among  the  ani- 
mals of  the  Victoria  Zoological  Gardens  in  Bombay.  A  number  of 
the  dead  animals — deer,  kangaroos,  mbbits,  guinea  pigs,  monkeys, 
and  various  species  of  birds — were  sent  to  the  laboratory  for  exami- 
nation. In  none  but  guinea  pigs  were  plagfue  bacilli  found.  There 
was  a  geneml  epidemic  among  the  guinea  pigs.  In  one  goat,  plague- 
like bacilli  were  found,  but  their  authentic  nature  was  not  confirmed. 

In  198  examinations  of  rats  (106  alive,  92  dead)  plague  infection 
was  detected  thirty-three  times. 

Plague  Ijacilli  in  the  blood. 

The  blood  of  a  large  number  (how  many  is  not  stated)  of  plague 
patients  was  examined  and  injected  into  rats.  It  was  found  that  in  60 
per  cent  of  the  so-called  bubonic  cases  (in  contradistinction  to  the 
septica?mie,  nonbubonic  ones)  plague  bacilli  were  in  the  peripheral 
blood  on  first  admission  to  hospital.  Such  cases  were  nearly  all  fatal. 
The  cases  in  which  bacilli  were  not  found  in  the  peripheral  blood  on 
admission  to  hospital,  gave  a  mortality  half  as  great  as  that  of  the 
others. 

Researches  on  the  plague  bacillus  in  nature. 

These  were  undertaken  in  view  of  the  fact  that  when  plague  broke 
out  in  1896,  it  remained  for  a  considerable  time  in  a  district  of  Bom- 
ba}'  know  n  as  Mandvi,  w  hose  inhabitants  were  workers  in  other  parts 
of  the  city,  viz,  in  the  docks  and  elsewhere,  and  that  of  the  various 
races  and  castes  the  Jains  at  that  time  w  ere  mostly  affected. 

Evidence  seemed  to  show  that  people  were  not  favorable  carriers 
and  disseminators  of  infection;  that  plague  was  not  carried  by  water 
like  cholera,  for  the  affected  houses  had  the  same  supplv  as  many 
others;  that  it  was  not  carried  by  the  atmospheric  air,  which  would 
have  rapidly  scattered  it  over  large  areas;  that  it  was  not  spread  by 
winged  or  other  insects  migrating  readily  from  house  to^  house;  but 
that,  of  parasitic  vermin,  i^  might  be  carried  by  bugs,  which  stick  not 
only  to  houses,  but  even  to  the  same  pieces  of  furniture,  or  by  fleas, 
which  remain  in  the  earth,  and  in  the  sweepings  of  floors  of  house^. 
The  Jains,  being  worshipers  of  life  in  every  form,  will  never  kill 
bugs  or  insects,  and  even  feed  them  artificially,  and  this  consideration 
shown  by  them  to  vermin  seemed  to  conform  to  the  h3^pothesis.     Ac- 
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cordinglv,  in  resj^onse  to  a  suggestion  made  bv  Professor  Haffkine, 
Mr.  E.  H.  Hankm  undertook  a  series  of  experiments  on  ants,  for 
which  the  Jains  arrange  regular  feasts  in  their  houses. 

He  found  that  corpses  of  plague-stricken  rats  were  attacked  by  large 
numl>ers  of  these  insects:  that  when  the\'  leave  such  a  corpse,  plague 
Willi  are  discoverable  on  their  feet  and  antenna?;  that  the  same 
spt»cies  of  ant^  feed  on  men's  food  preserved  in  houses,  which  they  may 
contaminate,  and  that  they  sometimes  bite  human  beings.  Mr.  Hankin, 
l>eing  unable  to  extend  his  investigations  to  other  insects.  Doctor 
Simond  continued  the  research  with  reference  to  fleas.  His  experi- 
ments were  attended  with  negative  results  in  a  large  number  of  cases, 
as  have  lu^en  those  of  other  bacteriologists.  It  is  known,  however, 
that  in  New  South  Wales  the  investigations  of  Dr.  J.  Ashburton 
Thompson  and  of  Dr.  Frank  Tidswell  seem  to  suppoil  the  idea  that 
fleas  and  bugs  are  concerned  in  transmitting  plague. 

Experiments  with  a  curative  serum  for  plague. 

(//)  One  hundred  and  eleven  patients  were  treated  in  the  Modik- 
hana  Municipal  Plague  Hospital,  Bombay,  with  serum  prepared  bv 
Professor  Terni,  of  Messina;  90  of  them  5ied.  Of  112  not  so  treated, 
and  olwerved  for  comparison,  91  died.  In  the  Maratlia  Municipal 
PWue  Hospital,  16  were  treated  with  this  serum,  of  whom  12  died, 
while  of  16  others  observed  for  comparison,  11  died. 

(/>)  Of  50  patients  treated  in  the  Maratha  hospital,  with  serum  pre- 
pared by  Doctor  Brazil,  of  San  Paulo,  41  died,  while  of  50  control  cases, 
45  died.'  In  the  Modikhana  hospital,  of  20  so  treated,  17  died,  while  of 
20  non  treated,  15  died.  All  the  above  patients  were  treated  bv  hypo- 
dermic injections,  the  doses  in  some  cases  running  into  hundreas  of 
cubic  centimeters. 

(e)  At  present   a   trial  is  being  made  of  a  serum  prepared  at  the 

asteur  Institute  in  Paris,  by  Roux,  Yersin  and  Borell. 

Studlei^  (m  d!. senses  othei'  than  plague » 

1.  Ajiiityphnd  vaccine, — Twenty-eight  doses  of  this  vaccine  were 
prepared  in  the  laboratory  and  supplied  to  medical  officers  in  several 
parts  of  India. 

2.  Snake  Venom  and  an ffvtnene.— In  April,  1903,  the  animals  which 
were  being  immunized  with  snake  venom  for  the  preparation  of  anti- 
venene  were  transferred  to  Kasauli  in  the  Punjab.  There  were  sent 
at  the  same  time  such  supplies  of  snake  venom  as  had  been  collected, 
the  amount  l)eing  sufficient  for  many  years  of  woi'k.  Venom  is  still 
Imng  collected  at  the  laboratory,  and  after  being  dried  is  sent  to 
Kasauli  for  purposes  of  immunization.  Between  June  1,  1902,  and 
March  JM,  ltH)4,  there  were  received  at  the  laboratory  076  live  snakes, 
sent  from  various  parts  of  India,  chiefly  from  the  central  provinces. 
Of  this  number  194  were  cobras  {ytrja  trlj^udians)  and  158  were  Rus- 
selfs  vipers  {Dal>oia  mmeUn), 

Between  June  1  and  September  30,  1902,  481  bottles  of  antivenene 
were  supplied  to  medical  officers  in  India.  After  that  date  the  sup- 
plier were  sent  out  from  Kasauli. 

3.  Scorpfon  venom, — Captain  Greig,  of  the  Indian  medical  service, 
undertook  a  series  of  experiments  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  tb^ 
minimum  lethal  dose  of  this  venom  for  animals  and  its  effect  upon  ' 
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blood  corpucles.     The  experiments  so  far  show  that  the  venom  is  very 
deadly  for  white  mice. 

4.  Btrl'lerL — The  properties  of  a  bacillus  isolated  from  beri-beri 
patients  by  Prof.  Axel  Hoist,  of  Christiania,  were  studied  experi- 
mentally on  brown  monkeys.  In  accordance  with  Hoist's  view  that 
the  disease  is  conveyed  mainly  or  entirely  by  food,  brown  monkeys 
were  fed  on  material  contaminated  with  the  above  bacillus,  but  with 
no  positive  results. 

5.  LdthyrlaHiH, — In  the  central  districts  of  India,  Jaora  grain  is  sup- 
posed to  cause  a  specific  paralysis  in  man.  Accordingly  experiments 
were  made  on  fowls,  pigeons,  sparrows,  guinea  pigs,  and  rabbits  to 
note  the  effect  of  this  grain  upon  them.  There  was  but  one  positive 
result — that  of  a  rabbit  which  was  struck  by  partial  paralysis  for  a 
few  days,  but  soon  recovered. 

6.  Pathological  specimens  were  examined  for  diagnosis  in  130  cases 
of  diseases  of  man  and  in  61  of  those  of  animals.  Among  the  diseases 
diagnosed  were  spirillum  fever,  malarial  and  enteric  fevers,  anthrax, 
fibro-sarcoma,  tuberculosis,  diphtheria,  hydrophobia,  and  Malta  fever. 

Since  the  foundation  of  the  Plague  Research  Laboratory  in  October, 
1896,  45  medical  officers  have  served  there  for  varying  lengths  of  time 
and  contributed  to  the  work  done  there. 

The  above  facts  have  been  compiled  from  the  latest  report  of  the 
laboratory,  issued  by  Prof.  W.  ii.  Haflfkine,  on  April  31,  1904.

Dy^enttry  at  Rome. 

At  Rome  there  is  a  light  epidemic  of  dysentery  among  the  troops  in 
garrison  in  the  Castello  Sant  Angelo,  the  huge  cylindrical  tomb,  now 
a  fortress,  so  conspicuous  and  celebrated  as  a  monument  of  ancient 
Roman  times.  Cases  of  the  disease  have  also  occurred  in  the  Via  di 
San  Francesco  a  Ripa,  which  extends  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Tiber 
toward  the  Trastevere,  a  section  of  Rome  inhabited  almost  fexclusiv^ely 
by  working  people.  The  laboring"  class  of  tliis  section  differs  in  many 
respects  from  other  citizens  of  Rome.  They  claim  to  be  the  most 
direct  descendants  of  the  ancient  Romans.  Cases  of  dysentery,  not 
usually  of  a  grave  character,  occur  almost  every  summer  in  this  part 
of  the  city.  The  prevalence  of  the  disease  is,  at  present,  on  the 
decrease.     The  largest  number  of  cases  occurred  between  June  15  and 
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July  15  and  were  all  treated  in  hospital.  There  have  not  been  more 
than  :i2  ca^es  under  treatment  at  one  time.  Among  the  garrison,  with 
a  total  of  718  men,  there  were  12  cases  under  treatment  July  23,  and 
15  July  24  and  25.  The  average  duration  of  the  cases  has  been  from 
three  to  five  days.

Buhon  ic  play  ue  in  a  n  iia  ah. 

In  an  interesting  work  on  plague  just  printed  at  Naples,  Dr.  P. 
Vincenti,  formerly  port  physician  at  Naples  and  director  of  the  laza- 
retto at  Xisida,  gives  a  review  of  the  connection  between  various  ani- 
mals and  bubonic  plague.  The  relation  between  mts  and  plague  was 
known,  the  writer  says,  from  the  most  ancient  times.  The  book  of 
Samuel  speaks  of  an  epizootic  among  these  animals  preceding  an  out- 
break of  plague  among  men,  and  the  Bible  also  records  that  the  Phil- 
btines  made  golden  images  of  mice  as  charms  against  plague.  The 
Bagovathi  Pumna,  one  of  the  most  ancient  Hindoo  writings,  mentions 
explicitly  the  possibility  of  plague  being  conveyed  by  rats.  In  the 
year  428  B.  C.  there  was  at  Kome  an  epidemic  preceded  by  great  mor- 
tality among  horses,  cattle,  and  sheep,  and,  according  to  Livy,  another 
prevalence  of  disease  in  the  same  city  following  an  epizootic  among 
cattle.  The  same  relation  has  been  pointed  out  by  many  writers  who 
have  recorded  the  scourges  of  the  present  era.  At  Naples,  for  exam- 
ple, during  the  terrible  plague  of  165^,  all  the  dogs  and  cats  died  and 
It  was  believed  at  the  time  that  flies  and  other  insects  were  capable  of 
convenng  the  pestilential  poison.  Recently  at  Astrabad,  Persia,  in 
an  epidemic  outbreak  it  was  observed  that  the  disease  began  among 
^heep  and  that  there  was  a  lar^^e  mortality  among  horses.  Rocher,  in 
an  aciMHint  of  epidemics  in  1  unnan,  China,  in  1870  and  1872,  affirms 
that  the  infection  of  men  was  preceded  bv  many  deaths  among  rats, 
buffaloes,  sheep,  deer,  dogs,  hogs,  and  birds. 

Among  rodents,  rats,  mice,  squirrels,  guinea  pigs,  porcupines,  and 
manuotis  are  easily  infected.  Modern  bacteriologv  nas  sufficiently 
demonstrated  that  the  malad}-  among  rats  is  identical  with  that  among 
men.  Of  (^special  importance  in  this  connection  is  the  tendency  or 
mt*  to  resort  to  deposits  of  grain,  which  are  likely  to  become  infected 
hv  the  saliva  and  carcasses  of  these  animals.  Rags  in  which  rats  nr 
ari»ako  dangerous  from  the  possibility  of  their  propagating  plaj^ 
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The  principal  means  of  the  spread  of  plague  between  rats  themselves 
and  between  i*ats  and  men  is  by  insects,  particularly  fleas.  The  observa- 
tion that  the  geographic  distribution  of  plague  corresponds  with  the 
distribution  of  a  certain  species  of  rat,  namely,  the  nesokia  of  the 
family  Mures  inhabiting  only  the  Old  World,  with  the  exception  of  the 
island  of  Madagascar,  must  be  modified,  since  the  infection  has  recently 
become  diffused  in  Madagascar  and  South  America,  where  the  species 
nesohia  is  unknown,  the  rat  sigmodftntes  taking  its  place.  Besides  the 
common  or  domestic  nesokia^  there  is  another  race  of  rats,  the  ne^ioMa 
handicota^  or  pig-rat,  which  is  very  susceptible  to  plague,  but  not  to 
as  great  a  degree  as  the  former  kind.  It  is  very  common  in  India, 
and,  according  to  Cantlie,  is  the  only  species  which  ^presents  a  general 
distribution  tnat  corresponds  to  that  of  plague. 

Though  susceptible  in  the  laboratory,  observations  are  very  sparse 
showing  the  infection  of  mice  under  natural  conditions.  Squirrels 
have  been  found  dead  with  the  disease  in  India,  where  this  animal  is 
common.  Guinea  pigs  are  not  affected  except  artificially.  At  Mysore, 
India,  a  porcupine  was  bacteriologicall}'  shown  to  have  died  of  bulx)nic 
plague. 

One  species  of  marmot,  in  eastern  Mongolia,  is  subject  to  a  consid- 
erable mortalit}^  almost  every  year  from  plague.  There  is  evidence 
also  that  moles  are  reagents. 

On  three  occasions,  all  in  India,  prevalences  of  disease  among  mon- 
keys have  been  proved  bacteriologically  to  be  bubonic  plague. 

Though  laborator}'  experiments  are  almost  constanth'  negative 
regarding  the  susceptibility  of  dogs  to  plague,  there  is  historical  evi- 
dence that,  during  prevalences  of  so-called  plague  in  England,  Russia, 
and  Asia,  there  was  a  concurrent  epizootic  among  dogs.  In  18t^7-98, 
at  Poona,  two  dogs  in  militaiT  barracks  were  suspected  but  not  proved  to 
have  died  of  plague.  At  Jeddo  it  is  said  there  was,  during  the  plague 
of  1897-98,  a  large  mortality  among  dogs.  On  the  other  hand,  at 
Bombay,  in  the  autumn  of  1890,  when  plague  prevailed,  the  deaths 
among  dogs  were  below  the  mean. 

Augmentation  of  the  number  of  deaths  among  cats  has  been  recorded 
in  recent  epidemics  of  plague  in  Asia. 

It  is  saia  that  in  China  jackals  preying  on  human  plague  cadavers 
die  also  of  the  disease.     However,  proof  is  lacking. 

Ts'o  cases  are  recorded  of  horses  falling  victims  to  plague,  but  in 
many  epidemics  an  increased  death  rate  has  l)een  observed  among  hogs, 
sheep,  goats,  and  l>ovine  animals. 

The  chronicles  of  epidemics  of  years  gone  by  speak  of  the  dying  of 
birds  in  great  numbers.  At  Yunnan  the  domestic  fowl  is  reputed 
infectible,  and  recentlv  at  Bombay,  during  plague,  many  pigeons  died. 
On  the  contrary,  at  Hongkong  an  augmentation  of  deaths  among 
domestic  fowls  and  pigeons  has  not  been  determined. 

In  the  Himalaya  Alountains  it  is  believed  that  serpents  devouring 
plague-infected  i-ats  die  from  the  disease,  but  observations  made  by 
rlank  in  1877  cast  doubt  on  this  stor}'.

Panned  As^si^^tant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  August  13,  as  follows: 
Durinjr  the  week  ended  August  6,  1904,  nothing  of  special  sanitary 
interest  occurred.  The  health  of  the  city,  judged  by  the  mortalit}^, 
continues  good.  During  the  week  under  consideration  there  were 
recorded  42  deaths.  Diseases  of  the  gastro-intestinal  tract  continue 
to  be  the  most  frequent  causes  of  mortality. 

Iny}et'ttofi  of  Linares — Sanita?^  conditions  good — Campaign  against 

ntofiqijitoes, 

I  returned  last  night  from  a  visit  of  several  days  to  Linares. 

As  on  a  former  visit  I  found  Linares  exceptionally  neat  and  clean. 
This  cleanliness  appears  to  be  wholly  due  to  the  public  spirit  and 
energy  of  the  present  mayor. 

The  health  of  the  town  is  good  and  the  mortalit}'  low.     The  cam-

Jlistoi^y  of  ycUmv  fever  dtath  in  lazaretto  at  Progreso, 

Progreso,  August  <?,  190 Jf.. 

I  transmit  the  following  facts,  relative  to  the  death  from  yellow 
fever  in  the  lazaretto  here,  July  27  last,  reported  in  my  weekly 
report  of  Julv  29:  The  deceased  was  a  man  of  about  35  years  of  age, 
a  citizen  of  Montana,  and  claimed  to  be  a  mining  expert.  He  had 
been  in  Guatemala,  and  came  thence  through  Oaxaca  and  other  Mexi- 
can towns.  In  Merida  he  spent  at  letist  two  days,  July  11^  and  20,  and 
there  probably  contracted  the  fever.  He  arrived  in  Progreso  July 
21,  ana  spent  that  night  in  a  cheap  lodging  in  common  with  other 
lodgers.  He  was  without  money,  and  came  here  to  secure  passage  to 
the  States  by  working  his  way  aboard  some  vessel. 

In  conversation  before  his  illness  he  stated  that  he  had  no  letters 
by  which  to  prove  identity  and  no  friends  in  the  States  to  whom  he 
cared  to  write,  but  in  the  lazaretto  the  day  before  his  death  he  gave 
certain  names  and  addresses.     Yesterday  tlie  lazaretto  physician  deliv- 
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ered  to  the  consulate  letters  and  photographs  found  after  death,  which 
furnish  satisfactory  proof  of  identity.  The  patient  was  found  sick 
on  the  street  Sunday,  July  24,  and  sent  to  the  lazaretto,  where  he 
died  the  following  vVednesday  morning.  In  the  lazaretto  he  wa^j 
attended  by  one  ot  the  local  physicians,  w4io  has  official  charge  of  the 
institution.  Other  physicians  and  mj^self  have  been  permitted  to  visit 
the  place,  but  only  at  the  invitation  of  the  gentleman  in  charge  and  in 
his  company,  not  officially  nor  professionally.  That  privilege  was 
withdrawn  last  Sunday,  August  3,  because  of  an  oraer  from  the 
Federal  authorities,  forbidding  admission  to  anyone  other  than  the 
recognized  sanitary  officials  of  the  State  and  Federal  boards. 

This  exclusion  wnll  in  no  way  prevent  me  from  securing  informa- 
tion of  sanitar}'  conditions  as  readily  as  heretofore.  In  this  connec- 
sion  I  may  add  that  the  room  occupied  by  the  patient  the  night  of  his 
arrival  here,  and  also  my  private  room  to  which  he  came  once,  were 
both  well  disinfected. 

On  August  3  two  new  cases  of  sus{>ept  vellow  fever  were  sent  to  the 
lazaretto,  but  one  of  them  has  been  discharged  as  not  yellow  fever, 
while  the  other  is  still  under  observation. 

As  long  as  the  fever  persists  in  Merida,  and  no  restriction  is  imposed 
on  passenger  traffic  betw  een  that  place  and  this,  I  would  respectfully 
suggest  that  this  port  be  considered  infected,  whether  any  new  cases 
of  the  fever  be  reported  here  or  not. 

Re^port  from  Tampico — Increase  !n  tnalarlal  diseaH^.^. 

Assistant  Surgeon  McClintic  reports,  August  15,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  13,  1904,  ten  bills  of  health  were 
issued,  w  hich  included  the  fumigation  of  the  British  steamship  LonUi- 
anla/u  August  11,  for  New  Orleans:  German  steamship  ^Sardinla^ 
August  11,  for  New  Orleans:  Norw^egian  steamship  Fannand^  August 
11,  for  Galveston;  Norwegian  steamship  Xor^  August  12,  for  New 
Orleans,  and  the  British  steamship  Oldhomia^  August  12,  for  Norfolk 
via  Perth  Amboy. 

By  recjuest  of  the  agent  here,  the  line  of  steamships  running  from 
Tampico  to  Norfolk  via  Perth  Amboy  is  furnished  with  triplicate  bills 
of  health.  The  health  of  this  port  remains  the  same  except  for  a 
marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  malarial  fever,  which  was 
to  be  expected  in  consequence  of  the  great  number  of  anopheles  mos- 
quitoes present. 

The  mortality  report  for  the  two  wrecks  ended  August  13^hows  a 
total  of  3(^  deaths  from  all  causes,  3  of  which  are  attributed  to  perni- 
cious fever,  2  to  intermittent  fever,  and  2  to  paludism,  but  none  to  a 
quarantinable  disease.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  August  15,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  13, 1904,  8  vessels  bound  for  United 
States  ports  were  inspected  and  given  bills  of  health.  The  following 
vessels  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxid  and  given  certificates: 
August  13,  British  steamship  iSV/>^//v/,  bound  for  New  Orleans;  August 
13,  Danish  steamship  St,  Jan^  lx)und  for  New  Orleans. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  33 
deaths  (52.8  per  1,000,  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes  including  1 
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from  yellow  fever,  3  from  pernicious  fever,  2  from  malarial  cachexia, 
2  from  tuberculosis,  2  from  pneumonia,  5  from  entero-colitis,  2  from 
gastro-enteritis.  and  3  from  enteritis. 

Four  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported.  Two  of  the  cases 
occurred  at  San  Juan  de  Uloa  fortress,  and  1  in  the  person  of  a  sol- 
dier at  the  military  barmcks.

Report  from  Colon — Inspection  of  vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mohr  reports,  August  10,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  6,  1904,  the  following-named  vessels 
cleared  from  the  port  of  Colon  for  ports  in  th^  United  States:  British 
steamship  Mini  for  New  Orleans,  August  2,  with  35  crew  and  1 
patjsenger,  via  Mexican  ports;  American  steamship  AlUanca  for  New 
York,  August  3,  with  64  crew  and  52  passengers;  American  steamship 
Financt  ror  New  York,  August  5,  with  52  crew  and  no  passengers. 


PERU. 

Rti>ort  from  Callao — Plague  conditions — Destruction  of  rats. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports,  July  31,  as  follows:  During  the  two 
weeks  ended  July  30  there  were  15  new  cases  of  plague  in  Lima, 
with  7  deaths.  Twelve  patients  were  discharged  as  cured,  and  there 
are  34  remaining  under  treatment.  A  few  cases  of  smallpox  have 
occurred  in  Lima  and  perhaps  one  or  two  in  Callao,  but  none  have 
been  reported  to  this  office.  No  cases  of  plague  have  been  reported 
in  Callao. 

Mortuary  statistics  for  Callao  for  the  six  months  ended  July  1  show 
an  annual  death  rate  of  40.8  per  thousand.  Causes  of  deatfi  are  not 
given  in  the  weekly  reports  sent,  but  official  records  give,  among 
other  causes,  pneumonia,  typhoid  fever,  meningitis,  and  pernicious 
fever  almost  every  week. 

During  the  two  weeks  under  discussion  21  houses  were  disinfected 
in  Lima,  and  the  work  of  filling  rat  holes  was  prosecuted  with  vigor. 
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Three  hundred  and  eighty-six  rats  and  4,332  mice  were  trapped  and 
killed  in  Lima  andCallao.  Dead  rats  were  found  in  several  places  in 
Lima  and  in  one  place  in  Callao,  all  of  which  places  were  dismfected, 
though  it  is  possible  that  some  of  the  rats  were  poisoned.  Quite 
recently  the  trypanosome  has  been  found  in  the  examination  of  rats. 

A  sulphur  furnace  has  been  fitted  up  on  a  lighter  for  the  fumigation 
of  vessels,  and  the  use  of  pots  has  been  discontinued. 

Vaccination  of  crew  and  steerage  passengers  embarking  from  this 
port  is  being  enforced. 

With  regard  to  fumigation  I  have  to  invite  your  attention  to  the 
frequency  with  which  rats  are  found  in  the  lifeboats  and  in  tramp 
steamers,  within  the  ceiling  over  the  captain's  cabin.  As  disinfection 
of  vessels  is  done  quite  a  long  way  from  shore  it  is  my  practice  to 
flood  the  lifeboats  with  water,  when  the  rats  will  jump  overboard.  To 
get  at  the  rat«  in  the  ceiling  over  the  cabins  I  have  had  recourse  to 
removing  the  casing  from  one  or  two  of  the  windows,  with  excellent 
results. 

Courtesies  extended  by  the  port  authorities  permit  me  to  board  all 
incoming  vessels  bound  for  the  United  States  or  Panama  with  the 
quarantine  oflicer. 

From  May  25  to  July  25,  86  cases  of  plague  have  occurred  in  Payta, 
with  42  deaths.  At  Colan,  a  few  miles  north  of  Payta,  6  pneumonic 
cases  of  plague  occurred  in  as  many  days  in  the  latter  part  of  June, 
with  no  further  developments  reported.  At  Salaverry  and  Trujillo  15 
cases  of  plague  have  been  reported  to  date,  with  8  ieaths.  An  epi- 
zootic was  noted  among  the  rats  in  Salaverry  prior  to  the  outbreak  of 
plague  in  man,  and  many  dead  rats  were  found  in  the  streets  and  also 
in  the  houses  among  those  attacked.  Two  suspicious  deaths  have  re- 
cently occurred  atPacasmayo,  but  I  do  not  expect  any  further  report 
on  these.  Plague  reported  in  Arica  has  been  denied.  The  best  in- 
formation lean  obtain -leads  me  to  believe  that  the  report  was  well 
founded. 

PHILIPPINE   ISLANDS. 

Rejyorts  from  'Manila — Inspection  of  nmeh — Qnarantlnahh  diseases. 

Chief  Quarantine  Oflicer  Heiser  reports,  July  12  and  14,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  2, 1904,  the  onl  v  quarantinable  diseases 

reported  in  Manila  were  1  case  of  smallpox  and  1  death  and  2  cases  of 

plague  and  2  deaths. 

On  July  1,  1904,  a  bill  of  health  w^as  issued  to  the  steamer  Kelniu 

bound  for  Boston,  Mass.     The  vessel  was  fumigated  with  sulphur 

throughout,  and  on  the  evening  of  July  2,  1904,  just  prior  to  sailing, 

the  crew  was  inspected  on  board. 

Cholera  njyreading  (m  the  east  c(>ast  of  China — Vessel  disinfected  for 

smallpox. 

During  the  week  ended  •Fuly  9, 1904,  the  only  quai*antinable  diseases 
reported  in  Manila  were  1  case  of  plague  with  1  death  and  1  case 
of  smallpox  with  no  deaths. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  noted  that  the  sanitary  condition  of 
Manila  remains  satisfactory,  so  far  as  the  more  grave  contagious  dis- 
eases are  concerned. 
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Cholera  has  decreased  at  Hongkong,  but,  as  it  has  not  entirely  dis- 
appeared, it  i.s  still  a  serious  mepace  to  the  health  of  the  Philippines. 
It  nas  also  been  reported  that  cholera  has  broken  out  at  Hanoi,  China. 
This  would  indicate  that  cholera  is  spreading  along  the  entire  eastern 
coa>t  of  China,  and  that  only  the  greatest  vigilance  can  prevent  its 
reintroduction  into  these  islands. 

During  the  week  another  vessel,  the  steamer  Juan  Rodriguez^  was 
disinfected  at  XIariveles  and  all  suspects  detained  on  account  of  a  case 
of  smallpox  which  occurred  among  the  crew. 

The  following  vessels  cleared  for  United  States  ports: 

July  5, 1904,  the  steamer  Lyra^  for  Tacoma  via  Chinese  and  Japanese 
ports.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  vessel  was  to  complete  the  discharge 
of  her  cargo  at  Hongkong  and  then  go  into  dry  dock,  where  there 
would  l)e  tne  possibility  of  infected  *rats  getting  aboard,  there  was  no 
sulphur  fumigation  done  at  this  port. 

July  7,  1904,  the  steamer  Indra,  for  New  York.  Vessel  was  fumi- 
gated throughout  and  the  crew  inspected  on  board  just  prior  to  sailing.

During  the  month  of  June  no  case  of  quarantinable  disease  has  been

!?ome  physicians  nere  that  cases  of  cholera  occur  but  are  not  reported. 
At  the  suggestion  of  this  office,  the  local  board  of  health  will  in 
future  have  post-mortem  examinations  made  on  all  Chinese  who  die 
here,  with  a  view  of  detecting  any  case  of  plague  that  may  occur.

yf.  W.  Owens,  of  Savannah,  Ga.,  bearing  the  date  of  February  12, 
19(^,  I  stated  that  7  persons  had  recently  died  of  smallpox  in  Liberty 
132  1766 
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County,  this  State,  and  that  this  statement  was  subsequently  printed 
in  thel^ublic  Healtn  and  Marine  Hospital  Reports.  I  write  to  say  that 
this  was  an  error,  no  j>erson  having  died  in  this  county,  though  there 
were  many  cases  of  this  disease  there  during  the  winter.  This  mistake 
was  a  clerical  one,  I  having  intended  tp  say  that  7  persons  had  died  in 
Decatur  County.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hammond  reports,  through  Surgeon 
Mclntosn,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  August  20,  1904:  Number  of  cases  of  smallpox  under 
supervision,  11;  of  these,  previously  reported,  11;  new  cases,  none; 
houses  under  quarantine,  2;  persons  vaccinated,  1;  miles  of  territory 
covered,  85. 

Transactions  on  account  of  yellow  fever  at  Laredo^  Tex. — Fuiniaaiioii 
work  at  Brown^dle—ATvtiniosquito  m'dinance  adopted  at  JSroicm- 
ville  and  Matavioras. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Cock  reports  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Brownsville,  Tex.,  Augmt  IS^  190^. 

Since  my  last  report  the  following  work  has  been  accomplished: 
Houses  inspected,  351;  barrels  oiled,  546;  cisterns  oiled,  52;  houses 
fumigated,  37,  containing  68  rooms. 

Recent  rains  have  interfered  to  some  extent  with  our  fumigation 
work. 

I  would  state  that  1  regard  Brownsville  as  the  most  unsanitary  town 
in  the  State,  but  much  good  has  been  accomplished,  and  the  city  coun- 
cil and  the  citizens  are  fully  aroused  to  the  importance  of  the  work 
and  are  assisting  in  many  ways  with  surprising  energy. 

The  city  council  passed  the  antimosquito  ordinance,  and  it  seems 
that  they  intend  to  vigorously  enforce  it. 

I  met  the  board  of  health  in  Matamoras,  Mexico,  on  the  16th  instant, 
and  with  the  assistance  of  Governor  Pedro  Aiguelles,  w^ho  presided 
at  the  meeting,  succeeded  in  having  a  similar  order  passed  for  the 
enforcement  of  sanitary  work  in  that  city.  It  had  been  rumored  that 
Matamoras  had  a  few  cases  of  yellow  fever,  and  the  governor  visited 
the  city  on  a  tour  of  investigation.  I  wa^  unable  to  secure  any  evi- 
dence on  which  to  base  suspicion. 

I  have  examined  six  cases  in  Brownsville  which  were  reported  to 
me  as  being  suspicious,  but  none  were  yellow  fever.  I  rec*eived  the 
information  yesterda\^  and  immediately  went  to  work,  fumigating  the 
entire  neighborhood.  Other  physicians  here  have  confided  to  me  that 
they  are  suspicious  of  the  poorer  classes,  who  seldom  send  for  a  doctor. 

^he  city  council  and  citizens  are  very  anxious  for  general  disinfection 
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to  be  done,  and  offer-  to  furnish  all  material  and  assistance  if  we  will 
continue  and  direct  the  work.  Major  Cooke  offers  teams,  men,  and 
material.     We  are  now  using  one  team  and  three  men. 

1  was  invited  to  be  present  and  assist  the  ladies  of  Brownsville  to 
organize  a  civic  club  tnis  afternoon  at  the  opera  house.  This  club 
proposes  to  carry  on  the  sanitary  work  here  all  summer. 

As  the  city  has  very  few  breeding  places  for  mosquitoes,  besides 
cisterns,  Iwrrels,  and  closets,  I  feel  that  active  and  energetic  work  will 
soon  eradicate  the  stegomyta.  We  meet  with  no  opposition  at  all  among 
the  Mexicans. 

As  an  illustration  that  educational  work  is  badly  needed,  I  will  state 
that  not  one  residence  in  the  city  has  a  screened  door  or  window  at 
present,  outside  of  the  garrison  buildings  at  Fort  Brown. 

Omd!tioiiS  at  San  Diego — Malarial  fever  in  vicifiity. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  MacGregor  reports,  through  Passed 
Assistant  Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

San  Diego,  Tex.,  Augmt  18^  190^. 

Everything  in  this  section  is  favorable  at  the  present  time.  I  have 
knowledge  of  1  case,  however,  a  Mexican,  aged  28,  who  has  had  fever 
for  ten  davs.  Slow  pulse  (68),  tongue  coated  whitish,  red  border  and 
pointed;  develops  into  a  case  of  abscess  of  the  liver,  with  indications 
of  tubercular  trouble.  The  jaundiced  hue  of  the  skin  and  conjunctiva, 
with  fever,  caused  some  uneasiness. 

Owin^  to  the  discovery  of  petroleum  at  Benavides  there  is  consider- 
able excitement,  andmanv  strangers  are  coming  in  from  the  surround- 
ing countiy.  I  inspected  there  yesterday  and  will  keep  watch,  which 
1  consider  very  necessary. 

I  shall  probably  go  to  Corpus  Christi  to-morrow  to  investigate  con- 
ditions there.  Doctor  Spohn,  the  service  representative  at  that  place, 
lias  been  keeping  me  informed  of  cases  of  sickness,  but  he  is  absent 
from  home  at  present.     1  shall  report  after  visiting  Corpus  Christi. 

August  20,  1904. 

The  situation  is  unchanged  at  this  point.  The  case  mentioned  in  my 
report  of  the  18th  develo]^an  abscess  of  the  liver,  which  was  verified 
by  exploratory  puncture. 

1  have  urged  the  importance  of  screening  all  cases  of  fever  in  the 
initial  stage. 

I  learn  that  there  is  some  increase  in  the  cases  of  malarial,  typhoid, 
or  continued  fevers  in  Alice. 

Doctor  Burke  reports,  in  letter  received  this  morning,  that  malaria 
is  again  taking  an  upward  shoot.  1  shall  go  to  Corpus  Christi  this 
evening  to  learn  further  particulars.  Doctor  Spohn,  who  is  absent 
from  Corpus  Christi,  has  a  case  of  pernicious  fever  which  I  will  also 
investigate. 

The  malarial  fever  is  confined  to  points  between  Corpus  Christi  and 
San  Diego.  1  find  little  sickness  between  this  point  and  Laredo. 
There  seems  no  reason  to  be  alarmed  over  present  conditions  in  this 
section,  but  a  careful  watch  is  necessary  owing  to  the  influx  of  people 
arotmd  the  Benavides  oil  countrv. 
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Cond/itions  at  Rio  Grande  City — Antimosquito  work — Measles, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Dashiell  reports,  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Rio  Grande  City,  Tex,,  Arigust  W^  190^ 

Week  ended  August  19,  1904.  Passengers  inspected  at  ferry.  03; 
two  of  these  ^came  from  the  railroad  grading  camps  and  one  from 
Cerralvo,  in  the  State  of  Nuevo  Leon,  the  latter  oeing  detained  in 
Camargo  for  two  days  to  insure  his  being  out  of  Monterey  territory 
for  five  days. 

Inspected  324  premises,  464  water  barrels,  13  of  which  contained 
wigglers  and  were  promptly  oiled;  the  warning  given  to  the  owners 
that  water  containers  must  be  maintained  in  a  cleanly  condition  has 
had  good  effect. 

Inspected  8  cisterns,  none  of  which  contained  wigglers.  Cisterns 
are  being  screened  and  properly  protected, 

I  have  discovered  one  case  of  slow  fever,  that  is,  continued  malarial 
fever;  the  patient  has  been  screened  and  is  convalescent. 

There  are  cases  of  measles  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  and  I  am 
told  that  there  are  also  some  cases  in  Camargo.  I  have  seen  three  of 
the  cases  here.

Since  the  plague  appeared  in  Johannesburg  the  Portuguese  l»\e 
l>een  examining  every  ms^enger  coming  over  the  l)order  bv  rail. 

La8t  night  I  receivea  from  the  secretary-general  two  conmiunict- 
tions  to  the  effect  that  on  the  night  of  the  Isth  instant  a  native  (hiack) 
who  had  arrived  from  the  Transvaal  was  found  with  suspicious  symp- 
toms and  wa«  immediatelv  isolated  at  a  place  called  San  Josede  L'han* 
guene,  some  5  miles  outside  the  town  limits. 

No  vessels  to  my  knowledge  have  left  this  port  for  United  Statr* 
ports  (either  directly  or  indirectly)  during  the  past  few  davs.  hut  if 
any  do  leave  and  without  bills  of  health  from  this  consulate  their 
departures  will  be  promptly  reported.

leaving  during  March,  5;  remaining  under  treatment  at  close  of  month, 
4— total,  9.  There  were  were  also  2  cases  which  were  treated  in  resi- 
dence, making  a  total  of  8  cases,  with  no  deaths. 

Plague  conditions  at  Bahia. 

The  following  is  received  from  Consul  Furniss,  under  date  of 
August  9,  19(>4. 

Mv  last  report  ended  on  July  25,  since  which  dat^  the  suspect  case 
of  XvXy  25  and  the  suspect  death  of  July  20  have  been  venfied  bac- 
teriological I  v  as  plague. 

On  July  26  there  were  one  verified  case,  on  July  27  two  verified  cases, 
■  on  July  30  one  verified  case,  and  on  Juh'  31  one  verified  case.  There 
were  no  new  cases  in  August  until  the  3d  on  which  date  there  occurred 
two  verified  eases  and  one  suspect  case  with  death  of  the  latter,  on  the  4th 
there  were  two  suspect  cases  with  death  of  same  and  two  verified  cases, 
and  on  the  5th  there  was  no  report  of  suspect  or  verified  cases. 

The  suspect  cases  with  death  did  not  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Board 
of  Health  until  reported  by  official  inspectors  who  verif  \'  all  deaths. 
The  bodies  were  buried  with  all  the  precautions  taken  in  cases  of 
plague. 

During  the  period  mentioned  the  streets  in  the  sections  of  the  citv 
in  which  the  cases  occurred  have  been  swept,  flushed,  and  disinfected. 
House-to-house  inspection  has  been  made  and  such  places  as  required 
cleaning,  whitewasning,  etc.,  have  been  ordered  to  be  attended  to  at 
once. 

Grain  and  other  food  stuffs  in  a  store  in  the  street  where  the  original 
cases  occurrexl  have  been  confiscated  and  destroyed  under  sanitary 
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precautions,  and  the  selling  of  meat,  sweets,  etc.,  from  trays  in  the 
street  has  been  prohibited. 

All  the  inhabitants  in  houses  having  cases  are  urged  to  be  vaccinated 
with  plague  vaccine,  the  board  of  health  supplying  the  same  and  an 
oflScer  to  administer  it;  but  as  vaccination  is  not  compulsory  some  refuse 
to  have  it  done  and  these  last  cases  occurred  in  such  persons,  some  of 
whom  have  gone  to  other  parts  of  the  city,  giving  chance  for  new 
infection. 

Report  from  Elo  de  Janeiro — Yellmc  f ever  ^plague  ^  and  ^uiaUpou^— 
Plague  in  Bahia — CondUlons  at  Pemamhuco. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  July  28,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  23,  1904,  the  following  vessels  were 
inspected,  and  issued  bills  of  health  by  this  office:  On  the  18th  the 
British  steamship  Biplt^y^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no 
passengers  of  any  class,  and  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew 
while  in  port;  on  the  23d,  the  American  barkentine  Good  Xe^rs^  for 
Baltimore,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers  of  any  class,  and  with 
5  new  members  of  the  crew  signing  on  here,  and  on  the  same  date,  the 
British  steamship  Canning^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,! 
first-class  passenger  and  15  steerage  passengers  from  this  port,  also  1 
new  member  of  the  crew  signed  on  here.  No  other  vessels  left  this 
port  for  the  United  States  during  the  week  under  consideration. 

Plag\ie  in  Bahia. 

Following  are  abstracts  of  daily  reports  received  in  this  office: 

JuJy'2L — There  are  in  the  plague  hospital  llcasesof  plague.  To-day, 
one  notification  of  a  suspectea  case  of  plague  was  received.  He  received 
the  anti-pest  serum  treatment.  The  governor  of  the  city  has  decided 
to  destroy  all  houses  which  have  been  condemned  by  the  board  of 
hygiene. 

Jahj23. — To-dav  there  are  in  the  isolation  hospital,  some  13  cases  of 
plague.  To-day  there  was  one  new  case  of  this  epidemic  disease.  The 
Diario  de  Noticias  calls  attention  to  the  necessity  for  an  official  decla- 
ration of  the  existence  of  plague. 

July  25, — There  were  3  suspected  cases  yesterday.  To-day,  up  to 
to  the  hour  of  sending  this  report,  there  have  been  2  new  cases. 

Jfdy  26, — There  were  to-day  2  new  cases  of  bubonic  plague. 

Jafy  ^7,  1904* — There  was  to-day  one  new  case  of  plague,  the 
existence  of  which  was  proved  bacteriologically. 

Saiiitary  nport  from  Pernamhuco. 

Under  date  of  the  22d  instant  there  was  received  the  following 
report:  ''  The  sanitary  condition  of  this  city  is  somewhat  better  during 
the  last  fifteen  days.  During  that  period,  ended  the  15th  instant, 
there  died  426  persons,  this  number  being  equal  to  a  coefficient  per 
thousand  of  the  inhabitants  of  53.  The  greatest  daily  mortality  was 
42  and  the  least  was  19.  Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  dysentery 
caused  137,  tuberculosis  47,  variola  23,  malaria  23,  and  the  remainder 
were  from  general  diseases." 
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Sanitary  report  of  Rio  de  Janeiro^  iceck  ended  July  2^, 

During  the  week  there  were  386  deaths  from  all  causes.  Of  this 
number  vellow  fever  caused  1  death,  with  3  new  cases  reported,  and 
at  the  efose  of  the  week  there  was  only  1  case  in  the  Hospital  Sao 
iSebastido.  Plague  caused  1  death,  with  only  1  new  case  reported  dur- 
ing the  week,  and  at  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  in  all  10  cases 
in  the  plague  hospital  at  Jurajuba.  Variola  caused  100  deaths,  with 
11H>  new  cases  reported,  and  at  the  end  of  the  week  there  were  272 
cases  in  Hospital  Sfto  SebastiSo.  The  epidemic  of  variola  has  some- 
what decreased,  owing  doubtless  to  the  great  increase  in  the  number 
of  vaccinations  and  revaccinations,  and  also  to  some  extent  to  the 
increasing  warmth  of  the  weather,  which  prevents  the  crowding  within 
doors,  which  is  so  prevalent  here  during  the  winter,  and  which  leads 
doubtless  to  much  sickness. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  measles,  enteric  fever, 
choleraic  diseases  of  children,  or  leprosy.  Whooping  cough  caused  2 
deaths^  diphtheria  1,  grippe  14,  dysentery  1,  beriberi  2,  malarial  fevers 
5,  and  tuberculosis  38. 

As  regards  localities  where  the  deaths  occurred,  these  were  as  fol- 
lows: In  homes,  etc.,  223;  in  civil  hospitals,  83;  in  military  hospi- 
tals, 7;  in  Santa  Casa  de  Miserecordia,  63;  in  as^'lums,  convents,  etc., 
4:  in  vessels  in  port,  none;  and  in  localities  unknown,  6.  As  regards 
age,  they  were  as  follows:  During  the  first  vear  of  life,  59,  from  1 
to  5  vears,  54;  5  to  10,  17;  10  to  20,  28;  20  to' 30,  67;  30  to  40,  51;  40 
to  50\  35;  50  to  60,  18;  more  than  60  years  of  age,  57.  Males,  220; 
females,  166;  residents,  320;  foreigners,  63;  nationality  unknown,  2. 

The  average  daily  death  rate  was  55.14,  compared  with  54.57  for 
the  preceding  week,  and  with  25  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 

During  the  week  the  thermometer  registered  as  its  highest  mark, 
2S.J:^-  C.,  and  as  its  lowest,  15.3^  C,  with  an  average  for  the  week  of 
^►.59-  C.     There  was  no  rainfall  during  the  week.

FuciiAU,  China,  July  6^  1904- 

Dear  Doctor:  In  reply  to  your  note  of  inquiry,  under  dat«  of  June 
22,  1904,  as  to  the  truthfulness  of  an  item  publisfied  in  the  Hongkong 
paper  of  June  18,  stating  that  *'the  plague  is  exceedingly  severe  just 
now,"  etc.,  I  am  enabled  to  say,  on  the  authority  of  three  of  our  physi- 
cians who  have  the  largest  practice  among  both  native  and  foreign  pop- 
ulation of  this  port,  that  the  statement  referred  to  is  absolutely  false. 
Thus  far  in  the  season,  2  cases  only  are  known  on  the  south  side  of  the 
river,  and  2  cases  in  the  city  proper. 

It  is  unoualifiedlv  false  that  ''several  hundred  people  have  already 
succumbed  to  the  dread  disease  within  the  past  month." 

Somebody  is  either  maliciousl}"  slandering  the  city  or  else  is  woe- 
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fully  ignorant  and  culpably  careless  in  making  said  statement  in  the 
Hongkong  and  Shanghai  papers. 

I  will  be  obliged  to  j'ou  if  you  will  take  the  trouble  to  correct  the 
statement  in  the  paper  that  first  published  said  item. 

I  have  just  now  consulted  our  port  physicians,  and  they  state  that 
they  know  of  no  cases  at  present  anywhere  in  this  locality.         *

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransome  reports,  July  26  and  August  2, 
iw  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  23,  1904,  there  were  issued  2  supple- 
mental bills  of  health,  and  2  vessels,  106  crew,  and  3  steerage  passen- 
gers wei-e  inspected.  Two  cases  of  illness  were  inv^estigated  on  board 
ship,  neither  of  which  proved  to  be  quarantinable.  They  were 
inspected  and  passed  6  pieces  of  baggage,  and  12  pieces  were  disin- 
fected.    Manifests  were  viseed  for  34,279  pieces  of  freight. 

The  municipal  health  officer  reports  for  the  week,  smallpox,  1  case, 
4 deaths;  diphtheria,  2  deaths;  tuberculosis,  34  deaths.  The  total  mor- 
tality was  4  foreigners  and  151  natives. 

No  (|uarantinable  disease  was  reported  from  outports,  although  beri- 
beri still  prevails  among  soldiers  m  the  vicinity  of  Nanking. 

During  the  week  ended  July  30,  1904,  there  were  issuea  1  original 
and  1  supplemental  bill  of  health,  and  2  vessels,  513  crew,  89  cabin 
and  299  steerage  passengers  were  inspected;  also  1  piece  of  freight 
and  62  pieces  of  baggage.  Two  cases  of  illness  on  board  vessels  were 
investigated,  neither  of  which  proved  quarantinable  disease.  Mini- 
fests  were  visaed  for  7,794  pieces  of  freight.  One  immigrant  was 
examiDed  and  passed. 

The  weekly  report  of  the  municipal  health  officer  shows  smallpox  2 
deaths,  cholera  1  case,  enteric  fever  3  cases,  diphtheria  2  deaths,  scar- 
let fever  2  cases,  tuberculosis  26  deaths.  The  total  reported  mortality 
was  6  foreigners  and  130  natives. 

It  will  be  observed  that  cholera  has  again  made  its  appearance  here. 
The  ease  reported  was  a  foreigner — a  native  of  Portugal — and  is  said 
to  have  been  of  the  vagrant  class,  although  the  man  was  removed  from 
a  respectable  section  of  the  European  settlement  to  the  hospital  where 
he  died. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  learn  deliniteh'  through  any  source  of  the 
existence  of  cholera  in  Shanghai  and  its  environs  up  to  the  present 
time  this  season,  and  as  the  general  mortalitv  seems  to  be  at  present 
even  slightly  below  the  normal,  it  is  thought  that  this  is  at  least  one 
of  the  earl\'  cases.  The  fruit  season  is  now  well  under  way,  and  this 
b<  usually  the  signal  for  the  appearance  of  the  disease.  Especially  is 
this  the  case  with  the  advent  of  the  melons,  which  are  cut  into  small 
portions  and  exposed  for  sale,  covered  f reci  uently  with  swarms  of  flies. 
This  fruit  is  a  favorite  delicac}*  with  the  Chine.se  coolie  class.

DANISH   WEST  INDIES. 

Quarantine  against  Demerara. 

The  following  information  is  received  from  Minister  Swenson  at 
Copenhagen,  under  date  of  August  6: 

On  June  16  last,  the  government  of  the  Danish  West  Indies  declared 
a  quarantine  of  15  days  against  vessels  arriving  from  Demerara  hav- 
ing on  board  persons  or  members  of  the  crew  who  have  not  been 
vaccinated.  The  government  also  requires  that  the  crews  and  pas- 
sengers of  other  vessels  shall  be  required  to  undergo  a  dail}'  meaical 
examination  during  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  their  departure  from 
Demerara. 

ECUADOR. 

^Reports  from  Giiayaquil — Inspection  ofvesseh —  Yellow  fever — Enteric 
fever  at  Quito — Death  of  sheep  on  steamship  Pizarro — Plague  at 
Payta, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports,  Jul}'  22,  as  follows:  Week 
ended  July  20, 1904.  Present  officially  estimated  population,  60,000. 
Total  mortality  from  all  causes,  42,  as  follows:  Yellow  fever,  2;  per- 
nicious fever,  1;  infectious  fever,  2;  grip,  2;  fevers  without  classifi- 
cation, 7;  tuberculosis,  5;  enteric  diseases,  2;  from  all  other  causes,  24. 

Two  supplemental  bills  of  health  were  issued  during  the  week.  On 
July  16  the  steamship  Guatemala  cleared  for  Ancon,  Canal  Zone,  with 
9  cabin  passengers  from  this  port.  On  July  19  steamship  Litnari 
cleared  for  the  same  port  with  10  cabin  and  4  steerage  passengers. 
These  vessels,  en  route  from  Chilean  and  Peruvian  ports,  were  disin 
fected  on  arrival  under  my  supervision  by  the  port  authorities  and 
anchored  in  midstream  about  2  miles  below  the  cit}-. 

I  have  received  a  letter  from  Surg.  H.  R.  Carter,  chief  quarantine 
officer,  Isthmian  Canal  Commission,  notifying  me  of  measures  which 
will  be  enforced  in  the  future  on  Guayaquil  traffic  at  the  port  of 
Ancon.  These  1  have  embodied  in  a  circular  letter  and  addressed  to 
the  several  ship  agents  here.     A  copy  is  inclosed. 

«  Received  out  of  date. 
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Eftt^rU  fever  at  Quito — Death  of  sheep  on  steamship  Pizarro. 

The  following  dispatch  is  translated  from  El  Gritx)  del  Pueblo: 

Quito,  July  28:  The  mortality  here  produced  bv  enteric  fever  is  alarming.  Neither 
the  municiiikl  nor  fe<leral  authorities  are  engaged  in  fighting  the  epidemic. 

From  the  same  pai>er  I  translate  the  following  cable  from  Callao: 

As  17  sheep  dieil  on  the  steamship  Pizarro  during  the  trip  from  Panama  to  Callao, 
the  dire<*tor  of  health  ordered  a  thorough  disinfection  of  the  decks  with  chloride  of 
lime,  an<i  telegraphed  to  all  the  porta  in  the  south  to  receive  the  vessel  only  after  a 
thorough  and  minute  examination. 

Plague  in  Payta. 

The  following  information  of  plague  in  Payta  is  taken  from  a  report 
of  the  alcalde  of  that  city: 

Total  number  of  ca^^es  from  April  29  to  July  1,  5t).  Of  this  number 
30  died  and  10  have  l)een  divscharged  cured.  Antipest  serum  was  tried 
on  30,  of  which  number  7  died.  In  lighting  the  spread  of  plague  old 
houses  infected  by  rats  wx»re  destroyed  and  burned,  as  was  also  the 
old  city  wharf.  C'ommittees  were  appointed  to  make  house-to-house 
inspections,  to  supervise  the  cleaning  of  the  street**,  to  inspect  the 
qualitv  of  medicines  and  other  articles  sold  to  the  public;  carts  were 
provided  to  gather  and  carry  off  garbage  and  dirty  water  which  was 
previously  thrown  into  the  sea;  rat  traps  have  been  distributed  to  the 
public;  poison  has  been  placed  on  the  wharves  and  in  the  squares  to 
kill  rats,  and  the  seabeach  cleaned  dailv  by  a  special  squad.  A  physi- 
cian has  also  been  sent  to  Colan.  Smallpox,  wnich  has  been  prevailing 
in  Payta,  is  now  dying  out.

SiBs:  1  have  the  honor  to  notify  you  that  I  have  been  advised  by 
Surg.  R.  H.  Carter,  chief  quarantine  officer.  Isthmian  Canal  Commis- 
sion, that  the  following  measures  will  be  enforced  at  port  of  Ancon. 
Canal  Zone,  with  reference  to  all  vessels,  their  crews,  passengers,  ana 
others  from  Guayaquil. 

1.  All  passengers  immune  to  yellow  fever  and  so  certified  by  the 
medicml  officer  of  the  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital  Service  at 
Guayaquil  will  be  subjected  to  no  restrictions. 

2.  Other  passengers  will  be  held  at  port  of  arrival  (Ancon)  to  com- 
plete five  days  from  last  presumable  exposure  to  yellow  fever. 

3.  (a)  If  a  vessel  lie  at  an  anchorage  at  Guayaquil  where  she  can 
receive  no  infection  (infected  stegomyite)  from  shore  or  water  craft, 
or  (h)  has  a  certificate  from  the  medical  ofiicer  of  the  above-named  serv- 
ice that  she  was  fumigated  before  departure,  the  date  of  sailing  will 
be  considered  the  date  of  last  exposure,  (c)  If  the  anchorage  is 
approved  by  said  officer  then  the  date  of  going  aboard  this  vessel  will^ 
be  this  date. 
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4.  If  the  vessel  lie  at  an  anchorage  where  she  can  receive  infection, 
even  if  she  be  disinfected  on  leaving,  all  passengers  and  crew  will  be 
considered  as  exposed  to  yellow  fever  at  Guayaquil — that  is,  if  disin- 
fected on  leaving  Guayaquil,  detained  to  make  up  tive  days  from  dis- 
fection;  if  not  disinfected  at  Guayaquil,  the  vessel  will  be  disinfected 
at  port  of  arrival  (Ancon),  and  all  on  board  held  tive  days  from  com- 
pletion of  disinfection,  except  those  holding  certificates  of  immunity. 

I  am  further  instructed  by  Doctor  Carter  to  assure  you  that  every 
consideration  will  be  paid  to  the  comfort  of  passengers  and  to  facilitate 
shipping.  A  building  is  being  fitted  up  for  the  aetent\on  of  passen- 
gers, and  pending  its  completion,  if  the  number  be  small,  they  will 
be  held  at  hotels  in  the  city,  where  they  will  be  subject  to  observation 
but  very  little  restriction  of  liberty. 

For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  the  evidence  of  immunity 
which  will  be  accepted  by  this  office  is  (a)  proof  of  previous  attack  of 
yellow  fever;  (h)  proof  of  continued  residence  within  an  endemic  focus 
of  yellow  fever  for  ten  years. 

Proof  of  immunity  satisfactory  to  this  office  is  (a)  a  certificate  of  a 
reputable  physician  that  the  bearer  was  attended  by  him  during  an 
attack  of  yellow  fever,  or  (/y)  a  certificate  signed  by  two  reputable 
citizens,  personally  know  n  to  me,  that  the  bearer  has  lived  within  an 
endemic  focus  of  ^^ellow^  fever  for  ten  continuous  years.  The  prov- 
inces of  Guayas  and  Los  Rios  will  be  considered  as  endemic  foci  of 
3'ellow  fever. 

In  order  that  passengers  leaving  Guayaquil  may  avail  themselves  of 
the  advantage  granted  in  section  3  c,  this  office  recommends  an  anchor- 
age between  Matadero  and  the  Guasmo,  well  out  in  midstream.  V'es- 
sels  so  anchoring,  which  have  been  disinfected  by  the  port  authorities 
on  arrival,  will  not  require  further  disinfection  on  departure.

I^/affU€  at  Puna  officially  denied. 

August  9,  1904. 

Biil)oiiic  plague  infection  in  Puna  is  officially  denied.  I  have  just 
returned  from  an  interview  with  the  president  of  the  superior  board 
of  health  who  was  also  a  member  of  the  committee  sent  to  Pund  to 
investigate  the  matter.  I  am  informed  by  him  that  the  suspicions  of 
the  medical  officer  at  Pund  were  aroused  by  the  fact  that  a  rat  was 
discovered  dying  in  a  house  occupied  by  a  man  who  had  received 
biscuits  some  time  ago  from  the  steamship  Denderah  from  Callao  and 
other  southern  ports.  On  examination  the  rat  was  discovered  to  have 
enlarged  glands.  The  board  of  health  was  notified  but  the  i-at  was 
burned  before  the  committee  reached  there.  A  search  for  rats  was 
made  by  the  committee  and  several  were  caught. 

It  is  claimed  that  thev  were  affected  by  a  worm  known  here  as  the 
**gusano  de  monte,"  field  maggot,  which  attacks  horses,  cows,  etc., 
that  roam  the  woods.  The  rate  were  brought  here  and  are  said  to 
have  been  subjected  to  bacteriological  examination. 

Since  then  other  rat«  have  been  found  but  no  further  examination 
has  been  made. 

GERMANY. 

Rt^jH/rt  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  varums  countries, 
Consul-Geneml  Mason  reports,  August  15,  1904,  as  follows: 

Flague. 

Egypt. — During  the  week  ended  July  30  there  were  registered  in 
Egypt  17  new  cases  of  plague  (with  8  deaths),  namely,  8  cases  (2  deaths) 
in  iiagazig,  6  cases  (3  deaths)  in  Alexandria,  2  cases  (2  deaths)  in  the 
district  of  Beni  Sueif,  and  1  case  (1  death)  in  the  district  of  Bibeh. 

Japan. — During  the  month  of  May  there  were  registered  in  For- 
mosa 1,308  cases  of  plague  with  983  deaths. 

BrltUh  Smtth  Africa. — During  the  period  from  June  26  to  July  1 
2  new  teases  of  plague  were  registered  in  Port  Elizabeth. 

Cholera. 

Turkey. — According  to  Bulletin  No.  28,  of  July  25,  there  have  been 
regiijtered  in  Turkey  683  fresh  cases  of  plague  and  541  deaths. 
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Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  other  cities. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  July  30  was  lower  than 
that  of  the  preceding  week,  amounting,  calculated  on  the  year,  to  16.1 
per  l,0<)p  of  the  population,  thus  being  also  lower  than  the  rate  for 
the  same  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  17.5  per  1,000. 
Of  the  large  German  towns  and  cities,  only  6  had  a  lower  rate  of  mor- 
tality than  Berlin,  namely,  Hamburg,  Altona,  Kiel,  Brunswick,  Char- 
lottenburg  (with  12.2),^  and  SchOneberg  (with  9.6).  The  death  rate 
of  London  corresponded  almost  exactly  with  that  of  this  city,  while 
the  following  cities  had  considerably  higher  rates,  namely,  Munich, 
Stuttgart,  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Bremen,  Dresden,  Rixdorf  (22.7), 
(Cologne  (88.  H),  Aix  la  Chapelle,  Halle,  Leipzig,  Magdeburg,  Bi-eslau, 
KOnigsberg,  Hanover,  Nuremberg,  as  well  as  raris  and  Vienna.  The 
i*ate  of  mortality  among  children  in  the  first  year  of  life  showed  a  slight 
increase,  amounting  to  6.8  per  year  and  mille.  Acute  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  organs  showed  an  abatement,  claiming  this  week  4-7  victims. 
Acute  intestinal  diseases,  on  the  contrary,  showed  an  increase,  causing 
188  deaths  (conjpared  with  154  in  the  preceding  week).  Seventy -five 
infants  succumbed  to  cholerine,  while  phthisis  pulmonalis  claimed  72 
victims.  Furthermore,  there  were  registered  37  deaths  from  cancer, 
13  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  7  deaths  from  measles,  6  deaths  from 
diphtheria,  and  3  deaths  from  enteric  fever.  Finally,  10  persons  died 
by  violence.  '

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It  will  be  noted  that  plague  is  definitely  worse  than  last  week.  As 
iLsual,  Mandvi  is  the  ward  worst  aflfected,  and  the  Jains  the  race  suf- 
fering most. 

Mortality  hi  Boinhay  durhuj  firnt  half  of  year  lOOIf, 

I  transmit  herewith  a  table  which  will  serve  as  a  study  of  the  deaths 
in  Bombay  during  the  first  half  of  1JK)4,  by  races  and  classes.  There 
are  two  figures  given  in  each  week's  recoixl  by  races  and  classes.  The 
tirst,  marked  ''r.  L)./'  gives  the  plague  deaths  for  the  week,  and  the 
se<*ond,  marked  "T.  D.,"  gives  the  total  deaths. 

For  convenience  in  study  I  have  grouped  the  races  under  nine  head- 
ings; 1,  Hindus,  including  all  the  castes;  2,  Mohammedans,  including 
the  Khojas;  3,  Parsis;  4  native  Christians,  both  Roman  Catholic  and 
Protestant;  5,  Jains,  to  whom  fuller  reference  is  made  below;  6,  Jews, 
including  the  Beni-Israelites,  or  those  who  come  of  mixed  Hebrew 
and  Hindu  stock;  7,  Eurasians;  8,  Europeans;  9,  others,  including 
negro  Africans,  Buddhists,  and  other  and  unknown  castes. 

Under  each  column  I  have  given  the  population  of  that  particular 
race  or  castas  the  total  population  of  Bombay  City  being  776,006. 

The  totals  for  plague  deaths  and  total  deaths  for  the  six  months  are 
jriven  at  the  bottom,  and  still  below  them  two  sets  of  death  rates — the 
first  set  of  figures  giving  the  death  rates  by  caste,  based  on  the  total 
population  of  the  city,  the  second  set  giving  the  death  'rates  based  on 
the  population  of  the  given  mce  or  caste. 

Severnl  striking  facts  are  to  be  observed — 

1.  That  the  Europeans  have  the  lowest  death  rate  in  the  city  from 
plague,  relatively  to  their  numbers:  also  that  their  total  death  rate, 
relatively  to  their  numbers,  is  lower  (18.98  per  mille  per  annum) 
than  that  of  anv  other  ra(!e  in  the  city. 

2.  That  the  l^arsis,  the  cleanest  of  the  native  races,  have  the  next 
lowest  relative  death  rate  from  plague. 

X  That  the  Jains  have  by  far  the  highest  death  rate  from  plague  as 
well  as  from  all  causes  cou)bined.  In  my  letter  of  Julv  22  1  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Jains,  a  race  akin  to  the  Hindoos,  and 
yet  distinct  frcmi  them,  are  worshippers  of  life  in  every  form.  They 
can  not  take  the  life  of  any  creature,  be  it  bug,  insect,  venomous  rep- 
tile,  or  any  other  living  thing.  Investigations  have  shown  that  ants^ 
which  alxiund  in  the  homes  of  the  Jains  because  of  the  food  provided 
artificially  for  them,  are  capable  of  conveying  plague.  The  Jains  have 
been  from  the  l>eginning  worse  affected  than  any  other  race;  and  the 
present  study  shows  that  plague  has  been  harder  on  them  than  on  those 
of  other  races  during  1904.  Further,  the  ratio  of  plague  deaths  to 
total  deaths  is  higher  among  the  Jains  than  among  the  other  races,  as 
might  l)e  expected  from  the  fact  that  animal  life  is  perhaps  more  con- 
cerned in  the  transmission  of  plague  than  of  any  of  the  other  devas- 
tating diseases.  I  shall  try  to  make  a  further  study  of  the  liability  of 
the  .lains  to  diseases  other  than  plague. 
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Refxm  from  Calcutta — Cholera  avd plague  mortality. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  July  21,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  16,  1904,  there  were  5  deaths  from 

plague  and  7  deaths  from  cholera  in  Calcutta.  ♦

deaths  from  plague.     In  India  during  the  week  ended  July  9  there 

were  2,414  ca:^es  and  1,919  deaths  from  plague.

3IEXICO. 

Reportf<  from  Monterey — San itary  conditions. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reporti^,  August  17,  as  follows: 

The  sanitary  situation  in  Monterey  and  vicinity  during  the  week 
ended  August  13,  1904,  continued  much  as  at  the  date  of  my  last 
report. 

In  the  city  of  Monterey  there  appears  to  be  a  slight  increase  in  the 
amount  of  sickness  as  shown  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
recorde<l.  The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  week  under 
consideration  was  59.  Disease??,  of  the  gastrointestinal  tract,  princi- 
pally of  children,  continue  to  retain  their  prominence  as  the  chief 
c-ause  of  death. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ferguson  reports,  August  16  and  19, 
through  Parsed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger,  as  follows: 

Notning  of  sanitary  interest  has  come  to  my  notice  for  the  week 
ended  August  13.        ' 

I  leave  to-night  to  make  inspection  of  Monclova  and  vicinity. 
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Inspection  of  Monclova. 

I  visited  the  city  of  Monclova  August  16  and  17  for  the  purpose  of 
looking  into  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city,  especially  relating  to 
a  possible  return  of  3'ellow  fever  there  this  year.  I  could  learn  of 
nothing  which  might  be  considered  at  all  suspicious.  The  mortality 
mte  here,  as  in  other  Mexican  towns  visited,  is  especially  hi^h  among 
infants  under  one  year  and  due  to  gastroenteric  and  acute  infectious 
diseases.  Puhuonary  tuberculosis  claims  quite  a  number.  Among  an 
American  population  numbering  200  or  more  there  has  not  been  a 
death  this  vear,  and  there  was  only  1  death  last  year. 

Little  rain  has  fallen  in  Monclova  or  vicinity  for  several  months, 
and  mosquitoes  are  scarce.  . 

Report  from  Vi^racruz-;-Infij>€etion  of  remeU — Yellow  ftver. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  August  22,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  20, 1904,  8  vessels  bound  for  United 
States  ports  were  inspected  and  given  bills  of  health. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  24 
deaths  (88.4  per  1,000,  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes,  including  1 
from  pernicious  fever,  2  from  remittent  fever,  1  from  malarial 
cachexia,  4  from  gastroenteritis,  1  from  enteritis,  1  from  entero- 
colitis, and  3  from  tuberculositj. 

Two  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported  —1  on  August  15  and 
1  on  August  20.     Both  cases  occurred  at  San  Juan  d'Ulloa  Fortress. 

It  is  of  some  interest  to  note  that  all  the  cases  of  yellow  fever  reported 
in  the  port  and  vicinity  of  Veracruz  within  the  last  ten  days  have 
developed  among  the  occupants  of  San  Juan  d'Ulloa  Fortress.  This 
fortress  is  on  an  island  which  forms  part  of  the  outer  wall  of  the  har- 
bor and  is  at  a  distance  of  about  one-naif  mile  from  the  wat«r  front  of 
the  city.  Considering  its  isolated  position  and  the  fact  that  it  is  a  mil- 
itary reservation,  and,  therefore,  thoroughly  amenable  to  sanitary 
treatment,  it  is  somewhat  surprising  that  this  fortress  is  at  the  present 
time  apparently  th*^  chief  center  of  yellow-fever  infection  in  this 
vicinity.

RejHtrt  fr(un  Teheran — Chohra  epidemic  declining, 

Vice-Cvonsul-General  Tyler  reports,  July  23,  as  follows: 
The  cholera  epidemic  has  within  the  last  week  considerably  decreased 
in  mortality,  and,  as  a  result,  confidence  is  becoming  restored  in  the 
city,  a  proof  that  the  dread  which  has  held  the  people  in  a  kind  of 
bewildering  thraldom  is  becoming  mitigated. 

It  claimed  as  a  victim  just  a  week  ago  the  chief  of  the  municipal 
supervision  and  works,  the  best,  the  ablest,  the  most  patriotic  and 
<»nftcientiou8,  the  most  widely  known  and  respected  man  next  to  the 
Shah  in  Teheran  and  neighborhood.  He  had  since  he  had  been  in 
office  brought  living  to  the  poorest  within  the  limits  of  possibility, 
which  previously  had  been  a  great  struggle,  but  before  the  earth  had 
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closed  over  him  the  beneficial  effects  of  his  administration  were  at 
once  dissipated  and  abnormal  prices  were  put  on  the  ordinary  neces- 
saries of  life. 

J  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  precise  statistics  of  fatalitv,  but  for 
some  time  I  am  told  there  were  upward  of  6(X)  deaths  a  day,  which 
would  mean  little  less  than  1,000  fresh  cases  each  twentv-four  hours, 
but  to-day  the  number  will  probably  not  much  exceed  a  hundred. 

It  appears  that  the  wave  of  contagion  is  traveling  eastward  in  the 
direction*of  the  holy  city  of  Meshed  to  the  shrine  of  whose  saint  num- 
bers, on  the  first  news  of  the  outbreak,  went  to  pav  their  devotion  and 
claim  its  protection.  It  had  arrived  about  midday  300  miles  from 
Teheran  some  days  ago,  and  has  doubtless  by  this  time  nearly  reached 
its  destination. 

1  hope  to  obtain  later  some  reliable  information  as  to  the  extent  of 
the  mvages  of  the  disease. 

PERU. 

Report  from  Callao — Plague  conditions — Destruction  of  rats." 

Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports,  Julv  23,  as  follows:  During  the 
week  ended  July  16,  1904,  bills  of  health  were  issued  to  2  vessels 
after  inspection  and  fumigation  to  kill  vermin;  126  pieces  of  baggage 
were  disinfected. 

There  were  7  new  cases  of  plague  in  Lima  during  the  week,  with  2 
deaths.  No  cases  are  reported  i  n  Callao.  One  thousand  and  eighty -six 
rats  and  6,492  mice  were  trapped  and  killed  in  Lima  and  Callao. 
Nine  houses  in  Lima  and  2  in  Callao  were  disinfected.  Dead  rats 
were  found  in%evei*al  places  in  Lima,  probably  the  result  of  poisoning. 

Plague  continues  in  Payta,  Salaverr}^  and  Trujillo. 

PHILIPPINE   ISLANDS. 

Reports  from  Manila — Quarantinahle  diseases — Inspection  of  i^e^-^eh. 

Chief  Quarantine  Officer  Heiser  reports,  July  19,  26,  and  28,  as  fol- 
lows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  16, 1904,  one  case  of  smallpox  and  death 
was  reported  in  Manila. 

The  U.  S.  army  transport  Sheridan  sailed  for  San  Francisco  July 
15,  1904.  The  crew  and  steerasfe  passengers  were  bathed  and  their 
effects  disinfected  with  steam.  The  cargo  was  inspected  and  all  sus- 
picious articles  were  disinfected  and  so  labeled. 

Xo  guarantlnahle  diseases  in  Jfani/a — Vaccination  in  the  Islands. 

There  were  no  quarantinahle  diseases  reported  in  Manila  for  the 
week  ended  July  23,  1904.  This  report  is  very  encouraging  when  it 
is  considered  that  quarantinahle  disease  is  present  at  nearly  all  the 
nearb}^  foreign  ports.  Manila  is  gmdually  gaining  the  reputation  of 
being  the  cleanest  port  in  the  Orient,  and  justlv  so. 

The  board  of  health  is  making  good  progress  with  its  plan  of  vac- 
cinating the  entire  population  of  the  islands.     The  carrying  out  of 

a  Received  out  of  date. 
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this  task  has  been  greatly  aided  by  the  passage  of  an  act  by  the  Com- 
mi^jjion  which  provides  that  every  resident,  foreign  er  otherwise, 
must  l>e  vaccinated  upon  the  request  of  the  board  of  health. 

Great  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  keeping  the  vaccine  in  a 
potent  condition.  The  constant  high  temperature  which  prevails  in 
the  Islands  renders  the  transportation  of  vaccine  in  a  cool  condition  a 
very  difficult  problem.  Small  ice  chests  have  been  constructed,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  with  them  the  vaccine  can  be  transported  to  even  the 
remote  portions  of  the  Islands  without  losing  its  effectiveness.  Yet, 
when  it  is  considered  that  in  many  places  only  trails  exist  and  that  the 
vaccinator  as  well  as  the  vaccine  must  be  transported  on  the  backs  of 
animals,  the  difficulty  of  carrying  out  sanitary  measures  in  the  Philip- 
pines will  be  l)etter  understood

unfounded. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gustetter  reports,  August  23,  as  follows: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  visit  to  Bis- 
^>e€  in  compliance  with  Bureau  letter  of  August  10, 1904,  directing  me 
to  visit  Bisbee,  Ariz.,  to  investigate  rumors  as  to  the  prevalence  of 
bubonic  plague  in  that  place. 

Upon  my  arrival  at  Bisbee  I  interviewed  Doctor  Broderick,  the  city 
and  county  health  officer.  He  showed  me  the  records  of  the  Copper 
Queen  Hospital  covering  the  past  six  months.  During  the  month  of 
March,  1904,  the  records  showed  18  cases  of  pneumonia,  all  of  which 
presented  only  the  tvpical  signs  and  symptons  of  pneumonia.  Most 
of  the  men  affected  were  alcoholics,  and  the  mortality  was  about  80 
per  cent.  The  Doctor  informed  me  that  the  number  of  pneumonia 
cases  treated  on  the  outside  by  private  practitioners  did  not  exceed  20 
cases,  and  that  the  mortality  of  those  cases  was  onlv  a  trifle  higher. 

Since  March  there  have  been  only  a  few  isolated  cases  of  pneumo- 
nia. The  doctors  all  seem  to  be  at  a  loss  to  account  for  the  popular 
rumor  circulated  to  the  effect  that  these  cases  died  of  '^  black  heart" 
itwtead  of  pneumonia.  Thev  claim  that  there  were  no  symptoms  pres- 
ent except  those  ordinarily  found  in  cases  of  pneumonia. 
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I  visited  all  of  the  practicing  physicians  in  Bisbee  and  they  all  gave 
me  substantially  the  same  information  concerning  the  past  and  present 
conditions  of  Bisbee. 

At  the  present  time  there  seems  to  be  considerable  enteric  fever. 
During  July  the  hospital  records  showed  sixteen  (16)  cases  and  during 
August  to  date  six  (6)  cases.  From  the  other  physicians  I  learned  that 
there  have  been  about  thirty  (30)  cases  of  enteric  fever  treated  on  the 
outside  during  this  same  period. 

From  a  sanitary  standpoint  Bisbee  is  in  a  very  bad  condition.  It 
has  a  population  of  about  12,000  people,  who  live  in  the  gulches  and 
upon  the  hillsides.  The  filth  from  the  cesspools  is  washed  down  the 
hills  into  the  gulches  and  through  the  heart  of  the  city.  The  pumping 
station  of  Bisbee  was  washed  away,  and  as  a  consequence  there  is  a 

great  scarcity  of  water.  At  the  Copper  Queen  Hotel  (the  largest  in 
•isbee)  there  was  no  water  to  flush  out  the  closets  in  the  numerous 
lavatories,  a  condition  that  has  existed  nearly  ten  days,  but  which 
tbey  claim  will  be  remedied  in  a  few  more  da^^s. 

T^he  health  oflicer  is  endeavoring  to  clean  up  the  city,  and  he  informed 
me  that  the  city  oflScials  are  considering  the  advisability  of  expending 
$200,000  to  construct  a  thorough  sewerage  system  for  Bisbee. 

From  the  undertaker  I  learned  that  during  Jul}^  8  bodies  were 
buried  and  during  August,  to  date,  5  bodies. 

In  conchision  I  would  state  that  1  feel  satisfied  that  the  nmiors 
referred  to  are  without  foundation,  and  that  Bisbee  at  the  present 
time  is  in  its  normal  condition  and  not  suffering  from  any  epidemic 
disease. 

Transactiortii  on  account  of  smallpox  in  northern  Main^^   Carwdian 

border. 

Beport  of  sanitary  work  in  the  Madawaslca  region. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hammond  reports,  through  Surgeon 
Kalloch,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  August  27,  1904:  Number  of  cases  smallpox  under 
supervision,  2;  of  these,  previously  reported,  0;  new  cases,  2;  houses 
under  quarantine,  1;  houses  fumigated  during  week,  2;  persons  vacci- 
nated, 4;  miles  of  territory  covered,  70. 

Transactions  on  account  of  y Mow  fever  at  Laredo^  Tex. —  Omditi<mf<  at 
Corpus  Christ^ — Sanitary  work. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  MacGregor  reports,  through  Pa.ssed 
Assistant  Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Corpus  Christi,  Tex.,  August  ^J,  190.!^. 

I  arrived  at  Corpus  Christi  this  evening. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  local  situation. 

1  had  a  conversation  with  the  ma^'or  to-day,  and  he  told  me  that  the 
city  was  being  cleaned  up  and  all  exposed  water  surfaces  were  being 
oiled,  all  weeds,  etc.,  removed,  with  the  idea  of  putting  the  city  in 
sanitary  condition 

1  shall  go  to  San  Diego  to-day  and  return  here  to-morrow.  There 
are  some  cases  from  outlying  mnches  at  San  Diego  that  I  consider, 
from  reports  received,  worthy  of  investigation. 
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I  also  believe  that  I  should  watch  closely  all  trains  from  Browns- 
ville, as  also  the  passengers  from  neighboring  points  on  the  Rio  Grande 
Kiver. 

I  would  respectfully  state  that  in  my  recent  visit  to  Hebbronville  1 
vaccinated  43  ^rsons.  During  the  inspection  of  that  place  1  also 
caused  to  be  oiled  several  cisterns  and  7  barrels  in  which  I  found 
wigglers. 

August  27,  1904. 

I  spent  to-day  inspecting  Corpus  Christi,  in  company  with  Mayor 
Segrest.  We  made  a  complete  canvass  of  the  city,  miding  many  wig- 
glers in  cisterns  and  other  water  containers.  The  mayor  promised  to 
take  immediate  action  in  having  these  containers  oiled.  There  are 
many  old  tanks  now  dry,  but  which  in  time  of  rain  fill  up  and  furnish 
breeding  places  for  mosquitoes.  These  tanks,  surface  ground  excava- 
tions, are  to  l>e  filled  up  with  earth  and  the  surroundings  sanitated. 

There  seems  to  be  a  more  lively  interest  taken  in  the  systematic 
cleaning  of  the  town  and  warfare  on  the  mosquito.  The  city  ordinance 
fully  provides  for  the  enforcement  of  these  measures,  which  the  mayor 
promises  to  have  carried  out.     The  general  health  or  the  city  is  good. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  I  be  permitted  to  inspect  along  the 
line  of  the  San  Antonio  and  Aransas  Pass  to  Falfurrias,  and  along  the 
line  of  the  Brownsville  Railroad  to  Kingsville  and  Sartia,  if  I  hear  of 
any  suspicious  sickness  in  that  section. 

Alice,  San  Diego,  and  other  places  along  the  Texas-Mexican  Rail- 
way do  not  report  any  serious  illness. 

I  shall  return  to  San  Diego  Monday,  and,  being  in  touch  with  all 
points  along  the  line,  will  visit  each  place  as  occasion  requires. 

Lispection  of  San  Diego, 

August  27,  1904. 

I  visited  San  Die^o,  where  I  found  three  new  cases  of  continued  or 
remittent  fever,  which  have  been  sick  for  several  days.  There  were 
no  cases  that  could  be  diagnosed  suspicious. 

I  shall  remain  here  to-oay,  inspecting  and  gathering  information. 

Conditions  at  Rio  Grande  City — Inspection  at  ferries. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Dashiell  reports,  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Rio  Grande  City,  Tex.,  Augusts?^  1904,. 

During  the  week  ended  August  26,  1904,  49  joersons  crossed  the 
river  from  near-by  points  on  the  Mexican  side.  One  man  from  Mon- 
terey was  held  for  insp>ection,  but  finding  that  he  would  have  difficulty 
in  crossing  he  returned  to  Camargo,  saying  that  he  had  no  special 
object  in  coming  to  this  side  other  tnan  pleasure. 

During  the  week  we  have  inspected  361  houses,  623  water  barrels, 
7  oiled,  owing  to  the  presence  of  wigglers,  and  one  more  cistern  was 
oWrved  to  Imve  been  properly  screened  and  provided  with  a  pump. 

Upon  receipt  of  advice  from  Washington,  followed  by  directions 
from  you,  to  see  that  boats  along  the  river  were  looked  after,  the 
CQStoms  officers  have  arranged  to  have  all  boats  tied  up  as  soon  as 
positive  instructions  come  for  such  action. 
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The  Surgeon-General  inquired  as  to  what  could  be  procured  here 
for  detention  camp,  in  the  way  of  tents  or  buildings,  in  case  such 
should  be  necessary.

I  met  the  mayor  of  Camargo  at  the  ferry  on  the  25th  instant,  and  he 
offered  me  all  assistance  should  I  visit  Camargo,  assuring  me  tliat  I 
would  receive  courteous  treatment  at  any  point  1  should  visit  in  this 
vicinity. 

Doctor  Kennedy,  of  this  place,  reports  a  case  of  continued  malarial 
fever,  which  he  took  the  precaution  to  screen.  The  case  is  now  of 
over  three  weeks'  duration.  Dr.  Soliz  will  take  me  to-day  to  see  two 
similar  cases  a  short  distance  from  town.

XoTE. — A  case  was  reported  on  June  26,  the  patient  bein^  a  barber 
and  tobacconist,  aged  35,  and  residing  in  William  street,  Perth. 

The  second  case,  which  was  fatal,  was  reported  on  June  30,  the 
patient  being  a  lad,  aged  10,  living  in  Roe  street,  Perth,  and  working 
in  a  foundry  in  Wellington  street,  Perth. 

No  infected  rat«  have  been  discovered  in  Perth  since  March  20  last.

Report  from   Matanzcis — Scarlet  fever  and  enteric  fever — Malar m 
fever  on  steamship  Falco^  from  Tampico — Unsanitary  conditums. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  August  29,  a«  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  27, 1904,  bills  of  health  were  issued 
to  5  vessels  bound  for  ports  in  the  United  States. 

Three  cases  of  malarial  fever  of  the  remittent  type,  which  readily 
yielded  to  quinine,  appeared  among  the  crew  of  the  iSorwegian  steam- 
ship Faico  while  undergoinj^  precautionary  quarantine  at  this  port. 
This  vessel  came  from  Tampico,  Mexico,  via  Cardenas,  Cuba,  and  had 
been  lying  at  the  former  place  alongside  the  wharf  for  several  days 
unloading  a  cargo  of  coal,  and  surrounded  by  swarms  of  moscjuitoes. 
The  three  patients  were  apyretic  and  doing  well,  and  no  other  sickness 
had  occurred  on  board  among  the  crew  up  to  August  25,  when  this 
vessel  cleared  for  New  York  direct. 

Local  newspapers  have  just  inaugurated  a  vigorous  campaign  against 
the  unsanitary  condition  of  the  city,  in  view  of  the  notable  increase 
va  the  number  of  cases  of  enteric  fever,  scarlatina,  and  fevers  of 
malarial  origin  prevailing  throughout  town.  They  call  the  attention 
of  the  municipality  as  well  as  that  of  the  general  government  to  this 
fact,  with  the  purpose  of  obtaining  immediate  action  to  relieve  the 
existing  situation  before  it  assumes  more  alarming  proportions.  As 
yet  nothing  practical  has  been  done. 

Fortunately  the  epidemic  of  enteric  fever,  like  that  of  scarlet  fever, 
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shows  a  mild  type,  causing  so  far  a  very  small  rate  of  mortality,  but 
it  i.s  possible  for  it  to  attain  in  the  future  a  higher  degree  of  virulency 
if  the  existing  sanitary  conditions  with  a  tendency  for  the  woise  are 
not  thoroughly  attended  to  in  due  time. 

From  now  on  it  will  be  a  difficult  matter  to  ascertain  the  exact  num- 
ber of  i^ase^  of  enteric  fever  and  scarlatina  prevailing,  since  most  local 
practitioners  fail  to  report  them  to  the  health  officer,  as  has  been  cus- 
tomary heretofore.  >fo  penalty,  to  my  knowledge,  has  been  impjosed 
on  the  physicians  who  have  tHus  failed  to  comply  with  the  sanitary 
regulations.  This  neglect  will  necessarily  lead  to  the  nonobservance 
of  the  usual  prophylactic  measures  recommended  in  such  cases,  with 
all  it«  dangerous  consetiuences. 

RejHtrt  frotn  Suntiago — Disinfection  of  steamship  Frieda^  from 

Tamplco, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Wilson  reports,  August  23  and  25,  as 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  20,  1904,  bills  of  health  were  issued 
to  2  vessels  lK)und  for  the  United  States. 

Xo  quarantinable  disease  has  been  reported. 

The  British  steamship  Frieda  arrived  August  19  with  the  following 
history:  Was  at  Tampico  twelve  days  at  wharf;  crew  went  ashore; 
one  man  had  fever  there,  but  was  cured  before  leaving.  There  were  a 
great  many  mosquitoes;  sailed  from  Tampico  August  13;  on  the  third 
day  out  one  man  was  taken  sick  with  fever  and  headache;  on  arriving 
at  Santiago,  three  days  later,  he  was  still  sick.  As  the  steamer  came 
from  an  infected  port  it  was  quarantined  and  the  man  was  removed  to 
the  lazaretto.  Tne  steamer,  which  came  in  ballast,  was  disinfected. 
The  (Hjmmittee  on  contagious  diseases  had  the  man  under  observation 
two  days  and  then  declared  the  case  was  not  yellow  fever.  A  'micro- 
scopical examination  of  the  blood  was  made  and  the  malarial  parasite 
was  found.  The  patient  has  not  been  jaundiced:  has  not  had  albumin 
in  the  urine;  the  pulse  has  risen  and  fallen  in  proportion  to  the  fever. 

Three  other  meml)ers  of  the  crew  have  been  sick  since  arriving  at 
Santiago.  One  had  high  fever  for  a  few  hours,  but  was  well  and 
returned  to  work  the  next  morning.  The  other  two  had  fever,  begin- 
ning with  a  chill  and  headache. 

The  vessel,  which  is  still  in  quarantine,  when  released  will  go  to 
Daiquiri  to  load  iron  ore  for  a  port  in  the  LTnited  States.  These 
vessels  usually  go  to  Baltimore  or  Philadelphia. 

Sfeainshlj)  JBrledi  relea-^^ed  from  (juanmtine, 

August  25,  1904. 

The  British  steamship  Frutda^  of  which  I  wrote  an  account  on 
August  23,  was  released  from  quarantine  this  morning  and  left  about 
12  OL  for  Baltimore  via  Daiquiri.  The  captain  took  all  his  crew  and 
thev  were  apparently  well. 

The  vessel  will  leave  Dait^uiri  the  evening  of  August  26  or  the 
morning  of  the  27th. 
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ECUADOR. 

Report  from    Cruayaquil — Inspection  of  vessels — Yelloic  fever— Epi- 
demic  grippe — Plague  at  Payta^  Peru. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports,  August  12,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  August  10,  1904.  Present  officially  estimated  popula- 
tion 60,000.  Mortality  from  all  causes  44,  as  follows:  Yellow  fever,  2; 
infectious  fever,  2;  pernicious  fever,  1;  fevers  (without  classification), 
7;  tuberculosis,  6;  grippe,  2;  enteric  diseases,  6;  from  all  other  causet*, 
18.  An  epidemic  of  grippe  exists  throughout  Ecuador  and  yellow 
fever  continues  along  the  Ime  of  the  Guyaquil  and  Quito  Railroad  and 
in  some  of  the  river  villages  near  this  city.  No  case  is  known  to 
exist  in  Guayaquil.  The  deaths  reported  from  this  disease  within  the 
past  two  weeks  were  imported. 

Keports  received  here  of  the  plague  situation  in  northern  Peru  indi- 
cate an  increased  activity  in  Payta.  Within  the. past  seven  days  16 
cases  and  6  deaths  were  reported. 

During  the  week  3  vessels  cleared,  after  fumigation,  for  Ancon,  C.  Z. 
On  August  6,  steamship  Tucapel  en  route  from  Chilean  and  Peruvian 
ports,  took  5  cabin  and  3  steerage  passengers  from  here.  On  the 
same  date  steamship  Ecuador^  a  coasting  steamer,  cleared  for  Ancon 
via  other  ports  with  the  following  personnel:  Crew  54,  cabin  passengers 
6,  all  told  60.  There  were  no  passengers  for  Ancon.  August  9,  steam- 
ship Chile^  en  route  from  Chilean  and  Peruvian  ports,  left  with  2 
cabin  and  1  steerage  passengers.  Twenty-five  pieces  of  baggage  were 
inspected  and  6  immune  certificates  issued  during  the  week.  Three 
stowaways  who  came  ashore  from  steamship  ChiTe  have  been  placed 
under  observation. 

GERMANY. 

Rejyortfrom  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  am  fit  r  its. 

Consul-General  Mason  reports,  August  22,  1904,  as  follows: 

Plague, 

Egypt, — During  the  week  ended  August  6  there  were  registered  in 
Egypt  12  fresh  causes  of  plague  (with  7  deaths),  namely,  8  cases  (4  deaths) 
in  Alexandria,  2  cases  (1  death)  in  Zagazig,  1  case  (1  death)  in  Port 
Said,  and  1  aise  (1  death)  in  the  district  of  Minieh. 

Cholera. 

Turkey, — According  to  Bulletin  No.  21),  of  August  I,  there  have  been 
registered  965  new  cases  of  cholera  and  950  deaths. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  other  cities. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  August  6  was  higher 
than  it  has  been  since  the  end  of  August,  1901 — i.  e.,  almost  three 
years,  amounting,  calculated  on  the  year,  to  22.5  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  as  against  16.1  in  the  preceding  week.  In  spite  of  this 
mcrease,  however,  only  eight  of  the  large  cities  of  Germany  showed 
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more  favorable  figurevS— namely,  Hamburg,  Altona,  Kiel,  Cassel, 
Elbe  rf  eld  J  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Charlottenburg  (with  17  per  thou- 
sand), and  SchOneberg  (with  12.6).  London,  Paris,  and  Vienna  also 
bad  lower  rates  of  moi'tality  than  Berlin.  But  the  following  towns 
had  a  t*i>nsiderably  higher  death  rate  than  that  of  this  city:  Munich, 
Stuttgart,  Carlsruhe,  Dresden,  Bremen,  KOnigsberg,  Rixdorf  (with 
28.6),  Nuremberg,  Brunswick,  Hanover,  Magdeburg,  Leipsic,  Cologne, 
and  DiLsseldorf  (with  46  per  thousand).  The  death  rate  of  infants  rose 
from  6.8  to  10.8  per  3  ear  and  thousand. 

Acute  intestinal  diseases  showed  a  marked  increase  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  week,  causing  327  deaths,  against  188  in  the  fore- 
going week.  Nineteen  adults  and  161  infants  succumbed  to  cholerine. 
Acute  diseases  of  the  resoiratory  organs  claimed  56  victims.  There 
were  also  registered  70  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis,  65  deaths 
from  cancer,  19  deaths  from  measles,  y  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  6 
deaths  from  diphtheria;  and,  finally,  24  persons  died  by  violence.

ReporU  from  Colon — Inspection  of  vessels — Sanitary  work —  Vacc'iM' 

tion. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mohr  reports,  August  15,  23,  and  24,  as 
follows: 

Report  on  the  sanitary  conditions  of  Colon  and  vicinity  for  the  two 
weeks  ended  August  13,  1904. 

According  to  the  official  records  there  have  been  17  deaths  from  the 
following  causes:  Fevers  3,  dysentery  1,  tuberculosis  1,  pneumonia  3, 
cerebral  antemia  1,  heart  disease  3,  disease  of  liver  1,  stillbirths  2, 
cause  not  given  2. 

No  cases  of  quarantinable  diseases  have  been  observed  in  this  port, 
and  in  Panama  no  further  cases  of  ^^ellow  fever  have  been  reported 
since  the  case  which  was  reported  on  August  1. 

As  the  number  of  deaths  as  given  appears  rather  large,  it  must  be 
remarked  in  this  connection  that  the  population  of  Colon  has  been 
steadily  increasing  during  the  past  few  months,  and  the  census  which 
is  now  being  computed  will  show  a  population  of  7,500  to  8,000.  This 
increase  is  due  to  the  fact  that  numbers  of  Jamaican  and  other  West 
India  negroes  have  been  arriving  on  every  steamer  from  Jamaica  and 
the  South  and  Central  American  coast.  The  Royal  Mail  steamship 
Atrato  alone  last  week  brought  306  neo^roes  from  Jamaica,  and  the 
steamship  Orinoco  this  week  over  100.  These  immigrants  are  allured 
to  the  Isthmus  by  the  prospect  of  work  on  the  canal,  but  their  com- 
ing is  altogether  premature,  as  it  will  be  a  year  or  more  before 
any  large  number  of  la))orers  will  be  needed.  It  can  not  l>e  too 
emphatically  stated  that  all  persons,  excepting  those  having  definite 

{ positions  or  emplo\'ment  assured  them,  should  keep  away  from  the 
sthmus.  Already  the  capacity  for  housing  these  people,  both  in 
Panama  and  Colon,  is  becoming  a  serious  problem,  and  tlie  cost  of 
living  is  increasing.  Owing  to  the  heavy  and  intermittent  rains 
anopheles  abound  everywhere,  and  these  newcomers  being  unpro- 
tected, in  many  instances  underfed,  fall  easy  victims  to  malarial  fever. 
Man}'  of  them,  as  well  as  many  whites  of  the  so-called  *'  beach  comber" 
class,  of  whom  quite  a  number  are  collecting  on  the  Isthmus,  tind  their 
way  into  the  poorh'  ecjuipped  charity  hospital  of  Colon  suffering  from 
malarial  fever  and  privation. 

The  sanitary  department  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  has 
begun  systematic  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  chief  sanitary 
officer  of  the  Commission. 

Under  the  supervision  of  a  health  officer,  appointed  by  the  chief 
sanitary  officer,  a  house-to-house  inspection  is  being  made  at  Panama; 
streets  are  being  cleaned,  and  depressions  are  being  tilled  according 
to  grades  given  by  the  engineers,  with  a  view  to  preventing  breeding 
plac»es  for  mosquitoes. 

The  sanitation  of  Colon  presents  peculiar  difficulties,  and  such 
improvements  as  can  ])e  made  pending  the  engineering  work  must 
necessarih'  be  confined  to  correcting  the  gross  defects  of  public 
hygiene.  What  can  be  done  in  the  wjly  of  draining  lots  and  streets 
that  have  been  neglected  for  years,  cleaning  away  rubbish  that  has 
been  accumulating  from  time  immemorial,  and  clearing  away  the  rank 
growth  of  brush  and  weeds  covering  the  pools  that  breed  abundant 
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mch^iaitoes  all  over  the  town,  is  being  very  energetically  pushed  for- 
wara  by  the  health  officer,  who  has  been  appointed  by  yie  chief  sani- 
tary officer. 

A  house-to-house  inspection  has  been  made,  a  census  has  been  taken, 
and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  introduce  a  reliable  system  of  mor- 
tuary statistics.  Under  the  present  conditions  it  is  difficult  to  arrive  at 
Aoyt^iing  like  positive  conclusions  regarding  either  the  morbidity  or  the 
causes  of  deatn,  as  the  diagnoses  given  in  the  official  records  are  either 
too  ya^ue  or  entirely  misleading.  For  this  the  assistance  of  the  local 
autbontie^  and  the  cooperation  of  the  local  practitioners  are  necessary 
to  enable  the  health  omcer  to  inquire  into  all  cases  of  grave  or  doubt- 
ful nature,  especially  fevers,  and  to  investigate  all  cases  of  death.  A 
properly  equipped  morgue  and  plenary  powers  to  the  health  officer 
should  f)e  essential  features  in  this  work. 

I  have  not  learned  what  plan  has  been  decided  on  for  the  permanent 
improvement  of  Colon,  but  it  will  be  an  engineering  feat  of  some 
magnitude.  At  this  season  of  the  year  the  greater  part  of  the  town 
is  a  morass,  to  which  is  added  the  accumulation  of  rubbish  and  filth  of 
a  population  utterly  indifferent  to  ordinary  cleanliness.  In  order  to 
obtain  a  proper  grade  for  drainage  and  sewerage  the  amount  of  filling 
required  will  be  something  enormous,  and  I  am  told  by  competent 
cngineei-s  that  some  sections  of  the  town  would  have  to  be  filled  10 
feet  in  order  to  bring  the  level  only  3  feet  above  tide  water.  The 
better  portion  of  the  town,  always  excepting  the  railroad  property 
along  the  water  front,  is  bad  enough,  with  the  buck  yards  under  water, 
the  pools  of  stagnant  slime  under  the  floors  of  even  the  best  buildings, 
and  the  filthy  cesspools;  but  those  sections  where  the  majority  of  the 
negro  and  native  laborers  live,  in  miserable  shacks  built  on  stilts  over 
the  swamp,  simply  defy  description*.  To  the  casual  observer  the  task 
seems  an  impossible  one,  and  too  much  praise  can  not  be  accorded 
those  engaged  actually  in  the  work  of  sanitating  Colon. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  sanitary  work  is  that  being  done  by 
the  health  officer  of  the  Canal  Zone,  which  consists  chiefly  of  what  has 
l)een  very  aptly  termed  '"  mosquito  engineering."  Wherever  there  are 
habitaticms  located  along  the  line,  or  sites  for  camps,  systematic  search 
is  being  made  for  mosquitoes,  their  species  determined,  and  habits 
studied,  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  proper  methods  to  be  pursued  for 
their  diminution,  if  not  extermination.  He  informs  me  that  anopheles 
are  abundant  everywhere.  Quite  a  number  of  breeding  places  have 
been  found  on  the  liillsides  in  the  Ancon  grounds  where  the  hospital  is 
located,  and  all  collections  of  water,  especially  where  alga^  grow  lux- 
uriantly, contain  the  larva?.  They  have  also  been  found  in  such 
sheltered  places  as  the  cups  formed  by  the  broad  leaves  of  certain 
plants  like  the  banana.  Rarely,  if  ever,  are  the  larvse  of  this  genus 
round  in  the  containers  around  dwellings.  An  abundant  species  is  the 
anopheles  albipes  which,  the  health  officer  is  satisfied,  is  diurnal  in  its 
habits.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  I  have  been  informed 
that  one  of  the  worst  localities  is  Culebra,  where  the  actual  work  of 
excavating  is  going  on,  and  that  malarial  fever  is  particularly  preva- 
lent among  thfe  lalK)rers  there.  Here  the  larva?  are  found  in  all  the 
pools  and  puddles  on  the  terraces  in  the  cut,  a  very  significant  fact 
when  the  amount  of  excavating  to  be  done  is  considered. 

In  order  to  test  the  value  and  progress  of  the  sanitary  work  in  this 
<Urection,  records  of  all  cases  will  be  Kept  and  the  relation  of  the  num- 
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ber  of  mosquitoes,  in  any  given  locality,  to  the  number  of  cases  of 
fev  er  will  be  carefully  observed. 

Stegomyiae  are  to  be  found  everywhere  around  human  habitations 
and  every  tank,  cistern,  barrel,  or  other  container,  especially  cast-aif  ay 
bottles  and  tin  cans  tilled  with  water,  harbor  the  larvae  in  quantities. 
Even  the  puddles  on  the  old  abandoned  dump  cars  at  the  stations  con- 
tain the  larvse  of  this  genus.  Here  of  course  the  proper  screening  of 
all  water  containers  and  the  clearing  away  of  all  neglected  vesvsels  will 
be  rigidly  enforced. 

1  hope  to  be  able  from  time  to  time  to  personally  observe  the  results 
of  this  work  and  to  report  on  it.

Norwegian  steamship  JE/Iis  for  New  Orleans  via  Bocas  del  loro, 
August  20,  with  32  crew  and  no  passengers. 

Vaccina f ion  in  Panama — Circular. 

Five  deaths  were  reported  for  the  week  ended  August  21. 1904,  and 
the  causes  given  as  follows:  Fevers,  3;  phthisis,  1;  stillbirtn,  1. 

Of  these,  3  were  native  Panamans,  1  was  a  Jamaican,  and  1  a 
Chinaman. 

The  influx  of  Jamaicans  and  other  West  Indians  continues,  despite 
the  fact  that  the  Panama  Government  has  imposed  an  immigration  tax 
of  $2  per  person.  In  order  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  smallpox 
an  ordmance  regarding  vaccination  has  been  passed  and  promulgated 
bv'  the  chief  sanitary  oflicer,  copies  of  whicn  I  herewith  transmit. 
The  Isthmus  has  been  remarkably  free  from  this  disease  since  the  epi- 
demic which  prevailed  along  the  coast  in  1903,  at  which  time  vaccina- 
tion was  very  generally  practiced.  In  the  British  West  Indies  vac- 
cination has  long  been  compulsory. 

With  the  exception  of  Limon,  Costa  Rica,  the  conditions  on  the 
coast  of  Central  and  South  America  have  been  very  favorable  this 
year.  All  vessels  coming  from  the  coast  ports  now  bring  bills  of 
nealth  signed  by  the  consuls  of  the  United  States,  and  from  none  of 
these  ports,  with  the  above  exception,  has  yellow  fever  been  reported. 
Since  the  inauguration  of  the  isthmian  quarantine  service  agents  and 
masters  of  the  various  steamship  lines  are  exercising  the  greatest 
caution  in  complying  with  the  quarantine  regulations  promulgated  by 
the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission.

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against  smallpox,  either  by  previous   attack,  by  vaccination,  or  be 
vaccinated.

BejKfrt  frojn  Teheran — Chohra  epidemic  nearly  extinct — Dire<^timi  of 

spread, 

Vice-Consul-General  Tyler  rei)orts,  July  30 and  August  6,  as  follows: 

I  have  to  report  the  almost  total  disappearance  of  cholem  from 
Teheran  and  the  surrounding  villages.  C)x\  the  28th  the  number  of 
fatal  ca/^es  had  diminished  to  10,  which  would  probably  represent  about 
half  those  aifected. 

The  ac»tive  cause  of  the  contagion,  its  appearance,  and  departure,  are 
questions  of  considerable  importance,  which,  when  m}-  inquiries  are 
completed,  1  shall  make  the  subject  of  a  special  report.  In  view  of 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  Teheran,  the  absence  of  all  attempts  at  isola- 
tion, the  expansion  and  exhaustion  of  the  malignant  influences,  it 
would  seem  that  there  are  aspects  of  the  disease  which  have  not  yet 
received  at  the  hands  of  scientists  a  full  and  complete  examination. 

Repoi-ts  of  a  more  or  less  trustworthy  kind  have  reached  Teheran 
that  in  some  of  the  earlier  affected  cities  and  districts  there  has  been  a 
considerable  recrudescence  of  the  epidemic,  and  of  even  a  more  violent 
type,  which  was  probably  owing  to  some  atmospherical  adaptability. 

What  is,  however,  of  more  importance  at  the  present  moment  to 
western  people  is  the  path  of  its  inclination  toward  the  north  and 
west.  It  has  apparently  reached  the  two  most  important  Persian  poits 
on  the  Caspian,  Resht  and  Astrabad,  the  two  portals  of  European 
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trade  and  traffic.  If  it  has  reached  the  Caspian  channel  of  communi- 
cation there  is  very  little  hope  that  it  will  be  arrested  there. 

We  are  yet  in  the  early  part  of  the  summer,  the  heat  and  dryness 
are  in  most  countries  unusual,  both  favorable  conditions  for  propagat- 
ing the  active  principles  of  the  disease  and  intensif vine  its  effects. 

With  regard  to  the  general  ravages  of  the  epidemic  1  am  inclined  to 
think,  as  a  result  of  my  observations  and  inquiries,  that  our  estimates 
of  fatality  have  been  rather  under  than  over  the  actual  numbers.  As 
a  proof  of  this  I  would  state  that  my  house  is  situated  in  what  is  con- 
sidered the  suburbs  of  the  city,  where  the  houses  are  by  no  means 
crowded  and  gardens  and  open  places  provide  expansive  lungs  for  the 
free  circulation  of  the  atmosphere.  \  et  within  less  than  half  a  mile 
northward,  or  just  on  the  outer  boundaries  of  the  ramparts  in  an 
open  space,  there  are  several  hundreds  of  graves,  each  containing  one 
or  more  victims  of  the  disease. 

The  sad  stories  which  people  I  am  acquainted  with  have  to  tell  show 
the  malignity  of  the  type  and  the  violence  of  its  action.  The  carpen- 
ter who  does  odd  jobs  at  the  legation  lost  the  whole  of  his  brother's 
family.  He  told  me,  and  he  looked  it,  that  he  was  worn  out  going  to 
the  graveyard  to  bury  one  after  the  other  in  the  flaming  atmospnere 
of  the  daytime.  Another  lost  his  wife  and  five  children,  only  one 
little  child  being  left;  a  third  was  deprived  of  all  his  children. 
None  of  these  lived  in  the  lower  or  more  insanitary  parts  of  the  city, 
but  in  comparatively  healthy  districts.  In  a  large  village  east  of 
Teheran,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  out,  for  some  unapparent  cause  the 
disease  raged  with  such  fury  that  nearly  all  the  people  were  carried  off. 

Within  the  last  fortnight  the  city  of  Shiraz  has  shown  even  a  worse 
tendency  than  Teheran,  and  the  foreign  element  has  suffered  in  a  greater 
proportion.

Report  from  Batoum — Svspect  cholera    case  at  Baku — Quarantine 
mea^ires  at  Caspian  Sea  ports. 

Acting  Vice-Consul  Stuart  reports,  August  13,  as  follows: 

I  have  this  morning  received  from  Baku  a  copy  of  the  protocol 
drawn  up  by  the  bacteriological  commission,  composed  of  tne  gov- 
ernment and  hospital  medical  officers  of  the  town  ot  Baku,  which  was 
instructed  to  examine  the  case  of  a  patient  in  the  hospital  whose 
malady  was  considered  suspicious. 

The  commission  reports  that  a  bacteriological  examination  of  the 
evacuations  of  the  saia  patient  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  the  presence 
of  a  number  of  bacilli,  which  on  being  cultivated  in  a  solution  of 
peptone  produced  a  preparation,  colored  with  fuchsine,  containing 
bacilli  extremely  similar  to  cholera  vibrions.  In  consequence  of  these 
results  the  commission  concluded  that  the  case  is  a  ver}'  suspicious 
one  from  the  point  of  view  of  cholera. 

I  may  add  tnat  this  is  the  only  known  case  in  the  Caucasus  and  that 
the  patient  is  reported  to  be  recovering. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  cholera  in  Persia,  sanitary  and  quarantine 
measures  of  a  precautionary  nature  have  been  adopted  by  the  Russian 
authorities  ana  put  in  force  at  Russian  ports  on  tne  Caspian  P 
along  the  Russo-Persian  frontier,  with  a  view  to  preventing  t^ 
duction  of  the  disease  from  Persia. 
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WEOT  INDIES. 

Report  from  Bm^bddos — Inspection  of  vessels — Sanitary  conditions— 

Leprosy. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Ward  reports,  August  22  and  24,  as  follows: 

I  have  to  report  the  fumigation,  on  Augiist  18,  of  the  British 
steamship  Newton.,  from  Santos,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  Hahia,  bound 
for  New  Orleans  with  a  cargo  of  coffee;  no  passengers;  32  crew; 
all  well. 

During  the  week  ended  August  20, 1904, 1  inspected  10  steamships; 
390  crew;  158  steerage  and  31  cabin  passengers.  Of  this  number, 
5  crew,  43  steerage,  and  17  cabin  passengers  were  shipped  from  this 
port. 

At  present  the  health  of  the  island  of  Barbados  is  excellent.  Bridge- 
town, the  only  seaport  town,  as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  island,  is  free 
from  all  (juarantinable  diseases  excepting  leprosy,  which  for  the 
most  part  is  segregated,  at  the  expense  of  the  local  government,  at 
the  leprosy  lazaretto  situated  in  the  outskirts  of  Briagetown,  about 

3  miles  from  the  business  section.  In  a  few  cases  where  the  friends 
or  relatives  have  sufficient  means  to  properly  care  for  those  suffering 
from  this  disease,  the  detention  in  the  hospital  is  not  required. 

Mortality  statistics  are  not  now  available. 

August  24,  1904. 

I  have  to  report  the  fumigation  to-day  of  the  British  steamship 
Homer  of  the  Lamport  and  Holt  Line,  which  came  here  especially  for 
this  purpose. 

This  steamer  came  from  Santos  via  Rio  de  Janeiro  bound  for  New 
Orleans  with  a  cargo  of  coffee;  29  crew,  all  well;  no  passengers. 

I  thoroughl}^  fumigated  all  the  compartments,  including  the  holds, 
with  sulphur.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  MacGregor  reports,  through  Passed 
Assistant  Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

San  Diego,  Tex.,  Sf^ttmher  o^  190J^. 

There  have  been  no  new  developments  here. 

In  Alice  there  were  3  deaths  3^esterday,  of  a  child  and  two  old  peo- 
ple, one  from  sudden  heart  failure  (chronic  disease)  and  the  other  from 
senile  decay.     No  deaths  from  infectious  diseases. 

The  fever  cases  at  this  place  are  all  doing  well,  though  long  con- 
tinued. I  visited  a  ranch  near  here,  where  I  found  a  collection  of 
abouc  15  families;  no  sickness  discovered. 

We  have  had  frequent  local  rains,  and  the  weather  has  been  verv 
hot.

appointed. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Dashiell  reports,  through  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Rio  Grande  City,  Tex.,  September  7,  190Ii,. 

Transactions  for  week  ended  September  2,  1904:  Houses  inspected, 
322;  barrels  inspected,  472.  Wigglers  were  found  in  11  barrels, 
which  were  oiled. 

Twelve  cisterns  were  inspected  and,  with  few  exceptions,  were  found 
in  good  order. 

One  case  of  continued  malaria  has  been  reported.  I  advised  screen- 
ing, which  has  been  done. 

Forty-eight  passengers  have  been  inspected  at  the  ferry  landing, 
but  all  of  them  were  from  towns  and  ranches  in  the  immediate  neigh- 
borhood of  Rio  Grande  City.  I  saw  one  man  on  the  streets  here  who 
came  from  Monterey.  He  claimed  to  have  crossed  the  river  at  Roma 
and  remained  only  a  few  hours,  returning  to  Mexico. 

I  will  not  have  an  inspector  after  to-day,  as  the  fund  secured  by 
public  subscription  is  exhausted  and  no  one  seems  to  be  willing  to 
contribute  for  his  services  any  longer.  This  is  to  be  regretteo,  ai^ 
the  work  should  not  be  discontinued.

— Reports  to  the  State  board  of  health,  Lansing,  for  the 
week  ended  September  3,  1904,  from  74  observers,  indicate  that  diph- 
theria and  smallpox  were  more  than  usually  prevalent,  and  influenza, 
intermittent  fever,  pleuritis,  scarlet  fever,  remittent  fever,  whooping 
cough,  puerperal  fever,  and  meningitis  were  less  than  usually  prevalent. 

Meningitis  was  reported  present  at  5,  pneumonia  at  10,  whooping 
cough  at  12,  measles  at  15,  sea-rlet  fever  at  29,  diphtheria  at  34,  small- 
pox at  42,  enteric  fever  at  93,  and  phthisis  pulmonalis  at  287  places. 

Montana — Helena. — Month  of  August,  1904.  Estimated  popula- 
tion, 18,000.  Number  of  deaths  not  reported.  No  contagious  disease 
reported. 

New  Hampshire — Concord. — Month  of  August,  1904.  Estimated 
population,  20,000.  Total  number  of  deaths,  30,  including  enteric 
fever  1,  and  2  from  tuberculosis. 

New  York. — Reports  to  the  State  board  of  health,  Albany,  for  the 
month  of  July,  1904,  from  156  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  having  an 
aggregate  population  of  7,746,500,  show  a  total  of  12,061  deaths, 
including  diphtheria  207,  enteric  fever  124,  measles  71,  scarlet  fever 
52,  whooping  cough  32,  smallpox  1,  and  1,146  from  phthisis  pulmonalis. 
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The  MoNTHLT  BuiXETiN  says: 

This  month  follows  one  which  is  almost  the  healthiest  in  the  year  in  this  State, 
having  next  to  November  the  lowest  mortality  of  any  month  in  the  year.  July  on 
the  other  hand  has  uniformly  the  highest  death  rate  of  the  year.  With  an  average 
June  mortality  of  9,600,  that  of  July  is  11,500.  This  abrupt  increase  is  in  four  classes 
of  causes  of  death;  those  from  acute  diarrheal  diseases,  chiefly,  and  from  diseases  of 
the  digestive  and  nervous  systems,  and  from  accidents  and  violence.  These  more 
than  account  for  it,  since  other  infectious  diseases  are  lessened  in  their  mortality  and 
there  is  a  considerable  decrease  in  all  acute  respiratory  diseases. 

The  infant  mortality  is  always  at  its  highest  in  July.  Of  35,660  deaths  under  5 
years  of  age  in  the  year,  4,380  occurred  in  July — the  average  of  the  past  five  years,  or 
over  13  per  cent.  During  the  past  ten  years  there  has  been  a  laige  decrease  in 
deaths  at  this  age.  Prior  to  1895  these  deaths  were  never  less  than  50  per  cent  of 
the  total  in  July;  since,  they  have  steadily  decreased  each  year,  and  for  the  last  three 
years  have  been  but  35  per  cent  of  the  deaths  at  all  ages.  This  year,  however,  there 
has  been  an  increase  even  beyond  the  records  of  earlier  years,  53  per  cent  of  the 
deaths  of  the  current  month  having  occurred  under  the  age  of  5  years;  the  6,367 
deaths  exceeding  the  number  of  any  former  year  except  1892,  when  nearly  7,000 
deaths  occurred.  Of  these,  3,534  were  under  1  year  of  age  and  2,833  between  1  and 
5  years  of  age.  This  excessive  mortality  was  largely  in  New  York  City,  where 
5,000  deaths,  or  70  per  cent  of  the  total,  were  under  5  years  of  age. 

Acute  diarrheal  diseases  caused  about  2,500  deaths  under  5  years  of  age,  an  increase 
of  2,000  over  June.  It  has  been  in  this  class  of  diseases  that  the  saving  in  infant 
mortality  in  recent  years  has  occurred  chiefly.  Prior  to  1897  the  diarrheal  deaths  in 
July  were  always  in  excess  of  3,000;  since  then  but  little  above  2,000.  This  year's 
record  has  been  kept  only  of  deaths  from  this  cause  occurring  imder  5  years  of  age- 
They,  however,  practically  include  all  the  acute  diarrheal  mortality,  since  there  were 
but  70  deaths  above  these  ages  reported  in  4,000  deaths  from  all  causes,  or  probably 
200  in  the  entire  State,  and  most  of  these  occurred  at  advanced  age.  About  half  of 
the  70  were  returned  from  dysentery,  and  the  rest  from  entero-colitis  and  cholera 
morbus.  Of  the  infant  deaths,  cholera  infantum  is  given  as  the  cause  of  death  in 
fully  one^hird  of  the  cases,  and  the  rest  as  enteritis,  entero-colitis,  with  a  few  simply 
returned  as  summer  diarrhea.  The  diarrheal  deaths  were  from  27  per  cent  of  all 
deaths  in  the  maritime  district  to  4  per  cent  in  the  Adirondack  and  northern,  and 
constituted  one-fifth  of  the  month's  mortality. 

SmaUpoXy  during  the  month,  has  occurred  chiefly  in  Yates  County,  with  Dresden 
ae  a  center,  and  in  several  towns  in  Washington  and  Warren  counties,  with  a  few 
cases,  generally  single  ones,  at  other  points.  At  both  of  these  central  points  it  was 
imported  from  without  the  State,  and  from  both  it  has  been  distributed  elsewhere. 

Guide  to  the  diagnosis  of  smallpox. — Although  it  is  six  years  since  smallpox  of  the 
mild  abortive  type  has  prevailed  all  over  this  State,  and  medical  literature  has 
abounded  in  descriptions  of  it  and  its  variations  from  the  accepted  type  of  the  text- 
books, we  still  meet  with  frequent  failure  in  its  recognition.  Why  is  it  so  generally 
mild,  and  even  after  the  lapse  of  years  of  domestication  continues  to  generally  breed 
true  to  the  type,  is  less  important  than  to  accept  the  fact  that  it  is  smallpox;  and  it 
is  certain  that  it  is,  because  it  is  an  infectious  disease  to  which  those  who  have  had 
smallpox  or  effective  vaccination  are  immune;  it  has  the  general  characteristics 
of  smallpox;  and  it  sometimes  communicates  unmodified  smallpox.  Being  mild  it 
is  overlooked,  and  persons  having  it,  unconsciously,  carry  it  from  plac^  to  place, 
spreading  it  throughout  a  community,  so  that  it  stays  there  a  long  time  unrecognized, 
or  transport  it  to  other  localities.  But  it  is  largely  because  medical  men  overlook  it 
that  it  fails  of  recognition. 
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Occasionally  cases  will  occur  in  which  the  diagnosis  is  uncertain,  and  in  all  such 
there  should  be  a  quarantine  until  the  doubt  is  settled,  as  it  can  be  in  a  few  d&ys. 
Disregarding  the  fanciful  or  common-place  names  which  are  given  it,  which  almoet 
always  a  little  reflection  will  cause  to  be  rejected,  as,  for  instance,  scabies  or  impetigo 
and  like  diseases  that  never  prevail  epidemically  in  the  fashion  of  this  disease,  as  a 
moderate  knowledge  of  them  will  show,  the  chief  trouble  is  with  the  diagnosis  of  it 
from  chicken  pox.  The  following  simple  aids  to  diagnosis  were  printed  in  1899  and 
sent  to  health  officers,  and  it  is  still  timely  to  reprint  them  here,  since  from  time  to 
time  the  need  of  them  develops  even  yet: 

*'  Note  these  data  to  aid  you  in  diagnosis:  If  an  adult;  if  the  initial  fever  is  marked 
and  lasts  three  days,  subsiding  as  the  eruption  appears;  if  the  eruption  comes  first 
on  the  face  and  is  most  abundant  there;  and  if  there  is  any  induration  of  the  lesion, 
as  of  a  papule  having  become  vesicular,  all  of  these  or  any  modification  of  them  are 
quite  conclusive  of  smallpox. 

No  adult  should  be  allowed  at  large  with  an  eruption  thought  to  be  that  of  chicken 
pox;  no  case  of  vesicular  exanthem,  preceded  by  marked  fever,  though  the  fever 
may  have  no  characteristics  differing  from  that  of  a  severe  or  mild  cold;  no  vehicular 
eruption  so  starting  and  coming  mostly  on  the  face,  w^rists  (and  frequently  on  the 
palms)  is  likely  to  be  anything  but  smallpox;  and  if  there  is  any  induration  of  the 
base  of  vesicular  lesions  appreciable  to  touch  with  the  tip  of  the  finger,  all  of  these 
are  to  be  held  as  conclusive  symptoms.  In  every  case  give  the  benefit  of  doubt  to 
the  public,  for  there  will  be  some  cases  in  which  diagnosis  will,  for  a  little  time,  be 
difficult.  Where  several  cases  have  occurred  the  difficulties  of  diagnosis  will  be 
lessened.

Port  tJhaheth, — Xo  case  of  plague  was  discovered  during  the  week. 
At  the  plague  hospital  one  case  was  discharged.  Five  cases  remain 
under  treatment.  ()ne  hundred  and  tifty-one  rats  (25  found  dead)  and 
192  mice  (17  found  dead)  were  bacteriologically  examined  during  the 
week,  of  which  2o  rats  and  17  mice  proved  to  be  plague  infected. 
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E(wt  Londo^i, — Plague-infected  rodents  continue  to  be  found  in  this 
town. 

Other  places, — At  Grahamstown,  Uitenhage,  Queenstown,  King  Wil- 
liams Town,  and  Knysna  no  case  of  plague  in  man  or  animals  was 
discovered. 

CAPE  TOWN. 

Ifarhfrr  hoard  area  and shlvping  in  harbor, — Two  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine  rodents  were  examinea;  no  plague  infection  was  discovered. 

Cape  Town  municipal  area, — Three  hundred  and  twelve  rodents 
were  examined  by  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  city;  no  plague 
infection  was  discovered.

Reports  from  Bahla — Mortuary  stathtlcs — Plague  and  small 2}o,t, 

Consul  Furniss  reports,  August  8  and  15,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  H,  1904,  110  bodies  were  interred  in 
the  Bahai  cemeteries.  Causes  given  for  interment  were  the  following: 
Aneurism,  1;  arterio-sclerosis,  4;  asphyxia,  1;  asthma,  1;  beriberi,  7; 
Bright's  disease,  1;  bronchitis,  5;  cerebral  congestion,  2;  cirrhosis  of 
liver,  2;  diabetes,  1;  diarrhea  and  dysentery,  10;  epilepsy,  1;  gan- 
grene, 1;  hepatitis,  3;  malarial  fevers,  4;  nephritis,  2;  organic  dis- 
eases of  heart,  3;  plague,  1;  plague  (suspect),  4;  pneumonia,  2; 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  21;  puerperal  fever,  1;  senile  debility,  6; 
syphilis,  2;  syncope,  3;  stillborn,  6:  tetanus,  1;  tetanus  neonatorum, 
1;  uremia,  1;  other  causes,  12. 

I  have  also  to  inform  you  that  for  the  same  period  there  were 
reported  7  cases  of  smallpox  with  no  deaths. 

During  the  week  ended  August  13,  1904,  100  bodies  were  interred 
in  the  Bahia  cemeteries.  Causes  given  for  interment  were  the  follow- 
ing: Alcoholism,  1;  aortic  dilatation,  1;  asphyxia,!;  beriberi, 6;  bron- 
chitis, 3;  cancer,  1;  cerebral  congestion,  2;  diabetes,  2;  diarrhea  and 
dvsenterv,  10;  diphtheria,  1;  gangrene,  2;  hepatitis,  2;  intestinal  para- 
sites, 1;  l\Tnphangitis,  1;  malarial  fevers,  6;  meningitis,  2:  nephritis, 
3;  organic  diseases  of  heart,  3;  puerperal  fever,  1;  plague  (verified),  5; 
plague  (suspect),  6;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  9;  other  tuberculosis,  1; 
senile  debility,  4;  smallpox,  i;  stillborn,  11;  syncope,  1;  syphilis,  1; 
tetanus,  1;  tetanus  neonatorum,  3;  other  causes,  9. 

1  have  also  to  inform  you  that  during  the  same  period  there  were 
reported  15  cases  of  smallpox,  with  1  death. 

Plague  conditions  at  Bahia, 

The  following  is  received  from  Consul  Furniss,  under  date  of 
August  18,  1904. 

Since  August  5, 1904,  the  last  date  noted  in  report  of  the  6th  instant, 
the  following  has  been  the  movement  of  plague  to  and  including  the 
17th  instant! 

On  6th,  2  suspect  deaths;  7th,  1  verified  case  which  died  on  the  next 
day;  8th,  1  suspect  death  and  1  verified  case  with  death  of  same;  9th, 
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2  verified  cases  with  death  of  1  of  same  on  the  15th;  10th,  1  veri6ed 
case;  11th,  7  verified  cases  with  death  of  2  of  same;  12th,  1  verified 
case,  which  died  on  the  13th,  and  4  suspect  deaths;  13th,  2  verified 
cases,  1  of  which  died  on  the  17th;  14th,  3  verified  cases;  15th,  1  veri- 
fied case  and  3  suspect  deaths;  16th,  1  suspect  death,  and  17th,  2  sus- 
pect deaths. 

The  suspect  deaths  are  those  encountered  by  health  oflScers  who 
have  to  verify  all  deaths  before  burial  ceitificates  are  allowed  to  be 
issued,  and  in  each  instance  precautions  were  taken  as  is  done  with 
confirmed  cases. 

During  the  period  the  houses  having  confirmed  or  suspect  cases  were 
disinfected,  and  such  of  the  occupants  as  would  consent  were  injected 
with  plague  serum. 

The  markets  and  stores  in  infected  sections  are  from  time  to  time 
ordered  to  be  washed  with  creolene,  as  is  also  required  of  the  churches, 
theaters,  and  halls  before  any  large  gathering  is  permitted. 

The  chief  diflSculty  with  which  the  health  authorities  have  to  con- 
tend is  the  lack  of  belief  by  many  intelligent  people  that  the  plague 
exists  here.  Expressions  from  such  have  occasioned  doubt  in  the 
minds  of  the  more  ignorant  and  unhygienic,  among  whom  so  far  have 
been  the  cases. 

The  attack  and  death  of  a  popular  student  of  the  law  university  has 
aroused  the  student  class,  who  nave  rushed  to  the  bacteriologic  insti- 
tute to  be  vaccinated.  Recently  those  injected  with  plague  serum 
have  averaged  more  than  a  hundred  a  day  and  on  yesterday  reached 
305.  Included  in  these  are  manjr  doctors  and  officials  of  prominence 
whose  example  will  tend  to  inspire  confidence. 

With  the  number  under  treatment  the  plague  hospital  has  beooBie 
full,  necessitating  arrangement  of  additional  quarters  on  the  same 
grounds. 

Trains  from  here  as  well  as  the  coastwise  boats  are  inspected  and 
disinfected  before  leaving  and  every  etfort  is  being  made  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease  to  the  interior  of  the  State. 

Report  from  Rio  de  Janeiro —  Yellow  ferer^  plagut>^  and  sinaUpony- 
Plague  death  reported  from  Pernamhuco, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  August  14,  as  follows: 
During  the  two  weeks  ended  the  6th  instant  the  f oUow  ing  vessels 
left  this  port  for  United  States  ports,  and  were  all  inspected  and 
issued  bills  of  health  by  the  consulate-general  at  this  place:  On  the 
26th  ultimo  the  steamship  Goitdwood^  British,  for  New  York,  with 
coffee,  no  passengers,  and  no  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew 
while  here;  on  the  1st  instant  the  steamship  Moorish  l^ince^  British, 
for  New  York,  with  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  crew 
personnel  while  here;  on  tne  same  date  the  British  steamship  Newton^ 
for  Now  Orleans,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  no  change 
in  the  crew  personnel  while  in  this  port;  on  the  2d  instant  the  British 
steamship  Britannia^  for  Mobile,  with  a  cargo  of  manganese  ore,  no 
passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  crew  while  in  port;  on  the  4th  instant 
the  Norwegian  bark  Seringa^  for  Sapelo,  Ga.,  in  stone  ballast,  with 
no  passengers,  and  with  5  new  members  of  the  crew  signed  on  while 
in  tnis  port;  and  on  the  4th  instant  the  British  steamship  Byron^  for 
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New  York,  with  35  firnt-class  passengers  from  this  port  and  the  River 
Plate,  and  70  third-class  (steemge)  from  the  same  places. 

The  passengers  from  the  River  Pkte  were  brought  here  to  this  port 
bv  one  of  the  Royal  Mail  steamships,  and  were  directly  transferred 
aboard  the  Byron  without  any  communication  with  the  shore.  This 
vessel  also  took  on  here  three  new  members  of  the  crew. 

There  were  no  other  vessels  leaving  this  port  for  the  United  States 
during  the  period  under  consideration. 

There  is  but  little  sanitary  news  of  interest  since  my  last  report. 
There  continue  to  be  some  few  cases  of  bubonic  plague  in  Bahia.  On 
the  31st  ultimo  there  were  2  new  cases  reported,  and  on  the  4th  instant 
it  was  reported  that  there  were  actually  at  that  date  20  cases  in  the 
plague  hospital.     On  that  date  there  was  1  new  case  reported. 

The  disease  is  almost  entirely  confined  to  the  old  and  low  part  of  the 
citv,  the  higher  portion  having  been  so  far  almost  entirely  exempt. 

On  the  9tu  instant  a  report  was  received  here  that  on  the  previous 
day  1  death  from  plague  had  oci»urred  in  Peniambuco,  in  the  person 
of  one  Dr.  Silva  Leal. 

This  is  the  first  case  of  plague  reported  from  Pernambuco  for  a 
long  period.  The  dysentery  in  that  city  has  at  last  assumed  much 
smaller  proportions,  the  report  for  the  fast  two  weeks  showing  only 
100  deatns  from  that  cause. 

Sanitary  reports  from  Rw  de  Janeiro. 

During  the  last  two  weeks  the  weather  has  been  very  cool  and  pleas- 
ant, and  the  epidemic  of  smallpox  on  that  account,  no  doubt,  has  not 
shown  any  signs  of  diminution,  although  it  has  not  increased  to  any 
alarming  degree. 

Last  week  there  were  no  cases  nor  deaths  from  yellow  fever,  a  con- 
dition of  affairs  which  has  not  existed  here  since  tlbe  week  ended  Jan- 
uary 3,  1904.  The  plague,  on  the  other  hand,  shows  symptoms  of 
slight  recrudescence,  there  having  been  during  the  week  ended  the 
31st  ultimo  10  cases  and  2  deaths  and  during  the  last  week  5  cases  and 
4  deaths. 

The  reports  for  the  two  weeks,  in  detail,  are  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  31  there  were  in  all  330  deaths,  of 
which  number  2  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  with  6  new  cases,  and 
at  the  close  of  the  week,  4  cases  under  treatment  at  SjIo  Sebastifio. 
Plague  caused  2  deaths,  with  10  new  cases  reported,  and  at  the  week 
end  there  were  14  cases  under  treatment  at  Paulo  Candido  Hospital. 
Smallpox  caused  92  deaths,  with  267  new  cases  reported,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  week  there  were  under  treatment  at  SRo  Sebastiflo  309 
cases  of  this  disease. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough,  choleraic 
diseases  of  children,  or  from  leprosy.  Measles  caused  1  death,  diph- 
theria, 1;  grippe,  11;  enteric  fever,  2;  dysentery,  3;  beriberi,  1; 
malarial  fevers,  6,  and  tuberculosis,  40. 

The  deaths  were  divided  as  follows:  Males,  200;  females,  130; 
natives,  258;  foreigners,  71,  and  nationality  unknown,  1. 

By  age  as  follows:  Less  than  1  year  of  age,  50;  more  than  1  and  up 
to  5*  38;  5  to  10,  14;  10  to  20,  22;'  20  to  30,  63;  30  to  40,  40;  40  to  50, 
38;  50  to  60,  23;  more  than  60,  40,  and  age  unknown,  2. 

As  regards  place  of  occurrence  as  follows:  In  private  houses,  hotels, 
domiciles  of  any  sort,  195;  in  civil  hospitals,  79;  in  military  hospitals, 
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3;  in  Santa  Casa  da  Misericordia,  48:  in  asylums,  convents,  eto.,  2;  in 
vessels  in  port,  none,  and  3  in  localities  unknown. 

The  daily  average  of  deaths  was  47.14,  compared  with  55.14  durin^r 
the  previous  week,  and  with  44.57  for  the  corresponding?  week  la.nt 
year.  The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  during  the  week  was 
27.5^  0.  on  the  29th  ultimo,  and  the  lowest  on  the  27th  ultim(»,  viz, 
15.7^  C.  The  average  for  the  week  was  20.16^  C.  Total  rainfall, 
0.76  mm. 

During  the  week  ended  the  7th  instant  there  were  in  all  3*i()  deaths. 
Of  this  number  there  w^ere  none  due  to  yellow  fever,  and  there  were 
no  new  cases  of  this  disease,  and  at  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  no 
cases  even  in  Sdo  Selmsti^o  Hospital.  Plague  caused  4  deaths  with  5 
new  cases,  and  at  the  end  of  the  week  there  were  14  cases  ill,  and  umler 
observation  1  in  the  Paulo  Candido  Hospital.  Small|K)x  caused  11> 
deaths,  with  2S2  new  cases  reiK>rted,  and  at  the  end  of  the  week  there 
were  337  cases  of  this  disease  in  the  Hospital  SAo  Sel>astiilo.  No  deaths 
were  caused  by  scarlet  fever,  choleraic  uiseases  of  children,  or  leprosy. 
Measles  claused  1  death:  whooping  cough,  1:  diphtheria,  4;  enteric 
fever,  1:  grippe,  11:  dysentery,  4;  berilK»ri,  2:  malarial  fevers,  4,  and 
tuberculosis,  44. 

Of  the  total  number,  210  deaths  were  males  and  the  remainder 
females.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-four  were  natives  and  72  were 
foreigners,  with  4  whose  nationality  was  unknown.  As  regards  age?*. 
58  were  less  than  1  vear  old,  ^2  l)etween  1  and  5  vears  of  age,  5  to  UK 
11:  10  to  2i),  25:  20^0  30,  69:  30  to  40,  42:  40  to  50,  35:  5U  to  iMK  11: 
more  than  ^0  years  of  age,  45,  and  2  whose  age  couhl  not  l>e  ascer- 
tained. In  homes,  hotels,  etc.,  there  were  195, of  the  deaths:  in  civil 
hosj)itAls,  94:  in  military  hospitals,  8;  in  Santa  Casa  da  Misericordia* 
52:  in  asylums,  convents,  etc.,  4:  in  vessels  in  j>ort,  none,  and  in 
unknown  localities,  5. 

The  daily  average  of  deaths  was  51.42,  compared  with  47.14  during 
the  previous  week,  and  with  41  during  the  same  week  last  year.  The 
coefficient  per  1,0<H)  at  this  rate  would  l>e  22.14,  and  for  the  previous 
week,  20.29.  The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  during  tnis  week 
was  25.8  C.  on  the  2d  instant,  and  the  lowest  was  on  the  5th  instant, 
J5.9'  C,  while  the  average  for  the  week  was  19.45-  C.  Thei-e  was  no 
measurable  rainfall  during  the  period  under  consideration.

CHINA. 

Report  from  Shanghai — Smallpox  and  cholera — Circular  relative  to 
preeautionH  against  cholera. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  August  11,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  6,  1904,  5  vessels,  289  crew,  63 
cabin  and  36  steerage  passengers  were  inspected.  There  were  issued 
2  original  and  3  supplemental  bills  of  health.  Three  cases  of  illness 
on  board  vessels  were  investigated,  all  of  which  proved  to  be  non- 
quamntinable  diseases.  Manifests  were  vis^d  for  14,827  pieces  of 
freight.  The  living  quarters  of  2  vessels  were  disinfected  with  sul- 
phur gas,  as  were  also  the  effects  of  84  crew,  and  the  latter  were  also 
vaccinated.  The  baggage  of  2  men  shipped  here  was  disinfected 
with  formalin. 

The  weekly  report  of  the  municipal  health  officer  shows  smallpox  1 
death,  diphtheria  3  deaths,  scarlet  fever  3  cases,  tuberculosis  1  case 
and  32  deaths.  The  total  mortality  reported  was  1  foreigner  and  145 
natives. 

It  will  be  observed  that  cholera  is  not  reported  this  week,  although 
this  office  has  personal  knowledge  of  one  death  from  that  disease, 
which  occurred  in  the  person  of  a  Chinese  house  boy.  It  has  not  been 
thought  necessary  thus  far,  however,  to  commence  the  enforcement 
of  the  special  restrictions  with  regard  to  freight,  etc.,  as  the  disease 
seems  to  be  occurring  only  sporadically.  A  copy  of  the  inclosed  com- 
munication has,  however,  been  sent  to  the  various  shipping  firms,  call- 
ing their  attention  to  the  desirability  of  avoiding  the  purchase  of 
vegetables  and  fruit  here.  It  will  be  supplemented  by  additional 
restrictions  when  occ^on  demands. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  have  been  reported  from  outports. 

Circular  relative  to precautiims  against  cholera, 

Shanghai,^  China ^  August  i^,  190 Jf., 
GkntIiEMEn:  Cholera  having  again  appeared  in  Shanghai,  it  will  be 
ne<'essary  from  and  after  this  date  for  vessels  sailing  from  this  port  to 
any  port  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  wStates  to  avoid  taking 
on  board  here  any  fruit  or  vegetables  whatsoever,  and  the  taking  of 
fresh  meats,  poultry,  and  milk  should  be  avoided  when  possible.  Failure 
to  comply  with  these  restrictions  will  necessitate  an  entry  of  that  fact 
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upon  bills  of  health  and  may  result  in  detention  of  ships  in  quarantine 
at  destination. 

You  are  requested  to  advise  the  masters  of  all  vessels  in  which  you 
may  be  interested  to  this  effect.

Week  ended  August  15,  1904.  Present  officiallv  estimated  popula- 
tion 60.000.  Mortality  from  all  causes,  51,  as  follows:  Yellow  fever, 
1;  infectious  fever,  1:  fevers  (without  classification),  7;  tuberculosis, 
7,  grippe,  5:  Enteric  diseases,  6:  from  all  other  causes,  24. 

Yellow  fever  continues  along  the  line  of  the  Guayaquil  and  Quito 
Railroad  and  in  some  of  the  river  villages.  The  one  death  in  this  city 
reported  above  was  imported.  This  is  the  dry  (healthy)  season  and 
very  few  stegomyi©  are  found.  However,  in  the  interior,  near  the 
railroad  and  river  villages,  are  large  tracts  of  low  swamp  land  and 
stagnant  waters. 

During  the  week  two  supplemental  bills  of  health  wei'e  issued  as 
follows:  August  13.  The  British  steam  yacht  Caralor  cleared  for 
Ancon,  Canal  iione,  with  crew  20,  cabin  passengers,  6;  all  told  2(>. 
On  examination  the  cook's  condition  suggested  a  mild  attack  of  grippe. 
As  the  yacht  had  come  dire<*t  from  Coquimbo  and  been  in  port  only 
forty -eight  hours,  I  did  not  detain  it  for  a  confirmation  of  the  diag- 
nosis, but  noted  the  case  on  the  bill  of  health  and  sent  a  letter  to 
Assistant  Surgeon  Pierce  at  Aneon.  On  August  16,  steamship  Jfa/x)c/io 
cleared  for  the  same  port  with  26  cabin  and  3  steerage  passengers  from 
this  port.  After  leaving  Callao  this  vessel  stopped  at  Pacasmayo  and 
Eton.     The  former  place,  I  have  reason  to  believe  infected  with  plague. 

The  vessel  brought  no  bill  of  health  from  there.  I  noted  this  on 
the  bill  of  health  issued  here.  Both  vessels  were  fumigated  with  sul- 
phur before  departure.  Twenty-two  immune  certificates  were  issued 
and  84  pieces  of  baggage  inspected  and  lal)eled  during  the  week. 

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  at  Callao, 
under  date  of  August  8,  in  which  he  says  ''  please  connect  the  state- 
ment in  the  Public  Health  Reports  that  there  were  a  case  of  plague  on 
the  Aconcagua  and  2  cases  of  yellow  fever  on  the  Guatemala,     Both 
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of  these,  1  know  personally,  are  mistakes."  These  were  reported 
June  3,  and  10,  respectively. 

In  these  reports  I  mentioned  that  the  information  was  by  cables 
published  here.  1  will  add  that  in  each  case  the  authenticity  of  the 
cable  was  confirmed  at  the  office  of  the  steamship  agents  before  I 
reported  to  the  Bureau. 

From  information  received  by  the  Superior  Board  of  Health  here 
from  the  Ecuadorian  consul  at  Payta  the  plague  situation  there  con- 
tinues grave.  During  the  week  ended  August  17,  there  were  17  cases 
and  3  deaths  reported.  I  translate  the  following  from  El  Grito  del 
Pueblo  under  date  of  August  17.  ''  Notices  from  riura  August  4,  peo- 
ple are  leaving  Payta  and  Colfin  daily  for  the  mountains  and  surround- 
ing territory.  Day  before  yesterday  2  cases  of  plague,  which  have 
caused  considerable  alarm,  appeared  in  the  capital  (riura)  of  this  prov- 
ince. Plague  has  appeared  m  Seehura  and  La  Sullana,  villages  near 
this  city." 

Piura  is  the  capital  of  a  province  of  the  same  name  in  the  northern 
part  of  Peru,  about  seven  hours  distant  from  Payta.  Colan  and  La 
Sullana  are  small  towns  between  Piura  and  Payta.  Seehura  is  a  small 
seaport  between  Tumbezand  Payta,.very  near  the  Ecuadorian  border. 

GERMANY. 

Report  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  coxintrie^. 
Consul-General  Mason  reports,  August  29,  1904,  as  follows: 

Plague, 

Egypt, — During  the  week  ended  August  13  there  were  registered  m 
Alexandria  4  fresh  cases  of  plague  and  3  deaths. 

China, — In  the  district  of  Kwang-Tschou-Wan  there  occurred, be- 
tween July  17  and  August  1,  68  deaths  fpom  plague. 

Manrithis, — During  the  period  from  June  17  to  July  7  there  were 
registered  on  the  island  6  cases  of  plague  and  5  deaths. 

British  South  Africa. — In  Port  Elizabeth,  during  the  period  from 
July  10  to  16,  1  fresh  case  of  plague  was  regfistered. 

Aew  South  Wales, — In  Sydney  a  fresh  case  of  plague  occurred  on 
June  2L 

West  Australia, — According  to  an  official  bulletin,  2  new  cases  of 
plague  occurred  in  Perth  on  June  26  and  30,  respectively. 

Cholera. 

Turlvey, — According  to  Bulletin  No.  30,  of  August  9,  there  have 
been  registered  926  new  cases  of  cholera,  and  964  deaths  therefrom. 

Death  rate  of  Btrlin  and  other  cities. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  August  13  was  slightly 
lower  than  the  rate  for  the  preceding  week;  amounting,  calculated  on  the 
3'ear,  to  21.3  per  thousand  of  the  population,  thus  being,  however,  con- 
siderably higher  than  the  death  rate  for  the  same  week  of  last  year,  in 
which  it  only  amounted  to  18.3  per  thousand.  These,  for  Berlin,  very 
high  figures  were,  however,  surpassed  by  two-thirds  of  the  large  Ger- 
man towns  and  cities,  the  rate  of  mortality  in  Dresden,  Hanover,  Kiel, 
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Aix-laChapelle,  Nuremberg,  Carlsruhe,  Breslau,  Stettin  (with  41.9), 
Rixdorf  (with  35.5),  Halle,  Leipzig,  Brunswick,  Cologne,  and  Dussel- 
dorf  being  considerably  higher  than  that  of  this  city.  On  the  other 
hand,  in  the  following  cities  the  death  rate  was  lower  than  the  Berlin 
figure,  viz,  Hamburg,  Munich,  Stuttgart,  Bremen,  KCnigsberg,  Char- 
lottenburg  (with  17.2),  SchCneberg  (with  the  minimum  rate  of  11.8), 
as  well  as  Paris  and  Vienna.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  among  children  in  the  first  year  of  life  as  compared  with  the 
previous  week,  the  mortality  rate  of  infants  amounting  to  11.2  per 
year  and  thousand,  which  is  somewhat  higher  than  the  Hamburg  and 
Munich  rates,  but  lower  than  the  Breslau  and  Leipzig  figures.  There 
was  no  important  change  in  connection  with  acute  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  organs,  which  caused  61  deaths.  There  was,  however,  a 
noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  acute  disease  of  the  intes- 
tines, which  claimed  348  victims.  One  hundred  and  fifty -six  children 
succumbed  to  cholerine,  as  well  as  10  adults.  Furthermore,  there 
were  registered  64  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis,  33  deaths  from 
cancer,  10  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  9  deaths  from  diphtheria,  3  deaths 
from  measles,  13  cases  of  enteric  fever  (with  1  death).  Finally,  15 
persons  died  by  violence.

I  regret  to  have  to  report  an  outbreak  of  cholera  in  the  Presidency, 
starting,  as  is  frequently  the  case,  at  a  great  pilgrimage  center.  About 
July  23  there  was  heldthe  usual  great  annual  festival  in  the  town  of 
Pandharpur,  al>out  30  miles  by  road  from  Barsi  Road,  a  station  on  the 
railway  234  miles  southeast  of  Bombay.  To  this  festival  devout  Hin- 
dus went  on  a  pilgrimage,  starting  from  their  homes  in  distant  parts 
of  the  Presidency,  because  it  was  an  act  in  their  eyes  by  which  they 
would  ac<iuire  great  merit.  It  is  reported  that  on  the  great  day  of 
the  feast  4(M),()(H)  p(»ople  were  present  at  the  temple  where  the  cH?ntral 
celebration  occurred.  The  water  supply  in  a  place  like  Pandharpur 
must  l)e  (jueHtioiiable,  especially  at  such  crowded  seasons,  and  the 
spread  of  cholera  very  easy.  No  sooner  had  the  pilgrims  commenced 
to  return  homeward  than  cholera  broke  out  among  them,  and  deaths 
have  (H*curre<l  since  on  every  road,  lH>th  railwavs  and  carria^jfe  road^, 
that  leads  away  from  that  town.  1  have  bi»en  able  to  get  infonnation 
from  various  centei*s  as  follows: 
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Ptmna. — One  hundred  and  nineteen  miles  from  Bombay,  between 
Bombay  and  Pandharpur.  This  place  has  felt  the  effects  of  the  out- 
break quite  markedly.  Up  to  August  2,  I  leani  that  from  4  to  6  dead 
bodies  were  taken  on  the  trains  daily,  when  these  trains  arrived  at 
Poona  from  the  direction  of  Pandharpur.     A  great  delegation  had 

fone  from  Poona,  and  among  those  who  returned  and  went  to  their 
omes  cases  broke  out  daily.  I  can  not  find  the  exact  number  thus 
attacked. 

Mira^. — On  the  Southern  Mahratta  Railway,  connected  by  a  trunk 
road  with  Pandharpur.  Many  persons  who  came  up  on  this  railway 
from  points  south  left  the  train  nere  to  go  75  miles  across  country  to 
Pandharpur,  some  walking,  others  in  cai'ts.  And  when  the  tide  turned 
and  the  pilgrims  began  to  move  homeward,  cholera  appeared  all  along 
the  trunK  road.  During  the  week  ended  August  2,  on  some  days  as 
many  as  20  bodies  of  persons  dead  of  cholera  were  found  in  a  single 
day  within  3  miles  of  Miraj  station. 

And  at  the  station  itself  the  railway  officials  detected  and  removed 
quite  a  number  of  patients  suffering  from  cholera,  but  who  were  plan- 
ning to  board  a  homeward-bound  train  unobserved.  It  was  thought' 
that  some  such  cases  ipust  have  escaped  undetected,  and  this  was  later 
proved  true,  because  cases  of  cholera  appeared  in  Kolhapur,  an 
important  town  30  miles  away  from  Miraj  by  rail. 

Bombay  City. — The  feeling  of  the  board  of  health  is  expressed  in 
the  following  bulletin: 

Cholera  was  not  epidemic  during  the  week  ending  August  2,  1904,  the  attacks 
reported  being  46  and  deaths  23  for  the  week.  Out  of  the  45  cases  41  were  imported 
from  Pandharpur  and  1  from  Cutch-Bhooj.  Nineteen  of  those  imported  from  rand- 
harpur  and  1  from  Cutch-Bhoo]  died.  The  disease  dges  not  show  a  tendency  to 
increase.  It  is  not  attributed  to  seasonable  variations,  but  to  importations,  hence  it 
is  sporadic.  The  disease  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  quarter  or  to  any  partic- 
ular class  of  the  population,  and  it  has  not  any  direct  local  connection  with  the 
harbor. 

The  board  of  health  is  making  every  eflFort  to  prevent  a  further 
spread  of  the  disease  in  the  city,  and  to  that  end  every  railway  pas- 
senger coming  from  Pandharpur  has  his  address  recorded,  and  his 
condition  after  coming  to  the  city  is  watched.  Similarly,  where  a  case 
of  cholera  has  actuall}^  occurred,  the  movements  of  the  contacts  are 
recorded  so  that  the  infected  areas  may  be  marked  out  and  limited. 
The  statement  by  localities  shows  that  during  the  week  cases  of  cholera 
occurred  in  every  one  of  the  7  wards;  in  none,  however,  were  there 
more  than  5  cases.  Further,  in  thesectionsor  ward  subdivisions,  there 
was  equally  scattered  distribution^  no  section  having  more  than  3  cases. 
The  stetement  by  races  and  castes  shows  the  following  distribution: 
Jains,  1  case;  Hindus,  21  cases;  Parsis,  1  case;  total,  23  cases. 

Absolutely  regarded,  therefore,  the  Hindus  were  the  most  severely 
aflfected  race.  The  figures  are  too  small  for  a  true  relative  determi- 
nation. It  was  to  be  expected  that  the  Hindus  would  be  the  severest 
sufferers,  as  the  pilgrimage  was  entirely  theirs. 

In  addition  to  the  places  thus  recorded,  cases  have  been  recorded 
in  Abmednagar  and  in  other  important  centers. 

The  European  community  usually  suffers  but  little  during  cholera 
epidemics,  especially  in  those  places  where  their  residential  section  is 
some  distam^  away  from  the  native  quarter  of  a  town.  However, 
that  thej*^  are  not  immune  was  shown  by  the  case  of  Mrs.  Pym,  wife  of 
the  Episcopalian  bishop  of  Bombay,  who  was  attacked  in  Poona  on 
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Auffust  4.  The  bishop  was  out  of  town,  when  Mrs.  Pym  was  seized 
with  symptoms  of  cholera  at  3  p.  m.  He  was  telegraphed  for,  and 
arrivea  in  five  hours,  only  to  find  that  she  had  died  two  hours  pre- 
viously. Other  cases  have  shown  similarly  that  the  infections  are,  in 
general,  very  virulent. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  the  vicinity  of  Pandharpur  itself  the 
epidemic  is  already  abating.  A  report  from  there  says:  '*The  tem- 
porary huts  which  were  erected  at  Barsi  Road  Station  to  accommodate 
the  cholera  cases  from  Pandharpur  have  been  burned  down,  as  the 
epidemic  has  ceased." 

The  problem  before  the  Government  is  the  old  one  of  striking  the 
happy  mean  between  rigorous  and  severe  sanitary  measures  and  a 
revolt  because  of  oifended  religious  sensibilities.  As  in  the  case  of 
plague,  probably  not  much  more  can  be  done  than  to  attempt  to  isolate 
and  follow  cases  and  their  contacts. 

Of  the  55  deaths  from  plague  reported  above,  12  occurred  in  the 
one  ward,  subdivision  known  as  Mandoi,  that  quarter  where,  as  I 
showed  in  my  letter  of  July  29,  the  disease  has  always  commenced  its 
annual  scourge. 

Report  frovi    CaJciitta-^ Inspect imi   of  vessel— ^Cholera   and  plague 

mortality. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  August  11,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  6,  1904,  bill  of  health  was  issued  to 
the  steamship  Tioga  bound'  for  New  York  with  a  total  crew  of  58;  the 
effects  of  Lascars  were  disinfected  and  fumigated,  and  rat  guards  were 
kent  on  wharf  lines  while  the  vessel  lay  at  dock. 

During  the  week  ended  August  6,  1904,  there  were  8  deaths  from 
plague  and  4  deaths  from  cholera  in  Calcutta. 

In  Bengal  during  the  week  ended  July  30,  1904,  there  were  178 
cases  and  143  deaths  from  plague.  In  India  during  the  week  ended 
July  23, 1904,  there  were  3,756  cases  and  2,608  deaths  from  plague. 

ITALY.

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The  propagation  ofplagne. 

Dr.  B.  Sorrentino,  formerly  physician  to  the  lazaretto  of  the  island 
of  Nisida^  where  the  cases  of  plague  were  treated  during  the  epidemic 
of  that  disease  at  Naples,  two  yeai*s  ago,  has  recently  published  an 
interesting  communication  on  plague  in  which  the  following  conclu- 
sions are  set  forth  regarding  the  propagation  of  bubonic  plague: 

Plague  is  an  infection  capable  of  prevailing- as  an  epidemic  and  as 
an  epizootic.  As  an  epizootic,  it  occurs  among  rats  and  rarely  among 
mice.  Not  all  species  of  rats  are  equally  susceptible  under  natur^ 
conditions.  Some  species  are  receptive  in  the  laboratory  only.  Many 
animals  are  exceptionally  attacked  bv  the  infection  under  special  con- 
ditions not  vet  understood,  though  the  attack  never  takes  an  epizootic 
form.  In  the  case  of  monkeys,  however,  the  disease  may  exceptionally 
take  an  epizootic  form,  although  these  animals  are  not  ordinarily 
susceptible. 

Plague,  according  to  the  view  of  some  authorities,  is  not  properly  a 
human  disease,  but  a  zoonic  disease  transmissible  to  man  by  rat^.  The 
recent  discovery  of  a  chronic  form  of  plague  among  rats  may  explain 
the  long  passage  of  time  between  outbreaks  of  plague,  in  which 
periods  no  cases  of  the  malady  are  observed  among  men  and  no  deaths 
rrom  it  among  rats. 

In  ite  bubonic  form  plague  is  not  ordinarily  contagious,  but  in  its 
grave  septicflemic  and  pneumonic  fonns  it  is  nighly  so.  Widespread 
plague  is  rarely  propagated  from  man  to  man.  In  outbreaks  of  pneu- 
monic plague  the  disease  has  a  tendency  to  remain  localized  in  the 
place  and  among  the  peopjle  first  visited  by  the  malady,  except  in 
cas<*8  where  new  foci  are  initiated  by  moving  infected  pjersons.  The 
propagation  of  plague  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  is  due  to  the 
eniigration  of  rats,  the  Bombay  epidemic  being  a  typical  example. 

The  importation  of  the  disease  into  distant  localities  from  the  origi- 
nal focus  proceeds  in  an  irregular  manner.  The  importation  may  be 
by  means  of  men,  rats,  or  of  fomites,  especially  merchandise,  like 
grain,  which  especially  attracts  mts.  No  limit  of  distance  can  be 
invoked  as  a  claim  of  natural  immunity  of  any  region.  When  human 
cases  are  introduced  in  a  given  locality,  a  certain  time,  ordinarily  a 
month,  passes  before  indigenous  cases  appear.  In  the  interval  the 
infection  passes  to  rats,  becomes  epizootic  among  them,  and  then 
returns  to  man.  The  first  cases  are  few  in  number  among  men  in  this 
instance  and  succeed  each  other  without  apparent  relation  to  one 
another.  If  the  virus  is  imported  directly  by  rats  there  is  first 
observed  a  mortality  among  these  animals,  and  after  a  time,  which  is 
shorter  than  in  the  cases  where  the  disease  is  introduced  by  man,  many 
simultaneous  cases  occur  among  the  human  inhabitants. 

The  intervention  of  rodents  is  not  enough  to  explain  all  the  epidemic 
phenomena  observed.  There  is  necessity  for  an  intermediate  agent. 
This  is  found  in  the  ectodermic  parasites  of  man  and  rats,  namely, 
fleas,  bedbug's,  lice,  mosquitoes,  etc.,  but  especially  fleas.  It  has  been 
demonstrate  that  fleas  sucking  the  blood  of  plague-infected  persons 
carry  the  germs  of  the  disease  in  their  bodies  even  for  eight  days,  and 
then  may  deposit  the  bacilli  by  puncture  in  other  animals. 

There  are  many  species  of  fleas,  of  which  each  has  a  special  host, 
but  some  of  the  fleas  are  capable  of  passing  from  one  animal  to  another, 
or  from  an  animal  to  man,  and  vice  versa. 
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The  intervention  of  rats  and  fleas,  Doctor  Sorrentino  concludes, 
accounts  for  nearly  all  the  epidemic  phenomena  of  plague,  phenomena 
which  can  not  be  otherwise  explained. 

MEXICO. 

Reports  from  Mon  terey — Mortality. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  September  1,  as 
follows: 

The  health  conditions  in  Monterey  and  vicinity  continue  to  be  satis- 
factory as  evidenced  by  a  continuation  of  the  low  mortality. 

During  the  week  ended  August  27, 1904,  the  total  number  of  deaths 
recordecTwas  44.  The  list  of  mortality  presents  nothing  of  special 
interest. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ferguson  reports,  September  2,  through 
Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  27  nothing  of  importance,  from  a 
sanitary  standpoint,  has  occurred  between  this  city  and  C.  P.  Diaz. 

Report  from  Mondova  and  ricinity. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ferguson  reports,  August  27,  through 
Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger.  as  follows: 

Nothing  of  a  suspicious  character  nas  developed  between  t  is  city 
and  the  city  of  Monclova  for  the  week  ended  August  20,  19J!. 

Report  from  Progrem  and  Merida  -  Inspection  of  vesaeh —  Yello^tj  fever 

at  Merida. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports,  September  2,  as  follows: 
Two  weeks  ended  August  27,  1904:  Estimated  population,  8,000; 
deaths  from  all  causes,  24.  General  condition,  only  fair.  Merida 
still  presenting  record  of  yellow  fever  in  lazaretto,  but  the  general 
sanitary  conditions  there  seem  good. 

My  report  of  August  5  should  have  stated  "Progreso"  (not  Merida, 
as  print^  in  Public  Health  Reports  of  August  19)  ''should  be  consid- 
ered infected  from  case  reported  July,  etc."

Sanitary  conditimin  at  Merida —  Yellmnfeijer  cane-*^  in  lazaretto. 

In  obedience  to  Department  instructions  of  July  12,  I  have  made 
one  visit  to  Merida  to  examine  the  sanitary  conditions  there,  and  will

present  full  report  of  same  after  my  next  visit,  which  is  to  be  made  in 
September.  1  found  conditions  much  better  than  I  had  expected  as 
regards  general  cleanliness  in  public  places,  central  and  suburban. 
The  lazaretto,  a  large,  pleasant  building  safely  isolated,  accommodates 
50  or  more  patients,  is  provided  with  well-screened  rooms,  is  clean, 
sunny,  well  ventilated,  and  adequately  equipped  for  care  of  all  inmates. 
There  were  4  confirmed  cases  oi  yellow  fever  (one  being  an  American) 
and  2  suspects  in  the  wards  on  the  day  of  my  visit.  Those  cases 
were  assumed  to  be  all  the  known  cases  of  the  fever  then  in  Merida. 

The  board  of  health  is  reported  to  be  making  earnest  efforts  toward 
improvement  of  general  sanitary  conditions,  a^  well  as  against  the 
mosquito  and  yellow  fever. 

In  Progreso  there  is  to-day  one  suspect  case  in  the  lazaretto,  not 
originating  here,  but  imported. 

I  inclose  a  statistical  statement  of  yellow-fever  and  suspect  cases 
received  in  the  lazaretto  in  Merida  from  January  1  to  July  1,  1904. 
There  have  been  cases  of  yellow  fever  in  Merida  this  season  not 
sent  to  lazaretto,  but  isolated  in  private  residences.  In  Progreso, 
from  April  1  to  August  31,  there  nave  been  only  2  cases  of  yellow 
fever.  Both  were  sent  to  the  lazaretto;  one  recovered  and  the  other 
died.  Neither  of  these  cases  contnieted  the  disease  in  Progreso,  but 
probably  in  Merida.

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Report  from  Tampico — Malurlal  diseases. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  MeClintic  reports,  August  29,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  27,  1904,  G  bills  of  health  were 
issued  and  the  following  vessels  fumirated  and  certified:  British 
steamship  Straits  of  Dover^  crew  25,  for  United  States  port  via  Cuba, 
August  23;  Britisn  steamship  Cajrrera^  crew  33,  for  Port  Tampa, 
August  24;  Norwegian  steamship  Farmand^  crew  17,  for  Gralveston, 
August  25,  and  the  British  steamship  William  Cliffy  crew  47,  for  New 
Orleans,  August  27. 

The  health  conditions  of  the  port  and  city  continue  about  the  same, 
with  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  cases  of  malaria. 

Rains  are  not  so  frequent  nor  heavy  as  they  were  a  month  a^, 
and  though  mosquitoes  are  still  very  abundant  there  is  a  relative 
decrease  in  the  number  of  stegom3iae  found. 

The  report  of  mortality  for  the  two  weeks  ended  August  27  shows 
a  total  of  41  deaths  from  all  causes,  which  gives  a  rate  of  about  64  per 
1,000.  Of  this  number  3  were  due  to  intermittent  fever,  2  to  cir- 
rhosis of  the  liver,  and  1  to  pernicious  fever,  while  the  only  one 
attributed  to  a  quarantinable  disease  wa^s  a  case  of  cholera  nostras. 

Report  from  Veracruz — lunpeetion  ofve^nds —  Yell oic  fever. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  August  30,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  27,  1904,  bills  oi  health  were  issued 
to  7  vessels  bound  for  United  States  ports.  Of  these  0  were  inspected 
before  receiving  the  bills  of  health,  while  1,  viz,  American  steam- 
ship Niagara^  bound  for  New  York  via  Tampico  and  Habana,  was  at 
this  port  for  only  about  2  hours,  remained  in  extreme  outer  part  of 
harbor,  no  cargo  taken  or  discharged,  none  of  personnel  ashore,  and 
was  given  bill  of  health  without  inspection. 

The  following  vessels  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxid  and  given 
certificates:  August  26,  Spanish  steamship  Virgen  de  Lourd<s^  lx)und 
for  Gulfport;  August  27,  Norwegian  steamship  Norhei))t^  bound  for 
New  Orleans. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  35 
deaths  (56  per  1,0(M)  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes,  including  1 
|from  malarial  cachexia,  6  from  tuberculosis,  and  8  from  diseases  of 
the  gastro-intestinal  ti*act. 

Four  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported  during  the  week. 
Two  of  the  cases  occurred  among  the  occupants  of  San  Juan  de  Ulua 
Fortress.

Reports  from  Calluo — Plague  conditions — Destruction  of  rats. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports,  August  15  and  16,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  6,  1904,  there  were  11  new  cases  of 
plague  in  Lima,  with  5  deaths.     Twelve  patients  were  discharged 
cured,  28  remaining  under  treatment.     Dead  rats  were  found  in  sev- 
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eral  places  in  Lima.  No  cases  are  reported  in  Callao.  Fourteen  places 
were  disinfected  in  Lima,  79  rats  and  8,050  mice  were  trapped  and 
killed,  and  numerous  rat  holes  wore  filled  with  cement.  Partial 
reports  from  Salaverry  rive  2  new  cases  and  1  death  for  the  week; 
incomplete  reports  from  rayta  rive  4  new  cases  and  2  deaths.  Sixteen 
deaths  from  all  causes  have  been  recorded  in  Callao.  Among  the 
causes  of  death  as  riven  are  the  following:  Tuberculosis,  5;  pneumo- 
nia, 2;  pernicious  fever,  1;  bronchitis,  1;  influenza,  1;  meningitis,  1; 
angina,  1. 

Two  vessels  were  fumigated  to  kill  vermin,  and  the  eflfects  of  per- 
sons embarking  from  this  port  were  disinfected.  The  vaccination  of 
steerage  passengers  was  continued. 

Phigne  in  CnUao, 

A  case  of  pla^e  occurred  in  Callao  on  August  18.  On  August  1:* 
Dr.  Castro  Gutierrez  reported  that  a  plague-infected  rat  had  been 
found  in  Callao. 

Private  but  authentii?  reports  from  Pacasmayo  and  San  Pedro  state 
that  suspicious  deaths  are  occurring  in  these  places.  In  Eten  al^*o 
(private  report)  rats  are  said  to  Ik^  dying. 

The  weekly  sanitary  report  for  Lima  and  Callao  for  the  week 
ended  August  13  is  not  yet  completed.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  MacGregor  reports,  September  12,  through 
Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

No  new  transactions  at  this  point.  It  has  rained  all  day.  There  is 
considerable  malarial  fever  still  prevailing,  many  cases  of  distinct  ter- 
tian and  quartan  type;  a  few  continued. 

The  weather  has  not  permitted  much  sanitary  inspection.  Mayor 
Segrest  has  promised  to  go  over  the  town  with  me  as  soon  as  the  weather 
permits. 

I  do  not  learn  of  anything  new  from  inquiry  of  points  along  the  line. 

Conditions  at  Rio  Grande  City — Inspection  at  ferry — Measles  and 

cotitintied  fever. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Dashiell  reports,  September  10,  through 
Pass^  Assistant  Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Transactions  for  week  ended  September  9,  1904: 

The  sanitary  inspector,  appointed  by  authority,  went  to  work  on 
the  8th  instant,  and  on  this  date  and  the  9th  inspected  158  premises 
and  201  barrels,  of  which  11  were  breeding  moscjuitoes  and  were 
oiled.  Seven  cisterns  were  inspected,  two  of  which  are  proi>erlv 
screened  and  provided  with  pumps,  while  the  others  were  well  oilecf, 
as  an  incentive  to  the  owners  to  put  in  pumps  and  screens. 

Twenty-seven  persons  were  inspected  at  the  ferrj^  all  from  the 
immediate  vicinity.  The  travel  for  the  past  week  was  very  limited 
on  account  of  a  rise  in  the  river  rendering  crossing  dangerous. 

Inspection  reveals  a  new  case  of  measles.  I  am  now  investigating 
two  cases  of  supposed  continued  fever.  These  are  attended  by  regu- 
lar physicians,  out  are  in  the  hands  of  an  "  herb  doctor.''  I  find  tnat 
such  cases  are  always  concealed.

at  Brunai^  Borneo. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  White  reports,  August  8,  as  follows: 

The  health  report  for  the  week  ended  August  6,  1904,  is  as  follows: 
Plague,  13  cases,  12  deaths  (all  Chinese);  cholera,  no  cases,  no  deaths; 
enteric  fever,  3  cases,  1  death  (2  Europeans,  1  Indian  imported  from 
India);  smallpox,  2  cases,  no  deaths  (1  European,  Portuguese). 

It  is  reported  here  that  a  very  widespread  and  virulent  epidemic  of 
smallpox  18  prevailing  at  Brunai,  and  that  a  relief  force  has  been  sent 
out  from  Singapore.  It  is  feared  that  the  disease  will  extend  to  Brit- 
ish North  Borneo,  and  to  Labuan,  which  is  recovering  from  plague. 

This  report  has  been  transmitted  to  the  service  representatives  at 
Shanghai  and  Manila.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Goodman  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
September  3,  1904.  Estimated  population,  4,000;  number  of  deaths, 
7;  prevailing  diseases,  malarial  fevers  and  acute  nephritis.  Many 
cases  of  this  latter  disease  have  occurred  in  negro  laborers  who  have 
been  working  in  the  rain  and  mud  on  the  banana  plantations.  Gen- 
eral sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  surrounding  countrv  during 
the  week,  fair.  The  steamship  Brighton  came  from  New  Orleans  via 
Santa  Marta,  Colombia,  from  which  port  she  brought  a  bill  of  health, 
giving  15  cases  and  1  death  of  smallpox  during  the  previous  two  weeks 
in  and  around  Santa  Marta.  The  captain  and  medical  inspector  aboard 
this  vessel  report  that  no  one  from  tne  ship  went  ashore  in  that  port. 
The  personnel  gave  no  evidence  of  infection  prior  to  leaving  Limon 
for  New  Orleans.

No  quarantinable  disease  has  arrived  at  this  port  during  this  week 
and  none  has  been  reported  in  the  city.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  September  6  and  14,  as 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  3,  1904,  bills  of  health  were 
issued  to  5  vessels  leaving  this  port  for  the  United  States. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  remains  unchanged.  To  the 
numerous  cases  of  enteric  fever  and  scarlatina  prevailing  are  to  be 
added  3  cases  of  diphtheria  reported  since  my  last  writing.

Correction  in  regard  to  cost  of  water — Proposed  ijnprovements  in  water- 

s^ipply  system. 

Week  ended  September  10,  1904. 

Bills  of  health  issued  to  3  vessels  bound  for  the  United  States  via 
Cuban  ports. 

One  case  of  diphtheria,  3  cases  of  scariet  fever,  and  1  case  of  enteric 
fever  have  been  reported  since  last  week. 

•  At  the  request  of  the  manager  of  the  Matanzas  waterworks  I  beg 
to  rectify  my  statement,  under  date  of  August  9,  last,  relative  to  the 
cost  of  the  water  supply  to  dwelling  houses  and  public  buildings  in 
this  city."  The  items  furnished  me  by  the  manager  show  that  I  had 
been  totally  misinformed  on  this  subject.  This  private  enterprise, 
although  authorized  by  contract  with  the  local  government  since  1872 
to  charge  as  high  as  $4  Spanish  gold  per  month,  according  to  individual 
cases,  for  each  supply  or  water  to  dwelling  houses,  having  in  view  the 
distressing  financial  condition  of  the  city,  and  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
distribution  of  water,  has  made  considerable  reduction  in  its  prices  of 
suppl}^  from  $1  up  to  $4,  which  gives  an  average  of  $2.63  Spanish 
gold  per  month.  Moreover,  8  public  hydrants  have  been  installed  free 
of  charge  in  different  sections  of  the  city,  accessible  to  the  public,  and 
the  use  of  as  many  as  62  water  faucets  have  been  granted  to  poor 
widows,  also  free  of  charge. 

Out  of  the  5,000  houses,  approximately,  which  comprise  the  city 
proper  and  its  suburbs,  there  are  only  1,746  which  derive  their  supply 
of  water  from  the  main  source,  while  the  rest  use  jt  from  wells,  cis- 
terns, or  buy  it  in  barrels  from  public  vendors  who  procure  it  from 
neijSfhborin^  springs  more  or  less  suspicious  in  their  origin,  from  a 
sanitary  point  of  view. 

I  am  informed  that  the  sanitary  authorities  having  detected  the  pol- 
lution of  the  water  supply  from  the  city  wells  and  other  sources,  will 
enact  a  law,  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit  it,  forbidding  the  use  of 
water  from  these  known  contaminated  sources,  and  directing  the  com- 
pulsory use  of  the  water  from  the  aqueduct  as  being  the  least  con- 
taminated with  the  bacillus  coli  communis  and  the  Eberth  or  typhoid 
bacillus,  according  to  the  examination  recently  made  at  the  national 
laboratory  in  Habana.     The  recent  overflowing  of  a  river  in  the  vicinity 

«See  Public  Health  Reports,  August  19,  1904,  p.  1687. 
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of  the  springs  of  the  aqueduct,  and  the  mixing  of  its  filthy  waters 
with  those  oi  the  main  source  or  the  aqueduct,  nas  been  assigned  as 
the  probable  origin  of  the  pollution.  Since  then,  the  water  from  the 
reservoirs  and  that  surrounding  the  springs  have  been  thrown  away, 
both  places  bein^  subjected  to  a  careful  cleaning,  and  the  walls  sur- 
rounoing  the  mam  source  are  being  built  high  enough  to  avert  the 
future  admixture  and  contamination  of  its  waters. 

80  soon  as  the  contemplated  law  ia  passed  and  carried  into  effect,  it 
is  the  purpose  of  the  Matanzas  Water  Works  to  offer  this  community 
better  facilities  in  obtaining  the  water  supply,  by  allowing  a  still  greater 
reduction  in  its  prices,  and  by  establishing  a  wider  distribution 
throughout  town. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  by  carrj'in^  out  these  sanitary  measures  the 
existing  epidemic  of  enteric  fever  will  be  eradicated.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports,  August  26,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  August  24,  1904.     Present  officiaTlv  estimated  popula- 
tion, 00,000.     Mortality-  from  all  causes  51,  as  folfows:  Fevers  (with- 
out classification),  8;  grippe,  3;  enteric  diseases,  2:  yellow  fever,  2; 
pernicious  fever,  4;  tuberculosis,  8;  from  all  other  causes,  29. 

During  the  week  5  ships  were  fumigated,  53  pieces  of  baggage 
insf)ectea,  3  immune  certificates  and  5  bills  of  health  issued,  as  fol- 
lows: August  20,  steamship  Celia^  from  New  York  and  ports  in  Chile 
and  Peru,  cleared  for  Charleston  via  other  ports;  crew,  38;  no  passen- 

fers  from  this  port.  August  22,  steamship  Peru,,  from  Chilean  and 
'eruvian  ports,  cleared  for  Ancon,  Canal  Zone,  cabin  passengers,  8; 
steerage,  13.  Same  date,  steamship  Cacique,,  from  New  York  via  South 
American  poits,  cleared  forNewlork  via  Chilean  and  Peruvian  ports; 
crew,  30;  no  passengers.  August  23,  steamship  Abt/do^^  from  Ham- 
burg and  Soutn  American  ports,  cleared  for  San  Francisco  via  South 
and  Central  American  ports.  Same  date,  steamship  Manari,  a  coasting 
vessel,  cleared  for  Ancon,  Canal  Zone,  via  Ecuadorean  and  Colombian 
ports;  crew,  42;  cabin  passengers,  13;  steerage  passengers,  13;  all 
told,  68;  none  for  Ancon.  These  vessels  were  fumigated  with  sulphur. 
The  only  apparent  change  in  the  plague  situation  in  northern  Peru 
is  a  recrudescence  at  Trujillq,  reported  by  the  Ecuadorean  consul 
there.  Three  cases  and  one  death  from  plague  were  reported  from 
Payta  during  the  w^ek. 

GERMANY. 

Report  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  countries, 
Consul-General  Mason  reports,  September  5,  1904,  as  follows: 

Plague, 

Eaypt, — During  the  week  ended  August  20  there  were  registered  10* 
fresh  cases  of  plague  (with  7  deaths),  viz,  6  cases  (6  deaths)  in  Alex- 
andria and  4  cases  (1  death)  in  the  district  of  Achmun,  in  the  Province 
of  Menisieh. 

Honghmg, — During  the  five  weeks  from  May  29  to  July  2  there 
were  registered  218  plague  cases  in  Hongkong,  with  212  deaths. 

British  South  Africa, — During  the  period  from  July  17  to  23  there- 
were  registered  3  new  cases  of  plague  in  Port  Elizabeth,  and  2  deaths. 

Cholera. 

Russia, — On  August  5  a  case  of  cholera  occurred  in  Baku. 

Turkey, — According  to  official  bulletin  No.  31,  dated  August  15,  361 
new  (iases  of  cholera  nave  been  registered,  with  363  deaths. 

Hongkong, — During  the  period  from  May  29  to  July  2,  22  persona 
were  attacked  with  cholera. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  other  cities. 

The  death  fate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  August  20  was  lower 
than  that  of  the  preceding  week,  amounting,  calculated  on  the  year,  to- 
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19.4  per  thousand  of  the  population  (as  compared  with  21.3  in  the 
foregoing  week),  thus  being,  however,  considembly  higher  than  the 
rate  for  the  same  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  only  amounted  to  16.5 
per  thousand.  Of  the  large  German  towns  and  cities  only  six,  viz, 
Kiel,  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Barmen,  Cassel,  Charlottenburg  (with 
17.4),  and  SchOneberg  (with  10  per  thousand)  showed  more  favorable 
health  conditions  than  Berlin,  raris  and  Vienna  also  had  lower  rate?* 
of  mortality  than  this  city.  The  following  cities  had  oonsiderablv 
higher  death  rates  than  Berlin,  viz,  Hamburg,  Munich,  Stuttgart 
Dresden,  Hanover,  Aix  laChapelle,  Rixdorf  (with  34. 1),  Leipzig,  Bruns- 
wick, Bremen,  Karlsruhe,  Nuremberg,  Dusseldorf,  Cologne,  Bres- 
lau,  and  also  London.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  mainly 
Among  children  in  the  first  year  of  life.  The  rate  of  mortality  of  infants 
-sank  from  11.2  per  year  and  thousand  in  the  preceding  week  to  9.8  in 
this  week.  Acute  diseases  of  the  respimtory  organs  caused  42  and 
acute  intestinal  diseases  294  deaths;  134  infants  and  4  adults  suc- 
cumbed to  cholerine.  Phthisis  pulmonalis  caused  61  deaths,  and  41 
persons  succumbed  to  cancer.  Furthermore,  there  were  registered 
14  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  9  deaths  from  measles,  4  deaths  from 
diphtheria,  3  deaths  from  enteric  fever.  Finally,  7  persons  died  by 
violence.

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  cholera  mortality  is  slightly  increased,  there 
having  been  ;^4  deaths  as  compared  with  23  last  week.  The  Board  of 
Health  publishes  the  following  statement: 

Cholera  was  not  epfdemic,  the  attacks  reported  being  56,  including  II  contact  casee. 
Out  of  these  28  were  imported  ( 23  from  Pandharpur  and  5  from  other  places ).  Oat  of 
the  34  (ieaths,  14  were  imported  cases,  10  from  Pandharpur  and  4  from  other  places. 
The  dinease  shows  a  tendency  to  increase,  and  is  partly  attributed  to  seasonable  vari- 
.ations,  but  chiefly  to  importations;  hence  is  sporadic.  The  disease  is  not  confined 
to  any  particular  quarter,  and  it  has  no  direct  local  connection  with  the  harbor.  It 
is  prevalent  among  the  poor  class  of  the  population. 

Of  the  34  deaths,  7  were  among  low-caste  Hindus  and  the  other  27 
among  Hindus  of  higher  castes,  none  occurring  in  any  other  race.  Of 
the  deaths  9  occurred  in  Sion,  a  subdivision  of  Ward  F.  As  this  is 
the  most  northerly  district  on  Bombay  Island,  this  fact  is  an  evidence 
that  incoming  cases  were  stopped  on  the  railway  at  the  first  possible 
place  on  entering  the  city  limits. 

The  steamship  Oshorne^  to  which  a  bill  of  health  has  this  day  been 
granted,  had  a  crew  entirely  European.  Every  man  was  examined 
tor  plague  and  nothing  suspicious  was  found.  The  quarters  in  the 
forecastle  were  found  in  good  condition. 

Recrndi'scence  theory  of  plague, 

I  quote  below  an  abstract  of  the  views  held  by  Col.  W.  G.  Kin?, 
the  sanitary  commissioner  of  the  Madras  Presidency,  regarding  toe 
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*' Recrudescence  theory  of  plague."  This  has  been  recently  pub- 
lished in  a  review  of  the  procfress  of  pla^e  in  the  Madras  Presidency 
in  the  years  1902-3.  This  abstract  is  given  because  of  its  containing 
statements  that  show  how  health  officers  differ  in  their  views  regard- 
ing the  transmission  of  plague.  In  nay  letter  of  May  26, 1904,  1  gave 
an  abstract  of  the  views  of  Capt.  E.  F.  G.  Tucker  on  '^Plague,  a  soil 
infection."**  The  present  abstract  presents  some  interesting  points 
of  contrast. 
Colonel  King  writes: 

*  *  *  Perhaps  there  in  no  more  harmful  theory  than  that  which  has  been 
largely  adopted  by  the  medical  profession  under  the  name  of  recrudescence.  With 
the  laity,  it  defines  a  belief  that  a  town  once  affected  with  piaffe  must  suffer  a  peri- 
odical return  of  the  disease;  that  once  it  has  been  introduced  it  is  merely  a  matter 
of  meteorolof^ical  conditions  as  to  how  many  months  per  annum  the  disease  will  con- 
tinue; and  that  this  will  occur  year  after  year  in  spite  of  the  best  and  most  expen- 
sive efforts  to  prevent  it.  Con'se<iuently,  it  has  been  argued  that  all  preventive 
measures  are  merely  the  outcome  of  theory,  and  that  as  **  plague  has  come  to  stay/* 
all  sanitary  measures  against  it  are  useless.  It  is  particularly  a  favorite  argument 
that  the  total  mortality  from  plague  is  not  so  great  as  that  from  cholera,  which  is 
with  us  annually,  and  therefore  we  should  be  content  with  it.  Others,  again,  point 
to  smallpox  and  maintain  that  we  should  treat  plague  in  the  same  way  as  we  do 
smallpox,  namely,  by  protective  vaccination  with,  say,  Haffkine's  vaccine,  and  ignore 
anv  but  routine  sanitary  efforts.    ♦    *    * 

but  I  have  not  been  able  to  satisfy  myself  that  there  is  anything  in  connection 
with  the  behavior  of  the  plague  microbe  that  permits  the  belief  that  recrudescence 
is  inevitable.  ♦  ♦  ♦  Although  I  believe  it  quite  possible  to  place  a  mass  of  crude 
statements  on  record  which  will  prove  that  recrudescence  actually  does  occur  in  this 
presidency,  I  must  state  that  so  far  as  evidence  has  been  dissected,  it  is  demonstrable 
that  recrudescence  is  by  no  means  a  necessary  sequel  of  the  disease.  The  theory 
that  recrudescence  is  inevitable  is  lar^ly  due  to  the  belief  that  the  nlague  microble 
can  flourish  in  damp  soil,  and  especially  in  the  damp  cow-dung  noors  of  native 
houses.  <»  But  if  the  laboratory  evidence  be  examinea  it  will  be  found  of  a  very 
slender,  and  in  many  cases  contradictory^  nature;  while  in  practice  instances  after 
long  quiescence  of  the  disease  appearing  in  mfected  dwellings  do  not  fully  exclude 
infecte<i  clothing. 

In  short,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  chances  are  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  vital- 
ity of  the  plague  microbe  in  the  midst  of  the  mass  of  micro-organisms  naturally  in 
the  soil  must  usually  be  measured  by  days  and  not  by  months.  It  is  probable  that, 
over  and  over  again,  in  the  midst  of'what  I  consider  to  be  the  very  fairly  organized, 
system  of  disinfiK^tion  carrie<l  out  in  this  Presidency,  there  must  have  occurr^  cases 
whei-e  infected  houses  and  infected  soil  had  been  neglected  without  recrudescence 
appearing.  But  I  tnist  this  opinion  may  not  be  regarded  as  pointing  to  the  useless- 
nesB  of  our  system  of  disinfection.  On  the  opposite,  even  if,  as  I  hold,  the  infection 
of  soil  may  lie  measured  only  by  days,  it  follows  that  every  house  carefully  disin- 
fected limits  the  extent  of  the  scattenng  from  its  center  of  plague  germs  during  their 
period  of  vitality.  If  recrudescence  occur  at  all,  I  personally  think  that  it  would  be 
infinitely  more  likely  to  result  from  the  renewed  vitality  and  vigor  of  microbes  ex- 
isting upon  stored  clothing  than  by  microbes  attached  to  the  soil  or  the  walls  of 
dwellings.  If  recrudescence  were  inevitable  or  frequent  it  should  certainly  be  capa- 
ble of  demonstration  in  our  large  towns.     *    ♦    * 

I  consider,  although  when  an  infected  locality  is  close  to  an  uninfected,  it  is  possible 
that  grain,  merchandise,  and  articles  of  clothing  may  be  the  causes  of  imjXDrtation  of 
infe<'tion,  that,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  it  is  the  human  being  which  is  the  bearer,  and 
that,  by  whatever  means  brought  al)out,  fresh  importation  of  the  disease,  not  recrudes- 
cence, IS  what  is  really  met  with.  If  this  be  correct,  it  is  necessary  to  account  for  the 
apparent  disappearance  of  the  disease  among  human  beings  jn  a  locality.  If  pla^e 
staifs  are  hurriedly  withdrawn  from  the  midst  of  a  population  recently  infected  with 
indigenous  plague,  ''dropping  cases"  occur,  which  maintain  the  potentiality  of  the 
epiclemic,  which  is  duly  exhibited  by  increased  energy,  on  return  of  the  favorable 
meteorological  conditions  of  the  cold  season,  and  this  1  conceive  is  the  only  way  in 
which  the  term  recrudescence  is  applicable.    The  moral  is  (and  I  speak  only  for

frit  will  be  remembered  that  Captain  Tucker  strongly  advocated  the  damp-soil 
theory,  as  reported  in  my  letter  dated  May  26,  1904. 
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conditions  found  in  the  Madras  Presidency)  that  given  correctly  trained 
employed  in  numbers  sufficiently  laiige  to  keep  the  population  under  surveillanoe 
dunng  the  whole  year  and  not  solely  during  tne  cola  season,  plague  could  be  con- 
fined to  imported  cases  received  from  foreign  territory.  The  pernistence  of  plague  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Hospet,  in  the  Bellary  district,  and  its  slow  advance  from  there 
in  the  current  year,  under  better  conditions  of  organixation  of  the  hot-weather  stBlf, 
confirms  me  in  this  opinion. 

It  will  be  observed  that  Colonel  King  does  not  even  allude  to  the 
part  played  by  rats;  he  evidently  does  not  la}^  great  stress  on  it,  as 
shown  by  the  emohasis  he  lays  on  human  beings  as  bein^  usually  the 
transmitters  of  tne  disease.  As  I  have  previously  pomted  out,  in 
Sydnev,  New  South  Wales,  where  conditions  for  study  and  control  of 
an  epidemic  are  far  more  favorable  than  in  India,  it  is  the  definite  con- 
clusion of  the  health  department  that  plague  is  a  disease  regularly  con- 
veyed by  rate  to  man.  That  it  is  not  so  in  India  remains  stilf  to  be 
proved.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  August  18,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  13,  19()4,  bill  of  health  was  issued 
to  the  steamship  Seidenfe/^,  bound  for  Boston  and  New  York  with  no 
passengers  and  a  crew  of  64.  The  effects  of  the  Lascars  were  disin- 
fected and  ship's  holds  fumigated.  Rat  guards  were  kept  on  wharf 
lines  while  the  vessel  lay  at  dock.

B^  an  order  dated  August  16,  1904*  arrivals  from  Bahia,  Brazil,  at 
Italian  ports  are  now  subjected  to  the  ordinance  of  1902  against  plague. 

Asiatic  cholera  in  the  Caticams. 

A  telegram  from  St.  Petersburg,  dated  August  25,  1904,  states  that 
it  is  reported  from  Baku  that  Asiatic  cholera  has  spread  in  almost  all 
the  provinces  of  the  Caucasus.  At  least  100  deaths  a  day  occur  from 
the  aisease. 

MEXICO. 

RepitvUfroni  Monterey — Sanitary  conditions — Mortality  far  month  of 

August,  190 J^, 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  September  6  and  12, 
as  follows: 

During  the  we^k  ended  September  3  nothing  of  special  sanitary 
interest  came  to  my  attention.  In  Monterey  there  were  recorded 
during  this  period  52  deaths  from  all  causes. 

During  the  month  of  August  just  past  there  were  recorded,  in  all, 
223  deatns.  During  the  corresponding  month  last  year  there  were 
recorded  216  deaths,  and  in  August,  1902,  there  was  recorded  a  total 
of  236  deaths  from  all  causes. 

hnprryved  sanitary  conditions. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  report  no  change  in  the  sanitary  situation 
in  this  section  of  the  Republic  has  come  to  m^^  attention. 

Judging  by  the  mortality  records,  health  conditions  may  be  consid- 
ered fairly  satisfactory.  In  the  city  of  Monterey  the  tendency  in  this 
respe<»t  appears  to  have  been,  thus  far  this  summer,  one  of  improve- 
ment. During  the  seven  days  ended  September  10  there  were  recorded 
in  all  46  deaths. 

Conditions  hetween  Monterey  and  Monclova, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ferguson  at  Monterey  reports,  through 
Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldsberger,  September  6  and  12,  as  follows: 

Nothing  of  sanitary  importance  in  the  territory  between  this  city 
and  Monclova,  Mexico,  has  come  to  my  attention  for  the  week  ended 
September  3,  1904. 

n  ith  the  exception  of  very  heavy  mins  and  a  consequent  material 
increase  in  the  number  of  jptiosquitoes,  nothing  of  sanitary  importance 
in  the  territory  between  this  city  and  Monclova  has  come  to  my  atten- 
tion during  the  week  ended  September  10,  1904. 

Report  from  Tampico — Increase  in  mal^trial  diseases. 

Assistant  Surgeon  McClintic  reports,  September  3,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  September  3,  1904.     Vessels  fumigated  and  certified: 
British  steamship  Setiator^  August  31,  for  New  Orleans;  Norwegian 
steamship  Iris^  September  1,  for  Galveston;  British  steamship  K  O. 
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Saftfrtarsh^Heptemhev  3,  for  Pensacola,  and  British  steamship  Wear^de^ 
for  Norfolk  via  Perth  Amboy,  September  3. 

The  health  conditions  here  remain  about  the  same,  the  prevailing 
disease  being  malarial. 

Report  from   Veracruz — Inspection  of  vessels —  Yellow  fever — Lower 
cUath  rate  from  mosqxdto-hom^  diseases. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  September  6,  as  fol- 
lows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  3,  1904,  seven  vessels  bound  for 
United  States  poi-ts  were  inspected  and  gmnted  bills  of  health.  One 
vessel,  viz,  the  Dutch  steamship  Barendrecht^  bound  for  E^tport 
(Port  Eads),  La.,  wa**  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxid  and  given  a  cer- 
tificate on  September  1. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  37 
deaths  (59.2  per  1,000,  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes,  including  2 
from  pernicious  fever,  2  from  malarial  cachexia,  2  from  hepatitis,  1 
from  dysentery,  3  from  gastro-enteritis,  and  12  from  tuberculosis. 

Fourteen  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  repoited — 4  on  August  29, 
5  on  August  30,  3  on  September  2,  and  2  on  September  3.  All  of  the 
cases  reported  during  the  week  developed  among  the  occupants  of 
San  Juan  de  Ulua  fortress.  Vessels  at  anchor  in  the  harbor  frequently 
lie  within  200  or  300  feet  of  this  fortress,  and  during  the  afternoon 
hours  particularly  to  leeward  of  it;  therefore,  the  likelihood  of  con- 
taminated mosquitpes  from  Ulua  reaching  and  infecting  persons  on 
board  these  vessels  becomes  apparent.  I  inclose  a  copy  of  a  circular 
letter  relative  to  this  matter  which  I  have  sent  to  the  several  steam- 
ship companies  most  concerned. 

During  the  month  of  August  there  were  reported  to  have  occurred 
in  the  city  of  Vera  Cruz  21  cases  of  yellow  fever  with  1  death.  Of 
the  cases  16  were  among  the  occupants  of  San  Juan  de  Ulua  fortress. 
For  the  corresponding  month  of  1903  there  were  reported  249  cases 
with  84  deaths. 

During  the  four  weeks  ended  August  29,  1908,  there  were  re<5orded 
in  the  city  of  Vera  Cruz  252  deaths  from  all  causes,  including  85  from 
yellow  fever,  16  from  pernicious  fever,  and  14  from  remittent  fever, 
while  for  the  corresponding  four  weeks  (ended  August  28)  of  1904 
there  were  recorded  118  deaths  from  all  causes,  including  only  1  from 
yellow  fever,  5  from  pernicious  fever,  and  2  from  remittent  fever. 
Thus,  it  is  evident  that  the  remarkable  lowering  of  the  death  rate  for 
the  present  vear  can  be  almost  entirely  accounted  for  b}"  the  smaller 
number  of  deaths  caused  by  two  of  the  mosquito-borne  diseases,  yel- 
low fever  and  malaria.

A  Royal  proclamation  was  made  on  the  25th  instant,  as  follows: 

It  is  hereby  ordered,  in  compliance  with  section  2  in  law  of  July  12, 1848,  relating 
to  qoarantiDe,  that  Siam  and  Tonkin  in  Asia,  the  cities  of  Brisbane  and  Marboron^h 
in  Queensland^  Payta  in  Peru,  Valparaiso  and  Antofagasta  in  Chile,  and  the  ports  m 
Brazil,  shall,  until  further  notice,  be  considered  infected  with  the  oriental  plague, 
and  the  regulations  laid  down  in  said  law,  and  in  circular  of  October  13, 1900,  regard- 
ing plague,  etc.,  are  to  take  effect  at  once. 

With  which  all  concerned  respectfully  have  to  comply. 

Which  is  hereby  brought  to  public  notice,  while  it  must  be  remembered  that 
acconiing  to  prior  proclamations  of  February  1,  18Q7;  June  27  and  August  22,  1899; 
May  2:<,  1900;  February  28,  1901;  March  20,  June  16.  and  December  1,  1902;  March 
24,  May  29,  July  21,  and  October  17,  1903;  April  7  and  June  4, 1904;  Arabia,  Persia, 
India,  China,  Yokohama  in  Japan,  Manila,  Formosa,  Egypt,  Madagascar,  Reunion

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PERSIA. 

Hefxyrt  frmn  Teheran — Cholera  epidemic  nearly  extinct — Ouilrreak  of 
cholera  at  Caspian  Sea  ports. 

Vice-Consul-General  Tyler  reports,  August  13  and  20,  OvS  follows: 

Cholera  has  now,  nearly,  if  ftot  quite,  disappeared  from  Teheran. 
Since  the  8th  instant  no  cases  either  in  the  city,  the  suburbs,  or  the 
adjacent  villages  have  been  reported  to  me. 

From  rej)orts  supplied  to  me  by  the  minister  of  telegraphs  it  appears 
that  the  epidemic  developed  at  Ilesht  on  the  Caspian  on  tne  2d  instant, 
and  that  by  the  5th  there  had  been  30  fatal  cases,  which  in  such  a  short 
time  indicates  rapid  progress.  This,  however,  considering  the  nature 
of  the  climate  (very  not  and  humid),  is  not  surprising.  1  learn  from 
the  same  source  that  at  Astrabad,  on  the  same  coast  and  under  similar 
atmospherical  conditions,  the  sickness  had  appeared  some  days  earlier; 
that  it  had  shown  considerable  violence,  had  for  some  days  abated  its 
fatal  effects,  but  that  on  the  5th  of  August  more  malignant  symptoms, 
with  higher  rate  of  mortality,  had  manifested  themselves. 

This  mcrease  was  probably  owing  to  a  higher  wave  of  temperature 
which  swept  over  Persia  for  several  days  but  has  now  ^somewhat 
decreased. 

August  20,  1904. 
There  is  a  general  abatement  of  the  cholera  epidemic  throughout 
Persia,  partly,  no  doubt,  on  account  of  a  fall  in  the  temperature  during 
the  day  and  night  of  about  T*^  F.  Taking  into  consideration,  however, 
the  want  of  sanitary  precautions  against  either  thfe  continuance  or 
spread  of  the  epidemic,  it  would  seem  that  there  is  a  prevailing  exhaus- 
tion of  the  active  causas  of  the  disease,  which  on  this  occasion  appear 
le^w  tenacious  of  operation  than  during  the  scx>urge  of  1892. 

PERU. 

Report  from.  Callao — Plugue  at  Liina^  Payta^  and  SaJuverry — 
Destr^iction  of  rats. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports,  August  23,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  13,  1904,  there  were  8  new  cases  of 
plague  in  Lima,  with  7  deaths,  24  cases  remaining  in  the  lazaretto; 
90  rats  and  5,292  mice  were  trapped  and  killed;  12  houses  were  disin- 
fected, and  numerous  rat  holes  were  tilled  with  cement.  Dead  rat«», 
Frobably  plague  infected,  continue  to  be  found  in  Lima  and  Callao. 
n  Callao  there  was  a  total  of  19  deaths  from  all  causes  during  the 
week,  7  being  ascribed  to  tuberculosis.  Two  vessels  were  fumigated 
to  kill  vermin  and  vaccination  of  steerage  passengers  was  continued. 

The  consular  agent  at  Salaverry  reports,  under  date  of  August  16, 
as  follows:  Number  of  plague  cases  from  beginning  to  August  16,  26; 
number  of  plague  deaths,  14;  number  remaining  in  lazaretto,  12. 

The  consular  agent  at  Payta  reports,  under  date  of  August  16,  that 
there  have  been  115  cases  and  35  deaths  since  the  beginning  of  the 
plague  in  that  port.

Consul  Lane  reports,  under  date  of  Septeml>er  8,  the  presence  of 
plague  at  Smyrna. 

WEST   INDIES. 

Reports  from    Barbados — hismctimi   of  vessels — Lepi*osy — Circular 
relative  to  disinfection  ofrexsels. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Ward,  reports,  August  27  and  September  2,  as 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  27,  1904,  1  fumigated  the  following 
vessels: 

On  August  24,  the  British  steamship  Homer ^  from  Santos  and  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  bound  for  New  Orleans,  with  a  cargo  of  coflFee;  no  passen- 
gers; 29  crew,  all  well. 

On  August  26,  the  Russian  bark  Schwanden^  from  Rio  de  Jtneiro, 
waiting  here  for  orders,  in  stone  ballast,  with  13  crew,  all  well.  It  is 
expected  that  this  vessel  will  remain  at  this  port  at  least  six  days  from 
this  date,  and  if  such  be  the  case  I  shall  embody  this  fact,  as  well  as 
the  condition  of  the  crew  while  at  Barbados,  in  the  certificate  of  dis- 
infection. 

On  the  same  date  (August  26)  the  Norwegian  ship  Stamhoid^  from 
Delagoa  Bay,  Africa,  bound  for  Mobile  in  sand  ballast,  with  16  crew, 
all  well.  T'his  fumigation  was  done  at  the  request  of  the  agents  in 
order  that  all  rats  be  killed. 

I  also  inspected  2  steamships  and  1  sailing  vessel  in  addition  to  those 
fumigated,  as  well  as  146  crew,  47  steerage,  and  14  cabin  passengers, 
of  whom  18  steerage  and  7  cabin  passengers  were  taken  on  at  this 
port. 

The  health  of  Barbados  remains  good.     There  was  1  death  from 
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leprosy  on  the  2()th,  which  occui'ied  in  the  leper  lazaretto,  where  there 
are  at  present  132  inmates. 

As  it  is  not  the  custom  to  report  deaths  on  this  island,  but  only  to 
register  burials,  and  these  separately  in  the  11  parishes,  I  have  ^»een 
unsuccessful,  as  yet,  in  gaining  any  idea  as  to  the  nunilwr  of  deaths 
and  their  causes  each  week. 

Infectious  diseases,  such  as  smallpox,  choleni,  yellow  fever,  plague, 
and  diphtheria  must  be  reported  at  once  by  the  liead  of  the  family  or 
by  his  nearest  relative,  as  well  as  bv  the  doctor  in  attendance,  to  the 
sanitary  inspector  of  that  parish,  and  he  notities  the  commissionenj  of 
health  of  the  same  parish,  who  report  the  facts  of  the  case  to  the  clerk 
of  the  general  board  of  health.  The  commissioners  of  health  take  all 
the  sanitary  precautions  considered  necessary  by  them  and  keep  the 
general  board  infomie<l  of  its  work. 

The  commissioners  of  health  in  each  of  the  |>arishes  other  than  Saint 
MichaePs  are  appointed  by  the  vestry  of  that  iwirish  each  year,  ami 
consist  of  5  persons,  of  whom  not  less  than  8  are  members  of  the 
vestry.  The  highway  commissioners  for  the  citv  of  Bridgetown  are 
also  the  commissioners  of  health  for  the  parish  of  Saint  Michael. 

Week  endeil  September  2,  111^>4: 

In  addition  to  tne  transactions  of  this  station  us  stated  in  my  letter 
of  the  29th  ultimo,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  sinc«»  my 
arrival  here  the  lo<*al  authorities  as  well  as  the  shipping  inten»sts  have 
assisted  me  in  every  iK>ssible  way  in  the  |K»rformance  of  my  duties. 

To  show  the  attitude  of  the  health  otticers  toward  the  officers  of  this 
Service,  I  forward  herewith  a  copy  of  the  permit  relative  to  the  board- 
ing of  vessels  at  this  port  issued  to  me  bv  them.* 

1  have  arrang(»d  that  all  persons  applying  to  steamship  companie** 
here  for  a  thiro-class  passage  to  any  port  in  the  Tnited  Stat4*s  lw»  sent 
to  this  office  for  a  thorough  examination  l>efore  ti<'kets  are  sold  to  them. 
Thus  far  this  plan  is  working  admirably  and  with  the  hearty  coopera- 
tion of  the  shipping  agents. 

Cabin  passengers  are  ^>ermittcd  to  embark  without  examination,  and 
a  ceititicate  from  the  ship's  doctor  is  take^  in  lieu  of  an  examination 
of  this  class  of  passengers  al>oard  the  vessel  on  her  arrival  at  Itarbados. 

I  board  each  vessel  bound  for  a  port  in  the  United  States  as  late  as 
practii'able  before  sailing.  At  this  time  all  steemge  passengers  and 
the  crew  are  examined  on  deck  and  the  sick,  of  any  class,  in  their 
rooms. 

I  issued  a  circular  letter  on  August  25,  relative  to  the  fumigation  of 
vessel.^  from  infected  ports  lM)und  for  the  United  StaU^s,  and  sent  it  to 
the  various  shipping  agents  of  this  port,  while  the  American  consul 
sent  a  copv  to  the  consular  agents  at  Kin^jston,  St.  Vincent,  West 
Indies,  and  at  C-astries,  St.  Lucia,  West  Indies,  which  are  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  consulate.  In  addition,  one  copy  was  posted  in 
C<mimercial  Hall  and  another  in  the  office  of  the  liarl)or  master  of 
IJarlmdos.     I  transmit  a  copy  herewith. 

AH  my  boarding  is  done  in  rowl>oats  furnished  by  the  shipping 
agents  at  their  exfM»nse.  These  boats  are  necessary,  as  Bridgetown, 
the  only  s<»api)rt  of  this  island,  has  no  docks.  There  is  a  small  quay 
here  used  only  by  sailing  vessels  of  light  dnift  (less  than  14  feet),  but 
all  other  vessels  anchor  in  the  opi^n  bay  (Carlisle  liay),  from  half  a 
mile  to  a  mile  from  shore,  where  the  cargo  is  discharginl  and  loaded 
from  lightei*s,  and  jMvssengei-s  emlmrk  in  r()wlH)ats.     I  might  saj'  that 
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with  rare  exceptions,  all  vessels'  bound  for  the  United  states  remain 
in  the  open  bay.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  MacGregor  reports,  September  18,  through

Everything  here  is  in  favorable  condition.  I  saw  one  case  of  hema- 
turia. The  patient  came  here  from  Wharton  County.  Temperature, 
104j  malarial  fever.  She  tells  me  that  there  have  been  several  cases 
similar  to  her  own  in  the  section  around  Wharton  County. 

I  shall  go  up  the  Texas  Mexican  Railway  to-morrow  as  far  as  San 
Diego,  inspecting  there  as  well  as  at  Alice  and  other  points. 

XJonditions  at  Rio  Grande  City — High  water .^  anid  probable  increase  in 

number  of  mosquitoes. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Dashiell  reports,  September  17,  through 
Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Transactions  for  week  ended  September  16,  1904: 

Owing  to  the  continuous  high  water  in  the  river,  boatmen  have  been 
compelled  to  cross  at  various  available  landings,  and  it  was  therefore 
impracticable  to  keep  correctly  informed  as  to  number  of  passengers 
crossing;  some  few  persons  have  crossed  to  this  side  for  safety.  The 
river  has  kept  only  just  within  its  banks  at  this  point,  but  above  and 
below  here  it  spjread  out  over  a  great  deal  of  country.  On  the  Mexican 
side,  just  opposite  here,  the  entire  country  was  flooded,  and  it  is  learned 
that  much  live  stock  was  lost  in  the  low  ground.  The  city  of  Camargo 
was  almost  entirely  flooded,  only  a  few  houses  on  the  highest  ground 
remaining  above  water.  The  inhabitants  all  took  to  the  hills,  but  are 
now  returning. 

It  is  to  be  supposed  that  there  will  be  a  siege  of  mosquitoes  as  soon 
as  the  river  returns  to  its  channel,  and  great  care  will  be  required  at  all 
points  below  here. 

I  shall  report  more  fully  as  soon  as  the  waters  go  down  and  I  can 
get  into  the  outer  country. 

During  the  week  we  inspected  438  houses.  Barrels  examined,  555; 
wigglers  in  24. 

1  have  been  unable  to  locate  any  cases  of  sickness,  owing  to  rains 
and  the  high-water  excitement,  but  inspection  has  been  rigid.

Aneurism,  1;  arterio-sclerosis,  3;  asthma,  2;  beriberi,  8;  Bright  j* 
diseas<»,  3;  bronchitis,  4;  cancer,  1;  cerebral  congestion,  4;  cirrhosis 
of  liver,  1;  dementia,  1;  diarrhea  and  dysentery,  11;  erysipelas,  I; 
gangrene,  1;  intestinal  obstruction,  1;  malarial  fevere,  4;  meningitis, 
3;  nephritis,  2;  organic  diseases  of  heart,  4;  plague  (^veritieo),  5, 
plague  (suspect),  8;  pneumonia,  2;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  20;  rheu- 
matism, 1;  senile  debility,  5;  smallpox,  1;  stillborn,  9;  syphilis,  2; 
tetanus  neonatorum,  2;  umbilical  hemorrhage,  1;  other  causes,  1>. 

During  the  same  period  there  were  reported  6  cases  of  smallpox 
with  1  death. 

During  the  week  ended  August  27,  1904,  115  bodies  were  interred 
in  the  Ikhia  cemeteries. 

The  causes  given  for  interment  were  the  following:  Aneurism,  1; 
aortic  dilatation,  1;  arterio-sclerosis,  3;  asthma,  2;  beriberi,  3;  cere- 
bral congestion,  3;  Bright's  disease,  1;  diarrhea  and  dysentery,  9; 
erysijKdas,  1;  h«»patitis,  3;  int**.stinal  obstruction,  2;  malarial  fevers,  4; 
nephritis,  2;  organic  diseases  of  heart,  12;  plague  (verified),  6;  pkgtie 
(sus{)ect),  10;  |)eritonitis,  1;  pleurisy,  1;  puerperal  eclampsia,  1;  pul- 
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monary  tuberculosis,  14;  rheumatism,  3;  senile  debility,  6;  still  born, 
9;  syncope,  3;  tetanus  neonatorum,  4;  enteric  fever,  1;  umbilical 
hemorrhage,  1;  other  causes,  9. 

During  the  same  period  there  were  reported  11  cases  of  smallpox, 
with  no  deaths. 

Reports  from  Rio  de  Janeiro — Plagne — Small/pox  increasing — Public 
health — Compulsory  vaccination. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  August  17,  as  follows: 

During  week  ended  the  13th  instant  the  following  vessels  were 
inspected,  issued  bills  of  health,  and  sailed  for  United  States  ports: 

On  the  11th  instant  the  British  steamship  Horner^  for  New  Orleans, 
with  a  cargo  of  coflFee,  no  passengers,  and  with  no  change  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  crew  while  in  this  port. 

This  ship  was  the  second  to  sail  from  here  for  New  Orleans  via 
Barbados,  the  first  being  the  British  steamship  Ifewton^  which  sailed 
from  here  on  the  1st  instant,  with  orders  to  stop  at  that  port  for  disin- 
fection, in  order  to  avoid  detention  and  disinfection  at  rJew  Orleans. 
The  order  governing  these  vessels,  to  which  1  made  reference  in  my 
cablegram  to  vour  office  of  the  11th  instant,  directs  the  agents  of  the 
Lamport  and  Holt  Line  here  to  order  this  procedure  on  the  part  of  all 
their  vessels,  as  arrangements  have  been  completed  with  the  United 
States  health  authorities,  by  virtue  of  which  the  disinfection  at  Bar- 
bados is  to  be  made  by  a  United  States  health  official,  and  in  conse- 
quence of  it  all  such  vessels  arriving  at  New  Orleans  healthy  will  be 
allowed  free  entry,  i.  e.,  no  disinfection  or  detention. 

This  order  is  causing  much  pleasure  among  the  shippers  here,  as  the 
detention  of  five  davs  at  New  Orleans  during  the  closed  season  has 
always  been  most  dfsagreeable  to  the  shipping  people  at  this  port. 

No  other  vessels  left  this  port  for  the  Umtea  States  during  the  period 
under  consideration. 

Pl4igue  in  Peru, 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  the  15th  instant  states  that  the  bubonic  plague 
increases  daily  in  Trujillo,  becoming  more  and  more  serious. 

Pemamhuco  health  statistics. 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  the  12th  instant,  from  Pernambuco,  states  that 
during  the  last  fortnight  of  last  month  (July|  there  were  in  all  428 
deaths,  the  greatest  daily  mortalit}'^  was  41,  ana  the  lowest  18,  and  the 
average  26.7.  General  coefficient  of  mortality  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  51.6.     No  statements  as  to  causes  of  aeaths. 

Sanitary  reports  of  Rio  de  Janeiro, 

During  this  week,  ended  August  14,  there  were  in  all,  438  deaths. 
Of  this  very  large  number  none  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  nor  were 
there  any  cases  of  this  disease,  from  which  this  city  has  been  absolutely 
free  for  more  than  2  weeks  to  this  date.  This  state  of  affaii's  at  the 
beginning  of  the  warm  season  is  most  satisfactorj^  and  is  a  proof  of  the 
very  excellent  work  being  done  here  by  the  health  department. 
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Pla^e  caused  2  deaths  with  5  new  cases,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
week  there  were  in  all  14  cases  under  treatment  at  the  Hospital  Paulo 
Candido,  and  1  case  under  observation.  Smallpox  is  steadily,  but 
slowly,  increasing.  During  the  week  it  caused  136  deaths,  the  highest 
number  it  has  reached  this  year,  with  27^  new  cases,  12  less  than  last 
week,  although  there  were  18  more  deaths  than  during  the  previous 
week.  Up  to  date  this  year  there  have  been  3,489  cases  reported, 
with  1,730  deaths.  This  is,  of  course,  a  very  high  percentage  of 
deaths,  but  when  one  considers  that  they  almost  all  occur  in  unvae- 
cinated  persons,  i.  e.,  persons  who  have  never  been  successfully  vacci- 
nated, it  is  not  so  startling.  I  am  inclined  to  think,  that  sooner  or 
later,  before  the  deaths  occur,  or  before  recovery  occurs,  all  cases  are 
reported,  and  that  the  number  of  cases  reported  is  very  close  to  the 
true  state  of  affairs.  The  line  is  so  very  high,  and  it  has  already  been 
so  often  imposed  since  the  new  law  went  into  effect  that  now,  all  phy- 
sicians, even  the  charlatans,  are  reporting  all  cases  of  infectious  and 
contagious  diseases. 

At  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  370  cases  of  variola  in  the  Hospi 
tal  Sao  Sebastiao  undergoing  treatment. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  measles,  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough, 
choleraic  diseases  of  children,  or  leprosy.  Diphtheria  caused  3  deatlis; 
grippe,  12;  enteric  fever,  1;  dysentery,  2;  beriberi,  2;  malarial  fevers, 
5,  and  tuberculosis,  44.  Of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  258  were  males, 
and  180  females,  352  were  natives,  81  foreigners,  and  5  whose  nation- 
ality was  unknown.  Fifty -six  were  among  persons  of  less  than  1  year 
of  age;  72  from  1  to  5  years;  from  5  to  10  years,  32;  10  to  20  vears, 
42;  20  to  30  years,  65;  30  to  40  years,  55;  40  to  50  years,  35;  50  to  60 
years,  38;  more  than  60  years  of  age,  41;  age  unknown,  2. 

The  deaths  occurred  as  regards  location  as  follows:  In  residences,  etc, 
268;  in  civil  hospitals,  114;  in  military  hospitals,  3;  in  Station  Casa 
de  Misericordia,  42;  in  asylums,  convents,  etc.,  2;  in  ships  in  port,  none, 
and  in  localities  unknown  to  the  authorities,  9. 

The  average  daily  number  of  deaths  during  the  week  was  62.57, 
compared  with  51.42  during  the  preceding  week  and  with  46.28  dur- 
ing the  corresponding  week  of  last  year.  The  coefficient  per  one 
thouh-and  of  the  population,  estimated  at  850,000,  was  26.94;  very  high. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  on  the  10th  instant, 
28.9^  C,  and  the  lowest  on  the  12th  and  14th  instant,  14.5^  C,  with 
a  daily  average  of  19.78^  C.     There  was  no  measurable  rainfall. 

Two  of  the  cases  of  plague  reported  as  being  in  the  hospital  at 
Paulo  Candido  came  to  that  hospital  from  the  citv  of  Nictheroy,  the 
capital  of  the  State  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  a  city  wnich  lies  just  across 
the  bay  from  this  city. 

Compulsory  vaccination. 

A  bill  to  make  vaccination  compulsory  throughout  the  Republic  of 
Brazil  is  now  before  the  Congress.  A  local  paper,  speaking  of  the 
measure,  says: 

The  feeling;  among  the  public  is,  however,  strong  against  this  measure — so  strong, 
that  even  if  it  be  passed,  it  will  probably  become  a  dead  letter.  Even  in  the  motft 
advanced  countries,  where  the  greatest  precautions  are  taken  to  insure  the  purity 
of  the  vaccine,  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  vaccination  are  questioned.  Here 
the  feeling  against  it,  even  among  the  better  classes,  is  intense. 
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It  is  not  the  opinion  of  those  best  informed  here  that  the  bill  stands 
any  real  chance  of  becoming  a  law,  at  all  events  not  at  this  session, 
although  it  is  being  pushed  very  strenuously  by  those  interested  in 
sanitary  affairs. 

Sanitary  service. 

Extract  from  message  of  the  governor  of  the  State  of  Amazonas  to 
the  State  congress,  read  on  the  opening  of  congress,  July  10,  1904.     . 

Although  the  plague  made  its  appearance  in  the  neighboring  States  there  has 
been  no  sign  of  it  here,  owing  to  the  precautionary  measures  adopted  by  the  author- 
ities. 

With  this  end  in  view  the  requisite  material  for  the  service  was  acquired^  includ- 
ing an  apparatus,  stoves,  pulvenzers,  autoclaves,  etc. 

The  dispatch  boat  (Made  de  Manaos  was  stationed  at  Parintins  with  a  medical 
officer  aboard  instructed  to  disinfect  every  vessel  intending  to  anchor  in  this  port. 
In  the  capital  the  requisite  prophylactic  measures  were  executed  with  judgment  and 
dispatch.  During  the  last  months  of  1908,  3,759  domiciliarv  visits  were  made,  729 
house  drains  were  sluiced  and  disinfected  with  sulphate  of  copper,  and  lime  was 
laid  in  the  kennels. 

Later  on  the  municipality  took  over  and  still  continues  the  service,  and  all  the 
public  buildings  and  hospitals  are  regularly  disinfected  every  week  to  the  number  of 
525.  At  the  same  time  a  good  stock  of  serum  and  vaccine  was  obtained  from  Rio 
and  from  Paris. 

The  health  of  the  capital  is  now  the  best  possible,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  demo- 
graohic  tables  annexea  to  the  report  of  the  sanitary  service,  showing  that  the  number 
of  deaths  during  the  last  twelve  months — Ist  of  January  to  31st  of  December — were 
only  1,772,  inclusive  of  a  not  small  number  of  deaths  from  fever  patients  coming 
from  upcountry. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  sanitary  service,  with  which  I  concur,  that  the  mortality 
in  the  capital  is  largely  the  effect  of  the  wretched  system  of  drainage,  with  regard  to 
which  I  have  been  unable  to  do  anything,  owing  to  a  preexisting  contract,  which 
the  concessionaire  will  neither  carry  out  nor  almndon,  having  failed  to  raise  the 
necessary  canital.  By  decree  449  of  December  30.  last  year,  the  department  of 
hyeiene  has  oeen  divided  into  different  sections,  which  are  now  thoroughly  organ- 
ized, and,  with  the  new  and  perfect  appliances  with  which  it  is  provided,  is  now 
fully  equipped  to  successfully  combat  any  epidemic  threatening  the  city. 

The  capital  referred  to  is  Manaos,  a  city  with  a  population  of  about 

88,720. 

Danger  of  sailing  vessels  becoming  infected  in  po7*t — Plague  in  Bahia 
and  other  localities — Mortality  statistics — Transandine  Railway, 

August  24,  1904. 
During  the  week  ended  August  20,  the  following  vessels  left  this 

Eort  for  United  States  ports  and  were  inspected  by  me,  and  issued 
ills  of  health  by  this  consulate: 

On  the  14th  instant  the  British  steamship  Tintoretto,,  for  New  York, 
with  6  cabin  and  21  steerage  passengers,  a  cargo  of  coffee,  and  no 
change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew;  on  the  16th  instant,  the  British 
steamship  Pilar  de  Larrinaaa,,  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee 
and  no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew  while 
here;  on  the  19th  instant  the  Norwegian  steamship  Progress^  for  Phil- 
adelphia via  Barbados,  with  a  cargo  of  manganese  ore,  one  passenger, 
first  class,  and  3  new  members  of  the  crew  taken  on  at  this  port,  all 
of  whom  nad  been  on  board  at  least'lO  davs  before  date  of  sailing;  on 
the  20th  instant  the  British  steamship  Totrna^  with  a  cargo  of  manga- 
nese ore  for  Baltimore,  no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  personne' 
of  the  crew  while  in  this  port. 
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No  other  vessels  left  this  port  for  United  States  ports  during  the 
week  under  consideration. 

At  this  date  there  are  5  American  sailing  vessels  in  this  port,  namely, 
the  ship  Roanoke  put  in  for  repairs,  after  collision,  and  bound  from 
New  York  for  Australia;  the  barkentine  Gl^  Tiding»^  held  here  for 
repairs  to  injuries  sustained  on  her  voyage  here  from  Bajitimore;  the 
barkentine  White  Winys^  discharging  cargo;  the  bark  Amy^  discharg- 
ing cargo;  and  the  bark  JiJia  Rolluis^  also  discharging  cargo. 

I  mention  the  fact  of  these  vessels  being  here  at  one  time  only 
because  it  is  very  unusual,  and  because  I  beneve  that  one  sailing  ves- 
sel is  more  in  danger  of  becoming  infected  with  smallpox,  vellow  fever, 
or  plague,  than  fifty  or  perhaps  one  hundred  steam  vessels.  And  this 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  all  these  sailing  vessels  change  to  a  consid- 
erable extent  the  make-up  of  their  crews  here,  obtaining  men  here 
who  have  been  *^  on  the  beach  "  here  for  longer  or  shorter  periods;  also 
because  these  vessels  dock  and  the  men  all  are  allowed  snore  Ubert\% 
or  if  not  allowed,  take  it  and  desert,  or  are  taken  back,  and  also  beaiuse 
these  men  are  not  held  to  anything  like  the  discipline,  while  in  port, 
that  obtains  even  on  the  poorest  tramp  under  steam.  The  crews  of 
steamers  are  never  at  any  time  of  the  year  allowed  ashore.  This  rule 
is  strictly  observed,  and  comparatively  few  changes  in  the  crews  of 
these  vessels  are  made  here. 

However,  as  there  has  been  but  one  case  of  yellow  fever  here  during 
the  past  three  weeks,  the  risk  from  that  source  is  small. 

Plague  in  Bahia, 

The  following  notices  of  the  spread  of  plague  in  Bahia  have  been 
received  since  my  last  report  to  your  office: 

Augxist  17. — There  were  to-day  3  deaths  from  bubonic  plague,  of  which  number  2 
occurred  in  the  plague  hospital.  The  use  of  serum,  and  of  vaccination  against  plague 
is  continued  here  on  a  very  larj^  scale. 

August  18. — There  were  notifications  received  to-day  of  4  new  cases  of  bubonic 
plague  in  this  city. 

Aupust  19. — There  were  to-day  3  more  notifications  of  new  plague  cases  in  the  city. 
Vaccmation  against  plague  is  still  continuing  on  a  large  scale.  The  governor  of  the 
State  was  vaccinated  against  plague  yesterday. 

August  20. — To-day  2  new  cases  of  bubonic  plague  were  entered  at  the  pla^e  hos- 
pital. Three  deaths  occurred  in  the  same  hospital.  The  number  of  vaccinations 
against  plague  increases  daily.  To-day  1  suspicious  case  was  found  at  the  Hospital 
Santa  Isabel. 

Yesterday  1  case  of  plague  occurred  in  the  family  of  a  merchant  of  this  city.  The 
health  department  attempted  to  remove  the  case  to  the  isolation  hospital,  but  the 
attempt  was  resisted  by  the  family.  There  was  considerable  disturbance  in  front  of 
the  house  and  one  pnvate  of  police  was  wounded.  To-day,  although  there  were 
many  persons  surrounding  the  house  where  the  case  occurred,  the  health  inspectora 
could  not  find  therein  any  person  who  was  ^ick. 

August  22. — Yesterday  2  deaths  from  bubonic  plague  occurred.  To-day  there 
were  3  more  new  cases  of  the  epidemic  disease. 

Plagne  in  Pernamhuco. 

August  20. — The  inspector  of  hygiene  informed  the  governor  of  the  State  veeter- 
dav  evening  that  he  had  received  notifications  of  2  new  cases  suspected  of  being 
bubonic  plague.  A  bacteriological  examination  of  the  cases  was  ordered  to  be  made 
at  once. 

August  22. — Two  young  ladies  died  to-day  in  this  city  of  bubonic  plague. 

I  inclose  certain  newsj)aper  clippings  from  Pernambuco  and  Bahia 
in  reference  to  the  localities  where  plague  cases  have  occurred. 
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Pldffue  hi  Pindamonhangaha^  Sao  Paulo. 

Notification  was  received  here  on  the  19th  instant  of  the  occurrence 
of  caaes  of  plague  in  this  city.  It  has  been  declared  officially  that 
bubonic  plague  exists  there.  This  city  is  in  the  State  of  Sao  raulo, 
and  is  an  inland  town  on  the  line  of  the  railroad  between  Rio  de 
Janeiro  and  Sao  Paulo  and  Santos.  It  is  a  city  of  some  23,()00 
inhabitants. 

During  the  last  two  weeks  there  have  been  in  Kio  de  Janeiro  12  new 
cases  of  bubonic  plague  with  6  deaths  from  the  same  disease,  and  at 
present  date  there  are  16  cases  of  this  disease  in  the  Hospital  Paulo 
Candido.  The  infection  of  Pernambuco  and  Bahia  and  of  Rio  leaves 
at  this  date  but  the  ports  of  Santos  and  Victoria  of  all  the  great 
Brazilian  coffee  ports  uninfected  and  healthy.  As  I  have  previously 
reported  several  times,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  bubonic  plague 
is  firmly  rooted  in  the  southern  portion  of  this  Republic.  The  infec- 
tion of  towns  along  the  railroads  leading  from  infected  cities,  as  in  the 
case  of  Pindamonhangaba  above  cited,  is  of  course  to  be  expected. 
A  dispatch  dated  the  23d  instant  from  Para  states  that  a  disinfecting 
apparatus  has  been  installed,  and  that  rigorous  disinfection  of  aU 
vessels  arriving  in  that  port  from  any  of  the  plague-infected  cities  of 
Brazil  will  be  enforced. 

Vital  statistics  of  Uberaha^  Minas  Geraes, 

A  dispatch  from  this  cit}^  states  that  during  the  three  months  ended 
June  30,  1904,  there  were  in  that  city,  which  has  a  population  of  a 
trifle  over  30,000,  86  deaths.  The  average  daily  mortality  was  of 
course  less  than  1.  This  is  the  report  as  printed,  but  I  think  it  is 
probable  that  the  figures  refer  only  to  the  city  proper,  which  has  a 
lX)pulation  of  about  9,000  persons. 

Mortality  statistics  from  Para, 

During  the  month  of  June  there  were  buried  in  the  cemeteries  452 
bodies — males  247  and  females  205.  Of  this  number  209  were  children, 
and  of  the  total  number  237  were  of  the  poorest  classes.  This  city  has 
a  population  of  50,000. 

Heburial  of  yellowfever  victims  from  the  Italian  vaval  vessel  Lorn- 

bardia,  died  1896. 

On  Sunday  last  the  victims  of  the  outbreak  of  yellow  fever  on  board 
the  Italian  cruiser  Lomhardia^  which  was  here  during  the  revolution 
of  1896,  were  buried  in  state  in  a  large  mausoleum  which  had  been 
built  at  the  cemetery  of  Sao  Francisco  Xavier  in  this  city.  Some  of 
the  dead  had  been  buried  in  this  and  other  cemeteries  at  the  time,  but 
the  majority  of  the  deaths  had  taken  place  at  the  quarantine  station  of 
Ilha  Grande,  where  the  ship  had  been  remanded  after  the  outbreak  on 
board  had  been  reported.  ^11  these  bodies  were  exhumed,  and,  with 
the  necessarj^  precautions,  the  Italian  cruiser  Umhria  having  been 
ordered  to  this  port  to  superintend  the  removal  of  the  bodies.  They 
were  brought  to  Rio,  taken  ashore  last  Sunday,  and  buried  in  the 
above-named  cemetery.  There  were  in  all  134  bodies,  all  victims  of 
yellow  fever  in  1896. 
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Transandine  railway  nearing  completion. 

As  a  matter  of  some  bearing  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  I  have 
the  honor  to  report  that  the  railway  connecting  Buenos  Ayres  and 
Valparaiso,  Chile,  will  be,  in  all  probability,  completed  and  open  for 
tramc  by  the  early  part  of  December  next.  Tnis  will  shorten  the 
time  of  this  journey  to  forty  hours  and  will  do  away  with  the  crossing 
of  the  Andes  by  mule — a  hazardous  undertaking  at  certain  seasons  of 
the  year.  This  will  also  place  the  east  and  west  coasts  of  this  country 
in  much  closer  communication,  and  thereby  increase  the  chances  of 
contamination  between  the  two  regions. 

Sanitary  report  of  Rio  de  Janeiro^  week  ended  August  %1^  190Ji» 

There  were,  in  all,  during  this  week,  413  deaths,  of  which  none  were 
caused  by  yellow  fever,  but  there  was  1  case  of  this  disease.  Four 
deaths  were  caused  by  bubonic  plague,  with  a  total  of  7  new  cases 
reported  during  the  week.  Two  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  hos- 
pital at  Juraju&<,  1  in  Candelaria  district,  and  the  other  in  San  Jose 
district  of  this  city.  At  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  16  cases  of 
this  disease  in  the  plague  hospital. 

Smallpox  caused  135  deaths  with  a  total  of  328  new  cases  reported 
during  the  week.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  cases  of  variola 
reported  during  any  one  week,  for  some  jears  past.  There  are  349 
cases  of  variola  in  tne  Hospital  SSo  Sebasti^o  at  this  date,  and  the  hos- 

Eital  is  very  badly  overtaxed  for  accommodations.  In  this  regard  I 
ave  to  state  that  the  director  of  public  health  of  the  Republic  in  a 
conference  held  between  himself  and  the  President  of  the  Republic 
and  the  secretary  of  the  interior,  stated  that  with  the  accommodations 
offered  by  the  smallpox  hospital,  and  with  the  appliances  in  hand  for 
the  removal  of  cases  from  their  dwellings  to  the  hospital,  and  the  num- 
ber of  men  at  his  disposal  for  the  work,  ne  estimated  that  should  there 
be  much  of  a  daily  increase  in  the  number  of  cases,  his  department 
would  be  unable  to  handle  the  work  satisfactorily.  However,  since 
this  conference  there  has  been  no  material  increase  in  the  epidemic. 
As  I  have  said  before,  the  disease  is  confined  chiefly  to  the  outlying 
districts  of  the  city,  although  of  course,  cases  have  occurred,  and  are 
daily  occurring  in  all  sections  of  the  city.  There  is  such  repugnance 
to  the  idea  of  vaccination  amongst  almost  all  classes  of  the  population, 
that  in  spite  of  all  recommendations,  and  the  aid  of  the  newspapers, 
and  every  facility  for  free  vaccination  at  the  central  vaccination  office, 
and  at  various  stations  for  this  purpose  established  throughout  the 
city  and  in  the  suburbs,  yet  the  number  of  persons  availing  themselves 
of  this  preventive  is  relatively  very  small. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  enteric  fever,  choleraic  diseases  of  chil- 
dren, dysenter3%  or  leprosy.  Measles  caused  1  death;  scarlet  fever,  2; 
whooping  cough,  2;  diphtheria,  5;  grippe,  11?  beriberi,  1;  malarial 
fevers,  10,  and  tuberculosis,  45.

2.     The  deaths  occurred  as  regards  localities  as  follows:  In  homes, 
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hotels,  and  general  domiciles,  247;  in  civil  hospitals,  106;  in  military 
hospital,  1;  m  Santa  Casa  de  Misericordia,  52;  in  asylums,  convents, 
etc.,  8;  in  vessels  in  port,  none,  and  in  localities  unknown,  4. 

The  daily  avei-ago.  of  deaths  for  this  week  was  59  in  comparison 
with  62.57  during  the  preceding  week,  and  with  42.14  for  the  corre- 
sponding week  last  year.  This  is  a  coefficient  per  thousand  of  the 
population  of  25.40. 

The  highest  i-ange  of  the  thermometer  was  on  the  21st  instant, 
31.8^  C,  and  the  lowest  on  the  15th  instant,  16.3^  C,  with  an  average 
for  the  week  of  21.65^  C.  Total  rainfall  for  the  week,  15.47  m.  Daily 
average,  2.21  m. 

Sanitary  report  fur  month  ofjtdy^  190 Ji. 

.  Following  is  the  official  report  for  July,  1904,  issued  by  the  health 
department  of  this  city  and  translated  in  this  office: 

The  sanitary  condition  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  was  on  the  whole  less  favorable  during 
July  than  during  the  preceding  month.  It  is  true  that  the  daily  mortality  average 
ie  but  little  changed — 55.25  compared  with  55.36.  There  was,  however,  a  notable 
augmentation  in  the  mortality  from  variola,  and  the  following  is  a  comparison  of  the 
chief  transmi^ible  diseases  in  the  two  months:  Yellow  fever,  4  in  July  against  4  in 
June;  plague,  8  a^in8t4;  variola,  457  against  327;  measles,  4  against  2;  scarlet  fever, 
none  against  2;  diphtheria,  5  against  I;  grippe,  69  against  46;  enteric  fever,  4  against 
2;  dysentery,  13  against  7;  beriberi,  11  against  9;  malarial  fever,  29  against  24,  and 
tuberculoein,  197  against  228. 

The  health  representatives  made  31,368  domiciliary  visits  during  the  month,  7,220 
of  this  number  being  made  by  the  sanitary  police  and  24,148  by  the  vi^lancia. 
Inspectionn  of  27,874  persons  were  made,  23,021  vaccinations  and  revaccmations 
agamst  smallpox  were  made,  and  22  against  plague.  There  were  received  1,209 
notifications  of  transmissible  diseases,  being  11  of  yellow  fever,  18  of  plague,  1,038 
of  smallpox,  7  of  diphtheria,  5  of  enteric  fever,  3  of  leprosy,  96  of  tuberculosis,  1  of 
malarial  fever,  29  of  measles,  1  of  beriberi,  compared  with  8  of  yellow  fever,  8  of 
plague,  720  of  smallpox,  6  of  diphtheria,  3  of  enteric  fever,  1  of  leprosv,  106  of  tubercu- 
loeis,  4  of  malarial  fevers,  1  of  measles,  and  1  of  beriberi  received  during  the  month 
of  June. 

The  central  disinfection  station  made  4,463  disinfections  of  domiciles,  disinfected 
6,825  pieces  of  clothing,  and  destroyed  by  fire  1,149  artidas  of  clothing. 

Up  to  July  31  there  had  been  incinerated  176,451  rats,  brought  in  by  various 
persons. 

The  bacteriological  laboratory  made  during  this  month  46  examinations  of  sus- 
pected plague  cases,  the  bacillus  being  demonstrated  in  18  instances. 

The  brigade  against  mosquitoes  cleaned  up  1,545  localities  where  cases  and  deaths 
from  yellow  fever  had  occurred  in  previous  epidemics.  They  also  destroyed  32  foci 
of  mosouitoe  larvte,  made  10  visits  of  sanitary  vigilance,  and  isolated  6  persons  ill 
with  yellow  fever. 

From  2,100  house  roofs,  8,744  buckets  of  dirt  and  debris  were  removed,  62,119 
gratings,  85,116  tubs,  4,722  water  boxes,  52,878  automatic  water  boxes  (water- 
closets,  etc. ),  25,307  water  tanks,  and  2,302  various  other  kinds  of  water  containers 
were  washed  and  thoroughly  cleansed  by  this  same  brigade.  In  this  work  of  cleans- 
ing there  was  expended  more  than  844  kilos  of  pyrethrum,  21,263  kilos  of  sulphur, 
915  liters  of  alcohol,  and  13  liters  of  petroleum. 

By  means  of  the  apparatus,  54  vensels  in  port  were  disinfecteil,  and  on  land  the 
conauits  for  rain  water  in  47  different  streets,  5  alleys,  6  parks,  4  '*pracas*'  (small 
open  s<iuare8  in  the  city),  and  1  lane  were  disinfected  and  cleansed.  In  addition 
1,362  gratings  over  these  rain-water  conduits  were  removed,  washed,  and  from  87 
places  where  the  filth,  etc.,  carried  along  by  the  rain  water  is  allowed  to  accumulate, 
273  cart  loads  of  such  filth  were  removed. 

The  isolation  hospitals  during  this  month  received  5  persons  ill  with  yellow  fever, 
567  with  variola,  and  20  cases  of  plague.  Of  the  w^hole  numl>er  in  isolation  1  yellow- 
fever  case,  277  cases  of  variola,  and  15  cases  of  plague  proved  fatal.  At  the  end  of 
the  month  there  remained  under  treatment  272  cases  of  variola,  15  of  plague,  and  no 
I  of  yellow  fever. 
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The  total  mortality  for  the  month  was  1,713. 

The  thermometer  (centigrade)  had  as  its  maximum  for  the  month  28.9^  and  its 
minimum  15.3®;  average  temperature  for  the  month,  20.07°  G. 

As  reganis  the  movement  of  the  population  during  this  month  there  was  an  excoi 
of  2,637  of  those  entering  over  those  departing  from  the  city  by  land  and  sea.

During  the  week  ended  August  27  the  following"  vessels  were 
inspected  by  me  and  were  issued  bills  of  health  from  this  Consulate- 
General:  On  the  22d  instant  the  British  steamship  Chatton^  for  Balti- 
more, with  a  cargo  of  manganese  ore,  no  passengei*8  and  with  no 
change  in  the  personnel  of  the  steamer's  crew  while  here;  on  the  27th 
instant  the  British  i^aroship  Cumotns^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of 
coffee,  no  passengers  and  no  change  in  the  crew  j>ersonnel,  and  on 
the  same  date  the  French  steamship  Annral  Four!<'hon^  with  a  i^rgo 
of  coffee,  for  New  Orleans,  no  passengers  and  no  change  in  the  crew 
personnel  while  in  the  harbor  of  Kio.  All  vessels  lay  in  the  open  bay 
while  here,  and  the  last-named  vessel  proceeded  to  her  destination  \  ta 
Barbados  for  disinfection.  No  other  vessels  left  this  port  for  the 
United  States  during  this  week.

Awjust  2^i. — There  were  3  notifications  of  new  plague  cases  rtn^eived  here  to-<lay. 

Auqiist  J7. — At  this  date  there  are  30  cases  of  plague  under  treatment  at  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital. 

Vaccination  against  plaffue  is  still  in  force  everywhere  in  the  city.  The  highi»r 
schools  liave  sus|)en<ltHi  all  work  for  the  next  fortnight. 

AugxLst  J9. — Yester«iay  there  were  re|K)rted  3  new  cases  of  bubonic  plague. 

Anfftiift  JO, — Four  new  casen  of  bubonic  plague  were  taken  to  the  Isolation  H<ih- 
pital  yesterday.     To-ilay  there  was  only  1  new  case  of  thif*  disease. 

Vaccination  against  plague  is  continuing  on  a  large  si*ale  throughout  the  city. 

lender  dut(»  of  the  2r)th  instant  there  was  a  dispatch  received  stating 
that  durinjr  the  first  twenty-two  days  of  the  month  of  August  there 
were  verihetl  in  Bahia  855  deaths,  of  which  numl)er  11  were  cau^ed 
bv  plague,  25  were  suspected  of  l)eing  plague,  2  were  caused  by  vari- 
ola, 21  by  berilwri,  and  pulmonary  tuberculosis  caused  51. 

Sanitary  utattHtlrM  from  Prrnamhuat, 

During  the  two  weeks  ended  August  15,  11M)4,  there  were  in  all  3>^) 
deaths,  of  which  numlM^r  21  were  caused  by  variola,  1  by  enteric 
fever,  1  by  bulK)nic  plague,  22  by  malarial  fevers,  3  by  leprosy,  Why 
dy.scnterv,  1  by  beriwri,  and  4i>  by  tul>erculosis.  This  shows  that  the 
great  epidemic  of  dvsentery  is  nearing  control  and  will  in  all  proba- 
bility s(K)n  \h\  a  thing  of  the  past.  The  general  mortality  rati*  per 
1,<HM»  iH)pulation  was  for  this  period  48.  The  maximum  daily  di'atlM 
was  88  and  the  minimum  numoer  17.  with  an  avenige  of  25.3. 
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Mortality  report  of  Rio  de  Janeiro^  week  ended  Axigxist  %8^  190 J^.. 

During  this  week  there  were  in  all  417  deaths,  of  which  number  1 
was  caused  by  yellow  fever,  with  1  new  case  reported  and  with  no 
cases  in  town  at  the  close  of  the  week;  2  were  caused  by  plague,  with 
a  total  of  9  new  cases  reported  during  the  week  and  with  18  cases 
under  treatment  in  the  isolation  hospital  at  the  close  of  the  week,  and 
137  deaths  from  variola,  with  319  new  cases  reported  during  the  week, 
leaving  at  the  close  of  the  week  408  cases  under  treatment  at  the  Hos- 
pital Sao  Sebastiao. 

This  disease  is  not  confined  to  this  side  of  the  bay,  as  this  morning's 
sanitary  reports  show  that  there  are  40  cases  of  variola  in  the  isola- 
tion hospital  in  Nictheroy. 

Other  causes  of  death  were  as  follows:  Whooping  cough,  1;  diph- 
theria, 3;  grippe,  13;  malarial  fevers,  9,  and  tuberculosis,  61.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  measles,  choleraic  diseases  of  chil- 
dren, dysentery,  beriberi,  or  leprosy.

Bv  locaHties,as  follows:  In  houses,  residences,  hotels,  etc.,  245;  in 
civil  hospitals,  101;  in  military  hospitals,  3;  in  Station  Casa  daMiseri- 
cordia,  62;  in  asylums,  convents,  etc.,  1;  in  vessels  in  port,  none;  and 
in  localities  unclassified,  5. 

The  daily  deaths,  averaged  for  the  week,  amounted  to  59.57,  in  com- 
parison with  59  for  the  previous  week,  and  with  49.57  for  the  cor- 
responding week  last  year.  This  number  of  deaths  gives  an  annual 
coefficient  per  thousand  of  the  population,  estimated  at  850,000,  of 
25.65. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  on  the  22d,  31.6^  C, 
and  the  lowest  on  the  28th,  16.5^  C,  with  an  average  of  22.01°  C. 
The  total  rainfall  was  37.29,  of  which  37.2  fell  on  the  28th  instant, 
practically  the  total  rainfall,  all  except  0.09  mm.

Report  frorn  Fuchau — Epidemic plagxte. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  White  forwards  the  following,  received 
from  Consul  Gracey  under  date  of  August  8: 

There  is  now  existing  in  the  native  city  at  this  port  an  epidemic  of 
plague.  It  is  quite  impossible  to  obtain  any  statistics  relative  to  the 
number  of  deatns  or  cases,  but  I  am  informed  by  the  medical  oflScer 
of  the  port  that  the  number  of  cases  is  quite  large. 

This  epidemic  is  at  present  confined  almost  entirely  to  the  native 
city,  which  is  situated  3  miles  from  the  island  of  Nantai,  where  the 
foreign  hongs  are  situated,  and  from  which  the  cargo  is  shipped. 
Ships  loading  at  Fuchau  anchor  at  Pagoda  anchorage,  10  miles  below 
the  city,  and  I  am  informed  by  the  medical  officer  at  that  port  that 
there  is  no  plague  existing  in  that  district. 

Heporta  from  Shanghai — Smallpair — ExpeHmerits  in  the  viability  of 

the  cholera  organism. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  repQi^ts,  August  1^  and  23,  as 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  13,  1904,  1  supplemental  and  2 
original  bills  of  health  were  issued,  and  there  were  inspected  3  vessels, 
131  crew,  and  3  steerage  passengers.  Four  cases  of  illness  on  board 
vessels  were  investigated,  all  of  which  proved  to  be  nonquarantinable 
disease.  There  were  also  investigated  2  cases  suspicious  of  smallpox, 
which  occurred  on  a  vessel  from  Manila  that  had  oeen  repairing  nere 
for  about  four  months.  The  patients  were  adults,  and  were  sick  with 
an  eruptive  disease  for  about  three  weeks. 

The  eases  had  been  diagnosed  chicken  pox.  In  view  of  the  length 
of  the  illness  and  the  numerous  visible  pits  on  face  and  arms,  it  was 
deemed  best  to  fumigate  the  living  quarters  and  clothing  of  these  men, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  other  members  of  the  crew  who  had  been  allowed 
to  mingle  freely  with  the  patients.  There  were  disinfected  51  crew 
and  the  forecastles,  f orehold,  and  second  cabin  of  1  vessel.  Manifests 
were  visaed  for  17.531  pieces  of  freight;  2  pieces  of  freight  were 
inspected  and  passea. 

The  weekly  report  of  the  municipal  health  officer  shows  smallpox  2 
deaths,  enteric  fever  3  cases,  diphtheria  4  deaths,  tuberculosis  26  deaths, 
The  total  mortality  was  7  foreigners  and  159  natives. 

While  cholera  is  absent  from  the  weekly  report  of  the  municipal 
health  office,  I  am  certain  that  it  is  still  present,  and  I  am  iising  every 
effort  to  ascertain  to  what  extent, 

I  note  in  the  Public  Health  Reports  that  Assistant  Surgeon  Moore 
at  Yokohama  reports  smallpox  epidemic  at  Tientsin.  I  have  no  report 
from  that  port  for  the  period  May  28-June  4,  the  period  coverecf  by 
Dr.  Moore^s  report,  but  under  date  of  June  25,  1904,  consul-^neral 
reports  no  quarantinable  disease  present.  I  have  written  to  inquire 
about  the  matter.  Smallpox  is  said  to  be  epidemic  in  the  Russian 
armv  in  Manchuria. 

There  were  no  quarantinable  diseases  repoiled  from  other  outports. 
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Expei^iinenis  in  the  viability  of  the  cholera  organism. 

During  the  week  ended  August  20,  1904,  there  were  issued  1  sup- 
plemental and  1  original  bill  of  health,  and  inspected  2  vessels,  332 
crew,  83  cabin  and  115  steerage  passengers,  together  with  58  pieces 
of  baggage.  Eight  cases  of  disease  on  board  were  investigated,  all  of 
which  were  nonquamntinable  diseases.  There  was,  however,  1  case 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  for  Japan,  which  was  recommended  to  the 
ship's  surgeon  for  such  isolation  as  could  be  practiced.  This  case  was 
among  the  cabin  passengers  on  the  steamship  Korea. 

The  weekly  report  of  the  municipal  health  officer  shows  for  the 
week,  smallpox  2  deaths,  enteric  fever  4  cases,  diphtheria  1  death, 
tuberculosis  45  deaths.  The  total  reported  mortality  was  2  foreigner 
and  138  natives. 

In  conversation  with  Doctor  Stanley ,  the  health  officer,  some  days  since 
I  was  interested  to  learn  of  some  of  his  experiments  as  to  the  viability 
of  the  cholera  organism  when  planted  on  certain  fruits,  etc.  While 
these  experiments  have  not  been  carried  to  completion  as  yet,  it  has 
been  observed  that  the  organism  does  not  survive  when  planted  on 
acid  f ruite,  but  that  on  watermelon  and  like  fruit  it  grows  luxuriantly 
and  for  an  indefinite  time — that  is,  until  it  is  destroj^ed  by  putrefactive 
processes.  Salads  and  green  vegetables  have  not  been  tried  as  a 
culture  medium. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  have  been  reported  from  out  ports,  and 
cholera  is  absent  from  the  official  report  for  this  settlement.  The 
general  hospital  which  is  used  for  the  accommodation  of  this  class  of 
patients,  as  well  as  nonquarantinable  cases,  seems  to  have  none,  and 
those  in  close  touch  with  the  Chinese  say  there  are  very  few  cases. 
This  office  has  not,  therefore,  felt  justified  in  enforcing  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time  any  further  restrictions  than  those  relating  to  fruit  and  vege- 
tables, etc.,  of  which  the  Bureau  has  already  been  advised. 

COSTA   RICA. 

Report  from  Lim  on ,  fruit  j>ort.

September  17,  1904.  Estimated  population,  4,000;  number  of  deaths, 
9;  prevailing  diseases,  malaria  in  many  of  its  manifestations.  Npt- 
witnstanding  the  order  issued  a  month  ago  by  the  chief  of  police  of 
Limon.  requiring  all  water  barrels  to  be  covered  with  wire  netting  and 
forbidding  the  presence  of  stagnant  water  on  premises,  not  one  visible 
step  has  l^en  taken  in  compliance  therewith,  nor  can  I  hear  of  any 
penalty  imposed  for  its  infraction.  Numerous  uncovered  barrels  and 
puddles  of  stagnantwater  near  and  under  houses  are  much  in  evidence:

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nufiez  reports,  September  20,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  17,  1904,  6  bills  of  health  were 
issued  to  vessels  leaving  for  united  States  porte. 

The  Austrian  steamsnip  Pecine^  originally  from  Tampico,  Mexico, 
via  Sagua  la  Grande,  Cuba,  arrived  in  this  port  September  9  with  2 
cases  of  intermittent  malarial  fever  among  the  crew;  subsequently  a 
new  case  developed  at  this 'port  while  the  vessel  was  held  in  quarantine, 
making  a  total  of  3.  All  the  patients  readily  recovered,  and  no  other 
sickness  occurred  on  board  up  to  September  12,  when  this  vessel 
cleared  for  New  York  direct.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports,  September  2  and  9,  as 
follows: 

Week  ended  August  31,  1904.  Present  officially  estimated  popula- 
tion, 60,000.  Mortalit}'  from  all  causes  63,  as  follows:  Yellow  fever, 
3;  pernicious  fever,  2;  fever  (without  classification),  10;  grippe,  6; 
enteric  diseases,  10;  tuberculosis,  8;  from  all  other  causes,  &. 

During  the  month  ended  August  31,  there  were  240  deaths  from  all 
causes,  of  which  33  were  from  tuberculosis  and  9  from  yellow  fever. 
For  the  corresponding  period  last  year  there  were  216  deaths  from  all 
causes,  of  which  20  were  from  tuberculosis  and  none  from  j^ellow 
fever. 

During  the  week  2  ships  were  fumigated,  15  passengers  and  62 
pieces  oi  baggage  examined,  and  7  immune  certificates  and  2  supple- 
mental bills  of  health  issued,  as  follows:  August  25,  steamship  Nica- 
ria^  from  Hamburg,  via  Chilean  and  Peruvian  ports,  cleared  for 
San  Francisco  via  other  ports.  No  passengers.  August  29,  steam- 
ship Loa^  from  Chilean  and  Peruvian  ports,  cleared  for  Ancon,  Canal 
Zone,  with  6  cabin  (including  2  children)  and  9  steerage  passengers. 
Forty-two  cabin  and -8  steerage  passengers  from  Callao,  who  wished 
to  disembark  here,  were  transierred  to  a  small  steamer  and  sent  down 
the  river  to  complete  15  days'  quarantine.     All  were  well. 

Week  ended  September  7,  1904:

GERMANY. 

Report  from  Berlin — Plagv^  and  cholera  in  varums  countries. 

Consul-General  Mason  report*,  September  10,  1904,  as  follows: 

Plague. 

Eqypt, — During  the  week  ended  August  27  there  were  registered  5 
fresh  cases  of  plague,  viz,  3  cases  in  Alexandria  and  2  leases  in  the 
district  of  Achmun. 

British  South  Africa, — Between  July  24  and  28  there  were  regis- 
tered 2  cases  of  plague  in  Port  Elizabeth. 

CholtTd, 

Tt/rXvy. —According  to  official  bulletin  No.  82,  dated  Aug[ust  22, 
425  fresh  cases  of  cholera  (and  827  deaths)  have  l)een  registered, 
namely:  In  Bagdad,  127  cases  (105  deaths);  in  Hitt,  61  caM\*»  (28 
deaths);  Suleymanie,  39  cases  (51  deaths);  Bazian,  53  cases  (41  deaths); 
Mendelli,  27  cases  (10  deaths);  in  Nasrie,  17  cases  (13  deaths);  in  Basra, 
3  cases  (3  deaths). 

JWaia, — According  to  a  supplementary  report  from  St*hiras,  there 
occurred  in  that  place  3(M)  deatlis  daily  from  cholera  during  the  week 
ended  July  25  among  the  7(),U<K)  inhabitants  of  the  town.  Business  is 
at  a  stand  still,  the  Imzars  have  been  closed,  and  the  wealthy  residents 
have  tied  from  the  place. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  other  citiet^. 

The  death  rate  of  Ik»rlin  for  the  week  ended  August  27  was  lower 
than  that  of  the  three  preceding  weeks,  amounting,  calculated  on  the 
year,  to  18.7  per  thousand  of  the  population,  thus  l)eing,  however, 
somewhat  higher  than  the  rate  for  the  same  week  of  last  vcan  in  which 
it  amount4»d  to  only  17  per  thousand.  Hamburg,  Kiel,  ftermen.  Char- 
lottenburg  with  14.7,  SchOnel)erg  with  10.4,  as  well  as  Paris  and 
Vienna  showtnl  still  more  favorable  figures  than  Berlin,  while  the 
death  rate  of  Fi-ankfort-on-the-Main,  Cassel,  and  I^ndon  corresponded 
exactly  with  the  lierlin  figures.  The  following  towns  and  citi*vs 
however,  had  a  considerably  higher  rate  of  mortality  than  BerUn, 
namely:  Munich,  Stuttgart,  Dresden,  Brunswick,  Hanover,  Bremen* 
Breslau,  I^ipzig,  Cologne,  Nuremberg,  Magdeburg,  KOnigsberg,  and 
Rixdorf  with  2S.«).  The  decrease  in  the  numl>er  of  deaths  occurred 
exdjisively  among  children  in  the  first  year  of  life,  the  rate  of  mortal- 
it^V  among  infants  amounting  to  9  per  year  per  thousand,  a  little 
higher  than  the  Hamburg  rate,  but  lower  than  the  Munich,  I^ipzig. 
and  Breslau  figures.  Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  showM 
no  variation  and  cause<l  44  deaths.  Acute  intestinal  diseasi»s,  on  the 
other  hand,  showed  a  decrease,  causing,  however,  274  deaths;    114 
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infants  and  7  adults  succumbed  to  cholerine;  phthisis  pulmonalis 
claimed  78  victims.  Furthermore  there  were  registered:  9  deaths 
from  scarlet  fever,  5  deaths  from  diphtheria,  3  deaths  from  measles, 
16  cases  and  2  deaths  from  enteric  fever.  Finally  4  persons  died  by 
violence.

Funnels  must  be  keep  stiffened, 
00  that  the  rim  of  same  is  at  all  times  equally  distant  from  the  line  encircled.

The  health  department  issues  the  following  bulletin  regarding 
cholera: 

Cholera  wai*  not  epidemic,  the  attaekR  reporteil  lx»inj?  38,  including  17  contact  caee*. 
Out  of  thef»e  3  were  iinnorte^l  and  the  rent  hical.  There  were  33  deaths,  inclading  12 
contact  deaths.  Out  of  Xhei*e  deaths,  3  were  iin|K)rte<l,  1  from  Kolhapur  and  2  from 
P(M)na.  The  diseaj*e,  it  api)ean»,  does  not  show  a  tendency  to  increase,  and  i« 
attributes!  to  seasonal  variations  and  to  importations  and  i*ontacts,  hence  it  is  sporxlic. 
The  disease  is  not  confine<l  to  any  particular  quarter  of  the  town.  It  is  chiefly  preva- 
lent amonfc  the  poor  class  of  the  population,  and  it  has  no  dire<»t  local  conmvtion 
with  the  harlwr.

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Of  the  33  deaths  11  occurred  in  the  northernmost  ward  of  the  city, 
i.  e.,  the  one  first  approached  in  coming  to  Bombay  from  the  mainland. 
This  suggests  that  cases  are  being  stopped  there,  for  the  record  for 
the  lower  end  of  the  city  shows  that  but  lew  cases  have  occurred  there. 

The  health  officer  saj's: 

The  report  calls  for  no  particular  remarks  beyond  noting  the  steady  decline  in  the 
mortality  and  the  increase  in  the  births  registered  as  compared  with  corresponding 
quarters  since  1S97. 

Exclusive  of  460  stillborn,  10,970  deaths  were  registered  during  the  quarter,  as  com- 
pared with  15,549  in  the  correspond iiig  quarter  of  last  year  (equal  to  an  annual  death 
rate  of  56.54  per  1,000),  being  3,899  less  than  in  the  previous  quarter. 

From  plague  4,352  deaths  were  registered,  being  3,172  less  than  in  the  last  quarter 
and  3,623  less  than  in  the  corresponding  period  oflast^ear. 

The  mortality  from  fevers  was  512,  or  165  less  than  m  the  last  quarter  and  66  less 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  Of  these  deaths,  600  were  due  to 
malarial  fever  and  12  to  enteric  fever. 

The  mortality  from  cholera  is  3  more  than  in  the  last  quarter  and  1  more  than  in 
the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year.    Of  5  cases,  4  proved  fatal. 

There  were  229  deaths  from  smallpox,  being  69  more  than  in  the  last  quarter,  but 
463  less  than  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year. 

The  rate  of  mortality  among  the  chief  races  living  in  the  city  is  shown  in  the  fol- 
lowing table  of  the  annual  rate  of  mortality  per  1,000  of  population  according  to  the 
census  of  1901:

During  the  quarter  the  actual  number  of  new  cases  (in<lividuals)  treated  at  the 
municipal  dispensaries  was  12,027  males  and  7,032  females.  The  total  number  of 
attendances  wa«  78,315,  of  whom  1^36  were  seen  at  the  patients'  houses. 

During  the  quarter  17,062  visits  were  made  to  houses  by  the  nurses  working  under 
the  district  registrars,  and  they  imjuired  into  902  cases  of  ordinary  sickness,  580 
cases  of  infectious  diseases,  902  deaths  among  females,  attended  101  confinements, 
and  ahcertained  1,193  births. 

Snggmtions  relative  to  a  settled  and  contlnxions  policy  against  plague. 

PLAGUE  AND   ITS  PREVENTION. 
(Recommendations  of  the  Bombay  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  the  government  of  Bombay.) 

In  February,  1898,  the  Bombay  Chamber  of  Commerce  passed  a 
resolution  emphasizing  the  efficacy  of  inoculation  and  the  failure  of 
all  other  measures  against  plague.  The  resolution  was  sent  to  gov- 
ernment, and  the  latter,  in  its  reply,  stated  that — 

While  Btill  regarding  inoculation  afl  in  its  experimental  stage  and  insisting  that  the 
atloption  of  it'bv  the  people  must  be  absolutely  voluntary,  the  results  so  far  attained 
wert»  i'onsiderea  by  them  to  be  encouraging,  and  that  every  facility  was  and  would 
continue  to  be  offered. 

The  committee  of  the  ("hamber  of  Commerce  accepted  the  statement  of  government 
that  inoculation  must  still  (1898)  be  regarded  as  experimental;  but  they  have  natu- 
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rally  watched  with  attention  the  results  attained  with  this  and  with  other  measarefl 
designed  to  restrict  the  ravages  of  a  disease  which,  apart  from  all  other  consideni- 
tioDS,  has  continued  to  inflict  the  greatest  injury  on  commerce  and  on  the  productive- 
ness of  the  country.  One  symptom  of  the  evifc  produced  hy  it  has  been  the  growing 
deficiency  of  labor  in  Bombay;  and  inquiry  as  to  the  causes  of  this  deficiency  left  no 
doubt  that  it  was  to  a  large  extent  due  to  the  reluctance  of  people  who  posses  other 
means  of  livelihood  to  come  to  a  city  notoriously  and  obstinately  infecteu  by  a  deadly 
disease. 

It  would  appear  from  the  failure  of  all  such  measures  as  quarantine,  evacuation, 
segregation,  and  disinfection  in  Bombay  that  they  are  definitely  inapplicable  to  the 
conditions  of  such  a  city.  The'  committee  has  become  possessed  by  a  growing  convic- 
tion that  although  all  outward  excitement  about  plague  has  disappeared,  the  persistent 
mortality  is  gradually  destroying  and  displacing  those  sections  of  the  common  people 
who  regarded  Bombay  as  their  home,  and  is  repelling  those  who  would  have  been  dis- 
posed to  come  from  other  parts  of  the  country  to  obtain  emplovment.  Naturally,  to 
naen  of  business,  this  is  made  most  apparent  in  the  failure  of  old  sources  of  labor, 
and  the  intensification  of  thin  trouble  has  in  the  last  eighteen  months  reached  a  point 
where  misgivings  about  the  future  become  unavoidable. 

The  consistency  with  which  a  substantial  measure  of  success  has  attended  inocula- 
tion has  appeared  to  the  committee  no  less  remarkable  than  the  failure  of  other 
measures,  so  far  as  Bombay  is  concerned. 

The  remedy  has  had  to  contend  with  a  prejudice  by  no  means  confined  to  the 
native  population,  and  has  probably  suffered  to  some  extent  from  errors  of  method 
adopted  by  authorities  who  have  been  calle<i  upon  to  confront  all  the  difficulties 
inherent  in  a  sudden  and  violent  epidemic  in  an  outlying  district.  To  this  latter 
class  of  evils  may  probably  be  ascribed  the  mishap  at  Mulkowal  in  the  Punjab, 
where  19  persons  inoculated  at  one  time  died  of  tetanus,  evidently  resulting  from  the 
operation.     But  in  the  city  of  Bombay,  where  every  facility  exists  for  the  steady 

grosecution  of  a  consistent  policy  in  respect  of  plague,  the  failure  of  the  more  time, 
onored  remedies  has  seemed  to  produce  only  a  state  of  inaction,  and  no  really  sus 
tained  effort  on  an  adcipate  scale  has  been  made  to  familiarize  the  people  with  the 
benefits  of  inoculation  and  to  acquaint  them  with  the  slightness  of  the  physical  incon . 
venience  attending  it. 

Certain  of  the  more  enlightened  communities,  such  as  the  Parsis  and  the  Khojas 
(a  branch  of  the  Mohammedan  community)  have  at  various  times  spontaneously 
undertaken  inoculation  operations  on  a  considerable  scale,  and  the  results  obtained 
in  these  cases  remain  interesting  illustrations  of  the  benefits  to  l)e  derived  fn>ni  it 
The  Bombay  municipality  made  certain  endeavors  to  introduce  it  among  the  com- 
mon people,  and,  in  spite  of  defects  believed  to  have  existed  in  their  procedure,  here 
also  much  good  was  patently  done.  Some  part  of  the  moderate  popularity  it  acquired 
at  one  time  was  due  to  the  offer  of  small  monetary  rewards  to  |)er8on8  willing  to  be 
inoculated.  But  it  appeared  to  the  committee  that  these  rewards  were  bestoweii  on 
a  principle  that  offered  no  prospect  that  willingness  to  be  inoculated  would  be  com- 
municated from  one  person  to  another.  All  that  could  be  done  by  a  reward  so  paid 
was  to  induce  individuals  not  strongly  averse  to  inoculation  to  submit  to  it.  It  did 
not  in  any  way  tend  to  induce  among  the  inoculated  a  disposition  to  encourage 
others  to  follow  their  example;  and  the  result  was  that  all  the  labor  of  individiml 
persuasion  fell  upon  a  stan  inadcijuate  to  the  task  and  suspected  by  the  people 
because  they  were  oflScials.  Nothing  but  sporatlic  inoculation  could  be  looked  for 
from  such  a  system,  and  in  fact  nothmg  more  was  achieved. 

The  committee  of  the  chamber  of  commerce,  taking  a  serious  view  of  the  evils 
attending  the  continued  infection  of  Bombav,  felt  it  necessary  to  move  government 
to  adopt  a  strenuous  and  continuous  policy  of  one  kind  or  another  in  respect  of  plague. 
But  it  is  a  rule  with  the  committee  that  its  representations  to  government  on  any 
subject  should,  so  far  as  possible,  l)e  accompanied  by  specific  proposal  of  a  construc- 
tive kind,  since  these  commonly  have  the  effect  of  tt^stmg  to  some  extent  the  practi- 
cal nature  of  their  recommendations.  In  canvassing  the  various  measures  to  which 
government  might  profitablv  have  recourse,  the  committee  forme<l  afresh  the  view 
affirmed  in  1897  that  the  only  remedy  that  has  results  to  show  for  itself  is  inoculation. 
They  therefore  attempted  to  formulate  some  definite  scheme  for  the  encouragement 
of  inoculation,  and  which  might  avoid  the  errors  that  had  vitiated  previous  efforts. 
A  memorandum  embodying  such  a  scheme  was  attached  to  their  letter  transmitted 
to  government  on  September  1,  1903  (appended  herewith).  Shortly  after  the  dis- 
patch of  this  letter  the  committee  were  pleased  to  notice  that  his  excellency  Sir  James 
Monteath,  acting  governor  of  Bombay,  while  on  tour,  was  using  his  influence  to  pro- 
cure a  more  general  adoption  of  inoi-ulation  among  the  people;  but  in  Bomlrny, 
although  five  months  have  elapse<l  since  the  communication  to  government,  nothing 
definite  has  been  done. 
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Under  date  of  September  1,  1903,  the  letter  above  referred  to  was 
forwarded  to  the  Government.  It  contained  observations  on  the  points 
mentioned  above,  including  some  strong  arguments  in  defense  of 
inoculation. 

No  reasonable  doubt  can  remain  that  if  the  mass  of  the  people  could 
be  persuaded  to  become  inoculated,  the  citv  would  be  proof  against 
any  such  epidemic  as  would  disorganize  trade  or  repel  labor.  Even  if 
its  results  were  considerably  less  than  they  are,  the  cheapness  of  the 
remedy  would  justify  its  employment,  and  perhaps  the  strongest  rec- 
ommendation 18  the  absence  of  anv  accompanying  disturbance  of 
residence.  Recent  results,  showing  that  the  protection  lasts  for  several 
years  instead  of  only  a  few  months,  as  was  at  first  supposed,  remove 
one  of  the  objections  most  commonly  urged  against  it. 

Referring  to  the  fact  that  people  in  Bombay  had  been  to  a  certain 
extent  discouraged  about  inoculation  and  the  authorities  deterred  from 
encouraginer  it,  because  of  the  accident  at  Mulkowal  referred  to 
above,  the  letter  states  '*  that  no  declaration  respecting  the  cause  of 
that  accident  can  detract  from  the  cumulative  and  conclusive  evidence 
of  inoculation^s  practical  efficiicy;  *  *  *  that  the  inquiry  insti- 
tuted by  the  Government  created  a  reasonable  expectation  of  an  official 
pronouncement  and  assurance  on  the  subject  and  has  produced  a  cor- 
responding uneasiness  in  face  of  the  protracted  reticence  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  India; "  that  it  is  "  impossible  to  conceive  that  such  reticence 
can  serve  any  interest  commensurate  with  those  now  being  compromised 
by  the  continued  rejection  of  the  only  known  remedy  against  plague; 
that  an  early  and  frank  assurance  as  to  the  inocuous  character  of  the 
prophylactic  now  being  issued  from  the  Government  laboratory  in 
bombay  is  a  necessarv  preliminary  of  such  revived  activity  in  respect 
of  inoculation  "  as  is  herewith  advocated. 

Referring  to  the  definite  scheme  proposed  with  this  letter  the  com- 
mittee saj's: 

The  fundamental  (iifficulty  probably  resides  in  the  distrust  felt  by  Indian  peoples 
toward  any  official  promotion  of  an  unfamiliar  movement.  Government  has  from 
the  first  most  properly  set  its  face  against  any  attempt  to  force  inoculation  on  the 
I>eople,  and  the  committee  representing  that  section  of  the  community  whose  inter- 
eets  would  first  suffer  from  the  effects  of  any  compulsory  measures,  have  altogether 
discarded  any  proposals  of  such  a  nature. 

Referring  to  the  possible  objection  of  Government  that  the  scheme 
proposed  below  was  in  any  sense  like  a  lottery,  the  committee  says: 

The  gravity  of  the  present  situation  in  re8i>ect  of  plague  is  such  as  would  thoroughly 
justify  a  departure,  more  imaginary  than  real,  from  an  abstract  principle  whicn 
strictly  applies  only  to  lotteries  conducted  for  the  purpcfce  of  gambling. 

The  letter  bears  the  signatures  of  J.  M.  Dick,  chairman,  and  of 
Frederick  No^l-Paton,  secretary,  of  the  Bombay  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

SCHEME  FOR  THE  ENCOURAGEMENT  OF  INOCl'LATION   IN  BOMBAY  CITY. 

(Submitted  to  the  government  by  the  Bombay  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  September  1, 1903.) 

1.  At  various  places  and  times  authorities  responsible  for  plague  measures  have 
paid  small  sums  to  individuals  as  an  inducement  to  them  to  undergo  inoculation. 
In  other  places  the  peoi)le  have  readily  made  small  payments  for  the  benefit  of 
inoculation  and  thought  the  better  of  the  operation  because  they  had  to  pay  for  it. 
In  both  cases  each  transaction  was  complete  in  itself,  and  there  was  no  inherent 
reaaon  why  the  matter  should  go  further.    The  individual,  having  been  inoculated, 
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waa  selfishly  indifferent  as  to  whether  others  followed  suit,  and  at  each  fresh  case  the 
work  of  the  preacher  of  inoculation  had  to  be  begun  ab  ovo  and  without  aaeistanoe. 

2.  The  population  of  a  city  like  Bombay  is  too  vast,  and  in  the  main  too  ignorant, 
to  be  persuaded  by  a  staff  of  persons  specially  engaged  in  the  work.  A  person  whoee 
business  it  is  to  push  inoculation  finds  that  his  arguments  and  assurances  are  for  this 
very  reason  disregartled,  and  even  suspected  to  the  point  of  deterring,  instead  of 
persuading.  *  *  *  What  is  wanted  is  a  system  under  which  the  individual  who  hai 
become  persuaded  of  the  advantages  of  inoculation,  and  who  has  secured  those 
advantages  for  himself,  will  have  an  interest  in  bearing  testimony  among  his  ordi- 
nary associates  to  the  slightness  of  the  inconvenience  attending  the  operation. 

3.  The  principle  of  the  scheme  described  below  is  that  a  reward  should  be  offered, 
with  the  object  not  of  inducing  the  uninoculated  to  become  inoculated,  but  of 
inducing  the  inoculated  to  persuade  others  to  follow  their  example. 

4.  The  scheme  is  an  adaptation  of  the  so-called  **  snowball"  system:  Every  inocu- 
lated person  becoming  interested  in  procuring  4  other  healthy  persons  to  be 
inoculated,  who  in  their  turns  will  be  interested  in  procuring  16  others,  and  so 
on  in  regular  progression.  Inoculation  usually  causes  some  fever  and  headache  dur- 
ing 24  to  48  hours,  and  it  is  recommended  that  an  interval  of  10  days  should  be 
allowed  between  first  and  second  inoculation.  Therefore  14  days  in  all  are,  under 
this  scheme,  allowed  for  the  completion  of  each  double  inoculation.  It  will  be  seen 
that  on  this  system,  and  even  after  making  certain  allowances,  a  period  of  18  weeks 
should  see  souje  765,000  double  inoculations  effected,  and  the  community  of  Bombay 
rendered  largely  immune. 

5.  Briefly,  the  idea  is  that  a  man,  having  been  twice  inoculated,  should  receive  a 
set  of  four  coupons  and  become  entitled  to  a  reward  as  soon  as  four  other  healthy 
persons,  each  bearing  one  of  these  coupons,  have  been  inoculated  once.  It  has  been 
assumed  that  a  man  who  has  once  been  inoculated  will  undergo  second  inoculation 
in  order  that  he  may  become  entitled  to  a  set  of  coupons  yielding  a  reward;  and  it 
is  certain  that  he  will  do  so  the  more  readily  if  he  has  seen  the  reward  promptly 
paid  over  to  the  friend  who  brought  him  up  for  the  first  inoculation. 

6.  The  scheme  is  one  of  which  the  cost  at  any  stage  of  its  progress  may  be  exactly 
computed  beforehand.  It  starts  from  a  stated  number  of  coupons,  such  number 
being  multiplied  by  a  stated  Quantity  (4)  in  each  period  of  a  stated  number  of  days 
(14),  and  it  is  restricted  to  the  population,  approximately  shown,  of  a  particular 
place.  The  progression  is  therefore  strictly  circumscribed,  and  the  scheme  can  not 
get  out  of  hand,  as  *'  snowball  *'  schemes  have  sometimes  done. 

7.  The  initial  number  of  coupons  is  small.  The  sums  involved  in  the  early  stages 
are  therefore  insignificant,  and  no  substantial  risk  is  incurred  by  offering  lai^  indi- 
vidual rewards  for  the  first  introductions.  It  is  hoped  that  these  larger  rewarels  may 
make  it  worth  the  while  of  **  respectable  '*  people  to  participate  at  the  beginning  and 
so  set  an  example.  As  the  scheme  develops,  a  greater  number  of  people  will  engage 
in  the  operations,  the  general  idea  will  be  understood,  and  the  work  of  persuasion 
will  become  easier.  Therefore,  in  the  later  stages  the  sums  are  so  reduced  as  to 
appeal  to  persons  of  the  class  which  it  is  really  desired  to  reach. 

8.  An  essential  feature  of  the  scheme  is  that  the  coupons  are  not  issued  gratis 
since  people  commonly  disregard  and  neglect  what  they  receive  gratuitously.  This 
has  been  Dorne  out  by  the  experience  in  places  where  a  charge  was  made  for  inocu- 
lation. A  small  deposit  is  required  for  each  set  of  coupons;  but  this  deposit  is  only 
sufficient  to  give  the  depositor  an  interest  in  finding  participants,  and  in  every  case" 
the  reward  leaves  a  substantial  profit.  Thus,  up  to  the  end  of  the  first  month,  50 
persons  will  have  paid  1  rupee  (32  cents)  each  for  coupons  entitling  them  to  earn 
4  rupees.  In  the  second  mOnth  773  persons  will  have  paid  8  annas  (16  cents)  each 
for  coupons  enabling  them  to  earn  2  rupees.  In  the  third  month  ll,8ii82  persons  wiU 
have  paid  4  annas  for  coupons  enabling  them  to  earn  1  rupee.  In  the  fourth  month 
the  people  will  be  familiar  with  the  system,  less  persuasion  will  be  needed,  an<}  the 
reward  will  be  reduced  from  1  rupee  to  12  annas,  leaving  a  profit  of  8  annas  on  the 
4  coupons,  and  in  this  month  182,587  persons  should  be  inoculated  and  take  out 
581, 9(H  fresh  couf>ons.  If  all  these  coupons  are  **  placed,'*  the  total  of  inoculations 
(double)  done  up  to  the  sixth  day  of  the  fifth  month  should  be  765,558.  This  repre- 
sents, virtually,  the  whole  population  of  Bombay.  Holders  of  cou})ons  will,  there- 
fore, probably  find  difliculty  in  discovering  uninoculated  persons  to  introduce.  For 
this  reason  it  would  not  be  well,  at  this  stage,  to  limit  to  14  days  the  pjeriod  allowed 
for  the  placing  of  the  coupons.  A  month  might  be  allowed,  but  this  might  only 
promote  tertiary  and  unnecessary  inoculation  for  the  sake  of  the  reward. 

9.  Even  if  a  month  be  allowed,  it  is  probable  that  in  many  cases  a  man  holding 
four  coupons  might  fail  to  complete  his  set  of  four  uninoculatecl  persons  to  introduce. 
He  would,  therefore,  not  be  able  to  earn  the  reward,  and  at  tne  conclusion  of  the 
scheme,  Government  will  hold  a  considerable  credit  balance.    Foreseeing  this  risk, 
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the  people  would  probably  draw  off  from  the  scheme  before  the  last  of  the  uninocalated 
community  had  been  brought  in.  It  should,  therefore,  be  declared  from  the  bej?in- 
ninj?  that  any  balance  in  hajxd  from  the  coupon-deposit  fund  at  the  end  of  the  fifth 
month  will  be  divided  into  bonuses  of,  say,  25  rupees  each,  to  be  distributed  by  lot 
amon);  persona  who  have  taken  out  coupons  in  the  last  month,  but  who  have  been 
unable  to  earn  the  reward  upon  them.  This  will  pve  the  people  (confidence  in  tak- 
ing out  coupons  to  the  last,  so  that  bv  the  end  of  tne  fifth  month  it  may  be  a,ssumed 
that  every  healthy  man,  woman,  and  child  in  the  island  has  been  inoculated,  or  at 
all  events  subjettted  to  the  most  favorable  kind  of  personal  suasion. 

10.  Indeed,  it  is  not  impossible  that  the  final  distribution  by  bonus  will  so  appeal 
to  the  native  love  of  a  lottery  that  there  may  be  a  disposition  to  take  out  coupons 
with  this  single  aim  in  view.  But  in  any  ciase  none  out  holders  of  '*H'*  coupons 
could  do  so,  and  the  evil  could  therefore  be  of  very  limiteil  extent.  It  might,  how- 
ever, be  declared  from  the  beginning  that  the  l>onu8  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  a  win- 
ning number,  under  which  no  person  has  been  inoculated,  shall  be  one  of  24  rupees 
only,  while  the  holder  of  a  winning  number,  under  which  one  or  more  persons  have 
been  inoculated,  shall  receive  the  full  reward  of  25  rupees. 

1 1.  The  kind  of  person  to  whom  any  pretext  for  inaction  is  good  enough  will  plead 
that  this  is  very  like  a  lottery.  It  has  this  essential  difference,  that  it  is  an  entirely 
subsidiary  part  of  an  operation  undertaken  for  the  vital  good  of  the  community,  and 
is  at  once  the  simplest  and  most  popular  means  of  restoring  to  the  people  such  profit 
an  may  remain  in  the  hands  of  Government  on  the  completion  of  that  operation. 
It  sb^nld  l)e  carried  out  and  the  result  notified  in  the  manner  adopted  by  the  Bom- 
bay Tramway  Company;  and  to  discard  the  proposal  l)ecause  it  remotely  resembles 
a  lottery  would  be  much  like  refusing  to  give  a  glas«s  of  brandy  to  a  man  m  a  state  of 
dangerous  prostration  on  the  ground  that  all  alcohol  is  an  abomination. 

12.  Some  of  the  details  of  the  scheme  may  be  given  here  with  greater  fullness. 

13.  On,  say,  the  Ist  of  October  next,  10  healthy  persons,  resident  in  different  parts 
of  the  city,  would  be  inoculated.  On  the  12th  they  would  be  inoculateci  for  the  second 
time,  and  on  depositing  a  sum  of  1  rupee,  each  would  receive  a  set  of  4  coupons  of 
the  first,  or  **A,    series. 

These  coupons  would  be  cognizable  and  serially  numbered,  and  their  numbers 
would,  at  time  of  issue,  be  entered  in  a  register  kept  for  this  purjwse,  opposite  the 
numl)er  of  the  coupon  under  which  its  recipient  was  originally  inoculated.  It  sfiould 
be  ordered  that  all  coupons  must  be  presented  at  the  station  from  which  they  issued, 
and,  after  cancelment  under  safeguards,  they  would  be  stuck  in  the  register  opposite 
to  the  relative  entry  referred  to.  So  soon  as  all  4  coupons  of  a  set  had  been  pre- 
sented, and  the  presenters  had  undergone  first  inoculation,  a  reward  of  4  rupees 
would  be  paid  to  the  person  to  whom  they  were  originally  issued.  Fourteen  days 
later  the  40  people  introduced  by  the  first  10  would  have  been  twice  inoculated,  and 
on  their  depositing  1  rupee  they  in  turn  would  receive  4  coupons  of  the  **  B"  series. 
A  person  inoculated  unaer  a  coupon  bearing  a  particular  letter  of  the  alphabet  would 
receive  coujKjns  bearing  the  next  letter  of  the  alphal)et. 

14.  The  coupons  issued  in  the  various  months  and  at  the  various  rates  of  deposit 
would  be  of  different  colors,  and  it  should  be  stated  on  each  that  the  reward  a:  the 
full  rate  will  be  paid  onlv  if  the  whole  set  of  4  i^oupons  has  been  returned  on  or  before 
the  last  day  of  the  month  succeeding  that  in  which  such  set  was  issued.  Sets  com- 
plete<i  after  that  date  should  be  entitled  to  reward  onl^  at  the  rate  fixed  for  coupons 
issued  in  the  month  preceding  that  in  which  such  set  is  actually  completed. 

15.  In  the  appended  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  numbers  of  people  supposed  to 
be  inoculated  do  not  increase  in  the  sense  of  being  quadnipled  in  each  fortnight. 
The  discrepancy  arises  from  the  fact  that  in  estimating  the  amount  of  inoculation  to 
be  actually  accomplished  it  has  been  thought  well  to  make  a  2  per  cent  deduction 
throughout  for  loss  and  destruction  of  coupons.  It  is  unlikely  that  so  many  will  go 
astray,  and  it  will  be  well  to  print  the  full  range  of  coupons:

16.  The  numerous  inoculations  that  would  fall  to  be  done  in  the  fourth  month 
will  require  considerable  organization,  and  it  is  an* open  question  whether  each 
coupon  ought  not  to  bear  directions  as  to  when  and  where  it  is  to  be  presented.  This 
might  prevent  overcrowding  of  the  stations  at  particular  hours,  but  in  any  case  it 
will  almost  certainly  be  necessary  in  this  fourth  month  to  provide  for  inoculation  by 
night,  so  as  to  interfere  as  little  as  possible  with  industry. 

17.  Arrangement  should  be  made  with  mill  owners  and  other  employers  to  give 
two  days'  leave  on  full  pay  after  each  inoculation. 

18.  vVomen  and  children  should  be  encouraged  to  take  out  coupons  and  bring  in 
their  relatives. 

19.  At  the  end  of  the  fifth  month  it  should  be  announced  that  all  further  inocula- 
tions must  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of,  say,  2  annas  (4  cents)  for  each  operation. 

20.  Appended  is  a  table  showing  the  general  working  of  the  scheme.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  maximum  net  debit  balance  against  Government,  exclusive  of  staff  and 
working  expenses,  is  less  than  1,000  rui>ees,  and  that  failure  of  the  scheme,  in  the 
sense  of  a  refusal  of  the  people  to  engage  in  it,  can  not  involve  a  greater  sum.

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Reports  frmti  Calcutta — Clwlera.  and  plague  mortality. 

Acting  Assintant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  August  25  and  26,  as 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  20,  1904,  there  were  3  deaths  from 
plague  and  4  deaths  from  cholera  in  Calcutta. 

In  Bengal,  during  the  week  ended  August  13,  1904,  there  were  475 
cases  and  369  deaths  from  plague.  In  India,  during  the  week  ended 
August  6,  1904,  there  were  6,660  cases  and  4,794  deaths  from  plague. 

• 
Vaccination  in  the  Fimjah, 

During  the  year  1903-4,  there  was  a  considemble  increase  in  the 
number  of  vaccinations  in  the  Punjab,  the  total  within  that  period 
being  685,105,  an  increase  of  17,561  over  the  previous  twelve  months. 
The  increase  "was  confined  to  fresh  cases,  revaccinations  showing  a 
decrease  of  4,017.  It  is  thought  by  some  that  the  fluctuation  in  re  vac- 
cination might  have  been  due  to  a  want  of  sj^stem,  in  districts,  on  the 
part  of  the  vaccinating  staff. 

The  prevalence  of  plague  in  the  Punjab  does  not  appear  to  have 
aflfected  the  primar}'  vaccinations,  as  indicated  by  the  above  increase; 
but  it  is  probable  enough  that  a  falling  off  of  over  4,000  in  the  revac- 
cinations mav  be  attributable,  to  a  degree,  to  plague.  The  number  of 
males  re  vaccinated  was  about  double  that  of  females,  the  reason  given 
being  that  parents  objected  to  their  young  girls  being  seen  by  the 
vaccmators. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  Punjab,  as  well  as  in  Burma,  the 
<vpread  of  vaccination  has  not  been  attended  with  a  decrease  in  the 
aeath  i-ate  from  smallpox.  The  i*ate  last  year  was  0.2  higher  than  in 
1902  and  njore  than  double  the  average  rate  of  the  previous  five  years. 
However,  in  Kangi-a,  which  is  said  to  be  the  best-vaccinated  district, 
the  lowest  death  I'ate  is  recorded;  also  in  the  Delhi  district,  where 
vaccination  is  .4atisfactory,  the  percentage  mortality  is  low.  And  jet 
in  the  districts  of  Rohtak  and  Gujranwala,  which  leave  much  to  be 
desired  in  the  matter  of  vaccination,  the  death  return  from  smallpox 
is  low.

Bubonic  plague  has  appeared  in  the  town  of  Achmun  (province  of 
Menoufieh),  probably  imported  by  a  Greek  coming  from  Alexandria. 
The  first  cases  occurred  August  21  and  22  among  natives. 

A»iatic  cholera  in  Persia. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  Persia  from  Asiatic  cholera  up  to 
July  15,  1904,  is  estimated  to  be  4,000. 

The  following  is  extracted  and  translated  from  the  French  of  a 
report  made  J  my  8,  1904,  to  the  Belgian  Government  from  the  lega- 
tion at  Teheran: 

'^  At  Eadjriche,  the  summer  seat  of  the  legation,  Saad-ed-Bowlek, 
Persian  minister  to  Brussels,  several  Persians,  and  also  my  Austrian 
colleague  and  I  have  subscribed  money  to  rent  a  place  where  an 
American  mission  can  care  for  the  most  urgent  cholera  cases.  The 
carelessness  of  the  inhabitants  in  observing  the  most  elementary  rules 
of  hygiene  and  the  rush  of  fugitives  from  the  city  have  made  this 
place  a  veritable  focus  of  infection. 

"This  has  reached  such  a  point  that  my  Austrian  colleague  and  I 
have  decided  to  seek  refuge  at  Zerguendek,  where  the  Italian  minister 
has  gone.     The  village  in  question  is  in  the  Russian  jurisdiction  and 
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is  the  seat  of  almost  the  entire  Belgian  colon}',  which  has  until  now 
been  almost  exempt  from  cholera,  thanks  to  prescribed  sanitarj^  meas- 
ures. The  confusion  in  the  country  is  so  great  that  nearly  all  the 
offices  of  public  administration  are  closed,  even  the  ministry  of  foreign 
affairs.  In  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  on  the  part  of  the  Russian 
Government  for  establishing  quarantines  in  the  Kussian  ports  of  the 
Caspian  Sea,  the  Persian  Government  has  decided  to  establish  sanitary 
ports  at  Mendjeh  and  Rescht,  on  the  coast  of  Enzeli,  where  travelers 
are  held  in  observation  for  two  days. 

*'ln  the  beginning  of  July,  19()4,  an  epidemic  of  cholera  began  in 
Borasdjun,  Daliki,  and  Kaserun,  villages  situated  on  the  caravan  route 
from  Bushire  to  Shiraz.  It  appears  tnat  the  infection  came  from  the 
small  port  of  Rudhille,  to  the  westward  of  Bushire,  on  the  Persian 
Gulf.  The  seaport  of  Bushire,  on  the  Persian  Gulf,  with  its  popula- 
tion pf  27,000,  and  Shiraz,  the  capital  (dty  of  the  Fars  Province,  with 
its  population  of  32,000,  were  still  free  from  cholem  on  July  6.  The 
tii*st  deaths  were  reported  from  Borasdjun  June  17,  and  Kaserun  June 
19  and  20.  In  the  latter  place  the  epidemic  is  spreading  rapidly.  The 
daily  mortality  reached  200  during  the  first  week,  but  diminished  in 
the  early  part  of  July. 

*•  Up  to  July  30, 1904,  there  were  5,103  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera,  with 
4,855  deaths,  reported  in  Persia.  During  the  week  ended  August  6, 
there  were  926  fresh  cases,  and  964  deaths  among  these  and  cases  begin- 
ning in  the  previous  week.  The  epidemic  is  prevalent  in  the  vilayets 
of  Bagdad,  Bassom,  and  Mosul.  Dates  and  like  dried  fruits  from 
Bassora  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  declaring  that  the  place 
of  origin  is  free  from  cholem. 

By  decision  of  the  sanitarv  board  of  Constantinople  all  vessels  clear- 
ing from  the  Bahrein  Islands,  in  the  Persian  Gulf,  from  places  on  the 
coast  of  the  Persian  Gulf  between  Katar  and  Fao,  and  from  Mascate 
are  subject  to  medical  inspection,  disinfection,  and  five  days'  quaran- 
tine.    These  measures  must  be  carried  out  in  a  lazaretto  of  the  Empire. 

In  July  Doctor  Obermeyer  was  assigned  to  Teheran  as  delegate  of 
the  Constantinople  sanitary  board. 

Ruman  quarantine  measures  against  cholera. 

By  reason  of  the  danger  threatening  from  Persia  special  quarantine 
regulations  have  been  enforced  in  order  to  prevent  an  importation  of 
cholera  in  the  Russian  territory. 

All  vessels  coming  from  Persian  ports  of  the  Caspian  Sea  must  have 
on  board  a  ship's  surgeon  and  are  compelled  to  go  to  the  quarantine 
station  of  Bakou  for  tne  purpose  of  medical  inspection  and  disinfection. 

The  frontier  between  the  Caucasus  and  Persia  is  closed.  Persons 
and  merchandise  are  allowed  to  pass  only  at  Belyassuwar,  Chudoferin, 
Djulfa,  and  Chaktaktach,  where  stations  for  inspection  are  installed. 

Special  mecHcal  commissions  have  been  appointed  in  the  Caucasus, 
in  tne  Transcaspian  district,  and  in  the  governments  of  Volga,  Astra- 
khan, Saratov,  Samara,  and  Simbirsk. 

Infectious  diseases  in  Bosnia  and  Herzogorina. 

During  the  month  of  July  there  have  been  registered  in  Bosnia  and 
Herzogovina  1,175  cases,  with  100  deaths,  from  infectious  diseases 
(534  measles,  65  diphtheria,  123  whooping  cough,  118  enteric  fever, 
156  relapsing  fever,  35  dysentery,  7  anthrax,  and  116  from  scarlatina). 
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Vaccination  in  Egypt. 

Among  a  population  of  10,172,087  (calculated  July  1, 1903)  in  Egypt, 
the  following  number  of  vaccinations  were  made  during  the  year  lk>3, 
according  to  official  reports:  407,671  vaccinations  with  successful 
result;  2,161  withput  result;  4,195  revaccinations  with  successful 
result,  and  465  without  result. 

Public  health  in  Italy. 

During  the  month  of  May,  1904,  there  were  11,234  cases  of  malarial 
disease  reported  in  all  Italy. 

Sanitary  information  for  the  week  ended  September  8, 1904:  Measles, 
scarlatina,  and  diphtheria — verj^  few  cases  in  the  provinces  of  Milan, 
Rome,  Perugia.  Smallpox — prevalent  in  the  province  of  Lecce,  espe- 
cially in  the  communes  of  Ceglie  and  Francavilla;  some  cases  iti  the 
Srovince  of  Potenza.  Enteric  fever — spread  all  over  the  provinces  of 
lilan,  Rome,  Bergamo,  Perugia. 

Mortality  in  Rome  and  Florence. 

Rome. — Month  of  June,  1904.  Estimated  population,  499,241. 
Total  number  of  deaths,  862,  including  scarlet  fever  1,  erysipelas  7, 
enteric  fever  13,  diphtheria  2,  whooping  cough  3,  hydrophobia  1,  and 
17  from  tuberculosis. 

Florence. — Month  of  June,  1904.  Estimated  population,  216,736. 
Total  number  of  deaths,  381,  including  measles  7,  diphtheria  1,  enteric 
fever  7,  and  87  from  tuberculosis. 

Asmtic  cholera  in  Burma. 

The  following  notification  of  the  Alexandria  sanitary  board,  trans- 
lated from  the  French,  is  extmcted  from  the  report  on  the  sanitarv 
administration  of  Burma  for  1903,  and  gives  the  salient  facts  regard- 
ing the  prevalence  of  Asiatic  cholera  in  Burma  during  the  year  cov- 
ered by  the  report. 

Lower  Bumia. — The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cholera  in  1903 
was  5,344  (against  1,844  in  1902  and  a  quinquennial  mean  of  3,350), 
giving  a  mortality  of  0.97  per  thousand  inhabitants.  The  epidemic 
raged  severely  in  the  district  of  Ak^^ab,  where  the  cholera  mortalitv 
reached  3.07  per  mille.  The  districts  of  Amherst  and  Thonegwa  fol- 
low with  reports,'  respectively,  of  1.80  and  1.44  per  mille.  The  district 
of  Tavoi  was  entirely  exempt.  In  the  district  of  Mergui  there  were 
3  deaths.  Twenty-six  among  37  cities  of  Lower  Burma  were  infected 
in  1903,  against  20  in  1902.  The  greatest  number  of  deaths  was 
reported  at  Moulmein  (325,  making  5.56  per  mille).  Akyab  had  183 
deaths  (5.13  per  mille).  However,  the  greatest  percentage  of  deaths 
from  cholei-a  took  place  at  Nyaunglelnn  (10  per  mille),  Kyaiklat 
(7.97  per  mille),  and  Paungde  {^.^^^  per  mille).  One  hundred  and 
twenty  deaths  occurred  at  Rangun  (0.51  per  mille). 

In  the  rural  districts,  in  18,668  villages,  1,235  deaths  were  reported, 
giving  a  percentage  of  7,  against  3  of  the  preceding  year.  The  mean 
mortality  in  each  village  was  raised  to  4.3,  whereas  in  1902  it  was  3.4. 
The  total  number  of  cases  reported  was  8,532,  with  a  mortality  of  63 
per  cent.     In  the  preceding  year  the  percentage  was  95.     The  greatest 
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number  of  deaths  was  registered  in  April  and  May,  the  smallest  num- 
bers in  September,  October,  and  December. 

Upper  mirma, — The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cholera  reached 
2,887  (1  per  thousand  inhabitants,  against  0.02  in  1902).  The  disease 
reigned  in  all  the  districts,  but  the  districts  of  Pakokku  and  Minbu 
were  the  hardest  tried.  The  cholera  mortality  in  these  two  districts 
was,  respectively,  2.36  and  2.05  per  thousand.  The  cities  where  the 
mortality  was  the  highest  are  Minbu  (7.09),  Myingyan  (6.94),  Shwebo 
(6.23),  and  Monywa  (4.32).  At  Mandalay  there  were  79  deaths. 
Taungdwineryi  was  the  only  city  exempt.  July  and  August  were  the 
months  with  the  highest  mortality.  During  these  months  about  one- 
half  the  deaths  were  reported.  No  deaths  occurred  in  January  and 
February,  and  1  death  only  was  reported  in  March. 

MEXICO. 

ReporUfrom  Monterey — Mcyrtality, 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  September  19,  as 
follows: 

Sanitary  conditions  in  this  section  of  the  Republic  are  about  at  their 
normal.  In  the  city  of  Monterey  during  the  week  ended  September 
17  there  were  recorded  50  deaths.  The  principal  causes  of  this  mor- 
tality were  pneumonia,  organic  debility  of  infants,  tuberculosis,  and 
diseases  of  the  liver.  Only  1  death,  that  from  bilious  remittent  fever, 
is  recorded  as  having  been  due  to  a  febrile  affection  during  the  week 
under  consideration. 

ConditlonB  hetween  Monterey  and  3fonclova, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ferguson  at  Monterey  reports,  through 
Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger,  September  19,  as  follows: 

Nothing  of  sanitary  importance  has  come  to  my  attention  in  the 
district  l)etween  this  city  and  Monclova,  for  the  week  ended  Septem- 
ber 17,  1904. 

Report  from  Progreso  and  Merida — In^pettum  of  vessels — Yellow  fe  rev 

at  Merida. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports  as  follows:  Weekended 
SepU»mber  11,  1904:  Estimated  population,  8,000;  deaths  from  all 
causes,  18. 

Sanitary  conditions  only  fair;  mosquitoes  not  numerous,  the  weather 
having  Wen  dry  during  several  weeks. 

Merida  continues  to  show  several  cases  of  yellow  fever  in  the  laza- 
retto; the  generar condition  of  that  city  appears  good.

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Report  from  Tampleo-^  Increase  In  malarial  diseases  and  in  numher  of 

anopheles  mosquiUtes, 

Absistant  Surgeon  MeClintic  reports,  September  19,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  September  17,  1904.  Five  vessels  fumigated  and  cer- 
tified, as  follows:  British  steamship  CJiancelhr^  for  Galveston,  Sep- 
tember 12;  German  steamship  Cheruskia^  for  New  Orleans,  September 
14;  Austrian  steamship  Lucia^  for  Galveston,  September  14;  Nor- 
wegian steamship  Eqda^  for  Baltimore,  September  15,  and  Norwegian 
steamship  Irls^  for  Galveston,  September  17. 

The  mortuary  report  for  the  2  weeks  ended  September  17  shows  a 
total  of  45  deaths  from  all  causes,  which  is  a  death  rate  of  58  per  1,(R)0 
(estimating  the  population  at  about  20,000). 

Of  the  45  deaths,  8  were  due  to  paludism,  7  to  pernicious  fever, 
and  8  to  intermittent  fever,  which  is  a  total  of  18  deaths  attributed  to 
malaria.  This  is  a  large  increavse  over  previous  reports,  and  may  be 
considered  as  the  natural  result  of  the  great  number  of  anopfieles 
mosquitoes  that  have  infested  the  town  for  the  past  few  months. 

The  result  of  the  work  of  this  mosquito  is  more  apparent  amon^the 
laborers  of  the  Mexican  Central  Railroad  in  Dona  Cecilia,  a^*  it  is 
found  in  the  laborers'  barracks  in  great  numbers,  and,  consequently, 
a  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  suffering  with  malarial  fever. 
The  anopheles  albipes  is  practically  the  only  mosquito  found  thei'e, 
which  leaves  no  doubt  that  it  is  the  principal  agent  of  conve3'ance  of 
malaria  in  this  instance.     No  quarantinable  disease  has  been  reported. 

Report  from    Veracruz — Inspection  of  vessels — Yellow  ft-rer. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  September  14,  as  fol- 
lows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  10,  1904,  six  vessels  bound  for 
United  States  ports  were  inspected  and  granted  bills  of  health. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  37 
deaths  (59.2  per  1,000,  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes,  including  3 
from  pernicious  fev^er,  1  from  malarial  cachexia,  8  from  diseases  of 
the  gastro-intestinal  tract,  and  10  from  tuberculosis. 

Two  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported  on  September  9.  Both 
cases  occurred  among  the  occupants  of  San  Juan  d'Ulloa  fortress. 
This  fortress  continues  to  furnish  all  the  cases  of  yellow  fever  reported 
in  this  port  and  vicinity. 

The  rains  during  the  past  two  weeks  have  been  lighter  and  much 
less  frequent  than  at  any  time  since  the  beginning  of  the  miny  season, 
and  the  weather  has  been  much  warmer.  There  nas  been  recently  an 
aoparent  incretise  in  the  number  of  mosquitoes,  espeaially  of  A?fop7('^lrs 
a/^^/>^^  Theobald.  Stegoinyiafasciata  continues  fairly  abundant,  but 
the  number  is  apparentlj'  no  larger  than  it  was  during  the  greater  part 
of  the  summer.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mohr  reports,  September  14,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  September  10,  1904,  the  following  vessels 
have  cleared  for  ports  in  the  United  States  and  have  been  granted  bills 
of  health:  Norwegian  steamship  Ilarald  for  Mew  Orleans,  via  Limon, 
Septeml)er  5,  with  22  crew  and  no  passengers;  British  steamship  Bar- 
haalnn  for  New  Orleans,  via  Jamaica  and  Mexican  ports,  September 
7,  with  45  crew  and  51  passengers;  British  steamship  Cape  Conilno  for 
Philadelphia,  September  7,  with  24  crew  and  no  passengers;  American 
steamship  Finance  for  New  York,  September  7,  with  63  crew  and  89 
passengers;  Norwegian  steamship  Beacon  for  New  Orleans,  via  Bocas 
del  Toro,  September  8,  with  25  crew  and  no  passengers;  British  steam- 
ship Viscahia  for  a  port  in  the  United  States,  via  Daiquiri,  Cuba,  Sep- 
tember 10,  with  22  crew  and  no  passengers. 

Mortal Hy — Tirqyr(fved  sanitary  conditions. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  Colon  begin  to  show  some  improvement. 

There  have  been  3  deaths  during  the  period  from  Septemoer  1  to  12, 
as  follows:  1  Jamaican,  age  63,  from  fever;  I  Chinaman,  age  68,  from 
fever;  1  Panaman,  age  10  months,  from  fever. 

The  cleaning  of  lots  and  streets  and  the  drainage  of  the  many  col- 
lections of  watt»r  have  had  a  good  effect,  the  number  of  mosquitoes 
being  considerably  diminished. 

The  old  hospital  formerly  operated  by  the  French  Canal  Company 
and  for  years  used  as  a  charity  hospital  will  to-day  be  transferred  to 
the  sanitary  department  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission.  This  will 
give  the  sanitary  officials  a  better  control  of  the  situation. 

Re  port  from  Bocos  del  Titro.^  fruit  port. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Osterhout  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
September  15, 1904.  Present  officially  estimated  population  not  obtain- 
able; number  of  deaths,  2;  prevailing  diseases,  malarial  fevers;  general 
sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  surrounding  country  during  the 
week,  good.

PERSIA. 

Repm'tfrom  Teheran — Cholera  epidemic  ea'tinct, 

Vice-Consul-General  Tyler  repoits,  August  27,  as  follows: 
Before  concluding  my  weekly  reports  on  the  cholera  epidemic  I  took 
occasion  yesterday  to  make  inquiries  of  people  from  different  parts  of 
the  city,  especially  such  as  lived  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  denser  dis- 
tricts, where  the  disease  raged  with  the  greatest  malignancy.  So  far 
as  the  observations  and  connections  of  my  informants  carried  them,  I 
was  assured  that  there  was  no  sign  of  a  cholera  case  left  within  the 
walls. 

I  shall  not,  unless  there  should  be  a  recrudescence  of  the  epidemic, 
write  again  on  the  subject. 


PHILIPPINE   ISLANDS. 


Reports  from  Manila- 


-  Quaran  tinahle  disecuie^ —  In  apeetion  and  fain  i- 
gation  of  vessels. 


Chief  Quarantine  Officer  Heiser  reports  August  9,  16,  and  19  as 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  30,  1904,  the  only  quarantinable  dis- 
eases reported  in  Manila  were  6  causes  of  plague,  with  6  deaths. 

July  25,  1904,  the  steamer  Schaylkill  cleared  for  New  York,  via 
Cebu.  The  crew  and  passengers  will  be  inspected  at  the  latter  port, 
as  well  as  any  other  precautions  taken  that  may  be  necessary. 

July  25,  1904,  the  schooner  Louisiana  cleared  for  Port  Townsend. 
The  vessel  was  fumigated  with  sulphur  throughout,  and  crew  inspected 
on  board  prior  to  sailing. 

During  the  week  ended  August  6,  1904,  the  quarantinable  diseases 
reported  in  Manila  were  2  cases  of  smallpox,  with  1  death,  and  4 
cases  of  plague,  with  4  deaths. 

The  following  vessels  cleared  for  United  States  ^)orts: 

August  4,  1904,  the  American  bark  Jainei<  Xt^snuth,,  bound  for  Port 
Townsend.  The  vessel  was  fumigated  with  sulphur.  The  crew  were 
inspected  on  board  prior  to  sailing. 

August  6,  1904,  the  American  steamer  Jhjades  bound  for  Tacoma 
via  China  and  Japan  ports.  The  vessel  was  fumigated  with  sulphur. 
Over  150  rats  were  found.  Probably  many  more  will  be  found  on 
further  inspection.     The  Ilyades  is  a  vessel   of  3,753  tons  and  this 
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fumigation  is  another  illustration  that  the  size  of  the  vessel  is  no  con- 
traindication to  the  use  of  the  "pot"  method. 

The  crew  and  passengers  were  inspected  on  board  just  prior  to  sailing. 

Cholera  in  ports  of  eastern  Asm  and  in  Borneo — Danger  of  importation. 

During  the  week  ended  August  13,  1904,  1  case  of  smallpox  and 
1  death,  2  cases  of  plague  and  2  deaths  were  the  quarantinable  diseases 
reported  in  Manila. 

Cholera, 

Cholem  still  continues  present  at  all  the  ports  of  eastern  Asia  at 
which  it  was  previously  reported,  and,  in  addition,  it  has  made  its 
appearance  at  Shanghai  and  Kobe.  Its  presence  at  Kobe  is  fraught 
with  considerable  danger  to  the  Philippines  because  many  fresh  vege- 
tables are  imported  from  that  port.  The  last  shipment  which  arrived 
here  was  passed  without  question  on  the  certificate  of  Acting  Assistant 
Surgeon  Fowler  of  Kobe. 

Cholera  has  also  made  its  appearance  at  Kudat,  a  port  situated  at  the 
northeastern  corner  of  Britisn  Borneo,  which  is  onlv  about  60  miles 
from  Balabac,  a  port  of  entry  into  the  Philippines.  The  greatest  dif- 
ficulty is  being  experienced  m  breaking  up  the  smuggling  which  has 
been  going  on  in  tnat  region,  and  the  chances  of  controlling  the  situa- 
tion from  a  sanitarj^  standpoint  are  not  very  encouraging;  yet  much 
can  he  done  with  the  assistance  of  the  Army  and  the  Customs  Service. 

The  following  vessel  cleared  for  United  States  ports:  August  11, 
1904,  the  steamer  Alf  for  Boston  and  New  York.  The  vessel  was  fumi- 
gated with  sulphur  throughout.  The  crew  was  inspected  on  board  just 
prior  to  sailing. 

Report  from  lloilo — No  quarantinable  diseases — Quarantine  transac- 
tions^ Jxdy,,  190Jf, 

Assistant  Surgeon  McCoy  reports,  August  2,  as  follows: 
During  the  month  of  July  no  case  of  quarantinable  disease  has  been 
reporteaat  this  port,  nor  has  any  case  arrived  at  quarantine.  One 
vessel  was  held  from  June  for  fumigation,  particularly  to  destroy 
mosquitoes,  as  she  wa^  from  Soerabaya,  Java,  a  place  notorious  for 
malignant  malaria,  and  was  in  sand  ballast.  Anotner  vessel  was  held 
seveml  davs  pending  reply  to  telegraphic  inquiry  avS  to  a  death  at  sea. 
The  vessel  was  releaseci  when  it  was  learned  the  death  was  due  to 
tubercle.

ReporU  from  Barhadm — Inspect hm  and  furaigation  of  vessth — Ber^ 
her  I  on  hark  Bkincafrom  Delagoa  Bay — Health  of  the  island. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Ward  repoi-ts,  September  5,  12,  and  13,  as  fol- 
lows: 

On  September  1  I  fumigated  the  Norwegian  bark  Blanco,,  from  Del- 
aeoa  Bay  bound  for  Gulf  port,  Miss.,  in  sand  ballast,  with  20  crew,  1  of 
wnom  was  suffering  from  beriberi  (wet  form).  This  man  was  removed 
to  the  general  hospital  at  this  port  at  my  suggestion,  the  rest  of  the 
crew  snowing  no  signs  of  disease.  The  fumigation  of  all  the  compart- 
ments, ineluainff  the  hold,  was  done  for  the  purpose  of  killing  rats,  at 
the  request  of  the  master  and  agents. 

Durmg  the  week  ended  September  3,  1904,  I  inspected  1  steamer 
and  2  sailing  vessels,  103  steerage  passengers  and  181  crew,  of  whom 
103  steerage  passengers  were  taken  on  at  this  port.  Fifteen  certi- 
ficates of  vaccination  were  issued  to  deck  passengers  taken  on  at  Bar- 
bados for  Colon,  Republic  of  Panama. 

The  health  of  Barbados  remains  good,  and  its  climate  is  indeed 
delightful. 

No  census  has  been  taken  since  1891,  when  there  were  182,306  per- 
sons on  the  island.  The  estimated  population  for  1903  was  198,792  — 
males  89,829  and  females  108,963.  The  same  year  3,929  burials  and 
7,409  births  were  reported.  As  the  area  of  Barbados  is  only  about 
166  square  miles,  with  so  large  a  population  it  is  one  of  the  most 
thickly  populated  places  in  the  world,  some  parts  of  China  and  the 
island  of  Malta  alone  exceeding  it. 

On  September  11  I  fumigated  the  French  steamer  Admiral  I'^our!- 
chon^  from  Santos  via  Rio  de  Janeiro  for  New  Orleans,  with  a  cargo 
of  coffee,  44  crew,  all  well;  no  passengers.  On  September  12  the 
British  steamer  Ramore  Head  from  Para  in  water  ballast,  with  37 
crew,  all  well;  no  passengers. 

These  two  steamers  came  to  Barbados  especially  for  fumigation. 

During  the  week  ended  September  10, 1904, 1  inspected  5  .steamships 
and  two  sailing  vessels  bound  for  ports  in  the  United  States  with  55 
cabin  passengers,  47  {steerage,  217  crew,  and  3  stowaways.  Of  this 
number,  52  cabin  passengers,  31  steerage,  and  4  crew  were  taken  on 
at  this  port.     On  mspection,  2  persons,  wishing  to  ship  as  third-class 

Sassengery,  were  found  suffering  ^'from  a  loathsome,^'  and  from  "'a 
angerous  contagious  disease,"  respectively,  and  on  advice  were  re- 
fused passage. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  have  been  reported,  and  the  health  of  this 
island  remains  good.

ADDRESSED   TO  THE   BRITISH   COLONIES. 

Downing  Street,  Augusts,  1903, 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  my  attention  has  been 
called  to  the  gfoneral  inconvenience,  annoyance,  and  loss  caused  bv  the 

Juarantine  measures  which  have  been  enforced  by  the  various  VVest 
ndian  colonies  during  the  past  year. 

2.  A  conference  was,  as  you  are  aware,  held  in  1888  to  consider  the 
question  of  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  system  of  quarantine  through- 
out the  British  West  Indies.  This  conference,  which  was  summoned 
by  Lord  Gormanston,  then  governor  of  British  (xuiana,  took  place  in 
Demerara,  and  was  attended  by  delegates  from  all  countries  concerned. 
In  their  report  the  delegates,  while  declaring  some  system  of  quaran- 
tine to  be  necessarv,  agreed  that  it  was  desirable  to  establish  a  unifomi 
svstem  in  lieu  of  the  various  systems  then  in  existence;  but  the  diver- 
sity in  the  methods  adopted  by  the  different  governments  and  quaran- 
tine authorities  during  the  recent  epidemic  snows  that  little  progress 
in  the  desired  direction  has  been  achieved  during  the  past  tifteen  years. 

3.  It  is,  however,  not  only  the  continued  want  of  uniformity  in 
quarantine  methods  which  appears  to  demand  attention.  The  time 
has,  I  think,  also  come  when  the  West  Indian  colonies  might  with 
advantage  again  consider  how  far,  in  view  of  the  recent  developments 
of  sanitary  science,  it  mav  not  be  possible  in  the  interests  of  trade  and 
communication  to  discard  some  of  the  restrictions  which  have  been 
generally  thought  necessary  in  the  past  and  to  substitute  precautionary 
measures  of  a  different  nature. 

4.  I  have,  therefore,  to  propose  that,  if  the  various  colonies  con- 
cerned will  consent,  another  conference  on  the  subject  of  quarantine 
should  be  held  in  the  course  of  the  coming  wint<»r.  This  conference 
should,  I  think,  oh  the  groutid  of  general  convenience,  take  place  at 
Barbados,  and  I  would  suggest  that  it  should  l>e  attended  by  one  med- 
ical and  one  lay  representative  of  each  of  the  colonies  of  Jamaica. 
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Trinidad,  and  Tobago,  Barbados,  and  British  Guiana;  that  Grenada, 
St.  Vincent,  and  St.  Lucia  should  each  send  one  delegate,  one,  at  least, 
of  the  three  to  be  a  medical  man,  and  that  three,  of  whom  oue  at  least 
should  be  a  medical  man,  should  be  sent  by  the  Leeward  Islands. 

5.  If  you  concur  with  the  proposal,  you  will,  I  think,  agree  that 
the  presence  of  an  expert  selected  by  myself  on  the  advice  of  the  local 
government  board  to  attend  the  deliberations  of  the  delegates  would 
be  likely  to  promote  the  attainment  of  more  practical  results  than 
would  be  produced  by  a  conference  held  without  such  assistance,  and 
I  trust,  therefore,  that  your  Government  will  be  prepared  to  contrib- 
ute its  share  of  the  expenditure  which  will  be  necessary  to  give  effect 
to  my  suggestion.  The  president  of  the  local  government  hoard  has 
consented  to  place  the  services  of  one  of  the  board's  medical  inspectors 
at  my  disposal  for  the  purposes  of  the  proposed  conference,  on  the 
understanding  that  his  salary  at  the  rate  of  £700  per  annum  for  the 
period  of  his  absence  from  England  should  be  repaid  to  the  board  and 
that  his  travelling  and  personal  expenses  should  be  borne  by  the  colo- 
nial governments  concerned.  It  is  suggested  that  the  inspector  should 
receive  an  allowance  for  personal  expenses  at  the  rate  of  30  shillings 
a  day  while  on  land  and  10  shillings  a  day  while  on  board  ship. 

G.  It  is  considered  essential  that  the  inspector  should,  prior  to  the 
conference,  visit  the  v^arious  colonies  concerned  and  make  himself 
acquainted  with  their  local  conditions.  He  can  not,  I  understand,  be 
spared  earlier  than  some  time  in  October,  and  the  date  of  his  departure, 
which  will  be  communicated  to  you  hereafter,  must  determine  the 
date  of  the  conference,  which  presumably*  can  not  be  held  before 
January. 

I  assume  that  the  olBcer  will  be  absent  from  England  for  at  lea^^t 
four  months,  and  the  total  cost  of  the  visit,  including  all  expenses, 
may  come  to  slightly  more  than  £4  for  each  of  the  six  colonies  con- 
cerned; but  I  think  the  delegates  to  Barbados  will  be  well  repaid  if  it 
is  found  possible  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  the  annoyances  which  have 
latterl}'  given  rise  to  so  much  complaint. 

7.  I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  a  very  early  answer  to  this  dispatch.

Sir:  With  reference  to  your  dispatch  No.  96  of  May  7,  your  telegram  of  the  23d, 
and  my  telegram  of  May  27,  you  will  have  received  from  the  delegates  repre^entinjr 
the  colony  under  your  government  at  the  conference  recently  hel<i  at  Barbados  to 
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diBcu88  the  question  of  quarantine  in  the  West  Indies  copies  of  the  printed  report 
8ubmitte<l  to  nie,  together  with  the  proposed  convention  regulations  and  recom- 
mendatory resolutions  which  have  been  drawn  up. 

(2)  I  have  noted  with  great  pleasure  that  on  this  difficult  and  troublesome  subject 
the  (lelegates  to  the  conference  have  come  to  unanimous  conclusions,  and  I  am  glad 
to  read  the  cordial  acknowledgment  which  is  made  of  my  predecessor's  action  in 
convening  the  conference  and  of  the  great  assistance  which  has  been  given  by  Dr. 
Theodore  Thomson,  who  was  specially  selected  to  give  the  delegates  from  the  several 
colonies  the  benefit  of  his  expert  advice. 

(3)  I  have  now  the  honor  to  request  that  the  results  of  the  conference,  together 
with  the  inclosed  short  report  which  I  have  received  from  Doctor  Thomson,  may  be 
laid  with  this  dispat<'h  before  the  legislature  of  Barbados,  and  I  would  express  a 
strong  hope  that  the  excellent  results  of  the  work  of  the  delegates  may  be  adopted 
and  ratified  by  the  necessary  legislation.  This  course  is  clearly  in  the  interest  of 
West  Indian  trade,  and  I  hope  that  the  advantages  of  uniformity  in  quarantine  prac- 
tice may  l)e  held  to  outweigh  any  local  preference  on  one  or  other  particular  point, 
and  that  a  valuable  precedent  may  be  set  for  friendly  cooperation  among  the  West 
Indian  colonies  on  matters  which  affect  them  all  alike. 

(4)  Should  the  convention  and  regulations  be  adopted  by  the  colonies  which 
were  represented  at  the  conference,  I  shall  proceed  to  endeavor  to  obtain  the  adhesion 
of  British  Honduras,  the  Bahama  Islands,  and  Bermuda,  and  of  the  foreign  West 
Indian  colonies. 

(6^  I  would  commend  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  your  government  and 
legislature  the  recommendation  of  the  conference  for  a  central  quarantine  authority. 

(0)  1  have  read  with  interest  the  speech  which  you  delivered  on  the  occasion  of 
the  opening  of  the  conference,  and  I  appreciate  Mr.  S^pker's  services  as  president  of 
the  conference.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  visited 
the  several  British  colonies  in  the  West  Indies  and  subsequently  attended  a  confer- 
ence of  delejjates  from  these  colonies,  assembled  to  consi<ler  the  existing  quarantine 
arrangements  there  and  the  possibility  of  replacing  the  diverse  precautionary  meas- 
ures now  in  force  by  a  uniform  system  of  a  different  nature. 

I  left  England  on  the  2d  day  of  January  last  and  visited  the  following  places  in 
turn:  Jamaica,  Trinidad,  British  Guiana,  St.  Vincent,  Grenada,  St.  Kitts,  Antigua, 
Dominica,  St.  Lucia,  and  Barbados.  In  each  instance  I  made  it  my  business  to 
acquaint  myself  with  the  quarantine  measures  in  force,  with  the  sanitary  organiza- 
tion of  the  colony,  and,  in  so  far  a-  the  time  at  my  disposal  permitted,  with  its  gen- 
eral sanitary  circumstances. 

The  quarantine  system  in  the  British  West  Indian  colonies  is  open  to  grave  objec- 
titms  in  two  respects — 

( 1 )  The  measures  applie<l  in  one  colony  frequently  greatly  differ  from  those  applied 
in  another,  and  (2)  in  all  the  colonies  the  measures  applied  are  unreasonably 
stringent. 

The  want  of  uniformity  referred  to  has  recently  become  more  marked  in  conse- 
quence of  decrease  of  stringency  in  the  quarantine  regulations  of  one  or  two  colonies, 
notably  Barbados.  This  want  of  uniformity  constitutes  a  serious  embarrassment  to 
shipping,  by  reason  of  the  resulting  uncertainty  as  to  the  measures  to  which  a  vessel 
niav  be  subjected  and  as  to  the  amount  of  delay  which  may  in  consequence  ensue. 

'f  he  unreasonable  stringencv  of  the  (juarantine  measures  oi)erates  with  even  greater 
detriment  to  the  interests  of  shipping  and  of  trade  in  general  in  the  West  Indies  than 
d(Kfs  their  want  of  uniformity.  Nor  do  these  measures  constitute  the  safeguard  to 
the  public  health  which  they  are  intended  to  secure;  indeed,  they  involve  a  great 
danger  whiih,  until  of  late,' has  conmionly  been  overlooked.  Severe  quarantine 
inevitably  leads  many  meml>ers  of  the  traveling  public  to  resort,  frequently  with 
success,  to  artifices  which  may  enable  them  to  evade  the  delays,  the  restraints,  and 
the  cost  that  await  them;  and  i>ersons  who  have  successfullv  evaded  (|uarantine 
nieamires  constitute  the  greatest  possible  danger,  because  an  unknown,  and  therefore 
uncontrolled,  danger  to  the  public  health  of  the  community  to  which  they  have 
pained  entr}'.     In  recent  years  the  experience  of  all  who  have  had  large  experienr 
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in  quarantine  administration  has  increasingly  demonstrated  that  the  most  effective 
safeguard  against  the  introduction  of  infectious  disease  into  a  community  is  to  be 
found  in  the  application  of  measures  that  reduce  to  a  minimum  all  temptations  to 
attain  their  evasion. 

The  conference  of  delegates  from  the  several  colonies  commenced  it^  gittingb  at 
Barbadoes  on  the  25th  of  April  and  closed  on  the  6th  of  May.  The  results  of  its 
labors  are  embodied  in  a  report,  in  a  convention  and  quarantine  regulations  which 
♦hey  recommend  for  adoption  by  the  British  West  Indian  Colonies,  in  certain  recom- 
mendatory resolutions,  and  in  an  abstract  of  information  as  to  methods  of  disinfec- 
tion, intended  to  serve  as  a  guide  to  health  officers. 

In  drafting  the  quarantine  regulations,  the  delegates  bearing  in  mind  the  sanitary 
organization  and  circumstances  of  their  colonies,  felt  themselves  unable  to  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  measures  as  liberal  as  those  that  obtain  in  England.  Tli« 
regulations  which  they  framed,  and  which  embody  the  chief  principles  lai<l  down 
in  the  last  International  Sanitary  Convention,  resemble  in  their  main  lines  those 
that  obtain  in  some  of  our  Eastern  colonies  and  dependencies — such  as  Hongkong, 
the  Straits  Settlements,  Zanzibar,  and  Somaliland.  The  adoption  of  the  measures 
comprised  in  the  convention  and  in  the  quarantine  regulations  by  the  several  colonies, 
would  in  my  judgment,  conduce  to  more  efficient  safeguarding  of  the  public  health 
in  these  colonies  and  would '  materially  further  the  economic  welfare  of  the  British 
West  Indies. 

It  is  difficult  for  me  to  give  adequate  expression  to  my  sense  of  obligation  for  the 
uniform  and  unfailing  courtesy  and  kindness  with  which  I  was  receive<l  in  every 
colony,  and  for  the  guidance  and  help  everywhere  given  to  me  with  a  view  to  my 
gaining  a  proper  apprehension  of  the  conditions  oi  the  several  communities.

I  would  also  Express  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  consideration  and  kmdnesa 
shown  to  me  by  all  the  delegates  at  the  conference.     The  relations  thus  established 
lightened  and  rendered  pleasant  the  part  that  I  was  privileged  to  take  in  their  delib- 
erations on  subjects  frequently  complex  and  beset  with  many  difficulties.

Malarial  fever  on  British  steamship  Freshfield  from  Dakkar^  South 
Africa^  at  Santa  Rosa  Qvarantine^  Flm^ida, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  White  reports,  September  26,  as  follows: 

The  British  steamship  Freshfield  arrived  at  this  quamntine  station 
yesterday  from  Dakkar,  South  Africa,  with  9  cases  of  sickness 
aboard,  and  a  record  of  much  sickness  and  1  death  during  voyage. 

The  steamer  left  Dakkar  on  the  7th  inst.  with  clean-bflls  of  health. 

The  patients,  who  appear  to  be  suffering  from  malarial  fevers,  have 
all  been  removed  to  the  station  hospital. 

A  sample  of  the  drinking  water,  taken  in  at  Dakkar,  will  be  for- 
warded to  Sanitary  Inspector  Porter  for  analysis. 

The  steamer  is  being  thoroughly  cleaned,  fumigated,  and  put  in  a 
2^nitaty  condition  generally. 
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Transactions  on  account  of  smallpox  hi   northern  Maine^   Canadian 
border — Report  of  sanitary  worTc  in  the  Madawaska  region. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hammond  reports,  through  Surgeon 
Kalloch,  as  follows: 

Week  end^d  September  24,  1904:  Cases  of  smallpox  under  super- 
vision, 1;  previously  reported,  1;  new  cases,  none;  houses  under  quar- 
antine, 1;  houses  fumigated  during  the  week,  2;  persons  vaccinated 
during  the  week,  5;  schoolhouses  fumigated  during  the  week,  2;  miles 
of  territory  covered,  25. 

TransoAitions  on  account  of  yellow  fevei'  at  Laredo,,  Tex. 

Conditions  at  Rio  Grande  City — Ili^h  water,,  and  increase  in  namht-r 
of  mosquitoes —  Con  tin  ued  ferer. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Dashiell  reports,  September  24,  through 
Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows:

Premises  inspected,  855;  water  barrels  inspected,  463:  wat^r  barrels 
in  bad  order,  14. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  make  any  inspection  of  passengei's  at  the 
river  from  the  fact  that  with  the  receding  waters  the  landing  place 
was  continually  changing.  Quite  a  good  deal  of  crossing  has  taken 
place  during  the  week,  but  it  was  of  residents  of  this  immediate  locality 
passing  to  and  fro  looking  after  the  damage  and  conveying  assistance 
to  the  needy.  Quite  a  number  of  families  on  both  sides  of  the  river 
are  homeless  and  destitute. 

The  receding  waters  have  left  a  series  of  lagoons  along  both  sides  of 
the  river,  and  in  conse(|uence  swarms  of  mosquitoes  have  begun  to 
appear. 

The  stench  of  decaying  vegetable  matter  along  the  path  of  the  flood 
is  pretty  severe. 

Great  numbers  of  cattle  and  hogs  were  drowned  in  the  low  lands 
on  the  Mexican  side  opposite  here,  and  probably  also  some  on  the 
American  side  farther  down  the  river. 

There  are  several  cases  of  continued  fever,  three  of  which  I  have 
seen.  Two  of  these  cases,  have  been  screened,  but  the  other  patient  is 
unable  to  provide  a  mosquito  bar,  and  the  county  authorities  will  not 
furnish  one.

Report  from  denfuegos —  Inspection  of  vennela. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  McMahon  reports,  September  27,  as  fol- 
lows: During  the  week  ended  September  24,  1904,  one  vessel  was 
inspected  at  this  port  and  bill  of  health  issued  to  the  United  States. 
The  crew  of  34  were  in  good  health. 

R^porta  from  Ilahana —  Yellma  fever  on  steamship    Vigilancia  from 

Meo'ican  ports. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Echemendia  reports  September  27  and 
29  as  foUows: 

The  Ward  Line  steamer  Vigilancia^  arrived  here  from  Mexico  on 
the  19th,  brought  43  nonimmune  passengers  who  were  sent  to  the 
quarantine  station  at  Triscornia.  On  the  22d  a  high  fever  developed 
in  one  of  them  (a  Norwegian),  and  the  case  was  sent  to  Las  Animas 
Hospital  for  observation  as  suspected  yellow  fever. 

The  diagnosis  has  been  confirmed  b}^  the  commission  as  yellow  fever, 
and  all  precautions  have  been  taken  against  the  propagation  of  the 
disease  by  infection.     The  patient  is  now  convalescing. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  make  a  special  report  to  the  Bureau,  showing 
that  there  is  still  danger  of  infection  from  Mexican  ports. 

Note:  History  of  previous  yellow  fever  infection  on  steamship  Vigilancia. 

On  AufTUst  4,  1902,  at  Habana  from  Veracruz.  One  case  yellow  fever  removed 
from  Viaihncia  to  I>as  Animas  Hospital.     Death  occurred  Auj?ust  5. 

On  Jnly  8,  1903,  at  Habana  from  Progreso.  One  case  landed  July  7,  transferred 
from  his  borne  to  Las  Animas  Hospital,  was  officially  declared  yellow  fever  by  the 
commission.    Death  occurred  Julv  13.

Mortality  in  Hahana  for  the  month  of  May^  190^ — Infant  mortality. 

The  following  is  received  from  Minister  Squiers,  under  date  of 
September  13: 

The  total  mortality  in  the  district  of  Habana  during  the  month  of 
May,  1904,  amounted  to  478,  37  less  than  in  the  preceding  thirty -one 
days,  but  27  more  than  in  May,  1903.  The  daily  average  is  equivalent 
to  the  annual  death  rate  of  20.58  per  thousand  of  population.  Enter- 
itis and  nervous  diseases  caused  some  of  the  increase  of  deaths  in 
May,  1904,  compared  with  the  same  month  last  year.  The  pre^nt 
year,  however,  shows  a  decrease  in  deaths  from  tuberculosis  and 
enteric  fever.  Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  rose  from  70 
to  131.  This  sudden  rise  in  infant  mortality  has  caused  an  investi- 
gation to  be  made  on  the  subject  by  the  sanitary  department,  and, 
although  the  result  is  not  as  yet  known,  the  cause  for  sjiid  mortality 
will  be  found  in  the  lack  of  good  milk  and  overwork  of  the  young 
mothers. 

The  health  of  the  rest  of  the  island  continues  good. 

Seventy  municipalities  report  1,984  deaths,  corresponding  to  the  low 
annual  death  rate  of  16.42  per  thousand  of  population. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  either  occurred  on  the  island  or  were 
imported  during  that  month.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  September  26,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  24,  1904,  bills  of  health  were 
issued  to  8  vessels  leaving  for  ports  in  the  United  States  in  good 
sanitary  condition. 

The  only  contagious  disease  reported  during  the  past  week  has  been 
1  case  of  enteric  fever.  As  yet  no  effort  has  been  made  to  improve 
the  unsatisfactory  sanitary  condition  of  the  city. 

The  Cuban  quarantine  service  is  now  building  a  new  wooden  frame 
to  remove  the  shore  disinfecting  plant  from  its  present  site.  The  new 
installment  will  now  be  located  to  the  north  of  the  office  building, 
having  larger  capacity,  and  within  a  few  yards  from  the  water  front.

Report  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  countries. 
Consul-General  Mason  reports,  September  16,  1904,  as  follows: 

Plague. 

Turkei/. — In  Smyrna  on  September  5  and  7  there  were  registered  2 
eases  of  plague. 

Egypt. — During  the  week  ended  September  2  there  were  registered 
in  Egypt  6  fresh  cases  of  plague  (and  4  deaths),  namely:  5  eases  (3 
deaths)  in  Alexandria,  and  1  case  (1  death)  in  the  district  of  Achmun. 

Japan. — During  the  month  of  June  there  occurred  in  Formosa  433 
cases  of  plague  (with  329  deaths),  of  which  296  cases  (218  deaths) 
occurred  m  Tainan;  61  cases  (53  deaths)  in  Ensuiko;  31  cases  (22 
deaths)  in  Taipeh;  30  cases  (22  deaths)  in  Kagi;  7  cases  (6  deaths)  in 
Toroku.  The  total  number  of  plague  cases  registered  in  Formosa 
during  the  first  half  of  the  current  year  amounted  to  3,991  (with  2,821 
deaths). 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  othet^  cities. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  September  3  was  a  little 
lower  than  that  of  the  foregoing  week,  amounting  to  18.3  per  thousand 
of  the  population,  thus  bemg,  however,  higher  than  the  rate  for  the 
same  weeTk  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  16.9  per  thousand. 

Two-thirds  of  the  large  German  towns  and  cities  showed  less  favor 
able  health  conditions  than  Berlin.  The  following  places  had  a  consid- 
erablv  higher  death  rate  than  this  city,  viz:  Munich,  Dresden,  Bremen, 
Magdeburg,  Hanover,  KOnigsberg,  Breslau,  Leipzig,  llalle,  Bruns- 
wicK,  Cologne,  Nuremberg,  and  Rixdorf  (with  28.2).  On  the  other 
hand,  the  following  cities  showed  more  favorable  figures  than  Berlin, 
namely:  Hamburg,  Stuttgart,  Frankfoit  on  the  Main,  Cassel,  Chariot- 
tenburg  (with  13.4),  SchOneberg  (with  the  minimum,  9.6),  as  well  as 
London,  Paris,  and  Vienna.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  in 
Berlin  was  confined  exclusively  to  children  in  the  first  year  of  life,  a 
slight  increase  in  the  mortality  being  noted  among  the  higher-age 
classes.  The  mortality  rate  among  infants  amounted  to  8.1  per  year 
and  thousand,  this  being  lower  than  the  Munich  and  Leipzig  rate,  but 
somewhat  higher  than  the  Hamburg  figure.  Acute  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  organs  caused  33  deaths,  while  acute  diseases  of  the  intes- 
tines claimed  234  victims;  98  infants  succumbed  to  cholerine.  Fur- 
thermore, there  were  registered  76  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis, 
86  deaths  from  cancer,  13  deaths  from  scarlet  /ever,  6  aeaths  from 
measles,  5  deaths  from  enteric  fever,  4  deaths  from  diphtheria. 
Finally  4  persons  died  b}'  violence.

Conditions  and  transactions  from  Jidy  1  to  September  lo^  190 J^, 

The  conditions,  as  a  whole,  remain  the  same  as  stated  in  the  general 
report  for  the  period  ended  June  30,  1904. 

Since  the  early  part  of  August  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
tonnage  of  this  port  in  conseouence  of  the  starting  of  a  third  line  of 
steamers  in  the  fruit  trade.  The  statistics  are:  Vessels  inspected  31, 
disinfected  none;  crews  (number  of)  inspected  558,  vaccinated  none; 
passengers  inspected  26,  vaccinated  none;  baggage  (pieces)  inspected 
43,  disinfected  none;  aliens  inspected  11,  rejected  none. 
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Health  ofcretm, — The  geneml  health  of  the  crews  ha-s  been  very 
good.  There  have  been  one  or  two  cases  of  minor  ailments,  and 
recentl}^  1  case  of  measles,  but  nothing  of  a  severe  or  suspicious 
character. 

Mosquitoes  on  vesseh. — These  are  seldom,  if  ever,  present. 

Passenger  traj^e, — Occasionally  a  few  passengers  have  embarked  on 
the  ships  entering  Mobile,  and  one  or  two  by  those  entering  New 
Orleans,  but  such  traffic  is,  at  best,  limited.  In  no  case  has  the  health  of 
the  applicants  been  doubtful. 

Inspection  of  aliens. — There  has  been  no  case  where  it  has  been 
necessary  to  give  an  adverse  report. 

Health  conditions  of  port.— Fvom  a  quarantinable  standpoint,  the 
sanitary  condition  has  been  uniformly  good.  During  the  past  two 
months  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
malaria,  with  a  small  rise  in  the  percentage  of  cases  of  the  severer 
types;  also  a  small  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  d^^sentery. 

Zocal  sanitatimi. — During  the  past  two  months  there  has  been  a 
decided  improvement  in  the  method  of  collecting  the  refuse,  and  the 
streets  are  now  kept  reasonably  free  from  same. 

Adjacent  territorif. — There  have  been  no  report**  of  any  disease  of 
unusual  character  along  the  coast  or  at  the  bav  islands. 

Quarantine. — On  July  29,  and  August  7  and  12,  special  certificates 
were  withheld  from  the  bills  of  health  of  the  steamships  Managua  and 
Colomhiii  for  refusal  to  carry  subinspectors  on  vessel. 

On  August  12  a  cablegram  was  received  from  the  Surgeon-General, 
directing  the  nomination  and  placing  on  duty  of  such  inspectors,  ana 
the  notifying  of  the  agents  that  the  Treasury  regulation  demanding 
quarantine  certificates  would  be  strictly  enforced.  These  instructions 
were  immediately  carried  into  effect. 

Since  that  date  there  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  observance  of 
the  regulations.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  September  1,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  27,  1904,  bill  of  health  was  issued 
to  the  steamship  Bucrania^  bound  for  Boston  and  New  York,  with  a 
total  crew  of  50.  The  effects  of  lascars  were  disinfected  and  fumi- 
gated, and  mt  guards  were  kept  on  wharf  lines  while  the  vessel  lay  at 
dock. 
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During  the  week  ended  August  27,  1904,  there  were  4  deaths  from 
cholera  and  5  deaths  from  plague  in  Calcutta. 

In  Bengal  during  the  week  ended  August  20,  1904,  there  were  395 
oases  and  338  deaths  from  plague. 

In  India  during  the  week  ended  August  13,  1904,  there  were  8,199 
oases  and  5,849  deaths  from  plague. 

Famine  in  Guzerat, 

The  prospects  of  famine  in  Guzerat  are  reported  to  be  more  and 
more  gloom^^  as  the  days  go  by  and  prices  of  food  grain  are  constantly 
increasing.  Fodder  has  become  so  scarce  in  several  of  the  districts 
that  arrangements  are  being  made  to  transport  cattle  to  other  places 
where  sufficient  pasturage  may  be  foiyid.  There  are  already  signs 
of  distress  among  the  farming  class,  who  are  daily  looking  for  the 
announcement  of  famine  and  the  opening  of  relief  works.  Water  is 
running  short  in  ponds  and  wells  and  a  water  famine  is  also  threatening. 

News  from  Broach,  dated  August  28,  states  that  ''the  district  is 

Eassing  through  a  most  anxious  time.     All  hope  of  better  prospects 
as  been  abandoned  and  it  has  been  arranged  to  open  relief  works  as 
an  experimental  measure  from  the  beginning  of  next  month." 

Choleraic  disease  among  children  in  the  Bhul  Valley, 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  a  Kulu  correspondent  writes  to 
one  of  the  local  papers  that  "for  the  past  two  months  what  seems  a 
choleraic  disease  has  been  rife  in  the  Bhul  Valley,  the  most  southerlv 
part  of  Mundi  on  the  Suket  border.  The  disease  did  not  seem  to  attack 
adults,  but  children  only,  of  whom  about  50  have  died."  No  further 
particulars  ftre  available.  Cholera  itself  in  Kulu  is  re|x>rted  to  be 
responsible  for  40  deaths  out  of  63  cases  observed.  Despite  the  care- 
lessness of  the  people,  it  is  now  on  the  decrease,  having  been  stamped 
out  by  timely  care  and  disinfection  in  Sultanpur,  where  it  first  appeared. 
No  fresh  cases  are  reported,  save  in  one  village,  from  the  infectea  places 
of  Koies.  The  assistant  surgeon  visited  every  village  in  Koies  and 
explained  to  the  villagers  the  benefits  and  importance  of  disinfection 
^nd  the  necessity  of  sanitary  measures. 

Cholera^  ])lagn^.^  and  smallpax  during  the  year  1903. 

I  extract  the  following  from  the  report  for  the  year  1903  of  Dr.  J.  N. 
Cook,  health  officer  of  Calcutta:  The  death  rate  is  high — 35.1  per 
1,000 — the  excessive  mortality  from  plague  being  largely  responsible 
for  its  magnitude.  If  the  plague  mortality  be  subtracted  from  the 
total,  the  figure  is  reduced  to  25.4,  which,  is  a  very  moderate  rate  for 
Calcutta,  the  mean  of  the  preceding  five  years,  all  cases  included, 
being  34.1.

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Doctor  Cook,  in  his  comments  upon  cholera,  the  returns  from  which 
were  rather  heavy  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  points  out  that 
very  little  can  be  done  to  mitigate  it,  as  it  is  largely  introduced  by 
pilgrims  from  outside.  Especially  is  this  true  of  those  to  the  Kalighat 
Temple.  The  pilgrims  bathe  in,  defecate  alongside  of,  and  drink  the 
water  from  Tolly's  Nullah,  a  sluggish  canal  near  the  Kalighat  Temple. 
The  water  of  the  Nullah  is  very  impure,  and  has  frequently  been 
found  to  contain  the  cholera  bacilli.  Doctor  ('ook  suggests  that  ''  the 
obvious  measures  are  the  improvement  of  the  Nullan  by  diverting 
drainage  and  patrolling  the  banks  in  the  early  morning  to  prevent  the 
commission  of  nuisance.  The  devotees  who  bathe  in  the  water  and 
drink  it  will  continue  to  do  so  until  the  gradual  spread  of  education 
ex)nvince8  them  that  they  can  serve  gods  equally  well  without  risking 
their  lives  by  drinking  diluted  sewage."  The  filtered  water  of  the  city 
is  a  wholesome  water,  containing  no  free  ammonia  nor  nitrates,  no 
••'b.  typho-abdominalis,  b.  entertides  sporogenes,  nor  comma  bacilli." 
The  only  unsatisfactorv  feature  of  it  was  tne  presence  of  bacteria  of 
the  colon  group,  whicn  were  found  in  every  examination.  Bacterial 
counts  were  generally  below  100  per  1  cc. 

Doctor  Cook  makes  an  interesting  point  when  he  notes  that  the 
mortality  from  smallpox  was  low,  as  tnere  is  a  more  or  less  marked 
cycle  in  Calcutta  extending  over  about  five  years,  and  we  are  at  present 
in  the  period  of  comparative  quiescence.

Infectious  dueases  in  Italy. 

For  the  week  ended  September  16,  1904,  the  following  is  the  status 
of  infectious  disease  in  Italy: 

Measles. — An  epidemic  prevailing  in  Roccagorga  (Rome)  since  July 
last  has  claimed  more  than  100  victims  in  a  population  of  2,000.  It  is 
now  reported  that  the  number  of  cases  is  considerably  lessening. 
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Scarlatina, — A  few  cases  are  reported  in  Milan  and  Berpamo. 

Enteric  fever, — Cases  are  reported  in  Rome,  Milan,  and  in  the 
provinces  in  which  these  cities  are  situated,  in  Taviano  (Lecce),  Ca^^ 
tellammare  Adriatico  (Teramo),  in  Chianni,  Capannoli,  Palaia  (Pisa). 
Catanzaro,  S.  Martino  dell'Argine  (Mantova),  Catania,  and  in  the 
provinces  of  Arezzo  and  Bergamo. 

Diphtheria, — There  are  a  few  cases  in  Rome,  Milan,  and  Catania, 
and  57  cases  in  the  province  of  Arezzo. 

Smallpox, — Some  cases  are  reported  in  Palermo  and  in  the  province 
of  Potenza,  and  1  case  in  Caltanisetta. 

Mortality  in  Palermo. 

Palermo  (month  of  June,  1904). — Estimated  population,  319,235. 
Total  number  of  deaths,  554,  incluaing  smallpox,  1;  measles,  7;  enteric 
fever,  5;  diphtheria,  2;  whooping  cough,  2,  and  tuberculosis  of  lungs, 
44.     Annual  death  rate  per  thousand,  20.82. 

The  campaign  against  malaria  in  the  Roman  Campagna. 

During  the  antimalarial  campaign  that  the  Italian  Red  Cross  organ- 
ization is  making  in  the  Roman  Campagna,  there  were  in  the  month  of 
July,  1904, 180  relapses  of  malarial  fever  and  55  prinlary  cases  among 
8,164  individuals  to  whom  quinine  was  distributed.  July  is  the  mont£ 
in  which  the  di^nsity  of  population  in  the  Roman  Campagna  is  at  the 
maximum.  The  180  relapsing  cases  were  old  sufferers  from  malaria 
who  are  under  treatment  only  during  their  sojourn  in  the  Campi^gna 
and  who,  returning  to  their  native  places,  discontinue  treatment.  The 
52  primary  cases,  considering  the  large  number  of  persons  to  whom 
quinine  was  administered,  represent  a  low  figure.  This  is  especially 
notable  this  year  because,  since  the  beginning  of  the  season,  malaria 
has  been  present  in  a  grave  form.  There  were  103  examinations  of 
blood  maae  with  49  negative  results,  5  of  which  were  in  persons  affected 
with  enteric  fever. 

Mohammedan  piljrimage  to  the  Hedjaz. 

The  accounts  published  by  the  sanitary  board  of  Alexandria  (Con- 
seil  Maritime  etQuarantenaire)  of  the  Mohammedan  pilgrims  to  Mecca 
for  the  year  1904  indicate  that  on  February  26,  the  day  of  the  Wakfeh, 
namely,  the  eve  of  the  feast,  200,000  pilgrims  were  assembled  on 
Mount  Arafat,  the  granite  hill  15  miles  east  of  Mecca.  Of  these, 
76,000  arrived  by  sea,  landing  at  Djedda  and  Yambo,  and  124,000 
arrived  by  land.  Among  the  pilgrims  and  the  inhabitants  of  Mecca 
there  have  been,  it  is  stated,  some  cases  of  smallpox,  enteric  fever,  and 
malarial  fever,  but  no  eases  of  other  infectious  or  contagious  diseases. 
The  health  conditions  in  the  quarantine  camp  of  Djebel-Tor  were  very 
satisfactory.  Out  of  29,964  pilgrims  disembarked  there  on  the  return 
voyage  (pilgrims  from  the  north — Egyptians,  Barbars,  Syrians,  Turks, 
Persians,  etc.),  248  entered  the  hospital  with  the  following  result: 
Gastro-intestinal  diseases,  88  cases  ana  45  deaths;  surgical  diseases,  79 
cases  and  6  deaths;  smallpox,  6  cases  and  1  death;  and  common  diseases, 
75  cases  and  27  deaths,  so  that  among  248  cases  of  sickness  there  were 
79  deaths. 

The  pilgrims  were  held  in  quarantine  not  longer  than  3  or  4  days, 
for  the  purpose  of  medical  inspection  and  thorough  disinfection  of 
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soiled  linen  and  clothing.  Some  hundreds  of  pilgrims  (Sudanese  and 
Abyssinians),  after  having  crossed  the  Red  Sea  on  board  sambouks, 
l&nded  at  Suakin  and  were  held  in  quarantine.  Their  effects  were  dis- 
infected there  before  the  pilgrims  received  free  pratique.  Sambouks 
^re  small  ships  used  for  trade  and  fishing  by  the  Arabs  in  the  Red  Sea. 
Hy  reason  of  the  small  expense  such  vessels  are  frequently  preferred 
by  pilgrims  for  short  voyages. 

Bubonic  plague  in  East  Africa, 

It  is  stated  in  official  notifications  of  the  German  Government  that 
in  the  neighborhood  of  the  military'  station  of  Tringa,  German  East 
A>f ric^a,  30  days'  march  from  the  coast,  there  have  been  noticed  since 
Jtsoveniber  last  among  the   natives  several   suspect  cases  of  plague, 
'w^hieh  after  two  or  three  days  proved  fatal.     Tne  disease  was  named 
by  the  natives  ^^kyambafou."     It  was  charai*terized  bv  painful  swell- 
ings in  the  groin,  in  the  neck,  and  in  the  armpits.     Great  mortality 
ninon^  rats  in  the  dwellings  preceded  the  disease.     The  natives  declare 
that  the  disease  has  appeared  every  year  during  the  rainv  season; 
hence  it  may  be  considered  not  as  an  importation,  but  as  due  to  an 
endemic  focus  of  plague  existing  for  a  long  time.     Together  with 
bubonic  cases  there  have  also  been  pneumonia  cases,  chiefly  in  the 
seat  of  the  Catholic  mission  of  Tosamaganga,  two  and  a  half  hours' 
march    from    Tringa,    where   in   the   beginning  of    February   three 
monks,  among  others,  were  taken  ill. 

At  Tringa  and  Old  Tringa,  from  January  to  the  beginning  of  March, 
there  were  47  cases  and  41  deaths:  of  the.se  4  cases  and  2  deaths  wei*e 
among'  Europeans.  The  bacteriological  examination  confirmed  the 
iiiap'nosis  of  plague.  To  prevent  the  spread  of  the  epidemic  the  patients 
and  suspects  were  isolated,  and  all  infected  things  and  dwellings  either 
disinfected  or  burned.  Plague  corpses  were  interred  with  due  pre- 
cautionary measures  or  burned.  At  each  communication  route  guards 
have  been  appointed  to  stop  caravans  going  out  of  the  country,  and 
to  subject  them  to  11  days'  quarantine.  The  caravans  were  also 
directed  to  expose  their  clothing  and  linen  for  a  certain  time  to  the 
sun.  On  March  15  the  epidemic  was  diminishing,  and  since  that  time 
no  further  information  has  been  received. 

L^projey  in  Trinidad. 

The  Italian  consul  at  Port  of  Spain  reports  to  his  Government  that 
local  ofiicial  statistics  show  that  the  numl>er  of  lepc*rs  in  the  leper 
asylum,  Port  of  Spain,  on  March  81,  ll>i>3,  was  317.  During  the 
twelve  months  ended  March  31,  IVHH,  thei*e  were  ^5  admissions;  45 
inmates  died  during  the  same  period  and  44  were  dL^charged,  leaving 
313  under  treatment,  Marcli  31,  11h>4. 

In  Trinidad,  during  the  year  ended  March  31,  11^*4,  2^1  meetings  of 
the  quarantine  authorities  were  held,  and  1,710  ve>^U,  with  crews 
numberihg  8,020  persons  and  with  S,712  pas^^ngen*.  were  placed 
under  quarantine  ol^»ervation. 

Bn^Mjuir  jJa^tf  in  Turlt^y. 

Two  suspicious  i*ascs  of  bulionic  plague  were  report f*d  at  Smyrna, 
September  5  and  7.     One  ca>e  died  and  the  diagnosis  of  buV>onic  plague 
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was  confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination.  By  order  of  the  sani 
tary  authorities,  all  vessels  leaving  Smyrna  are  subject  to  medical 
inspection  and  disinfection. 

Asiatic  chol^a  in  Turkey. 

During  the  week  ended  August  13, 1904,  in  the  vilayets  of  Bagdad, 
Basso ra,  and  Mossul,  there  were  reported  361  fresh  cases  of  Asiatic 
cholera  and  363  deaths  (among  these  and  previous  cases). 

Ankylostomiasis  in  Germany. 

There  were  registered  in  the  mining  district  of  Arnsberg,  Prussia^ 
2,383  cases  of  ankylostomiasis  during  the  period  from  March  3  to 
July  27,  1904. 

MEXICX). 

Report  from  Monterey — Decrease  in  mortality. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  September  26,  as 
follows: 

Nothing  of  special  sanitary  interest  has  occurred  during  the  week 
ended  September  24,  1904.  In  Monterey  the  comparatively  low  mor- 
tality continues.  During  the  7  days  under  consideration  there  were 
recorded  in  all  47  deaths.  The  lowering  in  the  mortality  is  almost 
altogether  due  to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  disturb- 
ances of  the  gastro  intestinal  tract  in  children. 

Repoi'tfrom  Progreso  and  Merida — Inspection  of  vessels —  Yellmc  fever 

at  Merida, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
September  24,  1904:  Estimated  population,  8.000;  deaths  from  aU 
causes,  11.  Sanitary  conditions  fair;  weather  not  and  dry,  with  but 
one  rain  shower  during  the  past  month.  Mosquitoes,  however,  are  very 
few. 

Merida  presents  fair  sanitarv  condition,  but  still  reports  continuance 
of  yellow  fever.  All  cases  or  fever  the  nature  of  which  is  undeter- 
mined are  sent  at  once  to  lazaretto  or  properly  isolated.

Reports  from  Veracruz — Inspection  of  vessels — Yellow  fever. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  September  21  and  28, 
as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  17,  1904,  5  vessels  bound  for 
United  States  ports  were  inspected  and  granted  bills  of  health. 
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During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  38 
deaths  (60.8  per  1,000  annual  d^th  rate)  from  all  causes,  including  4 
from  pernicious  fever,  3  from  remittent  fever,  4  from  diseases  of  the 
gastro-intestinal  tract,  and  7  from  tuberculosis. 

One  new  case  of  yellow  fever  was  reported  on  September  12.  The 
case  occurred  among  the  occupants  of  ban  Juan  d'Ulloa  fortress. 

During  the  week  ended  September  24,  1904,  five  vessels  bound  for 
United  States  ports  were  inspected  and  granted  bills  of  health.  The 
following  vessels  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxide  and  given  cer- 
tificates: September  20,  Norwegian  steamshij)  Oalveston^  hound  for 
Sabine  Pass;  September  20,  British  steamship  Kassala^  bound  for 
Mobile. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  30 
deaths  (48  per  1,000,  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes,  including  2 
from  remittent  fever,  6  fl'om  pernicious  fever,  3  from  malarial  cach- 
exia, 3  from  diseases  of  the  gastro-intestinal  tract,  and  4  from  tubercu- 
losis. 

No  cases  of  yellow  fever  or  of  other  quarantinable  disease  were 
reported  in  the  port  or  vicinity  during  the  week.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Frick  reports,  September  10  and  17,  a« 
follows: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following  sanitary  report  for  the 
week  ended  September  10,  1904.  There  has  been  1  deatn  from  per* 
nicious  fever  with  other  similar  cases  during  the  week.  These  I  hare 
been  unable  to  see,  but  consider  them  suspicious  of  yellow  fever. 

The  pernicious  fever  reported  as  being  present  in  La  Guaira  Ia>t 
week  is  certainly  yellow  fever.  How  many  deaths  there  have  been* 
how  many  cases  there  are  now,  and  how  long  it  has  existed  in  the  city 
proper,  I  am  unable  to  find  out,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  peopk 
are  somewtiat  excited  and  hence  it  may  l)e  justly  concluded,  I  think, 
that  it  is  unusually  prevalent.  In  my  opinion  there  have  l>een  at  l^^mA 
25  cases  of  yellow  fever  in  I^a  (iuaira  recently,  almost  all  of  then 
among  children.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hammond  reports,  through  Surgeon 
Kalloch,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  October  1,  1904:  Cases  of  smallpox  under  super- 
vision, 0;  eases  discharged  during  week,  1;  houses  under  quarantine, 
0;  houses  disinfected  during  week,  1;  persons  vaccinated  during  week, 
6;  miles  of  territory  covert,  B8. 
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Transactions  on  accmint  of  yellow  fever  at  La/redo^  Tex. —  CotuJitioht 
at  Rio  Grande  City — Inspection  at  river  crossings — Case  of  iut^- 
wittent  fever. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Dashiell  reports,  September  30,  through 
Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Richardson,  as  follows: 

Transactions  for  week  ended  September  30, 1904:  Houses  inspected, 
315;  water  barrels  inspected,  470;  water  barrels  with  '' wigglers,''  13. 

No  record  has  been  kept  of  passengers  crossing  during  the  week. 
Owing  to  the  condition  of  the  river,  boats  could  not  select  any  par- 
ticular landing  on  account  of  mud  and  water  in  the  river  bottoms. 

Considei-able  traffic  has  gone  on,  but  mostly  of  residents  of  tbe 
Mexican  side  coming  over  for  supplies,  returning  the  same  day. 
About  eight  or  ten  Americans  have  crossed  over,  going  to  their  home* 
after  completion  of  their  work  on  the  Mexican  National  Railway. 

A  number  of  Mexican  laborers  have  also  crossed  over,  looking  for 
work,  but  my  inspector  has  been  looking  after  them,  and  we  sent  one 
family  back,  as  it  had  two  sick  with  intermittent  fever. 

I  have  found  a  case  of  intermittent  fever  in  a  resident,  and  my 
diagnosis  has  been  confirmed  under  the  microscope  by  the  army  sur- 
geon at  Fort  Ringgold. 

There  have  been  3  deaths  here  in  the  last  two  weeks,  but  none  from 
acute  diseases. 

The  Mexican  consul  at  this  place  returned  to-day  from  a  trip  to 
Camargo,  and  reports  quite  a  little  sickness  at  that  place,  presumably 
malaria,  though  tnere  is  no  regular  physician  there  to  make  diagnc^e^.

The  Monthly  Bulletin  says: 

The  number  of  deaths  this  month  is  about  1,000  less  than  were  reported  in  July, 
and  the  death  rate  has  fallen  from  18.5  to  17.  This  is  customary;  the  averajre  of 
pa«t  years  shows  that  about  800  fewer  deaths  occur  in  August  than  in  July,  the  latter 
navine  a  pretty  uniform  mortality  of  11,500  and  the  former  of  10,700,  which  is 
exceeded  this  month  by  about  400,  while  the  July  mortality  was  also  excessive  to  a 
like  degree. 

The  aecTease  from  last  month  is  in  the  urban  mortality.  In  five  large  cities  of 
over  100,000  population  there  were  this  month  7,000  deaths  against  8,100  in  July,  and 
the  city  of  New  York  reports  1,000  fewer  deaths  than  in  July.    The  urban  rate  of 
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mortality,  inclading  all  cities  above  20,000  population,  was  20.7  last  month  agaiiA 
17.5  this  month.  The  rural  death  rate,  includmg  the  rest  of  the  State,  was,  on  the 
other  hand,  14  last  month  against  15  this.  In  rural  towns  (noted  as  **  rest  of  district" 
in  the  Bulletin)  there  were  1,900  deaths  in  Julv  and  2,100  in  August. 

The  infant  mortality  shows  a  more  marked  decrease,  there  being  nearly  600  few« 
deaths  under  1  year  of  age  and  1,800  fewer  between  1  and  5  years  of  age.  In  July. 
53  per  cent  of  the  decedents  were  under  5  years  of  age,  a  rate  of  childhood  mortality 
seldom  reached;  this  month  it  is  37  per  cent.  In  five  lai^  cities  there  were  the 
month  but  3,000  deaths  under  5  years  of  age  against  5,400  in  July,  and  in  the  dties 
of  over  20,000  population  the  death  rate  per  thousand  population  of  decedents  under 
5  years  of  age  is  7.6  against  13.3  in  July.  In  rural  towns,  however,  this  month's 
death  rate  at  this  age  is  3  per  thousand  population  against  2  in  July. 

The  diarrheal  mortality  this  month  is  500  less  than  in  July.  The  record  this  yeir 
is  of  deaths  from  this  cause  occurring  under  5  years  of  a^,  but  the  number  the 
month  is  about  the  average  for  the  past  five  years  of  acute  diarrheal  mortality  at  ail 
ages,  and  150  less  than  for  the  past  twenty  years,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the 'month 
of  July.  In  July  20.5  per  cent  of  the  mortality  was  diarrheal,  and  in  the  last  twenty 
years  23.5  per  cent;  in  August,  18  per  cent  and  20  per  cent,  respectively.  Outsider 
New  York  City  there  were  165  deaths  reported  from  acute  diarrheal  diseases  occnr- 
ring  above  the  age  of  5  years,  and  100  in  July.  This  would  indicate  that  diarrheal 
deaths  this  year  nave  been  below  the  average  of  past  years. 

The  deaths  reported  from  acute  diarrheal  diseases  above  the  age  of  5  years  were 
at  least  80  per  cent  of  them  at  an  age  past  60  years,  the  average  age  being  68.  It  is  a 
common  cause  of  death  at  old  age.  Relatively  they  constituted  about  the  same  mor- 
tality both  in  cities  and  rural  towns,  4  deaths  per  100,000  population.  Of  150  deaths, 
60  were  reported  as  from  dysentery,  60  from  enteritis  and  cholera  morbus,  and  30 
from  simple  diarrhea.  From  dysentery  no  more  than  one  or  two  deaths  in  a  single 
locality  are  reported  save  the  Long  Island  State  Hospital,  which  reports  12  deatl^ 
from  acute  catarrhal  or  diphtheritic  dysentery.  In  many  cases  no  doubt  the  term  is 
used  indifferently  with  simple  inflammatory  diarrhea.  Dysentery  is  given  as  the 
cause  of  death  in  15  out  of  500  deaths  under  5  years  of  a^.  More  than  naif  of  these 
500  deaths  were  given  as  from  cholera  infantum.  This  term  is  likewise  withoat 
doubt  loosely  used,  but  is  a  chosen  name  of  the  medical  profession  for  infantile  death* 
from  diarrheal  disease. 

Inflammatory  diarrhea,  that  is,  gastro-enteritis,  entero-colitis,  and  the  like,  caused 
a  large  part  of  the  remainder  of  these  deaths  under  5  vears,  50  being  returned 
from  diarrhea  without  definition.  More  than  four-fifths  of  t'he  deaths  occurred  under 
the  age  of  1  year,  only  75  of  the  500  being  between  1  and  5  years.  The  duration 
of  sickness  was  given  as  from  one  to  twenty-one  days  and  without  distinction  as 
between  these  from  cholera  infantum  and  from  entero-ccSlitis,  the  latter  averaging 
a  little  longer  in  the  entire  number  reported.  Those  given  as  from  dvsenterj-  were 
from  three  to  seven  days'  duration.  Of  attendant  conditions,  meningitis  is  reported 
in  25  cases  as  secondary,  and  in  many  cases  dentition,  indigestion,  and  improper 
food  is  given  as  a  cause  or  complication.  Marasmus  and  malnutrition  is  a  com- 
monly reported  attendant  on  cases  of  longer  duration. 

July  is  the  month  of  highast  diarrheal  mortality  only  in  the  large  cities.  The 
rural  rate  is  highest  in  August.  In  the  maritime  district  27  per  cent  of  the  deaths 
in  July  were  from  diarrheal  diseases,  while  for  the  rest  of  the  State  it  was  8  percent, 
and  in  rural  districts  3  to  4  per  cent.  In  August  the  maritime  percentage?  has 
fallen  to  20  and  all  the  other  districts  have  increased,  with  an  average  of  12.  In 
rural  towns  the  August  diarrheal  mortality  is  double  that  of  July.  This  relative 
incidence  of  diarrheal  mortality,  as  of  infantile,  will  as  heretofore  doubtless  continue 
in  Septeml>er.

Report  from  Cape  Colony — Plague — Examination  for  pldg^i/^-in/ed^ 

rodents. 

Colonial  Secretary's  Offic?k, 
Cape  Tovm^  Cape  of  Good  Hope^  September  o,  190\. 
The  following  report  by  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  col- 
ony on  the  state  of  tne  outbreak  of  bubonic  plague  in  the  Cape  Colony 
for  the  week  ended  September  3,  1904,  is  published  for  general  infor- 
mation.

Port  Elizabeth. — No  case  of  piaffe  was  discovered  during  the  week.  At  the  plague 
hospital,  1  patient  was  discharged.    Three  cases  remain  under  treatment. 

Ninety-eight  rats  (10  found  dead)  and  129  mice  (22  foimd  dead)  were  bacteriologi- 
cally  examined  during  the  week,  of  which  11  rats  and  21  mice  proved  to  be  plague 
infected. 

East  Lonchn. — Plague-infected  rodents  continued  to  be  found  in  the  town  daring 
the  week. 

CAPE  TOWN. 

Harbor  board  area  and  shppinp  in  harbor, — Two  hundred  and  seventeen  rodentB 
were  examined;  no  plague  infection  was  discovered. 

Cape  Tovm  municipal  area. — Four  hundred  and  fort^-two  rodents  were  examined  by 
the  medical  oflScer  of  health  for  the  city;  no  plague  infection  was  discovered. 
Other  districts. — No  plague  infection  in  man  or  animal  was  discovered.

BRAZIL. 

Report  from  Para — Yellow  fever  conditions. 

Consul  Ayme  reports,  September  15,  as  follows: 

Yellow  fever  is  endemic  in  this  city,  but  it  is  asserted  not  a  single  case 
has  ever  occurred  in  the  interior  of  the  state,  the  disease  being  strictly 
limited  to  the  city  of  Para.  Foreigners  and,  in  general,  new  arrivals 
in  the  city  form  the  greater  numfc^r  of  the  victims.  This  apparent 
susceptibility  of  strangers  to  yellow  fever  is  attributed  with  much  rea- 
son to  the  complete  neglect  on  their  part  of  the  proper  prophylactic 
and  preventive  measures.  To  mv  personal  knowledge  this  negligence 
is  not  unfrequently  supplementea  by  the  greatest  imprudences,  such  as 
exposure  to  drafts  while  perspiring  freely,  drinking  large  quantities 
of  iced  beer,  etc.  The  Stegomia fasciata^  or  so-called  "Yellow-fever 
mosquito,"  bites  during  the  daytime. 

It  shows  a  preference  for  the  brightest  light  and,  according  to  Dr. 

Emilio  Goeldi,  director  of  the  museum  here,  who  has  studied  this 

mosquito  very  carefully,  it  is  attracted  by  human  perspiration.    As 

those  mosquitoes  with  which  the  stranger  is  familiar  usually  bite  dur- 
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ing  the  night  and  in  obscurity,  they  are  not  prepared  for  the  attack 
of  the  stegomia^  and  merely  complain  of  the  annoyance  of  being  bitten 
during  the  day  as  well  as  at  night.  They  object  also  to  the  use  of 
mosquito  bars  during  the  daily  siesta  and  even  at  night,  and  all  of 
this  in  complete  ignorance  of  the  danger  they  are  incurring.  At  the 
same  time  it  is  certain  that  the  sudden  entrance  into  this — as  any — 
tropical  climate  is  fraught  with  grave  danger  to  the  great  majority  of 
strangers.  While  the  climate  of  Para  is  neither  hotter  nor  more 
humid  in  its  maxima  than  places  within  the  United  States,  it  is  under 
the  equator,  and  therefore  enervating.  This  is  not  an  accusation 
against  Para;  it  is  the  statement  of  an  acknowledged  fact;  indeed, 
among  equatorial  places  of  residence  the  city  of  Para  can  claim  cer- 
tain climatic  advantages  which  have  been  well  supplemented  by  its 
residents  and  its  officers. 

All  deaths  from  whatever  cause  are  registered  with  much  detail, 
and  it  is  possible  to  give  statistics  of  deaths  from  any  disease,  but  it  is 
not  possiole  to  show  the  percentage  of  deaths  to  cases,  as  no  register 
is  kept  of  these.  In  a  conversation  with  the  governor  of  the  state 
recently  this  question  of  percentage  came  up.  The  governor  thought 
the  deaths  were  60  per  cent  of  the  cases.  Others  present  estimated 
the  deaths  at  10  per  cent  and  some  at  80  per  cent  of  the  cases.  Per- 
sonally, I  am  inclined  to  accept  the  highest  figures  as  more  nearly 
correct. 

The  reputation  which  this  city  has  acquired  abroad  is  due  chiefly  to 
exaggerated  opinions  as  to  the  prevalence  of  yellow  fever  here.  An 
examination  of  the  number  of  registered  deaths  during  the  last  five 
years  will  .reveal  that,  compared  with  its  population  of  150,000  (esti- 
mated), the  deaths  from  yellow  fever  are*  not  fearful — 0.306  per  cent  in 
1900,  0.09  per  cent  in  1901,  the  same  in  1902,  0.085  in  1903,  and 
probably  still  less  this  year.  The  great  mortality  in  1900  is  attributed 
to  the  great  influx  of  strangers  m  that  year  attracted  by  the  then 
existent  "boom"  of  apparent  prosperity. 

If  foreigners  arriving  in  this  city  would  immediately  consult  either 
a  competent  physician  or  foreigners  of  long  residence  here  and  would 
then  follow  exactly  the  advice  given  them  they  would  lessen  the  prob- 
ability of  being  attacked  by  yellow  fever  by  90  per  cent. 

I  annex  hereto  a  table  showing  the  deaths  for  each  month  for  the 
years  1900,  1901,  1902,  1903,  and  the  first  eight  months  of  the  current 
year.  For  purposes  of  comparison  I  have  separated  the  first  eight 
months  of  tne  other  years.

CUBA. 

Vital  statistics  of  the  Republic  of  Cuba  for  the  years  1902  and  1903. 

[Abstract  from  Report  of  Sanitary  Department.] 

The  following  is  received  from  Minister  Squiers,  under  date  of 
September  21,  1904: 
This  report  includes  the  mortality  statistics  of  nearly  every  munici- 

Slity  in  the  provinces  of  Pinar  del  Rio,  Habana,  Matanzas,  Santa 
ara,  and  Camaguay.  On  the  other  hand,  it  includes  only  6  of  the  16 
municipalities  of  Santiago  de  Cuba. 

The  total  mortalitv  in  the  districts  included  in  the  report  amounted 
to  23,769  in  1902  and  22,467  in  1903,  thus  showing  a  decrease  of  1,302 
deaths.  This  increase,  according  to  the  chief  health  officer,  is  due  to 
the  better  service  of  the  rural  sanitary  department.  The  slight 
increase  in  deaths  of  infants  between  1  anH  5  is  accounted  for  princi- 
pally by  the  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  which  broke  out  in  Habana 
during  the  last  three  months  of  1903,  and  which  caused  61  deaths  of 
children  of  that  affe. 

Tuberculosis,  the  increasing  danger  of  which  has  always  been 
pointed  out  in  these  reports,  caused  15.97  per  cent  of  the  total  amount 
of  deaths  in  1902  and  16.29  per  cent  in  1903.  This  dangerous  disease 
seems  to  be  on  the  decrease  in  the  country,  and  slowly  but  surely 
increasing  in  the  capital. 

Infant  mortality  in  general,  and  deaths  from  tetanus  in  particular, 
are  not  as  low  as  they  should  be.  Tetanus  caused  1,126  deaths  in  1902 
and  1,144  in  1903,  and  is  the  result  of  ignorance  and  neglect  of  simple 
precautions,  generally  in  the  rural  districts.  The  attention  of  local 
sanitary  officers  is  especially  called  to  this  matter. 

Yellow  fever,  smallpox,  and  malaria  have  lost  all  their  terror  and 
are  about  to  become  aangers  of  the  past.  ''  Not  a  single  case  of  yel- 
low fever  has  developed  on  this  islana  during  the  last  three  years,  nor, 
with  the  single  exception  of  an  accidental  contagion  in  1904,  has  there 
been  any  of  smallpox."  Malaria  caused  but  5  per  cent  of  the  total 
mortality  in  1902  and  only  4  per  cent  in  1903.  This  splendid  result  is 
considered  by  the  chief  health  officer  to  be  the  result  of  the  isolation  of 
malaria  patients  and  the  control  of  anopheles  mosquitoes.  The  impor- 
tation of  these  contagious  diseases  has  been  exceptionally  small,  and 
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great  credit  is  due  the  marine  sanitary"  service  for  its  constaDt  watch 
fulness  and  thoroughness. 

In  the  Province  of  Pinar  del  Rio  there  were  277  fewer  deaths  in  IM 
than  in  1902,  in  Habana  Province  415,  in  Matanzas  308,  in  Santa  Clan 
179,  in  Camaguay  98,  and  in  Santiago  (six  municipalities)  25,  Tk 
Province  in  Camaguay  is  the  healthiest  province,  with  onlv  1J4^ 
deaths  in  1902,  and  1,051  in  1903.  While  the  population  of  Omt 
province  is  the  smallest,  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  percentoge  of 
the  white  population  over  the  black  is  by  far  the  greatest  of  the  iiskod 

In  the  city  of  Habana  during  the  year  1903  there  were  5,465  deaths 
equivalent  to  the  annual  mortality  of  20.8  per  thousand  of  population, 
the  same  as  for  the  city  of  Munich,  and  0.8  better  than  for  Sew 
Orleans. 

Report  frora  Cienfuegos — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Hani- 

tary  conditions. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  McMahon  reports,  October  4,  as  follows: 

Transa<^tions  for  the  week  ended  October  i,  190 Jf,, — Vessels  inspected 
and  bills  of  health  issued,  5;  crews  inspected,  171;  passengers 
inspected,  5.  All  vessels  in  good  sanitary  condition  and  no  sickness 
on  hoard  of  any. 

Transactions  for  month  of  September^  190 Jf,, — Vessels  inspected  and 
bills  of  health  issued,  17;  crews  inspected,  580;  passengers  inspected, 
15. 

Two  vessels,  steamers  King  Frederick  and  Ahnerian^  were  fumigated 
here  under  m}^  direction  before  departure  for  the  States. 

No  sickness  appeared  in  either  crews  or  passengers. 

Mortuary  report  for  Cienfuegos  for  September, — Tuberculosis  11, 
malaria  1,  meningitis  3,  tetanus  1,  diseases  of  heart  and  blood  vessels 
10,  gastro-intestinal  inflammatory  diseases  2,  diseases  of  kidneys  3, 
other  causes  12,  total  42. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  very  bad. 

Report  from  Matanzas — Inspection  ofvesseU — Sanitary  conditions. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  October  4,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  1,  1904,  bill  of  health  was  issued 
to  1  vessel  leaving  for  the  United  States  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

No  new  cases  of  either  enteric  fever  or  scarlet  fever  have  been  offi- 
cially reported  during  the  past  week,  although  several  cases  of  the 
former  disease  are  still  under  treatment. 

No  improvement  can  be  noticed  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
city,  but  some  hopes  are  entertained  by  the  local  health  authorities 
that  the  important  matter  of  sanitation  of  the  principal  cities  in  this 
island,  other  than  Habana,  will  be  taken  up  by  Congress,  and  the  nec- 
essary appropriation  funds  will  be  again  allowed  for  the  reor^nia- 
tion  of  the  sanitary  department  ana  its  maintenance  in  operation  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  modern  hygiene.

Consul-General  Mason  reports,  September  26,  1904,  as  follows:

■Egypt, — During  the  period  from  September  3  to  9  there  were  regis- 
tered in  Egypt  9  fresh  cases  of  plague  and  8  deaths,  namely:  Three 
cases  (4  deiiths)  in  Alexandria  ana  6  cases  (4  deaths)  in  the  district  of 
Tukh.    ' 

Cholera, 

R^isnia, — According  to  a  report  dated  September  11, 5  cases  of  cholera 
have  occurred  in  Baku. 

The  oflScial  ''Government  Mcv^senger"  of  September  15  contained 
the  following  report  regarding  cholera:  During  the  period  from 
August  28  to  September  4  there  were  registered  in  the  trans-Caspian 
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territory  62  cases  of  cholera  and  43  deaths.     Between  September  i 
and  11  there  were  registered  77  cases  of  cholera  and  48  deaths. 

Persia. — In  Tehemn,  according  to  a  report  dated  July  26,  the  avenig* 
daily  number  of  deaths  .from  cholera  amounted  to  65. 

Death  rate  of  Bert  in  and  other  cities. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  September  10  was  agiin 
a  little  lower  than  in  the  preceding  week,  amounting,  calculated  on  tbe 
year,  to  17.7  per  thousand  of  the  population,  thus  being,  however, 
higher  than  tne  rate  for  the  same  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it 
amounted  to  only  16  per  thousand.  But,  in  spite  of  the  general  and 
continuous  fall  in  the  rate  of  moi-tality,  half  of  the  large  towns  and 
cities  of  Germany  showed  less  favorable  health  conditions  than  Berlin, 
a  considerably  higher  death  rate  than  that  of  this  city  having  been 
recorded  in  the  following  towns,  namely:  Munich,  Nuremberg,  Strai»- 
burg,  Bremen,  Halle,  Aix  la  Chapelle.  Kixdorf  (with  23.6),  Magdebur;^, 
Cologne,  Chemnitz,  Breslau.  Konigsberg,  and  Stettin.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  following  cities  had  a  lower  rate  of  mortality  than  Berlin,  riz: 
Hamburg,  Dresden,  Stuttgart,  Carlsruhe,  Brunswick,  Hanover,  Frank- 
fort on  the  Main,  Charlottenburg  (with  12.9),  SchOneberg  (with  10  per 
thousand),  as  well  as  London,  Paris,  and  Vienna.  The  slight  decrease 
in  the  number  of  deaths  in  Berlin  was  distributed  equally  among  chil- 
dren in  the  first  year  of  life  and  the  higher-age  classes.  The  rate  of 
mortality  among  infants  amounted  to  7.8  per  year  and  thousand,  being 
lower  than  the  Munich  and  Leipzig  rate,  but  somewhat  higher  than  the 
Hamburg  figure.  Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  showed 
an  increase  during  this  week,  causing  51  deaths.  Acute  intestinal 
diseases,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  a  decrease,  although  claiming  1^8 
victims;  68  children  succumbed  to  cholerine.  Furthermore,  there  were 
registered  77  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis,  32  deaths  from  cancer, 
9  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  4  deaths  from  measles,  4  deaths  from 
diphtheria,  5  deaths  from  enteric  fever,  and  3  deaths  from  influenza. 
Finally,  14  persons  died  b}"  violence.

INDIA. 


Report  from  Bombay — Enteric  fever  in  Poona — Shortage  of  rainfall 
and  its  relation  to  epidemic  diseases. 

Acting  Asst.  Surg.  Edward  H.  Hume  reports,  September  4,  as  fol- 
lows: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows  concerning  the  presence  of 
enteric  fever  in  Poona:  Poona,  120  miles  from  Bombay,  is  one  of  the 
largest  cities  in  the  Presidency,  and  during  the  rain}'  season — i.  e., 
from  June  to  September — is  the  residence  of  the  governor.  Referring 
to  the  death  of  the  wife  of  an  army  medical  officer  from  enteric  fever, 
the  telegram  says:  "Enteric  fever  has  claimed  quite  a  number  of 
victims  of  late,  especially  from  among  the  soldiers  of  the  East  Lanca- 
shire Regiment.  Since  August  25  there  has  been,  on  an  average,  one 
funeral  daily  among  these  soldiers  (deaths  from  enteric  fever),  though 
on  several  occasions  there  were  two  deaths  a  day  from  the  disease  in 
the  station  hospital." 

I  have  had  an  interview  this  week  with  officers  who  had  come  from 
Poona,  and  they  spoke  also  of  the  dail}'  fatalities  from  enteric  fever. 
The  barracks  are  situated  some  distance  from  the  native  quarter  of 
the  town;  all  the  drinking  water  is  boiled;  for  some  time  the  soldiers 
have  not  been  allowed  to  go  into  the  native  town;  and  yet  the  disease 
is  spreading.  1  can  only  suggest  that  the  milk  supply  may  be  con- 
taminated or  that  flies  are  concerned  in  transmitting  the  disease. 

I  have  to  report  a  very  serious  shortage  in  the  rainfall  all  over  India. 
This  is  due  to  the  failure  of  the  Arabian  Sea  monsoon  current.  The 
prices  of  grain  have  risen  in  twelve  districts  in  the  Bombav  Presi- 
dency, and  the  water  supply  is  almost  everywhere  deficient.  In  parts 
of  the  Madras  Presidency  rain  is  wanted,  and  prices  of  food  are  rising. 
Similar  reports  come  from  nearly  all  the  provinces.  The  bearing  of 
all  this  on  epidemic  diseases  is  very  direct — partly  because  shortage  of 
water  leads  the  poor  to  drink  from  any  supply  that  they  can  reach, 
much  of  it,  doubtless,  being  contaminated,  and  partl}^  because  failure 
of  the  crops  will  surely  cause  famine  and  reduce  the  resistance  of 
thousands  of  people  against  plague  and  other  diseases.  In  1900,  for 
example,  the  last  famine  year,  the  mortality  from  cholera  was  far 
greater  than  in  any  other  year  of  the  past  thirteen. 

Reports  from  Calcutta — Cholera  and  play  ue  moi'tality. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  September  8.  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  September  3,  1904,  there  were  5  deaths 
from  cholera  and  7  deaths  from  plague  in  Calcutta.

In  Bengal  during  the  week  ended  August  27,  1904,  there  were  427 
cases  and  350  deaths  from  plague. 

In  India  during  the  wees  ended  August  20,  1904,  there  were  8,714 
cases  and  6,398  deaths  from  plague. 

Weather  conditio^is  and  prospect  of  famine — Extract  front  press  reports. 

It  is  impossible  to  escape  the  conclusion  that,  unless  there  is  a  mate- 
rial change  in  the  weather  conditions  of  western  aud  northern  India 
within  the  next  week  or  two,  the  country  will  be  called  upon  to  face 
a  prospect  more  serious  than  any  since  the  last  great  famine  year. 
The  Arabian  Sea  monsoon  current  lias  failed,  and  the  latest  official 
reports  show  that  the  eflfects  of  the  failure  are  already  alarmingly 
apparent.  In  other  large  tracts  of  the  Bombay  Presidency  and  in 
Baroda^  the  water  supply  is  inadequate,  and  the  prices  of  food  stuffs 
show  an  upward  tendency.     The  same  is  true,  in  a  lesser  degree,  in 

?%v{s  of  Madras.  In  the  Punjab  the  outlook  is  still  more  serious, 
he  lack  of  rain  is  injuring  crops  almost  everywhere,  and  in  several 
districts  the  unirrigated  lands  have  not  even  been  sown.  A  similar 
story,  varying  in  gravity,  is  told  in  the  reports  from  the  northwest 
frontier  province,  from  central  provinces  ana  Berar,  and  from  central 
India.  There  is  still  time  for  tne  agricultural  prospect  to  undergo  a 
change  for  the  better,  but  now  that  the  end  of  the  rainy  season  is  in 
sight  the  signs  will  necessarily  be  watched  with  the  keenest  anxiety 
during  the  next  few  days. 

MEXICO. 

Report  from  Monterey — Mortality — Increase  in  malar  l<il  diseases. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  October  4,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  October  1, 1904,  there  were  recorded  in  this 
city  47  deaths.     During  the  month  of  September  there  were  recorded 
in  all  212  deaths,  this  being  11  less  than  in  August. 

The  frequent  rains  and  somewhat  cooler  temperature  during  the 
month  just  ended  appear  to  have  been  responsible  for  an  increase  in 
pulmonary  affections  and  malaria,  mostly  or  an  intermittent  type.  The 
general  health  conditions,  however,  appear  to  be,  on  the  whole,  fairly 
good.

Rf^port  from  Tefiera/n —  Cholera  still  pretmlen  t. 

Vice-Consul-General  Tyler  reports,  September  10,  as  follows: 

In  my  last  communication  on  the  cholera  epidemic  in  Persia  I  informed 
you  that  unless  there  was  a  recrudescence  of  the  disease  I  should  not 
write  again  on  the  subject. 

I  have,  however,  to  report,  instead  of  the  disappearance  of  the 
cholera  from  Resht,  the  principal  port  on  the  Caspian  in  the  direct 
route  to  Europe  and  the  west,  that  the  epidemic  still  prevails  in  a 
malignant  form  and  claims  daily  a  considerable  number  of  victims. 

As  this  is  the  season  generally  chosen  by  tourists  for  excursions  in 
Persia,  it  might  be  advisable  to  give  publicity  to  this  fact  in  order  that 
anyone  proposing  to  travel  in  this  direction  might  be  induced  to  either 
postpone  his  arrival  or  to  enter  by  some  other  direction.

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Of  these,  about  33i  per  cent  were  fatal.  The  death  rate  has  probt- 
bly  been  considerably  lowered  by  the  free  use  of  Yersin's  serum.  Bad 
it  may  be  noted  that  some  of  the  fatal  cases  were  discovered  too  latf 
for  treatment  to  be  of  any  avail.  On  the  other  hand,  the  use  of  the 
serum  in  some  cases  did  not  appear  to  have  the  slightest  effect  on  the 
course  of  the  disease.

August  18,  1904,  the  American  schooner  Golden  Snore  cleared  for 
Port  Townsend.  The  vessel  was  fumigated  throughout  with  sulphur. 
Crew  was  inspected  and  vaccinated  on  board  just  prior  to  sailing. 

August  20,  1904,  the  British  steamer  Foyh  cleared  for  Boston  and 
New  1  ork  via  Cebu.  The  vessel  was  fumigated  throughout.  Crew 
will  be  finall}'  inspected  at  Cebu. 

RUSSIA. 

Report  from  Batoum — Cholera  in  the  trans- Caf<pla}i  district. 

Acting  Vice-Consul  Stuart  reports,  September  10,  as  follows: 

I  inclose  herewith  translation  of  an  extract  from  the  Tiflis  newspaper 
'^Kavkaz,''  the  oiBcial  journal  in  the  Caucasus,  of  August  26,  which 
came  under  my  notice  to-day,  reporting  seveml  cases  of  cholera  in 
trans-Caspia  and  C^entral  Asia.  I  have  considered  it  my  duty  to 
transmit  this  information,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Merv,  Askhabad, 
and  Bokhara  are  the  markets  of  origin  from  which  considerable  ship- 
ments of  wool  are  made  to  the  United  States  through  this  port. 

1  have  examined  the  quarantine  laws  and  regulations  issued  by  the 
Treasury  Department,  revised  edition,  1903,  and  it  appears  to  me  that 
paragraph  22  of  the  foreign  regulations,  which  provides  that  wool 
shall  be  refused  entry  into  the  United  States  until  thirty  days  have 
elapsed  since  last  exposure  in  case  of  cholera,  applies  to  these  ship- 
ments, seeing  that  considerably  more  than  thirty  days  must  of  neces- 
sity elapse  before  the  goods  can  reach  an  American  port. 

Judging  by  the  particulars  contained  in  the  translation  now  inclosed, 
it  appears  to  me  that  as  yet  the  form  in  which  this  disease  is  now  devel- 
oped can  hardly  be  described  as  epidemic. 
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In  view  of  the  possibility  of  cholera  making  its  appearance  in  the 
Caucasus  and  in  the  inimediate  neigh  borho(S  of  Batoum,  I  would 
request  that  1  might  be  favored  with  any  special  instructions  in  respect 
to  disinfection  or  other  precautionary  measures  which  it  mav  be  my 
duty  to  carry  out  or  to  communicate  to  merchants  in  the  habit  of 
shipping  goods  to  the  United  States.

Translation  of  an  extract  taken  from  the  Tiflis  newspaper  Kavkaz  of  August  ^,  old  sty  ley 

1904' 

The  newspaper  Askhabad  gives  the  following  oflScial  details  with 
reference  to  cholera  in  the  trans-Caspian  district. 

August  IS. — At  Merv  4  cases  occurred  among  the  troops  stationed 
there,  1  of  which  was  fatal.  Of  the  civilians  3  died,  1  recovered,  and 
there  was  1  fresh  case. 

Augmt  19, — In  the  militar}^  and  town  hospitals  there  were  4  cases. 

At  Kaakhka  there  were  no  cases  among  the  troops;  among  the 
civilians  there  was  1  case.     No  deaths  took  place. 

Two  Russian  women  were  taken  ill  at  Askhabad  on  this  day,  one  of 
whom  died,  with  symptoms  pointing  to  cholera.  Along  the  railway 
line  at  Merv,  the  watchman  of  the  depot  fell  ill  on  the  17th  instant, 
apparently  with  cholera,  and  at  the  same  place  to-day  the  wife  of  a 
pomtsman  was  also  taken  ill,  and  further,  at  the  railway  station  at 
Kaakhka  on  this  date  one  gendarme  and  several  workmen  were  taken 
suddenly  ill. 

At  Kaakhka,  from  August  12  to  17,  inclusive,  there  were  11  cases,  5 
of  which  were  fatal. 

At  Tedjen^n  the  12th,  there  was  1  case,  death  taking  place  the  day 
following.     There  have  been  no  fresh  cases. 

At  Merv,  from  August  11  to  17,  there  were  21  cases,  of  which  12 
were  fatal. 

At  Bairara-Ali,  from  the  14th  to  the  17th,  there  were  8  cases;  4 
resulted  in  death.     No  fresh  cases  to  report  on  the  I7th. 

At  Merv,  on  August  17,  1  case  occurred  among  the  troops  and  3 
among  civilians;  no  deaths.  On  the  morning  of  the  18th  instant  there 
were  54  cholera  patients  in  the  military  hospital,  and  in  the  town  hos- 
pital 8.  On  the  same  date  at  Kaakhka  1  soldier  was  taken  ill;  among 
civilians,  no  fresh  cases.     Deaths,  1  civilian  and  1  soldier. 

At  New  Bokhara,  on  the  night  of  the  16th  instant,  1  Hebrew  was 
taken  ill  with  cholera  and  died  same  day.     No  other  cases. 

It  is  proposed  to  establiiA  a  medical  observation  station  on  the 
island  of  Tchelekhen. 

A  bacteriological  examination  made  by  Doctor  Nadporoshski  on  the 
evacuations  of  a  Persian  who  died  under  suspicious  circumstances  at 
Askhabad  on  August  19,  gave  sad  results;  cholera  bacilli  were  clearly 
shown  on  the  cultures  developed  in  bouillon. 

It  is  therefore  scientifically  proven  that  cholera  has  appeared  in 
Askhabad. 

VENEZUELA. 

Report  from  Maracaiho —  Uncinariasis, 

Consul  Plumacher  reiK)rts,  September  8,  as  follows: 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  reading  about  the  work  of  Dr.  Baily  K.  Ash- 
ford,  captain  and  assistant  surgeon  of  the  \J,  S.  Army,  and  of  Dr.  W.  W. 
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King,  assistant  surgeon,  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service, 
stationed  at  Porto  Kico,  and  their  efforts  to  conquer  the  widetiprod 
disease  of  Porto  Rico,  known  as  anemia. 

These  authors  are  of  opinion  that  what  many  South  American  phy- 
sicians call  anemia  is  in  fact  uncinariasis. 

I  hav  e  dev^oted  the  many  years  of  my  service  in  Venezuela  to  the 
study  of  leprosy,  and  it  is  but  natural  that  I  should  meet  with  manj 
cases  which  I  think  had  their  origin  in  anemia,  or  which  may  have 
been  "'  uncinariasis."  The  day  will  come  when  we  will  fathom  these 
strange  diseases  which  are  a  curse  to  all  tropicaF  countries,  and  I 
shall  be  happy  to  see  our  countrymen  at  Porto  Rico  suci'eed  in 
their  researches.  I  am  of  opinion  that  anemia  has  made  much  prog- 
ress among  the  people  of  the  Spanish  Main.  To  make  a  living 
twenty-tive  years  a^o  was  in  my  opinion  much  easier  for  the  com- 
mon people,  as  I  thmk  that  they  are  to-day  less  well  fed,  and  many 
suffer  privations;  the  result  is  more  anemia.  I  laid  the  work  of  Dr. 
Baily  Ashford  before  some  of  our  best  physicians  and  the}'  begged  me 
to  use  my  official  influence  to  get  into  connection  with  the  Porto  Kico 
doctors  through  our  consulate.  They  seem  to  think  that  it  may  throw 
much  light  upon  diseases  in  Venezuela.  I  am  to-day  in  communica- 
tion with  Capt.  Baily  K.  Ashford,  and  have  sent  to  him  in  a  l>ox  by 
mail  all  that  he  needs  to  find  out  about  this  class  of  disease  in  Venezuela. 

I  shall  report  on  this  subject  of  great  importance  as  soon  as  I  hear 
from  Porto  Rico.  It  may  be  that  the  investigation  of  these  learned 
gentlemen  in  Porto  Rico  will  have  a  most  salutary  influence  upon  the 
people  of  the  Spanish  Main.  The  whole  coast  is  suffering  with  thi- 
disease.

Assistant  Surgeon  Ward  reports,  September  19.  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  17,  1904:.  1  inspected  S  steam- 
ships and  3  sailing  vessels  bound  to  ports  in  the  United  States.  ^*ith 
399  crew,  71  cabin  and  93  steerage  passengers,  of  whom  2  of  the  crew, 
14  cabin  and  50  steerage  passengers  were  taken  on  at  this  jwrt.  I 
advised  the  rejection  of  a  person  suffering  from  a  loathsome  disease 
wishing  to  ship  as  third-class  passenger  from  Barbados  to  the  United 
States;  the  passage  was  refused. 

The  bill  of  health  of  the  Republic  of  Panama  issued  at  this  port  to 
the  Royal  Mail  steamship  Jagus  from  Southampton  bound  to  Colon, 
via  ports  in  the  West  Inaies,  with  105  crew  and  212  passengers,  wa^^ 
visaed,  and  certificates  of  vaccination  were  issued  to  S  of  the  deck  pas- 
sengers for  Ck)lon. 

During  the  week  I  fumigated  and  issued  certificates  to  the  following 
vessels:  The  French  steamship  Adinir(d  FonrUdton  on  September  11. 
from  Santos  via  Rio  de  Janeiro,  bound  to  New  Orleans  with  a  cargo 
of  coffee,  44  crew,  all  well,  no  passengers;  the  British  steamship 
Rarinrre  IL<id  on  September  12.  from  Para,  bound  to  Galveston  in 
water  ballast,  37  crew,  all  well,  no  passengers:  and  the  British  steam- 
ship Banil  on  September  17,  from  rara,  bound  to  Galveston  in  water 
ballast,  36  crew,  all  well,  no  passengers. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  Barbados  remains  good;  no  quar- 
antinable  diseases  have  been  reported.

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales, — The  deaths  registered  in  76 
jjrreat  towns  in  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  September  17, 
1904,  correspond  to  an  annual  late  of  17.0  per  1,000  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  15,271,287. 

London. — One  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty  deaths  were  regis- 
tered during  the  week,  including  measles  8,  scarlet  fever  14,  diphthe- 
ria 9,  whooping  cough  16,  enteric  fever  9,  and  189  from  diarrhea. 
The  deaths  from  all  causes  correspond  to  an  annual  i*ate  of  15.3  per 
1,000.  In  Greater  London  1,904  deaths  were  registered.  In  the 
''outer  ring''  the  deaths  included  4  from  diphtheria,  1  from  scarlet 
fever,  and  6  from  whooping  cough.

— Two  cases  of  plapfue  were  disc^overed  during  the  week,  namely,  so 
Asiatic  female  (found  dead)  on  the  9th  instant,  and  a  European  male  on  the  lOtb 
instant.  At  the  pla^rue  hospital  4  cases  remain  under  treatment.  One  hundred  and 
twentj-six  rats  (15  found  dead)  and  105  mice  (7  found  dead)  were  barteriolocicallv 
exammed  during  the  week,  of  which  7  rats  and  5  mice  proved  to  be  plague-infectea. 

East  London. — Plague-infected  rodents  continued  to  be  found  in  the  town  duiini^ 
the  week. 

CAPE  TOWN. 

Harbor  board  area  and  shipping  in  harbor. — Two  hundred  and  thirteen  rodente 
were  examined;  no  plague  infection  was  discovered.

Reports  from  Rio  de  Janeiro — Insneetion  of  vesseU — Miigue^  Km4iUif^, 
and  yeUow  fever — Vacchmtfon  on  rexsth. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  September  9, 15,  and  21. 
as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  3  the  following  vessels  left  thi* 
port  bound  for  United  States  ports:  On  the  2d  instant,  the  British 
steamship  Roman  Prince^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  3  first- 
class  passengers,  and  no  steerage,  and  with  no  change  in  the  crew- 
personnel  while  in  this  port;  on  the  same  date,  the  British  steamship 
Tennyaon^  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  34  first-class  passengere  from  thi^ 
port  and  the  River  Plate  transferred  on  board  at  this  port,  19  steerage, 
and  2  new  members  of  the  crew  signed  on  at  this  port;  on  the  same 
date,  the  British  steamship  Eitahy  Abb*^y^  for  Galveston,  Tex.,  in  water 
ballast,  with  2  passengers,  first  class,  no  steerage,  and  with  no  change 
in  the  personnel  of  the  crew  while  lying  in  this  port.  All  of  these 
vessels  lay  in  the  open  bay,  while  discharging  and  taking  on  cargo, 
and  none  of  the  crews  of  these  vessels,  with  the  exception  of  tne 
captains  and  pursers,  and  such  new  men  as  signed  on  at  this  port,  had 
been  ashore  while  in  port. 

No  other  vessels  left  this  port  daring  the  week  under  consideration 
for  United  States  ports. 

Mortality  report  of  Rio  de  Jantiro^  week  Scptemht-r  4-^  190 ^^ 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  this  week  was  451,  of  which  num- 
ber none  was  caused  by  yellow  fever,  with  1  case  of  this  disease 
reported.  Plague  has  had  a  slight  recrudescence  here  during  the  last 
month,  last  week  there  having  been  4  deaths  from  this  disease,  with 
11  new  cases  reported.  At  the  end  of  the  week  there  were  23  case^ 
of  this  disease  \x\  the  Hospital  Paulo  Candido.  Variola  still  is  epi- 
demic in  this  city,  although  still  grenth^  confined  to  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts, and  was  the  cause  of  174  deaths,  the  greatest  number  of  (leaths 
from  this  disease  that  I  have  seen  since  my  arrival  here  last  Novem- 
ber. There  were  342  new  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  week,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  week  there  were  378  cases  of  variola  m  the  Hospital 
Silo  Sebastijlo. 

Measles  caused  2  deaths;  scarlet  fever,  1;  whooping  cough,  2;  diph- 
theria and  croup,  3;  grippe,  9;  enteric  fever,  3;  dysentery,  1;  beri- 
beri, 1;  leprosy,  none;  malarial  fevers,  IH;  and  tuberculosis,  47. 

The  deaths  were  divided  as  follows:  Males,  274;  females,  177; 
natives,  385;  foreigners,  63;  nationality  unknown,  3.  By  ages  as  fol- 
lows: Less  than  one  year  of  age,  70;  more  than  this  and  up  to  five  vears 
of  age,  74;  5  to  10,  38;  10  to  20,  4vS;  20  to  30,  78;  30  to  40,  41;  40  to 
50,  39;  50  to  60,  24;  more  than  60  years  of  age,  35;  and  age  unknown, 
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4.  By  localities  a^  follows:  In  domiciles,  hotels,  etc.,  288;  in  civil 
hospitals,  116;  in  military  hospitals,  9;  in  Santa  Casa  da  Misericordia, 
33;  in  asylums,  convents,  etc.,  2;  in  ships  in  port,  none,  and  in  un- 
known localities,  3. 

The  daily  avemge  of  deaths  was  64.42,  in  comparison  with  59.57 
during  the  preceding  week  and  with  44.28  for  the  corre8j)onding  week 
of  the  year  1903.  This  gives  a  coeflScient  per  1,000  of  the  popiUation, 
reckoned  at  850,000  persons  (annual),  of  27.74. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  on  the  4th  instant,  26.2^ 
C,  and  the  lowest  on  the  29th  ultimo,  15.4^  C,  with  an  average  tem- 
pemture  for  the  week  of  19.39*^  C. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  week  amounted  to  6.73  mm. 

During  the  week  ended  September  10  the  following  vessels  left  this 
port  bound  for  United  States  ports:  On  the  6th  instant,  the  British 
steamship  Garrick  for  New  Orleans  via  Barbados,  West  Indies,  for 
disinfection,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers  of  any  class,  and  no 
change  in  tne  personnel  of  the  vessel  in  this  port,  and  on  the  7th 
instant,  the  British  steamship  Titian^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of 
coffee,  8  first-class  and  11  steei-age  passengers  from  this  port,  and  with 
no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew.  According  to  mstructions  to 
the  surgeon  of  the  Titian^  all  steerage  passengers  will  be  vaccinated 
befoi'e  arrival  at  New  York.  No  other  vessels  left  this  port  for  the 
United  States  during  this  week.  None  of  the  crew  of  either  vessel, 
except  the  captains,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Titian^  the  purser,  had  been 
ashore  while  the  ships  were  in  port,  and  as  no  new  members  of  the  crews 
were  shipped  here,  there  is  little  chance  of  infection  with  variola  in 
the  case  of  either  vessel. 

Plague  and  herihtfji  in  Bah! a. 

There  have  been  but  few  notices  received  here  during  the  last  week 
in  regard  to  the  outbreak  of  plague  in  Bahia.  One  of  date  of  the  11th 
instant  states  that  cases  of  the  disease  continue  to  be  reported,  but  that 
the  epidemic  seems  to  be  declining.  One  of  date  of  12th  states  that 
the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  realizing  the  value  of  vaccination  against 
plague,  are  receiving  this  prophylactic  very  generalW.  Another  of 
date  of  the  13th  instant  says  that  a  disease  of  a  very  suspicious  charac- 
ter has  appeared  in  Santo  Amaro,  a  town  a  few  miles  distant  from 
Bahia. 

On  the  10th  instant  a  vessel  arrived  at  Bahia  from  the  north  with  14 
persons  ill  with  beriberi,  and  on  the  13th  another  vessel  arrived  there 
with  14  other  beriberi  patients.  This  disease  is  pretty  generally 
endemic  along  the  coast  of  Brazil,  and  there  is  no  seaport  city  where 
deaths  from  tnis  disease  do  not  occur  almost  every  week. 

Mortality  statititicsfrom  Pemmnhuco. 

The  following  statistics  for  the  two  weeks  ended  August  31  have 
just  been  received:  Total  deaths  for  this  period,  336;  population,  from 
180,000  to  200,000;  variola,  28  deaths;  enteric  fever,  2;  diphtheria,  1; 
bubonic  plague,  2;  malarial  fevers,  18;  tuberculosis,  29;  leprosy,  2; 
dysentery,  26;  beriberi,  5.  Death  rate  per  1,000,  40.4;  maximum 
daily  deaths,  28;  mean,  21;  minimum,  14. 
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Mortality  report  of  Rio  de  Janeiro^  week  ended  September  lU  1^)^ 

There  were  in  all  during  this  week  460  deaths.  Of  this  numher  I 
was  caused  by  yellow  fever,  a  case  taken  ill  last  week,  there  being  bo 
new  ca^es  this  week.  Plague  caused  3  deaths,  but,  on  the  other  IuukL 
there  were  24  new  eases  of  this  disease,  a  greater  number  than  hs^ 
occurred  in  this  cit}'  since  the  week  ended  December  13  of  last  year. 

In  former  reports  I  have  spoken  of  a  slight  recrudescence  daring 
the  last  month  and  have  so  noted  on  all  bills  of  nealth.  The  figures  sim* 
the  beginning  of  this  recrudescence  are  as  follows:  In  May  there  were 
no  cases  of  plague;  in  June  there  were  8 cases  with  4  deaths:  in  July.  1> 
cases  with  7  deaths;  in  August,  week  ended  the  7th,  5  cases,  4  deatb*: 
week  ended  the  14th,  5  cases,  2  deaths;  week  ended  the  21sU  7  e&*eN. 
4  deaths;  week  ended  28th,  9  cases,  2  deaths;  week  ended  September 
4,  11  cases,  4  deaths;  week  ended  September  11,  the  week  under  coo- 
sideration,  24  cases  and  3  deaths. 

Variola  is  about  the  same  as  it  has  been  for  the  last  five  weeks,  the 
epidemic  not  yet  being  under  control.  This  week  it  caused  141  deaths, 
with  306  new  cases  reported.  This  is  a  slight  diminution  from  the 
previous  week,  when  there  were  342  cases  and  174  deaths,  the  hi^^iest 
number  of  cases  and  deaths  in  any  one  week  in  this  outbreak. 

Measles  caused  1  death;  diphtheria  and  croup,  6;  grippe.  12,  and 
enteric  fever,  1;  beriberi,  1;  malarial  fevers,  6,  and  tuberculosis,  5!*. 
Thedeaths  were  divided  as  follows:  Males,  242;  females,  218;  natives, 
389;  foreigners,  66;  nationality  unknown's.  Bv  ages  as  follows:  Cp 
to  1  year  of  age,  68;  1  to  5,  73;  5  to  10,  29;  10  to  20,  45;  20  to  3^>,  7T: 
30  to  40,  52;  40  to  50,  43;  50  to  60,  28;  more  than  60  years  of  age,  43: 
age  unknown,  2.  As  regards  localities  where  the  deaths  occurred,  a^. 
follows:  In  dwellings,  hotels,  etc.,  311;  in  civil  hospitals,  81;  in  mili- 
tary hospitals,  6;  in  Santa  Casa  da  Misericordia,  52;  in  asylums,  con 
vents,  etc\,  4;  in  ships  in  port,  none;  in  places  unknown,  6.  The  dailv 
average  of  deaths  for  the  week  was  65.71,  in  comparison  with  64.42  in 
the  previous  week,  and  with  48.28  during  the  corresponding  week  of 
last  year.  The  annual  coefficient  at  this  rate  of  mortality,  estimated 
per  1,000  of  the  population  reckoned  at  850,000,  would  be  28.29. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough,  dysentery, 
or  lepros}'. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  on  the  10th  instant. 
27.8^  C,  and  the  lowest  on  the  same  date,  16.4^  C,  with  an  avera^ 
temperature  for  the  week  of  20.55"-^  C.  Rainfall,  total,  8.31  mm.: 
daily  average,  1.18  mm. 

A  cablegram  was  received  here  during  the  week  from  the  com- 
mander of  the  South  Atlantic  Squadron,  from  St.  Helena,  asking  in 
regard  to  the  health  of  this  port,  and  stating  that  the  squadron  expected 
to  arrive  here  on  the  24th  instant.  A  cablegram  was  sent  him,  for 
which  I  furnished  the  figures  of  mortality  from  yellow  fever,  plagae. 
and  variola  for  the  past  four  weeks.  Whether  or  not  the  squaaron 
will  arrive  after  the  reports  sent  is  problematical. 

During  the  week  ended  September  17  the  following  vessels  leavinjf 
here  for  United  States  ports  were  inspected  and  issued  bills  of  health. 
On  the  12th  instant  the  American  barkentine  White  Wings^  for  Balti- 
more with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  with  4  new  members? 
of  the  crew;  all  members  of  the  crew  needing  vaccination  were  vac- 
cinated before  sailing,  and  the  Captain  given  a  small,  but  sufficient, 
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supply  of  fresh  virus,  for  use  in  cane  of  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  on  the 
ship  at  sea.  On  the  13th  instant  the  Swedish  barkentine  Julius  Palm^ 
in  stone  ballast,  for  Santa  Cruz,  Cuba,  no  passengers,  and  with  5  new 
members  of  the  crew  while  in  this  port,  and  on  the  16th  instant  the 
Belgian  steamship  Canova^  for  New  Orleans,  via  Barbados  for  disin- 
fection, with  a  cargo  of  coflFee,  no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the 
crew  pei*sonnel  while  here.  As  no  one  except  the  captain  of  the  ship 
had  been  ashore  in  this  port,  I  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  vaccinate 
the  crew.  The  cargo  was  coffee.  Both  of  the  sailing  vessels  lay  at 
wharves  while  here  in  port. 

iso  other  vessels  left  this  port  for  the  United  States  during  the 
week  under  consideration. 

Mortality  report  of  Rio  de  Janeiro^  week  ended  September  18^  190 1^,, 

During  this  week  there  were  in  all  371  deaths,  a  veiy  considerable 
decrease.  Of  this  number  none  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  but 
there  was  1  new  case  of  this  disease,  which  case  was  taken  to  the  Sfio 
Sebasti^o  hospital.  Plague  caused  7  deaths,  with  18  new  cases  during 
the  week,  leaving  at  the  week's  end  47  cases  in  the  plague  hospital. 
Variola  caused  119  deaths,  with  349  new  cases,  43  more  than  during 
the  preceding  weelr. 

No  deaths  were  caused  b^^  scarlet  fever,  enteric  fever,  beriberi^ 
or  le{)ro8y.  Measles  caused  2  deaths;  whooping  cough,  2;  diohtheria, 
1;  grippe,  14;  dysentery,  3;  malarial  fevers,  4;  and  tuberculosis,  48. 

The  deaths  were  divided  as  follows:  Males,  211;  females,  160. 
Natives,  318;  foreigners,  52;  nationality  unknown,  1.  By  ages,  as 
follows;  Less  than  1  year  of  age,  61;  more  than  this  and  up  to  5 
years,  64;  5  to  10,  23;  10  to  20,  35;  20  to  30,  59;  30  to  40,  50;  40  to  50, 
81;  50  to  60,  13;  more  than  60  years,  35. 

In  regard  to  localities  where  the  deaths  occurred,  as  follows:  In 
domiciles,  hotels,  et<\,  253;  in  civil  hospitals,  76;  in  military  hospitals, 
4;  in  Santa  Casa  da  Misericordia,  35;  in  asylums,  convents,  etc.,  1; 
in  ships  in  port,  none;  and  in  localities  unknown,  2. 

The  daily  average  of  deaths  for  the  week  was  53,  in  comparison 
with  65.71  during  the  preceding  week  and  with  44.74  for  the  corre- 
sponding week  of  last  3'ear.  This  number  of  deaths  would  correspond 
to  a  yearly  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  of  22.82. 

The  highest  temperature  of  the  week  was  27. 1"^  C. ,  on  the  18th  instant, 
and  the  lowest  on  the  15th  instant,  \^A.^  C,  giving  an  average  for  the 
week  of  20.68'^  C. — i.  e.,  a  daily  average. 

The  rainfall  for  the  week  was  38.27  mm.,  with  a  daily  average  of 
5.46  mm. 

With  the  exception  of  variola  and  the  slight  recrudescence  of  plague 
in  this  city,  this  report  is  the  best  one  for  many  weeks.

Assistant  Surgeon  Glover  reports  as  follows:  Month  of  September. 
1904:  Number  of  immigrants  inspected,  165;  number  passed,  164>: 
number  detained,  5. 

CHINA. 

Reports  from  Shanghai — Smallpox  and  vaccination — Plagu4i  at  Fuchau, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  August  31  and  Septem- 
ber 7  and  21,  as  follows: 

No  bills  of  health  were  issued  at  this  port  during  the  week  ended 
August  27,  1904.  There  were  inspected,  however,  2  steerage  immi- 
grants for  San  Francisco,  both  of  whom  were  passed.  Manifests  were 
viseed  for  8,769  pieces  of  freight,  and  there  were  disinfected  6  pieces 
of  steerage  passengers'  baggage,  while  2  pieces  were  inspected  and 
passed. 

The  report  of  the  municipal  health  otficer  shows  for  the  week, 
enteric  fever  6  cases,  diphtheria  1  death,  and  tuberculosis  38  deaths. 
The  total  reported  mortality  was  1  foreigner  and  139  natives. 

It  will  be  observed  that  both  smallpox  and  cholera  are  absent  from 
the  morbidity  report  of  the  health  officer,  but  through  private  sources 
of  information,  which  are  believed  to  be  reliable,  it  is  learned  that 
these  diseases  are  present  among  the  Chinese,  but  it  is  impossible  \fi 
ascertain  definitely  to  what  extent. 

Smallpox  is,  of  course,  always  more  or  less  prevalent  among  the 
natives,  who  seem  to  have  but  little  fear  of  it  and  hence  take  few  pre- 
cautions toward  limiting  its  spread.  An  attempt  is  made,  in  the  case 
of  infants,  to  secure  artificial  immunity  to  the  disease  by  inoculation 
through  the  nasal  passages  by  means  of  pulverized  scabs  from  small- 
pox patients,  used  as  a  snuff  and  retained  by  cotton  plugs.  This,  of 
course,  when  successful,  as  it  is  in  a  large  majority  of  cases,  caiu^e^i 
an  attack  of  true  variola  of  varying  degrees  of  severity,  and  thus  is  a 
natural  menace  to  anv  unprotected  contacts.  It  is  not  a  ver^^  unusual 
sight  to  see  upon  the  highways  infants  in  arms  with  a  well-devel- 
oped smallpox  eruption,  the  result  of  this  treatment.  The  mortalitr 
is  said  to  range  between  20  and  35  per  cent,  and  sometimes  lower. 

The  scabs  are  collected  from  those  who,  having  been  inoculated,  coo- 
tract  a  mild,  discrete  form  of  the  disease,  ana  are  dried  and  stored 
away  for  about  one  year.  The  inoculations  are  done  almost  altogether 
in  the  spring,  the  victims  thus  having  the  advantage  of  good  weather 
for  open-air  treatment. 
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In  Shanghai  proper,  e?>pecially  among  the  enlightened  natives, 
inoculation  is  being  superseded  in  a  measure  bv  vaccination,  there 
being  a  fr.ee  vaccination  institution  in  the  native  cit}',  endowed,  I 
understand,  by  a  mandarin,  where  children  are  taken  during  the 
spring  months  to  be  operated  upon.  The  source  of  the  virus  is  believed 
to  l>e  the  Municipal  Vaccine  Farm,  although  I  am  not  sure  of  this. 

Free  vaccination  is  also  oflFered  to  the  Chinese  by  the  Shanghai 
Municipal  Health  Department.  It  was  at  first  received  with  some 
favor,  500  or  more  children  being  submitted  for  treatment,  but  the 
report  got  abroad  in  some  way  that  the  patients'  eyes  were  being  gouged 
out  for  medicinal  use  by  the  foreigners,  since  when  no  children  have 
been  brought  in. 

The  virus  raised  at  the  Municipal  Vaccine  Farm  under  the  supervision 
of  Doctor  Stanley,  the  health  officer,  has  in  ni}"^  hands  given  exceptionally 
good  results.  It  has  never  failed  to  take  in  a  primary  vaccination,  and 
in  secondary  cases  that  I  have  been  able  to  keep  under  observation, 
some  220,  there  have  been  82  per  cent  of  takes,  with  not  one  infected 
arm,  the  sores  being  typical,  although  in  several  instances  there  have 
been  pretty  severe  constitutional  symptoms.  The  percentage  of  takes 
in  secondary  cases  might  be  reduced  a  little  by  the  fact  that  a  few  of 
the  patients  had  no  evidence  other  than  their  word  that  they  had  been 
previously  vaccinated,  but  this  was  not  so  in  the  majority  of  instances. 

The  vaccine  is  collected  from  a  yearling  heifer  about  five  days  after 
inoculation,  the  pai*ts  being  scrubbed  with  one-half  of  1  per  cent  tri- 
kresol  solution  for  half  an  hour  before  the  material,  which  includes  the 
epithelium  and  contents  of  vesicle,  is  scraped  off.  This  is  mixed  with 
from  three  to  six  times  its  weight  of  pure  glycerine,  depending  upon 
the  demand  for  virus,  and  ripened  for  two  weeks  previous  to  issue. 
No  other  precautions  are  taken  except  to  have  the  animal  killed  and 
posted  to  see  that  she  is  not  suffering  from  an}'  disease. 

The  vaccine  is  put  up  in  tubes  containing,  if  carefully  used,  about 
five  vaccinations,  and  the  method  of  using  it  followed  by  me  is,  after 
the  site  selected  has  been  thoroughly  cleansed  with  soap  and  hot  water 
and  dried,  to  deposit  upon  the  unbroken  skin  two  drops  of  virus 
about  the  size  of  a  pinhead,  and  to  scarify  through  each  drop,  with  a 
shortened  exploring  needle  previously  sterilized  in  the  flame,  a  surface 
about  one-third  of  an  inch  square,  which,  after  allowing  it  to  dr}^  for 
fifteen  minutes,  is  covered  with  a  light  bandage  which  is  not  removed 
for  any  cause  until  the  fourth  day.  Practically  no  blood  is  drawn  in 
the  operation,  hence  the  bandage  rarely  sticks.  The  rapidity  with 
which  the  work  can  be  done  in  this  way  recommends  it  wnere  a 
considerable  number  are  to  be  treated. 

The  only  outport  reporting  quarantinable  disease  present  is  Fuchau, 
at  which  place  plague  is  epidemic  in  the  native  city  and  suburbs. 

During  the  weeE  ended  September  3,  1904,  3  vessels,  200  crew,  22 
cabin  and  53  steerage  passengers  were  inspected,  and  1  original  and 
2  supplemental  bills  of  health  were  issued.  One  case  of  illness  (ingui- 
nal bubo)  on  l)oard  the  steamship  Ilalvard  was  investigated  and  exam- 
ined microscopically,  but  no  suspicious  organisms  were  found.  There 
was  no  venereal  history  in  the  case.  Sixty-five  pieces  of  baggage  were 
inspected  and  45  pieces  were  disinfected.  Nine  immigration  examina- 
tions were  made,  with  one  rejection  on  account  of  trachoma.  Mani- 
fests were  visaed  for  3,455  pieces  of  freight. 
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The  municipal  health  officer  reports  for  the  week  —smallpox  3  death-, 
enteric  fever  3  cases,  diphtheria  3  deaths,  tuberculosis  29  deaths. 
Total  mortalit}^ — 2  foreigners  and  138  natives. 

No  (juarantinable  diseases  reported  from  outport*?. 

During  the  week  ended  September  17,  1904,  2  supplemental  and  3 
original  bills  of  health  were  issued,  and  there  were  inspected  5  ves- 
sels, 333  crew,  14  cabin,  and  18  steei-age  passengers;  also  6  pieces  of 
freight  were  inspected  and  manifests  were  signed  for  5,904  pieces. 
One  vassel,  including  holds,  'tween  decks,  and  crew's  quarters  wa? 
disinfected  with  bichloride  solution  1:800.  Four  cases  of  illness  were 
investigated,  none  of  which  proved  to  be  of  quarantinable  disease. 
One  emigrant  was  inspected  and  rejected. 

The  report  of  the  municipal  health  officer  shows  for  the  week  enteri*' 
fever  1  case,  diphtheria  1  case  and  1  death,  tuberculosis  39  death?. 
The  total  reported  mortality  was  2  foreigners  and  135  natives. 

No  quarantinable  disease  was  reported  from  any  of  the  outport^.

CUBA. 

Health  report  of  the  Repvblic  of  Cuba  for  the  imnith  of  Junt^.  190 '^ 

The  following  is  received  from  Minister  Squiers,  under  date  of 
October  8,  1904: 

The  total  mortality  in  the  district  of  Habana  was  unusually  high 
during  June,  557,  compared  to  467  for  the  preceding  30  days,  and  loT 
more  than  in  June  of  last  year.  The  daily  death  rate  corresponded  to 
an  annual  death  rate  of  24.79  per  thousand  of  population. 

The  death  rate  of  the  whole  island  was  high  during  June,  bein^ 
equivalent  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  19.1  per  1,000,  the  highest  figure 
so  far  registered  this  year.  The  report  accounts  for  this  sudden  ri^e 
in  the  death  rate  by  infant  mortality  and  enteritis,  due  to  bad  milk  and 
neglect  of  bodily  eleanlinass.  While  there  is  no  doubt  a  certain  amount 
of  truth  in  this^  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  bad  sanitary  condition  of 
most  of  the  towns  on  the  island,  excluding  Habana,  is  beginning  to  show 
its  effect  on  the  health  of  the  population,  particularly  children,  and  that 
it  is  indirectly  responsible  for  this  sudden  rise  in  mortalit}'. 

One  case  of  smallpox  occurred  at  Habana,  but  the  prompt  and  ener- 
getic means  employed  prevented  a  propagation  of  the  disease.  No 
cases  of  yellow  fever  were  imported  during  June,  a  rather  unusual 
occurrence  for  that  time  of  the  year.  Tul)erculosis  was  responsible 
but  for  only  11.9  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality,  the  best  showing  of 
this  disease  for  some  time.  Sixteen  suicides  were  reported  during  the 
month.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  McMahon  reports,  October  11,  as  fol- 
lows: During  the  week  ended  October  8,  1904,  no  vessels  cleared  at 
this  port  for  ports  in  the  United  States.

city.  More  sickness  is  reported  in  the  city  than  usual,  and  sanitary 
conditions  are  very  bad.

Report  from  Santiago — Transactions  for  the  third  qnarter  of  the  y&tr 
190J^ — MoTtvxxry  statistics — Sanitary  conditions. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Wilson  reports,  October  6,  as  follows: 

The  number  of  bills  of  health  issued  in  September  was  20,  a  marked 
increase  over  August  (14)  and  the  highest  number  issued  in  any  month 
since  July,  1903.  The  total  for  the  quarter  is  53,  a  slight  increase 
over  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1903.  The  totals  for  the  first  three 
quarters  of  1904  were  54,  51,  and  53,  respectively. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  Septemoer  (stillbirths  not  counted) 
was  50.  This  is  the  smallest  mortality  for  any  month  this  year  except 
January,  when  there  were  only  48  deaths.  September  showed  a 
marked  decrease  over  August  (80),  the  principal  gain  being  in  intes- 
tinal diseases.  The  total  deaths  for  the  quarter  was  222,  a  decrease 
over  the  second  quarter,  271,  but  still  higher  than  the  first  quarter, 
181.  In  the  third  quarter  of  1903  the  deaths  were  237,  a  decrease  of 
15  in  favor  of  this  year  (1904). 

Of  contagious  diseases  there  were  reported  during  the  quarter  12 
cases  and  2  deaths.  All  were  diphtheria  except  1  case  of  varicella, 
which  recovered. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  city  as  a  whole  there  is  nothing  new  to 
report.  As  1  have  reported  previously,  the  streets  are  dirty  and  in 
bad  condition.  The  street-cleaning  force  is  very  insufficient,  owing  to 
lack  of  funds. 

The  water  supply  of  late  has  been  scanty  in  spite  of  heavy  daily 
showers  for  the  last  three  weeks.  These  have  made  the  water  very 
muddy.  The  water  has  often  been  turned  off  several  hours  a  day  in 
the  center  of  the  city  without  warning.

GERMANY. 

Report  frmn  Berlin — Death  rate  of  Bei'lin  and  other  cities, 

Consul-General  Mason  reports,  October  5,  1904,  as  follows: 
The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  September  17  was 
lower  than  it  has  been  since  the  middle  of  July,  amounting,  calculated 
on  the  year,  to  14.8  (as  compared  with  17.7  in  the  preceding  week) 
per  thousand  of  the  population,  and  thus  corresponded  almost  exactly 
with  the  rate  for  the  same  week  of  last  year.  Among  the  large  German 
towns  and  cities  the  following  places  showed  still  more  favorable 
figures  than  Berlin,  namely:  SchOneberg  (with  14  per  thousand),  Char- 
lottenburg  (with  13.4),  Stuttgart,  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Cassel, 
Essen,  Elberf eld,  and  Crefeld.  The  moilality  figures  of  Dusseldorf , 
Ijondon,  Paris,  and  Vienna  about  tallied  with  the  Berlin  rate,  while 
Hamburg,  Bremen,  Hanover,  Aix  la  Chapelle,  Munich,  Dresden, 
KOnigsberg,  Breslau,  Leipzig,  Magdeburg,  Cologne,  Nuremberg, 
Carlsruhe,  Rixdorf  (with  21.8)  nad  considerably  higher  death  rate  than 
this  city.  The  rate  of  mortality  among  infants  fell  from  7.8  per  year 
and  thousand  in  the  preceding  week  to  6.2  this  week,  thus  being  lower 
than  the  Hamburg,  Munich,  and  Leipzig  figure.  Acute  diseases  of 
the  respiratory  organs,  and  in  particular  acute  intestinal  diseases, 
showed  an  abatement,  the  former  causing  34,  the  latter  130  deaths. 
Fifty-two  infarits  succumbed  to  cholerine,  also  1  adult  person.  Fur- 
thermore, there  were  registered  86  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis, 
46  deaths  from  cancer,  9  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  9  deaths  from 
diphtheria,  4  deaths  from  measles,  17  cases  of  enteric  fever,  with  5 
deaths.     Finally,  only  1  death  was  caused  by  violence;

Overcrowding  in  Bombay  tenement  houses — Spread  of  plague — Results 

of  ijwculation. 

The  following  extract  concerning  plague  haunts  in  Bombay  is 
quoted  from  a  report  bv  a  delegate  commissioned  to  inauire  into  the 
matter.  He  reports  that ''  in  a  room  the  floor  space  oi  which  was  8 
by  10  feet  there  were  four  fires  burning — one  in  each  corner,  for  four 
separate  families  occupied  this  sjiacious  room,  one  family  living,  sleep- 
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ing,  cooking  in  each  of  the  several  comers."  Thinking  that  jsuirlr 
here  the  maximum  possible  amount  of  overcrowding  had  been  reached, 
he  was  shown«  to  his  amazement,  a  room  of  exactly  the  same  ana 
where  he  was  told  by  his  guide  that  six  families  lived.  By  meanw  *rf 
a  bamboo  frameworlc  suspended  from  the  beams,  and  hanging  ahum 
8  feet  above  the  floor,  space  was  made  fortwo  additional  familiej<. 


in  this  way  many  other  chawls  in  that  gully  were  made  to  accommodau 
six  families.  The  doctor  who  attended  the  commissioner  added  that 
some  of  the  families  at  times  entertained  visitors  during  the  rainj 
season.     These  were  shown  as  municipal  chawls. 

That  conditions  such  as  are  described  above  do  not  prevail  in  Bon- 
bay  alone  must  be  gathered  from  the  great  epidemic  of  plague  mvm 
?»revailing  at  Surat,  a  town  and  port  200  miles  north  of  Bombay.     Tb* 
oUowing  is  from  a  telegram  dated  September  11: 

!■  The  death  rate  of  Surat  is  abnormal,  plaffue  being  very  greatly  on  the  ipi  nai 
The  people  are  almost  panic-stricken.  In  the  week  ended  September  9  thert^  w^tp 
757  deaths  from  all  causes,  370  of  them  being  due  to  plague.  In  the  same  week  U 
last  year  the  total  deaths  numbered  155,  and  those  from  plague  55.  The  popaUti^e 
of  Surat,  according  to  the  census  of  1901,  being  119,171,  the  death  ratea  per  mille  per 
annum  are  as  follows:

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  nlague  epidemics  are  thus  beirinning  to  re^p- 
pear  in  various  part»  of  the  country,  it  is  singular  that  government 
assumes  such  a  guarded  attitude  regarding  inoculation.  There  s^e^n^ 
to  be  a  desire  on  the  part  of  some  officials  to  prove  that  inoculation  i* 
not  efficacious,  and  the  investigations  made  by  such  men  are  so  imxHn- 
plete  as  easily  to  give  rise  to  erroneous  results.  The  Times  of  India 
tor  September  16  says: 

Evidence  is  a<mmulating  on  all  sides  as  to  the  disastrous  effects  of  the  policy  orf 
secrecy  pernisttnl  in  by  jfovemment  in  reganl  to  the  causes  which  led  to  the  onforto- 
nate  aivident  resulting  m  the  death  of  19  persons  inoculated  with  antiplagoe  fiemin 
at  Mulkowal.  [In  my  letter  of  June  19,  1904,  I  quoted  the  statement  of  the  plain>» 
research  lalK)ratc>ry  on  this  matter.]  If  there  ha4l  l>een  no  attempt  at  all  madp 
at  an  invci^tigationof  them  the  effe<*t  on  the  public  mind,  so  far  as  inoculation  »  ciio- 
cemed,  could  not  have  been  won^e  than  that  of  the  i:oun*e  a<lopte(l  of  shelviiv 
the  report  of  a  special  commission  appointed  to  eluiidate  the  circumstanceft  of  U» 
occurrence. 

The  sanitarv  comminsioner  in  Marlras  has  issueil  an  addendum  to  his  last  rppitrL 
dealing  with  the  mortality  from  plague  among  inoculated  persons.  He  says  that  Uion»> 
lation  in  the  Madras  Presidency  had  not  recovered  from  the  check  admin ist4*rr«l  w 
it  by  the  asnertions  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Laurie  [the  nature  of  these  I  can  not  rvpiict. 
as  I  have  l)een  unable  to  find  a  re<H)rd  of  them]  when  the  *'  Mulkowal  mishap "  oust 
to  intensify  the  adverse  impression.  The  tigiires  given  by  the  sanitary  commlanoocr 
are  so  few,* and  the  proportions  haveavoweilly  been  arrived  at  without  making  allow- 
ance for  the  portions  of  the  population  that  left  the  towns,  that  it  is  no  use  attempt- 
ing to  draw  any  conclusion  from  them.  .The  sanitary  commissioner  does  not  think 
that  the  mortality  from  plague  among  inoculated  persons  is  a  factor  inBuencimr  the 
present  apathy  of  all  classes  of  the  people.  The  Mulkowal  afbiir  is  the  real  stumbiinr> 
bUx'k,  and  unleft<  it  is  propomnl  to  follow  a  more  rational  policy  and  publish  then;o- 
tents  of  Sir  l^wren(»e  Jenkins's  ^  report  the  government  might  as  well  order  the  labnni- 
tory  to  l)e  cl«ise<l  ami  the  manufacture  of  prophyla^'tic  put  an  end  to. 

o  Sir  Lawreni^  Jenkins  is  chief  justice  of  the  Bombajir  high  court*  and  wtm  cbtir- 
Aan  of  the  government  commission  appointed  to  investigate  the  Mulkowal  r"' — "" 
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I  would  call  attention  to  the  contrast  between  the  attitude,  indicated 
above,  of  certain  officials  who  are  hostile  to  inoculation,  and  the  reports 
of  those  others  like  Captain  Smith  (see  my  letter  of  June  4, 1904),  who, 
after  an  enormous  personal  experience  with  inoculation,  testify  unre- 
servedly to  its  benefits. 

Reports  from    Calcutta — Inspection   of  vessel — Cholera   and  plague 

mortality. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  September  16  and  22,  as 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  10, 1904,  bill  of  health  was  issued 
to  steamship  Schwarzenfds^  bound  for  Boston  and  New  York,  with  a 
total  crew  of  50.  The  usual  precautions  were  taken;  effects  of  Lascars 
were  fumigated,  rat  guards  placed  on  wharf  lines,  and  cargo  compart- 
ments fumigated. 

Week  ended  September  17,  no  transactions. 

During  the  week  ended  September  10,  1904,  there  were  5  deaths 
from  cholera  and  no  deaths  from  plague  in  Calcutta. 

In  Bengal  during  the  week  ended  September  3, 1904,  there  were  469 
cases  and  375  deaths  from  plague. 

In  India  during  the  week  ended  August  27,  1904,  there  were  11,560 
cases  and  8,304  deaths  from  plague. 

During  the  week  ended  September  17,  1904,  there  were  3  deaths 
from  cholera  and  2  deaths  from  plague  in  Calcutta. 

In  Bengal  for  the  week  ended  September  10,  1904,  there  were  581 
cases  and  500  deaths  from  plague. 

In  India  for  the  week  ended  September  3,  1904,  there  were  13,862 
cases  and  10,199  deaths. 

Iinprovement  in  weather  conditions — No  further  fear  of  famine. 

Heavy  showers  have  been  reported  from  the  Deccan  during  the  past 
few  days,  the  fall  being  general  and  widely  distributed.  The  districts 
which  were  most  seriously  menaced  with  famine  are  Poona,  Ahmed- 
nagar,  Sholapur,  and  Bijapur.  In  many  cases  the  rain  has  come  too 
late  to  save  anything  save  a  small  proportion  of  the  crops.  This 
timelv  rainfall  quite  dissipates  the  serious  prospects  of  famine  which 
have  hung  over  the  Deccan  since  the  monsoon  current  so  unaccountably 
failed. 

Scarcity  will  be  felt  in  some  parts,  but  there  are  no  grounds  now 
for  anticipating  actual  famine  conditions.  The  rainfall  has  been  so 
copious  that  the  shortage  of  water  will  be  materially  reduced.  The 
present  outlook  is  so  fair  that  it  has  been  considered  expedient  to 
postpone  the  opening  of  relief  works. 

Sanitary  dcpartmerit  to  he  created  hy  the  Government  of  India. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Government  of  India  to  create  a  sanitary 
department  with  a  central  laboratory  at  headquarters  and  a  provincial 
laboratory  in  each  of  the  larger  provinces.  This  department  is  to  be 
quite  distinct  and  apart  from  the  Indian  medical  service,  and  its  com- 
missioner, although  probably  an  Indian  medical  service  man.  will  be 
distinct  from  the  director-general,  Indian  medical  service.     Tne  object 
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of  the  department  is  a  complete  reorganization  of  the  sanitary  depart- 
ment as  it  now  exists,  the  prov  ision  of  a  competent  scientific  agency 
for  the  investi^tion  of  the  prevalent  diseases  and  the  improvement 
of  general  conditions  of  life  in  India.

Cholera  in  Asiatic  Russia, 

A  report,  dated  September  19,  from  Constantinople  states  that  owing 
to  4  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera  at  Baku,  arrivals  from  Batum  are  sub- 
mitted to  a  medical  visit  and  to  disinfection.  Under  date  of  August  23, 
51  cases  of  cholei*a  and  13  deaths  were  reported  at  Merv,  in  Trans- 
Caspian  Russia. 

Cholera  in  Turkey, 

For  the  week  ended  August  20,  there  were  425  cases  of  Asiatic 
cholera  and  327  deaths  in  the  Vilayets  of  Bagdad,  Bassora,  and  Mosul. 
In  ordor  to  protect  the  Vilayet  of  Bagdad  against  the  epidemic  in 
Persia  and  Mosul,  the  lazaret  of  Haneguine  has  been  duly  prepared 
for  arrivals  from  Persia.  Two  other  lazarets  have  been  installed  at 
Deli-Abbas  and  Tikrit  for  the  arrivals  from  the  Vilayets  of  Mosul, 
either  by  river  or  by  land.  The  required  personnel  has  been  sent 
there  to  execute  the  quarantine  regulations.  The  sanitary  (commission 
of  Bagdad,  composed  of  civil  and  military  surgeons,  has  adopted  the 
required  measures.  By  means  of  measures  already  carried  out  the 
disease  has  been  uprooted  in  the  main  epidemic  centers,  such  as  Hille. 
Kerbellah,  Nedjeff,  Kiasmieh,  Haneguine,  Samawa,  Hindieh,  and 
Divan  ieh. 

Cholera  in  Persia. 

At  the  end  of  July  the  epidemic  of  Asiatic  cholera  had  spread  all 
over  Pei'sia,  but  was  diminishing  in  Teheran  and  neighborhood,  after 
having  claimed  between  10,000  and  15,000  victims.  In  general, 
Europeans  and  prominent  natives,  who  have  taken  proper  precaution-

ary  measures,  have  not  been  attacked  by  the  disease.  A  dispropor- 
tionate number  of  women  was  affected  by  the  malady  for  the  reason 
that  they  remained  in  the  villages  and  cities,  whereas  the  men  escaped 
to  the  mountains. 

In  August  the  epidemic  was  ragine  at  Shiraz,  in  the  Fars  province, 
causing  on  an  average  100  deaths  daily.  The  number  of  cases  is  now 
lessening  in  the  other  places  scattered  along  the  caravan  route  from 
the  Pei'sian  Gulf. 

Quarantine  regulations. 

In  accordance  with  the  conclusions  of  the  Sanitary  Conference  of 
Paris  (1903),  the  International  Board  of  Health  has  decreed  that  the 
precautionary  measures  to  be  adopted  for  vessels  leaving  Egyptian 
|K)rts  (medical  insj)ection  and  disinfection)  may  not  be  continued  after 
the  expiration  of  five  days'  immunity.  Heretofore,  the  period  has 
been  ten  days. 

In  Bulgaria  it  has  been  decreed  that  all  vessels  proceeding  from 
Batum  and  Poti  (Black  Sea)  may  be  admitted  to  free  pratique  in  the 
ports  of  Burghas  and  Varna  after  favorable  medical  inspection  and 
the  required  disinfection. 

Contagious  diseases  in  Italy. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  contagious  diseases  in  Italy  for  the 
week  ended  September  22,  1904: 

Measles,  scarlatina,  and  diphtheria:  Verv  few  eases.  Smallpox: 
Cases  reported  in  San  Vito,  San  Pancrazio,  ferindisi,  Lizzano,  Ceglie, 
Oria  (province  of  Lecce),  in  Palermo,  and  in  several  communes  of  the 
province  of  Potenza.  Enteric  fever:  Widely  spread.  Cases  are 
reported  in  the  following  provinces:  Milan,  Rome,  Perugia,  Genoa, 
Ancona,  Chieti,  Treviso,  ^ovara,  Torino,  Siena,  Como,  Grosseto, 
Cagliari,  Arezzo,  Macerata,  Bergamo,  Ascoli  Piceno,  Belluno. 
Anthrax:  Cases  are  reported  in  the  provinces  of  Perugia,  Chieti,  Cal- 
tanisetta,  Cagliari. 

Sleeping  sickness. 

The  Academy  of  Medicine  of  Paris  has  recently  approved  the  fol- 
lowing proposals  made  by  Doctor  Blanchard: 

1.  In  view  of  the  progressive  extension  of  sleeping  sickness  and 
probability  of  dissemination  of  human  trypanostomiasis  by  means  of 
the  glossina  fusca  and  other  species  of  glossina,  it  is  urgent  that  com- 
missions of  naturalists  and  pnysicians  should  be  organized  with  the 
scope  of  studying  in  the  Frencfi  colonies  of  tropical  Africa  the  patho- 
logical action  of  the  different  glossinse.  If  the  result  of  such  inquiries 
should  show  that  the  glossinas  of  eastern  and  southern  Africa  are  not 
pathogenic  to  man,  either  of  the  white  or  black  race,  it  would  not  be 
necessary  to  disturb  the  relations  of  these  sections  with  the  infected 
zones. 

2.  Awaiting  the  results  of  these  inquiries,  prophylactic  measures 
should  be  taken  to  hinder  soldiers,  porters,  and  natives  from  passing 
between  infected  and  noninfected  regions. 

8.  Local  governments  are  reauestSi  to  make  known  t#  both  whites 
aad  natives  the  danger  involved  in  exposing  themselves  to  the  stings 
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of  flies  in  general  and  of  the  tsetse  in  jmrticular,  and  of  the  necessity 
of  locating  habitations,  factories,  and  villages  outside  of  the  localities 
in  which  such  flies  are  found.  The  commission  of  physicians  and 
naturalists  already  referred  to  should  be  charged  to  pK)int  out  which 
among  the  localities  adapted  to  cultivation  of  the  soil  and  to  the  va^iou^ 
colonial  enterprises  are  exempt  from  glossinae  known  to  be  dan^roud. 
The  administration,  availing  itself  of  this  technical  informatioo. 
could  indicate  localities  where  the  people  of  villages  already  infected 
could  go  to  create  new  centei*s  of  population. 

4.  Not  less  urgent  is  the  study  of  trypanostomiasis  of  animab  in 
general,  with  the  view  of  determining  what  stinging  dipterse  can 
transmit  the  disease.  These  studies  are  particularly  important  in 
Sudan,  Algeria,  and  Tunis,  where  the  malady  is  transmitted  by  dipterse 
other  than  glossinae. 

5.  Trypanostomiasis  of  man  in  Algeria  merits  special  attention.  Its 
systematic  study  should  be  taken  up  as  soon  as  possible.  It  would  be 
useful  to  charge  with  this  duty  either  a  single  parasitologist  or  a  com- 
mission of  two  or  three  parasitologists. 

6.  In  view  of  the  existence  in  various  countries  of  forms  of  trypa- 
nostomiasis, which  appear  to  be  transmitted  by  flies  of  the  genus 
Tabanus  and  other  stinging  flies  (stomoxes),  which  also  exist  in  Europe, 
and  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  the  introduction  of  these  parasitic 
diseases,  the  importation  into  France  and  the  French  colonies  of  ani- 
mals from  regions  where  trypanostomiasis  flourishes  should  be  prohib- 
ited by  rigorous  regulations.  A  resolution  to  this  effect  has  already 
been  adopted  by  the  academy  (July,  1902),  on  the  proposal  of  Lavenm 
and  Nocard,  but  it  is  necessary  again  to  invite  the  attention  of  the 
public  authorities  to  the  question.

Report  from  Monterey — Mortality. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  October  10,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Sanitary  matters  are  much  as  at  the  date  of  my  last  report  During 
the  week  ended  October  8  there  were  recorded  in  this  city  44  deaths. 
The  mortality  records  show  nothing  of  special  interest. 

Report  from^  Progreso  and  Merida — Inspection  of  vessels — Yellow  fever 

at  Merida. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports  as  follows:  Weekended 
Octobers,  1904:  Estimated  population,  8,000;  deaths  from  all  caut^es,  19. 

Conditions  here  and  in  Merida  unchanged.  Here  there  has  been 
warm,  dry  weather,  and  consequently  there  have  been  few  mosquitoes. 
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Aboard  vessels  at  wharf  mosquitoes  seldom  appear,  and  on  vessels  dis- 
tant from  wharf  none  are  found.  At  date  of  October  5,  latest  report, 
there  was  in  lazaretto  at  Merida  1  case  yellow  fever,  with  4  cases 
suspect. 

Bills  of  health  have  been  issued  as  follows:  September  24,  Alm^ 
Mobile,  crew  24,  passengers  1;  Seneca^  New  York  via  Habana,  crew 
66,  passengers  32,  in  transit  3H.  September  30,  Straits  of  Dover^

96,  passengers  43,  transit  38;  Marian^^  Ir&scagoula,  crew  7.  October  3, 
Teutonia^^  Galveston,  crew  35,  passenger  1.

Report  from  Tampico — Lispection  and  fumigation  ofveasela — Heavy 

rainfall. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McClihtic  reports,  October  10,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  8,  1904,  6  bills  of  health  were 
issued  and  5  vessels  fumigated  and  certified,  as  follows:  British  steam- 
ship Floridian^  crew  39  and  1  passenger,  for  New  Orleans,  Octo- 
ber 6;  British  steamship  E,  O.  Saltmarsh^  crew  38  and  2  passengers, 
for  Pensacola,  October  7;  British  steamship  Manamia^  crew  32,  for 
Norfolk,  October  7;  Norwegian  steamship -rarman//,  crew  18,  for  Gal- 
veston, October  7;  Norwegian  steamship  Nor^  crew  18  and  5  passen- 
fers,  for  New  Orleans,  October  7.  All  fumigations  now  are  being 
one  in  the  Panuco  River,  the  unceitainty  of  the  weather  at  this 
season  of  the  year  making  it  itither  unsafe  to  go  outside.  The  health 
of  the  port  remains  about  the  same,  no  quarantinable  diseases  having 
been  reported.  The  rains  have  been  very  heavy,  an  unusual  thing  for 
this  season,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  town  along  the  river  front  is 
inundated,  as  it  was  in  July,  the  results  of  which  condition  were  so 
many  mosquitoes  and  so  much  malaria. 

A  flood  at  this  season,  however,  is  not  fraught  with  as  much  danger 
as  was  the  other  one,  although  there  is  already  a  vast  increase  in  the 
number  of  mosquitoes. 

The  mortality  report  for  the  two  weeks  ended  October  8  shows  a 
total  of  38  deaths  from  all  causes,  9  of  which  are  attributed  to  malarial 
fever. 

Heportfrom  Veracniz — Inspection  of  vessels — Yelloia  fever  along  the 
Tehuantepec  National  RailrtHid. 

Passed  Assbtant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  October  6,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  October  1,  1904,  eleven  vessels  bound  for 
United  States  ports  were  inspected  and  granted  bills  of  health.  The 
following  vessels  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxid  and  certified: 
September  25,  Norwegian  steamship  Norhetm^  bound  for  New  Orleans; 
September  29,  British  steamship  Manchester  Shipper^  bound  for  Port 
Eads;  September  30,  British  steamship  Trident^  bound  for  Pensacola; 
October  1,  Norwegian  steamship  FaUo^  bound  for  Mobile. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  43 
deaths  (68.8  per  1,000,  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes  including  7 

o  Fumigated. 
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from  pernicious  fever,  2  from  remittent  fever,  3  from  malarial  cacbexU, 
8  from  diseases  of  the  gastro-intestinal  tract,  and  11  from  tubercuk>^i>. 

No  cases  of  yellow  fever  or  other  quarantinable  disease  were  report«fl 
to  have  occurred  in  the  port  or  vicinity  during  the  week. 

Yellow  fever  is  reported  to  be  at  the  present  time  quite  prei-mleot  t.t 
the  Isthmus  of  Tehuantepec.  Practically  all  the  towns  and  viIU|^ 
along  the  Tehuantepec  National  Railroad  extending  from  Coatzacoairt** 
to  Salina  Cruz  are  said  to  be  infected. 

During  the  month  of  September  there  were  reported  in  the  jK>rt  and 
vicinity  of  Veracruz  8  cases  of  yellow  fever  with  no  deaths.  All  *rf 
the  cases  occurred  among  the  occupants  of  San  Juan  de  Ulua  fortre^^ 
The  last  case  reported  at  Ulua  was  on  September  12,  and  no  new  v%.m* 
have  been  reported  in'  the  city  of  Veracruz  proper  since  Augii«4  i3. 
Malarial  fever  is  the  most  prevalent  disease  in  this  port  at  the  pres^ol 
time,  and  many  of  the  cases  are  of  the  a?stivo-autumnal  type.

Vice-C/onsul-(ieneral  Tyler  reports,  September  17,  as  follows: 
It  appears  from  the  reports  which  have  reached  me  from  a  trust- 
worthy source  that  there  lias  been  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases,  and  much  higher  rate  of  mortality  from  cholera  at  Resbt  doiiiii^ 
the  last  ten  days. 
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Resht,  situdted  in  the  midst  of  a  jafreat  forest  intersected  with  rivers 
and  inclosini^  numerous  festerings  swamps  has  a  climate  moist,  close, 
and  fetid  which  renders  it  very  adaptable  for  the  growth,  spread,  and 
continuance  of  the  disease. 

I  am  not  in  possession  of  statistics  regarding  the  fatality,  but  1  am 
infoi-med  that  the  death  rate  is  very  high. 

The  epidemic  has  moreover  made  large  strides  in  the  direction  of 
Tabeiz,  having  already  reached  Zenjan,  about  midway'  between  the 
latter  town  and  Teheran.  It  has  for  some  reason,  most  likely  insani- 
tary conditions,  exhibited  a  virulence  which  seems  to  threaten  with 
destruction  the  whole  population.  Reports  from  other  centers  of  the 
ravages  of  the  scourge  instead  of  leaving  the  people  to  arm  themselves 
against  its  invasion,  appear  to  have  paralyzed  them  with  fear  and  left 
no  energy  to  grapple  with  and  arrest  its  progress.  So  far,  however, 
I  have  not  heard  of  any  cases  in  Tabeiz.

It  is  almost  impossible  to  obtain  any  information  concerning  the 
epidemics  of  yellow  fever  and  smallpox  now  present  in  La  Guaira, 
except  that  they  continue.  • 

WEST  INDIES. 

Report  from  Barbados — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Health 

of  the  island. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Ward  reports,  September  26  and  October  5,  as 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  24,  1904,  3  steamships  and  1 
sailing  vessel,  with  119  crew,  12  cabin  and  15  steerage  passengers, 
bound  to  ports  in  the  United  States,  were  inspected  ana  given  bills  of 
health. 

During  the  week  1  fumigated  and  issued  certificates  to  the  British 
steamship  Crown  of  Granada  on  September  19  from  Glasgow  via 
Demerara  and  Trinidad  bound  to  Port  Eads,  Miss.,  for  orders,  in 
water  ballast,  34  crew,  all  well,  no  passengers;  and  to  the  British 
steamship  Garrick  on  September  22  from  Santos  via  Rio  de  Janeiro 
and  Victoria  bound  to  New  Orleans  with  a  cargo  of  coflFee,  30  crew,  all 
well;  no  passengers. 

The  Russian  bark  Schwanden,  from  Rio  de  Janeiro  in  stone  ballast, 
awaiting  orders,  which  was  fumigated  by  me  on  August  26  as  reported, 
cleared  for  Mobile,  Ala.,  September  20,  with  14  crew,  all  well;  no 
passengers. 

The  health  of  Barbados  is  good;  no  quarantinable  diseases  have  been 
reported. 

During  the  week  ended  October  1,  1904,  I  inspected  3  steamships 
and  4  saUing  vessels,  202  crew,  28  cabin  and  18  steerage  passengers. 
Of  this  number,  18  steerage  and  12  of  the  cabin  passengers  were  in 
transit  for  Trinidad;  2  crew,  14  cabin,  and  18  steerage  passengers 
were  taken  on  at  this  port. 

On  September  26  I  visaed  the  bill  of  health  of  the  Republic  of 
Panama,  issued  on  that  date,  to  the  Royal  Mail  steamship  Atrato^  from 
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Southampton,  bound  to  Colon  via  other  ports  in  the  Caribbean  Set, 
with  161  crew  and  176  passengers,  and  gave  certificates  of  vaccination 
to  5  deck  passengers  or  the  steamship  Atrato  taken  on  at  Barbados  for 
Colon. 

On  September  29  I  fumigated  all  the  compartments,  including  the 
holds  of  the  Belgian  steamship  Garnova  from  Santos,  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
and  Bahia,  bound  to  New  Orleans  with  a  cargo  of  coffee;  42  crew,  all 
well;  no  passengers. 

The  health  of  Barbados  remains  good;  no  quarantinable  diseases 
have  been  reported. 

During  the  month  of  September  the  thermometer  registered  88^  F., 
its  maximum,  on  the  2d,  and  72^  F.,  its  minimum,  on  the  13th.  The 
mean  temperature  for  the  month  was  80^  F.  There  was  5.97  inches 
of  rainfall  during  the  month.

Total  number  of  deaths,  545,  including  diphtheria  1,  enteric 
fever  7,  measles  4,  scarlet  fever  2,  smallpox  1,  and  85  from  tuber- 
culosis. , 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales. — The  deaths  registered  in  76 
great  towns  in  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  September  24, 
1904,  correspond  to  an  annual  mte  of  16  per  1,000  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  15,271,287. 

Bradford. — Two  weeks  ended  September  24,  1904.  Estimated  pop- 
ulation, 285,089.  Total  number  of  deaths  191,  including  diphtherias, 
enteric  fever  1,  meavsles  1,  whooping  cough  5,  and  13  from  phthisis 
pulmonalis. 

London. — One  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-three  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles  6,  scarlet  fever  2,  diph- 
theria 19,  whooping  cough  5,  enteric  fever  13,  and  108  from  diarrhea. 
The  deaths  from  all  causes  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  13.7  per 
1,000.  In  Greater  London  1,759  deaths  were  registered.  In  the 
"outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  7  from  diphtheria,  1  from  scarlet 
fever,  and  2  from  whooping  cough. 

Ireland. — ^The  average  annual  death  i-ate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  September  24,  1904,  in  the  21  prin- 
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cipal  town  districts  of  Ireland  was  20.6  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
which  is  estimated  at  1,093,289.  The  lowest  rate  was  recorded  in 
Lisburn,  viz,  4.5,  and  the  highest  in  Galway,  viz,  35  per  1,000. 
In  Dublin  and  suburbs  194  deaths' were  registered,  including  enteric 
fever  1,  whooping  cough  4,  and  40  from  tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — ^The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  September  24,  1904,  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  16 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,726,236.  The 
lowest  rate  of  mortality  was  recorded  in  Greenock,  viz,  11.2,  and  the 
highest  in  Perth,  viz,  26.2  per  1,000.  The  aggregate  number  of 
deaths  registered  from  all  causes  was  529,  including  diphtheria  1, 
measles  3,  scarlet  fever  3,  and  17  from  whooping  cough.

Report  from  Cape  Colony — Plague — Examination  for  plagne-inftKied 

rodents. 

Colonial  Secretary's  Office, 
Cape  Tomn^  Cape  of  Good  ITope^  September  19^  190^ 
The  following  report  by  the  medical  oflScer  of  health  for  the  col- 
ony on  the  state  of  the  outbreak  of  bubonic  plague  in  the  Cape  Colony 
for  the  week  ended  September  17,  1904,  is  published  for  generaJ 
information. 

Noel  Janisch, 
Under  Colonial  Sei-reiary, 

Port  Elizabeth. — Three  cases  of  plague  were  discovered  during  the  week,  nantelr, 
2  European  males  and  1  colored  male  on  the  15th  instant.  At  the  pjague  hospitall 
native  male  was  discharged;  six  cases  remain  under  treatment.  One  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  rats  (7  found  dead)  and  183  mice  (14  found  dead)  were  bacteriologi- 
cally  examined  during  the  week,  of  which  4  rats  and  11  mice  proved  to  be  plague- 
infected. 

East  London. — Plague-infected  rodents  continued  to  be  found  in  the  town  duriiar 
the  week. 

CAPE  TOWN. 

Harbor  board  area  and  shipping  in  harbor. — Two  hundred  and  seventy-one  rodents 
were  examined;  no  plague  infection  was  discovered. 

Cape  Tovm  municipal  area. — Four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  rodents  were  examined 
by  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  city;  no  plague  infection  was  discovere^l. 
Other  districts. — No  plague  infection  in  man  or  animals  was  discovered.

RepiYrt  frohi  Maskat — No  cholera  present — Clean  lAlls  of  health  Ifoinul, 

Vice-Consul  Mackirdy  reports,  September  20,  that  there  were  no 
eases  of  cholera  in  Maskat  within  two  weeks  prior  to  September  2<), 
and  that  clean  bills  of  health  are  now  being  issued  by  the  medical 
officer  there. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Report  from  Flume — Inspection  of  emigrants. 

Acting  Consular  Agent  La  Guardia  reports,  October  6,  19(4,  as 
follows:

The  cases  have  been  con- 
fined almost  entirely  to  the  lower  classes  and  in  locations  without 
proper  hygienic  conditions.

GERMANY. 

Report  from  Berlin — Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  otJier  cltits, 

Consul-General  Mason  reports,  October  8,  1904,  as  follows: 
The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  September  24  was  con- 
siderably higher  than  in  the  preceding  week,  amounting,  calculated  on 
the  year,  to  15.7  per  thousand  of  the  population,  this  being  also  higher 
than  the  rate  for  the  same  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to 
13.5.  More  than  half  of  the  large  German  cities  showed  less  favora- 
ble health  conditions  than  Berlin,  the  following  places  having  had  a 
considerably  higher  death  rate  than  this  citv:  Hamburg,  Bremen, 
Munich,  Stuttgart,  Madgeburg,  Stettin,  KOnfgsberg,  Breslau,  Halle, 
Aix  la  Chapelle,  Cologne,  Nuremberg,  and  also  Pans.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  following  cities  had  lower  mortality  figures  than  Berlin,  viz: 
Dresden^  Leipsic,  Hanover,  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Carlsruhe,  SchOne- 
berg  (with  15.2),  Charlottenburg  (with  14.9),  as  well  as  Vienna  and 
London.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  amounting  to  5.2  per  year  and 
thousand,  was  lower  than  the  Hamburg,  Munich,  and  Leipsic  rates. 
Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  showed  an  increase,  causing 
47  deaths.  Acute  intestmal  diseases  showed  an  abatement,  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  week,  causing,  however,  107  deaths.  Thirty- 
two  infants  and  3  adults  succumbed  to  cholerine.  Furthermore,  there 
were  registered  78  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis,  42  deaths  from 
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cancer,  12  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  3  deaths  from  diphtheria.  2  dpttxl» 
from  mea^sles,  and  16  cases  of  enteric  fever.  Finally.  7  perNons  died 
by  violence.

The  Board  of  Health  issued  the  following  bulletin  on  September  22: 

Cholera  was  not  epidemic  durins  the  week,  the  attacks  reported  being  13,  inchid- 
ing  1  imported  irase.  One  case  of  cholera  occurred  in  the  harbor  on  the  steamship 
Goodiil.  The  disease  shows  a  tendency  to  increase  slightly  and  is  attributed  to 
seasonal  variations,  etc.  The  disease  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  quarter  of  the 
town.  It  is  prevalent  mostly  amone  the  poor  classes  of  the  population  and  it  has  no 
direct  local  connection  with  the  harlx)r.

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I  can  find  no  record  of  any  new  proposal  for  combating  the  disease 
either  in  Bombay  or  the  Presidency  at  large. 

Heport  fraiii  Calcutta — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Cholera 

anajpUigue  mortality. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  September  29,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  24,  1904,  bills  of  health  were 
issued  to  steamship  Saint  ^uentin^  bound  to  New  York,  with  a  total 
crew  of  32,  and  to  steamship  Swazi^  bound  to  Boston  and  New  York, 
with  a  total  crew  of  49.  The  effects  of  the  Lascars  were  disinfected 
and  fumigated,  and  rat  guards  were  kept  on  wharf  lines  while  the 
vessel  lay  at  dock. 

During  the  week  ended  September  24,  1904,  there  were  2  deaths 
from  cholera  and  3  deaths  from  plague  in  Calcutta. 

In  Bengal  during  the  week  ended  September  17,  1904,  there  were 
484  cases  and  429  deaths  from  .plague. 

In  India  during  the  week  ended  September  10,  1904,  there  were 
15,492  cases  and  11,791  deaths  from  plague.

Bubonic  plague  in  Egypt. 

The  following  is  the  status  of  bubonic  plague  in  Egypt  for  the  week 
ended  September  15,  1904:  At  Alexandria  there  were  4  cases  and  1 
death.  At  Kafr  el  Hammar,  in  the  Tukh  district  in  the  province  of 
Kalioubieh,  1  case  was  reported,  making  a  total  number,  since  Sep- 
tember 3,  of  6  cases  and  4  deaths.  No  fresh  cases  were  reported  in 
the  province  of  Menoufieh.

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Bubonic  plague  in  Turkey. 

A  telegram  from  Constantinople,  dated  September  26,  states  that  i 
fresh  cases  of  plague  hav^e  occur  red  at  Smyrna,  1  of  which  has  proved 
fatal. 

Anatic  cholera  in  Turkey. 

During  the  week  ended  August  27,  1904,  there  were  reported  m 
the  vilaj^ets  of  Bassora,  Mosul,  and  Bagdad  306  cases  of  Asiatic 
cholera,  with  242  deaths.  In  the  city  of  Bassora  no  cases  have  been 
reported  since  August  19.  The  epidemic  is  increasing  in  the  city  of 
Bagdad,  where,  during  the  week  mentioned,  180  oases  and  133  deaths 
were  reported. 

Agialic  cholera  in  Persia. 

At  Kermanshah,  Persia,  10  deaths  from  Asiatic  cholera  occurred 
from  August  10  to  16,  1904. 

Quarantine  regulotiwis. 

By  direction  of.  the  international  sanitary  board  the  effects  of  all 
passengers  proceeding  to  Constantinople  via  Batum  are  subject  to  dis- 
infection at  the  lazaret  of  Sinope,  where  vessels  are  detained  for  that 
purpose. 

According  to  information  dated  August  15  from  Dize,  on  the  Per- 
sian frontier,  61  caravans  proceeding  from  Hoi,  in  Pei-sia,  were 
admitted  to  Turkish  territory  after  favorable  medical  inspection  and 
disinfection. 

Under  date  of  September  14,  1904,  quarantine  regulations  were 
issued  b}^  the  government  of  Roumania  directing  that  arrivals  from 
Smyrna  are  to  be  received  onlj'  at  the  port  of  Sulina,  where  they  are 
subject  to  forty-eight  hours'  quarantine,  to  medical  inspection,  to  dis- 
infection, and  to  destruction  of  rats.  Passengers  proceeding  from 
Smyrna  are  subject  to  ten  davs'  supervision  at  the  home  port.  The 
importation  of  articles  specilied  in  the  fourth  chapter  of  the  Venice 
convention,  and  of  fruits,  vegetables,  and  jellies,  is  prohibited. 

The  Persian  Imperial  sanitary  }>oard. 

By  order  of  the  Shah,  a  sanitary  board  of  the  Persian  Empire  was 
formed,  under  date  of  August,  1904,  with  the  view  of  carrying  out 
the  measures  prescribed  by  the  sanitary  conference  of  Paris  (1903). 
The  board  is  composed  of  the  minister  of  police;  representatives  of 
the  foreign,  home,  customs,  postal,  and  public  instruction  office?; 
of  the  chief  of  the  municipality  of  Teheran;  of  the  European  phvsicians 
of  the  Imperial  courts;  of  the  medical  attach<?s  of  the  Russian,  feritish, 
French,  and  (xerman  legations  and  the  Turkish  embassy  (there  are  no 
medical  attaches  to  the  United  States,  Italian,  Austrian,  Belgian,  and 
Dutch  legations);  and  of  such  Persian  physicians  as  the  boaramavsee 
fit  to  nominate.  The  presidency  has  been  trusted  to  Doctor  Schneider, 
surgeon  colonel  of  the  French  army,  who  is  in  mission  to  the  Persian 
court  and  particular  physician  to  the  Shah.  The  council  is  to  hold 
ordinary  meetings  once  a  month  and  special  meetings  whenever  neces- 
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sary.  The  first  meeting  has  already  been  held,  and  a  committee  on 
hygiene  has  been  appointed  with  the  duty  of  inspecting  and  reporting 
on  the  cemeteries  and  slaughterhouses  of  Teheran. 

ContagiouB  diseases  in  Italy. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  contagious  diseases  in  Italy  for  the  week 
ended  September  29,  1904: 

Smallmrjc. — Cases  are  reported  at  Catania,  Caltagirone,  Assaro, 
Troina,  Fiumefreddo  (province  of  Catania),  S.  Angelo  Romano,  Net- 
tuno  (Rome),  Valguarnera,  Caltanisetta  (Caltanisetta),  Amelia  (Peru- 
gia), Matera,  Fermndina,  Acerenza,  Pomarino,  Bernalda,  Grassano 
(Potenza),  and  Borsea  (Rovigo). 

Enteric  fever. — This  disease  is  widely  spread  in  the  provinces  of 
Catania,  Rome,  Pesaro,  Ancona,  Belluno,  Milano,  Ascoli  Piceno, 
Perugia,  Bergamo,  Genoa,  Chieti,  Aquila,  and  Macerata. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  reported  19  cases  in  Catania,  14  in  Milan, 
3  in  Rome,  and  several  in  other  provinces. 

Me(u<le8. — A  few  cases  only  were  reported.  The  epidemic  in  Rocca- 
gorga  (Rome)  is  nearly  at  an  end. 

Anthraa'. — Cases  are  reported  in  the  provinces  of  Rome  and  Perugia. 

Mohammedan  pilgrimage. 

The  notification  of  the  sanitary  board  of  Constantinople  states  that  by 
special  regulation  applicable  to  the  Mohammedan  pilgrimage  from  the 
Hedjaz  for  the  season  of  1904-5  the  lazaret  of  Camaran  has  been  ready 
to  receive  maritime  arrivals  since  September  11,  1904,  and  will  con- 
tinue in  operation  until  March  7,  1905,  this  period  corresponding  to 
•six  months  of  the  Mohammedan  year.  During  these  six  months  ves- 
sels having  pilgrims  aboard  coming  from  beyond  the  strait  of  Bab-el- 
Mandeb,  no  matter  what  sort  of  bill  of  health  they  carry,  must,  with 
the  exception  of  certain  craft  hereinafter  mentioned,  proceed  direct  to 
the  lazaret  of  Camaran  without  stopping  at  any  port  of  the  Red  Sea. 
All  Mussulmans  arriving  at  the  Iledjaz  are  considered  to  be  pilgrims. 
Pilgrim  vessels  are  defined  as  those  arriving  at  the  Hedjaz  with  pil- 
grims aboard,  with  the  exception,  however,  that  vessels  are  permitted 
to  carry  one  pilgrim  for  each  100  tons  net  register  without  falling  into 
the  category  of  pilgrim  vessels.  The  latter  class  of  vessels  are  treated 
in  accordance  with  the  character  of  their  bills  of  health  and  in  con- 
formity with  the  regulations  of  1867  applicable  to  arrivals  from 
cholem-infected  places. 

Vessels  on  which  the  number  of  pilgrims  embarked  is  strictly  limited 
to  a  figure  not  exceeding  5  for  each  lOO  tons  net  register  must,  at  all 
periocH^  of  the  year,  go  to  the  lazaret  of  Abou-Saad,  near  Djeddah, 
which  is  in  operation  the  whole  vear.  They  will  land  there  all  pas- 
sengers and  merchandise  bound  for  the  Hedjaz,  after  which  they  will 
be  free  to  continue  their  voyage.  Sambouks  and  other  coasting  craft 
carrying  pilgrims  are  treatecT  as  pilgrim  vessels.  Those  which  go 
from  one  port  to  another  are  subject  to  quarantine  at  the  lazaret  of 
Abou-Saad.  On  the  other  hand,  those  which  come  from  outside  the 
strait  of  Bab-el-Mandeb  must  go  direct  to  the  anchorage  of  Camaran. 
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Report  from    Yokohama — Inspection  of  vesseh — Infectious  dineiwuk 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  September  21,  23,  and  27.  a^ 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  17,  1904,  three  vessels,  having 
an  aggregate  personnel  of  374  crew  and  057  passengers  were  in^^pected; 
284  steerage  passengers  were  bathed  and  their  clothing  disinfected. 

During  the  above  week  infectious  diseases  were  reported  in  Yoko- 
hama as  follows:  Enteric  fever,  4  cases,  1  death;  dysentery,  9  cases,  no 
deaths.

Mortality, 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  October  15,  as  fol- 
lows: 

I  found  considerable  fever  prevailing  at  Linares  of  a  fi*ankly  inter- 
mittent and  of  a  remittent  type.  Examination  of  the  blood  in  a  case 
of  the  latter  type  showed  a  small  ring-shaped  intracorpuscular  para- 
site. During  the  week  ended  October  13  there  were  recorded  10 
deaths,  of  which  5  were  due  to  malaria. 

Report  from  Progreso  and  Merida — Inspection  ofveMels —  Yellow  fei?ef 
at  Merida —  Conditions  impraviyig. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
October  15,  1904:  There  has  not  been  an^^  case  of  quarantinable  dis- 
ease reported  since  the  case  of  yellow  fever  July  27  last.  During 
the  past  week  there  have  been  7  deaths  from  the  following  causes: 
Drops}%  malaria,  congenital  debility,  whooping  cough,  pernicious 
fever,  and  enteritis. 

Merida  seems  to  have  control  of  the  yellow  fever  there  and  to  be 
improving  the  geneml  sanitary  conditions.

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Report  from  Veracruz — Lispectioii  of  vessels. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  October  13,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  8,  1904,  6  vessels  bound  for  United 
States  ports  were  inspected  and  granted  bills  of  health.  The  follow- 
ing vessels  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxid  and  certified:  October 
2,  British  steamship  Atlas^  bound  for  Gulfport;  October  7,  British 
steamship  VoUige^  bound  for  Mobile. 

On  the  British  steamship  Plcqua^  bound  for  Gralveston  via  Progreso, 
to  which  vessel  a  bill  of  health  was  issued  on  October  4,  there  were  6 
cases  of  malarial  (aestivo-autumnal)  fever.  According  to  the  history 
the  infection  was  contracted,  probably,  at  Tampico,  and  the  illness 
developed  in  all  the  cases  while  the  vessel  was  at  Texas  City.  When 
the  vessel  left  Veracruz  all  the  cases  were  convalescing!^  On  my 
recommendation  the  captain  made  arrangements  to  have  the  living 
quarters  fumigated  with  sulphur  as  soon  as  the  vessel  got  out  to  sea. 

No  cases  of  quarantinable  disease  were  reported  during  the  week  in 
the  port  and  vicinity  of  Veracruz.  A  suspected  case  of  yellow  fever 
was  reported  on  October  8,  but  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed.

Reports  froTTi  Colon — Inspection  of  vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mohr  report^^,  October  10,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  October  8, 1904,  the  following  vessels  cleared 
for  ports  in  the  United  States  and  were  granted  bills  of  health: 

German  steamship  Bradford^  for  Mobile,  via  Limon,  October  2,  39 
crew  and  1  passenger  in  transit;  Norwegian  steamship  Mount  Vernon^ 
for  New  Orleans,  via  Limon,  October  3,  with  21  crew  and  no  passen- 
gers: British  steamship  Nicarcufuan^  for  New  Orleans,  via  Jamaica 
and  Mexican  ports,  October  4,  with  46  crew  and  37  passengers;  Amer- 
ican steamship  Fhuxnee^  for  New  York,  October  5,  with  62  crew  and 
38  passengers;  American  schooner  «/.  C,  Cllf(/rd^  for  Mobile,  Octo- 
ber 8,  with  6  crew  and  no  passengers:  German  steamship  Breivster., 
for  New  Orleans,  via  Bocas  del  Toro,  October  8,  with  33  crew  and  1 
passenger  in  transit. 
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Mortality  and  sanitary  conditions. 

There  have  occurred  8  deaths  during  the  past  fortnight,  as  followi;: 
Fever,  1;  cerebral  hemorrhage,  1;  bronchitis,  1;  injury,  1;  epilepsy  1; 
dropsy,  1;  stillbirths,  2.  All  of  these  occurred  among  the  natives  and 
Jamaicans  of  the  lower  classes. 

No  cases  of  quarantinable  disease  have  been  reported  either  in  Colon 
or  Panama. 

There  has  been  less  rain  this  season  than  during  the  same  period  of 
previous  years.  Those  portions  of  the  town  that  at  this  season  are 
generally  under  water  are  at  present  very  dry.  I  have  tempK)rarilT 
taken  charge  of  the  hospital  or  the  Panama  Railroad  and  have  had  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  observing  the  health  of  the  milroad  employ- 
ees. Verv  lew  cases  of  malarial  fever  have  come  under  my  observa- 
tion and  those  only  of  the  mildest  type,  very  amenable  to  treatment 
As  a  whole,  the  health  of  the  men,  considering  the  trying  conditions 
under  which  they  work,  is  exceptionally  good.  The  sanitary  work  in 
Colon  is  still  confined  to  cleaning  up  the  worst  places,  and  to  facilitate 

e  work  most  of  the  houses  have  been  supplied  with  sanitary  garbage 

ns.  The  care  of  the  indigent  sick  is  now  m  the  hands  of  the  sanitary 
daepartmbnt  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission.

Reports  from  Manila — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Ya<'cina' 
tion — One  plague  death — Circular  relative  to  quarant ins  Inspection 
of  vessels  hound  from  interisland  ports  to  Manila. 

Chief  Quarantine  Officer  Cofer  reports,  August  31  and  September 
5,  12,  and  14,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  27,  1904,  there  were  no  quarantina- 
ble diseases  reported  in  Manila. 

The  following  vessels  cleared  for  United  States  ports: 

August  28,  1904,  the  American  schooner  Wm.  F.  Garms  for  Port 
Townsend.  The  vessel  was  fumigated  with  sulphur  throughout.  The 
crew  was  vaccinated  and  inspected  on  board  just  prior  to  sailing. 
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August  25, 1904,  the  American  schooner  Samar  for  Port  Townsend. 
The  vessel  was  fumigated  throughout  with  sulphur.  The  crew  was 
vaccinated  and  inspected  on  board  just  prior  to  sailing. 

During  the  week  ended  September  3,  1904,  no  quarantinable  dis- 
eases were  reported  in  the  city  of  Manila.  There  is  no  accurate  infor- 
mation at  hand  as  to  the  dumber  of  cases  occurring  in  the  provinces, 
but  in  all  probability  the  only  quarantinable  disease  prevailing  there 
is  smallpox. 

The  following  vessel  cleared  for  a  United  States  port  August  21, 
1004: 

British  steamer  Lowthsr  Castle^  en  route  from  Japan  to  New  York. 
The  vessel  having  a  cargo  of  tea  on  board,  only  the  cabins,  storerooms, 
and  forecastles  were  fumigated  with  sulphur.  The  crew  was  inspected 
on  board  at  the  hour  of  sailing. 

During  the  week  ended  September  10,  1904,  the  only  Quarantinable 
disease  reported  in  the  city  of  Manila  was  1  case  of  plague,  with  1 
death.  \

The  board  of  health  is  still  engaged  in  vaccinating  the  inhabitants  of 
the  city  of  Manila.  A  striking  fact  in  support  of  the  value  of  vaccination 
has  been  brought  forward  in  this  work.  The  systematic  vaccination  of 
the  city  by  districts  was  commenced  in  June  last.  The  plan  was  to 
vaccinate  first  those  sections  of  the  city  in  which  smallpox  had  been 
more  or  less  present  since  time  immemorial-  The  vaccmation  in  sev- 
eral of  these  districts  has  now  been  completed.  One  of  the  worst  of 
them  was  finished  over  a  month  a^o,  and  it  is  indeed  very  satisfactory 
to  observe  that  in  this  latter  district  no  cases  of  smallpox  have  occurred 
since  the  vaccination  has  been  finished.  One  case  was  reported,  but 
on  investigation  it  was  learned  that  the  case  had  occurred  in  the  person 
of  a  child  which  had  not  been  vacinnated,  and  which,  in  all  probability, 
was  brought  into  the  district  after  the  vaccinators  had  completed  their 
work. 

1  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  a  circular  letter  which  was 
issued  from  this  office  September  6,  1904,  with  a  view  to  still  further 
facilitating  the  movements  of  interisland  vessels.  While  no  actual 
inspection  after  daylight  is  contemplated,  yet  by  the  inspection  of 
vessels  at  Mariveles,  which  is  situated  at  the  entrance  of  the  bay, 
30  miles  from  Manila,  it  will  have  the  same  effect  as  though  vessels 
were  inspected  here  up  to  9  p.  m. 

T<^e  following  vessels  cleared  for  United  States  ports  during  the 
week: 

September  6,  1904,  the  American  schooner  Polaris  for  Port  Town- 
send.  The  vessel  was  fumigated  throughout  with  sulphur;  crew 
inspected  on  board  prior  to  sailing. 

heptember  8, 1904,  the  U.  S.  army  transport  Dir,  Upon  the  exam- 
ination of  the  papers  of  this  vessel  upon  her  arrival  at  Manila,  a  letter 
from  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Cofer  was  found,  which  stated  that  the 
Dix  had  not  complied  with  the  quarantine  i  emulations  at  Honolulu, 
and  that  her  sanitary  condition  was  doubtful.  The  vessel  having 
made  a  voyage  of  twenty  days  since  leaving  Honolulu,  and  no  cases 
of  a  suspicious  nature  having  developed  in  that  period,  a  conditional 
pratique  was  given,  which  permitted  her  to  discharge  the  horses  and 
cattle  on  Iward  into  lighters,  after  which  the  vessel  was  remanded  to 
Mariveles  for  disinfection.     All  closed  spaces  were  fumigated  with 
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!:)ulphur  and  the  decks  washed  down  with  bichloride  solution.  Hw 
vessel  then  proceeded  to  Manila  and  loaded  car^o  for  the  United  States 
The  crew  and  passengers  were  inspected  on  board  prior  to  sailing.

WEST   INDIES. 

Report  from  Barbados — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Ouaran- 
tiiu  against  Demerara  raised — Proposed  ydlmv-fever  expedition  tit 
the  Amazon — Health  of  the  island. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Ward  reports,  October  11,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  8,  1904^  I  inspected  and  bills  of 
health  were  issued  to  3  steamships  and  1  sailing  vessel,  with  139  crew, 
28  cabin  and  23  steerage  passengers,  of  which  1  crew,  14  cabin  and  9 
steerage  passengers  were  taken  on  at  this  port. 

The  quarantine  against  Demeram,  British  Guiana,  on  acxx)unt  of 
smallpox  was  removed  by  Dutch  Guiana  August  1,  by  Barbados 
August  10,  by  French  Guiana  August  17,  and  oy  the  Danish  West 
Indies  September  9, 1904. 

Notwithstanding  the  removal  of  quarantine  against  Demerara  by 
Dutch  Guiana  on  August  1,  rags,  unwashed  beading,  old  clothing, 
wool,  hair,  hides,  and  furs  are  prohibited  from  being  imported  from 
Demerara  until  November  1, 1904. 

It  is  reported  in  the  West  India  committee  circular  of  September 
27,  1904,  that  the  Liverpool  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  proposes  to 
dispatch  a  second  yellow-fever  expedition  to  the  Amazon  in  view  of 
the  necessity  of  investigating  still  further  this  malady.  The  late  Dr. 
Walter  Myers  was  selected  by  the  school,  together  with  Dr.  Herbert 
Durham,  to  undertake  an  expedition  to  Para  to  investigate  the  dis- 
ease only  a  few  years  ago.  Both  members  of  the  expedition  were 
attacked  by  the  malady  and  Doctor  Mj^ers  died.  The  expedition  will 
probably  start  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  health  of  Barbados  remains  good.  No  quarantinable  diseases 
have  been  reported.

Ireland, — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
regist-ered  during  the  week  ended  October  1,  1904,  in  the  21  prin- 
cipal town  districts  of  Ireland  was  19.4  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
which  is  estimated  at  1,093,289.  The  lowest  rate  was  recorded  in 
Lisburn,  viz,  4.5,  and  the  highest  in  Galway,  viz,  38.8  per  1,000. 
In  Dublin  and  suburbs  146  deaths  were  registered,  including  enteric 
fever  2,  whooping  cough  2,  and  23  from  tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  October  1,  1904,  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  16.6 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,726,236.  The 
lowest  rate  of  mortality  was  recorded  in  Paisley,  viz,  13.6,  and  the 
highest  in  Greenock,  viz,  26.2  per  1,000.  The  aggregate  number  of 
deaths  registered  from  all  causes  was  550,  including  diphtheria  4, 
measles  1,  scarlet  fever  4,  and  23  from  whooping  cough.

Quara7itine  proclamatian^ 
By  the  Governor  op  the  State  op  Texas. 

Whereas  it  has  been  made  known  to  me  by  the  State  health  officer 
that  there  is  no  longer  necessity  for  the  general  quarantine  against 
ports  south  of  25^  north  latitude  as  heretofore  declared  by  proclamation, 

Now,  therefore,  I,  S.  W.  T.  Lanham,  governor  of  the  btate  of  Texas, 
do,  by  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  this 
State,  hereby  revoke  my  proclamation  of  quarantine  of  March  31, 1904. 
imposing  certain  conditions  upon  all  vessels  from  ports  south  of  25^ 
north  latitude  and  entering  ports  of  this  State;  this  proclamation  to 
take  effect  on  and  after  November  1,  1904:  Provided^  That  that  por- 
tion of  said  proclamation  applying  to  the  entrance  into^Texas  ports  of 
vessels  infected  with  contagious  diseases,  such  as  yellow  fever,  cholera, 
typhus  fever,  smallpox,  or  bubonic  plague,  or  having  had  either  of  said 
named  diseases  on  shipboard  within  a  period  of  twenty  days  prior  to 
the  arrival  of  such  vessel  at  such  Texas  port,  and  vessels  from  ports 
infected  with  bubonic  plague  and  cholera  shall  remain  in  full  force. 
All  such  vessels  are  hereby  prohibited  from  landing  persons  or  things 
at  any  Texas  port,  or  place  on  the  Gulf  coast  of  this  State,  until  per- 
mission to  do  so  is  obtained  from  the  State  health  officer  or  health 
officer  of  such  port  or  places. 

I  furthermore  declare  quarantine  on  and  after  November  1,  1904, 
af^inst  any  person  or  persons  infected  or  liable  to  be  infected  with 
smallpox,  yellow  fever,  cholera,  tvphus  fever,  or  bubonic  plague, 
either  within  or  without  the  State  of  Texas.  And  I  hereby  direct  and 
authorize  the  health  officers  of  counties  and  towns  therein  to  establish 
local  quarantines  and  to  maintain  the  most  rigid  isolation  of  all  such 
infected  persons  whenever  and  wherever  discovered. 

The  citizens  of  the  State  and  all  health  authorities  of  cities  and 
towns  therein  are  earnestly  requested  to  notify  the  State  health  officer 
of  any  outbreak  of  epidemic  diseases,  and  to  give  said  officer  any 
information  that  will  promote  public  health. 

In  testimony  whereof  I  hereunto  sign  my  name  and  cause  the  seal 
of  State  to  be  affixed,  at  the  city  of  Austin,  this  the  24th  day  of  Octo- 
ber, A.  D.  1904.

There  are  at  present  in  the  city  isolation  hospital  nearly  30  teases  of 
smallpox,  gathered  from  various  localities  in  Chicago,  most  of  them 
having  no  known  relation  to  each  other  in  the  source  of  infection.

Report  from  Cape  Colony — Plagxie — Easamination  for  plagne-infedtd 

rodents. 

Colonial  Secretary's  Office, 
Cape  Town^  Cape  of  Good  Hope^  September  26^  1904- 
The  following  report  by  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  col- 
ony on  the  state  of  tne  outbreak  of  bubonic  plague  in  the  Cape  Colonj 
for  the  week  ended  September  24,  1904,  is  published  for  general 
information.

Port  Elizabeth, — No  casee  of  pla^^ue  were  discovered  during  the  week.  At  the 
plague  hospital,  1  European  male  was  dischara^ed.  Five  cases  remain  under  treat- 
ment. One  hundred  and  fifty-nine  rats  (44  found  dead)  and  208  mice  (8  foond 
dead)  were  bacteriolop^cally  examined  during  the  week,  of  which  43  rats  and  5  mice 
proved  to  be  plague-mfected. 

East  London, — Plague-infected  rodents  continued  to  be  found  in  the  town  duiii^ 
the  week. 

CAPE  TOWN. 

Harbor  board  area  and  shipping  in  harbor. — Five  hundred  and  sixty-six  rodente 
were  examined;  no  plague  infection  was  discovered. 

(Jape  Town  municipal  area. — Six  hundred  and  thirty-seven  rodents  were  examined 
by  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  city;  no  plague  infection  was  discovered. 

Other  distncta. — No  plague  infection  in  man  or  animals  was  discovered.

During  the  week  ended  October  8,  1904,  96  bodies  yrere  interred  in 
the  Bahia  cemeteries.  ^

The  number  of  new  cases  seems  to  be  diminishing  and  is  confined  to  the 
locations  where  there  have  heretofore  been  cases. 
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Reports  from  Rio  de  Janeiro — Smallpox — Recmidescetice  of  tiag^*e— 
/Summary  of  work  of  the  health  department  for  the  month  oj  Au^, 
1904 — Pf^rie  and  smallpox  in  Bahia. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  September  28  aod  Octo- 
ber 5,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  24,  the  following-  vessels  were 
inspected  and  issued  bills  of  health  from  this  office:  On  the  23d  instaot 
the  American  bark  Amy^  for  Baltimore,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no 
passengers;  2  new  members  of  the  crew  shipped  here;  all  members  of 
crew  requiring  vaccination  were  vaccinated  before  departure,  and  tie 
captain  was  furnished  with  a  supply  of  vaccine  in  case  it  should  be 
needed  during  the  voyage.  On  the  24th  instant  the  British  steamship 
Thespis^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  1  new  member  of  tte 
crew  taken  on  here,  5  first-class  and  4  steerage  passengers  from  this' 
port,  and  having  had  no  members  of  the  crew,  except  Uie  captain  and 
the  new  man  taken  on  at  this  port,  ashore  in  this  port.  All  steemgip 
passengers  examined  by  me  in  this  office  before  purchasing  tickets. 

These  were  the  only  vessels  leaving  this  port  for  the  United  States 
during  the  week  under  consideration. 

The  only  information  of  a  sanitary  character  from  Bahia  during  the 
week  was  a  statement  that  on  the  22d  of  this  month  there  were  22  casft*' 
of  bubonic  plague  under  treatment  at  the  hospital,  and  that  up  to  the 
15th  of  the  month  there  had  been  221  deaths  in  the  city,  of  which  num- 
ber 9  were  due  to  plague,  2  to  suspected  cases  of  plague,  2  to  varioli, 
19  to  beriberi,  and  the  same  number  to  tuberculosis. 

Mortality  report  of  Rio  de  Jan^iro^  week  ended  September  ^o,  190^ 

There  were  in  all  during  the  week  891  deaths.  Of  this  number  none 
was  caused  by  yellow  fever,  although  there  were  two  new  cases  of  this 
disease,  both  of  which  were  taken  to  Sao  SebastiRo  Hospital,  makii^ 
a  total  of  3  cases  under  treatment  in  this  hospital  at  the  close  of  the 
week.  There  were  25  new  cases  of  plague,  with  12  deaths,  and  a  total 
at  the  end  of  the  week,  of  51  cases  under  treatment  at  Hospital  Paulo 
Candido.  This  recrudescence  is  most  unfortunate,  and  as  yet  I  do  not 
see  to  what  determining  cause  it  can  be  traced. 

Variola  caused  115  deaths,  with  a  total  of  346  new  cases,  at  the  close 
of  the  week  there  bein^  358  cases  of  smallpox  in  Hospital  S^o  Sehas- 
tiao  and  some  few  cases  m  temporary  hospitals,  the  disease  having  outrun 
the  capacity  of  SSo  Sebastiao. 

Two  deaths  were  caused  by  measles,  4  by  whooping  cough,  13  by 
grippe,  2  bv  enteric  fever,  1  by  dysentery,  2  by  beriberi,  1  by  ieproav, 
7  b}^  malarial  fevers,  and  45  by  tuberculosis.  There  were  no  deatk* 
from  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria. 

The  deaths  were  divided  as  follows:  Males  243,  females  148.  Na- 
tives 320,  foreigners  71.  Less  than  1  year  of  age,  Q^'^  more  than  1  and 
up  to  5  years,  54;  5  to  10,  28;  10  to  20,  41;  20  to  30,  60;  30  to  40,  37; 
40  to  50,  35;  50  to  60,  28;  more  than  60  years  of  age,  42. 

By  localities  as  follows:  In  homes,  hotels,  etc.,  246;  in  civil  hospitals, 
79;  in  military  hospitals,  7;  in  Santa  Casa  da  Misericordia,  51:  Id 
asylums,  convents,  etc.,  5;  in  vessels  in  port,  none,  and  in  localities 
unknown,  3. 

The  daily  average  of  deaths  was  55.85,  in  comparison  with  53  for  the 
preceding  week  and  with  49.57  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 
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This  number  of  deaths  would  give  a  yearly  coefficient  of  24.04  for 
1,000  of  the  population  reckoned  at  the  estimated  figures  of  860,000. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  on  the  25th  instant,  29.5^ 
C,  and  tne  lowest  on  the  same  day,  18.1^  C,  with  an  average  for  the 
week  of  21.88^  C. 

The  rainfall  for  the  week  amounted  to  11.75  mjn.,  a  daily  average 
of  4.94  mm. 

During  the  week  ended  October  1,  1904,  the  follovnng  vessels  were 
inspected  and  issued  bills  of  health  from  this  office: 

On  the  26th  ultimo  the  British  steamship  Soldier  Prince^  for  New 
York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the 
personnel  of  crew  nere,  and  with  no  one  ashore  except  the  captain;  on 
the  same  date  the  British  steamship  Strabo^  for  rJew  York,  with 
coffee,  no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  crew  lists  here,  and  no  one 
ashore  except  the  captain;  on  the  27th  ultimo  the  American  barkentine 
Ol^id  Tidings^  for  Baltimore,  with  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  3  men 
taken  on  the  crew  here;  all  vaccinated  before  leaving  and  a  supply  of 
vaccine  given  to  the  captain;  on  the  same  date  the  American  bai'ken- 
tine  Jnha-  Rollins^  witn  coffee,  for  Baltimore,  with  no  passengers  and 
2  new  men  taken  on  crew  here,  and  same  precautions  observed  as  in 
respect  to  the  Glad  Tidings^  on  the  29th  ultimo  the  British  steamship 
Bdlugio^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  member  of  the 
crew  taken  on  here,  and  no  passengers,  and  no  one  ashore  except  the 
captain,  and  on  the  same  date  the  British  steamship  Hazelwood^  for 
New  York,  with  coffee,  no  passengers,  no  one  ashore  except  captain, 
and  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  crew. 

No  other  vessels  left  this  port  for  United  States  or  Cuban  ports  dur- 
ing the  week  under  consideration. 

In  regard  to  the  plague  in  Bahia,  the  conditions  remain  about  the 
same.  The  latest  aispatches  received  state  that  during  the  month  of 
September  there  were  28  suspected  cases  of  plague  in  Bahia,  and  of 
this  number  18  were  confirmed  bv  bacteriological  examination.  Of 
this  number  but  3  cases  had  a  fatal  termination. 

In  regard  to  variola  in  Bahia,  the  following  are  the  figures  for  the 
month  of  September:  At  the  >)eginning  of  the  month  there  were  28 
cases  under  treatment  in  the  smallpox  hospital,  66  cases  entered  during 
the  month,  45  were  discharged  as  cured,  4  died,  and  45  eases  remained 
in  the  hospital  at  the  close  of  the  month. 

MorUdity  report  of  Rw  de  Janeiro^  ireek  ended  October  ^,  190 If, 

The  figures  for  smallpox  are  a  trifle  lower  than  of  late,  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  bubonic  plague  has  apparently  taken  a  new  lease  of  life 
and  the  figures  are  increasing  every  week. 

There  were  in  all  during  the  weeK  434  deaths.  Of  this  number  none 
was  caused  by  yellow  fever,  of  which  disease  there  were  no  new  cases 
and  but  1  old  case  remaining  in  the  hospital,  none  from  scarlet  fever, 
diphtheria,  or  croup,  choleraic  diseases  of  children,  or  leprosy.  Vari- 
ola caused  132  deaths  with  309  new  cases  reported,  leaving  at  the  close 
of  the  week  346  cases  under  treatment.  Bubonic  plague  caused  12 
deaths,  the  same  number  as  last  week,  with  31  new  cases,  an  increase 
of  6  over  the  preceding  week.  At  the  close  of  the  week  there  were 
60  cases  under  treatment  at  Paulo  Candido  Hospital. 
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Grippe  caused  6  deaths;  measles,  2;  whooping  cough,  1;  enteric 
fever,  1;  dysentery,  1;  beriberi,  3;  malarial  fevers,  2,  and  tuberculo- 
sis, 60.  Tne  deaths  were  divided  as  follows:  Males,  269;  female?s*  165: 
natives,  352;  foreigners,  80,  and  nationality  unknown,  2.  By  ages: 
Up  to  one  year  or  age,  75;  from  1  to  5  years,  68;  5  to  10,  18;  lo  to 
20,  45;  20  to  30,  70;  30  to  40,  50;  40  to  50,  40;  50  to  60,  19:  more 
than  60  years  of  agS,  45,  and  age  unknown,  4.  By  localities,  as  fol- 
lows: In  homes,  hotels,  etc.,  272;  in  civil  hospitals,  99;  in  militArr 
hospitals,  7;  in  Santa  Casa  da  Misericordia,  50;  in  asylums,  c<Mh 
vents,  etc.,  2;  in  vessels  in  port,  none,  and  in  places  unknown,  4.  Tht 
daily  average  number  of  deaths  for  the  week  was  62,  compared  with 
55.85  during  the  previous  week,  and  with  47.28  during  the  correspond- 
ing week  or  1903.  This  number  gives  an  annual  coefficient  per  1.0*» 
of  the  population,  estimated  at  850,000,  of  26.69. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  on  the  27th  ultimo,  33.  S- 
C,  the  lowest  on  the  29th  ultimo,  19.7^  C,  with  an  average  for  the 
week  of  24.27^  C.  The  total  rainfall  for  the  week  was  29.41  mm., 
with  a  daily  avemge  of  4.20  mm. 

Report  of  the  health  department  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  for  the  month  of 

Augmt^  190 Jf.. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  Rio,  as  exemplified  by  the  mortality  num- 
bers, has  not  been  satisfactory  during  August.  The  outbreak  of  variola 
has  in  this  month  attained  its  highest  figures,  having  caused  608  deatbis 
In  addition  to  this  great  cause  of  the  increase  in  the  mortality  of  the 
city,  there  has  been  a  notable  augmentation  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  bubonic  pla^e  and  from  diphtheria. 

A  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  plague  began  to 
be  observable  in  the  early  portion  of  the  month.  However,  the  total 
number  of  plague  deaths  occurring  in  August  of  this  year  is  consid- 
erably less  than  the  number  of  deaths  produced  by  this  disease  in 
August  of  the  year  1903,  being  15  in  comparison  with  23. 

In  regard  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria, 
it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  diphtheria  is  a  relatively  rare  disease 
in  Rio  de  Janerio. 

Yellow  fever  caused  but  one  death  during  the  entire  month.  Ib 
comparison  with  the  mortality  from  infectious  diseases  during  the 
niionth  of  July,  the  figures  are  as  follows:  Yellow  fever  1  death,  com- 
pared with  4  in  July;  plague  16,  as  against  8  in  July;  variola,  608 
against  454;  measles,  3  against  4;  scarlet  fever,  2  against  none;  whoop- 
ing cough,  4  against  3;  diphtheria  and  croup,  15  against  5;  grippe,  53 
against  69;  enteric  fever,  5  against  4;  dysentery,  7  against  13;  beriberi, 
5  against  11;  leprosy,  none  against  3;  malarial  fevers,  35  against  29, 
and  tuberculosis,  228  against  197  in  Julv,  1904. 

The  health  department  made  20,044  aomiciliary  visits  in  August  in 
comparison  with  31,368  in  July.  Of  this  number,  7,776  visits  were 
made  by  the  sanitary  police,  and  the  remainder  by  the  vigilancia: 
26,564  persons  were  inspected,  6,536  persons  were  vaccinated  and 
revaccinated  against  variola,  and  1  against  plague.  The  following 
notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  received  at  the  central  office, 
total,  1,511,  including  1  of  yellow  fever,  36  of  plague,  1,309  of  variola, 
32  of  diphtheria,  2  of  enteric  fever,  100  of  tuberculosis,  11  of  malarial 
fever,  12  of  measles,  and  2  of  scarlet  fever,  in  comparison  with  the

following  notifications  of  infections  diseases  received  during  the  pre- 
vious month:  Yellow  fever  11,  plague  18,  variola  1,038,  enteric  fever 
6,  diphtheria  7,  leprosy  3,  tubiarculosis  96,  malarial  fevers  1,  measles 
29^eriberi  1. 

The  central  disinfection  establishment  disinfected  9,700  pieces  of 
clothing,  and  destroyed  by  fire  1,379  articles  of  clothing.  Up  to  the 
last  day  of  the  month  211,896  rats  had  been  brought  in  and  killed. 

The  bacteriological  laboratory  made  66  examinations  in  suspected 
cases  of  bubonia  plague,  and  of  this  number  36  were  thus  confirmed. 

The  brigade  against  mosquitoes  cleansed  3,476  localities  where  yel- 
low fever  deaths  had  occurred  in  previous  epidemics.  They  also 
destroyed  54  foci  of  larvae,  and  made  but  one  visit  of  sanitary  vigilance. 

They  also  cleansed  62,054  ralos  and  83,089  tinas,  they  washed  out 
51,331  automatic  water  boxes  and  registers,  207  water  tanks,  29,629 
tanaues,  and  2,766  other  classes  of  water  containers.  In  this  kind  of 
work  there  was  expended  more  than  1,757  kilograms  of  pyrethrum, 
38,491  kilograms  of  sulphur,  1,598  liters  of  alcohol,  and  20  liters  of 
petroleum. 

Sixty-nine  vessels  were  disinfected  in  port,  and  on  land  by  means  of 
the  same  style  of  apparatus  46  streets  were  cleansed,  1,409  gratings 
being  removed,  and  32  deposits  of  filth,  in  all  178  carts  of  filth  and 
dirt  being  taken  out  of  the  rain-water  conduits  in  these  streets. 

The  isolation  hospitals  received  during  the  month  of  August  655 

S arsons  ill  with  variola,  27  with  plague,  and  none  from  yellow  fever, 
f  those  isolated,  333  cases  of  variola  died  and  7  cases  of  plague  also 
proved  fatal.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there  remained  under  treat- 
ment 314  cases  of  variola  and  21  of  plague. 

The  total  mortality  for  the  month  was  1,836.  The  centigrade  ther- 
mometer attained  as  its  maximum  in  August  31.8*^,  as  its  minimum 
14.5^,  and  as  its  average  20.86^  C.

History  of  yellow  fevei'  case  at  Punta  de  Saly  Santiago. 

1  have*  just  been  informed  by  Dr.  Hugo  Roberts,  chief  quarantine 
officer  of  the  Island  of  Cuba,  that  he  has  received  a  letter  from  Doctor 
Carainero,  medical  officer  of  the  port  of  Santiago,  reporting  a  case  of 
yellow  fever  at  Punta  de  Sal. 

On  receipt  of  this  report  the  Superior  Board  of  Health  of  the 
Island  of  Cuba  immediately  sent  Doctor  Guiteras  to  examine  the  case, 
and  he  has  wired  that  all  the  symptoms  are  of  yellow  fever,  but  he  is 
not  yet  able,  to  confirm  the  diagnosis. 

From  all  the  information  I  can  get,  no  vessel  has  arrived  in  Santiago 
from  infected  yellow  fever  ports  since  September,  1904,  and  I  find  it 
strange  that  yellow  fever  should  develop  without  any  cause  to 
propagate  it. 

As  soon  as  I  can  get  further  particulars  I  will  immediately  forward 
them  to  you.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  yoa  that  to^ay  at  7  a.  m.  I  went  to  Punta  de  Sal, 
port  of  Las  Minas  de  Cobre,  with  the  object  of  examining  a  case  reported  as  sns- 
picioofl  to  the  conmiiBBion  of  infections  diseases. 

The  patient,  native  of  the  United  States,  aged  24  years,  arrived  at  this  port  on 
September  23  by  the  American  steamship  Orizaba. 

He  went  immediately  to  Punta  de  Sal,  and  after  his  arrival  at  that  place  made 
several  visits  to  Santiago. 

On  Sunday  the  16th  instant  he  was  in  this  city.  He  said  he  took  some  beer  and 
other  drinks  to  excess. 

On  Tuesday  the  18th  instant  he  had  to  stop  working  on  account  of  feeling  ill,  but 
no  physician  was  called  in  until  Thursday  the  20th,  on  which  dav  he  had  a  high 
fever,  40.2;  pulse  92,  frontal  headache,  rachialgia,  flushed  face,  bilious  vomiting, 
epistaxis,  injected  eyes,  ^reat  restlessness,  and  scanty  urine^  but  without  albumin. 
He  continued  in  this  condition  until  Saturday,  when  Doctor  Bisbee  called  Doctor  Ago- 
stini  in  consultation,  and  on  Sunday  the  case  was  reported  as  one  of  suspected  yellow 
fever. 

The  commission  of  infectious  diseases  went  to  Punta  de  Sal,  examined  the  patient, 
and  found  all  the  symptoms  as  described  above,  and  in  addition  a  great  quantity  of 
albumin  in  the  urine. 

In  consequence  of  the  condition  of  the  patient  he  was  transferred  to  the  lazaretto 
of  Ciyo  Duan,  and  place  previously  occupied  by  him  was  disinfected. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  ilisoover  where  he  got  the  infection.

The  diagnosis  of  the  case  of  yellow  fever  in  Santiago  de  Cuhi, 
diagnosed  as  such  by  the  commission  of  infectious  diseases,  has  been 
confirmed  by  Dr.  Juan  Guiteras,  chief  of  the  superior  board  of 
health  of  the  island,  afccording  to  a  telegram  received  yesterday.  I 
have  been  making  investigations  as  to  the  vessels  which  have  entered 
t^e  port  of  Santiago,  and  nave  been  furnished  with  a  list  by  the  chief 
quarantine  oflicer  of  Cuba,  which  I  herewith  inclose.  By  this  list 
you  will  see  that  during  the  month  of  October  one  schooner  arrived 
from  Barahoma,  Santo  Domingo,  and  two  schooners  from  the  Haytkn 
port,  Port  au  Prince,  the  last  two  bringing  passengers. 

Though  no  yellow  fever  has  been  reported  from  these  countrie?-. 
there  may  be  a  probability  that  it  might  have  been  introduced  in  that 
way,  in  spite  of  the  vigilance  of  the  chief  quarantine  officer  of  Cuba, 
who  has  aone  all  in  his  power  to  keep  out  infectious  diseases. 

Habana,  Cuba,  October  ^9,  190^, 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  diagnosis  of  yellow 
fever  has  been  C9nfirmed  in  the  case  of  the  foreman  of  the  Cob« 
Mines  Company  at  the  landing  place  of  that  company,  in  Punta  de  Sal 
in  the  Bay  of  &intiago.  The  telegram  from  Doctor  Guiteras,  dated 
27th,  confirms  the  diagnosis,  stating: 

^'  Diagnosis  confirmed.  Impossible  to  ascertain  source  of  infecdoo. 
Shall  see  to-morrow  about  vessels  mentioned  in  your  telegram.  Xo 
signs  of  yellow  fever  in  city  of  Santiago  nor  at  Punta  de  Sal.  I  believe 
there  is  no  other  case.  Patient  has  only  had  chances  of  infecting  mos- 
quitos  at  Punta  de  Sal,  distant  6  miles  from  the  city.  There  are  onhr 
9  noninununes  at  that  place,  all  of  whom  have  been  placed  in  qaarao- 
tine.     Access  of  all  nonimmunes  cut  off.     Patient  doing  well." 

This  is  the  first  case  of  this  disease  originated  on  the  island  since 
September,  1901,  and  every  precaution  is  being  taken  to  prevent  its 
propagation.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  October  24,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  22, 1904,  bills  of  health  were  issued 
to  3  vessels  bound  for  United  States  ports. 

The  Spanish  steamship  Jose  GaUart^  bound  from  Barcelona,  Spain, 
to  New  Orleans,  via  Cuban  p)orts,  landed  at  this  port  8  passengers, 
whose  baggage,  consisting  of  9  pieces',  was  disinfected  by  the  Cuban 
quarantine  service,  and  one  passenger  was  revaccinated,  in  view  of  the 
prevalence  of  smallpox  in  Spain.  This  vessel  also  brought  160  immi- 
grants for  Santiago  de  Cuba  from  several  Spanish  poits.  All  the 
passengers  were  apparently  in  good  health  when  leaving  this  port 

Some  anxiety  is  manifested  here  due  to  the  fact  that  Congress  has 
adjourned  without  taking  any  action  on  the  sanitation  of  the  cities 
outside  of  Habana. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  have  been  reported.

Under  a  separate  cover  I  mail  to-day  a  report  of  a  case  of  yellow 
fever  diagnosed  as  such  on  October  23.  Yesterday  I  was  informed 
about  it  and  telegraph^  to  you. 

On  the  bills  of  heailth  issued  (beginning  with  No.  170)  I  have  noted 
this  case  and  have  written  under  remarks,  ^*One  case  of  yellow  fever 
at  Punta  Sal,  across  the  bay.  Removed  to  lazaretto  at  Cayo  Duan." 
I  have  reported  the  condition  of  the  port  as  **  good,"  as  one  case  is  not 
sufficient  to  declare  the  port  infected. 

Since  writing  my  report  I  have  found  that  the  patient  arrived  at 
Santiago  on  September  23  by  the  steamship  Orizaba;  that  he  had  come 
from  Idaho,  spending  only  a  few  days  in  New  York.

A 
private  railroad  connect*  it  with  the  mines  at  the  village  of  El  C  «»br*. 
about  12  miles  west  of  Santiago.  The  nearest  point  on  th*»  Iwy  i- 
the  lazaretto  at  Cayo  Duan.  alK)ut  half  a  mile  or  thrt»e-quart«'r>*  t»f  a 
mile  to  the  north.  There  nas  been  no  contagious  disease  in  it  U*t  a 
long  time.  The  copper  mines  at  Cobre  are  now  l)eing  worked,  ai>: 
the  new  foundrv  at  runta  de  Sal  has  just  been  started,  so  that  the  pt»^ 
is  one  of  considemble  activity,  as  there  are  a  great  many  men  enip^n  t* 
in  the  two  places,  a  large  proj><)rtion  of  whom  are  not  immune. 

Doctor  Bisbee  read  us  the  history  of  the  case,  from  which  he  aft^-r 
wards  allowed  me  to  copy  the  following  notes:

He  hati  to  iri\r  »s- 
sfKm,  as  he  was  feeling  very  sick.     He  was  very  feverish  and  restless.

Stopped  ouinine  and  onlered  ammonium  acetate,  sponge  Iwths,  Vichy,  and  a*' 
milk  in  small  quantities.

Week  ended  October  5,  1904. 

Present  officially  estimated  population,  60,000.  Mortality  from  all 
causes,  51,  as  follows:  Yellow  fever,  1;  pernicious  fever,  3;  infectious 
fever,  1;  fevers  (without  classification),  7;  grippe,  8;  enteric  diseases, 
6;  tuberculo.^is,  6;  from  all  other  causes,  2?. 

During  the  week  3  vessels  cleared  from  this  port  as  follows:  Octo- 
ber 1,  British  yacht  Cavalier  cleared  for  Panama  with  19  crew  and  1 
(the  owner)  passenger.  The  master  was  ill  with  svmptoms  suspicious 
of  yellow  fever,  but  of  which  a  positive  diagnosis  could  not  at  the 
time  be  made.  The  vessel  was  fumigated  in  all  parts  by  sulphur  to 
kill  mosquitoes,  and  the  above  facts  were  noted  on  the  bill  of  health. 

To-day  a  cable  was  received  by  the  British  consul  stating  that  the 
captain  had  died  at  sea  on  October  8,  two  davs  after  leaving  this  port. 
The  cause  as  stated  in  the  cable  was  vellow  fever. 

On  October  8  the  steamship  Ecuador^  a  coasting  vessel,  cleared  for 
Panama,  via  intermediate  ports;  crew,  53;  cabin  passengers,  30;  steer- 
age, 17;  all  told,  70.     There  were  no  passengers  for  Panama. 

Surg.  H.  R.  Carter,  chief  quarantine  officer  Isthmian  Canal  Com- 
mission, who  was  here  investigating  health  conditions,  agreed,  because 
of  the  present  condition  of  this  city,  to  discontinue  the  fumigation  of 
coasting  steamers  bound  to  Panama.  For  this  reason  the  Ecuador 
was  not  fumigated.

Reports  from  Bombay — Sanitary  commissioner  appotnttd. 

Acting  Asst.  Surg.  Edward  H.  Hume  reports,  October  7,  as  follows: 

Maj.  J.  T.  W.  Leslie,  M.  B.,  of  the  Indian  Medical  Service,  has  b*YD 

appointed  as  the  first  imperial  sanitary  commissioner  with  the  govern 

ment  of  India.    The  following  paragraph  from  the  government  rej^ola- 

tion  sets  forth  their  attitude: 

The  governor-general  in  council  has,  with  the  sanction  of  His  Majes^ty's  Gort-n- 
ment,  determined  upon  the  appointment  of  a  separate  sanitary  commissioner  ii:h 
the  government  of  India.  His  advice  will  be  of  value  not  only  in  settling,  in  fva."^- 
tation  with  the  local  governments  and  administrations,  the  principles  on  which  in 
advance  should  be  made,  but  also  in  giving  effect  to  those  principles,  with  due  ft^ar-: 
to  local  conditions  and  popular  preposse.ssions.  *  *  *  But  the  sanitarj*  coiuilI- 
sioner's  work  will  also  have  another  and  an  equally  important  side,  the  organifflrii^n 
and  direction  of  research  throughout  India,  which  will  steadily  increase  i^ith  ihe 
progress  of  the  scheme  already  sanctioned  for  the  establishment,  on  lines  amikr:" 
those  recommended  by  the  plague  commission,  of  fully  equipped  institutes  for  ibt 
study  of  health  problems  in  India. 

This  scheme  provides  for  a  central  laboratory  devoted  mainly  to  original  reseanb 
of  a  general  character,  and  the  manufacture  of  antivenene  and  certain  curative  i^ra. 
In  each  of  the  larger  provinces  there  will  be  a  provincial  lalwratory,  the  primary 
functions  of  which  will  be  to  conduct  diagnosis  and  special  research  connected  wiiL 
local  conditions.  One  of  these,  the  laboratory  at  Parel,  will  also  t^arry  on  thenmD- 
ufacture  of  plague  prophylactic.  If  the  scheme  is  to  he  efficiently  worked  and  tn 
produce  results  which  will  justify  the  expenditure  incurred  upon  it^  the  whole  Mj 
of  institutions  which  it  comprises  must  be  under  the  control  of  a  competent  sanitan 
expert,  who  can  supervise,  organize,  and  coordinate  the  work. 

Report  froni  Calcutta — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  Vfissel — CM^f^ 

and  plague  mortality. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  October  6,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  1,  1904,  bill  of  health  was  issued  to 
the  steamship  Rahenfls^  bound  to  Boston  and  New  York,  with  a  total 
crew  of  51i  The  usual  precautions  were  taken,  Lascars'  effects  w^ere 
fumigated,  rat  guards  were  placed  on  wharf  lines,  and  cargo  compart 
ments  fumigated. 

During  the  week  ended  October  1,  1904,  there  were  3  deaths  from 
plague  and  no  deaths  from  cholera  in  Calcutta.

Knter!ffevt^)\ — There  were  cases  in  the  provinces  of  Milan,  Perugia, 
A rezzo,  Torino,  Belluno,  Novara,  Verona,  Catania,  Bergamo,  Ravenna 
and  Forli.

Diphtheria, — In  Milan  there  were  10  cases;  in  Catania,  10;  in  Lamon 
(Belluno),  6;  and  a  few  cases  in  several  other  provinces. 

Italian  quaratttine  regulations. 

By  decree  of  September  28,  1904,  Smyrna  was  declared  infected 
witH  plague  and  quarantine  regulations  have  been  put  in  force  against 
arrivals  from  that  port. 

Buf/onic  plague  in  Egypt. 

Week  ended  September  22,  1904:  Alexandria,  4  cases,  4  deaths; 
Port  Said,  1  case  on  September  19;  no  cases  reported  elsewhere. 

Quarantine  regulations,  Egypt. 

By  decision  of  the  permanent  (»ommittee  of  the  sanitary  board,  dated 
September  20,  21,  and  22,  quarantine  regulations  have  been  put  in 
fori'e  in  Egypt  against  arrivals  from  Salaya,  Porbander  (India),  and 
Snivrna. 
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Turkey — Plague^  cholera^  and  tmallpox. 

At  Smyrna,  September  28,  there  were  2  cases  of  bul>onie  phgoe. 
with  1  death. 

In  the  vilayets  of  Bagdad,  Bassora,  and  MossuK  during  the  week 
ended  September  3,  there  were  495  eases  of  Asiatic  cholera,  with  Z^ 
deaths. 

A  severe  epidemic  of  smallpox  is  reported  at  Alexandretta.  A^acci- 
nation  is  being  performed  with  a  view  to  limiting  the  prevalence. 

India — Quarantine  regulations. 

Arrivals  in  India  from  Port  Said  are  subject  to  medical  insp)ectk)o 
under  orders  dated  September  20,  1904. 

By  decision  of  the  sanitary  board  dated  September  8,  outgoing 
quarantine  was  put  on  at  Clazomene  lazaret  for  vessels  sailing  from 
Smyrna.  The  measures  imposed  include  medical  inspection,  dii?infec- 
tion  of  soiled  linen  and  personal  effects  of  steerage  passengers  and 
crew,  and  destruction  of  rats  and  mice.  The  lazaret  of  Clazomene  i**  near 
Smyrna.  Moreover,  vessels  proceeding  to  Constantinople  are  after- 
wards inspected  at  the  Strait  of  the  Dardanelles  and  on  arrival  at  Con- 
stantinople. Vessels  bound  to  other  papts  of  the  Empire  undergo 
medical  inspection  in  the  nearest  port  where  a  Government  quarantiDe 
health  officer  is  on  duty. 

Russia — Cholera  and  guarantine. 

The  town  of  Merv  (Trans-Caspian  Province)  has  been  declared 
infected  with  Asiatic  cholera. 

Ships  from  Krassnowodsk  proceeding  to  Russian  port«  of  theCaspian 
Sea  are  compelled  to  call  at  Baku  in  order  to  receive  directions  for  the 
sanitary  mea.sures  to  be  adopted. 

An  observation  station  has  been  established  at  Kaachka  and  another 
10  kilometers  from  Krassnowodsk,  where  passengers  coming  by  the 
Trans-Caspian  Railway  are  subject  to  medical  inspection  and  disinfec- 
tion. 

The  Russian  frontier  in  the  Trans-Caspian  Province  between  Russia 
and  Persia  and  Afghanistan  was  closed  August  7.  Passengers  are 
allowed  to  pass  through  only  at  Tchatly,  Khunekesir,  Urtvk,  Kbivea- 
bad,  Thaatka,  Semkhs,  and  Kuldja,  wHere  sanitary  stations  have  been 
installed. 

In  order  to  adopt  measures  required  to  prevent  an  importation  of 
cholera  into  the  territorv  of  the  Russian  Empire  and  to  obtain  uniform- 
ity of  action  on  the  Caspian  Sea  as  well  as  m  the  Volga  provinces,  bv 
order  of  the  Emperor  of  Russia  the  medical  inspector-general  of  the 
territory  has  been  appointed  to  act  also  as  a  delegate. 

Spain — Quarantine  measures. 

August  25.  Measures  against  arrivals  from  Chile  are  suppressed. 

Aai  way — Quarantine  regulations. 

By  decree  dated  August  25,  Siam,  Tonkin,  Brisbane,  Marvborough 
(Queensland),  Valparaiso,  Antofagasta  (Chile),  and  the  Brazilian  porte 
were  declared  infected  with  plague. 
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Germany — A  nkylostomiasis. 

In  the  Arnsberja^  district  160  cases  of  ankylostomiasis  were  reported 
from  August  3  to  17. 

Luxemburg — InfeciiouB  diseases. 

The  following  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  reported  in  Luxem- 
burg from  September  1  to  15:  Enteric  fever,  42  casCvs;  diphtheria,  17 
cases;  whooping  cough,  7  cases;  and  scarlatina,  57  cases. 

England — Plague. 

On  September  14  the  steamship  BUfiopagate  arrived  in  the  river 
Tvne  witn  one  of  her  crew  suffering  from  an  illness  w^hich,  on  bacterio- 
logical investigation,  proved  to  be  bubonic  plague.  The  vessel  left 
Rosario,  July  22,  with  a  cargo  of  gmin  for  Hamburg,  calling  at  St. 
Vincent  on  the  way.  She  arrived  at  Hamburg  Adgust  29,  and  on 
discharging  her  cargo  some  dead  rats  were  discovered  which  were 
found  to  have  died  of  plague.  The  vesvsel  was  treated  for  destruction 
of  rats,  and  afterwards  fumigated  and  cleared.  She  left  Hamburg  for 
South  Shields  September  17.  Immediately  on  hearing  of  the  case  the 
local  government  board  sent  one  of  their  medical  inspectors  to  inquire 
into  the  cir(*umstance.  The  patient  was  removed  to  the  River  Tyne 
Floating  Hospital  and  all  necessarv  action  taken.

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The  sanitarj^  board  of  Constantinople  was  informed  August  30  by 
the  sanitarj^  delegate  appointed  at  Teheran,  that  the  epideniie  is  dimin- 
ishing there.  In  Kemianshah,  from  August  17  to  23,  there  were  3 
deaths.  The  epidemic  is  disappearing  after  having  claimed  6,800  vic- 
tims.    From  the  interior  of  Persia  sporadic  cases  are  reported. 

Russian  transcaspian  province — Cholera. 

From  August  28  to  September  4  there  were  62  cases  of  Asiatic 
cholera  with  43  deaths,  and  from  September  4  ti)  11,  77  cases  with  48 
deaths.  In  the  villages  of  the  environs  of  Hassankuli,  on  the  Caspian 
Sea,  36  Turcomans  have  died  from  cholera.  The  greatest  number  of 
ca«es  have  occurred  in  Merv  and  Bairam  Ali.  Sporadic  cases  were 
reported  from  the  country  between  Ashabad  and  Amu  Daria  river. 

Dutch  Gist  Indies — (Quarantine  regulations. 

Butch  E((H  Tmlles, — By  decree  of  August  26  the  port  of  Macao 
(China)  was  declared  free  from  plague. 

Straits  Settlmients — Quarantine  regulations. 

StraltH  Settlements, — August  11  the  port  of  Fuchau  (China)  was 
declared  to  be  infected  with  plague. 

Belgium — Quarantine  regulations. 

B^lgluiiK — By  decree  of  the  minister  of  agriculture,  dated  Septem- 
ber 26,  Smyrna  was  declared  to  be  infected  with  plague.  Arrivals 
from  this  port  are  subjected,  at  the  quarantine  stations  of  L'Escaut, 
Ostende,  Newport,  and  Selzaete,  to  the  precautionary'  measures  pre- 
scribed by  the  Venice  convention. 

Malta — Quarantine  regulations. 

The  deputy  governor  of  Malta,  acting  on  tae  advice  of  the  council 
of  health,  has  directed  that  the  following  regulations  be  observed  as 
regards  vessels  and  passengers: 

Infected  p/accs. — The  following  countries  and  ports  were  declared 
to  be  infected:  Arabia  (excepting  Perim  and  Aden),  China,  India, 
Alexandria  (Egypt),. Smyrna.     All  ports  in  the  Persian  Gulf. 

INFECTED  VESSELS. 

Infected  vessels  are  vessels  which  have  or  have  had  on  board  during 
the  voyage  or  the  preceding  twenty  days  cases  of  cholera,  yellow 
fever,  plague,  or  any  disease  with  symptoms  which,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  chief  government  medical  officer,  resemble  the  symptoms  of  the 
said  diseases. 

Vessels  which  are  not  allowed  to  enter  the  harbor,  l)ut  are  allowed 
to  communicate  with  quarantine  establishments:  Infected  vessels  and 
vessels  with  pilgrims  from  the  East,  which  do  not  carry  a  recognized 
medical  officer. 

Vemels  dllmred  to  load  In  quarantine, — Infected  vessels  carrying  a 
recognized  medical  officer  and  not  having  on  board  an  actual  case  of 
the  diseases  mentioned;  vessels  with  pilgrims  from  the  East  which 
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carry  a  recognized  medical  officer;  vessels  from  infected  place*  ik^ 
having  on  board  an  actual  case  of  any  of  the  diseases  mentionexl  when 
arriving  within  ten  days  from  date  of  departure;  vessels  arriving  ai 
Malta  without  a  clean  bill  of  health. 

Vessels  f ram  hi  ff'C^ed  places  admitted  to  pratique, — Vessels  without  i 
clean  bill  of  health,  or  from  infected  places,  will  be  admitted  to  pratique 
after  ten  days  from  date  of  departure. 

Pilotn  allotned  to  boird  ve^.'^ets, — Pilots  will  be  allowed  to  board  tbe 
vessels  referred  to  (as  being  allowed  to  load  in  quarantine)  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  them  into  the  quarantine  harbor,  subject  to  the  fullow- 
mg  conditions:  The  pilot  shall  go  direct  from  his  boat  to  the  bridge 
without  holding  communication  with  an^^  person  except  the  officers  and 
crew  of  the  vessel,  and,  after  the  vessel  is  moored,  shall  be  taken  in 
one  of  her  boats  to  the  lazaretto,  where  his  clothes  and  person  shall  he 
disinfected.  To  prevent  communication  or  contact  with  passengers^, 
the  master  of  the  vessel  shall  cause  the  portion  of  the  deck  over  which 
the  pilot  has  to  pass  to  be  roped  off,  and  shall  exclude  from  such  space 
and  from  the  bridge  all  persons  except  the  officers  and  crew  of  the 
vessel  so  long  as  the  pilot  is  on  board. 

Medical  Innptctum: — All  vessels  and  passengers  are  subject  to  med- 
ical inspection  on  arrival. 

Passenger's, — Passengers  who,  according  to  the  declaration  oi  tbe 
captain  of  the  vessel  by  which  they  arrive,  embarked  at  ports  beyond 
Suez  or  at  Meditermnean  ports  east  of  Malta  or  at  Sicily,  Tripoli 
(Barbary  States),  and  Tunis,  shall,  before  landing,  declare"  on  otth 
before  a  marine  police  officer  that  they  have  not  been  in  or  have  not 
communicated  with  an  infected  place  within  the  last  ten  days.  Other- 
wise they  shall  remain  in  quarantine  until  the  expiration  of  ten  dav> 
from  the  date  of  departure.  Passengers  arriving  on  l>oard  ves^i^ 
without  a  clean  bill  of  health,  and  the  officers  of  such  vessels,  will  be 
permitted  to  land  after  medical  inspection,  but  will  not  be  permitted 
to  land  any  of  their  luggage  or  effects  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
thoroughly  disinfected.  This  clause  does  not  apply  to  deck  passengers. 
Passengers  not  otherwise  provided  for  are  subjected  to  the  restrictioo? 
applicable  to  the  vessels  on  which  they  arrive.  When  twentv  days 
have  elapsed  from  the  last  case  of  plague,  cholem,  or  other  disease 
against  which  restrictions  have  been  m  force  with  regard  to  a  country 
or  place  declared  to  be  an  infected  place,  a  notice  will  be  issued  by  the 
collector  of  customs  to  the  effect  that  the  place  or  p)ort  is  no  longer  to 
be  dealt  with  as  infected.  The  word  "  passengers,"  as  used  in  the 
notice,  includes  the  officers  and  crew  of  vessels.

Lima,  Septemher  15^  1904, 
Whereas  the  maritime  disinfecting  service  has  been  established  in 
the  ports  of  Callao  and  Pay  ta,  and  whereas  it  will  shortly  be  established 
in  a  similar  manner  in  Ilo,  the  time  has  arrived  for  collecting  from  the 
companies  owning  vessels  and  from  shipowners  the  value  of  the  arti- 
<*les  consumed  in  the  aforesaid  service.     In  the  meantime,  until  the 
legislative  power  arranges  the  tariffs  or  respective  sanitary  dues,  it  is 
Resolved^  The  bureau  of  public  works  is  cnarged  with  tfie  collection 
of  the  value  of  the  articles  consumed  in  the  disinfection  of  vessels  in 
the  ports  of  Callao  and  Pay  ta,  and  of  the  services  of  the  staff  employed 
in  its  use,  laying  down  the  rules  it  may  deem  most  convenient.

In  Salaverry  and  Payta  condition^  are  much  improved.  In  the  vicin- 
ity of  Eten  and  Pacasmayo  cases  continue  to  occur. 

The  situation  in  Callao  and  Lima  is  practically  unchanged.

WEST  IXDIES.- 

Rcport  from  Barhados — InHpeetion  and  fumigation  of  vemeU — Htalth 

of  the  island. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Ward  reports,  October  18,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  15,  1904,  I  inspected,  and  bills  of 
health  were  issued  to,  6  steamships  and  2  sailing  vessels,  with  238  crew, 
46  steerage,  and  23  cabin  passengers,  of  whom  1  crew,  40  steerage, 
and  15  cabin  passengers  were  taken  on  at  this  port.  A  person  suffer- 
ing from  a  loathsome  disease  wishing  a  steerage  passage  was  recom- 
mended for  rejection. 

On  October  10  I  fumigated  and  issued  a  certificate  to  the  British 
steamsliip  l^olymrp^  from  Para,  bound  to  Galveston  in  water  balla^t 
with  33  crew,  all  well;  no  passengers. 

On  the  same  day,  October  10,  I  visaed  the  bill  of  health  of  the 
Republic  of  Panama,  issued  to  the  Royal  Mail  steamship  On'n^yco, 
bound  to  Colon,  via  ports  in  the  West  Indies,  with  158  crew  and  175 
passengers.  There  was  a  case  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  on  board, 
in  a  cabin  passenger  for  Jamaica.  I  issued  11  certificates  of  vaccina- 
tion to  deck  passengers  taken  on  at  this  port  for  Colon. 

During  the  month  of  September  there  were  459  burials  registered 
in  the  11  parishes,  with  42  stillbirths.  The  death  rate  for  the  month 
was  2.30. 

There  was  a  death  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  on  October  13,  in 
the  British  garrison. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  have  been  reported,  and  the  health  of  the 
island  of  Barbados  is  very  good.

Cancer  also  shows  a  decrease.  Last  month  the  number  of  deaths 
were  124  from  this  cause  and  this  month  they  are  92..

— One  case  of  pla^e  was  discovered  during  the  week,  namely, 
a  colored  male  on  the  5th  instant.  At  the  plague  hospital,  2  European  males  were 
discharged.  Two  cases  remain  under  treatment.  One  hundred  and  eighty-mx  ate 
(16  found  dead)  and  63  mice  (8  found  dead)  were  bacteriologically  examined  during 
the  week,  of  which  10  rats  and  7  mice  proved  to  be  plague-infected. 

East  London, — Plague-infected  rodents  continued  to  ^  found  in  the  town  during 
the  week.

Egypt, — During  the  week  ended  October  7  there  were  registered 
in  Alexandria  4  fresh  cases  of  plague  (and  2  deaths),  and  in  Port  Said, 
1  death  from  plague. 

QhoUra, 

Russia. — In  the  Trans-Caspian  territory  during  the  week  ended 
October  2  there  were  registered  11  cases  of  cholera  (with  3  deaths). 

In  Baku  during  the  week  ended  October  4  there  were  registered 
111  cases  of  cholera  (with  61  deaths);  in  the  week  ended  October  11, 
80  cases  (53  deaths). 

In  Saratov  during  the  period  from  September  27  to  October  4 
there  were  register^  13  cases  of  cholera  (5  deaths);  from  October  4  to 
7,  5  cases  (4  oeaths). 

In  a  village  of  the  district  Zarew,  in  the  government  of  Astrakhan, 
during  the  period  from  September  27  to  October  9  there  occurred  12 
cases  of  suspected  cholera  (with  5  deaths). 

Turkey. — According  to  Bulletin  No.  38,  of  October  3,  there  have 
been  registered  233  fresh  cases  of  cholera  and  160  deaths^  viz:  In 
Bagdad,  33  cases  (39  deaths);  Omara,  31  cases  (11  deaths);  Mendell, 
34  cases  (14  deaths);  in  Deir-Zor,  39  cases  (30  deaths);  in  Mosul,  6 
deaths;  in  Kiazmieh,  7  cases  (7  deaths). 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  other  cities. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  October  8  was  a  little 
higher  than  that  of  the  preceding  week,  amounting,  calculated  on  the 
year,  to  13.8  per  thousand  of  the  population,  being  thus  lower  than 
the  rate  for  the  same  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  14.4 
per  thousand.     Two-thirds  of  the  farge  towns  and  cities  of  Germany 
showed  less  favorable  figures  than  Berlin,  the  following  places  having 
exhibited  a  considerably  higher  rate   of  mortality  than   this  city, 
namely:  Hamburg,  Leipzig,  Magdeburg,  Cologne,  Frankfort  on  the 
Main,   Nuremberg,  Stuttgart,  Munich,  Karlsruhe,  Altona,  Breslau, 
Stettin,  Konigsberg,  as  well  as  London,  Paris,  and  Vienna.     On  the 
other  hand,  the  following  cities  had  a  lower  death  rate  than  Berlin,  viz: 
Dresden,  Hanover,  Brunswick,  Dusseldorf ,  Rixdorf  (with  13.2),  Char- 
lottenburg  (with  12.2),  and  SchOneberg  (with  9.6).     Since  the  preced- 
ing week  the  number  of  deaths  among  the  children  in  the  first  year  of 
life  has  decreased,  the  increase  in  the  mortality  being  confined  exclu- 
sively  to  the   higher  age  classes.     The   death   rate  among  infants 
amounted  to  4.1  per  year  and  thousand,  this  being  considerablv  lower 
than  the  Munich  and  Breslau  figures,  but  somewhat  higher  than  the 
Hamburg  rate.     Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  showed 
practically  no  variation,  causing  50  deaths.     Acute  intestinal  disea.'^es, 
on  the  other  hand,  showed  a  decrease;  claiming,  however,  69  victims. 
Furthermore,  there  were  registered  59  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmo- 
nalis,  44  deaths  from  cancer,  11  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  7  deaths 
from  diphtheria,  6  deaths  from  measles,  and  2  deaths  from  enteric 
fever.     Only  2  deaths  were  caused  by  violence.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden  reports,  October  26,  and  Novem- 
ber 1,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  22,  1904,  five  vessels  bound  for 
United  States  ports  were  inspected  and  granted  bills  of  health.  The 
following  vessels  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxid  and  certified: 
October  18,  British  steamship  7>f/«ma  bound  for  Mobile;  October  22, 
Norwegian  steamship  Norheim  bound  for  New  Orleans. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  39 
deaths  (62.4  per  1,000  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes,  including  3 
from  remittent  fever,  5  from  pernicious  fever,  6  from  diseases  of  the 
gastro  intestinal  tract,  2  from  pneumonia,  and  6  f ronl  tuberculosis. 

No  cases  of  yellow  fever  or  of  other  quarantinahle  disease  were 
reported  to  have  occurred  in  the  port  or  vicinity.  Malarial  fever  of 
the  eestivo-autumnal  type  continues  to  be  very  prevalent.  Quite  a 
number  of  the  cases  are  pernicious.  Many  of  these  cases  of  ipstivo- 
autumnal  fever  present  a  clinical  picture  which  bears  a  striking  rrsem- 
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blance  to  that  of  typical  yellow  fever,  and  seen  at  certain  slBf^es  of  tttt 
attack  I  do  not  believe  that  any  physician  could  make  a  poi:?iti ve  differ- 
ential diagnosis  unless  blood  examinations  were  made  by  a  competent 
observer. 

There  have  been  several  strong  northers  lately,  some  of  them  h^- 
ing  two  or  three  days,  and  as  a  consequence  there  has  been  a  rather 
decided  fall  in  the  average  daily  temperature. 

During  the  week  ended  October  29,  1904,  four  vessels  boand  for 
United  States  ports  were  inspected  and  granted  bills  of  health.  One 
vessel,  viz,  the  Dutch  steamship  Theinisto^  bound  for  New  Orleans^ wis 
fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxid  and  certified  on  October  23. 

During  the  week  there  were  recorded  in  the  city  of  Veracruz  ii 
deaths  (67.2  per  1,000  annual  death  rate)  from  all  causes  includiog 
3  from  remittent  fever,  6  from  pernicious  fever,  1  from  disease  of  the 
gastro-intestinal  tract,  1  from  pneumonia,  and  8  from  tuberculosis- 
No  cases  of  yellow  fever  or  of  other  quarantinable  disease  were 
reported.  ^

Report  from  Colon — hupect'um  of  vessels — Mortality, 


Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mohr  reports,  October  24,  as  follows: 
During:  the  week  ended  October  22,  1904,  the  following  vessels 
cleared  for  ports  in  the  United  States  and  were  granted  bills  of 
health:  Norwegian  steamship  Belvernon^  for  New  Orleans,  via  Limon, 
October  18,  with  22  crew  and  no  passengers;  British  steamship  Louidan- 
iaiu  for  New  Orleans,  via  Jamaica  and  Mexican  ports,  Octoher  18, 
with  48  crew  and  62  passengei^:  American  steamship  Yucatan^  for 
New  York,  October  19,  with  69  crew  and  65  passengers;  Norwegian 
steamship  Mount  Vernon^  for  New  Orleans,  via  Limon,  October  22, 
with  22  crew  and  no  passengers. 
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Mortality  during  week  ended  October  HS^  1901^. 

Four  deaths  were  reported  during  the  week  as  follows:  One  Jamai- 
can, negro,  female,  50  years,  dropsy;  1  Jamaican,  negro,  male,  40 
years,  cause  not  known;  1  Colombian,  white,  male,  44  years,  disease 
of  the  chest;  1  Panaman,  negro,  male,  3  months,  spasm. 

No  cases  of  quarantinable  diseases  have  been  reported  either  in  Pan- 
ama or  Colon. 

PERU. 

Reports  from  Callao — Flamie  situation — Inspection  and  fumigation 

oj  steamship  Chile, 

Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports,  October  8  and  11,  as  follows: 

Dunne  the  two  weeks  ended  October  1,  11  new  cases  of  plague 
occurredin  Lima  and  1  in  Callao  (provisional). 

At  this  writing  more  than  thirty  days  have  elapsed  since  a  case  of 
plague  was  reported  in  Salaverry,  and  twenty-eight  days  since  the  last 
case  was  reported  in  Pa^^ta.  In  £ten  and  Pacasmayo  cases  are  still 
occurring. 

On  September  29  the  British  steamship  Chile  was  issued  a  bill  of 
health,  after  fumigation  and  inspection.  Because  this  vessel  failed  to 
comply  with  the  United  States  quarantine  regulations  on  the  day  of 
sailing  the  bill  of  health  was  withheld  until  the  following  morning 
in  order  to  secure  this  compliance. 

The  plague  situation  in  South  America,  though  Apparently  some- 
what improved,  is  practically  unchanged  in  so  far  as  the  danger  of 
infecting  other  ports  is  concerned,  and  in  my  opinion  restrictive  meas- 
ures should  be  continued  until  the  general  sanitary  conditions  are 
improved,  whether  we  have  few  cases  of  plague  or  many. 

Summary  of  plague. 

Reports  from  Salaverry  give  32  cases  of  plague  with  19  deaths  dur- 
ing the  recent  outbreak. 

In  Eten,  from  August  29  to  October  5,  there  were  41  cases  of  plague 
with  21  deaths;  population,  about  6,000. 

In  Arica  cases  continue  to  occur  frequentlj^,  and  vessels,  as  a  rule, 
are  not  calling  there  at  present. 

Suggestions  relative  to  tJic  docMng  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Sanitary 
conditions  in  South  American  cities  not  satisfactory. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Bureau,  bills  of  health  issued  to  vessels 
which  dock  in  Callao  between  the  hours  of  sunset  and  sunrise  will 
contain  the  following  clause: 

Vessels  which  lie  at  the  dock  between  the  hours  of  sunset  and  sunrise  are  not 
recommended  by  this  office  as  absolutely  safe  risks,  whether  fumigated  here  or  not. 

173 
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I  have  not  construed  paragraph  14,  page  16,  of  the  United  States 
quarantine  regulations  as  teing  absolutely  prohibitive  of  docking. 
Vessels  frequently  bring  machinery  and  other  heavy  mat€rial  that  can 
not  be  very  well  handled  on  lighters,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  docking 
in  the  daytime  is  attended  with  very  much  danger.  Occasionally 
vessels  complete  their  voyage  here  and  after  lying  at  the  dock  for  sev- 
eral days  receive  orders  to  proceed  to  ports  in  the  United  State?^, 
The  effect  of  the  above  clause  placed  on  the  bill  of  health  will  be  to 

f)revent  the  docking  of  vessels  unless  it  is  absolutely  necessary,  or  at 
east  it  can  easily  be  made  to  have  this  effect  by  proper  measures  at 
ports  of  entry  in  the  United  States. 

I  think  that  vessels  which  lie  at  the  dock  during  the  night  at  plague- 
infected  ports  ought  to  be  fumigated  to  kill  vermin  on  arrival  at  t 
port  in  the  United  States.  Vessels  which  do  not  dock  and  which  are 
fumigated  here  are  probably  safe  risks,  provided  there  is  no  chance  for 
subsequent  infection.  Because  of  the  comparatively  short  distance 
between  this  port  and  Ancon,  Canal  Zone,  vessels  do  not  dock  here 
when  north  bound.  Some  dissatisfaction  has  been  expressed  in  San 
Francisco  because  vessels  bound  to  New  York  were  received  in  New 
York  without  fumigation,  while  those  of  the  Kosmos  line  were  being 
fumigated  in  San  Francisco.  I  wish  to  sa^  that  the  fumigation  in  San 
Francisco  ha.s  usually  been  at  my  suggestion  and  because  the  Kosmos 
steamers  have  not  been  complying  with  the  regulations  here  in  a  satis- 
factory manner  until  quite  recentlv,  whereas  I  have  had  no  such 
trouble  with  the  steamers  for  New  York.  These  steamers  have  fre- 
quently taken  our  bills  of  health  and  been  fumigated  by  reauest  when 
they  were  on  their  outward  voyage  and  did  not  require  a  bill  of  health. 
*  *•*  »  *  .*  * 

I  believe  we  are  justified  in  continuing  sulphur  fumigation  until  the 
coast  towns  of  Chili,  Ecuador,  and  Peru  are  placed  in  better  sanitarr 
condition,  and  I  have  suggested  to  many  people  concerned  that  we  will 
be  glad  to  remove  rcstrictions  from  their  commerce  as  soon  as  this  is 
done.

I  believe  that  Peru  will  shortly  begin  the  work  of  general  sanitation. 

I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  disparaging  the  efforts  of  the 
present  sanitary  authorities.  *  ♦  ♦  Tneir  outgoing  quarantine  is 
perhaps  as  rigid  as  circumstances  will  allow.  Their  disposal  of  actual 
cases  of  plague  and  the  treatment  of  infected  houses  has  already  been 
discussed  in  a  previous  communication.

WEST  INDIES. 

Reports  from.  Barbados — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Health 

of  the  Island. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Ward  reports,  October  24  and  25,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  22,  1904,  I  inspected,  and  bills  of 
health  were  issued  to,  4  steamships  with  177  crew,  54  steerage,  and  42 
cabin  passengers,  of  whom  9  steerage  and  6  cabin  passengers  were 
taken  on  at  this  port. 

On  October  22  I  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxide  all  the  compart- 
ments, including  the  holds,  of  the  British  steamship  Bernard.,  from 
Para  bound  to  Galveston,  in  water  ballast,  with  36  crew,  all  well;  no 
passengers. 

There  have  been  no  diseases  of  a  quarantinable  nature  reported  this 
week.     The  general  sanitary  condition  of  this  island  is  good. 

Smallpox  on  harkentine  Ensenada.^froui  Rosario^  via  Santos^  for  Santa 

Ctniz.,  Cuba. 

The  British  barkentine  Eiisenada^  bound  to  Santa  Cruz,  Cuba,  in 
stone  ballast,  where,  it  is  expected,  she  will  load  cedar  for  New  York, 
arrived  at  Barbados  this  morning,  29  days  from  Santos,  with  2  cases  of 
smallpox  aboard.  The  vessel  was  placed  in  Quarantine  in  the  open  bay 
and  tne  sick  were  removed  to  Pelican  Island. 
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Upon  the  invitation  of  the  health  authoritiew  I  visited  the  ve?«sel  mht^'t 
noon  with  one  of  the  health  officers  and  examined  the  sick.  Then-  ««• 
4  men  sick,  the  first  and  the  second  mate  and  2  seamen.  All  wen*  takrc 
ill  on  or  about  October  18,  22  days  out.  The  first  niaUs  how •*%'•. 
was  soon  able  to  l>e  about,  and  he  showed  at  no  time  any  >»isrnH  of  *■ 
eruption.  When  I  saw  him,  though  he  seemed  far  from  well,  h^  w» 
not  suffering  from  smallpox.  The  second  mate  was  in  hin  t»unk«  \kS. 
aside  from  a  few  crusts  on  his  face,  arms,  and  chest,  he  >liowed  nodiizv 
characteristic.  One  of  the  seamen  complained  of  great  (xtin  in  hi*  ^c 
and  he  had  a  few  papules  on  his  chest,  but  it  could  not  l>e  roiid  ilmi  > 
had  smallpox.  This  man,  however,  was  removed  to  Pelican  I^laad  «  tJ 
the  second  mate  and  the  other  seaman.  The  latter  was  the  only  r**.'  i 
typical  case  aboard.  Thu^  man  was  taken  sick  at  the  t^me  tiiiw*  m»  tar 
others,  but  when  I  saw  him  his  face  was  covered  with  discrete*  pu**iuW 
with  a  rash  of  the  same  character  on  his  wri.st  and  a  few  on  ni>  che< 
He  showed  no  other  symptoms  at  the  time,  but  told  me  that  wb^n  p* 
was  first  taken  sick  he  had  a  severe  he^idache  and  Imckache  and  ^ti^ 
fever.  After  the  eruption  came  out  he  said  he  felt  Very  much  IwKt^r. 
and  had  had  no  pain  since.  All  those  whom  I  saw  who  had  l)oon  or  wtr* 
sick  had  l>een  vaccinated  at  some  period  during  their  lives,  tbouj^  doc 
verv  rwentlv. 

'fhis  vessel  left  Santos  September  2i\,  11H>4,  with  12  crew,  all  a[)par- 
entlv  well.  She  had  come  from  Rosario  to  Santos,  spending  two  w*vk- 
at  tfie  latti^r  port.  While  there  the  captain  placed  no  restriction**  *^ 
his  crew  about  going  ashore.     On  Septemlier  130  one  of  the  crew  t'^mt- 

Flained  of  headm^^he,  backache,  and  sore  throat,  with  general  weako^^ 
n  spite  of  treatment  the  man  got  worse.  A  day  or  two  lator  a  gen- 
eral macular  eruption  api)eared  on  his  IkmIv,  but  at  no  time  <lid  thi* 
change  to  papuleH.  Just  l)efore  this  man's  dt^ith,  on  Octo>>er  7,  ti^ 
eruption  cnanged  to  a  bluish  tinge,  but  with  no  •'blood  s|x>t>»"*  prr 
ceptible.     The  dead  man  was  buried  at  sea.     ♦     ♦    ♦ 

The  vessel  is  to  l)e  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxid,  some  new  mrs 
are  to  be  shipped  here,  and  then  be  released  that  she  may  procr^sl  ti' 
Cul>a.  I  have  l)een  asked  to  assist  the  authorities  here  during  the  di*^ 
infection.  Whether  they  exjxvt  to  disinfect  the  dunnage  of  the  nira 
or  not  I  am  not  in  a  jK)sition  to  say  as  yet. 

I  shall  report  further  to  you  relative  to  the  disinfection  at  the  earlit*^ 
possible  moment.

— One  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles  15,  scarlet  fever  11,  diph- 
theria 17,  whooping  cough  5,  enteric  fever  15,  and  49  from  diarrhea.

Port  Elizabeth, — No  case  of  plaorue  was  discovered  during  the  week.  At  the  plague 
hospital,  no  case  was  discharged  or  died.  Two  cases  remain  under  treatment 
Seventy  rats  (9  found  dead)  and  160  mice  (5  found  dead)  were  bacterioloffically 
examined  dunng  the  week,  of  which  8  rats  and  5  mice  proved  to  be  plague-infecteci. 

£tut  London. — Plague-iniected  rodents  continued  to  be  found  in  the  town  during 
the  week. 

CAPE  TOWN. 

Harbor  board  area  and  thtpping  in  harbor.— Four  hundred  and  twenty-five  rodents 
were  examined;  no  plague  mfection  was  discovered. 

Cape  Toum  municipal  area. — Six  hundred  and  seventy-two  rodents  were  examined 
by  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  city;  no  plague  infection  was  discovered. 
Other  diituHcts. — No  plague  infection  in  man  or  animals  was  discovered.

BRAZIL. 

Report  from  Bahia— Miyriwiry  statistics. 

Consul  Furniss  reports  October  17,  1904,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  16, 1904,  there  were  interred  in  the 
Bahia  cemeteries  85  bodies.

2:  organic  aiseases  of  heart,  3;  plague  (verified),  3;.  puerperal 
eclampsia,  1;  puerpjeral  fever,  1;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  17;  other 
tuberculosis,  2;  senile  debility,  4;  septicaemia,  1;  smallpox,  3;  syn- 
cope, 1;  syphilis,  1;  tetanus,!;  tetanus  neonatorum,  2;  typhoid  fever, 
1;  umbilical  hemorrhage,  1;  other  causes,  9. 

I  have  also  to  inform  you  that  for  the  same  period  there  were 
reported  11  cases  of  smallpox,  with  3  deaths.

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Smallpox  in  Para. 

Consul  Louis  H.  Ayme  reports,  October  21,  1904,  as  follows: 
This  city  seems  liKely  to  be  afflicted  with  a  severe  visitation  of 
smallpox. 

Since  October  1  there  have  been  at  least  29  well-established  and 
reported  cases.  There  were  4  deaths  from  the  disease  yesterday.  The 
disease  may  at  any  moment  become  epidemic,  although  I  believe  ihax 
vigorous  prophylactic  and  combative  measures  are  being  taken  bv  th^ 
authorities.  Should  such  epidemic  occur,  the  Department  wfll  be 
informed  by  cable. 

Report  f ram  Rio  de  Janerio — Inspection  of  vessels — Report  Jroin  Sao 
Paulo — Plag\te  in  ChiU — Phigue  increasing  in  Rio. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  October  13,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  the  8th  instant,  the  following  vessels  were 
inspected  and  issued  bills  of  health  from  this  office: 

On  the  3d  instant,  the  ship  Canada^  British,  for  Gulfport,  Miss.. 
with  no  cargo,  in  stone  ballast,  with  no  passengers,  and  with  4  nev 
members  of  the  crew  taken  on  in  this  port.  This  ship  lay  in  the  open 
baj  while  here,  and  a  supply  of  vaccine  was  given  to  tne  captain  before 
sailing. 

On  the  5th  instant,  the  steamship  Byron^  British,  for  New  York, 
N.  Y.,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  change  in  the  crew  personnel  while 
here,  no  members  of  crew  ashore  whife  here  except  the  captain  and 
doctor,  with  11  first  class  and  12  steerage  from  this  port. 

On  the  7th  instant  the  steamship  Terence^  British,  for  New  York. 
N.  Y.,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  ship  while 
here,  no  one  of  the  crew  ashore  except  the  captain,  and  with  6  finst 
class  and  no  steerage  from  this  port. 

On  the  8th  instant  the  British  st^eamship  Firth  of  Dornoch^  for  New 
York,  N.  Y.,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  one  ashore  except  the  captain, 
no  passengers  (but  captain's  wife  and  baby  were  traveling  with  the 
ship),  no  cnange  in  the  personnel  of  crew  while  here.  All  vessels  lay 
in  the  open  bay  while  at  this  port. 

No  otner  ships  left  here  for  United  States  ports  during  the  week 
under  consideration. 

In  regard  to  plague  at  Bahia,  1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the 
6th  instant  a  new  credit  of  100  contas  was  given  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  fighting  the  plague  outbreak.  One  conta  is,  roughly  speaking, 
equivalent  to  i>250  in  our  currency' .  A  dispatch  of  date  of  the  12th 
instant  states  that  on  that  date  and  on  the  preceding  day,  there  had 
been  no  cases  of  bubonic  plague  in  Bahia. 

The  prevalence  of  beriberi  is  shown  by  a  dispatch  of  date  of  the  7tb 
instant  from  Bahia,  which  states  that  on  that  date  90  privates  of  the 
army  had  been  sent  to  Rio  de  Janeiro  for  treatment  for  beriberi 
acquired  by  them  in  the  State  of  Amazonas. 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  the  6th  instant  from  Bahia,  says  that  on  that 
date  10  persons,  who  were  not  natives  of  that  State  or  city,  had  been 
sent  to  tne  hospital,  attacked  with  beriberi. 

A  dispatch  from  Para,  states  that  on  the  7th  instant  there  were  in 
the  hospital  of  that  city  161  sick  privates,  and  that  on  that  date  3  of 
this  number  had  died. 
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One  dispatch  from  ManSos,  sent  on  the  9th  instant,  states  that  there 
were  forwarded  from  that  port  by  the  steamer  San  Salvadm\  130  sick 
privates.  There  is,  from  all  reports  which  reach  here,  very  consider- 
able sickness  in  the  Brazilian  army  in  its  frontier  outposts. 

Mortuary  report  from  Scto  PatUo. 

During  the  week  ended  October  2,  there  were  in  all  122  deaths.  Of 
this  numoer  variola  caused  1;  whooping  cough,  1;  croup,  1;  typhoid 
fever,  1;  dysentery,  2;  erisipelas,  1;  malarial  fevers,  3;  purulentmfec- 
tion,  1;  cancer,  1;  general  diseases,  1;  affections  of  the  nervous  sys- 
tem, 7;  affections  of  the  circulatory  system,  4;  of  the  respiratory  sys- 
tem, 22;  of  the  digestive  system,  40;  of  the  urinarv  system,  4;  acci- 
dents during  the  puerperal  state,  1;  congenital  debility,  5;  senile 
debility,  1;  tuberculosis,  6;  suicides,  2;  diseases  badly  defined,  7,  and 
children  born  dead,  8. 

Of  the  total  deaths,  64  were  males  and  the  remainder,  of  course, 
females.  One  hundred  and  two  were  natives  and  20  were  foreigners. 
Unmarried,  93;  married,  15;  having  lost  wife  or  husband,  13,  and  1 
whose  state  in  this  regard  was  unknown. 

During  the  same  time  there  were  190  births  and  32  marriages. 
Population  of  Sao  Paulo,  270,000. 

Th4  plague  in  Chile. 

According  to  a  dispatch  received  from  Santiago  on  the  12th  instant 
there  were  9  new  cases  of  bubonic  plague  verified  in  the  town  of  Arica. 

Mortuary  report  from  Rio  de  Janerio,  Brazil^   week  ended  October  P,  1904 — Plague 

increasing. 

During  the  week  under  considemtion  there  has  been  a  decrease  in 
variola  cases,  but  on  the  other  hand  there  has  been  a  very  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  bubonic  plague,  the  figures  reaching 
a  point  which  has  not  been  equaled  since  the  week  ended  November  29, 
1903.  In  Nictheroy,  also  on  the  11th  instant,  there  was  a  case  of 
bubonic  plague.  Altogether  this  early  recrudescence  of  the  plague 
is  not  a  favorable  indication. 

During  the  week  there  were  in  all  380  deaths.  Of  this  number, 
none  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  although  there  was  one  case  of  this 
disease,  treated  in  the  patient's  home.  Plague  caused  15  deaths,  with 
no  less  than  43  new  cases,  leaving  in  the  hospital  at  the  close  of  the 
week  78  cases  under  treatment,  and  it  was  only  a  very  few  weeks  ago 
that  the  hospital  was  virtually  unoccupied.  Variola  caused  115 
deaths,  with  236  new  cases,  a  reduction  of  about  20  per  cent  in  the 
cases  from  the  reports  of  last  week.  At  the  end  of  the  week  there 
were  346  cases  under  treatment  in  the  hospital  of  SAo  Sebasti^o. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough,  t^^phoid 
fever,  choleraic  diseases  of  children,  beriberi,  or  leprosy.  Measles 
caused  1  death;  diphtheria  and  croup,  4;  grippe,  8;  dysentery,  1; 
malanal  fevers,  9;  and  tuberculosis,  41. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  215  were  males.  ThreQ  hundred 
and  twenty -one  were  natives,  62  were  foreigners,  and  3  were  of 
unknown  nationality.  By  ages  the  deaths  were  divided  as  follows: 
Less  than  1  year  of  age,  65;  more  than  1  and  up  to  5  years  of  age,  58; 
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5  to  10,  22;  10  to  20,  49;  20  to  30,  69;  30  to  40,  42;  40  to  50,  U:  5*» 
to  60,  17;  more  than  60  years  of  a^e,  30.  The  dail^  average  namber 
of  deaths  for  the  week  was  55.14.  m  comparison  with  62  during  tbe 

Previous  week,  and  with  47  for  tne  corresponding  week  of  last  year, 
his  number  of  deaths  gives  a  yearly  coefficient  or  deaths  per  Ij^*^  of 
the  population,  amounting  to  23.74. 

The  population  used  is  the  estimated  one,  850,000. 

By  localities  the  deaths  occurred  as  follows:  In  houses,  hotels,  etc., 
in  short,  domiciles  of  all  classes,  246;  in  civnl  hospitals,  91;  in  militarr 
hospitals,  4;  in  Sta.  Casa  da  Misericordia,  36;  in  asylums,  convents 
etc.,  3;  in  ships  in  port,  none,  and  in  unknown  places,  6. 

During  the  week  the  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  on  the 
3d  instant,  27.8^  C,  and  the  lowest  on  the  7th,  17.4^  C,  with  to 
average  for  the  week  of  21.07*^  C  The  rainfall  for  the  week  amounted 
to  37.28  mm.,  with  a  daily  average  of  5.32  mm. 

During  the  week  there  were  3W  births  and  60  marriages  recorded. 

The  squadron  of  the  South  Atlantic  of  the  United  States  Navy,  on 
being  informed  from  this  office  of  the  prevalence  of  variola  in  this 
port  at  this  date,  changed  its  plans,  which  had  included  a  visit  to  Rb 
de  Janeiro,  and  went  to  Santos  and  Montevideo  instead.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports  October  6,  190i,  a?^ 
follows:  . 

1  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  abstract  of  bills  of  health 
issued  at  this  station  during  the  week  ended  October  1,  1904.  There 
were  issued  during  the  week  two  supplemental  bills  of  health,  and 
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there  were  inspected  195  crew,  45  cabin,  and  51  steerage  passengers. 
One  case  of  fever  among  the  saloon  boys  on  the  Dt/nc  was  noted  on 
bill  of  health.  Thirty-four  pieces  of  baggage  were  inspected  and 
passed,  and  manifests  were  viseed  for  36,619  pieces  of  freight.  There 
li^ere  no  immigrants  examined. 

The  weekly  report  of  the  municipal  health  oflBcer  shows,  for  the 
week,  smallpox,  1  case  and  1  death;  enteric  fever,  1  case;  diphtheria. 
1  death;  scarlet  fever,  2  deaths;  tuberculosis,  28  deaths.  The  total 
mortality  was  2  forei^ers  and  157  natives. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  were  reported  from  outports. 

As  cholera  seems  to  have  been  absent  from  this  port  for  one  month, 
the  restrictions  relative  to  fmit,  vegetables,  etc.,  being  taken  here  by

In  npite  of  the  numl)er  of  doctorn  who  have  examined  the  patinrt 
there  are  some  who  doubt  the  diagnosis.  One  of  the  reaAODi*  uiyf- 
apiinst  it  is  that  on  Oi»toix»r  HI  (thirteen  days  after  he  wan  taken  •kk- 
he  was  allowed  to  eat  lM>efsteak  liefore  It^vinjf  the  ho^^pitaL  Thfi 
say  if  it  had  been  yellow  fever  this  would  have  brought  on  a  relap«. 
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Then,  too,  the  man  does  not  look  as  weak  as  he  ought  to  be  after  a 
severe  attack. 

In  m}'  letter  of  October  26  1  suggested  the  possibility  of  infected 
mosQuitoes  being  brought  here  by  cattle  vessels  from  South  America. 
Dr.  John  Guiteras  also  thought  of  this  as  a  possible  means  of  bringing 
the  infection,  and  he  thought  this  must  be  a  first  case  caused  by  an 
infected  mosquito,  for  if  there  had  been  a  previous  case  there  would 
have  appeared  now  2  or  3  cases.  At  his  suggestion  the  Norwegian 
steamship  Dagny^  which  arrived  on  October  28  from  Puerto  Cafello 
with  cattle,  was  not  allowed  to  go  to  the  wharf,  but  had  to  discharge 
the  cattle  in  lighters  in  the  middle  of  the  bay.  After  discharging, 
Doctor  Guiteras  went  on  board  and  questioned  the  captain  ana  the 
crew,  and  the  captain  declared  he  had  made  nine  consecutive  trips 
between  South  America  and  Cuba  without  one  single  case  of  sickness 
of  any  kind.  Out  of  a  crew  of  19  only  2  were  immunes,  being  Span- 
iards that  had  had  yellow  fever.  The  others  were  principally  Norwe- 
gians. While  this  diminishes  the  probability  of  tnis  suggestion  it  is 
still  possible. 

Another  cattle  steamer,  the  HolHtein^  arrived  September  27. 

The  British  steamship  Vimeira  arrived  September  14  from  Vera 
Cmz.  All  were  well  on  board,  but  as  she  came  from  an  infected  port. 
Vera  Cruz,  she  was  disinfected  and  quarantined  five  days  before  being 
granted  pratique.  This  was  noted  on  the  bill  of  health  (No.  148, 
September  17.  1904).  She  was  allowed  to  complete  the  five  days  at 
Daiquiri,  loading  under  guard.  I  reported  this  on  September  13, 
when  telling  of.  her  arrival.  When  the  Vimeira  was  in  port,  she  was 
anchored  rather  near  to  Punta  Sal. 

Punta  de  Sal  is  probably  the  place  where  the  above  case  was  infected; 
it  was  quarantined  October  27,  and  the  quarantine  will  be  removed 
November  12.  The  quarantine  has  been  made  strict.  At  first  there 
were  insufficient  guards,  and  the  result  was  that  14  men,  Cubans  and 
Porto  Ricans,  escaped.  The^  were  captured  and  are  under  arrest. 
There  was  a  rumor  of  an  uprising  of  the  workmen  on  account  of  the 
quarantine  restrictions.  Twenty  additional  rural  guards  were  sent 
3ut  and  this  had  a  quieting  eflfect. 

On  October  30  one  suspicious  case  was  reported  at  Cobre.  The 
nan,  a  Spaniard,  had  been  sick  three  days.  They  could  get  no  clear 
iccount  from  him,  as  he  contradicted  himself  very  much.  Tempera- 
ture, 39.5^  C;  pulse,  88;  severe  headache,  rachialgia,  but  no  epigas- 

Was  seen  by 
Doctors  Hechavarria  and  Agostini.  He  was  ordered  to  be  sent  by

xy  Cayo  Duan  by  boat.  The  room  occupied  by  him  was  orderc^d  to  be 
lisinfected  bv  sulphur  as  soon  as  he  was  removed,  which  was  in  the 
Morning  of  October  31.  On  November  1  a  diagnosis  of  malaria  was 
node,  and  November  2  he  was  discharged. 

On  the  evening  of  October  29  Doctor  Guiteras  held  a  conference  at 
he  Governor's  Palace,  to  which  all  the  doctors  were  invited  as  well 
IS  ^ome  other  persons,  as  government  officers,  lawyers,  druggists,  and 
)ther8.  Among  those  present  were  the  governor,  who  intr€>duced 
Doctor  Guiteras,  and  the  archbishop.  Doctor  Guiteras  spoko  on  the 
ransmission  of  diseases  by  parasites,  taking  up  tilariasis,  texas  fever, 
nalaria  and  yellow  fever.  His  lecture  was  very  interesting  and  muth 
ippreciated. 
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A  second  case  of  yellow  fever  at  Punta  de  Sal. 

(November  15,  1904.) 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Richard  Wilson,  at  Santiago  de  Cubt, 
reports,  under  date  of  November  8,  1904,  a  second  case  of  vellow 
fever  at  Punta  de  Sal  in  the  person  of  a  young  American,  about  three 
weeks  in  Cuba,  assistant  to  the  first  case.  He  was  taken  sick  od 
November  2  and  was  at  once  put  under  observation  as  a  suspicioa^ 
case  and  sent  to  the  lazaretto. 

GERMANY. 

Report  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  hi  various  count  riej<. 
Consul-General  Mason  reports,  October  31,  1904,  as  follows: 

Plague. 

Egypt— Dxxrmg  the  period  from  the  8th  to  the  14th  of  October  there 
were  registered  in  Alexandria  2  fresh  cases  of  plague  (with  1  death). 

Mauritius. — During  the  period  from  the  5th  of  August  to  the  bth 
of  September  there  occurred  on  the  island  31  cases  of  plague  (and  ^> 
deaths). 

British  South  Africa. — In  Cape  Colony  during  the  week  ended 
September  17, 3  fresh  cases  of  plague  were  registered  in  Port  ElizabetL 

Brazil. — In  Rio  de  Janeiro  during  the  period  from  August  21 
to  September  25  there  were  registered  87  cases  of  plague  (and  2S 
deaths). 

In  Bahia  during  the  period  from  July  7  to  September  20  there  were 
registered  160  cases  of  plague. 

Qme^uland. — Dunng  the  week  ended  September  17  a  fresh  case  of 
plague  occurred  in  Brisbane. 

Cholera. 

jRussia. — In  Baku,  according  to  the  oflBcial  bulletins,  dated  Aujjust 
28  and  September  28,  there  were  registered  109  cases  of  cholera  and  66 
deaths  therefrom.  Between  September  30  and  October  5  there  were 
registered  87  cases  of  cholera  and  45  deaths. 

iTurkey. — According  to  Bulletin  No.  39  of  October  10,  89  new  cases 
of  cholera  (with  92  deaths)  have  been  registered. 

Persia.— In  Tabris  there  were  regis^red  between  September  27 
and  October  2,  209  deaths  from  cholera. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  other  cities* 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  October  15  was  some- 
what higher  than  in  the  two  preceding*  weeks,  amounting,  calculate 
on  the  year,  to  14.3  per  thousand  of  the  population;  this  being  also 
higher  than  the  rate  for  the  same  week  or  last  year,  in  which  it 
amounted  to  13.8  per  thousand.  One-half  of  the  large  towns  and 
cities  of  Germany  showed  less  .favorable  health  conditions  than  Berlin, 
the  following  places  having  had  higher  rates  of  mortality  than  this 
city,  namely:  SchOneberg  (14.8),  Rixdorf  (15  per  thousand), 'Hamburg, 
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Magdeburg,  Halle,  Munich,  Bremen,  Brunswick,  Stettin,  KOnigsberg, 
Breslau,  and  also  Paris.  On  the  other  hand,  the  following  cities 
showed  more  favorable  figures  than  Berlin,  viz:  Nuremberg,  Stutt- 

?art,  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Leipzig,  Dre-sden,  Hanover,  Cologne, 
)harlottenburg  (with  12.7),  also  London  and  Vienna.  The  number  of 
deaths  among  children  in  the  first  year  of  life  showed  a  considerable 
decrease,  so  that  the  increase  in  the  mortality  was  confined  exclusively 
to  the  higher  age  classes.  The  mortality  rate  among  infants  fell  from 
4.1  per  year  and  mille.  in  the  preceding  week  to  3.3  this  week,  this 
being  only  half  as  high  as  the  Munich  rate,  and  lower  than  the  Ham- 
burg and  the  Leipzig  figures.  No  noteworthy  change  occurred  in  con- 
nection with  acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  or  acute  intestinal 
diseases,  the  former  causing  60,  the  latter  72  deaths.  Twenty-two 
infants  succumbed  to  cholerine  and  2  persons  died  of  influenza.  Fur- 
thermore, there  were  registered  70  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis, 
41  deaths  from  cancer,  16  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  4  deaths  from 
measles,  11  deaths  from  diphtheria,  4  deaths  from  enteric  fever. 
Finally,  12  persons  died  by  violence. 

GREAT  BRITAIN. 

Notlficatum  of  tvherculosis  in  Binningham. 

United  States  Consul  Marshal  Halstead  reports,  October  24, 1904,  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  as  follows : 

The  Birmingham  city  council  on  the  advice  of  its  health  committee 
passed  a  resolution  some  months  ago  authorizing  the  health  officer  to 
request  physicians  to  notify  the  health  depjartment  of  all  cases  of 
phthisis  which  came  under  their  observation  in  Birmingham. 

The  council  has  no  authority  from  Parliament  to  compel  a  notifica- 
tion of  cases  of  consumption,  but  as  there  was  a  promise  to  physicians 
that  information  they  might  give  would  be  regarded  as  confidential 
the  system  of  voluntary  notification  has  been  successful.  A  supple- 
mentary step  has  now  iJeen  taken,  and  a  tuberculosis  inspector  wulbe 
appointed.  The  health  committee  has  advertised  for  applications  for 
the  post.  Applicants  must  be  smart,  strong,  and  well  educated,  and 
under  35  years  of  age,  and  a  knowledge  of  sanitation  will  be  considered 
a  special  recommendation.     The  pay  will  be  £100  (i486)  per  annum. 

*'  The  provision  of  an  inspector  exclusively  devoted  to  consumptive 
(•ai^es  is  a  necessity  of  prime  importance.  ^'  We  are  bound  to  do  it,"  a 
member  of  the  health  committee  said  to  a  Birmingham  Daily  Mail 
representative,  'Mf  the  full  benefit  of  the  voluntary  information  of 
the  doctors  is  to  be  derived  by  the  city."  This  member  of  the  com- 
mittee estimates  that  there  are  in  Birmingham  at  the  present  time,  the 
(calculation  being  based  on  the  death  rate  in  proportion  to  the  popula- 
tion, about  4,000  cases  of  consumption.  The  inspector  of  tuberculosis 
w^ill  be  expected  to  keep  a  record  of  all  eases  notified  and  to  report  to 
hiH  department  the  conditions  under  which  the  consumptives  are  liv- 
ing-, to  offer  advice,  and  adopt  precautionary  measures  with  the  object 
of  arresting  the  course  of  the  malady  and  minimizing,  if  possible,  the 
spread  of  the  infection.  The  Mail  states  that  it  is  tnougnt  ''particu- 
larly desirable  to  bring  home  to  the  sufferers  the  assurance  that  by 
•iiibjecting  themselves  to  the  system"  they  do  not  incur  any  disadvan- 
tage and  ne  quotes  the  member  of  the  committee  he  interviewed  as 
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saying  that  the  "situation  is  one  that  requires  a  good  deal  of  circum- 
spection and  forethought,  and  we  may  nullify  it  if  by  any  means  peo- 
Ele  are  led  to  believe  that  the  notification  of  their  case  will  in  any  war 
rand  them  as  being  dangerous  associates." 

It  is  thought  that  the  applications  for  the  i)osition  will  be  numerou^^, 
inchiding  many  young  meaical  men,  as  appointments  under  the  beahh 
committee  are  "eagerly  sought."

The  highest  death  rate  was  74.53  per  mille  in  the  Bel^um  district 
of  the  southern  province,  and  the  lowest,  29.38  per  mille  m  the  Kolab» 
district  of  the  western  province.  Two  lower  rates,  17.95  and  15.1P. 
recorded  in  two  districts  of  Sind,  point  to  defective  registration.  AJ^ 
reported  in  the  previous  study,  the  death  rates  exceeded  the  birth  rates 
in  all  but  six  of  the  twenty-five  districts  of  the  presidencv.  In  Bom- 
bay city  the  death  rate  was  65.99  per  mille,  and  the  birtK  rate  2I.1S», 
an  excess  of  44.80  in  favor  of  the  former.

The  highest  figure;?  foT 
the  districts  are  301.09  male  and  288.97  female  deaths  per  1,000  birthv 
while  in  Bombay  city  the  figures  were  547.48  and  527.57,  respectively. 

Deaths  by  sexe$\ 

The  rate  per  mille  of  males  dying  to  males  living  was  43.42,  and  of 
females  dving  to  females  living  was  44.43.  In  1902  these  ratios  were 
38.77  and  89.82,  respectively.  For  every  100  female  deaths  thert 
were  104.08  of  males,  but  these  proportions  vary  considerably,  as  in 
Bombay  Citv  the  ratio  of  male  to  female  deaths  was  as  133.79  to  W- 
in  Karachi  district  the  ratio  was  120.27,  and  in  Nasik  district  105.

The  actual  number  of  male  deaths  was  413,783  in  a  male  population 
of  9,529,472,  and  of  female  deaths  397,742  in  a  female  population  of 
8,951,890.  The  mortality  of  females  at  the  child-bearing  ages'  wt 
excessive,  particularly  so  in  the  Belgaum  and  Bharwar  districts,  which 
were  so  severely  smitten  by  plague.

Deaths  by  months. 

The  maximum  mortality  occurred  in  January  (92,785),  and  the  low- 
est in  June  (38,803).  In  1902  the  maximum  and  minimum  occurred  in 
December  and  June,  respectively. 

Urban  verms  rural  death  rates. 

The  urban  death  rate  was  59.87  per  mille,  as  against  41.51  per  mille 
the  rural  rate.  In  1902  the  mtes  were  60.22  and  35.85.  Only  in  6 
out  of  25  districts  w^re  the  rural  death  rates  in  excess  of  the  urban.  In 
more  than  40  per  cent  of  rural  registration  circles  the  mortality  rose 
above  40  per  mille.  In  the  towns,  however,  the  rate  was  far  higher, 
18  towns  showing  death  i-ates  of  over  60  per  mille  and  11  over  70  per 
mille.  In  the  towns  of  Athni  (in  Belgaum  district),  and  of  Raneben- 
nur(in  Dharwar  district),  the  figures  rose  to  138.83  and  123.90  per 
mille,  respectively.  The  mortality  in  these  towns  was  very  severe  from 
plague.  In  Athni  out  of  a  total  of  1,542  deaths,  1,165  were  caused  by 
plague,  while  in  Ranebennur  the  total  deaths  were  1,840,  of  which 
1,379  were  due  to  plague.  Most  of  the  large  towns  were  severely 
affected  by  plague  mortality.

Out  of  220  rural  circles  in  the  Presidency,  2S  or  12.78  i>er  cent 
atta<*ked,  as  against  84  or  15.45  per  cent  last  vear.  Of  56  town  cirrfaix 
10  were  affected,  as  against  H  last  year.  In  the  towns  of  Belj^anK. 
Ahmadnagar,  Bijapur,  and  Broach,  each  the  chief  town  of  a  prtwa^ 
cial  district,  there  was  1  death  apiece.  In  Poona  City  there  wrrr  : 
deaths,  and  in  Bombay  Cit^^  only  17.  In  four  towns  in  Sind  the 
talit^-  wa*  marked,  averaging  2.64  per  mille. 
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Out  of  25,846  villages  registered  in  the  Presidency,  only  160  were 
attacked  by  cholera;  162,  or  95  per  cent  of  these  were  in  Sind. 

Percentage  of  deatkiy  cholera,  190S,' 

The  number  of  attacks  recorded  was  2,768,  and  of  deaths  1,825, 
giving  a  fatality  of  65.93  per  cent,  which  is  high.  Probably  all  attacks 
were  not  reported. 

Progress  of  the  epidemic  in  Sind, 

The  first  case  was  reported  as  imported  from  a  town  on  the  Ganges 
River,  and  a  second  of  similar  origin  soon  followed,  after  which  local 
cases  began  to  appear.  As  no  special  medical  oflBcers  were  engaged 
in  the  investigation  or  treatment  of  the  disease,  no  study  of  the  local 
water  supply  was  possible.  That  cholera  should  spread  from  the 
Ganges  River  is  no  new  thing,  considering  the  unsanitary  habits  of 
bathers  and  devotees.

One  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty  of  the  total  deaths  in  the 
Presidency  occurred  in  Bombay  City  (i.  e.,  53.44  per  cent). 

Assuming  1  death  in  every  30  cases,  among  vaccinated  and  unvac- 
Ljinated,  there  were  81,960  persons  attacked  by  the  disease  during  1903. 

Deaths  by  age. 

Twenty-nine  and  eighty -seven  hundredths  per  cent  of  the  mortality 
was  in  children  under  1  year  old;  39.60  per  cent  among  children  1  to 
10  years  old,  and  the  balance,  30.53  per  cent,  among  persons  over  10. 

Progress  oftlw  disease — Preventive  measures. 

The  disease  is  endemic.  There  being  no  jurisdiction  over  the  move- 
ments of  infected  pei*sons,  either  by  road  or  boat,  in  Sind  Province, 
the  disease  spreads  readily.  In  a  very  severe  outbreak  in  the  town  of 
Malegaon  there  was  great  opposition  to  vaccination  on  the  part  of  a 
3lass  of  local  weavers,  and  great  diflSculty  in  obtaining  early  notifica- 
tion of  the  disease  from  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  people  in  reporting 

WISCH. 

In  another  pronnce  the  deputy  sanitaiy  commissioner  observes: 
'^•Parenti*  in  the  jungle  districts  of  Kanam  and  Dharwar  object  most 
stronglv  to  vaccination,  especially  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age;  thus 
many  cliildren  escape  vaccination  permanently."

The  preventive  measures  were  those  habitually  adopted,  viz:  Ob 
the  notification  of  outbreaks,  vaccination  and  revaccination  is  offered 
to  the  people,  and  as  much  vaccination  work  performed  in  and  around 
the  affected  area  as  possible.  Isolation  and  disinfection  methods  are 
at  present  impracticable.  Owing  to  notification  being  noncompul^rr, 
frequently  the  only  intimation  received  by  the  deputy  sanitary  com- 
missioner is  the  return  of  deaths  from  smallpox,  bv  which  time  the 
disease  has  obtained  a  firm  hold  on  the  village.  In  the  Malejsraon  out- 
break, referred  to  above,  the  commissioner  found,  on  visiting  the 
town,  that  "  for  the  most  part  only  fatal  cases  had  been  reported" 
The  only  remedy  of  any  use  in  dealing  with  smallpox  is  the  gradual 
introduction  of  compulsory  vaccination  and  re^stration  with  compul- 
sory notification  of  cases,  all  other  methods  being  merely  palliative. 

What  is  said  above  regarding  the  fact  that  notification  is  noncom- 
pulsory,  does  not  apply  to  the  city  of  Bombay.  Here  vaccination  is 
required  before  the  age  of  6  months,  and  the  notification  of  all  cases  b 
compulsory.  Disinfection  of  quarters  where  cases  have  occurred  t 
regularly  carried  out,  as  described  in  my  letter  of  May  7,  19<>4. 

ReporUfrora  Calcutta, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  October  20,  as  follows:

In  the  Prov- 
ince of  Palermo,  at  Palermo,  14  cases:  Ficarazzi,  1;  Monreale,  1,  and 
Capaci,  10.  In  the  Province  of  Cosenza,  at  Corigliano,  5  cases.  Cases 
were  also  reported  in  the  Provinces  of  Caltanisetta,  Treviso,  Padua, 
Benevento,  and  Perugia. 

Typhoid  fever, — There  were  several  cases  in  the  Provinces  of  Milan, 
Perugia,  and  Bergamo. 

Diphtheria. — From  Milan,  15  cases  were  reported;  Rome,  2;  Citti 
della  Pieve  (Perugia),  2;  Perugia,  2;  Cesena  (Forli),  3;  Monte  S. 
Savino  (Arezzo),  3;  Lamon  (Belluno),  8;  Valguarnera  (Caltanisetta), 
4,  and  Bergamo,  2. 

Anthrax. — At  Campello  (Perugia)  there  were  2  cases,  and  at  Ter- 
ranova  (Caltanisetta)  2  cases. 

Italy — Qaarantine  regulations. 

The  decree  of  September  28  against  arrivals  from  Smyrna  has  been 
repealed. 

Persia — Cholera, 

During  the  month  of  September,  Asiatic  cholera  reappeared  at  Ker- 
manshah.     In  six  days  33  deaths  were  reported. 

Russia —  Cholera, 

At  Merv,  Bairam-Ali,  and  Tschikischljar  (Transcaspian  Province), 
from  September  11  to  18,  jthere  were  22  cases  and  12  deaths  from 
Asiatic  cholera  reported.  In  Baku  (Cauca,sus),  41  cases  and  24  deaths 
were  reported  from  September  24  to  26. 

Turkey — Quarantine  regulations. 

By  decision  of  the  sanitary  board  of  Constantinople,  the  medical 
inspection  of  vessels  proceeding  from  Port  Said  was  discontinued  Octo- 
ber 4.  October  5  tne  quamntine  regulations  against  Smyrna  were 
repealed.  September  4  the  quarantine  against  arrivals  from  Mascate 
md  environs  was  reduced  to  forty-eight  hours. 

Dutch  East  Indies — Quarantine  regulations. 

Measures  against  arrivals  in  the  Dutch  East  Indies  from  Matrah 
(Arabia),  Lingah  (Persia),  and  Canton  and  Swatow  (China)  have  been 
repealed. 

Roumania — Quarantine  regulations. 

Under  an  order  dated  Octqber  d,  1904,  fruits,  vegetables,  and  fruit 
jellies  from  Asia  Mi  nor  are  allowed  to  enter  Roumania  on  condition  that 
such  goods  be  accompanied  by  a  ceitificate  stating  that  their  origin  is 
neither  Smyrna  nor  Batum. 

Turkey — Plague. 

A  case  of  bubonic  plague  was  reported  at  Smyrna  October  15, 1904.

Italy — Infectious  diseases. 

During  the  month  of  July,  1904,  there  were  reported  in  all  lulj 
the  following  cases  of  infectious  diseasec^:  Measles,  7,419:  scarlatina, 
915;  smallpox,  1,075;  enteric  fever,  5,940;  diphtheria,  1,293:  puerperal 
fever,  201;  tuberculosis,  664;  malarial  disease,  53,454;  pellagra,  285?: 
hydrophobia,  4;  anthrax,  473,  and  glanders,  5. 

For  the  week  ended  October  27,  cases  of  smallpox  were  repK>rt€d  io 
the  provinces  of  Genoa,  Messina,  Caltanisetta^  (Josenza,  Lecce,  Bari 
Perugia,  and  Potenza.  The  disease  is  prevalent  in  two  commune  of 
Catania  Province,  namelv,  Leonforte  (70  cases),  Assaro  (30  cases). 

Enteric  fever  is  widely  spread  in  the  provinces  of  Rome^  Milan. 
Bergamo,  and  Perugia.  Cases  are  repoi'ted,  too,  from  the  provinces 
of  Genoa,  Caltanisetta,  Arezzo,  Belluno,  Pesaro,  and  Udine. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  prevails  in  the  communes  of  Verbicaro  and 
Aieta  (Cosenza).  Very  few  cases  of  the  disease  are  reported  else- 
where. 

A  few  cases  of  scarlatina  were  reported  for  the  week  ended  October 
27.  Cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  from  the  provinces  of  Rome, 
Milan,  Arezzo,  and  Perugia,  and  44  cases  in  the  city  of  Catania. 


Turkey —  Cholera^ 

During  the  week  ended  September  24  there  were  reported  from 
Mesopotamia  (vilayets  of  Bagdad,  Bassora,  and  Mosul),  312  cases  with 
230  deaths  from  Asiatic  cholera. 

On  board  of  the  sailing  ship  Sehul-Bahar^  from  Koueit,  Persian 
Gulf,  a  fatal  case  of  Asiatic  cholera  occurred  among  the  crew  Octo- 
ber 3,  while  the  vessel  was  in  quarantine  at  Bassora.  Ten  days'  quar- 
antine, thorough  disinfection  of  the  ship,  of  personal  effects  and  soiled 
linen  of  the  crew  were  ordered  by  the  sanitary  board  of  Constantinople. 

Constantinople — Smallpox, 

From  September  1  to  20,  there  were  60  deaths  from  smallpox  at 
Constantinople. 

Mohammedan  Pilgrimage, 

September  17,  the  first  arrivals  of  pilgrims  at  the  lazaretto  of  Abou- 
Saad (Hedjaz),  were  announced,  namely:  The  steamship  Sonibava^  hav- 
ing on  board  128  Javanese,  and  the  steamships  3faden  and  Kronprinz 
with  103  pilgrims  of  different  nationalities. 
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Persia —  Cholera, 

According  to  information,  dated  September  1,  the  Dort  of  Djark,  on 
the  Persian  Gulf,  has  been  declared  to  be  infected  with  Asiatic  cholera. 

The  number  of  cases  reported  from  Shiraz  is  lessening  (2  to  3  cases 
daily).  The  epidemic  is  extinguished  in  Meshed.  Cases  of  the 
disease  have  appeared  at  Tabriz  and  Maraga. 

Russia — Cholenu 

From  Asiatic  cholera  22  cases  and  11  deaths  were  reported  in  the 
Trans-Caspian  Province  from  September  19  to  26.  At  Saratov,  Sep- 
tember 9,  there  was  1  case,  and  from  September  19  to  27,  9  cases  with 
3  deaths  occurred.  All  the  patients,  1  excepted,  were  laborers  from 
Petrowsk  on  the  Caspian  Sea,  working  in  the  harbor  and  at  the  railroad 
station. 

One  death  from  cholera  occurred  on  board  of  Grossfiirstin'  Maria 
Patolowna  proceeding  from  Astrakhan  to  Nijni-Novgorod,  where  she 
arrived  September  20. 

Russia — Quarantine  regulations. 

The  Russian  Board  of  Medicine  has  elaborated  regulations  to  be  put 
in  force  in  case  the  cholera  epidemic  should  spread  as  far  as  Moscow. 
For  this  purpose  the  town  is  divided  in  sections,  and  all  the  cases, 
should  the  disease  appear,  are  to  be  carefully  registered  and  all  dwell- 
ings are  to  be  disinfected. 

It  has  been  decided  to  make  experiments  with  anticholeric  lymph, 
and  to  diffuse  among  the  population  pamphlets  containing  directions 
as  to  the  precautionary  measures  to  oe  adopted  in  order  to  check  a 
spread  of  the  epidemic. 

The  towns  of  Baku  and  Samtow  are  declared  to  be  infected  with 
cholera. 

Luxemburg — Infectious  diseases. 

The  following  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  reported  from  Sep- 
tember 16  to  30,  in  all  Luxemburg:  Enteric  fever,  21;  diphtheria,  6; 
whooping  cough,  6;  scarlatina,  22;  and  puerperal  fever,  2, 

Oermany — Anchylostomiasis. 

In  the  Arnsberg  mining  district  273  cases  of  anchylostouiiasis  were 
reported  from  August  18  to  October  12. 

Germany — An  epidemic  of  trachoma, 

A  severe  epidemic  of  trachoma  has  broken  out  in  the  A  rnsberg  dis- 
trict, Prussia.  During  the  week  ended  September  28,  361  v^npn  were 
reported.  The  number  of  cases  then  began  to  lessen,  so  that,  for  the 
week  ended  October  5,  only  30  new  cases  were  reported,  and  22  eases 
for  the  following  week.

During  the  week  ended  October  1, 1904,  5  vessels,  having  an  aggre- 
gate personnel  of  402  crew  and  408  passengers,  were  inspected;  33  crew 
and  135  steerage  passengers  were  bathed  and  their  clothing  disinfected. 
A  bill  of  health  was  granted  to  one  vessel  without  inspection. 

Reports  of  communicable  diseases  in  Yokohama  have  been  received 
as  follows:  For  the  week  ended  September  24 — enteric  fever,  4  casft?, 
no  deaths;  diphtheria,  1  case,  no  deaths;  dysentery,  2  cases,  3  deaths.

No  plague  or  cholera  was  reported  in  the  city  of  Manila  for  the 
week  ended  September  17, 1904.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Currie  reports  through  Passed  Assktaot 
Surgeon  Blue  as  follows: 

On  November  9  Doctor  Foster,  secretary  State  Board  of  Health, 
received  a  letter  from  Dr.  E.  S.  O'Brien,  health  officer  of  Merced 
County,  stating  that  they  had  discovered  2  cases  among  the  Chinese  in 
the  town  of  Snelling,  one  of  which  they  regarded  as  suspicious  of 
leprosy  and  the  other  of  bubonic  plag^ue. 

Doctor  Foster  transmitted  this  information  to  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  Blue,  and  at  the  same  time  directed  one  of  his  State  insp^ors. 
Dr.  A.  A.  O'Neill,  to  investigate  the  case  of  leprosy.  On  receipt  of 
this  information  from  Doctor  Foster,  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Blue 
wired  the  facts  to  the  Bureau,  in  answer  to  which  I  received  orders  to 
proceed  to  Merced  County  and  examine  the  suspicious  case. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  these  instruc- 
tions, accompanied  by  Dr.  A.  A.  O'Neill,  I  proceeded  to  Merced, 
Merced  Count}',  Cal.,  at  once  on  receiving  the  orders.  We  reached 
that  place  about  9  p.  m.  the  same  day  and  conferred  with  Health 
Officer  O'Brien.  We  learned  from  him  that  Snelling  was  some  18 
miles  distant  and  that  the  only  way  of  reaching  there  was  by  driving, 
and  that  it  was  impracticable  to  do  so  that  night.  Accompanied  bj 
Doctor  O'Brien,  we  left  Merced  at  6.30  a.  m.  the  following  day  and 
reached  Snelling  about  9  a.  m. 

The  two  cases  referred  to  were  in  the  "Chinatown"  of  Snelling, 
which  consists  of  a  collection  of  huts  just  at  the  outskirts  of  the  town 
in  the  swamps  of  the  Merced  River.  The  cases  were  confined  to  their 
respective  huts,  a  rope  had  been  placed  around  the  section,  and  quar- 
antine declared,  two  deputy  sheriffs  being  in  charge.  The  latter  were 
obliged  to  recapture  tne  leper  twice  during  the  night,  after  which 
they  handcuffed  him  to  his  Dunk  for  safekeeping.  Examination  of 
the  leprosy  suspect  left  no  doubt  as  to  the  diagnosis — leprosy  of  the 
^' mixed  type."  The  ulnar  nei*ve  (right)  was  thickened  and  nodular. 
There  was  a  loss  of  part  of  the  distal  phalanges  of  the  same  hand, 
while  on  the  back,  extensor  aspects  of  the  elbows,  and  on  the  neck 
were  plaques  composed  of  collections  of  lepra  nodules.  There  was 
also  a  partial  loss  of  both  e3^ebrows.  The  patient  claims  a  residence 
of  forty-five  years  in  the  United  States,  of  which  the  last  twenty -five 
yeai*s  were  spent  in  Snelling,  and  said  that  he  had  had  this  disease  for 
about  ten  years. 

The  other  case,  supposed  to  be  somewhat  suspicious  of  plague, 
proved  to  be  only  one  of  interest  to  the  dermatologist.  The  skin 
of  the  whole  body  was  extremely  dry  and  scalv,  showing  marked  pig- 
mentation and  here  and  there  numerous  excoriations  from  scratching. 
From  inspection  alone  it  appeared  to  be  a  very  marked  case  of  '"vaga- 
bond's skin,"  but  on  palpation  it  was  found  that  the  skin  and  subcu- 
taneous tissues  were  very  much  infiltrated,  dry  and  harsh,  and  from 
the  patient's  actions  the  itching  was  apparently  quite  severe.  Eczema 
rubrum  universalis  of  a  dry  type  (although  an  area  on  the  back  sug- 
gested some  "weeping")  was  the  diagnosis  made  after  we  had  com- 
pleted our  examination.  Incidentally  he  had  a  few  enlarged,  firm, 
easily  moved  glands  in  both  inguinal  regions,  which  was  hardly  sur- 
prising considering  the  condition  of  the  skin.  There  was  no  question 
that  these  were  chronically  enlarged,  and  we  advised  the  release  of  the 
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Cholera^  yellow  fever,  plague,  and  smaUpox,  etc.— Continued.

Port  Elizabeth. — One  case  of  pla«rae  was  discovered  during  the  week,  namelv:  A  col- 
ored female  on  the  19th  inst.  At  the  plague  hospital,  no  case  was  di8charge<i  or  died. 
Three  cases  remain  under  treatment.  One  hundred  and  fift^'-elght  rats  (8  foand 
dead)  and  111  mice  (8  found  dead)  were  bacteriologically  exammeddoiing  the  week, 
of  which  5  rats  and  3  mice  proved  to  be  plague  infected. 

East  London, — Plague-infected  rodents  continued  to  be  found  in  the  town  doling 
the  week. 

CAPE  TOWN. 

Harbor  board  area  and  shipping  in  harbor. — Five  hundred  and  thirty-two  rodenta 
were  examined;  no  plague  mfection  was  discovered. 

Cape  Tovm  municipal  area. — Seven  hundred  and  thirteen  rodents  were  examined 
by  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  city;  no  plague  infection  was  discovered.

BRAZIL. 

ReporUfrom  Bahia — Status  ofpl<igue. 

Consul  Furniss  reports  October  24,  31,  and  November,  4  as  follows: 

Week  ended  October  22,  1904,  there  were  interred  in  the  Bahia 
cemeteries  78  bodies. 

The  causes  of  death  given  were  the  following:  Alcoholism,  1; 
aneurism,  1;  arterio-sclerosis,  4;  beriberi,  1;  Bright's  disease,  1; 
bronchitis,  4;  cerebral  congestion,  3;  death  bj  violence,  1;  diarrhea 
and  dysentery,  6;  gangrene,  1;  malarial  fevers,  4;  meningitis,  3; 
organic  diseases  of  heart,  4;  puerperal  eclampsia,  1;  plague,  6;  pneu- 
monia, 2;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  9;  senile  debility,  3;  septicaemia, 
1;  stillborn,  8;  syncope,  1;  tetanus,  2;  typhoid  fever,  1;  uremia,  1; 
other  causes,  9. 

I  have  also  to  inform  you  that  during  the  same  period  there  were 
reported  19  cases  of  smallpox,  with  no  deaths. 

Week  ended  October  29,  1904,  there  were  interred  in  the  Bahia 
cemeteries  88  bodies. 

The  causes  of  death  given  were  the  following:  Beriberi,  3;  Bright's 
disease,  2;  bronchitis,  2;  cerebral  conge.stion,  4;  cirrhosis  of  liver, 
1;  diarrhea  and  dysentery,  3;  erysipelas,  1;  fibroma,  1;  hepatitis,  1; 
intestinal  obstructions,  3;  intestinal  pai'asites,  1;  malarial  fevers,  1; 
meningitis,  1;  nephritis,  3;  organic  disease  of  heart,  2;  plague,  7;  pul- 
monary tuberculosis,  12;  rachitis,  1;  senile  debility,  8;  smallpox,  2; 
stillborn,  9;  syncope,  3;  syphilis,  1;  tetanus  neonatorum,  2;  other 
causes,  14. 

I  have  also  to  inform  you  that  during  the  same  period  there  were 
reported  24  cases  of  smallpox  and  2  deaths. 
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Plague  in  October^  190^. 

During  the  month  of  October  there  were  29  new  cases  considered  t2< 
plague,  and  of  these  17  were  fatal,  and  with  1  death  of  a  case  reported 
as  occurring  in  September,  makes  the  total  deaths  for  the  month  18. 

For  the  same  period  the  bacteriological  laboratory  reports  that 
there  were  investigated  23  suspect  cases,  of  which  20  were  verified  a^ 
plague  and  3  were  decided  negative.  It  fuilher  reports  that  froiii 
July  7  to  October  31  thev  were  notified  of  142  cases,  of  which  115  were 
confirmed  and  27  proved  negative.  Of  the  115  cases,  10  died  io  their 
residence  during  bacteriological  examination,  and  3  in  quarantine,  aod 
1  ran  away;  101  l^eing  sent  to  the  plague  hospital,  of  which  45  have 
been  discharged  as  cured,  38  died,  and  18  remam  under  treatment. 

During  the  first  three  days  of  November  there  have  been  5  new 
cases  of  plague,  of  which  2  were  fatal;  in  addition  there  have  been  t 
deaths  of  plague  in  cases  which  entered  the  hospital  in  October,  mak- 
ing total  aeaths  for  November,  4. 

Reports  from  Rio — Mortivary  statistics — PUigue  a/nd  smallpox — Gj^h- 
pxihory  vaccination  law. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports  as  follows: 

Week  ended  the  15tn  instant  the  following  vessels  were  inspected 
and  issued  bills  of  health  from  this  office: 

On  the  9th  instant  the  British  steamship  Metis^  for  Philadelphia,  Pa.. 
with  a  cargo  of  manganese  ore;  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew 
here,  and  no  one  ashore  in  this  port  except  the  captain  of  the  ship. 
All  the  crew  of  this  vessel  were  either  L^cars  or  Japanese.  On  the 
12th  instant  the  British  steamship  Moorish  Prince^  for  rlew  York,  with 
a  cargo  of  coffee;  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew,  no  passengers 
of  any  class  (the  Metis  also  carriea  no  passengers),  and  with  no  mem- 
bers of  the  crew  except  the  captain  ashore  in  this  port.  On  the  15th 
instant  the  British  steamship  Cervantes^  for  New  York,  with  no  change 
in  the  personnel  of  the  crew,  with  3  first-class  passengers  from  Rio. 
and  with  no  member  of  the  crew  ashore  in  this  port  except  the  captain; 
and  on  the  same  date  the  British  steamship  Horace^  for  New  Orleanst. 
via  Barbados,  West  Indies,  for  disinfection,  with  2  new  member^ 
of  the  crew  taken  on  in  this  port,  no  passengers,  and  no  one  of  the 
crew  ashore  in  this  port  except  the  captain. 

No  other  vessels  left  this  port  for  United  States  ports  during  the 
week  under  consideration. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  health  officials  and  prominent  merchants  of  the 
city  held  on  the  10th  instant  it  was  resolved  that  owing  to  the  wide- 
spread existence  of  plague  throughout  Bi-azilian  ports  that  disinfect- 
ing apparatuses  of  tne  '^Clayton"  type  should  be  supplied  to  all  the 
ports  of  the  State  of  Bahia,  and  the  quarar^tine  regulations  as  regard 
disinfection  of  vessels  from  infected  ports  be  insisted  on  in  the  port* 
of  arrival,  and  in  some  cases  at  the  ports  of  departure.  I  mean,  of 
course,  that  portion  of  the  regulations  referring  to  disinfection  of 
vessels  from  infected  ports. 

Reports  from  Para  (Belem,  to  use  the  Brazilian  name)  show  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  arrival  at  that  port  of  sick  soldiers  from  the  northern 
frontiers.  A  report  of  date  of  the  14th  instant  says  that  in  the  infirm- 
aries of  the  city  there  are  210  sick  privates,  and  one  of  date  of  the  17th 
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instant  states  that  on  that  day  there  were  135  privates  ill  in  the  mili- 
tary hospital.  The  cause  of  the  illness  is  not  given,  but  in  all  proba- 
bility a  majority  of  the  cases  are  malarial  in  type. 

Mortullty  in  Sao  Paulo ^  Sao  Paulo ^  Brazil. 

t>uring  the  week  ended  the  9th  instant  there  were  116  deaths.  The 
p>opulation  is  about  270,000  people.  Measles  caused  1  death;  grippe, 
1;  cholera-nosti-as,  3;  dysentery,  3;  leprosy,  1;  chronic  malarial  fever, 
1;  tuberculosis,  10;  svphilis,  1;  cancers  and  tumors,  4;  affections  of 
the^  nervous  system,  7;  affections  of  the  circulatory  system,  7;  of  the 
reispiratory  system,  15;  of  the  digestive  system,  39;  of  the  urinary 
system^  2;  puerperal  septicaBmia,  1;  diseases  of  the  skin,  1;  congenital 
debility,  6;  violent  deaths,  3;  dise^ases  badly  defined,  2,  and  stilltorn,  7. 

Of  these  deaths,  54  were  males  and  62  females;  104  were  natives 
and  12  were  foreigners;  93  were  unmarried,  17  married,  5  widowed, 
and  1  whose  state  as  regards  matrimony  was  unknown. 

During  the  same  period  there  were  178  births  and  32  marriages. 

Mortality  in  Pernamhuco^  Brazil. 

During  the  fortnight  ended  September  15,  1904,  there  were  in  all 
299  deaths  reported.  Of  this  number  variola  caused  25;  typhoid 
fever,  1;  whooping  cough,  1;  malarial  fevers,  22;  tuberculosis,  57; 
lei>rosy,  2;  syphilis,  3;  grippe,  1 ;  dysentery,  22;  and  beriberi,  5.  Popu- 
lation estimated  at  about  180,000;  possibly  as  high  as  200,000.  This 
gives  a  mortality  rate  for  the  year  of  36.7  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

During  the  period  under  considemtion  tne  highest  daily  number  of 
deaths  was  25  and  the  lowest  11,  while  the  average  was  19.9. 

For  the  fortnight  ended  September  30^  1904,  the  total  number  of 
deaths  was  275.  Of  this  number  variola  caused  43;  typhoid  fever,  1; 
malarial  fevers,  15;  tuberculosis,  47;  leprosy,  1;  syphilis, 4;  cancer,  4; 
grippe,  2;  dysentery,  6,  and  beriberi,  5. 

The  annual  mortality  mte  at  these  figures  would  be  34.7  per  1,000 
of  the  inhabitants.  Maxinmm  daily  number  of  deaths,  28;  mininmm, 
10;  average  daily  number  of  deaths  for  period,  18.5. 

Mortuary  rejyorts  from  Eio  de  Janeiro^  Brazil, 

During  the  week  ended  October  16,  1904,  there  has  been  a  slight 
amelioration  of  the  epidemics  of  variola  and  plague.  In  regard  to 
the  latter  disease  I  wrote  Dr.  Oswaldo  Cruz,  the  health  officer  of  the 
Brazilian  Republic,  a  few  days  ago  asking  him  if  the  cause  of  the  late 
recrudescence  of  this  dfsease  had  been  traced,  and  if  so  what  it  was. 
He  replied  on  the  subject  of  plague  as  follows: 

In  regard  to  the  recrudescence  of  plague  it  has  been  no  surprise  to  me  that  it  should 
have  occurred.  In  my  report  to  his  excellency  the  minister  of  the  interior,  made  to 
him  at  the  close  of  the  past  vear,  I  said,  at  the  conclusion  of  detailed  exposition  of 
the  service  for  the  suppression  of  pest:  **I  do  not,  however,  hide  the  fact  that  I 
believe  that  this  disease  will  not  yet  abandon  us,  on  account  of  the  widespread  dis- 
tribution of  plague,  and  also  on  account  of  the  intensity  of  the  infection  of  the 
capital  (Rio)." 

Happily,  however,  there  is  a  diminution  at  this  date  in  the  number  of  cases  and 
deaths  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  time  of  last  vear,  and  I  nourish  the  hope 
that,  with  persistence  and  active  measures,  we  will  at  last  conquer  at  the  end,  per- 
haps, of  some  time  and  save  the  capital  from  the  ravages  of  this  pestilence. 
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The  statement  of  Doctor  Cruz  that  the  figures  at  thi*  daftr  »r»  «« 
for  plague  than  during  a  eorrei^ponding  neriod  of  last  Tr^r  «.  i 
course,  correct.  During  the  week  enoea  October  11  o?  lap<  'm* 
there  were  48  cases  of  plague,  with  16  deaths,  while  durine  th^  «^i 
of  October  16,  this  year,  the  figures  were  27  cases  and  9  deaUiA.  .lip 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  during  the  winter  season  here  this  year*  th^ r^  »•* 
weeks  when  no  cases  of  plague  occurred  either  in  thii<  city  t«  -. 
Nictheroy. 

During  the  week  ended  October  16  there  were  in  all  S^U^  4f«tti» 
Of  this  number,  as  I  have  said,  9  were  caused  by  pest,  with  :fT  3*« 
cases,  and  at  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  83  cases  of  plaifn^  «  op 
hospital  at  «Iurajuba.  The  deaths  from  plague  occurred  in  tbn*e  rr 
districts  besides  at  the  hospital;  that  is,  1  death  occurred  in  Sacnui»c% 
Pretoria,  another  in  the  Pretoria  of  Santa  Anna,  and  a  third  in  tint 
Espirito  Santo,  while  the  remaining  6  took  place  at  the  hofcpiud 

Variola  caused  105  deaths,  a  diminution  of  10  from  the  prw^«ia» 
week  and  of  27  from  the  week  l)efore  that  There  were  :£>  w • 
cases  reported  during  the  week,  the  same  number  as  last  w^^i^a.  v: 
73  less  than  the  nunioer  of  new  cases  reported  during  tlie  wi*rk  p» 
vious  to  last  week. 

The  close  of  the  week  left  261  cases  of  variola  nnder  treatmri.:  h 
Srto  SebastiAo  Hospital.  There  was  1  case  of  yellow  fe%'er  n*prcv 
during  the  week,  but  no  fatalities  from  that  caiise. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  measles^  scarlet  fever,  or  <li|4idwr» 
Whooping  couph  caused  1  death;  grippe,  13;  typhoid  fever,  3:  :»- 
enter^',  1;  beriberi,  2;  leprosy,  1;  malarial  fevers,  5,  and  tob- 
culosfs,  62. 

Of  the  total  number,  244  were  males,  323  were  native^^  7i  w*^ 
foreigners,  and  3  were  of  unknown  nationalitv.

This  numl>er  of  deaths  gives  a  coefficient  per  !,••■>•* 
the  population  a  yearly  death  rate  of  24.48.

Variola  outhrtak  In  Pam^  Stait*  of  Pant. 

A  dispat<h  from  Ik»lem  (Para)  says  that  the  outbreak  of  ^-mriob  rt 
that  capital  has  been  traced  to  the  abandonment  of  a  person  '^-ufferiu 
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T'oni  variola,  who  had  been  brought  to  that  city  by  one  of  the  Brazilian 
-<loyd  Line  boats,  and  who  after  death  was  left  by  the  person  who  had 
►^en  living  with  him,  and  no  notice  given  to  the  health  authorities  of 
he  death  or  cause  of  same. 

On  the  21st  instant  there  was  1  death  from  the  disease,  and  notice 
^dven  of  5  new  cases.  The  same  day  there  were  4  sick  privates  taken 
o  the  infirmary  for  treatment. 

On  the  23d  there  was  another  death  caused  by  variola,  with  2  new 
^:a.ses,  and  on  the  following  day  there  was  1  new  case,  with  4  deaths 
Prom  variola.  The  same  dispatch  states  that  vaccination  is  proceeding 
rapidly  by  order  of  the  authorities. 

Variola  in  Santos^  State  of  Sao  PoalIo. 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  the  24th  instant  states  that  notifications  of 
cases  of  smallpox  have  been  received  during  the  last  few  days,  cases 
occurring  of  course  in  that  city,  but  the  number  is  not  given.         ^-jj^ 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  the  26th  instant  from  Sao  Paulo,  the  capital  of 
the  State,  informs  that  orders  have  been  issued  by  the  government  of 
the  State  to  enforce  sanitary  and  prophylactic  measures  in  order  to 
prevent  the  introduction  of  variola  into  that  city  from  Santos,  from 
which  place  it  is  distant  about  three  hours  by  rail. 

Mortuary  statistics  from  Sao  Paulo  ^  Statp  of  Sao  Paulo, 

During  the  week  ended  the  16th  instant  there  were  in  Sao  Paulo, 
with  its  population  of  270,000  persons,  in  all,  122  deaths.  These  were 
caused  as  follows:  -Variola,  1;  measles,  2;  whooping  cough,  3;  cholera 
nostras,  1;  malarial  fevers,  1;  tuberculosis,  5;  syphilis,  1;  cancer,  2; 
other  "general  diseases"  (systemic  diseases),  1;  affections  of  the  ner- 
vous system,  12;  of  the  circulatory  apparatus,  5;  of  the  respiratory 
apparatus,  16;  of  the  digestive  system,  16;  of  the  urinary  system,  6; 
puerperal  septicaemia,  1;  skin  diseases,  1;  congenital  debility,  7; 
senihty,  1;  violent  deaths,  2;  illnesses  badly  defined,  2,  and  still-born,  6. 

The  deaths  were,  male,  63;  female,  29.  Natives,  108;  foreigners, 
13,  and  unknown  nationality,  1.  Ninetv-six  of  the  persons  who  died 
were  unmarried,  16  were  married,  9  had  lost  husband  or  wife,  and  the 
state  of  1  person  as  respects  matrimony  was  unknown.  During  the 
same  perioll  there  were  206  births  and  29  marriages. 

Mortuary  statistics  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,^  Brazil^  iveeh  October  23^  190J^. 

During  the  week  there  were  in  all  390  deaths  from  all  causes. 
Variola  still  shows  a  reduction,  while  there  is,  on  the  other  hand,  a 
slight  increase  in  the  plague  figures.  There  was  1  case  of  yellow 
fever,  with  no  deaths  from  the  disease.  There  were  242  new  cases  of 
variola,  with  only  78  deaths,  leaving  at  the  week's  end  261  cases  under 
treatment  at  Sfio  Sebastito.  There  were  45  new  cases  of  bubonic 
plague,  with  16  deaths,  leaving  at  the  close  of  the  week  107  cases  of 
plague  in  the  hospital  at  Jurajuba.  The  deaths  from  plague  occurred 
in  eight  of  the  thirteen  districts  of  the  city,  showing  its  wide  distri- 
bution at  this  date,  although  in  no  district  was  there  more  than  1 
death  except  in  that  of  Santa  Anna.  At  the  hospital  itself  there  were 
6  deaths,  in  Santa  Anna  district  3,  and  1  in  eacn  of  seven  other  dis- 
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tricts.     Variola  deaths  occurred  in  eijfht  of  the  thirteen  di«m-ip 
the  city,  not  including  deaths  occurring  in  HoHpital  Sdo  Sef«rfifci  v 
in  the  Santa  Casa  de  Alisericordia.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  October  20,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  15,  1904,  there  were  issued  4  sup- 
>1eiiientS  and  1  original  bills  of  health,  and  there  were  inspected  5 
^e^dsels,  575  crew,  137  cabin  and  274  steerage  passengers.  Two  cases 
>f  illness  which  proved  to  be  nonquarantinable  were  investigated. 
C*here  were  also  inspected  158  pieces  of  person&l  baggage  and  6  pieces.

The  weekly  report  of  the  municipal  health  officer  snows:  Smallpox^ 
5  deaths;  diphtheria,  4;  tuberculosis,  32 — all  among  Chinese.  Tnere 
was  1  case  of  enteric  fever  reported  among  the  foreign  population^ 
The  total  reported  mortality  was  2  foreigners  and  139  natives. 

Smallpox  (1  case)  is  reported  present  at  Chefoo,  which  is  the  only 
outport  reporting  quarantinable  disease. 

The  consular  boay  of  Shanghai  and  the  commissioner  of  imperial 
customs  have  withdrawn  the  declaration  of  infection  against  Niuchwang 
and  Amoy. 

CUBA. 

Beport  on  sanitary  conditions  at  Cienfuegos. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  McMahon,  now  in  Washington,  reports,. 
Novemter  16,  as  follows: 

There  is  practically  no  sewerage  system  in  the  city. 

The  streets  in  the  business  section  are  kept  fairly  clean  by  daily 
sweeping.  In  the  residence  section,  especially  near  the  ba^  front,  the 
streets  are  not  kept  at  all  clean,  fruit  and  food  refuse  being  allowed 
to  remain  in  them  all  of  the  time. 

The  houses  of  the  poorer  people — who  are  three-fourths  of  the 
population — are  positively  filthy  from  accumulation  of  ordinary  house 
reruse.  There  are  very  few  flush  water-closets,  and  none  that  con- 
nect with  sewers.  Nearly  all  are  surface  closets  in  the  houses  of  the 
Crer  class,  and  these  are  seldom  cleaned.  The  better  classes  of 
ses  have  cesspools.     These  have  not  been  cleaned  for  four  years. 

The  drinking  water  of  the  city  is  of  poor  quality  and  not  in  nearly 
sufficient  quantity,  the  water  pipes  being  open  only  from  one  to  two 
hours  in  tne  da}%  To  sum  up,  Cienfuegos  is  in  a  very  insanitary 
condition  from  every  point  of  view. 

Inspection  of  Vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Marsilldn  reports  as  follows: 
Week  ended  November  12,  1904.  Two  vessels  were  inspected  with 
a  total  crew  of  67,  and  135  passengers.  The  vessels  were  in  good  san- 
itary condition,  and  no  sickness.  The  135  steerage  passengers  mspected 
were  in  transit  for  Santiago  de  Cuba.  No  improvement  is  noted  in 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city.  No  quarantinable  disease  entered 
the  port  during  the  week. 

Report  from  Matanzas — Mortuary  statistics. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  November  12,  1904,  3  bills  of  health  were 
issued  to  vessels  leaving  for  United  States  ports. 
One  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  3  of  varicella  have  been  reported  in 
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the  city  durine  the  past  week.  One  of  the  casett  of  acarirt  f^- 
occured  at  the  Bpanish  hospital,  where  it  is  now  undergoing^  UiMiaa, 
in  isolated  Quarters. 

A  decidea  fall  of  temperature  has  been  experienced  b«rr  for  & 
last  two  days,  the  thermometer  showing  70^  F.  in  the  shade.

-A^cting  Assistant  Surgeon  Wilson  reports,  November  9,  as  follows: 

I>uring  the  week  ended  November  5,  1904,  bills  of  nealth  were 
issued  to  6  vessels  bound  for  the  United  States. 

I  mailed  yesterday  a  special  report  giving  details  of  the  second  case 
of  yellow  fever,  also  mentioning  that  three  suspicious  cases  had  been 
reported,  the  first  two  of  which  turned  out  to  be  malarial.  The  third 
one  is  probably  malarial  also,  but  1  have  not  been  able  to  learn  the 
decision  of  the  committee  on  infectious  diseases,  which  must  have 
seen  the  case  yesterday.

Report  from  Chiayaquil — Fumigation  of  vessel — Bills  of  health  on 
vessels  f rain  Chilean,  ports  not  iri  accordance  with  Unitea  States  reg- 
ulations— Restrictions  against  rice  shipped  from  Peru. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports,  October  28,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  October  26, 1904.  Present  officially  estimated  population, 
60,000.  Mortality  from  all  causes,  41,  as  follows:  Yellow  fever,  1; 
pernicious  fever,  1;  fever  (without  classification),  3;  tuberculosis,  10; 
enteric  diseases,  3;  from  all  other  causes,  23. 

During  the  week  1  vessel  was  fumigated,  9  passengers  and  24  pieces 
of  baggage  were  examined,  1  immune  certificate  and  1  supplemental 
bill  or  health  were  issued,  as  follows:  October  20,  steamship  Loa^ 
from  Chilean  and  Peruvian  ports,  cleared  for  Ancon,  Canal  Zone,  with 
4  cabin  and  5  steerage  passengers  from  this  port. 

<^  One  case  of  yellow  fever  at  Punta  de  Sal,  across  the  bay.    Removed  to  lazaretto 
across  the  bay.    Discharged  cured,  Oct.  31. 
^  Diphtheria. 
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In  examining  the  bills  of  health  on  this  vessel  from  port^  south  I 
noticed  that  at  only  one  port  in  Chile  was  an  American  bill  of  health 
issued.  This  exception  was  a  small  port  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
Republic.  In  the  others,  beginning  with  Valparaiso,  a  certificate  wa* 
taken  from  the. governor  of  the  port,  whose  signature  was  authen- 
ticated by  the  American  consul.  This  certificate  was  indorsed  at  each 
subsequent  port  bv  the  governor  of  that  port,  or  his  adjutant^  whose 
signature  was  in  like  manner  authenticated  by  the  American  consoL 

These  papers,  issued  by  the  local  port  authorities,  very  imperfecdj 
answer  the  purpose  for  which  the  American  bill  of  health  is  mtended 
Thev  state  broadly  that  ^'no  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  exist  in 
epidemic  form;"  give  no  data  of  any  kind;  do  not  indicate  the  number 
of  passengers  embarked  or  disembarked  at  any  particular  port,  and  do 
not  mention  where  the  vessel  was  anchored,  whether  in  open  bay  or  at 
wharf,  nor  the  degree  of  communication  had  with  shore. 

The  following  resolution,  adopted  by  the  superior  board  of  health, 
is  translated  from  El  Grito  del  Fueblo  of  October  28: 

Rice,  which  is  shipped  from  any  port  in  Peru,  will  not  be  received  here  because  <i 
information  which  we  have  that  it  is  sent  from  Eten  to  other  ports  and  reshij^ 
here. 

Eten  is  the  only  port  in  northern  Peru  now  considered  infected  by 
the  board  of  health. 

GERMANY. 

Report  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  countries. 
Consul-General  Mason  reports,  November  5,  as  follows: 

Plague, 

Egypt, — During  the  period  from  October  15  to  21  there  were  ro- 
istered 3  fresh  cases  of  plague  (and  3  deaths) — 1  each  in  Alexandria, 
Port  Said,  and  Damietta. 

Straits  SettUments, — In  Singapore,  on  October  1,  1  case  of  plagae 
was  registered  in  a  street  in  the  native  quarter. 

Japan, — During  the  months  of  Julv  and  August  there  occurred  in 
Formosa  108  cases  and  36  deaths  of  plague,  and  182  cases  and  ^ 
deaths,  respectively. 

Cholera, 

Russia, — According  to  the  Gov^ernment  Gazette  of  October  21  only 
1  case  of  cholera  occurred  in  Merv  during  the  period  from  October  10 
to  lY.  In  Baku  during  the  period  from  October  11  to  18  there  were 
registered  60  cases  of  cholera,  with  24  deaths. 

Turkey, — According  to  official  bulletin  No.  40  of  October  17,  M 
fresh  cases  of  cholera,  with  55  deaths,  have  been  I'egistered  since  the 
date  of  publication  of  the  last  bulletin. 

According  to  bulletin  No.  41  of  October  24,  3  new  cases  of  choler* 
and  4  deaths  have  occurred  in  Bagdad.

Plague  does  not  increase  much;  some  of  the  cases  are  imported  in 
spite  of  precautions.

Under  date  October  20, 1904,  sanitary  certificate  No.  61,  accompany- 
ing consular  invoice  No.  253  of  1904,  was  issued  for  37  bales  of  East 
India  wool  packed  in  naphthalene.

Under  date  October  21, 1904,  sanitary  certificate  No.  62,  accompany-, 
ing  consular  invoice  No.  255  of  1904,  was  issued  for  81  bales  of  East 
India  wool  packed  in  naphthalene.

The  shippers  in  both  cases  were  Latham  &  Co.,  of  Bombay,  and  the 
consignees,  similarly,  were  Tattersfield  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia.  The 
wool  was  shipped  by  the  steamship  Scindia^  of  the  Anchor  Line,  to  be 
transhipped  m  Glasgow. 

Enteric  fever  in  Poona  and  the  conditions  favoring  its  existence. 

American  Consui-ate,  Bombay,  October  ^5,  lOOJ^.. 
I  have  the  honor  to  quote  below  a  statement  concerning  the  existence 
of  enteric  fever  in  Poona,  one  of  the  three  chief  cities  of  this  Presi- 
dency, lying  119  miles  southeast  of  Bombay.  In  my  letter  of  Septem- 
ber 4,  1904,  I  referred  to  this  prevalence  of  enteric  there,  and  now 
eive  you  the  following  excellent  statement  as  to  the  conditions  favor- 
ing it.     I  quote  from  the  Times  of  India,  dated  October  27,  1904: 

The  city  and  cantonments  (i.  e.,  the  European  residence.section)  of  Poona  are  set 
in  a  cup-like  hollow  surrounded  by  hills  which  prevent  free  circulation  of  air.  In 
this  stagnant  atmosphere,  after  the  street  sweeping  of  the  early  morning,  dust  clouds 
hang  in  dry  and  hot  weather.  It  is  not  difficult  to  Understand  how  an  unprotected 
water  supply  can  in  this  way  become  defiled.  That  it  is  impossible  to  protect  an 
open  canal  in  any  country  from  defilement  goes  without  saying,  and  in  India  we 
know  that  there  are  still  more  potent  causes.  It  is  not  necessary,  however,  to  travel 
outside  the  city  and  cantonment  for  unsanitary  conditions. 
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They  confront  us  on  all  sides.  Even  the  storing  of  food  supplies  shows  how  little 
sanitary  requirements  are  regarded.  One  has  only  to  walk  through  any  of  the  bezaan 
to  see  heaps  of  ^rain  on  the  roadside  exposed  to  sewage  dust  or  to  notice  food  sb2& 
in  small  and  dirty  shops  covered  with  flies,  while  close  at  hand  are  latrines  and 
urinals  with  the  surrounding  soil  saturated  with  filth  and  oreanic  refuse  of  all  kindc. 
The  conclusion  come  to  by  experts  who  have  carefullv  studied  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  Poona  and  its  neighborhood  is  that  its  unhealttfulness  is  due  to  sewage  <xm- 
tamination  of  the  soil.  *  ♦  *  The  pit  and  trench  systems  of  sewerage  are  op«i  to 
many  objections,  having  had  most  disaatrous  effects  upon  the  health  of  British  troope 
and  civil  residents  quartered  in  the  cantonments.  Poona  is  advantageously  placed 
for  eflicient  sanitation,  provided  that  it  makes  use  of  its  natural  advantaged  and  cA 
modem  sanitary  methods.  It  has  an  abundant  water  supply  which  should  be  rael 
for  the  removal  of  its  sewa^,  but  not  for  its  disposal,  for  tne  entrance  of  the  sewa^ 
of  towns  and  cantonments  into  Indian  rivers  is  altogether  objectionable.  The  adop- 
tion of  the  septic-tank  system  is  strongly  advised,  and  in  addition  structoral  alten- 
tions  in  densely  inhabited  localities  with  attention  to  surface  drainage. 

With  reference  to  the  street  cleaning  of  Poona,  the  Times  says: 

In  the  early  morning  the  center  of  the  ordinary  cantonment  road  is  swept  and 
horse  droppings  brushed  aside,  right  and  left,  and  allowed  to  remain.  Soon  after  the 
traffic  of  the  day  has  commenced  it  is  impossible  to  tell  where  the  nuisance  of  the 
early  morning  existed. 

What  is  said  of  Poona  is  true  in  large  measure  of  other  towns  in 
India,  and  when  one  thinks  of  the  large  number  of  servants  to  whom 
Europeans  must  necessarily  intrust  the  care  of  their  food  and  the 
fetching  of  their  water,  the  wonder  is  that  so  little  enteric  fever  exists. 
The  problem  in  Poona  will  be  taken  up  seriously,  in  view  of  the  great 
number  of  deaths  among  Europeans  during  the  past  four  months.

The  disease  rose  steadily  from  July  of  1902,  continued  severe 
through  the  first  quarter  of  1903,  and  fell  to  a  minimum  in  May  and 
June.  Notwithstanding  the  widespread  and  fatal  character  of  the 
scourge,  only  18.27  per  cent  pf  towns  and  villages  were  aflfected,  as 
against  10.38  per  cent  last  year. 

In  7  towns  plague  was  the  cause  of  over  half  the  general  mortality, 
and  in  the  remaining  towns  greatly  raised  the  annual  general  death 
rate. 

Plague  deaths  among  the  inoculaied. 

In  compliance  with  Government  orders,  a  record  of  those  who  had 
been  inoculated  with  antiplague  prophylactic  and  who  subsequently 
died  of  plague  was  kept.  To  judge  of  the  value  of  the  prophylactic,  a 
register  of  all  persons  inoculated  should  have  been  available,  and  a 
record  then  kept  to  show  how  many  of  these  subsequently  were 
attacked  and  died.  The  returns  record  merely  the  number  of  deaths 
among  inoculated  persons.  Of  281,269  who  died  of  plague  during  the 
year  1903,  2,156,  or  0.76  per  cent,  had  been  thus  inoculated  at  some 
previous  date.

Thus,  with  two  exceptions,  the  deaths  from  fever  are  less  than  in 
any  previous  year  since  1892,  and  are  far  less  than  the  mean  for  the 
past  six  years.  The  comparison  of  the  mean  mortality  for  the  first 
period  with  that  of  the  second  period  of  six  years  shows  a  tendency 
toward  diminution  in  the  fever  mortality. 

Of  259,704  deaths  in  1903,  there  were  134,048  among  males  and 
125,656  among  females. 

Classification  of  fevers. 

"In  the  absence  of  registration,  supported  by  medical  diagnosis,  it 
is  impossible  to  ascertain  what  proportion  of  fevers  in  the  districts  of 
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the  Presidency  are  due  to  malaria,  enteric,  measles,  or  other  well 
known  and  differentiated  febrile  diseases."  The  deputy  sanitary  com- 
missioner of  the  Gujarat  Province  says  in  his  annual  report  twit  the 
word  '*  fever,"  which  generally  is  assumed  to  refer  to  malarial  fever, 
is  constantly  applied  to  other  diseases  accompanied  by  hig^h  tempera- 
ture which  are  wholly  different  from  malaria. 

Malarial  fevers. 

In  the  forest  areas  of  Kanara  and  Dharwar,  which  lie  in  the  South- 
ern Province,  malaria  is  especially  prevalent,  and  may  account  for  the 
gradual  diminution  of  the  population  in  these  areas.     Quinine  is  at 

E resent  issued  at  Government  dispensaries  and  post-offices,  and  abo 
y  district  inspectors,  while  traveling  dispensaries  have  been  sanc- 
tioned for  the  most  malarious  areas  in  Kanara.  An  attempt  at  reduc- 
tion of  mosquitoes  in  forest  areas  is  considered  impracticable.  In 
Bijapur  town,  however,  the  civil  surgeon  organized  mosquito  brigades 
with  good  effect,  especially  near  the  jail. 

Reports  from  Calcutta— -  Mortuary  report —  Vessel  inspected. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  15,  1904,  there  were  8  deaths  from 
cholera  and  2  deaths  from  plague,  and  during  the  week  ended  October 
22  there  were  14  deaths  from  cholera  and  3  deaths  from  plague  in 
Calcutta. 

In  Bengal  during  the  week  ended  October  16,  1904,  there  were  23S 
cases  and  195  deaths  from  plague. 

In  India  during  the  week  ended  October  8,  1904,  there  were  21,827 
cases  and  16, 491  deaths  from  plague. 

During  the  week  ended  October  22,  1904,  bill  of  health  was  issued 
to  the  D.  S.  Gordon  Castle^  bound  to  Boston  and  New  York,  with  a 
total  crew  of  41.  The  usual  precautions  were  taken,  holds  fumigated, 
and  rat  guards  on  wharf  lines. 

PANAJLA. 

Reports  froni  Colon — Inspection  of  vessels — Suspect  case  ofyeUotcfeter. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mohr  reports,  November  7  and  10,  as 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  November  5,  1904,  the  following-named  ves- 
sels cleared  for  ports  in  the  United  States  and  were  granted  bills  of 
health: 

American  steamship  Finance  for  New  York,  November  2,  with  63 
crew  and  24  passengers. 

British  steamship  Texan  for  New  Orleans  via  Jamaica  and  Mexican 
ports,  with  44  crew  and  28  passengers. 

American  schooner  'A,  M,  Stamniefr  for  Pascagoula,  with  10  crew 
and  no  passengers. 

German  steamship  Bradford  for  New  Orleans,  via  Limon,  with  39 
crew  and  14  passengers. 

Norwegian  steamship  Brighton  for  New  Orleans,  via  Bocas  del 
Toro,  witn  22  crew  ana  4  passengers. 
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November  10, 1904. 
On  the  7th  instant  a  suspicious  case  of  fever  was  found  in  a  hotel  in 
t:liis  city.     The  patient,  an  American  woman,  had  come  from  Panama 
on  the  3d  and  was  taken  sick  during  the  night  of  the  5th;  consequently 
it  is  reasonable  to  infer  that  the  disease  was  contracted  in  Panama. 
-As  soon  as  possible  she  was  transferred  to  the  screened  wards  of  the 
Iiospital  of  the  Panama  Bailroad  Company.     After  careful  examina- 
tion the  case  was  pronounced  yellow  fever.     The  patient  was  seen  hy 
Surgeon  H.  R.  Carter,  who  stated  that  he  was  reasonably  sure  that  it 
"was  a  case  of  yellow  fever.     The  further  development  of  the  case  has 
strengthened  the  diagnosis  made.     The  room  in  tne  hotel  was  properly 
disinfected  and  all  necessary  precautions  taken.     No  further  cases 
have  been  reported  here  or  in  Panama. 

PERU. 

Report  from  Callao — Plague  in  Perucmd  Chile — Typhtts  fever. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports,  October  24,  as  follows: 
OflBcial  reports  for  the  first  15  days  of  October  give  5  cases  of  plague 
as  having  occurred  in  the  Province  of  Lima.  Three  cases  of  plague 
and  1  (suspect)  case  of  tvphus  fever  occurred  in  Callao  during  the 
same  perioa.  The  case  oi  typhus  fever  was  probabljr  impoi-ted  from 
Cerro  de  Pasco  (in  the  interior),  where  I  am  told  this  disease  is  not 
uncommon. 

Plague  continues  in  Eten  and  Arica  (Chile),  and  is  again  officially 
reported  in  Iquique. 

PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS. 

JReports  from  Manila — Quarantinable  diseases — Inspection  and  fumi- 
gation ofvesseU — Decrease  in  plague  at  oriental  ports. 

Chief  Quarantine  Officer  Heiser  reports,  October  14,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  24, 1904,  2  cases  of  smallpox  and 
2  deaths  occurred  in  the  city  of  Manila. 

On  September  23,  1904,  the  British  steamer  AthoU  cleared  for  New 
York.  The  cabins,  storerooms,  and  forecastles  were  fumigated  with 
sulphur.     Crew  were  inspected  on  board  prior  to  sailing. 

During  the  week  endea  October  1,  1904,  one  case  of  smallpox  was 
reported  in  the  city  of  Manila.  After  the  case  was  placed  under 
oteervation  in  the  smallpox  hospital,  the  disease  was  found  to  be  yaws, 
not  smallpox. 

On  September  30,  1904,  the  steamship  Tremont  cleared  for  Tacoma 
via  Chinese  and  Japanese  ports.  One  hundred  and  forty-five  crew,  17 
cabin,  and  48  steerage  passengers  were  inspected  just  prior  to  sailing. 
All  suspicious  ship's  cargo  ana  personal  efltects  were  disinfected. 

For  the  week  ended  October  8,  1904,  one  death  from  snaallpox  was 
the  only  quarantinable  disease  reported  in  the  city  of  Manila. 

Plague. 

The  number  of  plague  cases  in  the  near-by  oriental  ports  is  diminish- 
ing very  rapidly.  The  last  case  of  plague  reported  m  the  Philippine 
Ismnds  occurred  in  Manila  on  SeptenaDer  8,  1904.  If  this  favorable 
condition  of  affairs  continues  it  is  hoped  that  many  of  the  restrictions 
which  have  been  imposed  upon  vessels  bound  for  the  United  States 
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almost  continuously  since  the  American  occupation  of  the  islands  mtr 
be  removed. 

In  view  of  the  favorable  report  received  from  the  United  Stat^ 
consular  surgeon  at  Amoy,  it  has  been  recommended  that  he  permit 
the  embarkation  of  steerage  passengers  for  Manila  after  October  15, 
1904,  without  first  underg^oing  a  seven  days'  quarantine  detention, 
which  has  been  in  force  since  the  outbreak  of  the  last  epidemic  of 
plague  in  Amoy.  Such  vessels,  however,  in  view  of  the  pK>or  facilitie^ 
lor  disinfection  at  Amoy,  are  still  to  call  at  Mariveles  as  in  the  past 
for  disinfection  prior  to  coming  to  Manila. 

On  October  5,  1904,  the  British  steamer  Vulcan  cleared  for  New 
York  via  Marseille.  This  vessel  was  fumigated  throughout — the  boldt, 
forecastles,  engine  rooms,  cabins,  etc.,  all  being  treated  with  sulphar 
dioxid  gas.     Crew  was  inspected  on  board  at  the  hour  of  sailing. 

On  October  8,  1904,  the  British  steamer  Sagami  cleared  for  New 
York.  Forecastles  and  storerooms  were  fumigated  with  sulphur. 
Crew  was  inspected  on  board  prior  to  sailing.

RUSSIA. 

Report  from  Batoum — Cholera  in  Baku, 

Acting  Vice-Consul  Stuait  reports,  October  24,  as  follows: 
With  further  reference  to  my  dispatch  of  the  10th  ultimo,  according 
to  information  which  I  have  received  from  Baku,  it  would  appear  that 
cholera  broke  out  there  toward  the  end  of  last  month,  and  tnat  up  to 
the  10th  of  the  present  month  249  cases  and  141  deaths  had  occurred. 
Since  the  10th  instant  the  disease  appears  to  have  been  gradually 
diminishing,  and  I  am  informed  that  about  6  cases  per  diem  have  beeo 
reported.  On  the  2l8t  instant  5  cases  were  reported,  and  2  deaths 
occurred  on  that  day.  From  the  2l8t  to  the  22d  instant  1  patient  was 
admitted  to  the  cholera  hospital.  On  the  22d  instant  there  were  25 
patients  in  hospital  (15  males  and  10  females),  but  there  were  no  deaths 
that  day. 

WEST  INDIES. 

Report  front  Barbados — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vesseh — TrHst- 
ment  of  harkentine  Enseimda  on  a^^count  of  smallpox — Quarantine 
against  certain  pc/rts — Health  of  the  island. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Ward  reports,  November  2,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  October  29,  1904,  I  inspected  and  issued 
bills  of  health  to  5  steamships  and  8  sailing  vessels,  with  326  crew,  11 
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jerage,  and  26  cabin  passengers,  of  whom  2  of  the  crew,  11  steerage, 
i  10  cabin  passengers  were  taken  on  at  this  port.  Six  of  the  steer- 
e  and  4  of  the  cabin  passengers  were  in  transit  for  Trinidad  and  for 
rts  in  South  America. 

The  bill  of  health  of  the  Republic  of  Panama  issued  at  this  port  to 
3  Royal  Mail  steamship  Trent^  from  Southampton,  bound  to  Colon, 
I  ports  in  the  West  Indies,  with  176  crew,  130  passengers,  and  114 
itish  troops,  was  visaed,  and  certificates  of  vaccination  were  issued 
3  deck  passengers  for  Colon. 

The  British  barkentine  Ensenada^  bound  to  Santa  Cruz,  Cuba,  where, 
is  expected,  she  will  load  cedar  for  New  York,  arrived  at  Barbados 
3  morning  of  October  25,  twenty-nine  days  from  Santos,  with  2  cases 
smallpox  aboard.  One  of  the  crew  died  at  sea  on  October  7,  when 
iven  days  from  Santos.  Two  others  were  ill,  but  showed  no  signs  of 
lallpoxVhen  the  vessel  reached  this  port.  On  her  arrival  she  was 
icea  in  quamntine  in  the  open  bay,  and  the  sick  were  removed  to 
lican  Island  quarantine  station.  The  next  day  the  vessel  and  dun- 
ge  of  the  crew  were  disinfected  by  the  local  health  authorities.  This 
rkentine  will  sail  from  Barbados  on  or  about  November  5,  bound  to 
iba  in  ballast,  with,  12  men  all  told,  4  of  whom  were  taken  on  at  this 
rt. 

In  a  letter  dated  October  21, 1904,  the  British  consul  at  Para  reports 
the  clerk  of  the  quarantine  board  at  this  port,  as  follows: 

?ir:  I  have  to  report  the  existence  of  emallpox  in  this  city.    On  the  19th  instant 
cai§e8  were  being  treated  at  the  isolation  hospital.    Four  of  these  died  yesterday. 
Treat  care  is  bein^  taken  to  prevent  the  disorder  from  spreading, 
fellow  fever  continues  to  make  victims  among  recent  arrivals  from  abroad.    There 
re  6  deaths  last  month  and  10  from  the  1st  to  the  20th  instant. 

All  vessels  arriving  at  Barbados  in  less  than  fourteen  days  from  any

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November  1,  from  Para,  bound  to  Galveston  in  water  ballast;  33  crew; 
all  well;  1  passenger  taken  on  at  this  port,  recently  from  Para,  tmder 
observation  the  six  days  he  was  in  Barbados.  The  British  steamship 
Horace^  on  November  2,  from  Santos  via  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Victoria, 
bound  to  New  Orleans  with  a  cargo  of  coflfee;  36  crew;  all  well;  do 
passengers.  All  the  compartments  of  the  steamship  Horace  were  fmni- 
gated  with  the  exception  of  the  holds  and  three  staterooms  amidships, 
which  were  filled  with  coffee  in  bags  and  were  sealed  under  mv 
direction. 

The  Intercolonial  steamships  of  the  Royal  Mail  Steam  Packet  Com- 
pany will  include  Porto  Rico  in  their  itinerary  during  the  three  months 
beginning  January  2,  1905.  Every  other  Saturday  one  of  these  inter- 
colonial steamships  arrives  at  Barbados  from  Surinam,  Dutch  GruiaDa, 
and  Georgetown,  British  Guiana  (Demerara);  leaves  this  port  the  fcd- 
lowing  Monday  for  St.  Lucia,  Martinique,  Dominica,  Goadeloape, 
Montserrat,  Antigua,  Nevis,  St.  Kitts,  and  St.  Thomas,  and  returns* 
via  the  same  islands,  to  Barbados  the  following  Saturday  we«k.  It  is 
the  vessel  on  this  route  that  will  call  at  San  Juan,  Porto  Rico,  each 
fortnight  on  its  northern  trip  after  the  first  of  the  year.

-Measles  In  the  city — 


During  the  week  ended  November  19,  1904,  bills  of  health  were 
issued  to  7  vessels  bound  for  United  States  ports. 

Eleven  cases  of  measles  have  been  reported  in  the  city  since  my  last 
writing.  The  source  of  the  epidemic  is  supposed  to  be  from  the  rural 
district  of  Corral  Nuevo,  within  a  short  distance  from  the  city.  How 
the  conta^on  was  conveyed  to  the  latter  place  and  where  it  was  orig- 
inally derived  from  is  yet  to  be  determined.  The  last  case  of  measles 
reported  in  the  city  previous  to  the  present  epidemic  occurred  about 
six  months  ago,  in  a  child  who  had  just  arrived  from  Key  West,  but 
the  case  was  properly  isolated  and  no  propagation  of  the  disease  was 
heard  of  or  reported  since  that  date.  It  is  to  be  feared  that  the  prev- 
alence of  measles  during  this  time  of  the  year,  when  changes  of  tem- 
perature are  so  frequent,  by  favoring  the  well-known  pulmonary 
complications,  will  bring  on  a  larger  mortality  than  at  any  other  season 
of  the  year. 

No  other  quarantinable  disease  has  been  reported.

Report  from  Santiago — Quaratitine  of  S.  S,  Craigneiik  from  Colon — 

Mortuary  statistics. 

During  the  week  ended  November  19,  1904,  bills  of  health  were 
issued  to  three  vessels  bound  for  the  United   States  and  one  was

issued  for  Colon,  Republic  of  Panama,  this  was  to  the  U.  S.  army 
transport  Sumner.  On  all  of  these  I  reported  the  condition  of  tlie 
port  as  good,  and  under  ''Remarks"  1  wrote  the  following:  ''"One  awe 
of  yellow  fever  at  Punta  de  Sal,  across  the  bay.  Removed  to  the  laza- 
retto at  Cayo  Duan.     Discharged  cured  November  ll." 

One  of  these  vessels,  the  steamship  Craignexik.,  arrived  November 
17,  from  Colon,  with  all  well  on  board,  hut  the  bill  of  health  from 
Colon,  dated  November  11,  stated  that  there  was  1  case  of  yellow 
fever  at  Colon,  proceeding  from  Panama.  On  this  account  the  vessel 
was  fumigated  by  the  Cuban  authorities  and  ordered  to  be  quarantined 
five  days.  After  fumigation  the  vessel  was  allowed  to  go  up  to  the 
wharf  at  Las  Cruces  (half  a  mile  from  the  city)  to  load,  but  with  the 
quarantine  flag  flying,  and  no  communication  was  allowed  with  shore, 
except  the  captain.  I  made  an  additional  note  to  this  effect  on  this 
bill  of  health  (No.  185).     ♦     ♦     ♦ 

No  quarantinable  disease  has  been  reported,  but  there  were  2  casep 
©f  varicella  in  the  jail;  they  were  isolated.     ♦    ♦    ♦ 

As  the  quarantine  against  Punta  de  Sal  was  removed  on  the  morning 
of  November  20,  and  as  the  second  and  last  case  of  yellow  fever  wto 
taken  sick  and  removed  to  the  lazaretto  on  November  2  and  was  dis- 
charged the  11th,  I  have  thought  it  unnecessary  to  continue  reporting 
this  on  the  bills  of  health  issued  after  the  20th.

Reporti*  from  GunumpiU — Inspections  of  vessels — Ltijrrovetnent  in  puir- 

ant  me  regulations. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports  November  4  and  lu  as 
follows: 

Week  ended  November  2,  1904:  Present  officially  estimated  popu- 
lation, 60,000.  Mortality  from  all  causes  31,  as  follows:  Tuberculosis, 
5;  pernicious  fever,  4;  fevers  (without  classification),  2;  from  all  other 
causes  20.  No  case  of  yellow  fever  has  been  reported  either  in  the 
city  or  surrounding  territory  for  the  past  ten  days. 
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During  the  month  ended  October  31, 1904,  there  was  a  total  mortal- 
ity of  1^,  of  which  25  deaths  were  from  tuberculosis  and  2  from  yel- 
low fever.     For  the  same  period  last  vear  the  total  mortality  wa8  184, 
of  which  27  deaths  were  from  tuberculosis  and  none  from  yellow  fever. 
During  the  week  3  vessels  were  fumigated,  35  passengers  and  77 
pieces  of  baggage  examined,  3  immune  certificates  and  4  bills  of  health 
issiied,  as  follows:  October  30,  steamship  Saxonia^  from  Hamburg  via 
Chilean  and  Peruvian  ports,  cleared  for  San  Francisco.     She  took  no 
passengers  from  here.     October  31,  steamship  Colomhiu^  from  Chilean 
and  Peruvian  ports,  cleared  for  Ancon,  canal  zone,  with  8  cabin  and 
27   steerage  passengers.     November  1,  steamship  Menes^  from  Ham- 
burg* via  Chilean  and  Peruvian  ports,  cleared  for  San  Francisco.     No 
passengers.     These  three  vessels  were  fumigated  by  sulphur.     On 
Novemoer  2,  steamship  Ecuador,  a  coasting  steamer,  was  cleared  for 
Panama  via  way  port**.     Crew  55,  cabin  passengers  12,  steerage  pas- 
senger 11;  all  told,  78.     Vessel   not  fumigated  and  passengers  not 
examined. 

By  an  act  of  the  recent  Congress  a  serious  defect  in  the  quarantine 
regulations  was  remedied  by  authorizing  the  superior  board  of  health 
to  impose  and  collect  fines  ranging  from  5  to  1,000  sucres  for  violations 
of  sanitary  and  quarantine  laws. 

Week  ended  November  9,  1904.  Present  oflicially  estimated  popu- 
lation, 60,000.  Mortality  from  all  causes,  38,  as  follows:  Pernicious 
fever,  1;  fever  (without  classification),  5;  tubel-culosis,  7;  grippe,  2; 
enteric  diseases,  5;  from  all  other  causes,  18. 

During  the  week  no  vessel  cleared  for  any  American  or  Panaman 

Sort.     I  translate  the  following  from  this  morning's  issue  of  El  Grito 
el  Pueblo: 

"Several  cases  of  smallpox,  which  constitutes  a  serious  menace  to  children,  have 
appeared  in  this  city.  The  superior  l)oard  of  health  should,  as  they  have  done  on 
other  occasions,  place  two  or  more  physicians  in  charge  of  vaccinations." 

Careful  inquiry  at  the  office  of  the  board  of  health  and  at  the  hos- 
pitals fail  to  verify  this  report,  and  at  the  present  time  I  can  not 
obtain  any  more  authentic  information  than  that  embodied  In  the  above 
report.  Should  smallpox  occur  here,  however,  there  is  not  much 
danger  of  an  epidemic,  as  the  population  is  thoroughly  vaccinated,  and 
only  a  very  few  3'oung  children  and  foreigners  remain  unprotected, 

GERMANY. 

Report  froith  Berlin — Death  rate  of  Berlin  a7i(l  other  large  cities. 

Consul-General  Mason  reports  as  follows: 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  October  29  was  lower 
than  it  had  been  in  the  three  preceding  weeks,  amounting,  calculated 
on  the  vear,  to  13.2  per  thousand  of  the  population,  thus  being  also 
lower  than  the  rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year,  in  which 
it  amounted  to  14.8  per  thousand.

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from  Brisbane  and  Townsville  (Queensland)  were  subjected  to  quar- 
antine regulations  against  plague. 


Cholera. — In  Mesopotamia  for  the  week  ended  October  1, 1904,  there 
^v^ere  reported  233  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera  with  160  deaths,  of  which 
33  cases  and  39  deaths  were  in  Bagdad,  36  cases  and  11  deaths  in 
.Ajnara,  34  cases  and  14  deaths  in  Mendeli,  39  cases  and  30  deaths  in 
Deiz-Zor,  7  cases  and  7  deaths  in  Kiazmieh,  and  6  deaths  in  Mosul. 
Oomparing  the  present  figures  with  the  previous  bulletins,  it  appears 
that  the  epidemic  is  gradually  diminishing. 

GERMAirr. 

Anchylostomiasis  and  trachxyina. — In  the  Arnsberg  district,  during 
the  week  ended  October  19,  1904,  there  were  reported  46  cases  of 
anchylostomiasis  and  13  of  trachoma.  The  trachoma  cases  were  of  an 
acute  nature  and  formed  part  of  an  epidemic  of  ophthalmia  previously 
reported.

Cholera. — ^The  following  is  translated  from  the  original  French  text 
of  a  report  made  October  11,  1904,  to  the  Belgian  Government  from 
the  Belgian  legation  at  St.  Petersburg: 

The  city  of  Saratow  is  contaminated  by  choleraj  and  it  is  expected  that  an  epi- 
dentiic  will  appear  at  Kharbynsk.  There  is  an  entire  absence  of  medical  men  in  the 
district  of  Kharbynsk,  all  the  doctors  of  the  district  having  been  sent  to  the  extreme 
East  The  Kharabynsk  delegation  has  just  made  application  to  the  provincial  dele- 
gation with  a  view  to  obtaining  disinfectants  and  medical  men.  A  pupil  in  a  paro- 
chial school  for  boys  at  Saratow  having  fallen  ill  of  cholera,  the  school  was  at  once 
closed.  The  district  of  Balachow,  province  of  Saratow,  is  also  without  physicians, 
because  they  have  all  left  for  the  war.  The  delegation  of  the  district  is  making  great 
efforts  to  obtain  medical  men.  At  Moscow  there  is  an  active  surveillance  of  trav- 
elers and  of  the  bag^rage  of  travelers  arriving  from  places  infected  with  cholera.  The 
physicians  of  the  dmerent  arrondissements  are  required  to  make  daily  visits  to  the 
persons  in  question  for  a  period  of  five  to  ten  days. 

SIAMa 

Quarantine  proclamation. — The  following  royal  decree  on  quaran- 
tine has  been  promulgated  by  the  Siamese  Government  to  repeal  the 
royal  decree  of  May  20,  1904: 

Whereas  bubonic  plague  has  now  ceased  ^to  be  epidemic  in  Hongkong  and  else- 
where, but  whereas  the  disease  is  now  endemic  in  Hongkong  and  several  ports  in 
China,  it  is  expedient  to  re|>eal  the  royal  decree  of  May  20,  1904,  and  substitute 
another  decree:  Therefore  it  is  hereby  decreed: 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  decree  the  inspection  station  shall  be  in  the  river  Menam 
Chow  Phya,  opposite  the  custom-house  at  Paknam. 
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2.  Any  vessel  which,  having  cleared  from  Hongkoiu^  or  «dv  port  in  ChiD*.  amw 
in  Siamese  waters  on  or  after  the  date  of  the  present  decree  siuul  drop  anchor  ai  tat 
said  inspection  station  and  shall  stay  there  until  such  a  time  as  the  medical  officer  lUI 
have  boarded  her  and  have  eiven  pratioue. 

3.  No  person  other  than  the  health  officer  or  one  of  his  asmstants  shall  oooimii- 
cate  from  any  ship  coming  from  Hongkong  or  from  an^  port  in  China  with  the  \ud 
or  from  the  land  with  such  ship  or  from  such  ship  with  other  ships  or  frv^  oCfa« 
ships  with  such  ship  before  she  has  received  pratioue. 

4.  The  master  or  other  person  having  the  control  of  any  vessel  in  gnaranHnr  it*L 

give  the  health  officer  eucn  information  about  the  veeitel  and  the  yi>\  asv  axtd  r^ 
ealth  of  the  crew  and  passeneers  and  otherwise  as  the  health  officer'  may  ft«ni:T^. 
and  shall  answer  fully  and  truly  questions  put  to  him  by  the  health  officer,  and  tt^^ 
if  re()uired  by  the  h^th  officer,  furnish  tiie  necessary  boats  and  appliaDce*  U>r  tM 
landing  of  the  passengers  or  crew  at  the  quarantine  station,  and  shall,  in  a  ^c^rsl 
way,  give  the  health  officer  all  necessary  assistance  to  enable  him  to  grant  part.*, a 
to  the  vessel. 

5.  The  health  officer  may  board  any  vessel  arriving  in  Siamese  waters  a&d  tnKJ«rt 
every  perH^n  in  the  vessel.

Jse  of  adrenalin  hy  inDuigranta  to  conceal  the  existence  of  trax:homa. 
[For  the  information  of  officers  on  immigration  and  quarantine  duty.] 

Certain  officers  of  the  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service 
ftve  noticed  for  some  time  past  on  everting  the  eyelids  of  some  immi- 
rants  that  they  presented  a  peculiar  blanched  appearance.  At  first  it 
as  thought  that  this  was  due  to  the  treatment  which  they  might  have 
3ceived  prior  to  embarkation.  Recently,  however,  several  hours 
fter  the  first  inspection  was  completed  and  all  suspicious  cases  had 
een  set  aside,  it  was  decided  to  make  a  reexamination  of  the  entire 
umber.  While  this  work  was  going  on  a  number  of  additional  cases 
F  trachoma  were  found.  Upon  following  some  immigrants  behind  a 
)nvenient  inclosure,  they  w^ere  found  to  be  busiljr  engaged  in  instill- 
\^  a  substance  into  their  eyes,  which  subsequent  investigation  showed 
►  ne  adrenalin.  Experiments  with  this  drug  proved  that  if  instilled  into 
le  eyes  of  mild  cases  of  trachoma  practically  all  evidence  of  the  dis- 
Lse  could  be  obliterated  for  about  one-half  nour.     To  sum  up,  then,

of  California  Municipalities, 

By  Passed  Asst.  Surg.  Rupert  Blue. 

[At  the  request  of  Doctor  Foster,  secretary  of  the  State  board  of  health,  Passed 
fiistant  Surgeon  Blue  was  detailed  by  the  Bureau  to  attend  the  annual  convention 
the  lea^e  of  municipalities  at  Santa  Ana,  Cal.     The  following  is  his  report:] 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Nmjemherlio^  190^. 
I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  Bureau  order 

the  7th  instant,  I  attended  the  Seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the 
jague  of  California  Municipalities  at  Santa  Ana,  Cal.,  November  16 

18,  1904,  as  Service  representative  in  sanitary  matters. 
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The  purposes  of  this  or^nization,  as  expressed  in  the  articles  of 
association,  are  to  •'promote  systematic  collections  of  informatioc 
relating  to  municipal  atfairs,  to  foster  the  exchange  of  suggestion* 
between  municipalities  on  matters  of  municipal  interest,  to  propoefp 
and,  so  far  as  possible,  influence  legislation  necessary  to  proper  munici 
pal  administration  and  growth,  and  to  generally  interest  the  puhli* 
and  advocate  all  ideas  tending  to  bring  the  municipalities  of  Caliiorna 
abreast  of  the  best  municipalities  of  the  country.' 

The  convention  met  in  tne  council  chamber  of  the  new  city  hall  of 
Santa  Ana,  at  11  o'clock,  November  16,  and  was  called  to  order  k 
the  Hon.  Frank  P.  Frary,  the  president  of  the  league. 

The  first  business  to  come  befdre  the  convention,  after  the  roll  caL' 
of  delegates  and  the  address  of  welcome  by  Mayor  S.  H.  Finley.  wt 
the  roll  call  of  cities.  As  the  chairman  announced  the  name  of  i^ 
city,  the  mayor,  or  some  other  representative  man,  arose  and  brirfr 
recapitulated  the  work  that  had  been  done  and  the  improvement*  in 
contemplation,  giving  such  statements  as  w^ere  most  likely  to  benetit 
his  city.  If  further  explanations  were  necessary  delegates  ai»ked 
questions  which  always  brought  forth  the  desired  information.  Indi- 
vidually and  collectively  the  delegates  displayed  a  lively  and  com- 
mendable interest  in  the  work  of  their  neighbors.  If  a  saving  had 
been  eflfected  in  the  cost  of  lighting,  paving,  or  building  bv  any  one  of 
them,  then  all  wished  to  know  how  it  had  been  done  an3,  if  it  were 
possible,  to  obtain  similar  results  in  their  respective  cities.  Thwwa^ 
the  most  interesting  and  instructive  part  of  the  programme.  Len§:tbv 
discussions  being  allowed  the  entire  first  day  and  part  of  the  ^el'ood 
were  taken  up  in  the  consideration  of  lighting,  street  and  sidewalk 
paving,  road  ouilding,  and  other  civic  methods  of  importance  to  tk 
municipalities. 

Many  of  the  towns  and  smaller  cities  have  given  c^nsidemblethougbt 
to  the  proper  disposal  of  sewage,  and  have  in  opei'ation  septic  (ant* 
and  sewage  farms;  but,  on  closer  inquiry,  I  found  that  the  sytrtem 
described  was  not  the  one  to  be  depended  on  to  give  the  best  result?, 
at  least  not  when  the  population  has  increased  much  beyond  present 
bounds.  Air-tight  chambers  for  the  anaerobic  process,  and  aerobk 
filter  beds  for  tne  further  purification  of  the  efiluent  were,  as  a  rule, 
omitted  from  the  system  in  vogue.  For  example,  the  one  at  Santo 
Rosa  was  constructed  of  wood,  that  at  Yreka  had  simply  the  eoilsst 
floor,  and  one  was  described  as  having  no  roof,  the  builder  simply 
depending  upon  the  scum  which  forms  on  the  top  of  the  effluent 

The  second  da}'  of  the  session  opened  with  tne  resumption  of  the 
roll  call  of  cities.  Then  followed  the  reading  of  communicationN 
reports  of  committees,  and  the  annual  report  of  the  secretary,  Mr.  H. 
A.  Mason.  The  league  was  shown  to  be  in  a  flourishing  financial  con- 
dition, and  it  was  stated  that  the  library,  which  had  been  previouslj 
authorized,  would  be  an  accomplished  fact  in  the  future. 

A  spirited  discussion  arose  in  connection  with  the  report  of  tbe 
special  committee  on  the  purchase  of  city  supplies,  the  chairman  hiv- 
ing recommended  that  municipalities,  following  the  custom  of  private 
corporations  and  some  eastern  cities,  should  have  a  special  purcnasing 
agent.  No  action  was  taken,  and  from  the  diversity  of  ooinioD 
expressed  it  is  not  believed  that  the  league  will  definitely  settle  (ii? 
matter  for  some  time  to  come. 
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The  afternoon  session  brought  up  the  reix)rt  of  the  second  special 
ommittee,  that  of  the  regulation  of  the  prices  of  gas  by  municipal 
orporations.  Mr.  Loucks,  city  attorney  for  Pomona,  recited  the 
xperience  of  that  city  in  setting  an  arbitrary  maximum  rate  for  gas 
nd  detailed  some  of  the  litigation  which  grew  out  of  the  measure, 
^he  case  is  still  pending  before  the  State  supreme  court.  The  regula- 
ion  of  the  sale  of  city  franchises  to  corporations  came  up  for  some 
light  consideration,  which  took  no  definite  shape. 

Following  the  franchise  discussion  the  question  of  garbage  disposal 
ras  introduced  by  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Blue,  who  in  the  course 
f  his  remarks  advocated  cremation  at  the  expense  of  the  municipality, 
nd  described  some  of  the  methods  in  use  in  eastern  cities. 

Mr.  Benham,  a  representative  of  a  San  Francisco  firm,  read  a  paper 
escribing  a  process  by  which  the  heat  energy  evolved  by  the  combus- 
ion  of  garbage  could  be  turned  into  power  for  use  in  developing 
ther  municipal  utilities.  This  furnace,  the  Meldrum  destructor,  was 
perated  simply  by  burning  garbage,  no  other  fuel  being  required. 
L  very  high  temperature  could  be  maintained  for  the  destruction  of 
lie  gases  of  combustion  and  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  smoke 
nd  ash  nuisance. 

These  matters,  together  with  the  mention  of  septic  tanks  and  sewage 
irms  of  the  day  before,  comprised  all  that  pertained  to  sanitation 
pon  the  programme.  Sanitary  street  sweeping  would  have  come  up, 
o we ver,ha(r there  been  time  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  before 
le  convention.  In  response  to  an  invitation  man}'  of  the  delegates 
ri  the  evening  of  the  second  day  went  over  to  Riverside,  a  near-by 
>wn,  to  inspect  the  street  sweeping  machine  recently  installed  there, 
overal  of  tnese  machines  are  m  use  in  the  cities  of  California,  and 
le  writer  took  oci»asion,  while  passing  through  Los  Angeles,  to 
bserve  the  practical  working  of  one  of  them.  The  dust  nuisance  is 
tfectually  prevented  by  a  suction  apparatus  of  fans  driven  by  steam 
r  gasoline  power,  the  sweepings  being  collected  in  a  receptacle  which 
^(|uires  to  be  emptied  only  three  or  four  times  during  the  night, 
he  streets  appeared  very  clean  after  the  sweeping.  A  large  part  of  the 
ro^ramme,  embracing  papers  on  the  important  subject  of  the  '^  Beau- 
fying  of  towns  and  cities,"  had  to  be  cut  out  entirel}^  on  account  of 
le  lack  of  time.  A  paper  on  this  subject  by  ex-Mayor  Phelan,  of 
an  Francisco,  was  read  oy  title  onlv. 

The  morning  session  of  the  third  day  was  largely  taken  up  by  papers 
nd  discussions  on  the  oiling  of  roads,  road  building,  and  other  ''  timely 
)pics''  in  the  form  of  questions.  In  the  afternoon  came  the  election 
f  officers  for  the  ensuing  term,  which  resulted  as  follows;  Mayor 
I.  O.  Stephens,  of  Fresno,  president;  H.  A.  Mason,  of  San  Francisco, 
?cretary;  place  of  next  meeting,  Chieo,  Cal.

Plague  reported  at  Aden. 

A  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  November  28,  states 
that  the  consul  at  Aden,  Arabia,  telegraphed  the  word  ''plague"  on 
the  26th  instant. 

AUSTRIA-HCNGART. 

Report  from  Fiume — Inspection  of  eiuigrants. 

Acting  Consular  Agent  La  Guardia  reports,  November  13,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Steamship  Ultonia  sailed  November  12  for  New  York  City;  steerage 
passengers  embarked,  1,792;  rejected,  30;  pieces  of  baggage  inspected 
and  passed,  about  2,400;  pieces  of  baggage  disinfected,  147  (used 
feathers  and  bedding). 

BRAZIL. 

Report  from  Rio  de  Janeiro — Sanitary  neiosfroin  Sao  Paulo —  Variola 

epidemic  a    Santos  declining —  Variola  and  plagv^  in  Nictheroy — 

Variola  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sid — Plague  in  Argentina — Mortuary 

statist i<is  (yf  Nictheroy — of  Rio  de  Janeiro —  Visit  to  plague  hospital 

at  Jurajuba — Case  on  the  ^'Austriu^^  not  plague. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  November  7,  as  follows: 
Two  weeks  ended  the  5th  instant.  During  this  time  the  following 
vessels  left  this  port  for  United  States  ports:  On  the  28th  ultimo  the 
German  steamship  Syracusa^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee; 
no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew,  no  passengers,  and  no  one  ashore 
in  this  port  except  the  captain.  On  the  same  date  the  British  steam- 
ship British  Prince^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee;  no  change 
in  the  crew  personnel,  no  passengers,  no  one  asnore  in  port  except  the 
captain.  On  the  1st  instant  the  British  bark  AuMria^  for  Ship  Island, 
Mississippi,  via  Barbados,  in  stone  ballast,  with  no  passengers  except 
the  captain's  wife,  and  with  11  new  men  while  in  this  port  taken  on 
the  crew  list,  and  concerning  which  vessel  I  have  written  the  Bureau 
under  separate  cover,  date  of  the  1st  and  7th  instant,  also  informing 
the  service  representative  at  Barbados,  British  West  Indies.  On  the 
same  date  the  British  steamship  Tennyson^  for  New  York,  with  a 
cargo  of  coffee;  1  new  member  of  crew  taken  on  here;  no  one  of  crew 
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ashore  in  port  except  the  captain,  purser,  and  ship's  doctor;  l:i  steer- 
age passengers  and  11  tirst-class  passengers  from  this  port;  all  steer- 
age passengers  examined  by  me  before  purchasing  ticket**.  On  tbt 
3d  instant  the  British  steamship  Charterhouse^  for  Baltimore,  Mi, 
with  a  cargo  of  manganese  ore;  no  passengers;  no  change  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  crew  while  here  in  port,  and  with  no  one  ashore  except 
the  captain.  On  the  4:th  instant  the  British  steamship  GetHi.  for 
New  Orleans,  La.,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  no  change  in 
the  crew  personnel  while  in  port,  and  with  no  one  ashore  except  the 
captain  wnile  in  port.  This  vessel  makes  the  trip  to  New  Orleans  rii 
Barbados,  Britisn  West  Indies. 

All  vessels  lay  in  the  open  bay  during  their  stav  in  this  port. 
No  other  vessels  left  this  port  for  the  United  States  during  the  two 
weeks  under  consideration. 

Sanitary  information  from  the  State  of  Sao  Pauhf. 

During  the  week  ended  the  23d  ultimo,  there  were  in  Sfto  Paolo, 
the  capital  of  the  State,  a  city  of  270,000  inhabitants,  119  death*,  of 
which  number  5  were  due  to  whooping  cough,  2  to  dysentery,  3  to 
malarial  fevers,  7  to  tuberculosis,  4  to  cancers,  6  to  diseases  of  the 
nervous  system,  10  to  diseases  of  the  circulatory  svstem,  18  to  dis- 
eases of  the  respiratorv  system,  40  to  diseases  of  tne  digestive  sy^- 
tem,  6  to  diseases  of  the  urinary  system,  7  to  con^nital  debility,  1 
to  violence,  3  to  diseases  badly  defined,  and  6  children  were  bam 
dead.  Of  the  total  deaths  59  were  males  and  60  females;  84  were 
natives  and  35  foreigners;  87  were  unmarried,  25  were  married,  aod 
7  had  lost  either  husband  or  wife.  During  the  same  period  there  were 
180  births  and  34  marriages. 

During  the  weekended  the  30th  ultimo  there  were  in  all  117 deaths 
Measles  caused  1  death;  whooping  cou^h,  4;  typhoid  fever,  2;  dysen- 
tery, 3;  malarial  fevers,  2;  tuberculosis,  6;  cancer,  1;  ancb^'lostooii- 
asis,  1;  other  general  diseases,  1;  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  1«>, 
of  the  circulatory  system,  5;  of  the  respiratory  system,  22:  of  the 
digestive  system,' 36;^  of  the  urinary  system,  2;  congenital  debility,  6; 
senility,  2;  badly  defined  diseases,  3,  and  stillbirths,  10.  Fifty -nine 
deaths  occurred  among  males;  104  of  the  deaths  were  natives  and  13 
foreigners;  95  were  unmarried,  14  were  married,  and  8  were  widowei 

Variola  epidemic  at  Santos  declining. 

Dispatches  from  Santos  of  dates  of  the  1st  and  4th  instant^  stite 
that  tne  epidemic  of  variola  in  that  city  has  very  sensihlv  decliDed 
since  last  reports.  On  the  3d  instant  seven  pei-sons  were  discharged 
cured  from  tnis  disease  from  the  small-pox  hospital.  Two  case^i  were 
discovered  on  the  steamship  PJaneta  while  lying  in  that  jx)rt. 

Variola  and  hiihonlc  plague  in  Nictheroy, 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  the  3d  instant  states  that  on  that  date  there 
were  in  the  isolation  hospital  in  Nictheroy,  which  cit^*  is  across  the 
bav  from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  3  cases  of  plague  and  45  cases  of  variola. 

Most  of  the  cases  of  plague  which  occur  in  Nictheroy  are,  however, 
taken  to  the  hospital  at  Jurajuba. 
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Variola  in  the  State  of  Bio  Grande  do  Svl, 

A  letter  received  on  tbe  3d  instant  from  Kio  Grande  do  8ul,  in  the 
State  of  the  same  name,  states  that  the  epidemic  of  smallpox  which 
has  been  existent  there  for  some  time  continues.  No  particulars  or 
figures  are  given. 

Bubonic plag^ie  in  Argentine  Republic, 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  the  31st  ultimo  states  that  the  existence  of 
bubonic  plague  in  the  province  of  8alta,  in  Argentina^  has  been  offi- 
cially declared.  The  Government  has  ordered  prompt  and  rigorous 
sanitary  measures,  intending,  should  it  become  necessary^  to  close  the 
public  schools  and  churches  and  prohibit  reunions  of  any  sort  of  the 
people. 

A  second  dispatch  of  the  same  date  says  that  the  epidemic  of  bubonic 
plague,  which  is  increasing  in  the  province  of  Salta,  is  a  matter  which 
IS  occupying  everyone's  mind  at  this  time.  The  minister  of  war  has 
orderea  that  the  troops  in  the  military  district  of  Salta  give  all  possi- 
ble aid  in  the  enforcement  of  all  sanitary  regulations.  Up  to  that  date 
there  had  been  twelve  notices  of  cases  of  plague  received. 

The  following  are  the  latest  dispatches  received  here: 

Btieno9  Ayr€$t  November  i,  1904' — ^Telegrams  received  from  Salta  state  tliat  two 
new  fatal  cases  of  plagne  have  occurred.  The  bacteriolc^cal  examination  in  these 
cases  proves  that  the  infection  is  of  a  erave  character.  There  were  other  cases  also 
reported,  but  of  a  milder  character.  Uaffkioe's  serum  is  to  be  used  extensively  in 
this  epidemic.  There  has  been  hastily  on^ized  in  Salta  a  Red  Cross  Society,  whose 
objects  are  to  give  aid  to  those  stricken  with  plague  and  to  obtain  money  for  the  aid 
of  sanitary  work. 

Buenos  Ay^rfs,  November  2^  1904- — From  the  inauguration  of  the  epidemic  of  plague 
in  Salta  there  have  been  to  date  25  cases  and  15  deaths  produced  by  this  disease. 

Bnetws  Ayres,  November  7,  1904— l^Tom  Salta  come  reports  of  new  cases  of  bubonic 
plague.  The  Government  believes  that  this  disease  has  been  introduced  from  Chile, 
and  is  about  to  establish  a  sanitary  cordon  at  the  frontier. 

A  dispatch  from  Buenos  Ayres  of  date  of  the  5th  instant  states  that 
during  the  month  of  October  there  were  in  that  city  643  marriages, 
2,654  oirths,  and  a  total  of  1,333  deaths  from  all  causes. 

Mortuary  Htath^tics  of  the  city  of  Nlctheroy, 

During  the  month  of  September,  1904,  there  were  in  all  in  this  city 
156  deaths,  from  the  followmg  causes:  Plague,  1;  variola,  46;  whooping 
cough,  2;  grippe,  4;  tj'phoid fever,  1;  leprosy,!;  erysipelas, 2;  tuber- 
culosis, 18;  septicaemia,  4;  cancer,  1;  scurvy,  1;  diseases  of  the  nerv- 
ous system,  8;  of  the  circulatory  system,  16;  of  the  respiratory  system, 
10;  of  the  digestive  system,  29:  of  the  urinary  system,  3;  from  puer- 
peral septicaemia,  2;  of  diseases  of  the  first  year  (congenital  debility 
IS  what  is  meant),  4;  .from  senile  debility,  1:  from  violence,  1,  and 
from  unknown  cause,  1.  Stillbirths,  10.  Males,  80;  females,  76. 
Natives,  143;  foreigners,  12;  unknown  nationality,  1.  Less  than  1 
vear  old,  31;  1  to  5,  26;  5  to  10,  4;  10  to  20,  13;  20  to  30,  32;  30  to 
40,  17:  40  to  50,  19;  50  to  60,  3;  and  more  than  60  years,  11.  During 
the  same  period  there  were  37  marriages  registered  and  157  births. 
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MorUuiry  stati^ticft  of  Rio  d^  Janeiro^  BraziL 

During  the  week  ended  the  30th  ultimo  there  were  in  all  'XV±  «U4t^- 
Of  this  number  none  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  nor  were  th»-r*-  aa'. 
cases  of  this  disease.  Plague  caused  18  deaths,  of  which  nuiu^if  r  . 
occurreil  in  the  plague  hospital  and  5  occurred  in  8  districts*  of  t  * 
city  proper.  There  were  44  cases  of  this  disease  re|K>rted  durin;:  t- 
week.  Variola  caused  72  deaths,  of  which  numl>er  8J)  cnvurrwl  in  r^-^ 
pital  Sto  Sebastiao,  and  the  remainder  in  7  of  the  18  districts  ini*' 
which  the  city  is  divided.  There  were  246  castas  of  this  disease  «liinnr 
this  period.  At  the  close  of  the  week  theiv  were  117  <»ases  <if  |4atn^ 
at  fJurajuba  hospital  and  284  cases  of  variola  in  Sdo  Si'bastiAo. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  measles,  scarlet  fever,  or  cbolerair  d.-^ 
eases  of  children.  Whooping  cough  caused  2  deaths;  dipbtht^ria.  1: 
grippe,  9;  typhoid  fever,  1;  dysentery,  1;  beril)eri,  1;  lepn»*y.  I; 
malarial  fevers,  8;  and  tuberculosis,  47. 

Of  the  total  deaths,  194  occurred  among  males,  27o  among  iiati%*««« 
and  62  among  foreigners.  By  localities  the  deaths  occurred  am  follow  • 
In  domiciles,  et<\,  219:  in  civil  hospitals,  73;  in  military  ho^pital^  ♦: 
in  Santa  Casa  de  Misericordia,  31;  in  asvlums,  convents,  et<>.«  I:  ia 
vessels  in  port,  none,  and  in  localities  unknown,  4.  By  ageti^  a'-^  f  al- 
lows:  Less  than  1  year  old,  59;  more  than  1  and  less  than  5  ve&rs.  4^: 
5  to  10,  17;  10  to  20,  26;  20  to  30,  57;  30  to  40,  36;  4<)  to  5o/:i.>;  h^^  i.» 
60,  22;  more  than  60  years  of  age,  32.  The  dailv  average  of  d^wtk* 
was  47.42,  in  comparison  with  66.71  for  the  preceding  week  and  whh 
51.11  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.  This  give*  an  annoal 
coefficient  for  each  1,000  of  the  population — reckoned  at  fci54M  *•«*--«£ 
20.42.

C,  and  the  lowest  on  the  30th  ultimo,  18.5"  C,  with  an  averai^  f«ir 
the  week  of  21.30^  C.     The  total  rainfall  was  37.63  mm.;  daily  av ^r 
age,  5.37  mm. 

Births,  263;  marriages,  49. 

During  the  week  ended  the  6th  instant  there  were  in  all  392  deaths 
from  all  causes.  Of  this  number  there  were  2  due  to  vellow  £«•%«■, 
the  iii*st  deaths  from  that  disease  since  the  week  ended  ^^eptemlie^  11. 
1904.  Both  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  citv  districts.  There  were  »* 
other  cases.  Plague  has  sutTered  an  amelioration  during  the  week, 
there  having  been  only  18  cases  and  10  deaths.  Variola  caa«<^  1«0 
deaths,  with  181  cases.  In  the  plague  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  vera 
there  were  105  cases,  and  in  the  Hospital  Sto  SebastiAo  there  werp  sj^l 
cases  of  variola.

icordia,  48;  in  asylums,  convents,  etc.,  4;  in  vessels  in  port,  0;  in 
unknown  localities,  3. 

The  daily  average  of  deaths  was  56,  in  comparison  with  47.42  during- 
the  previous  week  and  with  44.71  for  the  corresponding  week  of  1903. 
This  number  gives  an  annual  coefficient  per  1,000  of  the  population — 
reckoned  at  850,000— of  24.11. 

The  highest  range  of  the  thermometer  was  on  the  4th  instant,  24.3^ 
C,  and  the  lowest  on  the  3l8t  ultimo,  18.1^  C,  and  the  average  for 
the  week  was  21.23°  C.  The  total  rainfall  was  15.11  and  the  average 
daily  fall  was  2.15  mm. 

During  the  week  there  were  41  marriages  and  300  births  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  registrar. 

Plague  hospital  at  Jurajuha^  State  of  Rio  de  Janeiro, 

On  Sunday,  the  6th  instant,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Chamberlain,  the 
vice  and  deputy  consul-general  of  the  United  States  in  Brazil,  I  made 
a  visit  to  the  plague  hospital  at  Jurajuba,  across  the  bay,  about  one 
hour  by  steam  launch.     At  the  date  of  my  visit  there  were  105  patients 
in  the  nospital.     Having  some  months  ago  made  a  report  upon  this 
hospital,  I  have  nothing  more  to  add,  except  that  it  was  in  as  good 
order  and  as  well  managed  at  this  time,  when  it  is  well  filled,  as  it  was 
at  the  date  of  my  former  visit,  when  there  were  some  7  cases  in  hospital. 
Much  use  of  intraperitoneal  injections  has  been  made  there  lately 
with  very  good  results,  the  serum  acting  in  a  very  prompt  and  satis- 
factory manner.     I  saw  several  cases  of  a  cutaneous  variety  which  I 
had  never  seen  before  in  other  countries;  these  cases  were,  as  a  rule, 
the  worst  and  most  rapidly  fatal.     The  majority  of  cases  are,  however, 
of  the  bubonic  form,  with  a  ver^''  few  of  the  pneumonic  variety. 

Almost  20  per  cent  of  the  cases  were  children,  and  at  least  40  per 
cent  were  women  and  children.  One  siujgular  fact — noticed  at  once 
by  myself  and  concurred  in  by  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  hos- 
pital—was that  the  women  patients,  as  a  rule,  seemed  to  be  of  a  better 
class  of  life  than  the  male  patients.  I  saw  some  cases  among  the  upper 
classes  of  both  sexes,  however,  and  some  cases  that  had  been  very 
serious.  The  serum  used  is  manufactured  in  this  city  at  the  Pasteur 
Institute  and  is  most  satisfactory. 

In  my  next  report  I  will  send  a  r^sum^  of  the  plague  situation  here 
in  this  city  since  the  beginning  of  this  year  with  tabulated  figures  of 
cases  and  deaths. 

I  iadose  a  newspaper  clipping  relative  to  the  visit  of  the  French  and 
German  yellow-fever  commissions  to  this  city  this  year.  The  Geiman 
commission  was  not  a  Government  one  as  was  tne  French,  but  was 
sent  out  by  the  city  of  Hamburg,  as  previously  reported  to  your  office. 

Case  07i  Austria  not  plague. 

Referring  to  my  dispatch  of  date  of  the  1st  instant  as  to  the  removal 
of  1  case  of  suspicious  illness  from  the  British  bark  Austria,^  after 
proper  examination  of  this  sailor  it  was  found  that  he  was  not  suffer- 
ing from  bubonic  plague,  and  he  was  therefore  removed  to  another 
hospital.

Report  from  Matamas — Inspection  of  vessel. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports  November  28  as  follows: 

Week  ended  November  26,  1904,  1  bill  of  health  was  issued  to  a 
vessel  bound  for  a  port  in  the  United  States  via  Cuban  ports. 

Only  1  additional  case  of  measles  has  been  reported  in  the  city 
during  the  past  week. 

No  quarantinable  disease  has  been  reported  in  the  city  or  district. 

The  mortuary  statistics  of  Matanzas  for  the  latter  part  of  this  month 
will  be  submitted  with  my  next  report. 

Report  from    Santiago — Sanitary  conditions  during    the  months  of 
September  and  October^  190^. 

The  following  is  received  from  Consul  Little,  through  Charge 
d'Affaires  Sleeper,  at  Habana,  under  date  of  October  26  and  Novem- 
ber 15: 

September,  1904. 

The  health  of  the  public  generally  has  been  good.  The  total  num- 
ber of  deaths  for  the  month  was  50.  This  is  the  smallest  mort&litv  for 
any  month  this  year  with  the  exception  of  January.  This  is  also  a 
marked  decrease  compared  with  August,  in  which  month  there  were  8<> 
deaths.  The  total  deaths  for  the  quarter  were  222.  In  this  quarter 
of  1903  there  were  237  deaths,  a  decrease  of  15  in  favor  of  this  year. 
Of  contagious  diseases  there  were  reported  during  the  month  3  cases 
of  diphtheria,  all  of  which  recovered. 

In  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  I  can  only  reiterate  that  which 
has  already  been  said  in  previous  reports  from  this  oflSc^.  Nothing 
whatever  has  been  done  to  place  the  city  in  a  more  hygienic  condition. 
The  streets  are  very  bad — full  of  holes,  where  water  stagnates  and  rots. 
Were  it  not  for  the  frequent  and  abundant  rains,  which  have  served  to 
clean  the  streets  and  prevent  the  accumulation  of  filth  in  them,  thej 
would  unquestionably  be  in  a  very  insalubrious  condition,  as  the  force 
employed  for  this  work  is  so  small  that  it  is  impossible  for  it  to  keep 
the  streets  in  the  condition  in  which  they  should  be  kept. 

The  garbage  is  not  removed  regularly  nor  as  often  as  it  is  supposed 
to  be,  and  when  collected  it  is  not  burned,  as  the  city  authorities  claim 
that  they  can  not  afford  to  buy  petroleum  with  which  to  bum  it;  con- 
sequently it  is  simply  dumped  on  the-  near  outskirts  of  the  city  and 
allowed  to  rot. 
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The  alcalde  and  ayuntamiento  are  supposed  to  govern  the  city,  but 
they  are  greatly  handicapped,  as  everything  must  first  be  approved  by 
the  superior  authorities  at  Habana. 

I^^wlic  wm*hi, — This  department  is  apparently  inactive  as  far  as  actual 
work  is  concerned.  The  Government  wharf  of  this  port  is  in  a  very 
dilapidated  condition  and  a  menace  to  life  and  property.  It  is  almost 
impossible  for  a  ship  to  discharge  her  cargo  thereon.  Some  parts  of 
it  have  no  covering  whatever,  and  that  part  which  is  covered  is  in  such 
a  condition  that  a  person  going  over  it  has  to  be  very  careful  where 
he  places  his  feet  in  order  to  keep  from  going  through  into  the  water 
underneath.  This  is  only  one  of  the  many  dangerous  places  in  and 
around  the  city. 

The  situation  with  regard  to  water  continues  the  same.  The  supply 
of  late  has  been  scanty  in  spite  of  the  heavy  daily  showers.  The  water 
has  often  been  turned  oflf  during  several  hours  in  the  day  in  the  center 
of  the  city  without  warning.  There  is  no  actual  work  being  done 
toward  the  construction  of  a  water  system  and  apparently  no  prospect 
of  anything  being  done  toward  bettering  conditions  in  this  respect. 

October,  1904' 

The  health  of  the  people  remains  generally  good.  The  number  of 
deaths  officially  reported  for  the  month  was  76,  an  increase  of  26  over 
the  month  of  September. 

The  increase  was  due  to  nervous,  respiratory,  and  digestive  diseases. 
Of  contagious  diseases  there  were  reported  during  the  month  2  cases — 
1  case  of  diphtheria  and  1  case  of  yellow  fever,  both  of  which  recovered. 
Quarantine  is  still  in  force  at  Punta  de  Sal,  where  the  case  of  yellow 
fever  originated,  but  will  be  raised  on  the  20th  of  this  month,  provid- 
ing no  further  cases  break  out. 

Public  worhs, — This  department  is  inactive  so  far  as  work  in  the 
city  is  concerned.  It  is,  however,  doing  some  work  on  public  roads 
and  bridges  outside  the  city  limits. 

Sanitatlmi.—^oihiu^  has  been  done  to  improve  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  city  existing  at  the  time  of  my  report  for  the  month  of 
September.  The  condition  of  the  city  as  a  whole  is  not  as  clean  as  it 
was  then.  The  sanitary  condition  of  Santiago  is  gradually  but  surely 
retrograding. 

ECUADOR. 

Report  from   Guayaquil — Vesf<eh  inspected — A  floating  sanitary  sta- 
tion established. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports,  November  18,  as  follows:

A  floating  sanitary  station  has  lieen  put  in  senice.  Herfto^irv 
passengers  tor  (luayaquil  from  ports  south  either  had  to  go  to  I*anana 
and  stay  out  the  reauired  interval  of  time  there  and  return  to  (>ua\» 
quil  or  charter  a  balandra  or  small  boat,  usually  at  a  very  high  tantl. 
and  go  into  quarantine  down  the  river.  The  sui)erior  Ixmrd  of  br«h)u 
therefore,  decided  to  prot»ure  a  station  where  pa^sengen*  (^niUI  *» 
received  at  a  moderate  cost.  The  result  is  the  present  stati«>n.  Trj- 
appointments  are  comfortable  and  clean,  and  the  station  is  fumi-  f^ 
with  Imths,  etc.     The  cost  Is  about  $2.50  a  day.

One-lialf  of  the  large  towns  and  cities  of  (lemiany  showed  lo^^  fav- 
orable health  conditions  than  Berlin,  the  following  Dhii*es  hii\ing  had 
a  considerably  higher  death  rate  than  this  city,  namelv:  Munich.  Muti 

girt,  Cologne,  Aat*hen,  Mag(lel)urg,  Dresden,  Breslau,  Kftnig-^UT^. 
anzig,  Strassburg,  as  well  as  Ix>ndon,  Paris,  and  Vienna.  <  hi  lb-- 
other  Tmnd,  the  following  cities  had  a  lower  death  rate  than  Berlin,  vit- 
Hamburg,  Nuremln^rg,  t  rankfort-on-the-Main,  Hanover,  I^4|vk\Kii- 
dorf  (witli  13.t)),  Charlotte n burg  (with  11.3),  and  SchAoeberg  inith  ti^ 
minimum  of  7.4  per  thousand.  Since  the  pret*eding  week  the  numbfr 
of  deaths  among  children  in  the  first  year  of  life  again  showed  a  Jiiffcl 
decrease,  so  that  the  considerable  increase  in  the  mortality*  wa>  n* 
fined  exclusively  to  the  higher  age  cla.sM»s.  The  death  rate  am(«; 
infants,  amounting  to  3.8  |M*r  year  and  thousand,  was  lower  than  tii' 
Hkmburg,  Munich,  and  JA'ipsic  figures.

During  the  five  years  preceding  1903,  1,167  persons  fell  victims  to

Traveling  dispensaries  would  do 
much  to  lessen  the  high  mortality  from  these  diseases."

Deaths  hy  ?nont/ts, — Dysentery  and  diarrhea  were  most  prevalent 
in  August,  September,  and  October.

Infectious  diseases  in  Italy. 

For  the  week  ended  November  10,  1904,  the  following  is  the  status 
of  infectious  diseases  in  Italy: 

Smallpox  is  still  widely  spread  in  the  province  of  Lecoe,  but  the 
number  of  cases  is  lessening.  Cases  are  reported  in  Palermo  and  in 
the  provinces  of  Genoa,  Treviso,  Udine,  Novam,  Perugia,  and  Ascoli. 

Entei^ic  fetter  is  still  prevailing  in  the  provinces  of  Rome,  Bergamo, 
Milan,  and  Perugia. 

Diphtheria. — A  small  epidemic  is  reported  in  the  commune  of 
Gorgo  al  Monticano  (Treviso),  and  there  are  some  cases  in  Rome, 
Milan,  S.  Pier  d'Arena  (Genoa),  and  Calscibetta  (Caltanisetta). 

Scarlatina. — Several  cases  were  reported  at  Milan  and  Fermo 
(Ascoli). 

Pellagra. — Some  cases  were  reported  in  the  province  of  Perugia. 

CYPRUS — QUARANTINE   REGULATIONS. 

By  an  order  of  the  government  of  Cyprus,  dated  October  24,  1904, 
arrivals  from  Egyptian  ports  are  subjected  to  medical  inspection  and 
disinfection.  Up  to  the  date  of  October  24  arrivals  were  kept  in 
quarantine  for  forty-eight  hours. 

TURKEY — QUARANTINE  RECtULATIONS. 

By  decision  of  the  sanitary  board  of  Constantinople,  dated  Septem- 
ber 27,  all  vessels  coming  from  Bassora,  and  not  having  called  at  other 
midway  ports,  are  granted  free  pratique  at  Bagdad. 

RUi«SI  A — CHOLERA . 

According  to  the  Government  Gazette  of  October  21,  1  case  only  of 
Asiatic  cholera  occured  in  Merv  (Transcaspian  Province)  during  the 
week  ended  October  17.

An  undue  proportion  of  M«>luu»n«'^iu 
women  have  been  attacked  by  cholem,  a  circumstance  mLir^  > 
accounted  for  by  the  fac*t  that  many  of  these  women  spend  the  mb  - 
day  in  the  bathrooms.

A  telegram  fi-om  Ix)ndon,  dated  November  11,  states  that  a  rrpm 
on  sleepmg  sickness  has  ))een  made  by  the  members  of  the  inra>m: 
expedition  sent  to  the  Kongo  bv  the  Liverpool  School  of  Tropical  Med 
icine  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  sleeping  sickne»w.  Tne  expedy 
tion  followed  the  course  of  the  Kongo  Kiver  foe  nearly  a  thocmak 
miles  and  determined  that  the  prevalence  of  sleeping  sii*kiie9«i  corre^ 
sponds  exactly  with  the  habitat  of  the  tsetse  fly. 

ITALIAN    RKO  t*B0«8  SOCIETY. 

A  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  Italian  Red  Cross  Society  for  tbr 
year  19<»8  has  l>een  n^cently  published.

From  the  first  of  this  month  until  the  present  date  there  have  been 
^  confirmed  cases  of  plague,  of  which  12  died.  There  were  also 
uring  the  month  2  deaths  from  plague  in  cases  which  entered  hospital 
L8t  month,  making  the  total  deaths  for  month  to  date  14. 

The  new  cases  which  have  occurred  have  all  been  in  the  neighbor- 
oods  where  cases  have  already  occurred,  the  infected  zone  not  seem- 
ig  to  be  extended.  In  each  case  infection  has  been  traced  to  prior 
a.ses. 

2ep*yrtfrom  Rw  de  Janeiro — Inspection  of  vesseh — Plague  in  Argen- 
tina— Smallpox  in  Para — Report  of  Panteur  Institute — Mortality 
statistics^  State  of  Sd,o  Paulo — Resistance  to  compulsory  vaccination. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  November  15,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  the  12th  instant  the  following  vessels  were 
nspected  by  me,  and  were  issued  bills  of  health  from  this  office.  On 
:ho  7th  instant  the  American  barkentine  Josephine^  for  Baltimore,  with 
1  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  with  4  new  members  of  the  crew  taken 
on  in  this  port.  This  vessel  lay  at  the  wharves  for  a  portion  of  her 
stay  in  this  port.  On  the  9th  instant  the  British  steamship  Caldermi^ 
for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  with  no 
change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew  while  in  port,  and  with  no  mem- 
bers of  the  crew  except  the  captain  ashore  while  in  port.  On  the  10th 
instant  the  British  steamship  Canning^  for  New  Orleans,  via  Barbados, 
for  disinfection,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  no  change  in 
the  crew  personnel  while  in  port,  and  with  no  one  except  the  master 
ashore  in  this  place.  On  the  11th  instant  the  British  steamship 
FA'side^  for  Philadelphia,  with  a  cargo  of  manganese  ore,  with  2  new 
members  of  the  crew  signed  on  here,  no  passengers,  and  with  no  one 
of  the  crew  except  the  master  and  the  2  new  men  ashore  while  in  this 
port. 
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With  the  exception  of  the  American  barkentine  Joseph ht^^  all  the 
remainder  of  the  vessels  inspected,  discharged,  and  loaded  cargo  in  ll» 
open  stream.  No  other  vessels  left  this  port  for  United  States  ports 
during  the  week  under  consideration. 

Biihonio  plague  in  Argent hm. 

Continuing  my  reports  from  Buenos  Ayres,  of  the  plague  in  Salta^ 
Argentina,  these  are  the  latest  reports: 

BnenoA  Ayrea,  November  5,  1904. — One  new  and  grave  case  of  bubonic  pli^riiie  ii 
Salta  has  been  reported.  The  physicians,  however,  express  the  belief  that  tbi* 
epidemic  will  not  nprea^l. 

November  10. — The  sanitary  authorities  of  the  province  of  .Fujuy  are  taking  vm 
rij?orou8  measures  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  bubonic  plague,  which  is  actnilly 
epidemic  in  Salta. 

November  10. — Telegrams  from  Salta  say  that  a  man  die<l  there  from  bubonic  plagoe, 
who  was  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  the  sole  survivor  of  a  family  of  ei^ht  pe»>f>K?,  all 
of  whom  had  fallen  victims  to  the  epidemic  of  bubonic  plague  now  existing  in  Salti. 

November  11. — The  epidemic  of  bubonic  plague  in  the  province  of  Salta  cootinnei 
with  considerable  violence,  although  dispatches  recently  received  from  there  *=tite 
that  the  serum  treatment  is  producing  the  verj'  best  results,  giving  hopes  to  those  81 
of  a  speedy  restoration  to  health. 

November  11. — Telegrams  received  from  Salta  state  that  there  was  no  ca«  <rf 
bubonic  plague  reported  there  to-day. 

Noi^noer  IS. — Telegrams  from  ^Ita  state  that  there  were  to-day  2  new  caaa 
reported  as  being  suspicious  of  being  bubonic  plague.  Both  the  persons  ill  $xr 
children. 

November  15. — The  sanitary  authorities  affinn  that  the  epidemic  of  bubonic  plagae 
in  Salta  is  nearly  extinct. 

Reports  from  Buenos  Ayres  for  the  month  of  September,  ll^Mr,  state 
that  auring  that  month  there  were  reported  5  fatal  cases  of  enteric 
fever  in  the  city,  22  of  variola,  5  of  measles,  4  of  scarlet  fever,  8  d 
diphtheria,  9  of  grippe,  and  161  of  tuberculosis.

Two  reports  from  Belem  (Para),  State  of  Para,  in  regard  to  the  out- 
break there  of  variola,  have  been  received  during  the  week.  One  (rf 
date  of  the  11th  instant  states  that  the  epidemic  of  variola,  notwith- 
standing the  efforts  of  the  health  authorities,  is  rapidly  increasing  in  its 
intensity,  and  the  other,  of  three  days  later  date,  states  that  there  hai$ 
been  during  the  past  few  days  a  very  considerable  decrease  in  the 
severity  of  the  epidemic.

1  from  septicaemia,  1  from  syphilis,  2  from  cancer,  1  from 
other  general  disease  (systemic  affection  of  some  variety),  ll>  from 
diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  12  from  diseases  of  the  cin-ulatonr 
system,  17  from  those  of  the  respiratory  system,  39  from  those  of  the 
digestive  system,  4  from  diseases  of  the  urinary  system,  1  from  acci- 
dents during  the  puerperal  state,  5  from  congenital  debility,  1  from 
senility,  2  violent  deatns,  1  suicide,  2  from  diseases  badly  defined,  and

'he  Pasteur  Institute  of  SSo  Paulo,  which  has  been  opened  a  little 
than  one  year,  publishes  the  following  data  with  regard  to  patients 
I  ted  there  for  raoies: 

rom  the  report  of  the  Pasteur  Institute  just  published  it  would  appear  that  so 
lie  jzrreater  number  of  persons  treated  there  have  been  Italians.  From  a  total  of 
craves  treated  for  rabies,  212  were  Itatians,  177  Brazilians,  46  Portuguej«e,  26  Span- 
s,  3  Arabians,  1  German,  1  Austrian,  and  1  English.  Ninety-eight  of  this  num- 
i*aixie  from  the  capital,  75  from  Santos,  57  from  Amparo,  16  from  Campinas,  and 
remaintler  from  tne  interior  of  the  State  and  from  neighboring  States.

Sanitary  reports  from  Bahia, 

There  has  been  no  sanitary  information  received  from  Bahia  since 
\y  last  reporti^,  except  that  on  the  12th  instant  there  was  1  new  case 
f  bubonic  plague  reported  in  that  city. 

Comjnihory  vaccination  in  the  United  States  of  Brazil. 

The  bill  for  compulsory  vaccination  passed  both  houses,  and  was 
igned  by  the  President  of  the  Republic  on  the  1st  instant.  Since 
hat  date  there  has  been  much  agitation  against  the  measure,  and  this 
ulniinated  last  Sunday  in  open  revolt.  Since  that  datt^  the  city  has 
)een  virtually  under  military  rule.  Many  persons  have  been  killed, 
ind  many  more  more  or  less  badly  wounded.  All  business  is  at  an 
kbsolute  standstill,  both  on  land  and  water,  and  much  damage  has  been 
ione  to  public  property.  So  far  private  property,  except  in  regard 
:o  electric  cars,  which  have  been  burned  and  otherwise  destroyed,  has 
been  to  a  great  degree  respected.     It  is  believed  that  the  ultimate 
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result  will,  of  course,  be  success  for  the  Government  as  re^ni*  pott-t^ 
down  the  mobs,  etc.,  but  as  regaixls  the  final  carrying  out  of  tli^  %» 
cination  measure  it  seems  at  tiiis  time  doubtful  i^  it  will  «*vrr  U-  {^.t 
into  effect  to  any  great  degree. 

It  is  the  general  opinion  that  compulsory  vaccination  is  alrv«d>  % 
dead  issue,  as  far  as  the  absolute  enforcement  of  the  law  is  t'^nn-f  n>-:. 
It  would  seem  as  if  it  must  necessarily  l)e  so,  as  a  great  majorit  v  ..f 
people  live  in  country  districts;  for  efcample,  in  the  central  ana  m«*-4rra 
part  of  States  like  Amazonas,  where  such  law  could  l>e  enforml  «.*ij- 
oy  military  aid.  The  city  was,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  l*>th  iini^aat. 
placed  under  martial  law  for  an  indefinite  period. 

Owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  troubles  in  the  city,  no  report  of  t}»e  n  •  • 
tality  has  yet  been  received  for  the  week  ended  the  i:Uh  inp^tant.    Tij» 
will  be  embodied  in  my  next  report.

numbering,  perhapvS,  1,000  or  1,1<M>.  Most  of  these  are  old  men.  pHu^ 
to  make  the  pilgrimage  FH»foi*e  they  die,  but  there  an*  a  few  yiHin^ 
men,  quite  a  number  of  women  in  white  *'punlah"  dre^**  (the  leilni 
costume),  and  not  a  few  children. 

A  wise  regulation  of  government  insists  ui)on  everv  pilgrim  hi\icr 
a  return  railway  ticket  from  Bombay  to  his  home  !>efore  he  i**  alli»w*il 
to  start  on  the  sea  voyage,  the  object  l>eing  to  save  Bomlmy  fnur 
being  crowded  with  jmuper  pilgrims  on  their  return  fnmi  Mr^rt. 
The  two  railways  leading  out  of  Ik)ml«y  have  each  oi>ened  an  ofc* 
where  these  tickets  ean  i>e  obtained.  Every  pilgrim  has  aI?*o  to  pr>- 
cure  a  police  coupon  bearing  his  name.  Anne<T  with  railway  tickK 
and  police  coupon,  he  comes  to  the  l)arrien»d  table,  when*  govemiDraH 
brokers  act  between  him  and  the  health  officer.  The  couiMm  *»3 
ticket  are  handed  in,  together  with  the  passage  money  to  Ji\idjilu  tht 
port  of  Mecca,  the  former  when  stampiHl  iKHoining  a  nHvi|>t  for  tbr 
passage  money. 
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Directly  after  this  transaction,  the  pilgrims,  60  or  70  at  a  time,  are 
passed  into  the  disinfecting  shed.  Each  individual  was  subjected  to 
medical  examination,  a  woman  doctor  dealing  with  women  and  chil- 
dren. Portions  of  the  pilgrims'  belongings  were  then  disinfected  by 
steam — portions,  because  on  the  day  of  inspection  under  considera- 
tion the  pilgrims  had  between  them  16  cartloads  of  wheat,  coal, 
etc.;  some  carried  tents,  most  had  sundry  cooking  utensils,  others 
had  parrots  in  cages,  baskets  of  fowls,  and  so  on.  Compensation  is 
^ven  by  Government  if  anything  is  lost  during  sterilizing.  With 
tne  exception  of  a  pair  of  boots,  nothing  has  ever  been  even  damaged. 
The  pilgrims  thus  examined  had  come  from  many  parts  of  India; 
2  from  Bokhara  in  Central  Asia,  2  from  Calcutta,  1  from  Basra  on  the 
Persian  Gulf,  1  of  82  years  from  Bhopal  in  North  India,  while  many 
other  distant  cities  of  India  were  represented. 

To  provide  a  thousand  or  more  pilgrims  with  passes  and  put  them 
through  the  disinfection  shed  taKCs  a  whole  morning,  and  directlj'' 
after  this  they  are  marched  in  groups  by  the  police  to  the  Mallet 
Bandar  (pier),  and  at  this  point  the  customs  authorities  take  charge 
and  convey  tliem  across  the  harbor  in  barges  to  Pir  Pao.  The  dis- 
tance is  8  miles  and  the  trip  takes  somewhat  over  an  hour.  There  are 
two  landing  piers  here,  one  of  which  is  available  at  all  states  of  the 
tide.  A  light  railway,  recently  laid,  takes  baggage  from  the  pier  to 
the  camp.  The  camp  itself  is  a  model  village,  and  is  well  locatea,  close 
to  the  water  and  surrounded  by  tree-covered  hills.  It  is  in  two  sec- 
tions, each  made  to  accommodate  500  adults.  As  two  children  count 
as  one  adult,  there  are  usuallj^  about  1,100  persons  in  camp  when  it  is 
full.  The  pilgrims  greatly  dislike  the  idea  of  goinff  to  camp,  but  when 
once  there  they  show  that  they  are  quite  contented. 

The  pilgrims  are  accommodated  in  cadjan  huts,  and  a  notice  board  in 
a  prominent  place  tells  them  of  their  privileges  and  rules.  Letters 
are  delivered  and  collected  twice  dail3\  A  large  shed  is  set  apart  as 
an  office  and  place  for  prayer,  and  next  to  this  is  a  native  shop  where 
everything  can  be  bought,  from  deck  chairs  to  cheap  candy,  at  prices 
which,  by  Government  regulation,  must  approximate  those  in  the 
Bombay  bazars. 

There  is  a  large  cooking  shed,  and  baths  are  provided,  with  water 
carriers.  Special  accommodation  is  given  to  first  and  second  class 
passengers. 

The  drinking  water  is  obtained  from  wells  not  far  off.  All  the 
sanitary  arrangements,  as  well  as  the  control  of  the  camp,  are  under 
the  charge  of  a  medical  officer,  who  has  a  staff  of  native  policemen  for 
the  maintenance  of  order. 

Last  year  a  stay  of  ten  days  in  camp  was  obligatory;  this  year  the 
period  na^  been  reduced  to  five  days,  including  the  days  of  arrival 
and  departure. 

The  Government  makes  the  passage  arrangements  now,  so  that  pil- 
grims who  would  formerly  have  paid  40  to  60  rupees  for  the  passage  to 
Jeddah  now  make  the  whole  journey  for  19  rupees  ($6.16). 

Sixteen  feet  of  room  have  to  be  allowed  for  each  passenger,  and 
everv  vessel  must  carry  a  doctor,  drugs  of  the  best  quality,  a  steam 
sterilizer,  and  sufficient  food  for  the  pilgrims  if  their  own  supplies 
prove  inadequate,  the  whole  arrangement  having  to  be  approved  by 
the  board  of  trade.

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In  spite  of  all  these  elaborate  precautionH,  the  Turkish  G«>rerB(Bric 
requires  all  pilgrims  to  be  held  for  ten  dayn  in  quarantine  at  tbr  \thaa 
of  Kamaran  before  being  allowed  to  land  at  Jeddab.

The  districts  numln'red  fn»m  o  to  l»,  iikIb 
sive,  are  in  the  western  and  central  provinces,  and  in  j^ai'h  *>f  U"*^ 
you  will  observe  a  mark(»d  steady  increase  fmm  Augiu^t  onuir. 
through  ()ctol>er,  the  Satara  district  alone  showing  at  lea>t  a  tioufiSifl^* 
of  the  mortality  in  successive  months. 

The  same  is  true  of  districts  1 1, 12,  13,  all  in  the  southern  provin«"*. 
where  plague  has  l)een  very  severe  for  a  numl)er  of  vears.  \^  .t: 
these  should  be  noted  the  Kolhapur  (No.  13)  re<'ord.  Tttn  i*  a  atti*' 
State  really  lying  within  the  southern  pi-ovince.  and  the  ni«>rtAlrt* 
there  increases  similarly. 

Nos.  14  and  15  are  two  other  native  States,  lying  within  the  iTUJint 
province,  and  in  them,  as  in  the  districti^  of  that  province  (l«Mf  » 
recorded  alK>ve,  Septemlwr  was  the  worst  month. 
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The  plaffue  mortality  in  Bombay  city  and  Karachi  city  has  not 
increased  durine  September  and  October,  but  in  Poona  city  there  has 
been  a  good  deal  of  plague,  the  deaths  in  August  being  12  in  number, 
in  September  72,  and  in  October  657. 

Reports  from   Calcutta — Fumigation  of  vessels — ChoUra  and  plague 
mortality — Smallpox  in  Mad/ras^  1871^-1901^. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakin  reports,  November  10  and  15,  as 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  November  5,  1904,  bill  of  health  was  issued 
to  the  steamship  Trautei^fels^  bound  to  Boston  and  New  York,  with  a 
total  crew  of  57;  to  the  steamship  Ecclesia^  bound  to  Boston  and 
New  York,  with  a  total  crew  of  30,  and  to  the  steamship  Madura^ 
bound  to  New  York,  with  a  total  crew  of  31.  The  usual  precautions 
were  taken,  rat  guards  being  placed  on  wharf  lines  and  holds  being 
fumigated. 

Week  ended  November  12,  no  transactions. 

During  the  week  ended  November  5,  190-1:,  there  were  11  deaths 
from  cholera  and  9  deaths  from  plague  in  Calcutta. 

In  Bengal  during  the  week  ended  October  29,  1904,  there  were  228 
cases  of  plague  and  191  deaths. 

In  India  during  the  week  ended  October  22,  1904,  there  were  18,140 
cases  and  13,871  deaths  from  plague. 

Smallpox  in  Madras^  187Jy-190J^., 

Some  interesting  data  are  furnished  by  a  report  of  the  returns  of 
deaths  from  smallpox  in  Madras  for  the  last  thirty  years.  In  1874 
the  deaths  numbered  819.  During  the  succeeding  ten  years  the  num- 
bers varied  from  196  to  as  many  as  4,064.  The  latter  number  of  deaths 
from  the  disease  occurred  in  1884,  and  apparently  resulted  in  Govern- 
ment making  vaccination  compulsory  in  the  city.  The  compulsory 
order  went  into  eflfect  on  the  1st  of  June,  1884.  From  that  time  the 
diminution  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  smallpox  has  been  extraor- 
dinary. In  1886  only  1  death  occurred;  in  1895  but  3  deaths  were 
recorded;  in  1903,  7.  In  only  three  years  has  the  number  exceeded 
100,  i.  e.,  1897,  1898,  and  1901.  For  the  rest  the  yearly  deaths  have 
been  enumei*ated  in  tens,  where  before  1884  they  were  counted  in 
hundreds  and  even  thousands.  This  seems  to  me  favorable  testimony 
as  to  the  efficiency  of  compulsory  vaccination  in  populated  areas. 

[ncTiOsed  prevalence  of  plague. 

Judging  from  the  returns  at  hand,  the  sanguine  conclusions  that 
may  have  been  based  upon  the  more  moderate  increase  in  the  general 
plague  mortality  since  the  rains  seem  hardly  justifiable.  The  opti- 
mistic outlook  that  has  been  assumed  is  not  capable  of  being  supported 
by  the  facts  in  the  cases  of  some  of  the  stricken  districts  and  <-iti<?s. 
Poona  furnishes  a  most  unfortunate  example  in  point.  The  return-^ 
for  the  past  four  months  seem  to  indicate  that  plague  is  groiring  in 
virulence  in  both  the  city  and  the  cantonment.  In  Poona  city  daring 
September  there  were  492  deaths;  in  October,  829.  The  correspond- 
ing figures  for  last  vear,  when  the  disease  was  very  severe,  wf-re  Zl^'^ 
and  728.  The  epidemic  of  1903  continued  well  into  present  year, 
when  it  suddenly  ceased,  May  and  June  being  altogether  free.     Tk 
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returns  for  November  indicate  that  the  increaned  rate  of  propn^nt 
tinues,  and  the  disease  has  appeared  in  fresh  place^^  out^itle  W^mtL 
This  development  is  doubtless  due  to  the  scattering  of  the  pi>iHiUii<»« 
which  has  now  be<*ome  a  regular  feature  in  the  cities*  when*  p^n«' 
has  taken  up  its  settled  abode.

PfBLIC   HEALTH    IN    ITALY. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  contagious  diseases  in  Italy  for  thr 
week  ended  November  17,  1904: 

Simt/lpo.r,—\n  epidemic  is  reported  at  S.  Basile  (CoHenza)and<<oa^ 
cases  at  Castrogiovanni  (Caltanisetta),  dessopalena  (('hi*'ti),  iWv^n^, 
Sestri  Ponenti,  Campello  (Perugia),  Pesaro,  Castelfranco,  Loria  iTr* 
viso),  and  in  five  communes  of  the  province  of  Potenza. 

J/J>/m//v*.-  There  is  a  small  epidemic  at  Acquarim  del  Cap<>  iljfcvt 
Very  few  cases  are  reported. 

Searlatina, — Ca^es  are  reported  in  Rome,  Milan,  and  Fenna  If^ 
rina  (Perugia). 

Diphtheria, — There  are  cases  in  Rome,  Milan,  and  Valguamert  (C* 
tanisettii). 

Enteric  fever  has  ceased  to  be  widespread  in  Italy,  but  ca?#^  ir? 
still  reported  in  the  provincas  of  Rome,  Milan,  and  lielluno. 

EtlYPT — PL.%«rB. 

The  following  is  the  status  of  bubonic  plague  in  Egypt  for  the  wivk 
ended  Novemljer  3,  19(Mr: 

At  Alexandria  there  were  1  case  and  1  death,  making  a  total  oas 
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ber  since  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic  (January  20, 1904)  of  106  cases 
and  68  deaths.     At  Damietta,  1  fatal  case  occurred  November  2. 

TURKEY — CHOLERA. 

There  were  registered  3  cases  and  4  deaths  from  Asiatic  cholera  at 
Bagdad  for  the  week  ending  October  22.  For  the  same  period  it  was 
reported  that  cholera  had  again  appeared  at  Suleimani^,  but  no  figures 
were  given. 

MOHAMMEDAN   PILGRIMAGE. 

It  is  reported  to  the  sanitary  board  of  Constantinople  that  during 
the  period  frota  the  month  of  May,  1904,  to  date  of  September  12, 
10,065  pilgrims  of  ditferent  nationalities  arrived  at  Medma  (Hedjaz) 
in  a  satisfactory  condition  of  health. 

SLEEPING  SICKNESS   IN   BRITISH   EAST  AFRICA. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  sleeping  sickness,  which  prevails 
in  Uganda,  the  following  quarantine  regulations,  Issued  under  date  of 
April  23,  1904,  are  being  enforced: 

1.  The  territory  25  miles  around  Victoria  Lake  has  been  declared 
infected. 

2.  No  natives  from  Uganda  or  Kawirondo  are  allowed  to  proceed 
toward  the  East.  An  exception  is  made  in  the  case  of  private  ser- 
vants of  Europeans,  providea  that  it  be  stated  that  during  tne  previous 
six  months  they  did  not  live  in  places  where  tsetse  flies  or  sleeping 
sickness  are  present. 

3.  Other  natives,  namel}^  those  from  Maganda  and  Magawirondo, 
are  allowed  to  proceed  from  the  infected  area  toward  the  East,  if 
thev  deliver  a  medical  certificate  stating  that  thev  have  been  inspected 
ancf  found  exempt  from  any  svmptoms  of  the  disease.  Such  certifi- 
<?ates  are  good  for  two  days  only. 

4.  Government  health  oflicers  have  the  power  to  detain  for  the  pur- 
pose of  observation  in  hospitals  or  camps  patients  suffering  from 
sleeping  sickness  and  suspicious  cases  of  a  similar  nature. 

5.  Natives  not  having  medical  certificates  are  not  allowed  railway 
tickets  or  passports. 

6.  When  tickets  and  passports  are  delivered,  the  certificates  are 
withdrawn  and  subjectea  to  the  control  of  the  Government  health 
oflScer. 

INFECTIOUS   DISEASES   IN    LUXEMBURG. 

During  the  month  of  October,  1904,  there  were  reported  in  all  Lux- 
emburg 90  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  namely,  enteric  fever,  32  cases; 
diphtheria,  13  cases;  whooping  cough,  7  cases;  scarlatina,  37  cases; 
and  puerpeml  fever,  1  case.

On  October  30,  the  British  steamship  ("oulwlon^  from  Manila.  >«»r» 
baya,  Panna,  and  Samarang,  arrived  at  Suez,  having  cleared  f  n»ni  ^^aaa 
rang,  Java,  September  26,  bound  for  Delaware  Breakwater.  Hf^r  ■  n  » 
was  composed  of  42  persons.  She  was  without  a  surgtHin  «>r  dwinf*^* 
ing  apparatus.  The  captain  declared  that  a  Chinese*  fireman  di^xi  i  H*- 
ber  5,  after  four  days'  illness  with  violent  diarrhea  and  vomitiog.  At 
the  medical  inspection,  two  suspicious  cases  of  a  similar  nature  «t-> 
found  among  the  Chinese  firemen.  These  patient^,  as  wi'll  n*  t  - 
quartermaster,  who  was  suffering  from  beriberi,  were  land^si  at  tr*- 
quarantine  station,  Moses's  Wells,  where,  on  Imcteriological  eimnurA 
tion,  the  diarrheic  cases  were  pronounced  to  l)e  Asiatic  chol«»ra-  <HI 
cial  reports  state  that  all  necessary  action  was  taken,  and  that  ti* 
steamer  was  permitted  to  nass  through  the  Suez  Canal  in  quanantiv 
One  of  the  patients  died  November  4,  the  other  Xovemlier  7.  A*  ^<« 
as  this  matter  came  to  my  knowledge,  I  reported  the  main  faA't-*  t«»  ti^ 
Bureau  by  cable  dated  November  20,  1904.

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THE  ANTITUBERCULOSIS  CRUSADE   IN   GERMANY. 

Doctor  Verhaeghe,  of  Lille,  has  recently  published  a  study  of  the 
<3ampaign  in  Germany  against  tuberculosis,  in  which  some  interesting 
statistics  are  given  bearing  on  the  efficacy  of  the  measures  so  exten- 
sively adopted  in  that  country  to  control  the  prevalence  of  the  disease. 
During  the  period  from  1887  to  1891  the  number  of  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  per  100,000  inhabitants  in  all  French  cities  of  over  10,000 
population  was  351  per  annum.     In  German  cities  of  over  15,000  popu- 
lation the  rate  was  804.     From  1897  to  1901  the  death  rate  from 
tuberculosis  in  trance  remained  with  slight  variation  at  about  349.8. 
In  Germany,  on  the  other  hand,  there  was  a  decrease  to  218.7.    These 
figures  indicate  that,  in  a  lapse  of  ten  years,  there  was  in  France  a 
diminution  of  mortality  from  tuberculosis  of  only  1.2  per  100,000 
inhabitants,  while  in  Germany  the  decrease  was  85.3  per  100,000.     The 
figures  are  particularly  eloquent,  when  it  is  considered  that  crowding 
in  habitations  and  general  poverty  and  misery  are  about  on  a  par  in 
France  and  Germany.     An  investigation   made   in   Berlin   in  1902 
developed  the  facts  that  in  1,452  dwellings  for  workingmen  there  were 
338  homes  in  which  the  head  of  the  family  was  disabled  from  illness 
without  having  a  bed  for  his  individual  use,  and  that  in  63  of  these 
cases  the  disease  was  advanced  tuberculosis.     At  Mannheim,  among 
2,372  dwellings  inspected  in  1903,  there  were  329  homes  in  which  both 
the  father  and  motner  of  the  family  were  affected  with  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  and  among  the  329  families  there  were  99  families  in 
which  the  sick  person  occupied  a  bed  in  common  with  the  other  mem- 
bers of  his  family. 

INFECTIOrS   DISEASES   IN    ITALY. 

For  the  week  ended  November  24  the  following  reports  were  oflS- 
cially  registered: 

Smallpox  is  still  prevalent  in  the  province  of  Lecce,  where  cases  are 
reported  in  the  communes  of  S.  Vito,  Oria,  S.  Pancrazio,  Novoli, 
Latiano,  Ceglie,  Lizzano,  Francavilla,  Brindisi,  Sava,  Grottaglie,  and 
Tricase.  The  highest  figures  were  registered  at  S.  Vito,  namely,  51 
cases.  Cases  are  reported  in  Palermo,  Catania,  Cisternino  (Bari), 
Grassano  (Potenza),  Mongrando  (Novara),  Loria  (Treviso),  and  Genoa. 

Enteric  fever, — An  epidemic  is  prevailing  at  Lastra  and  Signa 
(Florence),  and  cases  are  reported  in  the  provinces  of  Bergamo,  Milan, 
Novara,  Catania,  Perugia,  and  Rome. 

Diphtheria, — Cases  are  reported  in  Milan,  Catania,  Villadose 
(Rovigo),  Arezzo,  Clusone  (Bergamo),  and  Rome. 

Scarlatina. — Cases  are  reported  in  Milan,  Rome,  and  in  the  prov- 
inces of  Novara  and  Ferrara.

Turin — Month  of  Augiuit^  lOOJf.. — Estimated  population,  352,060. 
Total  number  of  deaths,  514,  including  measles  3,  enteric  fever  37, 
whooping  cough  2,  and  pulmonary  tuberculosis  74.

Palermo — Month  of  Atigmt^  1901^, — Estimated  population,  319,335. 
Total  number  of  deaths,  471,  including  measles  2,  smallpox  25,  scar- 
latina 1,  enteric  fever  4,  puerperal  fever  1,  whooping  cough  3,  and 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  53.

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EGYPT — PLAGUE. 

For  week  ended  November  10,  no  cases  of  plague  were  reported  at 
Alexandria.  In  the  Province  of  Menoufieh,  Achmun  district,  1  nadre 
was  found  dead  from  plague  at  Sakiet  abou  Chara.  The  total  num- 
bers since  March  21, 1904,  are  24  cases  and  9  deaths.  In  the  Province 
of  Kalioubieh,  Toukh  district,  there  were  4  cases  and  1  death.  The 
total  numbers  since  September  3,  1904,  are  10  causes  and  5  deaths. 

EGYPT— QUARANTINE  RBQULATIONS. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  plague,  outgoing  quarantine  has  been 
put  on  at  Egyptian  ports. 

By  decision  of  the  permanent  committee  of  the  sanitary  board  in 
Alexandria,  dated  November  4,  plague  quarantine  regulations  have 
been  put  in  force  against  arrivals  from  Broach  (India). 

The  sanitary  board,  in  the  sitting  of  November  8,  decided  that  the 
medical  inspection  of  the  crew  on  ships  sailing  when  an  epidemic  b 
prevalent  in  Egypt  may  be  carried  out  at  night  as  well  ns  by  day. 

CHOLERA    IN   RUSSIA. 

In  Transcaspian  province  3  cases  of  cholera  were  reported  between 
October  17  and  24.  Of  these,  1  occurred  at  Merv,  1  at  Kisil-Arwat 
station,  and  1  in  the  vicinity  of  Serachs.  In  Baku,  during  the  week 
ended  October  25,  there  were  26  cases  and  19  deaths  reported.  Dur- 
ing the  same  period  no  cases  occurred  at  Saratow.  In  Astrakhan  and 
its  neighborhood  15  cases  and  7  deaths  were  reported  between  October 
18  and  26. 

In  the  government  of  Samara  the  number  of  infected  places  has 
increased,  but  not  the  total  number  of  cases.  The  previous  week 
cases  were  reported  in  the  districts  of  Nikolajewsk,  Samara,  Busuluk, 
and  Nowonsensk.  Most  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  Nikolajewsk  di;*- 
trict,  where  48  person*  were  affected  by  the  malady  and  7  died.  In 
the  last-named  district  thei*e  were  8  infected  villages  and  in  the  others 
not  more  than  2.  From  October  17  to  24  there  were  reported  in  the 
whole  government  of  Samara  65  cases  and  14  deaths.  There  were  3 
cases  and  1  death  in  the  city  of  Samara. 

An  unofficial  telegram  from  St.  Petersburg,  dated  November  13, 
states  that  from  November  4  to  8,  6  cases  of  cnolei*a  were  reported  at 
Baku,  5  at  Balachang,  and  132  at  Erivan,  with  62  deaths  in  all. 
November  7  a  case  was  reported  at  Tiflis.  From  November  3  to  9  no 
cases  were  reported  from  Astmkhan  and  6  were  reported  from  Saratov. 

CHOLERA   IN   PERSIA. 

The  epidemic  of  cholera  is  still  prevailing  in  the  provinces  of  Gilan 
and  Mazonderan,  on  the  south  coast  of  the  Caspian  Sea.  At  Resht 
in  the  early  part  of  October  there  were  reported,  on  an  average.  1(» 
cases  daily.  The  epidemic  showed  special  violence  at  Tabriz,  where 
at  times  4(MJ  cases  were  registered  daily. 

CHOLERA   IN  TURKEY. 

During  the  week  ended  October  29  there  were  reported  in  Mesopo- 
tamia 96  cases  of  cholera  and  89  deaths,  making  a  total  since  January  1, 
1904,  of  9,00Q  cases  and  8,516  deaths. 
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TURKEY — QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS. 

On  November  9  the  measures  against  arrivals  from  Smyrna  were 
^^ippressed.  The  forty -eight  hours'  quarantine  imposed  on  arrivals 
from  Alexandria  has  been  discontinued,  but  vessels  from  Alexandria 
\xndergo  in  the  Turkish  ports  medical  inspection,  disinfection,  and 
-destruction  of  rats  and  mice. 

PLAGUE  IN  ARABIA. 

An  unofficial  telegram  from  Aden,  dated  November  23,  states  that 
^»  new  case  of  bubonic  plague  has  appeared,  and  that  appropriate  sani- 
4^ry  measures  have  been  ^ken. 

ITALY — QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS. 

By  a  decree  dated  November  22,  quarantine  regulations  at  Italian 
ports  against  arrivals  from  Alexandria  have  been  suspended. 

DITTCH   EAST   INDIES — QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS. 

By  decree  of  October  6  the  cholem  quarantine  regulations  against 
arrivals  from  the  Philippine  Islands  have  been  repealed.  The  plague 
quarantine  regulations  against  ari-ivals  from  Manila  and  Perth  (Aus- 
tralia) have  also  been  repealed  b}'  decrees  dated  October  12  and  17. 

STRAITS  SETTLEMENTS — QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS. 

An  order,  dated  September  10,  has  been  issued  repealing  the  decree 
of  May  5,  1904,  by  which  the  port  of  Swatau  was  declared  to  be 
infected  with  plague.  The  ordinance  of  May  9, 1904,  by  which  Amoy 
was  declared  to  be  infected  with  plague,  has  also  been  repealed  by  an 
order  dated  September  20.  The  same  order  declares  Amoy  to  be 
infected  with  cholera,  but  still  another  order,  dated  September  23, 
declares  Amoy  free  from  the  same  disease. 

TRACHOMA   IN   GERMANY. 

From  October  26"  to  November  9,  1904,  there  were  60  cases  of  tra- 
choma reported  in  the  Arnsberg  district.  During  the  previous  week, 
71  cases  were  reported. 

ANKYLOSTOMIASIS   IN   GERMANY. 

From  October  26  to  November  9, 1904,  there  were  reported  57  cases 
of  ankj'lostomiasis  in  Arnsberg  district,  Prussia. 

ANKYLOSTOMIASIS   IN   BRAZIL. 

During  the  month  of  September  6  cases  of  ankylostomiasis  were 
reported  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.

Chief  Quarantine  OflScer  Heiser  reports,  October  29  and  November 
,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  October  22,  1904,  there  were  no  quaran- 
inable  aiseases  reported  in  Manila. 

Owing  to  the  favorable  reports  which  are  being  received  from  the 
)rovin(*e8,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  relax  somewhat  the  quarantine 
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restrictions  which  have  been  placed  upon  interisland  ve^jsels  during 
the  past  few  years.  It  has  been  deemea  necessary,  however,  that  ths 
withdrawal  oi  such  restrictions  should  be  done  very  gradually,  becaui* 
the  favorable  conditions  which  exist  here  for  the  development  of 
quarantinable  diseases  make  it  impracticable  to  prophez^y  with  the 
same  degree  of  security  as  would  be  possible  in  tne  United  State*. 
With  this  end  in  view  it  is  the  intention  to  exempt  in  the  near  future 
such  interisland  vessels  as  carry  a  qualified  medical  oflScer  from  quar- 
antine inspection  by  this  service. 

The  following  vessels  cleared  for  United  States  ports  during  the 
week: 

October  18,  1904,  the  British  steamer  Jlindustafi,  en  route  from 
Yokohama  to  New  York,  was  granted  a  supplemental  bill  of  healtL 
All  closed  spaces,  with  .the  exception  of  the  nold,  which  contained  tea, 
were  fumigated  with  sulphur.  Crew  was  inspected  on  board  prior  to 
sailing. 

October  19,  1904,  the  British  steamer  African  Prtnc^^,  en  route 
from  Yokohama  for  New  York.  Staterooms,  forecastles,  and  cabins 
were  fumigated  with  sulphur.  Crew  was  inspected  on  l)oard  at  hour 
of  sailing. 

October  21,  1904,  the  British  steamer  Qv^een  Alrxandra^  bound  for 
Boston  and  New  York  via  Cebu.  Vessel  was  completely  fumigated 
throughout.     Final  inspection  of  crew  will  be  made  at  Cebu. 

October  22,  1904,  tne  American  steamer  Lyra  for  Tacoma  via 
"Chinese  and  Japanese  ports.  Vessel  was  fumigated  throughout,  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  oflScers'  cabins.  Crew  inspected  on  board 
prior  to  sailing. 

During  the  week  ended  October  29,  1904,  there  were  no  quaran- 
tinable  diseases  reported  in  Manila. 

I  inclose  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  with  regard  to  the  lessening  of 
<iuarantine  restrictions  placed  upon  interisland  vessels  which  was  sent 
to  the  owners  or  agents  of  vessels  carrying  a  qualified  medical  officer. 

SMALLPOX. 

Smallpox  is  reported  to  have  made  its  appearance  in  epidemic  fonn 
in  the  provinces  of  Surigao,  Siquijor,  and  Marinduque.  The  out- 
break at  some  of  the  places  situati^d  in  these  provinces  was  considered 
■of  suflicient  importance  to  make  the  closing  of  the  public  schoob 
necessary.  Our  medical  officers,  located  at  interisland  ports,  were 
notified  by  telegraph  of  these  reports,  and  they  will  pay  particukr 
attention  to  vessels  arriving  from  the  affected  regions.  The  board  of 
health  has  sent  vaccinating  parties  to  the  districts  most  affected. 

The  crews  of  interisland  vessels  having  been  so  thoroughly  vacci- 
nated, it  is  not  anticipated  that  there  will  be  any  serious  trouble  among 
them. 

There  is  at  present  one  vessel  detained  in  quarantine  at  Marivele? 
•on  account  of  smallpox  on  which  two  outbreaks  occurred  within  a  few 
days  of  each  other. 

The  following  vessel  cleared  for  United  States  ports  during  the 
week: 

October  25,  1904,  the  British  steamer  Heathghn  for  New  York  and 
Boston  via  Cebu.  The  vessel  was  fumigated  with  sulphur  throughout 
while  in  port.     Crew  will  be  inspected  at  Cebu. 
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Trvteridand  army  transports  no  longer  required  to  await  quarantine 

inspection.

Repcrrts  from  Barbados — I)uy)ectioti  of  t^essels — Measles  prevailing  on 
the  Island — Smallpox  cases  discharged  from  quarantine. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Ward  reports,  November  22  and  29,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  November  19,  1904,  bills  of  health  were 
issued  to  3  steamships  and  4  sailing  vessels,  with  155  crew,  3  steerage, 
and  6  cabin  passengers.  Of  this  number  1  inspected  3  steamships,  1 
sailing  vessel,  126  crew,  3  steerage,  and  6  cabin  passengers,  of  whom 
3  of  the  crew,  2  steerage,  and  3  cabin  passengers  were  taken  on  at  this 
port. 

A  mild  ^pe  of  measles  is  now  prevailing  on  this  island.  The  few 
ca^^es  that  I  nave  seen  present  neither  a  picture  of  our  ordinary  measles 
(rubeola)  nor  of  the  so-called  German  measles  (rOtheln). 

After  an  incubative  period  of  about  two  weeks,  the  disease  is  ushered 
in  bv  slight  chilly  sensations,  some  fever,  and  marked  depression  out 
of  all  proportion  to  the  other  symptoms.     There  are  no  catarrhal 
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mptoms  referable  to  the  respiratory  tract,  nor  sore  throat.  About 
5  lourth  or  fifth  day  of  the  disease  the  fever  rises,  the  extrinsic  mus- 
8  of  the  eye  pain  when  used,  photophobia  becomes  more  marked, 
d  a  pale  red  macular  eruption  appears  first  on  the  trunk,  and  ^radu- 
y  spreads  over  the  whole  body  without  special  groupings,  and  with 
tie  or  no  itching,  with  the  exception  of  the  hands  and  feet,  which 
5l  tender  and  swollen.  About  two  days  later  the  temperature  has 
iched  normal,  the  eruption  has  disappeared  without  desquama- 
m,  and  aside  from  marked  weakness  the  patient  feels  ver}^  com- 
rtable.  Pneumonia  and  eye  troubles,  as  complications  or  sequelae, 
e  practically  unknown  even  in  weak,  neglected  children. 
During  the  month  of  October  there  were  555  burials  registered  in 
e  11  parishes,  with  40  stillbirths.  The  death  rate  for  the  month 
IS  2.79+. 

The  general  health  of  the  island  is  good;  no  quarantinable  diseases 
.ve  been  reported. 

During  the  week  ended  November  26, 1904,  I  inspected  and  bills  of 
*alth  were  issued  to  5  steamships  and  2  sailing  vessels,  with  128  crew, 
steerage,  and  2  cabin  passengers.  Of  this  number  1  steerage  and  2 
bin  passengers  were  taken  on  at  this  port. 

On  November  21  I  visaed  the  bill  of  health  of  the  Republic  of  Pan- 
na,  ij^sued  to  the  Royal  Mail  steamship  Tagus^  bound  to  Colon,  via 
jrts  in  the  West  Indies,  with  145  crew,  24  laborers,  and  224  passen- 
*rs.  No  deck  passengers  were  taken  on  at  this  port  for  Colon. 
The  2  seamen  suffering  from  smallpox,  who  were  removed  on 
ctober  25,  1904,  to  the  Pelican  Island  quarantine  station  from  the 
Irtish  barkentine  Ensenadn^  from  Santos,  were  discharged  as  cured 
ovember  25. 

The  general  health  of  the  island  is  excellent;  no  quarantinable 
iseases  have  been  reported.

Scotland. — ^The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  November  19,  1904,  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.S 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,726,236.  The 
lowest  rate  of  mortality  was  recorded  in  Leith,  viz,  11.0,  and  the 
highest  in  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh,  viz,  18.4  per  1,000,  The  aggregate 
number  of  deaths  registered  from  all  causes  was  571,  including  diph- 
theria 2,  measles  5,  scarlet  fever  1,  and  19  from  whooping  cough. 

The  deaths  registered  in  England  and  Wales  during  the  third  quar- 
ter of  1904  numbered  133,511,  and  were  in  the  proportion  of  15.7 
annually  per  1,000  persons  living,  the  average  rate  in  the  ten  preceding 
third  quarters  having  been  16.4.  In  registration  counties  with  popa- 
lations  exceeding  100,000  persons,  the  death  rates  ranged  from  11.3  in 
Somersetshire,  11.4  in  Oxfordshire,  11.6  in  Wiltshire  and  in  Dorset- 
shire, and  12  in  Worcestershire,  to  16.8  in  Essex  and  in  the  West 
Riding  of  Yorkshire,  17.2  in  Warwickshire  and  in  Durham,  18.1  in 
Northumberland,  18.7  in  Lancashire,  and  19  in  the  East  Riding  of 
Yorkshire. 

The  133,511  registered  deaths  included  70,139  of  males  and  63,372 
of  females,  the  death  rate  among  males  being  17.1,  and  that  among 
females  14.4  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  populations  of  the  respective 
sexes.     Compared  with  the  average  for  each  sex  in  the  ten  preceding 
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third  quarters  the  death  rate  of  males  showed  a  decrease  of  0.6,  and 
that  of  females  a  decrease  of  0.8,  per  1,000  living.  Out  of  equal 
numbers  living,  the  deaths  of  males  were  to  those  of  females  as  118  is 
to  100,  the  proportion  in  the  third  quarters  of  the  ten  preceding  years 
having  been  117  to  100.

Two 
liundred  and  thirty-three  rate  (63  found  dead)  and  132  mice  (6  found  dead)  werp 
bacteriolojpcally  examined  during  the  week,  of  which  63  rats  and  3  mice  proved  to 
\ye  plague  infected. 

East  lA)ndon. — Plague-infected  rodente  continued  to  be  found  in  the  town  during 
the  week.

Consul  Masterson  reports,  November  23, 1904,  to  the  Assistant  Sec- 
retary of  State,  as  follows: 

In  continuation  of  my  report  on  plague  of  November  8,  I  have  io 
say  that  continuously  for  over  one  moirth  there  have  been  cases  <rf 
plague  reported  as  occurring  in  the  old  city  of  Aden,  which  is  some  6 
miles  away,  but  so  far  none  have  appeared  at  Steamer  Point,  which  k 
the  shipping  place  for  this  port,  ana  until  plague  does  appear  at  xi» 
port  of  entry  it  is  unlikely  tnat  an  oflBcial  proclamation  will  be  issued 
to  the  eflPect  that  Aden  is  infected  with  plague.     However,  as  soon  as 

1  am  officially  notified  of  this  fact  I  shall  immediately  cable  to  d» 
Department  and,  in  the  meantime,  in  all  bills  of  health  the  conditioiB 
above  narrated  shall  be  given. 

AUSTRALIA. 

Health  conditions  in  Queensland. 

[Abstract  from  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  January  1  to  June  30, 1904.] 

Diphtheria, — During  the  year  ended  June  30^  1904,  325  cases  of 
diphtneria  were  reported.  It  has  been  observed  m  many  piarts  of  the 
world  that  where  scarlet  fever  is  unusually  prevalent  tne  number  of 
cases  of  diphtheria  is  also  increased. 

EntericYever, — Seven  hundred  and  seventy-seven  cases  were  re- 
ported. From  a  review  of  the  information  supplied  by  the  medical 
officers  of  health  to  the  various  local  authorities  it  seems  probable 
that  the  majority  of  cases  were  caused  by  fly  infection  or  hv  infected 
dust.  Thirty-five  cases  occurred  in  the  area  of  Toowong  and  54  in  the 
area  of  Ithaca.  A  careful  inspection  of  the  Toowong  district  revealed 
an  entire  absence  of  drainage  facilities,  the  household  drainage  beii^ 
allowed  to  stagnate  upon  premises,  while  the  sewage  from  the  sur- 
rounding high  ground  found  its  way  into  a  Chinaman's  garden,  where 
it  was  utilized  for  watering  vegetables. 

Plag\te,—ThQ  last  case  of  plague  in  Brisbane  in  1903  occured  on 
September  8.  The  last  infected  rat  was  found  on  September  28, 1903, 
and  the  first  infected  rat  found  in  1904  was  discovered  on  January  8. 
The  first  case  of  human  plague  in  1904  was  discovered  a  month  later. 
Thus  after  an  interval  of  151  days  plague  made  its  reappearance  in 
Brisbane,  the  first  case  in  man  being  reported  on  February  9,  1904. 

The  outbreak — the  fifth  in  Queenslana — was  marked  by  29  cases  witii 
9  deaths:  Brisbane.  24 cases,  6 deaths;  Ipswich,  1  case,  1  death;  Cairns, 

2  cases,  1  death;  Maryborough,  2  cases,  1  death. 

Of  the  9  fatal  cases,  3  were  discovered  by  post-mortem  examinations; 
2  were  Chinamen,  1  a  Kanaka,  and  1  an  alx)riginal.  The  gross  mor- 
tality was  31  per  cent^ — Europeans,  26.92  per  cent;  colored  nw^,  H)0 
per  cent.  The  epizootic  incidence  of  plague  in  rate,  as  in  former  years, 
preceded  and  accompanied  the  cases  of  plague  in  man. 

The  svstematic  daily  bacteriological  examination  of  the  carcasses  of 
rats  killed  by  the  rat-destroying  gang  of  the  department,  and  the 
information  derived  therefrom,  proves  the  close  connection  which 
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;i?ited  between  plague  in  rat  and  plague  in  man  in  various  localities 
•  the  metropolitan  area. 

The  number  of  cases  of  plague  occurring  in  many  parts  of  the  area 
as  found  to  depend  very  largely  upon  the  insanitary  conditions  of  the 
remises  acting  as  an  attraction  to  or  affording  harborage  for  rats 
Bnerally ,  and  especially  was  this  the  case  in  produce  and  grain  stores, 
iitchers'  shops,  and  general  stores. 

In  a  report  by  the  health  officer  to  the  department,  evidence  is 
iduced  to  show  that,  in  the  particular  localities  where  the  produce 
usiness  is  carried  on,  the  inciaence  of  plague  both  in  man  and  in  rat 
'^aa  heaviest. 

In  the  thirty  stores  containing  produce  and  grain  which  were 
ic^nsed  and  disinfected  by  the  department,  541  dead  rats,  961  live 
ats^  3()5  dead  mice,  and  607  live  mice  were  found. 

Scarlet  fever, — Nine  hundred  and  eighty -six  cases  were  reported. 

Ttiberculods. — Compulsory  notification  of  all  cases  of  pulmonary 
uberculosis  is  to  be  carried  out,  with  the  view  of  laying  stress  on  the 
lecesaity  of  destroying  the  expectoration  of  patients  and  disinfecting 
•ooms  lately  occupied  by  tuberculous  patients. 

Aiichylostomidsis, — DV.  R.  A.  O'Brien,  late  health  officer  to  the  de- 
:)artment,  furnished  in  January  last  an  able  and  extensive  report  on 
this  disease  in  Queensland.  From  his  report  it  appears  that  the  dis- 
[iase  is  found  chiefly  in  the  Cairns-Townsville  district,  at  scattered 
places  in  the  coast  district  between  Brisbane  and  Maryborough,  and  to 
:)ome  extent  at  the  extreme  southeastern  end  of  the  State.  Doctor 
O'Brien  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  disease  is  not  increasing  rapidly, 
but  slowly  spreading  and  infecting  new  areas.  He  suggests  that  a 
statement  be  furnished  to  the  public  press  for  publication  in  the 
above  districts,  urging  all  persons  suffering  from  marked  pallor, 
weakness,  etc.,  to  obtain  medical  advice^  and  thus  lead  to  an  increase 
in  our  knowledge  of  the  prevalence  and  distribution  of  this  disease. 

Leprosy, — On  June  30,  1904,  12  persons  remained  under  treatment 
at  the  Stradbroke  Island  lazaret.  Five  patients  were  admitted  during 
the  year;  4  were  whites,  and  1  an  aboriginal. 

Smallpox, — Only  1  case  was  reported  during  the  year.     The  patient 

was  a  woman  on  board  the  steamship  Empire  from  China,  who 
joined  the  vessel  at  Manila.  The  patient,  together  with  her  baby  and 
onecontact  in  the  case,  was  quarantined  for  the  usual  period  at  Magnetic 

Island  Quarantine  Station,  Townsville.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  November  16,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  November  12,  1904,  1  supplemental  and  1 
rii^nal  biH  of  health  were  issued,  and  there  were  inspected  2  ves- 
els,  191  crew,  20  cabin  and  44  steerage  passengers,  together  with  42 
deces  of  baggage.  Two  pieces  of  b^gage  were  disinfected,  and  55 
oen  of  the  crew  of  one  vessel  were  vaccinated  and  issued  certificates 
o  that  effect.  Manifests  were  viseed  for  3,204  pieces  of  freight,  and  1 
emigrant  for  San  Francisco,  per  steamship  Gaelic^  was  inspected  and 
>assed. 

The  weekly  report  of  the  municipal  health  oflScer  shows  among  the 
"oreigners,  smallpox,  2  cases;  entenc  fever,  2  cases;  diphtheria,  1  case; 
imong  the  Chinese,  smallpox,  8  deaths:  tuberculosis,  30  deaths.  The 
X)tal  deaths  recorded  amounted  to  115,  all  Chinese. 

While  the  reported  morbidity  and  mortality  from  smallpox  does  not 
ippear  extensive,  it  is  believed  that  the  disease  is  quite  prevalent  at  this 
time  in  and  about  Shanghai;  hence  all  practicable  precautions  for  pre- 
venting access  of  this  disease  to  ships  bound  to  American  ports  are 
being  taken. 

No  quarantinable  disease  was  reported  present  at  outports  during 
the  period  covered  by  this  report.

The  case  reported  above  as  "  grano  de  oro"^  is  said  by  kohmt  pLi- 
cians  here  to  be  anthrax;  others  claim  that  it  is  simply  a  local  ■■■» 
for  a  carbunculous  condition  and  does  not  present  the  cbarmcUrriiitk^'^ 
anthrax.  The  case  was  brought  from  a  farm  (Mongon)  about  15  imip* 
from  here,  and  is  said  to  have  been  caused  by  eating  the  meat  o(  t 
cow  which  was  diseased.  I  did  not  see  the  case.  To-day  I  vHrt  » 
Mongon,  in  companv  with  one  of  the  physicians  employed  by  t> 
board  of  health.  The  stock  on  all  the  farms  between  ber^  aai  Ik 
latter  place  had  been  herded  by  order  of  the  board  of  health.  W» 
saw  none  the  condition  of  which  would  arouse  suspicion.  We  a^ 
inspected  the  bouses  on  the  route,  about  20  in  all.  The  only  gmt  V 
illness  discovered  was  that  of  a  child  8  years  old,  who  had  coniwtf 
smallpox.  Everybody  was  vaccinated  and  the  child  removed  to  or 
lazaretto,  together  with  all  members  of  the  family.  It  waK  impMi'tv 
to  trace  the  origin  of  this  case,  but  the  mother  of  the  child  mii  cha 
the  family  came  recently  from  Santa  Elena,  where  I  am  tohl  mrnhpat 
frequently  appears.  Santa  Elena  is  a  seaport  town  about  eighWi 
hours  distant  from  here,  and  is  in  the  itinerary  of  the  coasting  tUna 
ers  which  ply  between  here  and  Ancon,  Canal  Zone.

— Since  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic  on  October  24,  tW 
total  number  of  cholera  cases  registered  in  Eri^'an  amounted  to  'SA 
(with  134  deaths).  In  three  villages  of  the  government  dii»trirt  vi 
Baku,  20  persons  have  died  of  cholera.     In  the  government  di>lrirt  *«/ 
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samara,  in  12  villages  there  have  occurred  64  cases  of  cholera.  In 
.he  city  of  Zarizyn  there  have  been  registered  21  cholera  cases  (and 
17  deaths). 

In  the  Trans-Caspian  district  there  were  reristered  during  the 
period  from  November  8  to  16,  3  fresh  cases  of  plague  in  Serachs. 

According  to  supplementary  official  reports,  there  have  been  regis- 
:«red  in  Baku  between  August  28  and  November  13  a  total  number 
3f  885  cases  of  cholera  (with  211  deaths). 

Tnrkey. — According  to  Official  Bulletin  No.  45  of  November  21, 
there  have  been  registered  84  new  cases  of  cholera  (and  63  deaths). 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  other  cities. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  November  19  was  hiffher 
than  it  has  been  since  the  middle  of  September,  amounting,  calcu&ted 
on  the  year,  to  14.4  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  thus  corresponded 
almost  exactl V  with  the  rate  for  the  same  week  of  last  year.  Abnost 
two- thirds  of  the  large  towns  and  cities  of  Germany  showed  more 
unfavorable  health  conditions  than  Berlin,  the  rate  of  mortality  in  the 
following  places  being  considerably  higher  than  that  of  this  city,  viz: 
Hamburg,  Cologne,  Diisseldorf,  Magdeburg,  Halle,  Leipzig,  Munich, 
Breslau,  Danzig,  KOnigsberg,  as  well  as  Condon,  Paris,  and  Vienna. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  death  rate  of  the  following  cities  was  lower 
than  the  Berlin  figure,  namely:  Dresden,  Bremen,  Frankfort -on- the- 
Main,  Carlsruhe,  Rixdorf  (with  13.2),  Charlottenburg  (11.1),  and 
SchOneberg  (8.7).  The  number  of  deaths  among  children  in  the  first 
year  again  showed  a  decrease  as  compared  with  the  preceding  week,  so 
that  the  increased  number  of  deaths  occurred  exclusively  among  the 
higher-age  classes.  The  death  rate  of  infants,  3.2  per  year  and  1,000, 
was  lower  than  the  Hamburg,  Munich,  and  Leipzig  figures.  Acute 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  showed  a  decrease  this  week,  causing 
48  deaths  (including  3  from  influenza).  Acute  intestinal  diseases  showed 
no  important  variation,  claiming  36  victims,  while  8  persons  succumbed 
to  cholerine.  Furthermore,  tnere  were  registered  84  deaths  from 
phthisis  pulmonalis,  40  deaths  from  cancer,  11  deaths  from  scarlet 
fever,  8  deaths  from  diphtheria,  4  deaths  f rpm  measles,  and  2  deaths 
from  enteric  fever.     Finally,  3  persons  died  by  violence.

Plague  continues  to  prevail  in  Formosa,  3  new  case?*  and  3  dratb 
having  In^en  officially  reported  at  Taipeh  on  the  17th  instant.  Fnm 
January  1,  11MJ4,  to  tlie  presiMit  time  there  have  occurred  in  the  i^laDl 
of  Formosa  4,221  cases  of  plague,  of  which  3,l»'i3  were  fatal.

Report  from  CaUao — PUique — Fumiaaiion  of  vessels  bov/ndfor  United 
States  and  Pa/n<mia — ^lour  to  be  snipped  as  deck  cargo — Precautions 
against  rats  in  Peruvian  flour  mills. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports,  November  14,  as  follows: 
During  the  two  weeks  ended  October  31  there  were  3  new  cases  of 
plague  in  Lima  and  3  in  Callao.  Outgoing  quarantine  and  general 
measures  a^inst  plague  continue.  Five  vessels  bound  for  the  United 
States  or  Panama  were  fumigated,  the  personnel  of  these  vessels 
inspected,  the  baggage  of  the  passengers  inspected  and  passed  or  dis- 
infected. Twenty-one  cases  or  plague  and  9  deaths  are  reported  by 
the  consular  agent  at  Eten.  Cases  of  plague  continue  to  occur  in  the 
vicinity  of  Pacasmayo.  No  cases  are  reported  in  other  Peruvian 
ports.  Three  bills  of  health  were  issued  oy  the  consular  agency  at 
Mollendo  and  6  by  the  agency  at  Eten  dunng  the  two  weeks.  Dr. 
Manuel  Pierola  and  Dr.  Enrique  Vigil,  whose  nominations  as  sanitary 
inspectors  were  submitted,  have  assumed  these  duties  and  are  accom- 
panying vessels  between  Callao  and  Payta,  this  latter  being  the  last 
port  of  call  before  Guayaquil.  I  am  indebted  to  the  American  consul, 
Callao,  and  to  the  director  de  Salubridad,  Lima,  for  a  part  of  the 
information  contained  in  this  report. 

At  the  present  writing  I  have  under  consideration  a  proposition  to 
allow  vessels  to  carry  a  limited  amount  of  deck  cargo  (principally 
flour  for  Peruvian  ports  and  vegetables)  in  order  that  it  may  escape 
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being  damaged  by  the  fumigation.  To  this  end  I  am  (by  invitation) 
inspecting  the  flour  mills  of  Lima  and  Callao  and  am  accepting  floor 
in  single  sacks  (new  and  in  good  condition)  provided  the  condition  <rf 
the  mill  is  satisfactory. 

The  mill  which  plaj'ed  such  a  prominent  part  in  the  advent  of  plague 
in  Callao  has  been  completely  reconstructed,  and  is  perhaps  as  neariy 
rat-proof  as  can  be  made.  An  interesting  point  that  may  be  men- 
tioned in  connection  with  the  construction  of  ground  floors  is  thtt 
cement  floors,  though  a  great  deal  better  than  the  ordinary,  form  a 
roof  under  which  rats  burrow  easily  unless  there  is  a  layer  of  ashes  or 
gravel,  say  6  inches  to  a  foot  in  depth,  underneath.  Rats  do  not  like 
such  material,  inasmuch  as  they  can  not  form  permanent  paths  of 
communication,  the  material  caving  in  on  their  burrows  as  soon  as 
made.  A  mixture  of  tar  and  ashes  has  also  been  used  with  good  effect 
and  it  is  claimed  that  an  ordinary  plank  floor  laid  directly  on  a  hyer 
of  any  of  the  materials  mentioned  is  better  than  a  cement  floor  bud  od 
ordinary  soil. 

Some  of  the  mills  in  Lima  are  still  in  rather  bad  condition  and  rate 
are  abuiylant.

Assistant  Surgeon  Ward  reports,  December  6,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  December  3, 1904,  bills  of  health  were  issued 
to  6  steamships  and  7  sailing  vessels,  with  334  crew,  46  steerage  and 
18  cabin  passengers.  Of  this  number  I  inspected  6  steamships,  3  sail- 
ing vessels,  276  crew,  46  steerage  and  18  cabin  passengers,  of  whom 
2  of  the  crew,  2  steerage  and  7  cabin  passengers  were  taken  on  at  this 
port.  A  person  suffering  from  a  loatnsome  disease,  wishing*  a  steer- 
age passage,  was  recommended  for  rejection.  There  were  2  cabin 
passengers  in  transit  for  Trinidad,  West  Indies. 

Measles  and  influenza  are  prevailing  more  or  less  throughout  tl« 
island,  but  owing  to  the  pure  water  from  springs  supplied  by  the  Gov- 
ernment waterworks  to  outlying  country  districts  by  laid  pipes  enteric 
fever,  dysentery,  and  other  bowel  complaints,  though  pr^jent,  are 
neither  numerous  nor  severe. 

The  general  health  of  Barbados  is  good;  no  quarantinable  disease^ 
have  been  reported.

One  hundred  and  twenty-six  rats  (52 
found  dead)  and  63  mice  (22  found  dead)  were  bacteriologically  examined  during 
the  week,  of  which  47  rats  and  17  mice  proved  to  be  plague-infected.

Dispatches  of  date  nf 
the  following  oay  state  that  a  large  quantity  of  antiplague  serum  hmi 
been  received,  but  also  state  that  expertvS  deckred  that  the  diseaiw" 
there  present  was  not  bubonic  plague,  but  some  form  of  infertiiA^ 
fever  accompanied  by  suppuration. 

A  dispatch  of  date  of  tne  25th  instant  from  Cataaurca,  Argentina 
states  that  the  [)opulation  there  had  applied  to  the  Government  for  aai 
in  preventing  the  importation  of  bubonic  plague  from  neighl»rinB|r 
Provinces. 
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Another  dispatch  of  date  of  the  26th  instant  states  that  on  the  26th 
there  were  6  new  cases  of  bubonic  plague  in  Salta. 

Xhe  last  dispatch  received,  date  of  the  28th  instant,  states  that  in 
Santiago  there  had  been  2  fatal  cases  of  plague,  and  other  cases  of  con- 
aide  rable  severity. 

Plague  in  Bahia, 

There  has  been  but  little  infonnation  received  from  Bahia;  one  dis- 
patch of  date  of  the  17th  instant,  which  stated  that  there  had  been  no 
report  of  new  cases  of  olague  for  three  davs,  and  one  of  date  of  the 
23a  instant,  which  statea  that  on  that  date  there  had  been  1  death  from 
plague  and  1  new  case. 

MortaUty  m  IWnamhuco^  month  of  October^  190J^. 

The  mortality  report  for  the  month  of  October  of  Pernambuco 
has  just  been  received.  In  all  there  were,  with  a  population  of  about 
200,000  persons,  615  deaths.  Of  this  number  yellow  fever  caused  1; 
smallpox,  93;  enteric  fever,  5;  bubonic  plague,  1,  tuberculosis,  90; 
malarial  fevers,  50;  leprosy,  2;  syphilis,  6;  cancer,  8;  grippe,  4;  dys- 
entery, 20;  septicaemia,  4;  and  beriberi,  17.  For  the  first  two  weeks 
of  the  month  tne  rate  per  1,000  of  population,  was  38.1,  and  for  the 
last  two  weeks,  37.6;  very  high  rates  in  both  cases. 

Mortcdity  In  Sao  Paulo^  State  of  Sao  Paulo, 

During  the  week  ended  the  13th  instant  there  were  in  all  114  deaths 
as  follows:  Variola,  1;  measles,  3;  whooping  cough,  1;  enteric  fever,  1; 
tuberculosis.  5;  septicaemia,  1;  cancer,  2;  other  general  diseases,  1; 
diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  11;  of  the  respiratory  system,  20;  of 
the  circulatory  system,  5;  of  the  digestive  system,  39;  of  the  urinary 
system,  3;  from  congenital  debility,  5;  from  senile  debility,  2;  from 
violent  death,  1;  born  dead,  7;  and  from  unknown  causes,  2.  Of  the 
total  number,  94  were  natives  and  20  foreigners.  Population,  286,000. 
A  dispatch  of  date  of  the  23d  instant  states  th&t  the  slight  outbreak  of 
variom  in  Sao  Paulo  is  about  extinct. 

Mortality  in  Rio  de  Janeiro^  week  ended  Novemher  W^  1901^. 

During  the  week  under  consideration  there  were  in  all  366  deaths. 
Of  this  number  1  was  caused  by  yellow  fever,  with  2  new  cases.  The 
death  was  in  the  district  of  the  city  called  Santo  Antonio,  and  was  of  a 
female  resident.  Plague  caused  9  deaths,  with  28  new  cases,  leaving 
at  the  end  of  the  week  90  cases  in  the  plague  hospital.  Only  3  of  the 
deaths  from  plague  occurred  in  the  hospital,  the  remainder  (6)  occur- 
ring in  different  sections  of  the  city.  Variola  caused  46  deaths,  with 
109  new  cases,  leaving  at  the  close  of  the  week  217  cases  in  Sfto 
Sebastido  Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  diph- 
theria, dysentery,  or  leprosy.  Measles  caused  3  deaths;  whooping 
cough,  3;  grippe,  5;  enteric  fever,  1;  beriberi,  2;  malarial  fevers,  14, 
and  tuberculosis,  48.  Of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  290  were  among 
natives,  71  among  foreigners,  and  5  whose  nationality  was  unknown. 

By  localities  the  deaths  occurred  as  follows:  In  private  houses,  228; 
in  civil  hospitals,  54;  in  military  hospitals,  13;  Santa  Casa  de  Miseri- 
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cordia,  60;  in  asylums,  convents,  etc.,  none;  in  nbipH  in  port,  mmt, 
and  in  unknown  localities,  11. 
The  daily  average  of  deaths  was  52.28,  compared  with  4^,  14  for  tip 

?reviou8  week  and  with  52.71  for  the  corre8pondin|f  w<M»k  of  1S««C

(850,000)  of  22.51.

On  December  4  the  steamship  Tneaptl  cleare<l  for  Ancoa,  iaoal 
Zone,  with  H  cabin  and  13  steerage  passengers  from  this  port.  Thir 
teen  cabin  and  1  steerage  passengers  from  ports  south  wetf  ptar«< 
in  quarantine  to  complete  the  required  time  from  jports  of  last  exj*- 
sure.  This  vessel  was  fumigated  with  sulphur.  Nmeteen  }m«««nf!-r» 
and  78  pieces  of  Imggage  were  inspected;  1  immune  certilicair  and  i 
bill  of  health  were  issued. 
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Besides  the  2  deaths  reported  above  from  yellow  fever,  there  are 
several  cases  now  in  the  lazaretto.  Two  were  brought  from  Machala, 
a  small  town  fifteen  minutes  distant  by  rail  from  Puerto  Bolivar,  its 
seaport,  where  the  coasting  vessels  which  ply  between  here  and 
Panama  stop.  No  case  of  yellow  fever  is  known  to  have  originated  in 
thin  city  during  the  past  two  months. 

On  December  4  the  steamship  Z*V/i^r^  arrived  at  Puna  with  a  case  of 
suspicious  fever  on  board.  This  vessel  came  from  Panama  and  was  en 
route  to  Valparaiso.  The  next  day,  fourth  day  from  Panama,  she  was 
allowed  to  come  up  the  river  to  Guavaquil.     I  saw  the  case  with  the 

Sort  physician,  who  dif^nosed  it  yellow  fever.     The  man,  a  Syrian 
eck  passenger,  gave  a  history  of  having  been  in  Colon  for  two  days  and 
having  become  ill  on  the  dav  of  departure  from  Panama.     I  could  not 
obtain  previous  history,  as  tne  man  spoke  neither  English  nor  Spanish. 
The  symptoms  presented  and  the  meager  history  given  were  neverthe- 
lesi*  of  such  a  character  as  to  leave  no  doubt  or  the  accuracy  of  the 
dia^osis  made.     The  man  was  placed  on  a  lighter  and  quarantined 
some  distance  out  of  Puna.     The  quarters  occupied  were  fumigated 
and  the  vessel  was  received  in  free  pratique.    This  is  a  distinct  improve- 
ment over  methods  which  obtained  here  previously,  when  a  vessel  which 
arrived  with  a  case  of  yellow  fever  on  board  was  quarantined  and  held 
incommunicado  for  a  period  of  ten  days.     The  change  has  been  gen- 
erally commented  on  and  has  created  a  favorable  impression  among 
the  snipping  and  traveling  public. 

The  deaths  from  smallpox  reported  this  week  all  originated  here  or  in 
this  immediate  vicinity,  and  were  among  very  young  children,  1  year  of 
age  and  under.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  infection  was  brought  orig- 
inally from  Santa  Elena,  a  small  coast  town  about  eighteen  hours  dis- 
tant by  water  from  here;  also  in  the  itinerary  of  the  coasting  steamers 
plying  between  here  and  the  Isthmus.  I  mentioned  this  place  as  the 
probable  source  of  infection  of  the  case  of  smallpox  reported  two 
weeks  ago.  Since  then  the  Santa  Elena  authorities  have  applied  to 
the  superior  board  of  health  for  assistance  in  combating  the  spread  of 
this  disease,  which  they  reported  as  gaining  headway.  From  close 
inquiry  I  learn  that  smallpox  prevails  in  coast  towns  between  here  and 
the  Isthmus,  and  thus  becomes  a  menace  to  the  health  there.  A  gen- 
eral vaccination  has  been  ordered. 

No  case  of  grano  d'orb  has  occurred  since  that  reported  November 
25.  The  board  of  health,  however,  has  adopted  very  stringent  regu- 
lations to  control  its  spread  should  other  cases  occur. 

Because  of  the  cases  oi  yellow  fever  which  have  l^een  brought  into 
Guayaquil  from  the  surrounding  territorv  and  the  belief  that  this  city 
is  thus  kept  infected,  the  superior  board  of  health  has  requested  the 
supreme  government  to  appropriate  monev  for  the  erection  and  main- 
tenance of  a  hospital  at  x  aguache  and  nueay,  two  small  stations  14 
and  54  miles,  respectively,  frbm  Guayaquil  on  the  Guayaquil  and 
Quito  Railroad,  to  which  all  cases  of  yellow  fever  which  occur  outside 
the  city  woul^  be  removed  instead  of  being  brought  into  the  city,  as  is 
now  done.  I  believe  that  this  would  be  a  valuable  sanitarv  reform, 
and  one  which  would  do  much  to  rid  Guayaquil  and  the  neighboring 
territory  from  yellow-fever  infection.  Altogether  the  board  of  health, 
composed  of  active  and  progressive  men,  evidences  a  laudable  desire 
to  accomplish  much  needed  sanitary  reform  along  modern  lines  during 
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its  term  of  office.     I  may  add  that  thone  in  re^^poDHible  aatbtintT 
enforce  the  sanitary  regulations  irrespective  of  person. 

Guadalupe,  a  small  inland  town  in  northern  Peru,  near  IV«Mnftj<% 
is  reported  (by  cable)  infected  with  plague.

Tbt 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  is  apparently  owing  to  the  n^tum  •  f 
workmen  from  Persia,  as  it  is  mainly  among  these  perHons*  tliat  cb«4m 
cases  occur.  The  largest  numl>er  of  cases  is  reported  fnmi  Krivmn, 
namely,  522  cases  and  343  deaths.

The  mortality  in  Germany  during  the  month  of  SeptemlM»r.  It* 4, 
shows,  according  to  the  bulletin  lust  published  bv  the  imiierial  hrmitt 
office  at  l^rlin,  a  more  favorable  status  than  that  of  toe  n^intb  of 
August,  statistics  lieing  published  relating  to  315  town^^  and  riiif-*  in 
the  German  Kmf)ire  with  at  least  15,000  inhabitants,  but  thi*  dt«tb 
rate  among  infants  in  34  districts  was  very  high.  Calculattnl  cm  t^K 
year  and  per  thousand  of  the  (X)pulation,  ihe  nunil)er  of  deattt^  in  71 
places  amounted  to  less  than  15  per  niille,  in  136  districlH  t*i  brtwi*f« 
15  and  2i)  per  mille,  in  76  cities  to  l)etween  20.1  and  2.'>  per  mtlle,  in  i4 
towns  to  between  25.1  and  30,  in  5  places  to  between  30.1  and  35,  and  it

INPBCriOUS  DISBAftEB — ITALY. 


The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported  in  Italy  for  the 
month  of  August,  1904,  is  as  follows:  Measles,  4,002;  scarlatina,  829; 
smallpox,  961;  enteric  fever,  8,740;  diphtheria,  1,395;  puerperal  fever, 
213;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  725;  malarial  disease,  61,469;  pellagra, 
252;  anthrax,  634,  and  glanders  3. 

For  the  week  ended  December  1,  1904,  the  following  reports  were 
officiallv  registered: 

Smallpox, — This  disease  is  still  prevailing  in  the  province  of  Lecce, 
but  the  number  of  infected  places  and  cases  reported  is  lessening. 
Caaes  are  reported  in  the  province  of  Palermo  (Palermo,  Terrasini, 
Monreale),  in  Bivona  (Girgenti),  in  the  provinces  of  Potenza,  Cosenza, 
Genova,  Perugia,  Novara,  at  Mestre  (Venezia),  and  at  S.  Teodoro 
(Messina). 

Measles. — An  epidemic  prevails  at  S.  Sepolcro  (Arezzo). 

Scarlatina. — ^There  are  40  cases  in  Turin. 

Enteric  fetter, — An  epidemic  prevails  at  Sassocorvaro  (Pesaro),  and 
there  are  some  cases  in  Rome  and  Milan. 

DipJvtheria, — A  very  bad  epidemic  is  reported  in  Casola  Valsenio 
(Ravenna),  and  some  cases  in  Rome,  Milan,  and  Arcidosso  (Grosseto). 


PLAOrE — EGYPT. 


The  plague  report  for  Egypt  for  the  week  ended  November  17,  gives 
1  fatal  ca^,  a  native,  who  died  at  Kafr-el-Amar,  November  12,  mak- 
ing a  total  number  of  11  cases  and  6  deaths  since  the  outbreak,  Sep- 
teral)er  3,  1904.     No  cases  were  reported  elsewhere. 

*  EGYPT — QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS. 

Egypt  being  at  the  present  time  free  from  plague,  outgoing  quaran- 
tine nas  been  suppressed. 

8U8PECTBD  PLAGUE  ON  THE  BRITIHH  STEAMER  SIDMOUTH. 

The  British  steamship  Sidmouth  left  Kurrachee,  October  27,  and  Suez 
and  Port  Said,  respectively,  November  10  and  11.     Owing  to  damage 
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at  sea,  she  was  obliged  to  call  at  Alexandria,  November  17.  Sb^  rmr- 
ried  a  crew  composed  of  26  persons  and  a  ctLVgo  of  wheat  ^xmnd  f»*r 
Hull.  At  the  medical  inspection  in  the  harbor  of  AlesnmdrHi  a  mi^ 
picious  case  of  plague  was  found  in  the  person  of  a  firenuui«  a  oACi^r 
Abyssinian,  embarKed  at  Port  Said.  The  patient  wa«  landrd  at  i  taH 
bari  lazaretto  and  all  necessary  action  taken.  On  the  haeieriokifpral 
investigation  the  illness  did  not  prove  to  be  pla|i^e  and  the  «4iip  «a* 
therefore  granted  free  pratique. 

SWEDEN— QUARANTINB  R£OCLATIONM. 

By  decree  dated  October  28,  the  Royal  Collegt*  of  C  ommrn-v. 
Sweden,  declared  the  government  of  Samara,  RuKsia,  to  lie  infectrc 
with  cholera. 

PLAOIE — ADKN. 

Bubonic  plague  has  again  taken  hold  at  Aden,  Arabia.  Frooi  CK-t«v 
ber  26  to  November  25,  there  were  21  cases  and  !•  deaths  uffi^-iallT 
reported. 

ITALY— QrARASTINB  RBOrLATIONSu 

By  an  order  dated  November  26, 1904,  arrivals  from  Aden  at  Italiaa 
ports  are  subjected  to  the  ordinance  of  February  23,  IV*  >2,  agai»4 
plague. 

PLAOrK— PABAOCAY. 

An  official  report,  dated  October  6,  from  the  Belgian  ron>ulat^  at 
Asuncion  published  by  the  Belgian  Government  state.s  that*  thuu^j  the 
existence  of  plague  at  Asuncion  is  denied,  it  is  l)eyond  ouotioo  that 
eases  of  that  malady  have  been  observed  by  many  Uxiil  phy-ician*. 
It  appears,  says  the  consular  report,  to  be  too  true  that  the  epidi*fiL>* 
has  broken  out  anew,  though  in  a  l>enign  form.  Pohitive  tigurrt»aTip 
not  given,  but  it  is  reckon^  that  al)out  20  cases  owureach  week  a-ilh 
a  mortality  of  50  per  cent. 

(SOLERA — RCSHIA. 

An  unofficial  telegram  from  St  Petersburg,  dated  I>ecenilN*r  i, 
states  that  from  November  22  to  28  there  were  1U4  cases  of  A^iatii- 
cholera,  with  363  deaths,  reported  in  Erivan,  and  that,  at  Tarhkra 
November  27,  8  deaths  among  18  cases  of  cholera  were  declared. 

CONURE8H  OF  HYGIENE  OF   HABITATIONS — PARJA. 

The  International  Congress  of  the  Hygiene  of  Habitation^  «a^ 
inaugurated  at  Paris,  November  8,  in  the  amphitheater  of  the  Si*fam»< 
of  Medicine,  being  the  tirst  reunion  for  the  purpose  of  technical  engi- 
neers, hygienists,  and  representatives  of  the  great  cities.  At  the  opea- 
ing  meetmg,  the  French  minister  of  public  instruction,  M.  Chaunuc, 
presided  and,  in  his  address  to  tlie  congress,  called  attentioo  to  thr 
special  importance  of  the  regulation  of  dwelling  places  as  a  protectiua 
again.st  contagious  diseases.  Senator  Strauss  rexiewed  the  nwaa*  at 
the  disposal  of  eiigineers  and  architects  based  upon  the  medical  knoal 
edge  gained  in  tiie  campaign  against  tuberculosis,  a  malady  notaUy 
perpetuated  and  diffused  bv  faulty  construction  of  houses.  He  affimied 
that  it  is  to-day  inexcusable  for  a  government  or  municipality  to  Catlti^ 
interest  itself  in  the  question  of  tuberculosis,  a  disease  whocw  principal 
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foci  of  contagion  are  found  in  insalubrious  homes.  Representatives 
of  numerous  cities,  especially  prominent  being  the  envoys  of  Berlin 
and  Prague,  addressed  the  congress.  A  section  of  the  congress  devoted 
its  attention  to  floating  habitations,  namely,  ships  of  every  kind. 

CAMPAIGN   AGAINST  MALARIA    IN   ITALY, 

In  view  of  the  sanitary  efforts  that  will  be  necessary  to  contend  with 
malaria  in  Panama,  a  special  interest  from  an  American  standpoint 
attaches  to  the  campaign  that  is  being  vigorously  pushed  against  this 
disease  in  the  Roman  Campagna,  a  section  once  tnickly  peopled,  the 
site  of  prosperous  cities,  but  now,  owing  to  malaria,  a  desert  waste, 
not    more  tnan   one-tentn  of  which  is  under  cultivation.     The  first 
inroads  of  malaria  in  the  once  flourishing  Campagna  were  attributed 
to  the  neglect  of  the  cultivation  of  land  incident  to  changed  social  con- 
ditions brought  about  by  the  decline  of  the  Roman  Republic.     In  the 
past  great  efforts  have  been  made,  both  by  the  papal  and  the  Italian 
governments,  to  induce  cultivation  of  this  vast  area,  but  owing  to 
unfavorableeconomicconditions  little  has  been  heretoforeaccomplisned. 
When  malaria  begins  in  May  the  section  is  practically  desertea.     The 
shepherds  with  their  flocks  take  refuge  in  the  mountains.     With  the 
discovery  of  the  relation  of  mosquitoes  to  malaria  a  rational  prophy- 
laxis became  possible.     At  present  the  railroad  employees,  whose  occu- 
pation renders  it  necessary  for  them  to  remain  at  their  posts  during 
the  unhealthy  season,  areprotected  by  screened  houses,  mosquito  masks, 
and  prophylactic  administration  of  quinine.     Statistics  of  this  work 
have  heretofore  been  given  in  these  reports. 

In  the  month  of  October,  1904,  in  the  seven  zones  of  the  Roman 
Campagna,  where  the  Italian  Red  Cross  Society  is  making  its  anti- 
malarial campaign,  prophylactic  doses  of  quinine  were  given  to  2,433 
persons,  in  audition  to  those  whose  treatment  was  begun  in  previous 
months.  In  the  zones  under  observation  there  were  reported,  during 
the  month,  13  primary  cases  of  malarial  disease,  88  relapses,  and  62 
cases  of  nonmalarial  disease.  Thirty  four  patients  were  sent  to  Rome 
for  treatment  in  hospital.
